The lord marques of HuntUe, with his fone the lord Gordone, upone the 7 1642. 
of Januar 1642, rydis from Aberdeiie to Stratbbogie, convenis his freindis, 
and hy thair advife layis doun a cours for latling of his diftreilit eftait, to 
pay his debt, and provyde his bariies. Kfter confideratiouu, thay fand the 
burdein grevous, for the lordfchipis of Lochquhaber and Badzenocht wes 
impignorat, as ye have hard befoir, and had no rentis thair dureing the not 
redeniptioun. The lordfchip of the Engzie had the lady douager hir to be 
lifrentrix thairof ; befydis thequhilk, the marques had fewit out the lamen for 
gryt foumes of money, keiping the old rentall to be onlie and yeirlie payit. 
T^is noble marques, throw his prodigal fpending in his youth and uther 
crollis, by his misfortoun is brocht to renunce his haill ellait to the lord Gor- 
doun, for payment of his debt and proviiioun of his bames, relervaad onlie 
to him felf the foum of tea thoufand inerkis of yeirlie rent induring bis lyf- 
tyme, and the hous of Stratbbogie and hous in Old Aberdene to duell intill, 
qubilk wes the maifl his gryt eftait culd now beir ; hot this bargane betuixt 
him and the lord Gorduuu com never to full perfectioun, becaus the mar- 
ques keipit Hill polTelRoun.

Thefe letteris intercepted is forthwith red in the Hous of Commons, and 
ordered to be printed ; c[uhilk cam in print to Aberdene, fra the quhilk I took 
the above writtin coppie. Thir letteris contenis muche mater of great im- 
portance, efpeciallie the diviAonis and diilractionis in England, Scotland and 
Ireland, cheiflie about religioun ; I'urn papiftis, fum proteftantis and uther 
film puritanes, ilkane ftryveing to have the wpper band, making wp and breid- 
ing the beginlnges of gryte trubles throw the kingis haill dominiouns ; hot 
what follouit upone this letterja in the tryell thereof, I can not fay, nor hither- 
till no acrtioun thairin contenit wea wrocht. 

The parliament is curious and circumfpect for ther owne Weill and Hand- 
ing, and by ther panes and diligeus findis out ane letter alledgit wrettin by 
his Majeftie, {his father K. James being on lyf, and him felf bot yonge prince) 
from Madrid to the Pope, tending thus, as it is coppeit : 

Most Molib Father, 
I bare receaved your HollyneB* letter with that acceptntioun and relpect whidw the lore and pietie 
wherewith yow wreit it meritetb. Aiid in particular, it wea to my giyte contentment, lo heir re- 
lated tbe nerer eneoche praifes of my antecelToris, whiche your Holinea thair exponed for my imita- 
tioon. Whereas, trew it is, tliBy oftenlymes exponed thair fortuna and Uvea to perrellie, only that 
tbe Chriilean faith may be propagatit, ther courage alio being no \eCs wbiurwith tbay alliired the 
enemeia of ibe croa of Chrill, making continued warr againft them. And myfelf wold have ane 
rpeciall care, that peace and uniUe, whiche iiatb for mony yeirea abandoned the Chriflean world, may 
be reducetl to true concord. For whereas the comtnoun enemy of peace, and the father of difcord, 
haili labored to faw bail and diilentioan amonges the Chriilean princes, in the fame Ibrt do I be- 
k<iir« that it appertanes to the glory of Chrill to labor ane unitie ; and I hold it do leis credet nor 
honor to be difcendit from renonned princes, then to be ther emulator and imitator in thofe bolie 
and religions cnAomes qnhsirin thay flurilhed. And it aideth me muche to have knowne the will 
of the King my father, and the gryte defyre he hatlie to for<ler his intcntioun with all his pouer ; for 
itpcifeih him muche to confiilder the great difalleris and crueil blooiIOieddis whiclie follouis bydif- 
J Chriilean princes. The apprehenfioun whiche your Holines hath conceaved, and the

The mater is agitat befoir the Committe of Ellaites of Parlia- 
ment ; Sir William Dik craveing the cuftomes of Aberdent- and Banf to be dew 
to him, als weill as the reft of all the cuftomes of Scotland, (be infurmatiouii 
■and inftigatiouD of the faid Patrik LeHie, as wes largelie fpokin) utheruayes 
I'ke wold advance no more moneyis to the publict. The erll Marfchall anfueris 
I prefens of the Committe, that he had gottin ane gift for payment of 5000 
I jib. fterling reftand to his goodfire, a trew debt, ratefeit in parliament, quhilk 
wJB the maift the lawis of Scotland may do for his fecuritie ; and if tbay will 
] Ining bak the kingis gift ordourlie paft and ratefeit be parliament, he hes no 
I more aftureans for all his landis and eftait, bot may be takin fra him als weill 
I thir cuftomes, quhairof he had alreddy fet ane fubtak to the tonne of Aber- 
Ldene, quhilk with his honor he can not quyte, bot byde be the famen. The 
LCommitte of Eftaitea hard the Erll, but he reci'avit no fatiffactorie anfuer ; 
Ptuhairupone be went to dur malcontent. Now it is heir to be rememberit, 
L'that this Committe of Eftaites apointit to At daylie in Edinburgh in place of 
LparliameDt, for reulling of fie buftlnes as could not be exped in face of full 
trliament, confifted of nobles, barronis, burgeflis, quhiikis now ar the thrie 
aites, and that of the prymeft and cheifeft covenanters. This Patrik Leflie 
eing ane of the firft, he wes thairby ane of this Committe, who fat with thame 
I ane burgea ; he had thairby the favoris of that eftait, and for Sir Williame 
fiSik, who wes wirklng in his name this wark ; then he had the nioyan of the 
marques of Argile, the erll of Rothas' freinilis, the erll of Lyndfay, the gene-

, tfaat in end he over-balanced the erll, do what he could, and wan his poynt, 
icontrair to law, equitie and reflbne, to the gryte greif of Aberdene, (except 
'/his owne factioun thairintill) who, as is faid, had fent him over as thair com- 
mifiioner to have gottin ane gift of ane tak of ther owne cuftomes, and had 
allowitto him fourthoufond merkis for hi.s onuaitiug, charges and expenflis;

Now grjrte tomultis and uproares in London anent Epifeopade^ the Hoot of 
Commonis intending to have thame fimplidter abolilhit, utfaeris agaae of the( 
Upper Hous aganes the famen. The apprenteiffis of London ryfis in armeCy 
crying, Doun with Epiicopade ! The kinges owne gaird and his trayned ibU 
diouris about medles with thame, and killis fum rf thir aiq[irentei£fe. In 
end, this trecherous tumult is padfeit ; quhaimpone follonit ane new covenant 
amonges fum of the nobles, Infchopis and utheris, conduding to defend the 
liberties of the bifchopis, according to the lawis, aganes the Hous of Corn* 
monis, inventaris and devyferis of this buffines. It is fuome and ihfalcri vit, as 
wes reportit, hot the marques of Hammiltoun and erll of Laneik his brother be* 
ing urgit refiiifit to fubfcrive the fame, becaus thay had alreddie fiibicrivit the 
Scottis covenant. It wes anfuerit, he wes erll of Cambrige in Inghind, and 
fo ane of ther nobles, who fould ocmcur and affift with thame. He ftill re* 
fuifit, whairby he is daylie more and more weill knowne to be the countiie 
hot not the kingis man, as his Majeftie trufted and as him lelf oatwardlie 
profeffit, and thairby daylie and jufUie drawin in fufpidoun, and at laft leaves 
the king and keipis the parliament, as ye may heirefter heir. 

Now printed paperis daylie cuming from London, called Diumall Oeeut'^ 
r^ncesj dedairing what is done and actit in Parliament, Upper and Lower 
Houfis, quhilk is tedious hdr to be infert Alluaies it wes reportit that the 
king oommandit Sir Williame Balfour, capitane of the Tour of London, to be 
removit, quhilk wes obeyit, (hot befoir he cam out, the haill cannons wes 
difmounted and unferviceable) and the king puttis in his place ane Frendbtf- 
man calllt collonell Biron, at leift to be livetennant in the Tour. The 
apprentdflis, doubtles be inftigatioun fUll of the Lower Hous, agane gettia 
wp in Londoun, crying out, and craveing collcmell Lumford, with fum uther 
commanderis in the Tour to be removed, being the kinges loyall men, quhilk 
the king grantit for fatling of this tumult Sie more heirefter. There was 
tuo or thrie like fturris of the apprenteiffis, to the kinges heiche anger, who 
now begins to go and cum with fbrong guarde for his owne faiftie. 

About the tent of Januar 1648, the bailies of Old Aberdene, Jon Forbes and 
l^homas Merler, be toUerans of doctor Goold prindpall, cauflt meflbunes 
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tiirow doun to the ground the bifchopis dwcat (quhilk indeid wes rwinona 
ami improfitable) to be ftanea to the bigging of ane Song icooll, quhilk be 
fum was not thocht fecrilegions ; bot yit wes evil! done as utheris thocht. 

About the SO of January, tbair cam to parliament tuelf Englilh bifchopis 
with ane petitioune, declairing, according to the Englifh lawis, the bilchopi» 
fbuld convene at parliamentis and pofles ther owne places, bot to this par- 
liament they dm-ft not refort nor cum, for feir of ther iyves ; and therefore ill 
prelens of the king, the lordis and peeris, protellit Iblempnatlie, what wes actit 
in parliament fen the 27 of December fould be null and of nane availl, or 
what foiUd be done heirefter in ther abfens Ibuld lykuaies be null, be- 
caus thay durll not cum to the Hous of Commons for feir of ther lives, 
being by multitudes of unknowne peopill daylie boiled, nianaflcd and threat- 
ned in thair cuming to that honorable Hous of Parliament to performe thair 
fervice. Efter this petitioun and proteftatioun wes red, the bifchopis wes re- 
movit, who went to ther lodginges ; the Upper Hous fend duun the iaraen 
to the Hous of Commons, who took this laufull petitioun and pregnant pro- 
teftatioun (wirking to turn all ther travellis to nocht) lb heigblie, that incon- 
tinent, but more advys of the king or Upper Hous, thay lend out the Blak 
Rod, who tuke and apprehendit everie one of thir 13 bilchopes out of ther 
lodginges, and brocht thame to the Hous of Commons, who, as ther forme is, 
wes all fet doun upone ther kneis at the bar. Efter Turn fpeiches, the lemed 
and Weill beloved bifchop of Durham, with ane uther bil'chop of good note, 
war committed to the Blak Rod, and the uther ten war committed to the 
Tour. Thay are daylie accufed in face of his Majeftie and parliament of bothe 
houflea upon this petitioun and proteftatioun. They maid ther owne appoli- 
geis in defens thereof, quhilk wes litle thocht of ; thay deiire to be put to liber- 
tie ; denyit and refuifit by the Hous of Commons. In end, thay ar foirfault in 
ther haill poffeffionis, goodis and geir, and degraduat from ther offices and 
digneteis, aucht qubairof had fum competent meinis to fuftene tbair lives, and 
uther four, more evill exponit, had lels. 

Gryte crueltie in Ireland, and mekill blood fpilt of the Englilh and Scottis 
puritane proteftantis ; fyre and fuord went alraoft throw the haill land but 
mercie of fex or kynd, young or auld, man, woman, or chyld, all put to deatb, 
and ther goodis fpolzeit. Thay rage at our covenant, compellit thairto be 
ther owne IriQi parliament, holdin be the kinges commilHoneris of Ingland. 
for ther parliament is fubdelegat to the Englifli parliament, and whatever 
is en actit or done in this Iiiih parliament is by the Engliih commifiioneria, 
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and be directioun and at command rf the oouniall or parliament of England^ 
who now had givin warrand aganes the natives and utheris to iiieir and tvih 
fcrive the covenant, mjmding to faring the kingis haill dominioons wnder ane 
covenant, quhilk fared mekill forrow and tmfale fidiortlie anumges the IrilheB, 
vexatioun and trufale faoth to Scottis and Englis, as is heirefter notit, and as ye 
may fie faefoir anent ther owne covenant. 

Capiten Forfaes alias Kaird, of ^ome ye hard before, he moyan of tarn 
freindis, is, efter long impriflbnment, about the 22 of January, let to libertie 
out of the tolfauith of Edinfaurgh. 

Saturday 22 of Januar, the lord Sinlder retumit faak fira Edinburgh to Afaer* 
dene to his foulderis. Sie more heirefter, where he and his Ibldiouris re- 
moves. 

Now the Committe of Eftaites of Ptoliament gois on upcme tryali aganes 
James erll of Montros, Archibald lord Naper, Sir George Stirling rf Keir and 
Sir Ardiifaald Steuart of Blakhall, as alledgit incyndiareis ; Johne erll of Tra« 
quhair. Sir Rofaert Spotifwod of Donjrpace knight. Sir J<^e Hay of Lands 
lait clerk regifter, (Doctor Walter Baocanquell and Jon faifhop of Rofs, fum- 
tyme facing fugitives and afafent) as haveing faene plotteris, devyieris and ma- 
chinatoris of courfes aganes the pufalict well, as is fet doun in the SS and 84 
actis of K. Charles' fecond parliament What wes done and tryit aganes thame 
or ather of thame not reveillit, hot keipit iecret ; jrit reportit that Traquhair 
was convict in fyve capitall pojmtis, hot his ientence referrit to the king. 

Sir Philem Onell, now generall of the Irifli, as ye hard faefoir, growis 
daylie more and more grjrter in forces, and without refiftans maids havok rf all 
his enemeis ; and, as report paft, the haill countrie neir conqueft. Sie more 
heirefter. 

It is faidy the king lent to the Hous of Commons tuo of his owne domeftick 
fervitouris, callit Sir Williame Fleming and Mungo Morray, defireing fum fyve 
of ther numfaer to fae impriflbned for treflbun committed fae thame againft 
his Majeftie ; quhilk wes not ofaeyit The king quiUie directit to cans feall 
the trunkis of thefe fyve perfones, that none Ibuld fae opnit whill thay were 
fichtit. The Lower Hous agane, at ther owne hand, in mi(rq;aird of the 
king, violentlie farak wp thefe trunkis, to his heighe difjrielbur and diiho* 
nour. The names of thir fvye is Pym, Hampden, Stroud, HoUis and Hafilrig. 
His MigefUe, feing his auctoritie fo afaufit, relolvit to qnjte the parliament 
and rydis fra Waftminfter to one of his owne houfSs, Southampton, haveing 
with him his Queue, Prince Pallatyne his fifker fone^ the Duke of Lennox^ with 
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fum others, and his owne traiiiit band coDfifting of 500 men. Thus, with 
greif and mifconteotment he leaves the parliament. It is faid, the marques 
of Hammiltoun made choife to attend the parliament, and left the king, as 
he that wes no gryte courteour as he wont. Sie more heirefter. 

Sonday 23 Januar, thair rais ane heighe and michty wynd, quhilk blew 
over the corps de guard, biggit at the cros of New Aberdene, and hnrt and 
bruifit fum fyve or fix of Sinckleria foldiouris lying therein on the night, 
qubair, by ther fyre the tymber wes kendled, and had almoU put the toun 
in fyre ; bot the tonnes men quiklie gadderit, drounit out the fyre and releivit 
the foldiouris. It is faid, the fame corps de guard thairefter wes blawin fra 
the place quhairon it flood to the erll Marifchallis yet, quhilk apeiris to 
be William Scottis malyfoun, for it wes biggit all of his tymber, him felf being 
out of the countrie. 

In this moneth of January there wes hard veray unufuall heiche wyndis, 
quhilk doubtles did gryte fkaith be fea, amonges whiche the merchandis of 
Abirdene loift above 100 tun of Frenlhe wyne in ane Leith (hip. The lyk 
wyndis in Februar. 

Fryday 28 Januar, the lord Aboyne now cam from England home to Edin- 
burgh, who bad biddin out of the countrie all this tyme fmce the day 
of Sie more of him heirefter. 

The fecond of February at midnicht, thair raia heir in Abirilene ane ex- 
traordinar heiche wynd, with fireflaucht, rayne and weit. This vehement 
wynd continewit heir upone the mome and uther morne in moft wonderfull 
■aner. The riveris of Die and Ithen, through heiche floodis, overflowit ther 
wonted limitis in this moneth and January both. Die furpafied in fpeat the 
keyheid, and Ithen grew lb great, that it drounit out the fyres in lum mens 
houflts dwelling in Ellon and Newbrughe, far beyond the wonted cours ; many 
tbiokiDg thir to be prodigious tokens. 

Befides in Mar, about that pairt called Bankafair, the countrie people, about 
this tyme, hard nichtlie touking of drumis, beginning about the flty going to, 
and continewing quhill 8 houris at evin. The noys wes feirfull, for thay wold 
•heir marches perfytJie toukit, as if thair had bene ane army in order. This 
wes not Weill thocht of nather be honell peciable men, as it over weill provit, 
to the overthrow of the hous of Drum. Sie heirefter. 

Ye hard of the lord Sinckleris cuming bak to Abirdene. Mr. Robert Far- 
qnbar payit tbe tounes people in auld myttie meill for his Ibldiouris enterteny- 
meot, who bad coDtyne^vjt there fince the day of anno Now 
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thay raifit four feild peices, quhilk thay had ftanding at the Cros, and Sin- 
kler drew wp his foldiouris, confiftiiig hot about 200 and 60 men, and vpone 
Wedinfday 9 February he b^an with bag and ba^age to mardi fimth, lea- 
ving Abirdene not well payit ; for this Farquhar outit his myttie meill upone 
the honeft people of the toun at ane hdghe i»ice, for the good intertenement 
thay had fumefliit with moneyes out of their purles. 

This r^nient grew lels and lels daylie, and wes no more hot about tna 
hundreth and threfcoir ibldiouris at ther depairtour. Thay did no good, hot 
mekill evill, daylie deboihing, in drinking, hureing, nicht walking, combat- 
ting, fweiring, and brocht lundrie honeft wemen lenrandis to gryte milerie, 
whole bodeis thay had abufit. There follouit fum of them the camp out of 
the toun« utheris went out to the Crabftane, and retumit bak to Abirdene : 
bot thay and fuche others as wes guiltie, were cruellie handlit for ther hure- 
dome ; for fum wes wairdit in the Pittie Tolt, fum let cautioon to remove 
fra the tonne, efter thay comptit and reknit for thair tavemrie with ther 
miftreflis ; uther fum wes takin and wairdit in the tolbuith, quhairof there wes. 
12 takin, and with towis bound two and two togidder, and convoyit be the 
hangman throw the ftreites out of the tonne, ordanit to be banelhit perpe- 
tuallie, and none thairefter to recept thame wnder the paine of 40 lib. toties 
qaoties. It is faid, there wes dilatit, and tryit, about 63 of thir poor wemen ; 
quhairof fum fled, fum banefliit, fum fet cautioun in maner foirfiud, and all and 
everie one brocht wnder Ichame and grjrte milerie ; quhairof no doobt wes both 
honeft mens wy ves and maids, at left callit in grjrte fulpitioun. O, wofull 
Abirdene ! by thy finis this havie Icourge is laid upone thee by all the burghia 
in Scotland, muche to be bemoned and lamented. Thus, this ribald raiment 
heaped wp fin to our owne numberles finis, and did no more good, bol lying 
idle, confumeing honeft menis viveris. 

About this t}*me, we hard how the duke of Lennox wes called in limi qneC- 
tioun by the Englilh parliament, wrocht by the malice of the marques of 
Hammiltoun, as wes faid ; bot it turned to nocht, for the duke baid oonftantlie 
with the king, and the other over Weill thocht of both in Scotland and England^ 
keipis ftiU the parliament. 

Mononday 14 February, the lord Aboyne cam fira Edinburgh hame to Strath* 
bogie, and hard of his fiitheris effaires, as ye may reid befoir. 

About the 24 of February, Mr. Williame Blakhall, ane of the regentis of 
GoUodge Marfchall, a prompt icoller, bred, borne and brocht up in Aberden^ 
Mid never yit out of the countrie, refuifit to fubfcrive the countrie covenant. 
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as the reft did, quhairupone he wes depofit of his regency ; thairefter he leivit 
fiinply in Ibber maner within the toune. He is callit in fufpitiouu of poperie, 
he is conveoit befoir the Seflioun of Abirdene, and at laft brocht befoir the 
preftjiterie vpone the forfaid 24 of Februar, the famen then fitting within the 
Colledge of Old Aberdene, Mr. David Lindfay, perfone of Balhelvy, mode- 
ratour. He is accufit of what religiouii he wes of, and of what kirk he wes. 
Efter fum anfueris, at laft he planelie and avouitlie declairit he wes ane Ro- 
mane Catholik, and wold byd be the lanien, to the aftoneifliment of the haill 
heiraria, being of ane uther profeftioun, as appeirit, and fo pertlie (now in tyme 
of the hotteft perfecutioun of papiftis heir in this land) to manifeft him felf fo. 
Aluaies, efter fum dealling with him by the miniftrie and bretheren, at laft 
lie is excommunicat, and chargit to conforme or leave the conntrie. This may 
be uottit with the fyre of the laid Marfchall Colledge, as ye have befoir, as ane 
lecond vifeit ; the thrid follouis. This Blakball wes excommunicat upone 
the 20 of Marche, fyne leavis the countrie. 

About this tyme, thair cam ane fpeiche to Abirden wrettin be Sir Eduard 
Deering, knight and baronet, who wes choftn knight of the fchire for the 
county of Kent to be one of the number of the Hous of Commons. This 
dayntie eloquent fpeiche is wortbie of not and confideratioun. It appeiris to be 
wrettin in January or February, quhilk makia it beir 1641, becaus the Eng- 
lilli yeir changes not quhill the 25 of Merche, and our yeir changes the firft of 
Januar yeirlie. And fo I have fet it doun in anno 1642, quhairof the tennour 
follouis :

Tbe <]nellion in, wbether thde clanfes concerning fame pretended errooeous paflkges in our 1i- 
tw^ (ball be laid hy or not. I am of opinion to decline them here, but not to bury them in a per- 
petual lilenee. 
In Uiia very period, yon give ns, in general terros, a promile of a national ifaoA. I do Hill 
Uw prefeuce thereof. It b«ag, to my nnderltanding, the only proper cure and remedy for

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all onr church diftradioiiB, and may be prored, if proof be needfnly to hare been pfaedfed in Ibe 
book of God. 

This promifed fynod is too fiir off. Let me have a better aflTnrance than a promiie ; which that 
I may obtain, I will be bold to give yon fome reafons to introduce that aflembly, and fpeed it aUb. 

Mailer Speaker, much bath been faid, and fometbing attempted to be done, to regolate the ex- 
terior part of our religion ; bnt, Sir, we bleed inwardly. Much endeavotir hath been to amend the 
deformed forms we were in, and to new govern the government : yet. Sir, Uiis is but the leaves of 
good religion, fit, I confefs, notwithfianding, to be taken care of, for beauty and for ornament ; nay, 
fome leaves are fitt and neceflary to be preferved for (hadow and for (belter to the blofflbms and the 
fhiit. 

The frait of all is g^ood life, which yon mnft never expect to fee, onlefs the bloflbms be pore and 
good, that is, anlefs yom* doctrines be foond and true. 

Sir, I fpeak it with fall grief of heart, wbiUl we are thos long praning and compofing of the 
leaves, or rather, whilfi fome would pluck all leaves away, our bloflbms are blafled ; and whilfl we 
fit here in cure of government and ceremonials^ we are poifoned in our doctrinalsi and at whoie door 
will the guilt and fin of all this lye ? 

Qui non vctat peecare cum potejt^ juhei. Sevec. 

It is true, that this mifchief grows not by our confent ; and yet, I know not by what unhappy ftle 
there is at prefent fuch an all-daring liberty, fucb a lewd licentionfnefs, for all men's vepting their 
ieveral fenfes (fenfelefs fenfes) in matters of religion, as never was in any age, in any nation, nntiO 
this parliament was met together. 

Sir, it belongs to us to take heed that our countenance (the countenance of this honouible 
houfe) be not proilituted to finifler ends by bold offenders. If it be in our power to give a remedy, 
a timely and a feafonable remedy to thefe great and growing evills, and that we (being alio put 
in mind) ihall neglect to do it, we then do pluck their fins upon our own heads. 

Alienum qui fert fceluty fiuM fuunu Sekec. 

Shall I be bold to give yon a very few inflances ? One for a hundred, wherewith our pulpits 
and our prefles do groan. 

Mafler Speaker, there is a certain new bom, unfeen, ignorant, dangerous, defperate way of In- 
dependency.* Are we. Sir, for this independent way ? Nay, Sir, are we for the elder brother of 
it, the Preibeterial form ? I have not yet heard any one gentleman, within thefe walls fland iqp 
and aflert his thoughts here^ for either of thefe ways ; and yet. Sir, we are made the patrons and 
protectors of thefe fo different, fo repugnant innovations. Witnefs the feveral dedications to na. 
Nay, both thefe ways, together with the Epifcopal, come all rufhing in upon us, every one pre- 
tending to a fore-head of divinity. 1, Epifcopacy fays, lis by divine right; and certainly. Sir, it 
comes much nearer to its claim than any other. 2, Preibetrie, that fieiys lis by divine right S, 
Nay, this illegitimate thing, this hew born Independency, that dares to fay lis by divine right alfb. 
Thus the church of England (not long fince the glory of the reformed religion) is miferably tank and 
diftracted. Yon can hardly now fay which is the Church of England. Whither fhall we turn for core ? 

An other inflance : If I would deal with a papiil to reduce him, he anfwers (I have been

proiefled againll. \MiHt religion would you peri'uade me to ? Where may I find, and know, and 
fee, and read, the religion you profefs 7 I befecch yon, Kir, help me anc snlVer to tins papiift. 
N«y, Sir, the papift herein hsth afliftance even among ourlelves, and doth gel the tongue of Tome 
men, whofe hearts are far from them ; for at one of your committees, I heard it pnblickly allerted 
hy one of the committee, that fame of our articles do contain I'ome things contrary to Holy Scriptnre. 

Mafler Speaker, Sunday is a Sabbath, Sunday is no Sabbath, both true, both unCrae, in their 
leTcral acceptations, and the knot (I think) too hard for our teeth. Shall I gire you an eafier 
ioflance ? 

Some fay, it is latrtitl to kneel at receiving the elements of out holy comraiuiion, others plead 
ii tM expedient. Tome do press it as neceflary, and there want not others who abhor it as idola- 
troni ; and, Sir, I am cooBdent, you can not I'o (late this eafy quellion to pal's among us, bat that 
there will be many eontraduxnla. 

The fecond epillle of St. Peter ia now newly denied to be the apoflle's. Oar creed, the 
holy apolllet' creed, ia now difputed, denied, inverted and exploded by fbroe who would be 
thought the bell chritlians among as. I ilerled with wonder and with anger to hear a bold 
mecluLnick tell me, that my creed is not my creed. He wondered at my wonder, and faid, I hope 
your worihip is too wile to believe that which you call your creed.

Sir, Ihall I be bold to give one, and but one inllaoce more ? Much ctaraour now there is againfl 
oar pnblick Liturgy, though hallowed with the blood of Tome of the 6rA compofers thereof; andlurely, 
Sir, feme parts of it may be well corrected. But the clamours now go very high. Impudence or 
ignorance ia now grown fo frontier^, that it is loudly expected by many that yon Jhould utterly 
abrogate all forms of pnblick worihip, aod at lealt, if you have a (hort Form, yet not to impofe the 
Die of it. Extirpation of Epifcopacy, that hope is already fwallowed ; and now fome men are as 
greedy for abolition of the Liturgy, that fo the Church of England, in her public prayers, nay her 
ofTertnre, may be as a babler at all adventures ; a branelefs, Hupid and an ignorant conceit of fame I 

Man«r Speaker, the wifdome of this houi'e wilt (I am conBdent) never Tmk fo low, never faU into 
fuch a delinquency of judgement and piety. When you do, I fliall humbly fubmit myfelf unto the 
llake and ^got ; 1 mean, for certainty.

The Ihort c iofli of all with a motion ie but thb : We are poifoned in many pmnle of Doctiiae, 
aMd I kaow no antidote, no redpe for core, bnt one, a well*ehofen and well-tempered 
Synod, and (lod'e blefllng thereon. Thie may cnre ut, without this, (in my poor opinion) 
le Uke to turn itfelf into a great Amiierdam ; and unlefs this connfel be rery fpeedy, the diieafe will 
beaboire the cure. 

Thcfftfore, that we may hare a fulllfiruition of what is here but proniifed» I do handily BMfe^ 
That you will coauaand forth the Bill lor a national Synod to be read the aext moning. I ftw 
ll» Bill ahofo fifo months fiaoe in the hand of a worthy member of thb hovio. If Aal Bill be 
aoi to be had, then my humble motion ie (ee formerly), That you would name a coaunitte 
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Good God I look down and direct ow coDfultations. The bell ilTue whereor ( I thiak) wodIJ 
be, to debate tbe whole debate of Religion out of onr doora, by putting it into a bee Synod, where-

This worthie and comraeudable fpeiche wes forthwith imprinted, difperft 
and Ipred (and I did coppie one of the imprinted paperis that cam heir to Scot- 
land) ; quhairat the Hous of Commons wes heighlie oSendit, not onlie at the 
fpeeche, bot at the imprinting and divulgating thairof throw the kiugdome 
upone ther owne relTonea ftrictlie and fchortlie commanding this imprinted 
paperis to be brocht in and brynt in fyre, that there fould no meraorie thair- 
of reraane. And with all, this worthie gentleman wea committed to the Tower, 
for his good and faithful coimlall. 

It is heir to be markit, that this paper is fet out of the yeir 1 641, albeit with 
oure Scottis corapt it agreis with 1613, becaus oure yeir changes yeirlie the 
firft day of Januar, and their yeir changes yeirlie the 33 of Marche ; fo this 
pdce appeires to be fet out in January or February 1643, albeit it beires 1641 
in the infcriptioun, and I drew it wp as done in anno 1642. 

L^^pone Mononday the 21 Fehruar, the Queues Majeftie, upone certane ref- 
fones moveing hir, took hir leire of the king, and fchippit at Dover, fyne 
faillit to Holland to tie her docliter lady Mary, princes of Orange, enterit hame 
at the Hag. Sho wea honorablie convoyit be the kingis royall Ichippis, and 
honorablie receavit at the Hag both be tbe prince of Orange elder and the 
young prince alfo, hir owne good-fone. Sho convoyit her dochter thair, and 
well receaved, as faid is, both the one and the uther. Sie more helrefter. The 
king convoyit bis quene and dochter both to Dover. 

Strait proclamatiounis maid in England, chargeing all papiftis, jefuitis, and 
leminary preiftis to remove foirtbwith out of England, wnder the panes con- 
tenit in the Actis of Parliament maid in Queene Klizabethis tyme. 

Upone Sonday 27 February, ane declaratioun fpokin out to our Oldtoun peo- 
ple, be our minifter Mr William Strathaucbin, Ihowing the eftait of our pro- 
teftantis in Ireland, and how thay, thair wyves and bames wes miferablie 
banefiut, and forlit to file into the waft pairtis of Scotland for refuge, and 
the land not able to I'uftene tbame. It wes found expedient, that ilk paroche 
within the kingdome fuld receave ane collectioun of ilk manis charetie, for 
ther help and fupport, quhairupone wes coUeetit out of this poor paroche four- 
(coir pound is.

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That the Archbifchop of Canterburie wes now begun upone, and tiyell takin 
of his diforderis, and that the reft of the bifchopis war all contynewit to ane 
generall aflemblie confifting both of bifchopis and minifteris for failing of the 
diftractionis of ther owne kirk of Englande, fie herefter. 

Pitifull is it to heir or fie our royall King to be fo abufit with writtin 
pamphletis, and quhairof him felf oftymes complanes, as ye may fie in his 
Speiche of the 9 of Marche 1641 herefter in this Treatife following. And to 
let the reidar know ane diQ^ytefiill pamphlet, I have fet it doun in this place 
verbatim.

And be content, fince fam of thame be Romana, 
To have fnm traittoris in the Hons of Commons. 
Let ws do what we lift, and yow fall fie, 
Well all be kings, alfweill as Pyme or yee. 
We &fted firft, and prayit that warrs might ceas, 
When fafting wold not do't, we payit for peace, 
And glaid we had it fo, then gave God thanks, 
Whiche maks the Iriih play the Scottifh pranks.

Let the good reidar confider this pamphlet, and perceave how his royall Bfa- 
jeftie is ufit This Pyme wes indeid maiiler fpeaker in the Lower Hoos, who 
wes no grite freind to the king ; hot did his beft for the libertie of the fulgeet 
milregarding the royall prerogative. He is accufit be the king of treflbn^ bot 
getis no remeid. Otheris layes this Pyme wes not maifler fpeiker. 

His Mqff/Hes Declaration to both Houfu of Parliament (which He likewi/i reeommetkb la lie 
oo^/ideration of all His loving Subjects^) in Anfioer to that pre/ented to Him ai l iiwm m k i t, 
the ninth rfMarchj 1641. 

Though the Declaration lately prefented to Us at Newmarket, from both Our Homind Fnia- 
ment, be of fo flrange a nature, in refpect of what We expected (afier fo many Ada of Grace «i 
Favour to Our People) and fome expreffions in it fo different from the ufuall Langimge to I^ibm^ 
that We might well take a very long time to confider it ; Yet the cleemefle and vprigfataeA of 
Our Confdence to God, and lore to our Subjects, hath fupplyed Ua with a fpeedy Anfwer, and 
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Oar nnaltenble Affection to Our People prevailed with Ub, to fapprefs that pafliou which mi^t 
well eooDgh become Ve, upon fach an lariiatioo. 

We liBTO confiilered Our Anfwer of the firil of this moneth at Ttieobalda, which ia ui^ed to 
h«Te jri^en jolt caufe of foiTOW to Onr Subjects. Whofoever looks over that MelTnge (which vna 
in effect to tell Ur, that if We would not joyn with them in an Act which We conceived might 
prove prejudicial! and dangerous to Us and the whole Kingdom, they would make a Law without 
Ut, and impole it upon Our People) will not thinke that Itidden Anl'wer can be excepted to. 

We have little encourageraent to Heplyes of this nature, when We are told of how little value 
Our words are like to be with yon, thongh they come accompanied with all the Actions of Love 
and Joflice, (where there is room for Actions to accompany them,) yet We cannot but difavow the 
having any fach evill Connfell or Couofellours about Us, to Onr knowledge) as are mentioned ; and 
if any fochbediicovered. We will leave them to the Cenfureand Judgement of Our Parliament: bi 
the mean time. We could wiOi, that Oar owne immediate Actions which We avow, and Our owne Ho- 
novr might not be fo roughly cenfured and wounded under that common llyle of Evil! Counfellonn. 

For our faithfull and zealoui affection to the true Proteflant Profeflion, and Our rerolution to concw 
with Onr Parliament in any pollible conrfe for the propagation of it and the fuppreflion of Popery, 
We can fay no more than We have already exprelTed in our Declaration to all Our loving Subjecti, 
pobhlhed in January loll, by the advice of Our Privy Councell, in which We endeavoured to make 
■a lively a CoofelTion of Our lelf in this point, as We were able, being moll alTured that the conftaat 
Practice of Oar Life hath been anrwerabie thereunto : And therefore We did rather expect a Tef- 
timony and Acknowledgement of fuch Onr Zeal and Piety, then thofe Exprelllons We meet with 
in this Declaration, of any deiigne of altering Religion in this Kingdom. And We doe (ont of the 
innocencie of Our Soul) willi, That the Judgments of Heaven may be manifefled upon thofe, who 
have or had any fuch Defigne. 

As for the Scots iroubles, We bod well thought that thofe unhappy differences had been wrapt 
up in perpetnall filence, by the Act of Oblivion, which being folemnly paA in the Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms Hops Our mouth from any other Reply then to (hew Our great diilike for reviving 
the memory thereof. 

If the Rebellion in Ireland (fo odious to all ChriAiana) feems to have been framed and mayn- 
tained in England, or to have any countenance from hence, We conjure both Our Houles of Par* 
Uuient, and all Oar loving Subjects whatfoever, to ufe all pollible meanes to difcover and find fach 
vn, that We may joyn in the moll exemplary vengeance upon them that can be imagined: But 
We mnft think Onr fclf highly and cauflefly injured in Our Reputation, if any Declaration, Action 
or Eipreflion of the Irilh Rebels, any Letter from Count Rofettie to the PapiUs for FafUng and 
Praying, or from Trellram Whitcombe, of Grange fpeeches uttered in Ireland, thall b^el any 
jvslonjie. or mifapprehenfion in our fubjects, of Onr Juflice, Piety and Affection, it being evident to 
■11 nnderllandingB, That thofe mifchievous and wicked Rebels are not fo capable of greet adrannge, 
na fay having their falle difcourfes fo fsr believed, as to raife Fears and Jcaloufies to the dillraction 
of this Kingdom, the onely way to their fecurity. And We cannot esprefle a <leeper feni'e of the 
Taflering of Our poore Protellant Subjects in that kingdom, then We have done in our often MelTagea 
to both Hoofes, by which We have offered, and are Hill ready to venture Onr Koyatl Perfon for their 
Redemption, well knowing, that as We are (in our own interelt) more concerned in them, fo Wean 
to make a ftrict accompt to Almighty God for any neglect of Our duty or their prefervation. 

For the manifold attempts to provoke Our late Anny, and the Army of the Scots, and to raife a 
B in the City of London and other part* of the Kingdom ; if it be laid, aa relating to Us, We 
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cannot without great indignation fnffer Oorfelf to be r^roached to haTO intended the leaA Ibieeer 
threatning to Our Parliament, as the being prirjr to the bringing np of the Armj wvold ioqdf : 
Whereas We call God to witnefle. We never had any fuch thoogfat, or knewof anj fiush rs fiiittli an 
oonceming our late Army. 

For the petition (hewed to ns by Captain Legge, We well remember the fame and the oeeafian of 
that conference. Captain Legge, being lately come out of the North, and repairing to Us at HWieUI, 
we afked him of the ilate of our Army ; and (after fome relation made of it) he told U% AbI ih^ 
Commanders and Officers of the Army had a mind to petition the Parliament, aa odiers of Ov peaph 
had done, and fhewed Us the Copy of a Petition^ which we read, and finding it tohewBrj knnliie^ 
defiring the Parliament might receire no interruption in the Reformation of the Chmnch and CMate 
to the Modell of Queene Elizabeth's da3rs ; We told him. We (kw no harme in it : Wbere npoa he 
replied^ That he beliered all the Officers of the Army would like it, only he thought Sir Jaeob Allh 
ley would be unwilling to figne it, out of fear that it might difpleafe Us. We then read ikm FtA^ 
tion oyer again, and then obfetring nothing in matter or forme We oonceiTed could poffiUy gm 
jufi caufe of offence, We delirered it to him again, bidding him gire it to Sir Jacob Afldey, far wlofe 
iktiflbction We bad written C. R. upon it, to teilifie our approbation ; and We wiih that the 
migfat be feen and publifhed, and then we beUere it will appeare no dangerous one, nor a juft 
for the leaft jealoufie or mifapprehenfion. 

1?or Mailer Jermin, it is well known that he was gone irom Whitehall before We reeeived Ae 
deAres of both Houfes for the reftraint of Our Senrants, neither returned he thither, or pa£bd over 
by any Warrant granted by Us after that time. 

^or the breach of priviledge in the accufation of the Lord Kimbolton and the Are raemben ef 
the Houfe of Commons, We thought We had given fo ample fatifTaction in Our fererall meffigeato 
that purpofe, that it fhould be no more prefled againfl Us, being confident, if the breach of Aifi* 
ledge had been greater then hath been ever before offered, our acknowledgement and letiat ' lidn 
hath been greater then ever King hath given, befides the not examining how many of Ovr nifi- 
ledges have been invaded in defence and vindication of the other ; and therefore we hoped Ov trae 
and eameft Proteflation in Our Anfwer to your Order concerning the Militia, would (6 hr hare 
fatiiBed you of our intentions then, that you would no more have entertained any imaginatfoi of 
any other defigne then We there exprefled. 

. But, why the lifting of fo many Officers, and entertaining tbem at Whitehall fhould be mifee^ 
ftmed. We much marvell, when it is notorioufly known, the tumults at Weftminfler were ib great, 
and their demeanours fo fcandalous and feditious, that We had good caufe to fuppofe Our owne 
Perfon and thofe of Our Wife and Children to be in apparent danger, and therefore We had great 
reafon to appoint a Guard about Us, and to accept the dutifuU tender of the fervices of any of Oar 
loving Subjects, which was all We did to the Gentlemen of the Innes of Court. 

For the Lord Digby, We aflure you on the word of a King, that he had Our Warrant to pdfe 
the Seas, and had left Our Court before We ever heard of the Vote of the Houfe of ComaieBs, 
or had any caufe to imagine that his abfence would have been excepted againfl. 

What your Advertifements are from Rome, Venice, Pteris and other parts, or what ^the Pope's 
Nuntio foUicits the Kings of France or Spain to do, or from what perfons fndi Infonnatiofia edflse 
to you, or how the credit and reputation of fuch perfons have been fifted and examined. We know 
not, but are confident no fober honeft man in Our Kingdoms can believe, that We are fo defjpe- 
rate or fo fenfelefle, to entertaine fuch Defignes as would not oiiely bury this Our Kingdom in 
fudden diflraction and mine, but Our owne Name and Pofterity in perpetuall fcom and infimiy : 
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And tlwrofore We could bsTe wifhed, that in matten a( fo high and tender a nature (wherewith 
the minds of Our good Subjects mull needs be ftartled) all the expreflioDa were lb plain and eafie, 
llMt nolhinf; might flick with them with reflection upon Us, fince you thought fit to publifh it alL 
And having now dealt thus plainly and freely with you by way of Antwer to the particular 
grounds of your feares, we hope (upon a due ronli deration and weighing both together) you will 
not find the grounds to be of that moment to beget, or lunger to continue a mifunderilanding be* 
twiit Ua, or force you to apply yourfelves to the uTe of any other power then what the law hath 
given you, the which We alway* intend lliall be the meal'ure of Our owne power, and expect it 
Ihall be the rule of Our Subjects obedience. 

Concerning our Feares and Jealoulies, as We liad no intention of accufmg you, fo are We fure no 
words fpoken by us (on the J'udden) at I'heobalds will beare that interpretation. We (aid, for Our 
refidence neere you, We wiJIi it might be fo fafe and honourable, that We had no caufe to abfent Our 
felfe from Whitehall ; and how this can he a breach of priviledge of Parliament We cannot under- 
tland. We explained Our meaning in Our Anfwer at Newmarket, at the preleotation of this Decla- 
ration concerning the printed feditious Pamphlets and Sermons, and the great tumults at Weflmin- 
(ler, and We mull appealc to you and all the World, whether We might not juflly I'lippole Our lelf 
in danger of either; and if We were now at Whitehall, what lecnritle have We, that the like ihall not be 
againe, efpecially if any delinquents of that nature have been apprehended by the Minillers of JuT- 
tice, and been refcned by the People, and lb as yet efcape unpnnilhed ? If you have not been in- 
formed of the feditioas words ufed in, and the circumftances of thofe Tnmults, and will appoint 
fome way for the examination of them, We will require fome of our teamed Counlell to attend with 
fnch evidence as may I'atifSe you, and till that be done, or fume other conrfe taken for Our fecuriiy, 
yon cannot (with realbn) wonder tliat we intend not to be where we moll deiire to be. 

And can there yet want evidence of Our hearty and importunate deftre to joyne with Our Parlia- 
ment, and all our faithfull Sulijects, in defence of the Religion and publickegood of the Kingdome? 
Have we given yon no other eameft but words, to fecnre you of thofe defires ? The very remon* 
llrance of the Houfe of Commons (puhlilhed in November laft) of the ftate of the kingdome allows 
Hi a more reall tellimony of our good affections then nord». That remonllnince valued Our acta of 
grace and juflice at fo high a rate, that it declared the Kingdome to be then a gainer, though it had 
cbar^ it felfe by Bills of Subndies and Pol Money with the leavy of 600,UOO pounds, belidea the 
eoDtcKling of a debt to our Scots fuhjects of 220,000 pounds. 

Are the bills for the Triennial Parliament, for relinquilliing Our title of impofmg upon Mer- 
chandize, and power of prelfing of Souldiers, for the taking away of tlie S tar-Chamber and High Com- 
mifllon Courts, for the regulating the Councell Table, but words ? Are the Bills for the Forella, the 
Stannery Courts, tlie Clerke of the Market, and the taking away the Votes of Bilhops out of the 
Lords Houfe, but wonls ? Lallly, what greater earaell of Our Iruft and reliance ou Our Parlia- 
ment could or can We give, then the palling of the Bill for the continuance of this prefent Parlia- 
laent ? The length of which We hope will never alter the nature of Parliaments and the Conlli- 
tBtion of this Kingdome, or invite Our Subjects fo much to ahufe Our Confidence, as to eileeme 
any thing fit for this Parliament to doe, which were not, if it were in Our power to dilfolve it to 
roorTow. And after all ihefe, and many other acts of Grace on Our part, (that We might be fore 
of ■ perfect Reconciliation betwixt Us and all Our Subjecu) We have offered, and are ftill ready, 
to grant a free and generall Pardon as ample as your lelves Ihall thinke fit. Now if thefe be not 
rcall exprafBous of the affections of Our Sonle for the pnblicke good of Our Kingdome, we ntuft 
confeffc that We want Skill to manifeft them.

In hoA 
wo hare been very mach hindered by yoor Mayeftie'o deniall to iecoro no and the lAole 
by difpofing the Blilitia, as we had diren timeomoft liamhly petitioaed ; and yet wo hanre aot 
altogether no glig e ni ^ either, haTing htdy made good proceedingo in preparing n B oa ho of Boiea 
to ho poded in a Bili of Tonnage and Poundage, and likewife ^ moft aMteriaU Hoadi of tfarfa 
hvnble defires which we intended to make to Your Mijeftie for the good and cenUMtmewi of year 
li^cAie and your People ; hot none of thefe oonld be perfected before the Kmgdonw ho pat ialo 
ftMe^ by iethng the Mifitio: And nntin yoor MajeftieibaU bo pkafed to cononowiA Yov »»- 
liaaMBt in thefe neceflary tbmgs, we hold it impoffible for yon to gi?e the worid, or Yoar Peofkb 
fach fatiffiitftion oonceming the Feareo and Jealoofies which wo have erprefled, ao wo hope 
MqoAae hadi already leceiTed, touching that exception which Yon arere pleafod to trifiooo 
Pym's Speech. 
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As for your Majelliee Feara and Doubte, the groand whereof is from Seditious Psmphleta and 
Sermoiw, We Ihalt be as corefult to cndeavoar the removal), afToon as we (hall underltand what 
Punphleta and Sermoni are by Your Mnjeliie intended, as we have been to present all dangerous 
TuinultA. And if any extraordinary concourle of People oat of the CitJe of Wellmialler had 
the face and Ihew of tumult and danger in Your Majetlies apprehenfion, it will appeare to be 
canl'ed by Yonr Majelties denjall of fuch a guard to your ParliaDient as they might have cauTe to 
coii6de in ; and by taking into Whitehall I'uch a guard for Your lelfei as gave ju(t caul'e of Jea- 
loBl'ie to the Parliament and of terronr and offence to Your People. We Teek nothmg but yonr 
Majeftie's Honour, and the Peace and Prorperity of Your Kin ^ouies. And we are heartily fony 
we have I'uch plentifall matter of an Anfwer to that quellion, Whether Yon had violated Our Laws ? 
We befeech Your Klajeflie to remember, that the Government of this Kingdome, as it was in a 
great part managed by Your Miniltere before the beginning of this Parliament, conliJled of many 
continued and multiplyed Acts of violation of Laws, the wounds whereof were icarcely healed, 
when the extreamity of all tliofe violations was farre exceeded by the late llrange and unheard of 
bread) of oar Lawes in the accul'ation of the Lord Kymbolton, and the five Members of the Com- 
monvHoafe, and in the proceedings thereupon, for which we have yet received no fall raiiiraction. 
To Y'our Majeftiea next queflion, Whether You had denied any Bill for the eal'e and Tecurity of 
Your fubjecta ? We with we could flop in the midft of our anfwer. That with ranch thankfulnefle 
we acknowledge that Your Majellie hath palt many good Bills fall of contentment and advantage 
to Yonr People ; But truth and ueceiritie iuforceth us to adde this, That even in or ahont the time 
Off palling thole Bills, fume defigne or other hath heene on foot,~which, if it had taken eSect, would 
not only have deprived us of the fruit of thofe Bills, but have reduced us to a worle condition of 
confnfion then that wherein the Parliament found us. 

And if your Majetlie had allied ns the third queftion intimated in that Speech, What we have 
done for Your Selfe P our Anfwer would bare been much more eafie, Tliat we have paid two 
AnnieB, whtirewiih the Kingdome was burdened lafl yeere, and have undei^oiie the cliai^ of the 
War in Ireland at thia time ; when, through many other excelPive Charges and PrelTures, whereby 
Yonr Subjects have been exhaufled, and the Slock of the Kingdome very much diminilhed. 
Which great raiTchiefs, and the chaises thereupon enfuing, have been occalioned by the evill conn- 
fellon fo powerful! with Your Majeltie, which have, and will coll this Kingdome more then two 
Millions; all which in Juftice ought to have been borne by your Majellie. 

Aa for that free and generall Pardon Your Majellie hath been pleafed to offer, it can be no fe- 
cnrity to our Feares and Jealoufies, for which Your Majellie Teems to propone it, becaule they 
arilit not from any guilt of our owne Actions, but from the evill Dellgnes and Attempts of others. 
To ihii our humble Anl'wer to that Speech, we delire to adde an Information which we lately 
received from the Depulie Govemour of the Merchant Adventurers at Kotterdam in Holland, 
That an unknown perfon appertaining to the Lord Digby did lately folicite one James Henley a 
Mariner to goe to £Uenor, and to take charge of a Ship la the Fleet of the King of Denmark 
there prepared, which he Ihould conduct to Hull ; in wliich Fleet likewile, be Paid a great army 
was to be tranlported. And although we are not apt to give credit to Informations of this nature, 
ycC w» cannot altogetlier think it fit to be neglected, but that it may jullly adde fomewhat to the 
might of oar feares and jealoulies, confidering with what circumftances it is accompanied, with the 
Lofd Digbtea preceding exprellions in his letter to her Majellie and Sir Lewis Dives, and Your 
Majellie* f'acceeding coorfe of withdrawing Your Selfe northward from Your Parliament, in a man- 
ner very fntable and correfpondent to iliat evill ConnTell, which we doubt will make much deeper

. !• tin the way to compoTe all mifnnderftandingi ? We thoaght We iliewed yov one hy Ov 
Meflkge of the 20 of January ; if yon haTO a better v readier^ We fliall wiDiBgly hrailran to it» 
fv hitherto yon haTO Ihewed Us none. Bnt i^y the refnikll to cenfent to your Oidv (which 
yon call a deniall of the Militia) fhonld be any intennpiion to it. We cannot andeiiftaad. Fir 
the MiKtia, (which We alwayes thought neoeflkry to be fettled) We nevv denied the tluaf^ m we 
told yon in Onr Anfwer of the 28l January to the Petition of the Honfe of Coaunoaa, lor We 
accepted the perfons, (except for CoqKnation) We only denied the way. Yon aiko it hf imf 
of Ordinance, and with fach a pre&ce, as We can neither with Jnftioe to Onr Honoar or Lnoeaaey 
conient to. You exclode Us for any Power in the difpofition v execntian of it togediv widt yas^ 
and for a time utterly unlimited. We tell yon. We wonld hoTe the thing dona ; Allow dm pcsfov 
(with that exception) ; Defire a Bill, the onely good old way of impofing on Ov Soljaeta. We 
are extreamly unfktiiBed what an Ordinance is, but well iktiffied, that withovt Ov ConiMit it is 
nothing, not binding ; and it is erident by the long time fpent in this Argnment, the iieeefide 
danger was not fo immment, but a Bill might hare well been prepared, arhich if it flmfl yathe 
with that due regard to Us and care of Our People, in the limitation of the powv and othv dr* 
cnmftanoes, We fliall recede from nothing We formerly expreflfed in that Ai^wv to yov Order; 
otherwife we mufi declare to all the world. That we are not iktifBed with, or fliall evv allow Ov 
3nbject8 to be bound by yov printed Votes of the fifteenth v fizteenth of tUa BMMieth» v dal, 
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under preUnce ot declaring what the Lkw of the Laad it, yoD Ihall without Ua make a new Law, 
niiich m plainly the cafe of the Militia: And what is this but to introduce an Arbitrary way of 
Goramment? 

Conoeming Pym'a Speech, yon will hare found by what the Lord Compion and Mailer Baynton 
brought from Ub in uifwer to that Melfage they brought to Ua, that aa yet ^Ve rcll nothing la^- 
Eed in that particular. 

Ah for the leditious Pamphlets and Sermons, We are both forry end afliajneil, (in To great a va- 
riety, and m which Our Rights, Honour and Authoritie are lb infolently llighted and vjliGeil, and 
in which the Dignity and Freedome of Parhament is fo much invaded and violated) it Ihould be 
afked of Ua to name any : the mentioning of the Protejintion prote/led, the Appreatkes ProUfta- 
tioH, To !/our TaiU O Ifrael, or any other, would be too great an excufe for the rell. If yon 
thinke them not worth your inquirie. We have done. But We thioke it mod llrange to be told, 
That Oar deniall of a Guard (which We yet never denied, but granted in anotlier manner, and 
under a Comnianil at that time moll accullomed in the Kingtlonie) or the deniall of any thing eUet 
(whidi is in Our power legally to deny) which in Our underllanding (of wliich God hath fnrely 
giren Us forae nfe) is not 6t to be granted, (liould be any excufe for fo dangerous concourfe of peo- 
ple, which not onely in onr apprehenlion, but (We beleeve) in the interpretation of Law it I'elfe, 
hath been always held moll tumultuous and fediiions. And we mull wouder, what, and whence 
come the inftruclions and informationa thatthofe people have, who can To eafily thinke thenifelreH 
obliged by the Protefiation to aflemble in fuch a manner, for tlie defence of Priviledgea, which can- 
not be fo cleerely knowne to any of them ; and fo negligently paJTe over the cunfideration and de- 
fence of Our Ri^ta To beneficiall and necelTary for tliemfe]ve«, and fcorce unknowne to any of 
them, which by their Oathes of Allegiance and Supremacy (and even by the lame ProtellationJ 
ihey are at leall equally obliged to defend. And what iuierruptiooa fuch kind of AlTeniblies may 
be to the freedome of future Parliamenta, (if not leal'onably dilcountenanced and fuppredijd) We 
mnft advife you to confider ; as likewife whether hoth Our powers may not by fuch mennea be ufurp- 
ed by hands not trufted by the Conllitution of this Kingdoiue. For Our Guard, Wo referre you 
W Our Anfwer to your Declaration. 

By that Quellion of violating your Lawes, by which We endeavoured to exprelTe Our care and 
refolntion to obferve them. We did not expect you would have been invited to have looked back 
fo many yeen, for which you have bad Co ample Reparation ; neither looked We to be reproached 
with the Actions of Our Minilters, (then againft the Lawes) whilft We exprelTed lb great a zeale 
for the prefent defence of them, it being Our Relolution, upon obfervation of the milchiefe which 
then grew by Arbitrary power, (though made plaulible to Ua by the fu^eAiona of necelPitie and 
imminent danger, and take you heed ye fall not into the fame errour upon the lame fuggellions) 
hereafter to keepe the Rule Our felfe, and to Our power require the lame from all others: But 
above all, W'e mull he moH fenfible of what you call upon Us for requitall of thofe good Bills you 
cannot denie. We have <Ienicd anylucb Defigne, and as God Almightie muH judge in that point 
between Us, who knows Our upright intentions at the palling of thofe Lawea, £o, in the meane 
tinn, We defie the Divell to prove that there waa any defigne (with Our knowledge or privitie) in 
or abont the time of palling thofe Bills, that, had it taken effect, could have deprived Our Subjects of 
the ^it of them : Awl therefore, We demand full Reparation iu iliie point, that we may be cleared, 
in the fight of all the World, and chiefly in the eyes of Our loving Subjects, from fo notorious and 
blfe an imputation as this is. 

We ue farr from denying what you have done, for We acknowledge the charge which Our Peop]« 
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iMTe flifUmed in keeping the two Annies and in relie fing Lnehmdy ef the which We an fo fisofihl^ 
that, in regard of thofe great Burthens Onr People hsTe uidefgODey We hsTe and doe patiently 
fnffer thofe extreame perfonall wants, as Onr Pkedeceflbus have been fddome pnt to^ ndier Aaa 
We would prefle npon them, which We hope (in time) will be confiderod on yov parts. 

In Onr offer of a Generall P^on, Onr intent was to oompofe and fecure the geneiall eo a d i lion 
of Onr Subjects, conceiving that in thefe times of great DiflractioDB the good Lawea af the Land 
haTe not been enough obferred ; But it is a ftrange world when Princes pcofiemd Fn?ivn are 
eonnted Reproaches ; yet, if yon like not thb onr offsr, We hare done. 

Concerning any difcourfes of Forraigne Forces, though We have given yon a full Aafwer in 
Ours to your lail Declaration, yet We mufl teU you. We have neither fo ill an opinion of Onr own 
merit, or the affections of Our good Subjects, as to thinke our Selfe in need of any Fona%no Ferae 
to prefenre Us from Oppreffion, (and We (hall not need for any other pnrpoie) hnt are ronfidcmf 
(through God's providence) not to want the good wiihes and affiftance of the whole Kingdome, 
being refolved to build upon that fnre Foundation the Law of the Land ; and We takm il verj 9I» 
that any general Difcourfes between an unknown Peffon and a Mariner, or inHeranoea iqpon Le ttw% 
ihonld be able to prevaUe in matters fo improbable in themfelves and fcandalons to U% for which 
We cannot but likewife afke Reparation, not onely for the vindicating of Our own Honenry hnt 
alfo thereby to fettle the minds of Our Subjects, whofe Feares and Jeakmfies wonid foon iranilh, 
were they not fed and maintained by fuch fidfe and malicious Rumours as thefe. 

For our returae to Onr Parliament, We have given you a full Anfwer in Ours to jnni 
ration, and you ought to looke on Us as not gone but driven (we (ay not by yon, jnt) frsna 
And if it be not fo eafie for you to make our refidence in London fo fafe aa we could defiie^ We 
are and will be contented that our Parliament be adjourned to fuch a place, where We may he fidy 
and fafely with you. For though We are not pleafed to be at tins difiance^ yet ye are not to ex- 
pect Our prefence, untill ye ihall both fecure Us concerning Our jufl iqiprdienfioiisof Tnorahnaiy 
infolendes, and likewife give Us fatifBaction for thofe infupportable and infolent Scandals that 
are raifed npon Us. 

To conclade, as We have or fhall not refufe any way agreeable to Juftice or Hmionr whidi ihaB 
be offered to Us, for the begetting a right undeHlanding between Us, fo We are refolved, Aat no 
fbaits or neceffities, to which We may be driven, (ball ever compell Us to doe that, whidi the Reafin 
and UndeHlanding that God bath given Us, and Our Honour and Intereft with n^ch Grod hath traiU 
ed Us for the good of Our Poilerity and Kingdomes, ihall render unpleafant and grievous unto Ua. 
And We aflure you, that, (how meanely foever you are pleafed to value the difcharge of Oar 
publicke dutie) We are fo confcious to Our Selfe of having done Our part finoe Am Pnlianient, 
that, in whatfoever condition We now fland. We are confident of the continued Protection frsea 
Almighty God, and the conflant gratitude, obedience and affection from Our People ; And We 
ihall tmfl God with all. finis.

V Hu Mnjeftie liath fecne anJ confidereil the MefTuge prefentpU to iliin by tiie Lord Compton 
and Mr, Bsynton, the 19th of March, 1641, at York, touching fuch peri'ona a^ have been licenfetl 
by His Majoltie to paffe into Ireland. 

Though Hv will not inlift npon what little Heafun they hnd to fufpect that fume ill-affected 
perfons had palled into Ireland under colour of his Majellie's Licence, (Inferences being (lender 
proofs to ground belief upon,) yet He mull needs avow, that for any thing that is yet declared. He 
cannot fee any ground ivhy Mr. Pym lliould To boldly alfirme before both Houi'eK of Parliament, 
That fiiice the ftop upon the Ports by both Houl'ea ^aiiill all Irilh Papilla, many of the chief 
Comnianders, now in the head of the Rebela, have been fuffered to pafle by his Majellie's imnte- 
diate Warrant ; for as yet there Is nut one particular peil'on Darned that is now fo tnncli as in Re- 
bellion (much jpfli? in the head of the Rebels) to whom his Majeflie hath given Licence. 

And therefore, according to His Msjeilie's Reply upon that Snhject, His Majeflie expects, that 
His HouTo of Commons pnhlifh Atch a Declaration, whereby this miltaking may be cleered, that 
fo all the World may fee his Majellie's Caution in giving of PaJfes ; and likewiie, that his Mloif- 
Un have not abulVit His Majeflie's Trull, by any farreplitiuus Warrants. 

And lallly, His Majellie expect*, that henceforth there be more warinefle nfed, before Inch 
pabtike Afperiiuns b« hud, nnliiirH the Grounds be beforehand better warranted by futGcient proofs.

Governour of Flanders hath maid 
flay of the fchippis in Dunkirk, noiwithllanding the ineanes he made to hi« ConfelTur, who laboured 
by all importunilie to get tlie aramuniiioun frie, if not the bottomcs; bnt could oblane nothing. 
W» then deall effectuoullie with the gocemour and capitane of Dunkirk, hy the Iblilutatiouii of the 
Irilh cloiller, to let them lleall away ao if it were unknowne to them ; hat neither wold heir him.

Gryte preparatioim both in England and Scotland againes the Irilli rebellis 
Thair cam nioneyis to levy ten tlioufand Stottis men out of England to go on 
agaiuft Ireland, and findrie noble mdn began to rais regimentis. Tlie Lord 
Siukleris regiment, Monro and his regiment, with i'um utheris, about 5000 
foldiores went over to Knockfergus faiflie ; bot in the rnein tyme Monrois wyf 
depairtis this lyf at Edinbrughe. 
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Setterday 12 Marche, the lady Aboyne depairtit this Ijrf, and wes quyetlie 
bureit ; a virtuous worthie chafte lady. Scho left ane only dochter behind 
her to John lord Aboyne hir umquhill deir hufband. Scho wes provydit to 
12000 merkes, hir father brother lucceidit to the lordichip with that bordein. 

The king gois to ane uther of his places to Newmarket and leaves Soath- 
hamptoun, where there is melTages fra the king to the parliament, and petitimiis 
fra them to the king daylie cuming and going. Sie more heirefter. 

Gryte preparatioun, both by fea and land, maid be the kingis of Spayne 
and France, eche one againft another ; and reportit the king of France with 
his army was gone to Catolonia. 

Thuirfday 17 Marche was the laird of Haddochis day of law for the alledgit 
flauchter of Mr. James Stalker at the Trot of Turreff, as ye have haiid befi^.

Aluayes, Haddoche, upone cautioun that he 
Ibuld, wnder great foumes, compeir agane befoir the Juftice the 24 of June, 
wan hame ; the lord Frafer, the lairdis of Lefly, Craigiwar and all ther 
fremdis his gryte enemeis. 

About this tyme, capitane Robert Keith and captane Gordone ichippit tfaer 
foldiouris at Futtie : and upone the 5 of Marche took wp laiU and gois to 
France, landing faiflie. 

Thair went findrie petitiouns fra the parliament to the king, and diven 
melTages fra him to thame, lying at NeMrmarket ; hot tuke little effect. 

Thairefter his Majeftie cam to York. The parliament lent to the Marqnis 
of Hairtfurd who had Charles the young prince in his keiping to hrii^ him 
to thame, who brocht him to the King his owne father ; whereat they weie 
offendit. Thay alledgit, to bring wp the prince in virtuous education, for the 
quhilk thay lent for him. The King anfuerit, he wes his lone, of whome it 
wes meiteft that he Ihould have the care of his upbringing.

Upone Thuirfday the laft of Marche, thair cam lum Ijrmmaris to Mr. Wil- 
liam Chalmer minifter at Skeyne his houle, and robtnt and Qwylled both 
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moneyis and uther goodis, and went ther way, but reparatioim, being within 
6 myllis to Abirdene. 

Tbe papidis of England, jefuitis and preillis Icharplie focht; and the lyk 
inquilitioun heir in Scotland aganes our Scottis papiHis. Sum in England 
war execute, uther fiuu impriflbned; hot oure papiflis wer all fled. 

Upoue the 6 Aprile, ane comniitte holdeu at Sajict Johnftoun, where there 
wes little done ; bot adjornit, to be haldin at Elgyne the Ihrid of May. as ye 
may fie heirefter. 

Ve hard, how doctor Sandilandis conimiflare wanted his clerkfchip of the 
Generall Aireniblie, and Mr. Archibald Johnftoun had gottin the fainen. In 
recompeiis of this, he had gottin fum fatiffactioun ; and befydis, for fie byrun 
peufiouns as wes reiland him by the deprivit bifchopis befoir their depofitionis. 
he be moyan gat tua thoufand and fyve hundreth poundis, ordauit to be payit 
to him out of the bifcboprik of Abirdene, for the Mertymes terme 1641 and 
W'hitfondayes terme 1642, to be upliftit furth of the few deuteia allanerlie. 
Sie liow the reft is mortifeit befoir. 

Wedinfday 6 Aprile, doctor Goold began to preiche within the College kirk 
ane weiklie iermon to be taught that day to tlie Old toun people, ftudentis, 
maifteris and niemberis of the college. He caufit tak doun the organ cace, 
quhilk wes of fyne wanefcot, and had ftand within the kirk fince the refor- 
matioun. This ordour lemit ftrange, to preiche outwith Maiicherkirk as wes 
fumtynis ufit befoir, and bring down the people, man, wyf and raaidis to the 
College kirk among young fcolleris and ftudentis ; and he being a principall 
to teicbe in Englilli, where, by tlie foundatioun, he is bound to preiclie or give 
out his leflbns in Grelk, Hebrue and Latyne, except exercis and preftiitrie 
dayes, that he fould ufe the vulgar toung. The reidar at Maucher kirk wes 
tyit to this weiklie lennon to tak wp tlie pfalme. The gryt bellis of the Col- 
lege and Maucher kirk bellis rang both thrie tyms to ilk Iermon, for con- 
veining ane auditorie, quhilk wes never ufit befoir, and whiche Ichortlie decay- 
it to his difgrace, as he juftlie defervit. 

Upone the foirlaid 6 of Aprile, drum went throw the town ftraitlie char- 
geing all maner of man not to bring in flel'ches of whatfoever lort to the niarcat 
quhill Setterday the laft of Aprile, wnder tlie pane of eonfilcatioun of ther 
flelhie ; qnhairupon none could be gottin in Abirdene. This done to tak 
away the memorie of Palh-day, quhilk this yeir fell upone tlie tent of Aprile ; 
quhairupone no flefchis could be gottin to by nor to eit, as tlie old ufe wes, 
ilk man making good cheir on thia day according to his pouer, now holdio by

thir new lawis fuperfUtious ; and the Lentnm contynewit to the laft of Aprile» 
according to ane ordinans of ane conunitte holdin at Edinhrnghe, and finr 
keiping of ftore to the foir, quhilk in many yeires bygane wes weill an e odie 
keipit for Pafh-day. No fermon nather on good-firydday nor yit that day, at 
the old forme wes, fuche wes this iuddant alteratioan. 

Paihe-day 10 Aprile, no fleihe durft be ibid in Abirdene for making good 
cheir, as wes wont to be ; fo ilk honeft man did the beft he caldfi»r himfelff* 
A mater never befoir hard of in this land, that Pafhe-day foald be indndit 
within Lentron tyme, becaus it wes now holdin iuperftitiaua ; nor na com- 
mnnion givin on good-frydday nor this Pafh-day as wes ufit belirir. Bferal-* 
lous in Abirdene to fie no Marcat, foule or flelche to be fold oil Fkifli^eviiu 

About a day or tuo befoir Pafhe, thair cam to Abirdene ane Italian fiCaaa 
Moniter of about 24 yeires of aige, haveing from his birth growing fira the 
breift upward, foce to face, as it war ane creature haveing heid and fyd hair 
lyk the eullor of the man's hair ; the heid ftill drouping bakuaidis and domi- 
ward. He had eies, bot cloiffit, not opnit He had eires, tuo armes, too handle, 
tfarie foigeris on ilk hand, ane body, ane leg, ane foot with fix taes ; the uther 
leg within the flefche indyning to the left fyde. It had the prik of ane man, 
bot no balcod. It had a kind of lyf, and fidOing, bot void of all uther fonoBS, 
fed by the man's owne nooriihment and evacuat that way as his wes. Thai 
grjrte wark of Ood wes admired of be many in Abirdene and throw the eoon* 
tries as he travellit ; yit fuche was the goodnefs of oure God that he iroU go 
and walk quhair he liftit, carjdng this birth without ony jmne, yea or onhc^^^it 
when his clothes wes on. When he cam to the tonne he had tuo fervandis anaiU 
ing upone him, who with him felf were weill dad. He had his portraiture with 
the monfter drawin, and hung out at his lodging, to the view of the people. 
The one fervand had ane trumpettour who foundit at fuche tyme as the peo- 
ple fould cum and fie this monfl;ar, who flocked aboundantlie into his lodging. 
The uther fervand receaved the moneyis fra ilk perfone for his fight, lum leis, 
fum mair. And efter there wes fo muche coUectit as culd be gottin, he with 
his fervandis fchortlie left the toun and went fouthuard agane. 

The king, ftill remaneing at York, micht not be moveit to cum to the par- 
liament at Waftminifi^r for plaine feir of his lyf, as his awin meflages foor* 
merlie fet doun beires ; quhairupone thay go on. Thay firft mell with the five 
cinque portis, inputtis and outputtis govemouris at their plefour, dew onUeto 
his Majeftie abefoir. Nixt they mell with his haiU royall fohippis, difohaiges 
Sir Johne Penningtoun viceadmiraU, ane old fervand to the king, and inputtis 
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Ihe Erll of Waruick in bis place. 3, TTiay remove the Frenfche Capitane, called 
collonell BiroD, fra the tour of London, and inputtis ane nther in his place. 
Thay petitioun the king for the governing of the militia, quliilk is the armyea 
of the couiitrie, and belonging to the care of the parliament as his gryte couu- 
fail. Hejimpliciter denyes to grant this unto thame, becaus it belongit only 
to him lelf to be king and capiten both of the militia ; quhilk they wold on na 
wayes condifcend unto, feiring, if he war capiten of the militia in thir danger- 
ous dayes, he micht prove enemy to ther parliament. Thir pitifull newis of 
ther divifiones and difcontentes cam daylie to Abirdene. Sie more heirefter. 
Sonday, 17 Aprile, Mr. Williame Strathauchin gave the commimioun in old 
Abirdene for the firft day, quhair doctor Forbes of Cors gat his communioun, 
who had not fuome nor fubfcririt the covenant as yit. Sie more heirefter. 

The Kiugis Majeftie, heiring of the gryte opprelTionea his iubjectis fufferit 
in Ireland, refolvit to go thither in proper perfone for ordering of thefe rebel- 
lionis. And furelie it wes planelie fpokin, that this rebellioun bred never in 
the mynd of Sir Phelim Oneill nor yit the Irilhis onlie ; bot alfo wes plottit 
be the whole papiftis of note in Scotland, England, Ireland, Germany, Spane, 
France and elfquhair. Like as fmdrie tymes thair cam out of Waft Flauderis 
anunimitioun, pulder, ball and uther armes necefler ; but ftill wes interrupted 
and takin by the way by the Hollanderis who wes combynit with the parlia- 
ment of England (as may appeir) in all thefe buHineiHs. The Englifli parlia- 
ment, heiring of the kingis intentioim touardis Ireland, wes altogidder let 
againft the lamen, as may appeir be the copie of the printed Petitioun follow- 
iug, and Anluer maid thalrto. 

II *- Toot Mtjeftie's niofl loyall and faithfall Subjects, the Lords and CommonH in Parliament, have 
dnelf confidered the Meflage received from your Majefly concerning your pnrpofe of going into 
IraUnd in your own Perfon, to prorer.nte the War there with the bodies of yonr Englilh fabjecta, 
learied, tnnfport«il and maintained at their charge ; which you are pleafed to propound to us, not 
•a a matter wherein your Majefty dcfires the advice of yonr Parliament, hnt as already firmly re- 
felred on, and fortfaniih to be put in execution, by granting out CommifTions fur the leavying of 
BWWJfaot nul SOD Horfe for a Guard for yonr Perfon when yon Oudl come into that Kingdom.

Wherein we cannot choofe but, with all rererence and hnmility to your Majefty, obfiervey lliat 
yon have declined your great Conncell the Plarliamenty and yaryed from the nfnaU oonrfe of your 
Royall PredecefTors, that a buflinefle of fo great importance, concerning the peace and iafety of all 
your Subjects, and wherein they hare a fpedall intereft, by yom* Mijeftie*8 promife, and by tho& 
great fums which they have diiburfed and for which they ftand engaged, ihoiild be coodiided and 
undertaken without their adrice. Whereupon we hold it our duty to declare, That if at this time 
your Majeily ihall go into Ireland, you will very much endanger the fafety of your RoyaH Peifoii 
and King^omes, and of all other States profefling the Pfoteflant Religion in Chriftendomy and make 
way to the execution of that cruell and bloody defigne of the P^)ifU every where, to root out and 
deftroy the Reformed Religion, as the IrHh Papifts have in a great part already effected in tliat 
Kingdom, and in all likelyhood would quickly be attempted in other places, if the confideratioiiof 
the flrength and union of the two Nations of England and Scotland did not much Under and £iV 
courage the execution of any fuch defigne. « And that we may manifeft to your Biijefty the 
danger and mifery which fuch a journey and enterprife would produce, we prefent to your Mijefty 
the Reafons of this our humble Opinion and Advice. 

1. Your Royall Perfon will be fubject, not onely to the cafnalty of War, but to feanet pnctioei 
and confpiracies, efpecially your Majefly continuing your profeffion to maintain the PhUeftnt 
Religion in that Kingdome, which the PapifU are generally bound by their tow to eartirpate. 

2. It will exceedingly encourage the Rebells, who do generally profefle and dedaiey That yoor 
Majefly doth fayour and allow their proceedings, and that this Infurrection was nnd^taken by the 
Warrant of your Commifiion ; and it will make good their expectation of great advantage by yoor 
Majeflie*s Prefence at this time of fo much diflraction in this Kingdome, whereby they may hope 
we ihall be difabled to fupply the War there, efpecially there appearing lefle neoeffity c^ yoor 
Majeftie*s Journey at this time, by reafon of the manifold fuccefles which God hath given agpunft 
them. 

3. It will much hinder and impair the means whereby thb War is to be fupported» and encraafe 
the charge of it, and in both thefe refpects make it more infupportable to your Subjects* And tins 
we can confidently affirm, becaufe many of the Adventurers, who have already fabfcribed, do^ upon 
the knowledge of your Majeflie's intention, declare their refolutions not to pay in4heir money; and 
others, very willing to have fubfcribed, do now profefle the contrary. 

4. Your Majeflie's abfence mufl necefiarily very much interrupt the proceedings of Parliament, 
and deprive your Subjects of the benefit of thofe further Acts of Grace and Juflice which we fliall 
humbly expect from your Majefly, for the eflablifhing of a perfect union and mutnall confidence ' 
betwixt your Majefly and your People, and procuring and confirming the profperity and happi* 
nefle of both. 

5. It will exceedingly encreafe the jealoufies and fears of your People, and render their donbts 
more probable of Tome force intended by fome evill Councels near your Majefly, in c^ppofition of 
the Parliament, and favour of the malignant party of this Kingdom. 

6. It will bereave your Parliament of that advantage, whereby they were induced to undertake 
this War upon your Majeflie's promife, that it fhould be managed by their advice ; which cannot be 
done, if your Majefly, contrary to their Councells, fhall imdertake to Order and Govern it in yoor 
own Perfon. 

Upon which, and divers others Reafons, we have refolved, by the full and concnrring agievo^ent 
of both Houfes, That we cannot, with difcharge of our duty, confent to any levies, or raifing 
of Souldiers to be made by your Majefly, for this your intended expedition into Ireland, or to tlw 
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payinent of any Army, or Souldtera tbere, but fucfa as Ihall be employed aa<l goveroed sccflrd- 
'mg to our adnce and direction ; and that if fuch Levies (hall be made by any Comniiflion of your 
Majelly, {not agreed to by both Houfes of Parliament,) we fliall be forced to loleqiret the fume 
to be railed to ibe terror of your People, and difturbanee of the publike Peace, and hold our felves 
bound by tbe Laws of tbe Kingdom, to apply the authority of ParliameDt to I'upprellt: the Ik 

And we do further, moft humbly declare. That, if your Majefty iball by ill Councell be per. 
fwadeil to go, contrary to this advice of your Porliameut, (which we hope your Majefty will not) 

twe do not in that cafe hold our felves bound to fubmic to any CommiQioners which your Majef- 
^ (hall chafe ; but do refolve to preferre and goTem the Kingdom by the councell and adrice 
'fl Parliainent, for your MajeAy, and your Polterity, according to our Allegiance and the Lav of 
itteLaod. 
Wherefore we do moft linmbly pray, and advife your Majefty to defift from this your iotended 
j/affagv into Ireland, and from all preparation of Men and Arms tending thereunto, and to leave the 
Wnaging of that Warre to your Pai'liament, according to your Majellie'a promife made unto us, 
■Dd your Royall Commitlion, granted under your great Seal of England, by advice of bolb Houies. 
bt profecQtion whereof, by God's blefling, we have already made a profperous entrance by many de- 
JieUsof the Rebels; whereby they are much weakned and dilheartned, and have no probable means of 
fobfiAance, if our proceedings Ihatl not be interrupted by this interpolilion of your Majellie's journey, 
but that we may bope upon good grounds, that within a Ibort time, without hazard of your Majef- 
titi*a Perfon, and fo much dangerous confufion to your Kingdoms, which mnri needs enfue, if yon 
flMnld proceed in this Refulution, we Ihall be enabled fully to Vindicate your Mejellie's Right and 
ihority in that Kingdom, and punifh thofe horrible outragious cruelties which have been commil- 
d in tbe murthering and fpoiiing fo many of your Majeltie's Subjects, and bring that Realm to fuch 
^condition, as may be much for the advantage of your Majedy and this Crown, the honour of your 
imment and contentment of your people ; for the better and marc fpcedy eftecting whereof, 
o again renew our humble defires of your return to your Parliament ; and that you will pteafe 
* KJect all Conncels and Apprehenfions which may any way derogate from that foithfalnelle, and 
*, which, in truth and fmcerity, we have alwayes borne and profefled to your Majefty, and 
II ever make good to the uttermoU with our lives and fortunes. 

It is heir to be confidderit, that his Majeftie had firft fent ane meflage to 
lOth houfles of parliament concerning this his journey touardia Ireland, daitit 
I Aprile ; quhainmto this i>etitioim above wrettin, in forme of anfuer, is 




And the King, in like maner, fendis his anfuer bak agane to the famen pe- 
tioun, coppeit fra the print as follouis :

Ke are lb troubled and aftonilhed to find tbe unexpected recep^on and mifunderllanding of 
oar Meflage of tbe 8ih of April, concerning our Irilb Journey, that, being fo much difappoiuted of 
tbe ^tprobatioQ and thanks we looked for to that Declaration, we have great canfe to doubt, whe- 
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ther h biB in oiir power to fay or do any thing which (ball' not hSL withm the Ijke interpreMion^ 
bnt, at wehare in that Meflage called Ood to witneft the fincerityof the IMeffion of ear oalj eade 
for the nndertaldng that Jonmey, fo we nnift appeal to all oar good Soljeeliand the wMe Worid, 
whether the Reafons alleadged againft that Journey be of w«ght to iatilBe oarvadefftttMling^ er thi 
Connfel prefented to diflwade us from it be fall of that doty at it Hke to prerail Offer 

For onr refolring of fo great a bofineft withoat the AdWoe of oar FuiiaiBent ^— We nraft 
ber yon, bow often by onr Meflagee we made the iame offer, if yon flioald advifii oa tlw ue — l a; te 
whidi yoQ neyer gaye ns the leail Anfwer, bat b yoar late Declanttion told oii that joa wero net 
to be fatiiBed with words, fo that we had reafone to coaoeiTe, yoa rather omided (ovt of v^wi 
to onr Perfone) to gire ns Connfel to mn that hazard, then that yoa di &pp t o yed the fociBaitSQa. 
And what greater comfort or fecnrity can the Fh>teflant8 of Chriilendom reoetroy then hy iMif a 
Ptoteftant King yaitnre and engage bis Perfim for the defence of that IVofeffion, aod the fiqipief- 
ilon of Popery, to which we folemaly protefied in that Meflage nerer to grant a Toflentkai apea 
what pretence foever, or an Abolition of any of the Laws, there in force againfl the Vt^idSbm ef 
it? And when we confider the great cahmitiee and nnbeard of crodtiee, oar poor IHol e fta t SA^ 
jeeta in that Kingdom haye undergone for the f^Nice of near or fnll fix Mentha ; the growth and 
increafe of the ftrmgtb of thofe barbarons Rebeb, and the eWdent probohflity of Feicigii 8n|ipliia 
(if they are not fpeedily fnpprefied), the rery flow Soceoars hitherto feat them fima heaee; that 
^ Officers of feyeral Regiments, who have long time been allowed e uteilain met fraon yoa far 
that fenrice, hare not raifed any fnpply or fncconr for that Kingdom ; that nomy Troops of Horfe 
hare long lain near Cbefler nntranfported ; that the Lord lientenant ofIreland,oawheaa wo vriiei 
prmcipally for the conduct and managmg of AAdrt there, is flill in thu Kii^dom^ no l w ilfc ft aadiag 
oar eundlnefs exprefled that be fhould repair to his command ; and when we eoofider the 
and great fcandak raifed upon our felf by report of the Rebels, and not fiiffidently d^e 
here, notwithflanding fo many profefRons of oars ; and had feena Book ktdy printed hy the Ordsr 
of the Houfe of Commons, entituled, ^ A Remonfhiace of dirert remailable ftfftgea caaetiBiii 
the Church and Kingdom of Ireland," wherein fome Examinations are fet down, whidi'(lMiir ki- 
prehaUeor impoffiblefoefer)maymakeaniBpreffion in the minds of nomy of oar weak CkdjeelB; 
and laflly, when we duely weigh the difhonoar which will peipetaally lye open this KiogdooH if 
fall and fpeedy relief be not difpatched thither ; we could, nor can not thmk of a better way to W- 
diarge our duty to Almighty God for the Defence of the true IVoteflant Pkofi^ioii, er to amnifffl 
oar aflRsction to our Three Kingdoms for their preferration, then by engaging oar BedMi in thli 
Expedition, as many of oar Royal Progenitors haye done, eyen in foreign Parta, opom Caoica of 
lef^ Importance and Piety, with great honour to tbemfelyes, and advanti^ to this Kingdooi ; and 
therefore we expected, at leaft, thanks for fuch our Inclination. 

For the danger to our Perfon ; — ^We conceiye it neceffiuy and worthy of a King to a d fg ntaro hb 
life to prefenre his Kingdoro> neither can it be imagined, that we will fit ftill and fkHer oar King> 
doms to be lof^, and our good PfotefUnt Subjects to be mafliMTed, without expofing oar own Fleffba 
to the utmoll haaard for their relief and preferyation, our life^ urhen it waa moli pluafant ; bemg 
nothing fo precious to us, as it is, and fhall be^ to goyera and prdcrro oar People orith Honoar 
and Juttice. 

For any encouragement to the Rebels, becaufe of the Reports they raifed ; — ^We camot eooeeive 
that the Rebels are capable of greater terror then by the prefenre of their lawful King in the head 
of an Anny to chaltife them: Befidee, it will bean uufpeakaMe adyantage to them, if any Reporta 
of theirs could hinder us from doing any thing which were fit fer oa to do if IMi Reporta >rare 
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not rai&d; thia would qnickly leach them iu thia jealoiu Ago, to preTent, by foch Reports, any 
other Perfona coming Bgainlt tbeni, whom they had no mind Ihould be imployed. 

We marrel tliat the Adventurers, whofe advantage was a principal Motive (next the reafon be- 
fore mentioDcd) to as, Ihould lb much miUj-k our porpole, whole interell we conceive mull be 
much improved by the Expedition, we hope (by God's blelTing) to nle in this Service ; this being 
the moll probable way for the fpeedy conqaell of the itehela. Their Lands are fulficiently fecnred 
by Act of Parliament. 

We think not our felf kindly ufed, that the Addition of So fen Men to your Leavies (for a guard 
|. to oar PerTon in Ireland) Ihould be thought 6t for your refnfal : and much more, that having ufed 
I fe many cautions in that MelTage ; both in the fmaltnefs of the Number ; in our having railed none 
Lnntill your Anfwer ; in their being to be rail'ad only near their place of Shipping ; in their being 
D tie armed, and that, not till they were ready to be (hipped ; in the Piovillon, hy tbe 
I Oaths, ihat none of them Ihould be Papilts (all which appears lufhcicnt to deilroy all grounds of 
■lonlie of any force intended by them in oppodtion to the Parliament, or favour to any malignant 
I Arty) ; any fulpition Ihould nolwtthltanding be grounded upon it. 

Neither can it be underflood, that when we recommended the managing of that War to yon, 

I .ifcu we intended to exclude our felf, or not to be concerned in your Councils, that if we found any 

I iMpedient, which in our Confcience or Underllanding we thought neceflary for that great Work, 

1 we might not put it in practice. We look upon yon as our great Conncil, whofe Advice we always 

■ve and will (with great r^;ard and deliberation ) weigh and confider : but look upon our felf, as 

iriUier deprived of our underilanding, or develled of any right we had, if there were no Parliament 

itting. We called you Whether by our own Writ and Autliority (without which you could not have 

■et) to give BS faithful Coanfel about our great Atfairs : but we religned not up our own Interelt 

Dd Freedom. We never fubjecied our I'elf to your abfolute determination, ^^'e have always 

[ veoghed your Counlels, as proceeding from a Body entrulled by uh ; and when we have dilTented 

yon, we have returned you the Reafons, which have prevailed with our Coulcience and Un- 

L.dvftanding, with that Candor, as a Prince ihould ufe towards his Subjects, and that affection, 

L vUch a Father can exprefs to his Children. What application hath been ut'ed to rectifio our Under- 

l4>Bdbg by Reaibns, or what Motives hare been given to perfwade onr Affections, we le«ve all 

e World to judge. And then we mull tell you, howfoever a major part may bind yuu in matter 

f opinion, we bold our I'elf (and we are fore the Law, and the Conflitution of the Kingdom batfa 

rays held the lame) as free to dilFent (till our reafon be convinced for the general good) aa if yOB 

^delivered no opinion. 

For onr journey it felf ;— The ctrcumllances of yonr Petition are I'uch, as we know not well 
hat Anfwer to return, or whether we were bell to give any. That part, which pretends to 
iry reafon with it, dolb no way falil^e us ; The other, which is rather reprehenfion and me- 
re tlien advice, cannot llagger us. Our Anfwer therefore is, That we Ihall be very glad to 
fiod tbe work of Ireland to ealie as you Teem to think it ; which did not fo appear by any thing 
known to us, when we fent our Mellage. And though we will never refnfe, or be unwilling to 
Teniare our Perl'on for the good and I'afety of our People, we are not To weary of our life, as to 
lisnrd it impertinently. And therefore, lince you feem to have received Advertifements of fome 
iMe and great SnccelTes in that Kingdom, we will llay fame time to fee the event of thcfe, and not 
(ntrfoe this Refolntlon, till we have given you a fecond notice : but if we fin<l the miferable con- 
iGtian uf our poor Subjects of that Kingdom be not fpeedily relieved, we will (with Ciod's aflifl- 
■i>c«) rifit thtim with Succors, aa our particular Credit and luterell can fupply us with, if yon re- 
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fnfb to joyn with lu. And we doubt not, bat the Leaviet we (hall make (in wUdi we wiD obflare' 
pnnctiially the former, and all other cautions^ at may bed prerent all fean and jealoofie^ and to 
nfe no power bat what is legal,) will be fo mach to the fatiHaction of oar Solgectay m no perfim 
will dare prefome to refifl oar commands ; and if they (hoald, at their peril be it. In the men 
time» we hope oar forwardneft fo remarkable to that Senrice ihall be notoriova to all ifce Worid, 
and that all fcandals laid on as in that bafineft (hall be clearly wiped away. 

We were fo careful that our Journey into Ireland Ihould not interrapt the Froffiedingii ef Bhw 
liamenty nor deprive our Subjects of any Acts of Juflice or further Acta of Graoe^ for the nal b^ 
nefit of our People, that we made a free offer of leaving fuch power behind, aa (hoold not only be 
neceflary for the Peace and Safety of the Kingdom, but fully provide for the happy Pkogreia of the 
Parliament ; and therefore we cannot but wonder, fince fuch power hath been always leh hen by 
Commiffion for the Government of this Kingdom, when our IVogenitora have been out of the laam, 
daring the fitting of Parliaments : And fince your felves defired that fuch a Power miglit be left 
here by as at our lafl going into Scotland, what Law of the Land have yon now foand to difjpcnea 
with you, from fubmitting to fuch Authority, legally derived from Us, in our abfenoe, and to en« 
able you to govern this Kingdom by your own meer Authority ? 

For our return towards London ; — We have given yon fo full an Anfwer in oar late Dedaialiony 
and iu Anfwer to your Petition prefented to Us at York the 20th of March lafl, that wo 
not what to add, if you will not provide for our fecurity with you, nor agree to remove to 
place, where there may not be the fame Danger to us. We expected that (finoe we have been ft 
particular in the Caufes and Grounds of our Fears) you fhould have lent us word, that yon had 
pablifhed fuch Declarations agamfl future Tumults and unlawful Afiemblies, and taken twA 
Coorfes for the fupprefling of feditious Sermons and Pamphlets, that our Fears ci that land n^^ 
be laid afide, before you fhould prefs our Return. 

To Conclude, We could wifh that yon would, with the fame flrictnefs and feverity, wdgh and 
examine your Meflages and Expreflions to Us, as you do thofe yon receive from Us ; for wn 
very confident, that if you examine Our Rights and Priviledges by what our IVedeceflbrs have 
joyed, and your own Addrefles by the ufual Courfes of your Ancefiors, yon will find many CK* 
preffions in this Petition warranted only by your own Authority, which indeed we forbear to taha 
notice of, or to give AnfWer to, left we fhould be tempted (in a juft Indignation) to exprala n 
greater paflion than we are yet willing to put on. God in his good time (we hope) will fo mtem 
the hearts of all our Subjects, that we fhall recover from the mifchief and danger of thia diftempeTi 
on whofe good pleafure we will wait with all patience and humility. 

This printed Petitioun, formeriie fet doun, is relative to ane Meflage ient 
be the King abefoir to the Parliament, concerning his journey touardis Ire- 
land, as planelie do appeir ; and in this petitioun is divers reflbnes ufit for di- 
verting his Majeftie thairfra ; hot the King makis his awin anfuer thairto» 
foundit upone his owne reflbnes befoir expreflit. 

Now daylie moir and moir forces prepairing for Ireland. It wes laid, the 
Marques of Argile had purcheft ane patent fra the King and Engliih Parliar 
ment to levy foldiouris for Ireland, and to go in with fyre and fuord, and what 
he conqueft fould be his awin, holdin of his Majeftie. It wes reportity that 
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thair wes 10,000 chalderis of victuall to be tranfportit out of Scotland to Ire- 
land for mantenans of foldiouris ; and Argyle had agreit with Mr. Robert 
Farquhar for 10,000 bollis victuall to he careit out of this north country to 
Knokfergus, for the quhilk he fould have ten pundis for ilk boll wes landit 
foiflic on fchore. He coft niekill victuall iu this countrie to fulfill his bargane 
with Argile, and raifit the victuall to heiche prices upone the countrie people 
for his particider gane. Bot howfoever this bargane wes maid, the Marques 
of Argile had no fuche patent, naither went on in fervice. 

AVord cam heir to Aberdeiu, that about the 20 of Aprile Schir Thomas 
Dorell and Schir Johne Hales, tua of the Kingis domeftick fervitouris, had in- 
tercepted ane letter written he the Parliament of England to Schir Johne 
Hotham, goi'ernoiir of Hull, beiring ane expres command and charge, incace 
his Majeftie cam to Hull and craveit entres to the toune, to hold him at the 
portis, and not to fuffer his Majeftie to cum in. This letter wes hrocht to the 
King, as is faid ; whairat he much mervallit, and alfo wes heichlie ofTendit. 
Aluayis, for forder tryall and his better aflureans, he directit the famen letter 
to the foirfaid goveniour of Hull ; and upone the bak thairof, his Maieftie lap 
on about foiu: Imndreth hors, haveing alfo in his company Charles the young 
Prince and James DiUte of York, his tuo fones. Count Pallatyne, the Duke 
of Lennox and fum uther nobilmen, and cam ryding directlie to the brugh of 
Hull : bot "when he cam there the haill portia wes cloiflit faft. The King de- 
fired the govemour to give him entrie to his owne toune, whiche he planelie 
refuifit, quhairat his Majeftie M'es heichlie offendlt. The King went forder 
CD, and cravit bot entrie to him felf, his owne tua fones, his fifter fone and 
the Duke of Lennox, not pafiing in number 20 perfones : bot this wes refuifit 
alio, albeit thair wes 2000 foldiouris lying in garifon within the toune. The 
King feing this, caufis proclame this governour traittmu-, and retiimes bak 
melancholik to the toim of York ; fra whiche place he writis and feudis ane 
Meftage to the Parliament aganes this Schir John Hotham, governour of 
Hull ; and thairefter fendis ane fecond Meffage to thame, tending thus :

We are fo much concerned in tlie undutiful AfTront (an iniligniiy all Our good SabjecM molt 
(tJAUin in Oar bcli&lr) We received from Sir John Ilotliam al Hull, that \Vc are impalient till We 
nC^iTe Jallice from you ; and are compelled to call again for an Anfiver, being confident, how- 
ever you wualJ be To careful (though without Our confent) to put a Garifon into tiiat Our Tonn, 
to fscnre it aud Our Magazine ogainll any attempt of die Papilts, that you never intended to dif< 
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po& and maiiitun it againft Ut your Soforeignx Therafon We reqdre yom h r lhi r Uh ^ (for the 
bnfiiieft will admit no delay) tiiat yoa take feme fpeedy ooorfe, that Oar iaid Totni and MagawBM 
be immediately delivered up unto Us, and that foch feTere exemplary Rrooeadingi be againft dioft 
Perfona who have offered Us this infVipportable Affix>nt and Injmy, as by the Law is provided. 
And till this be done, We ihall intend no bnfinefs whatfoerer, other then the bnfiaeft ef Iidnd ; 
for if we ara bronght into a condition fo ranch worfe than any of Onr Snbjectay dwt whSUt jon ail 
eiijoy yonr Prinledges, and may not hare your pofleffions diftncbed, or yoor Titlea qneftioaedi We 
only may be fpoiled, thrown ont of Onr Towns, and Onr Goods taken from vs, 'tie tine to aasmne 
how We have lofltbofe Priviledges, and to try all poffible ways, by the help of God, the Law of Ae 
Land, and the affection of Onr good Subjects, to recover them, and vindicate Our Sdf from 
Injuries. And if We (hall mifcarry herem. We ihall be the firft Prince of this Kingdon liial 
d<me fo ; having no other end, but to defend the true IVoteftant BroMBon, the Law of ike hmi, 
and the Liberty of the Subject ; and God fo deal with Us as we costinne in thoib Refehrtioaa, 

This piece wes printed at York by Robert Barker, pr3niter to the Kingia 
Majeftie. 

Upone the end of this Meflage thair wes printed as foUowis : 

VoUis coneemmg Sir Jokmit HaAam. 

1. Sir Johne Hotham hath done nothing bat in obediens to the command crfbodi honffia. 
, 2. That his Miyefleis procUuneing Sir Johne Hotham traittonr (being a member of ike hew el 
parliament), without dew ordour of law, is againfl the libertie of the fubject and againft the hnr 
of the land. 

3. Sir Thomas Dorrill and Sir Johne Hales ar to be fent wp for interrupting of the 
letter from Sir Johne Hotham. 

4. The militia of the County to affifl the govemoaris of HuH, m oceafionn fall firre ftr 
defisns. 

5. The gentlemen the petitioneris to be fummoundit wp to the pM^wyw^t forthwith. 

Thir voids of Parliament gave no fatiffactiotin to the Kingis moft juft de* 
fire ; bot rather not only approves Schir Johne Hotham's doingis to be good» 
hot alfo findis fault that he wes prodamit traittonr ; that the Kingis fenrandk 
for interrupting of the Parliamentis letter fould be fent wp, and the reft, as 
is befoir voitit. The King, thus dilapointed of his expectatioun, takis it havk, 
and as is laid, he dedairit by ane other paper, he likit no dvill warris ; bot 
if warris cum, let Grod be Judge. This toun of Hull is ane of the prindpaU 
ftrenthis of all England, quhairin the Kingis magazeen ftill lay. The Faiiia* 
mentaris at ther owne hand, but the Kingis advys, takis in the toune, mellis 
with the Kingis magazeen and militia, lettis in ane garifoun of fbldionik tt 
defend the iame, and places the faid Schir John Hotham govemour, who re* 
belliouflie flood out againft the King, as ye have haird. Nather could Us 
Majeftie get reparatioun, do his beft ; yit the Lord in his awin ^nke le- 
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vengit his caus, and maid the Parliamentaris tliame felfis to hang him wp and 
young Schir John Hotham his fone both, for faulUs committit aganea the Par- 
liament thame felfis, as thay alledgit. 

Upone the thrid Tnyfday of Aprile and nynteint day of the famen moneth, 
the Provini'iall AfTemblie fat douii in the feffioun hous of New Aberdein ; Mr. 
David Lyndfay perfone of Balheivie is moderatour whill the nixt Proviuciall 
Allemblie. Ilk minifter had his reulling elder. Doctor Forbes of Cors, pro- 
fieflbr, wes fent for, who compeirit obedientlie befoir this Aflemblie, The Mo- 
deratour, with the reit, publictlie regraitit his lying out from his calling to 
the prejudice both of kirk and commoun weill. He maid his awin anluer. 
Then the bretheren fent out of thair number ane committe to confer privat- 
lie with him anent Iiis not fubfcriving of the covenant, and to afk why he 
went not to Edinbrughe for his forder refolutioun, as wes commount at the 
Gienerall AfTemblie holdin laft at Abirdene. Efter fome relToniug with this 
committee, he faid, if the Provincial! AiTemblie tliocht fit, he fould go to Edin- 
brughe, quhilk thay ad\'irit him to do, to fie if he could recover his owne place, 
whiche wes not yit fillit wp. Sie moir heirefter. 

At this Aflemblie, Mr. Williame Wedderbum, minifter at Bathelny, in 
accuiit of fomicatiouu ; he confellis, and is deprievit and ordanit to mak re- 
pentance. 

Mr. Thomas Mitchell, perfone of Turref, is accuiit for periewlng of Thomas 
Bellis wyf to have lyin with hir in Coupar of Fyf as he is cuming home from 
Edinbrughe ; and liclyk, in that iamen manis hous in Coupar, offering to fore 
ane uther woman at the famen tyme. He is dilated be tlie faid Thomas Bell 
him felf, then duelling in Drum fuppofe his wyf wes duelling in Coupar. The 
Aflemblie, efchamit of this purpois, directis out ane committee of the bretheren 
to confer privatlie with the faid Mr. Thomas Mitchell heiranent, who con- 
ilantlie flood to his denyall. The Aflemblie heirfoir apointis this mater to 
be fiirdcr tryit in prefens of thretteine minifteris and audit reulling elderis 
fpeciallJe nominat, and for that effect to meit in New Abirdene the firil of 
June nixt. 

TTiair wes divers utheris fulpitionis amonges thame, hot quietlie fuppreffit. 
Mr. Androw Logic, perfone of Rayne, wes publictlie accuiit upone liim pointes 
of miftiehaveour, and ordanit to byde tryell befoir aue committee of minifteris 
and reulling elderis. Sindrie utheris tliingis being exped, this Alli^mblie, 
upone Frydday the 22 of Aprile, diflblvit. 

About this tyme, cam word that our Bifchop of Abirdene and Bifchop of 
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Brediin had gottin fra the King benefices in England, and Doctor Sibbald 
wes ane preicher in Ireland. 

It is faid, the King of Denmark had raifit his cuftomes quadrapull to whkhe 
wes payit befoir, in contempt of the Englifh and Scottis Covenanters flanding 
out aganift thair laufidl King and his owne lifter fone, and none fuld pas by 
w^choneir without payment, to the gryte wrak of our countreis who can sot 
Weill leive without iron, lynt, pis, whyte, ry, and fie commodeteis. 

Now agane is the toune of Abirdein difapointit, by expectatioon, of fJiair 
cuftomes. Patrik Leflie agreis with the Erll Merfchall. He getis his haffl 
money in ane ftok, quhilk wes better to the Erll nor to tak it in yeirli^ and 
Patrik Leflie gettis ane letter of tak over Merfchallis heid^ who had promefit 
to let the fame cuftomes to Abirdein it felf. 

The burghe of Abirdein is perfeuit befoir the proveft and balleis of Ahir- 
dene for 18 lib. 2 £ as price of ilk mufcat with the reft, and four pondis for 
ilk pik according to ilk manis leverall intromiffioun, albeit thir aimes, wiQi 
thair awin beiyde, wes plunderit fra thame be the Erll Mar&haU and M^or 
Monro, as ye have befoir. The toun is alfo ftentit in ane taxatioun of levin 
thoufand merkis to pay thrie minifteris thair ftipendis yeirlie, and the fiiper- 
plus to help to pay the annuell of 40,000 lib. quhairof the toun throw the good 
cans wes drawin in debt. Thir buflineiis bred gryte miuinuring in the torn, 
and ilk man wes ftentit and compellit to mak payment proportionallie. 

Upone Sonday the 24 of Aprile, the comimion the lecond tyme wes givin 
heir, quhair Doctor Forbes of Cors took it agane, who had never Infafierivit 
the covenant and ftill ftood out ; of whome ye may heirefter fie mcrir, and 
alio befoir. 

Ye heard of the incindiareis, vi3. Johne Bifchop of Ros, Mr. Walter Bak* 
-chanchell, the Erll of Traquhair, Schir Robert Spotifwod prefident and Scfair 
John Hay lait Clerk Regifter ; the firft tua wes abfent out of the kingdmne, 
the laft thrie wes prefent and paft ther tryellis, and Traquhair, as wes thbcht; 
found guiltie in fyve pointes. Sie the 34 Act of the 3S Parliament 

In lyk maner the Erll of Montrois, Archibald Lord Neper, Schir Geotge 
Stirling of Keir knicht, Schir Archibald Steuart of Blackball knicht, war all 
contynewit to the nixt Parliament. Sie the SS Act of K. Charles' leeoori 
Seffioun. 

Upone the 28 of Aprile, Mr. Alexander Colvill juftice deput, Mr. Alexandor 
Hammiltoun clerk deput to the Juftice Clerk, cam to Abirdene, and finom that 
rode to Elgyn to hold ane Committee, as ye have befoir and heirefter. 
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About this t^me, thair cam furth ane imprinted Querie with ane Anfuer 
maid thairto, as do appeir be the fame Authour, and as Aim fayes by tlie Eng- 
lilli Parliament, vi3. 

Qiiarrilitr, ^Vhat falbe done with a King tliat defertia his Parliament, that 
bringis in foraigne nationis and neglectis his Militia, that is, tumes the mouth 
of his cannon aganis his awJne fubjctis. 

Anfueris, This King tynes his govermnent of the MiUtiaJimplidterdeJure. 

This printed Querie, thus proponit and folvit, wes thocht ftrange to many 
who law and read the fameu, Howfoever it wes, or whofoever it wes who fet out 
this Querie, yit it is moft certane the Parliament wold nowayes grant to give 
the government of the MiUtia to the King, quhilk treulie and juftlie belongit 
unto his royall Majeftie, feiriug, if he had that pouer in his owne hand, he 
micht command thefe Parliameiitaris perforce to yeild, fubmit and obey his 
Majeftie ; whiche utheniayes he culd get hardlie done, as it proveit over true, 
and may be feiti in this difcourfe. 

The King fand him felf heicblie wrongit, on the uther pairt, be his owne 
fubjectis. to withhold perforce fra him the Militia, quhairof him felf is capi- 
tane, being righteous King, and ane Ipeciall poynt of his prerogative royall, 
and refolvit to have and hold the famen as his royall prediceflburis wes in ufe 
to do befoir him, or die be the get. Thus, he is brocht under feir of his lyf, 
or by his fubjectis to be takin and impriffonit if he ftand out aganis them. 
And on the uther pairt, the Parliament flandis ftill in feir of his Majeftie and 
aiteratioun of religioun, as wes thocht ; albeit thay knew the contrarie, have- 
ing his overthrow rather privatlie aimed at nor ony fuclie prepofterous feir of 
reli^oun, as heireftercleirlie do appeir. Albeit this royall King wes indewit 
be God Almichtie ^vith fie rair giftis of bodie and mynd, as Gryte Britan had 
never his parrellell to raigne, for he wes holie, godlie, religious, zealous in 
prayer, upricht and juft, and a brave juftitiar, mercifull and bountifull, chaift, 
trharitable and libera!!, nowayia covetous, nor bloodthriftie, moderat and tem- 
perat in his mouth, clein and pure in all his actionis ; nevertheles this godlie, 
religious King, is, by his unnaturall fubjectis, (for thair endis,) brocht to this 
poynt and extremetie, that he wes under feir of his lyf or captivitie, as is for- 
mertie faid, and had no certantie to reft in England, Scotland or Ireland with 
faiftie, done and actit be that dandeftyne covenant drawin up betuixt the mal- 
contentis or rather nialignantis in Scotland and England, and careit fo fecreit- 
lie,as bis Majeftie hard never of the fnmen, albeit the Marques of Hammil- 
toun and uther his counfallouris knew the famen veray Weill. And if, in the

brining, it had beine reveillit to the Khig» his Ifajeftie wadA have efeiie 
punifhit the traittoiiri8> and fuppieft the perfidkms plot : hot befoir the iami 
cam to his eires the mater wes paft help or cure, quhilk I befiskh the Ahnkbtii 
God, lercher of all hairtis, to padfie, and to bring the King and ids fidgeetis 
wnder a foleid weill fatled peace. 

In the mein tyme, the King b^nis to Inke about him &1^ and to try who 
were his fireindis and who war his foes, and the Parliament ftieidiing tfaame 
felfis be all maner of wayis to get thair will over the King. 

Sonday the firft of May, ane faft folempnlie keipit throw aU the Idrida of 
Scotland, for thir caufis, 1. For the fynia of the land in generally S. The de^ 
ftractionis of England and Scotland^ and S. The deftractiGnis within Wwf^aiMl 
it felf/ Doctour Goold preichit in Old Abirdene, both befSoir and eftemooiiBi 
the people keipit churche all day, and whill eftemoone's iermon wes done. And 
it wes ufit to r3aig thrie bellis ilk fafting day to the eftemocme'a pieichiiiy; 
heir wes ane new fafhioun begun, and hot ane bell rung to reconveia fie peofile 
to the eftemoone's preiching as cam not to the foimoone's preiching ; qohilk 
forme wes efteruardis keipit on fefting dayis. 

Mononday the 2 of May, drums daylie beating throw New Abirctein fiot 
foldiouris to marche for Ireland in the ErU of Lindfiiyis regiment wndff 
Major Borthuik upone the Kingis pay, ilk commoun foldiour to have andit £ 
of wages ilk day, and the officiaris to get gude payment of ther owne dewhu 
There wes 10,000 foldiouris raifit and to be raifit out of Scotland £m tUetff^ 
peditioun, and 15,000 raifit out of England upone thair charges. The Va^ 
UQx had order to marche in upone the fouth pairt of Ireland, and the fieottii 
to enter in upone the north fyde of the countrie. The Irifliis eonvenit' in 
grjrte multitude ; hot wes leant of armes and ammunitioun, as wes thOcht» and ' 
fiiche as thay expectit for cuming out of Waft Flanderis, for ther fiippiie, wa 
daylie takin be the Hollanderis, who ftill attendit upone thame. 

Ye hard of befoir of Grenerall Major Monro. He arrjrvit iaiflie at Knokftr* 
gus and receavit his pay compleitlie, and wreittis to the Scottis oounfidl for 
orderis. There wes few foldiouris in thir north pairtis to this Irifh eipedi* 
tioun, bot raifit out of the fouth, and finall content amongis the oflteialas of 
fortoun who had left ther fortouns in other countreis, and cam home hoipiog 
for preferment and benefit both in thir troubles ; bot thay war difiq>ointed» 
for ilk noble man wold be crouner of his owne company, fiij^ide of finall flciD^ 
who chuifit ther owne captanes, lewtennantis, and under officiaris of ther 
owne freindis for ther preferment, who had never fervit in the waiiis; 
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qnhairby tfae good foldiouris wes debarrit, and the r^mentis Uklie to be niif- 
gydit. Bot Glenerall Lefiie, heiring of this raiforder, refolvit and gave com- 
mand that ilk regiment fiUd be fervit with qualefeit commanderis, and not 
be unndlfull foldiouris ; albeit mony of the ofiiciaris of fortoun had giyte 
murmuring, who upone Generall Leflei's letteris had left thair fervices in 
Swaden, Denmark, Germany, France, FoUand and uther foraigne countreis, and 
had cum home and fervit at Newcaftell in this fervice, and difapointed of 
thair pay be Generall Leflie him felf ; fo that fra the crouner to the Angle fol- 
diour tbair wes want of payment, whiche maid ilk man to do for him felf. 
Sum went bak to foraigne countreis ; utheris went in to York, who wes Weill 
receavit be the King, and placed in the countrie about ; uther fum baid ftill in 
Scotland, albeit thay had not yit gottin gryte content ; the foirlaid Generall 
Xieflie, the Erll of CalTellis, the Erll of Lindfay and divers utheris making 
gryte preparation for this fervice. 

Upone Sonday the 8 of May, the communioun givin the thrid tyme heir in 
Old Abirdene. Doctor Forbes took it agane, and Doctor Leflie at this tyme, 
albeit bothe out (landers and not fubfcriveris of tiie Covenant, albeit, it wes 
thocht, for that caus to have bein railit fra the table. 

Upone AVednefday 4 May, Doctor Goold principall began a noveltie, and to 
preiche upone this weik day within the College Kirk to Old Abirdene ; the 
bellis of Maucher Kirk and bellis of the College Kirk both rang to this weikly 
lermon. His auditouris war feu, who had littell feift of the doctrein, and at 
lad him felf wyreit, and fliortlie gave over this weiklie ftrmon moir foolifhlie 
nor it began. 

About this tyme, the Chancelair of Scotland rode to York to fpeik with his 
Majeftie. Sum faid he wes writtin for ; bot about the 10 of May he retumit 
bak agane, and ane counfall day follouit. 

The Erll of Montrois, the Erll of Airly and Laird of Keir, as wes faid, 
rode to the King, bot his MajelUe exprellie prohibit thame to cum neirer to 
him nor within ane poll, becaus be the 33 Act of his owne Parliament he is 
obligit not to give prefens to plotteres or incendiareis but advife of Parlia- 
ment ; yet it wes thocht thay had fonferens with fum of the Kingis fervi- 
touris, qnhairwith thay war content, and fo retumit hanie agane. 

Upone the day of May, the Bifchop of Morayis wyf haveing caufit tranf- 
ptat out of Spynnie her haill goodis, geir, inficht and plenifliing, and fend 
about be fea to the place of Gutlirie, heritablie pertening to hir hulband, fcho, 
I fay, removig, the faid day, fra the laid place of Spynny, and deliveris the 
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keyis thairof to the Erll of Morray conftabull thairof, (giftii bjr the King,) tad 
who had gi vin John Innes of Leucharis, who had good richt to the laid oonftih 
bularie abefoir, 2000 merkis for his goodwill thairof. 

Aluaies the Bifchopis wyf leaves Moray, and, convoyit be hir too fimeB» Mr. 
John Guthrie perfone of Duffus and Mr. Patrik Guthrie, cam to Old Abirdeoe 
upone the 13 of May, and from that paft touardis Angousy hir hufband je« 
maining in Abirbrothock, who had never fein uther fince hir huibaad Wes 
takin fouth, as ye have befoir. 

Thairefter, the Bifchop takis wp hous in his awin place of Guthrie^ aild 
thair quyetlie remanes. 

Efter removeing of his wyf £ra Spynnie, the Erll of Morray pofl^t Ids fif* 
ter fone the young laird of Innes thairwith ; hot it wes laid the lame nidit he 
enterit Spynnie, the ftaitUe hous of Milntoun of Ros, pertening to his UOmt 
wes rekleflie brynt, (except the tour,) with mekill good inficht and jdeoifliiqgi 
a thing to be nottit. 

Upone the 12 of May, Mr. Alexander Colven, juftice depat, and Mr. Akx« 
ander Hammiltoun, juftice clerk deput, held ane Juftice Court at Elgin be 
way of Committe, haveing convenit the Marques of Huntlie, the Liord Gor^ 
doun, the Erllis of Morray, Findlater, and many Barronis* Thair erand wes, 
to agrie with Williame M'Intofhe alias M'Lachlen to rais 60 men to keip^ 6a 
Dunnotter north to the North Sie Bank, the haill countreis from thiik» nb» 
bene and opprefBoun of the Clangrigour, who wes wp in oompaneia uftiag 
all violence. Thair wes promeiit to him for this fervice 9000 lib. Scottia to 
faif the coimtrie fkaithles during the fpace of ane yeir, he aluayes haVeiiig 
pouer to rais the countrie for his defence, if neid requirit Lyke as, he IS^ di- 
vers Barronis cautioneris to refound fie (kaith as wes done in the tpne ftir- 
laid to the countrie people. This agreans wes maid at Elgyne, as wes maid 
abefoir at Sanct Johnftoun with James Steuart of for fidflfaig the 

countreis from the fame Clangrigouris. Schortlie Williame M*Lachlaa and kis 
men gois to the feildis. This Committe court contynewit 8 dayia in Elgya^ 
whair Williame Couper in Glenranes wes aflifit and convict to be hangit for 
inceft and uther crymes. Ane new Committe wes appointit to be haldinagnie 
at Elgyne the day of Auguft nixtocum, and fo diflblvit. 

Upone Sonday 15 May, Mr. John Ray, ane of the regentis within Ckdkge 
MarlcbalU fitting at the morning prayeris in the Newtoun Kiik, fiiddantHe 
fell frenatick, and, ryfing wp, cryitt loudUe out, to the gryte afUmeiflunentoC 
the haill people. Aluaies he wes convoyit home, blood drawia and hecui 
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folid fchortlie eftemard. Sum nottit this fuddantie to be (he thrid accident 
or vifitatioun of this College Marfchall ; for firft, the hous took fyre, as ye Lave 
befoir ; 2. Mr. Thomas Blackhall, ane of the regeiitis thairof, turait Papift, 
exconumicat aod leaves the kingdome for his religioun ; and 3. this accident 
of madnes falling in the perfone of ane uther regent. Bot the Lord fchortlie 
reftorit him to his richt wittis agane, blilTit be his holie name. 

May 24, the Marques of Huntlie and the Lord Gordoun his fone cam 

frome Strathbogie to Tullifour, held courtis, maid chalnierlanis, and took pof- 

fefliouii of the Lady Wardes hir haiU lifrent landis in hir name and name of 

> laird of Cluny hir hufband, both being abfent in Durhame in Engand, 

HDd fyne returnit bak to Strathbogie agane. Sie heirefter. 

Wedenfday 25 May, ane gryte counfall day Iioldin in Edinbrugbe, quhilk 
irith Leith wes wnder watche. Thair wes prefentit befoir this counfall his 
Majefties letter, fchowing how his Englifli fubjectis wes incroching upone his 
I'loyall prerogative, and thairfoir defyrit tlianie and his Seottis fubjectis to 
V ftand to his defens, conforme to ther oath of allegiance, and to aflid him as ne- 
.ceflitie requirit. Sie this letter. To this counfall there cam from the Parlia- 
ment of England comniiffioneris alfo defireing thame to remember ther firft 
daadeftine Covenant maid betuixt the pryrae malignantis of Scotland, forgeris 
and begynneris of our Covenant, and the puritanes and malignantis of Eng- 
rland, and to ftand to the famen. The counfall is put to their wittis. It is 
- ieir to be nottit, how this royal King firft and laft is abuiit by his fubjectis of 
botbc kiiigdoines, by the draucht of this ungodlie, trefibnable, clandeftine Co- 
venant, quhairof his Majeftie had never gottin knouledge. For firft, as ap- 
peires, it wes devyfit, oure Soottis began the perturbatioun in the kirk of Edin- 
brugfae, raifis ane army, gois into England, and gat good payment of brotherlie 
mfliftans, as ye have befoir. The King craves afliftaiice from England againlt 
the Seottis cuming into thair countrie. They wold do nothing without thay 
1 ane parliament, quhilk his Majeftie wes forfit to indict, quhairby the Eng- 
^Uih wan thair defircs. Then craftellie comniiflioneris war chofin betwixt the 
5 and the Seottis, Articles drawin wp, tending to oure weill, and difcontent 
f the Kingis Majeftie, and done by fie commiffioneris who wes our freindis, 
albeit cholin by the King. Well, thir Articles of peace drawin wp, bothe ar- 
tOeif* of England and Scotland dilbandit. A parliament holden at Scotland. 
The King cums and grantis oure haili delyres ; bot gat no content him lelf, as 
the actis of parliament proportis. He returnis to the parliament of England, 
and findes tliay ar daylie incroching upone his royall prerogative, whairfoir 
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he wreittis in to this Soottis oaanlall, and craTes thair aid» ocmnfiU and aA- 
vys as becums loyall fubjectis to ther leige lord. This is a ftrange plot deviibd 
be two combyned facticmis to beir down agryte and godlie monaiche, go venumr 
oyer both nationis of England and Scotland and Ireland. Howlbever tfdi 
dandeftine Covenant wes privatUe drawin wp by the Kingis knowledgei^ be tlie 
begineris of the Covenant heir in Scotland on the ane pairt, and the Eng^fh 
puritans on the uther pairt ; yet there wes many noble men of both kingdomes 
that wes not on this cours nor privie to the fame, quhill about this coonfidl 
day this dandefiyne Covenant began to brak out and be divulgate quhiUc took 
ium ftampt in ther ilomachis, thinking thay war not tyit to this privie Cove- 
nant, and wold rather follow the King nor the cheif leidaris of this Covenant ; 
quhilk inddd bred hart buminges and gryte and many malcontentes, andgrite 
appeirans of diftractionis and divifionis both in Scotland and En^Umd, beiydh 
the gryte rebellioun in Ireland. Who follouit the King, favored, and baid fiAeft 
be him in thir dayis of diftemper within Scotland, he is forced to quyte tfaam^and 
diefe loyall fubjectis ar holdin indndiareis and plotteris; fum takin aid wairffit, 
udieris lum diaifit out of the kingdome, utheris accufit moil ihamefuUie in pv^ 
fence of Committees, quhilk the King could not ganeftand, luppoile lore againft 
his will. His Majefleis moft ipedaU freindes in England alio holden be par* 
liament evill couniallouris, the Archibifchop of Canterburie wairdit» and IS 
uther bifchopis takin and di%racefullie wairdit. The gryte deputie of lKland» 
the Kingis moft loyall and trew fervitour, and a thunder bolt againft our Scotlii 
covenant, moft cniellie beheidit, to his Majefteis unfpeikable greif, and qnUft 
he could not get helpit. So Scotlandis eovenanteris firft gat dier haill winii^ 
reulHt or milreullit all ; England, following thair footfteps, gois on in the tuot 
oours. So, both in kirk and polide, they will change and mak lawis and altar^ 
ationis, gyde and goveme all, and mak the King yield, fubfcrive and oonfeat 
thairto, albeit fore againft his will, or utheruayes no peace in liraeL His Ma- 
jefteis rentis in Scotland taken wp perforce, to mantane foldiouris againft Um 
felf, qiihairwith he fueitlie and noblie difpenles ; and lykuaies gives fiill pooir 
to mell with his rentis, quhill uther charges and deburfmentis (givin wp be 
the eovenanteris) wes firft payit ; his freindis and foUoneris in Scotland l^MyBlt 
of ther landis, rentis, digniteis and offices in fum kynd, and covenantetbi 
gryteft enemeis to the King, preferrit to thair places, both in Counlall and SeC^ 
fioun, tho fore againft the will of this royall King ; and is fo bound wp be act 
of parliament, not to prefer tbame to ony publict office but conlent of paifia* 
ment, nor to fpeik or confer Math thame but ther advys, as ye have in the 
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f act (^ K. Charles' feeood paiiiameut. What other artis and ordiuauoes is then 
I ftt dmin in &roitres of thame lelfis, thair coun(all<H¥s and foUtNien», may be 

deirlie leine ext^ndit, with ronfent of his Majeftie, to the fatiOartioune of thair 
I bairtis and m^dis, agaiuH the expeetatioun of many, and wonder of all the 
w {^riftian world, (iie more heirefler.) and to the giyte diigrace, Ichame and 
I ftaitb of all his Majefties freiadis and folloueris. 

Thuirfday 26 May, the prelbitrie of Abirdene changes thair preibiter day 

of wejjdie meiting fra ThuirlVlay to Tuyfday. It wes firft changeit fra Fryd- 

day to Tliuirfilay, and now fra Thuirfday to Tuyfday ; fie changes now goes. 

Doctor ScTt^e compeiris befoir this prefbitrie, and produces, wuder his owne 
i'band, his owne recantatioim following :

S. That the kirk of Rome is ane bereticall, apoHaticall and idolatroiu kirii, and not tlt« true Lirk. 

S. I now declare cleirly, that it is untaacbfnll in a Clirifteane kirk to liaTe, or uCe aluris, cap. 
pingit and bowingis before them, the preilUs h^it whill he oSerifl (as larpleflU, rochcttis, keapt*) the 
isble Handing altar wsyea, prayeris tonanl the eiti. 

4. 1 do alfo, according to onre Covenant, refnfe the Serrice book, book of Canooois, Ordinatiomi, 
■Ml beigbe Comilfionn, ttvin as tfaey ar condempoed by onre Generall Aflerablies, and upono tlw

think the giveing or taking thereof Io be fuperflitions. 

6. 1 confer that the citing of the place, Matbew 26. 3^, AU lAose thai lak Oe fttord Jail peri/k 
hf tiefuord, and Rom. 13. 2., TKny who rejiji fail rectav* lo them feljU eondeTiqmatiouH. to con- 
dempne the jail and neceflane defena of this nationn, ar mifapplyed ; and do bib God that oure So. 
Tetaigoe the King, and oure nightbour kingdome of England, have taken notice of, and CBtifed to 
ptihiilh tlie dewtifulnefH and loyaltie of oari? nation thereanent. 

9. And if any other thing be foond, tet ont be me or otheris about Abirdeiio, contrair to the juH 
■ad iBDctifall coiu of the Covenant, I dilclam ihem all. 

10. Fynallie, I allow and aTow the laachfulnes of realiing elderis in the goTemament of tlie Kirk , 
■Bd in all the Allemblets thereof. 

At tbe Prelbitrie of Abirdene, 26 May I64S. Sic fabfcribitar, Mh. Alula. ScROtUB. 
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I ' This piece cnming befoir the lordis of counfall, as faid is, did feim to put 
WmB fubjectis in rememberans of their Othe coutenit in tlie Covenant, for his 
1 ^yall prerogative; 2. touching his ufage in the Engiifli parliament; 3. his 
imrgatiouu of tlirie foull afperiionis laid to his charge. Wliat moir is inflnuat 
I leave to the reidar, Bot it is trew, thair convenit in the Cannoget about 24 
erllis, lordis and barronis, callit Banderis, and thair foHoueris, who wes con- 
trair to this Covenant, ftill fchowing them to be tlie kingis men. Thay at- 
tendit to heir tlie contentJs of the kingis letter fend to the counfall ; and with- 
all thay tharae felfis fend, aa wes laid, ane petitloun to the faid lordis of coun- 
feU, wnder the fubfcriptioun of the Erll of Montgomrie, (firft a ftrong cove- 
nanter, and now left the famen,) defireing thame to remember thair Nationall 
Othe, and Othe of Allegiance to his Majeftie contenit in the Covenant, and as 
good and loyall fubjectis to defend the kingis royall prerogative, now impairit 
and incrochit upone be the Engiifli parliament.

Whereas they, upon the report and fight of great conrocattons fuddenlie endevored and no- 
expectmllie brought into thia Conned day, for the mofl part by thefe who have beene efleemed be 
the-countrey and challenged be the Parliament as incendiaries, plotters or enemies to the peace of 
thir IdngdonicB, bare occaHonBllie conveened at Edinbnrgb, and baveing bard of letteres fronie Lia 
Majeftie, and declarations frome tbe Parliament of England, anent tbe prel'eut dillractions of that 
kiogdoBie, tliey hare realun, frome bygone experience $ind preteutprcliunptiona, to feare the intea- 
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tions and endevors of tbofe er!ll aSecteil perfona anJ thair &dherenta, leafl by thair C 
and follicitatioDS they lake occarion of thefe differences lo raife jelonfie and diviiion beiuix tbir 
kiagdomea. And conlidering the common inlirreft of all the fubjects of this kingdome to praferTe 
the laie peace. To liappiltie concludit betuin thir nations be the prondence of God, bis Majeftje's 
gnodnes and wifdome, and the mediation of thi; Parliament of England, and fo foleinnelie elis- 
blilhed be the late Treattie, Oath of Parliament, public! faith, and great feales of thir kingdomes, as 
in all other poynta, fo fpecialie in thefe Articles (qubairunto the refl are called hot prefaces) for 
felling and entertesneing a folid peace hctuix thir nations in tyme cumeing, leall npon anie pre- 
tence tbay fould be daJhed one againll another'; qnliairio it is declared the duetie of the EAates, yes of 
ererie fuhject, for to conveene and fupprelTe aide ill affected perfona who wonid raife srmes aganis 
the fubjects of the other kingdome without confent of Parliament, aa trailoris to the Eflate, mnche 
more to petition agalnA it ; and quhoirin there is appoynted a CommifTion of the Ellates for the Con- 
ferrstion of this peace, in the inlerrim betniit Parliamenls : All wliiche, the petitioners, among the 
rell of the good fubjects of this kingdome, did hazard thair lyres and ellates for to obiaine, and did 
demand in the Treattie, upon ihair dangerous experience of the Councell of England thair medlii^ 
in the affaires betnix his Majeltie and this kingdome, to the engadgeing of the nations in wane, 
whiche is fo oh condemned be the Eflatcs of this kingdome in thur Remonftrancea, preffing that 
common rule of eqnitie. To doe aa wee would be done unto, qahilk now la and may be retorted on 
this kingdome. Lykeaa defyring esmefllie, that your lordfchipis, in thefe pnblict refolations of fa 
^Bt confeqnence to thir dominions, may carie along with yow the hairta and confciences of tlie 
hodie of this kingdome, and prevent that the breach grow not wyder, by falfe confidence, groundit 
upon fadden undertakings of anie petfons ; as nifo thair natural affection and dnlie to th^ grations 
foverane, according to thair manifold obligations and brotherlie affection to the kingdome of Eng- 
land, forceing thame lo pray to God and to defyre all men, according to thair flationa, to nfe all lao- 
fnl meanes to breed and enterteanie a good underflanding betniz bis MajeAie and liis Parliament, 
the furell fundation of greatnee to his MnjeAie, and happtnes to thir kingdomes. Lykenayes takeing 
to bain the dangerous confeqnences to bis Majeflie and to hla dominions, if your lordfcbipis an- 
fuer, by tendering the offer of your fervice to his Majeftie ggainfl tiie demands or npon the di^r- 
ences hctuix his Majellie and the Parliament of England, or anie other maner of way, import (whiche 
God forbid) anie ingageing of your felfes or of thir nations in warre, or anie thing tliat may tend 
thaimnto. Thairfore, in onre names, and in name of the rell of the nobilitie, gentrie, burgeffis and 
miniflers, whofe hairts doe, and hands would, goe along with this petition, fur prefervation of 
peace betuii thir kingdomes, they doe in all humilitie and eameflnes petition your lordl'cbipis, in 
the depth of your wifdome, ferionllie to ponder the confequences of your anfuer to bis Majellie and 
the Parliament of England at this tyme, fo that thairhy nether the confidence beluii liis Majellie 
and hia good fubjects, here nor among ihamefelfes, nor betuii the kingdomes (thefe unions lend- 
ing ever lo his Majeflie'a greatnea, and thefe divilionB to hia prejndice) may be anie wayes wesk- 
ned or tliair peace endangered. And to that end, as your lordfchipis wold leave no lanfull meane, 
arcording to your vocation and enterei), unalfayed, for begetting a good underllanding betuix hii 
MBJeflii! and his Parliament, being his greatefl and moll impartiall counfel, reprefenliog the bodie, 
quIiBirof his Majellie is the head, and for removeing the dillractiona (the continowsnce quhairof will 
ever trouble the peace of this kingdome), according to your lordfchipis lall anfuer ; lb alfo, fieing 
his Majellie requyrea not that your lordfchipis foold, nather can your lordl'cbipis judge of the lawis 
and proceedings of another independent kingdome, and the Parliament of England offers to give 
ftU fatilTactiou concerning anie meffagea or papers fent to yonr lordi'cljipis anent thair proceidings ; 
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That your lordfcbipU would be pleafud carerullie to fliun all offers of real or verbal engad^ments, 
either directlie or be way of iuferenee, witliout conlent of ilie Parliament, conforme to the Treattie, 
whicbe either may give anie jafl ocmfion of offence to thair gratious fuveraoe, or of jt^aloniie to 
iliair brethren in England, or of diftronrfe to aoie, as if your lordfchipis did not obferve that former 
mlc of e<|uitie prefTed be thninefelfes dureing thair troubles, To doe unio others as thay would be 
done unto fJiBmefeirea ; hot did fall in the fame faults quhilks your lonlfchipis and the refl of the 
Eftfttes of this kingdome have condemned in the Coaacel of England. And for this effect, they 
cannot bot remember to your lord fob ipU, that, according to ane Article of the Treattie, there wes Bp- 
poynt«d a Coromiinoiin, ala independent as anie other, of lb niiinie of everie eflate, reprefentin^ 
the bail kingdome, to pre»ent all occafTiona of divifion betuix thir kingdomoa, in the interim betnix 
Parliaments. All whiche thay hamblie reprefent to yonr lordfcbipis wyfe cDnfideratioaii, and ex- 
pects frome your lordfchipis fo gratious ane anfuer a.i may falil^ tbair prefent feare^^, and fecnre 
ibame frame thofe dangen in this interim betuix Parliaments, and thairby prevent all neceflitie of 
petitions of this kynd. 

Which fupplicatioun being red, liard and confiddered by the faidis Lordis, 
and thay finding the fame to contein materis of publict concernenient, and 
of that iniportans that requires mature deliberatioun ; therefore thay conti- 
newit the anfuering of this petitioun till the morrow, and ordanit the haill 
Coun&llouris in towne to be warned to attend the CounikU the morrow, at tuo 
a clolt in the eftemone.

** The Lords of Privie Counfel, haveing againe red the petition above written, declare, that tliey 
will have confideratlon lliairof ; and, as they are mod tender and fenfible of wbatfomever may con* 
ceme hit Majeftie's perTun, honor and auctoritie, fo will tliey have a fpeciall care not to doe anie 
thing contrarie to the late Treattie, or whicbe may infiinge the union and peace, or weaken the con- 
fidence betnix thir tna kingdome*, ib bappillic eftablilhed in his Majeftie's prefence, and with Itis 
royal confent in botb Parliaments; and ar confident, that, an frame the fuda Lords, the petitiooen 
luuber hes, nor fall bare necefTitie, fo they will not trouble tbamel'elfes, nor the Councel heirsft«r, 
with fapplicationa of this kynd. 

Now ye have the Kingis letter and this fupplicatioun both coppeit ; read and 
ronlidder both the ane and the uther, with the Counfallis anfuer fent to the 
faid fupplicatioun, quhilk is fo ftrangelie and confufedlie fet douu that I can 
not wuderftand the famcn perfectlie weill. Nor know I what anfuer the King 
gat fra the Counlall to his letter, bot as fum fupponit it wes continewit to the 
nixt parliament ; or what anfuer oure Englifli parliament receavit I can not 
tell. It wes found by the Counfall fit, that the kingis letter fould be publilhit 
ftt the h^ paroche churches of Scotland, that his good fubjectls might fie his 
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uprichtnes and iiiiceritie : bot Mr. Robert Douglas, ane of the minifteris of 
Edinbrughe, cam boldlie to the counfall hous, and publictlie qppofit the pubA 
lifhing of the famen out of ther pulpitis throw all Scotland ; quhaimpone Uie 
Counfall went to advyfment and condifcendit to Mr. Robert Douglas defixe'; 
bot wlthall ordanit the lame prefentlie to be printed, di^perft and Ipred throw 
the haill kingdome, that his Majefteis mynd micht be notifeit to all and ermt 
one ; quhilk wes fo done. 

It wes planelie fpoken, that the Englifh parliament defyred affiftana of can 
countrie upone this occafioun. It is trew, fum of oure noUe men» porindpall 
covenanteris, at this tyme» wes difpleiffit in thair hairtia with oure moft gxa- 
tious Sovaraigne his godlie govemaraent in fum particularia ; 1. for his gene» 
rail revocatioun in his Majefleis firft parliament, which bred fum feiris ill tht 
hairtis of the Lordis of Erectionis of Kirk Landis, fuppofe nothing fbUoiiit 
upone this revocatioun to thair prejudice ; 2. for making, in the lame paariia> 
ment, ane law anent the tejmdis, callit Ane Commiffiouu of Sonenderia of 8ii> 
•periorities and Tythis, groundit upone the helping of the clei]pe^ who waated 
fufficient mantenans and relief of the laitie, lei ving yeirlie wnder the bc»dagi 
of the Lordis of Erectionis or Laick Patronis, whiche thay thodit tendit to 
thair gryte hurt and prejudice ; S. when his Majeftie wes at parliament, ttpou 
fum reflbnes moveinghim, refuifit to confer honouris, as to mak barronia lordis^ 
and lordis erllis, &c upone fum, and preferrit utheris to thir digneteis ; quhair- 
at thair wes gryte grudging. And fidike, anent the lord of Balmyxrinodi his 
aecufatioun, touching ane infamous libell let out againft his Majeftie mcrffc vaof^ 
juiUie, and for the quhilk he wes juillie convictit, thogfa moft gmtiouilie re- 
mitted by his facred Majeftie. Upone thir occaffionis, I lay, thir malconteDtit 
lordis b^nnis to murmur, and inuardlie gruge with oure King his moft 
Ipotles procddinges, and ibryves to lay groimdis for his overthrow in rayaB 
govemament. And firft, thay privatlie eflay the nobillis, knichtia, b ar roni a 
burgeflis and dergie of England, how thay war let, and fyndis thair a niiiii* 
ber of malcontentis glaid to caft af the yok of obedience, with whome thair 
wes fecreitlie maid ane dandeftyne covenant, to that ilk ane ibnld tak uthv 
pairtis againft the kingis prerogative. Now our lordis, being fine o£ Eng* 
land, laid the nixt cours to be lure of Scotland ; bot thay culd get no grooni 
to begin the play, whill the incuming of the Seniiee4M)ok at Edinfam^e be* 
gan. Then thay took hold of the alteratioun of religiooii, and maid it the 
q[aerrell, ftippofe moft unjuftlie, in many moiis judgementis. Then fidkMdt 
heir in Scotland oure covenant, prodamationis» proHhitioniB nA tpryt pei^ 
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turbationis. At laft, thir malcontenlis (fecondit be thair favorites of England) 
had all thair will, and the king is borne doun both in churche and poUicie, as 
may be cleirlie fein in his fecond parliament. Now all thingis being fatled 
heir in Scotland, as faid is, England beginis to follow oure order in pollitique 
and church governament, and many of oure factioun ftryves aganes fundrie 
pointis of royall prerogative and eftablilhit lawis, whairunto his Majeftie cre- 
diblie nor laudablie could not condefcend. Quhairupnne the inalcontentlt Bng- 
Ufli beginis now to crave our Scottis afliltans, confornie to the foirnained clan- 
defline covenant, whairby our diforder wea firft bred, and quhilk his MajelUe 
could not get fupprell, without forces from England, who wold grant nothing, 
whill firll ane parliament wes indictit, whiche the king (againit his will) yield- 
ed unto. Thay, fure of ane parliament, refolvit to get all thair willis, and firft 
to get oure tume done, thairefter thair owne, which bred muche forrow throw 
all the kingis dominionis, as ye may here fie. 

Wednifday the firft of June, the Committe of the kirk convenlt in New 
Abirdene, be ordour fra the laft provinciall Aflemblie, anent Mr, Thomas 
Milchellis tryellis with Thomas Bellis wyf, who coniiieirit and confeflit all to 
his face. Aluaies this Committe caufit note wp hir depofitioun, and referrit 
the decifion to the nixt provinciall AlTemblie, quhair he wes found honeft. 

The foirfaid firfl of June, the Seffioun fat doun in Edinbrughe for adminif^ 
tratioun of juftice, and peciablie fat thair tym. 

About this tyme, a Meiting drawn on he the king at York, declairing thair 
the relfones why he left the parliament, cheitlie for feir of his lyf. He wes 
well receaved by the haill County of York, avowit by all to his fervice. Well, 
the parliament boldlie fittis ftill, albeit the king had commandit thamc to rys, 
quhilk he of his royall pouer lauchfullie miclit have done ; and his Majeftie 
being abfent, thay cair not to hold thair parliament going on, quhairin, the 
Lower Hous, be pluralitie of voites, both in the Upper Hous and Lower Houb, 
liill prevailed aganis the kingis favoreris fitting thair. In the mein tyme, 
thair La provydit at York ane ftrong guarde for the kingis perfone, both of 
hon and foot ; many malitious palquillis written and printed aganis the king, 
and others wnttin aganis bis enemeis ; a Remonftrance alfo let out in print 
by the Englilh parliament, as wes faid, declairing, what thay bad done wes 
conformc to the lawis of England obfervit in King Eduard the fecondis tyme, 
and in King Ritcherd the 2. tyme ; whiche tuo Kingis wes cniellie abufit by 
thair fulijectis and cniellie done to death, as ther Chronicles beires. And in 
ffiect, fum thocht thay bad no les pouer to do the like to our gratious Sove< 
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rmgne, and aither to tak and waird him, or be plane force to kfllhini ; whidie 
the king fufferit with great patiens. In the mein tjrme, thay boldlie mell with 
the kingis haill rentis, thairby to difable him from raifii^ of ony forces, if he 
war fo difpofed ; and withall had mellit with the kingis haill rqyall fchipius» 
fo that he could do no thing be fea. Thus, wes this royall king pitifully abofit 
be his owne fubiectis, to the admiratioun of all Chrifleane kingis* It is laid« 
that the kingis great feall wes privilie brocht to York to him. Sie heirefter 
what trubles foUouit upone thir buffineffis at the kingis awin aniuer to ane 
petitioun, quhair thir particularis ar complanit upone. 

About the begining of this moneth of Jime, Doctor Guildf principally vio^ 
lentlie brakis doim the inficht and plenifhing within the biichopis houffis 
(quhilk wes left ondiftroyit befoir), fie as bedis, burdis. See., and caufit tranlQport 
them doun to plenifh the college chalmeris and uther wark ; geftis and gryte 
tymber he cuttit doun. He tirrit the too-fallis of the haill office houffis, fie as 
baikhous, brewhous, byris, ftables, yea and of fum too-fall chalmeris alib^ and 
careit rooff and fldait away, quhairwith he rooffit ane fang-lcooll and iUaitit 
the fiunen within Bereold Innes clos, quhair never fang-icooll wes befoir. Huub 
as he dang doun the wallis of the Snaw kirk to big wp the CoU^^ dykefl^ at 
ye have befoir, fo now he is demolifhing the bifchopis houffis, in forme and to 
the effect foirfaid. Pitifiill and lamentable, to behold kirkis and ftatdie buDd- 
inges firft to be caffin doun be ruffians and rafcallis ; and nixt, be dturchenieiv 
wnder cullour of religioun, to be broken doim. 

^ It is heir to be markit, that fince Januar, the boning of this yeir 16411^ 
gr3rte fkarfitie of white fifhes on our haill coftis, to the hurt and hunger of the 
poor, and raifing of the prices of meill and malt, and beggering of the fiflier* 
men. And it wes reportit, that when the fifheris had laid thair lynes aoA 
takin fifhes aboundantlie, thair cam ane beift, callit the Sea-dog, to the lynie^, 
and eit and diftroyit the haill bodies, and left nothing on the lynes bot the 
heidis : A judgement furelie from God Almightie, for the lyke Icarfitie of 
fifhes to continew fo long hes fcarflie beine iein heir in Scotland ; quhilk bred 
gr3rte derth of meill and malt, at aucht, nyne or ten poundis the boll, and aQ 
uther meites wes alfo maid veray deir. Befides this, a cold drowth throw all 
Jime, quhairby girs and comes wes brynt wp and reid in the blaid, quhilk 
maid alfb gryte fcarfitie of all milknes, butter and cheis : bot the Iiord amendit 
this cold drouth, and, about or upone the levent, aucht and nynt of June^ he 
Sent thir thrie dayis aboundans of rayne, to the gryte comfort of man and 
beift. Bot, whill tbis tyme, June, wes brynt wp with drouth, as laid is, jrel 
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(albeit the harvefl wes lait) God lent comes aboundantlie throw the ground 
for intertynneing of man and beift ; hot being traniported to Ireland, becam 
fcarce and deir. Sie heirefter. 

Word cam that the 12 Englifli bifchopis whiche wes wairdit, as ye have 
befoir, war, about this moneth of June, put to libertie ; bot tlie Archbifchop 
of Canterbury ftood ftill wairdit. 

Tlie Iritbis dayhe growing ftronger and ftronger, ufing fyre, fuord and all 
mauer of cmeltie aganes man, wife and bame of EngliQi, Scottilh and Irifli 
Covenanteris within thair kyngdome, without pitie or compaffioun. Mony 
fled this crueltie that could win away over to Scotland, both man, wyf and 
child ; bred by the incuming of oure Covenant. 

Upone Wednifday 22 June, the laird of Cors rode to Edinbruglie to the 
Comniitte of the Generall Aflemhlie, holden thair be perluafioiui or defire of 
oure laft Provinciall Aflembly, not of his awiu good will. . He wes maid wel- 
curo there be the bretheren, and had privie conferens with thame. The per- 
Ibne of Balhelvie wes feiit commiffionerfra oure Provinciall Aflemhlie to Edin- 
brughe to the fame Conimitte ; for thay wiffit erneftlie Cors (as ane excellent 
lemit man) to keip his awin place, if thay could in any cace procure the faraen 
at thair handis he ther faid commifTioner, who wes direct for that effect, as 
laid is : bot let the bretheren in Edinbnighe do thair belt, thay could not, be 
l.ttreatning nor perfuafiouii, allure tins lernit, godlie man to fubfiTive and 
^IWeir ther Covenant, quliilk (as he declairit) wes contrair to his conft-ienee, 
quhilk he wold not ballaiis with no worldlie plefour nor preferment. Thus, 
efter divers meitingis and confurences with Mr. Alexander Henrifoun, Mr. 
Androw Ramfay, Mr. Henrie RoUok, minifteris at Edinbrughe and utheris 
I fipointit to fit upone the Committe for the Generall Allemblie, in end be with 
I Ur. David Lindfay retumit hame agane, upone the 12 of July, but any for- 
der ; quhair. Doctor Forbe-s, profelTour forlaid, a lernit divyne theolog, deny- 
ing to fweir and fuhfcrive oure Covenaut, wes tliocht a flumbling blok to this 
our good caus and new reformation. Sie more of hiiu heirefter. 
_ , Upone the 2i of June, the laird of Haddoche compeirit befoir the Juftice 
l^fat Edinbrughe to wuderly the law for the alledged flauchter of Mr. James 
Stalker, ns ye have befoir. Efter fum redbning, he wes ordauit to fet cautioun 
to compeir agane upone the nixt citatioun, or referrit to the nixt parliament, 
and lb he retumit hame agane. Sie heirefter. 

About this tyme, and troubles in Ireland, Mr. John Leflie, bifchop of Ra- 
I yhoe, cam fra that countrie to Edinbrughe, and from that to England. He 
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fidd« he cam, not ded lyk abilchap, bot with ibord and qnhuo^er like ane ibl« 
dionr. Aluaies he went poft to the king. 

Mr. Androw Cant, being minifter at Abirdene, as ye have befirir, began to 
bring in novationis. He wold not baptis onj bame, yea albeit at the poynt of 
death, bot efter preiching on Sonday or ony nther preidiing day in the week. 
He cryit out aganes conveining at lyk-walkis, reiding of fcri p t ur es or finging 
of pfidmes ; bot the deid corpeis to ly wnder ane horde aU nidit without fie 
eompany ; bot nather of this could he get done. He brocht in ane lecture kfi 
fim to be ufit Mononday at nicht, Wednifflay, Fryday and Setlerday, in jdace 
of eftemoone prayers. No conununioun given be Cant for tuo yeireB Ipaoeto 
the toune of Abirdene, quhill firft thay wer Weill catechifit, becans he alledgil 
thay war ignorant. Sie more heirefier of his jHtKeidingis. 

Mr. Houie RoUok, ane of the minifleris of Eldinfarughe, depaiitit this ly^ 
tonfeffing fra his hairt that his Majeftie wes cmellie fubdewit, and borne doon 
fay his owne fubjectis, as wes reportit ; for the qnhilk he gat linall ccmvoy to 
his grave by the puritans of Edinbrughe. Mr. Alexander HenrifiRm, mimf* 
ter at Leucharis in Fyff, wes tranflated thairfira to be ane minifter at Edin- 
brogfae in his room. About midibmmer, England &nt in to the Committeat 
Edinbrughe ane hundreth and ten thouland pund fteriing for thair brotherly 
affiftans, conform to the act of parliament, 7 Auguft 1641. 

About the 24 of June, directit the Lcurd Maior of London to cana mak 
Prodamatioun at all the croffis within the toun, diargeing all trew and loyaD 
iubjertis to cum to the king, and byganes Ibuld be fwgiyin; except fiim per- 
fimnes, fie as ^ Jdm Hotham, governour of Hull, and utheris his ci^itall cn6* 
meis, quhilk his Majeftie wes not to pardon. The parliamentaris wes heiddie 
oliendit at the Maior of Londonn for fiiffering this Proclamation to be maid, 
and for the quhilk he wes pre(entlie depofit and ane uther Maior dectit and 
put in his jdace ; bot firft he wes haiftellie takin, accufit and warditt and thair- 
efter depofit fw obeying of the kingis ccHumand : yet this Rnodamatioan drew 
the hairtis of many people to the king, as ye may heirefter fie. 

Now« his Majeftie beginnis to walldn, and is h& drawing to ane heid. His 
fiuthfull fi.iUoweris and good fiiligectis ar by the parliamentaris dedairit inoen^ 
diar^fis and malignant pairty. He caufit put in ane gariibun in Newcaitell; 
and divers lordis of parliament lelbttit alfi> to the king. Quhainqpmie the 
parliamentaris relolvit to eftabliih ane Committe of thair heft nomber to fit 
conftantlie at Wefbninfter for the parliament, with Uke antfaoritie and pooert 
as if the haill eftailes of pariiament war fittmg ; fiar Ihay duft not lys to?

tallie wp nor defert tfaair parliament, left the king could not be movit to in- 
dirt anotlier when thay wold, as he had more nor reflbne to refufe. In the 
Oieintyme, thay mak preparatioun for armes to defend ther own pretendit 
ACtis aod ordinances for ther militia. 

Tuylday 27th June, ane vifitatioun of our Oldtoua kirk he the bretheren. 
The feflioun.wes changed fra efter the foimones fermon to efter the efter- 
Dones iennon on ilk Sunday. The landuard elderis thocht this burden havie, 
to byd ilk efternone, by thair dynner in tlie Old toun, quhilk wes byding thame 
Kt home in ther owne houflis. It wes ordainit by this prefttiteriall vifitatioun, 
that ilk maider and mil^res of famelie in town and cuntrie within this pa- 
rochiaftdd cum with ther barnes and fervandis to the ininifteris catechifmg, 
Noyfum to tlie countrie people to cum all, clois wp ther durris, and leave none 
at home to keip thair houflis, thair comes, cattell and uther goodis. Tliay 
lOrdanit the hak of the hie altar, in bifchop Gawin Dumbarris lyll, curiouflie 
^rroclit in wanefcot, matcliles within all the kirkJs of Scotland, to be dung 
■kun as finelling of idolatrie. Pitifiill to beliold ! In the mene tyme, onr mi- 
piifter Mr. Williame Strathauchin teachis powerfuUie and planelie the Word, to 
t-he gryte comfort of his auditores. He takes ftrait count of thofe wlio cumis 
Bot to the communioun, nor keipis not the kirk, and callis out the abfentis out 
ti" pulpit ; quhilk drew in fie a fair auditorie, that the featis of the kirk wes not 
f^iJl to hald thame ; for remeid quhairof. he caufit big wp ane loft athuart 
1^ body of the kirk, and enterit the wrichtis thairto in November. Lyk as 
itJi gryte panes and diligens he caufit flfieat the haill body of the kirk in the 
tt»nier feafon with new lath, new fkleat, and new materiallis, quliilk wes not 
■^^'eill done fen the tyme it wes firft (klaittit efter the leid wes tirrit thairfra. 
*^ tuo-fallis wes not theikit, becaus thay miclit not be o^-ertane this yeir. 
■*s Wr. Williame Strathauchin, one of the bell paftorca that hes bene fene 
*-liia church thir many yeiris bygone; hot the treuth is, the bak of the al- 
^ "Wes violentlie pullit doun be direction of Mr. William Strathauchin, onlie 
'^yfit thairto be doctor Goold, principall and moderatour for the tyme, and 
*** Uot conlent of the bretheren thairto, as is faid befoir ; and by this glorious 
'***^r wark of the faid altar this new loft wes beautifeid and adornit with 
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-^ow the marques of Ilammiltoun, foirfeiiig thir feires and apparant troubles, 
_ **airof he hes not bene laikles fra the begining, as wold appeir, for he had 
** the kingis ear, was continewallie upone his counfall, quhtlk he reveilUt 
^tlellie till our covenanteria be his letteris, quhairby thay war provydit and 
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Aill upone thair gtmtd to anfuer to whatfUmever commiffioiin wes lent be his 
Jkiajeftie heir, to proteft aganes all maner of prodamatioms ufit heir, and led 
or mifled his gratious Prince {who had maid wp his forlome eftait) bb he 
pleifit. Firft, Ane generall aflemblie wes indictit 2. Ane parliament wes in-% 
dictity quhairintill the king, in all his deiignes^ both of kirk and policie, wes 
trampet doun ; his freindes and faithfuU fervitoris dedairit refielliSy inom- 
diaris and malignantis, yea banefhit fra thair honouris, countreis and eftaites, 
and thair enemeis plantit and placed into thair roumes ; minifteris banefliit» 
thair places fillit wp according to the will of the covenanteris, nth^ris depofit 
with indignitie and diigrace ; and, in a word, none bot the king, the biichoppis, 
nobles, minifteris and utheris who follonit his Majeftie wes borne doim pitih 
fiillie with fhame and diigrace ; as may appeir in his actis of parliament^ 
quhair his enemeis are exaltit and his trew lervitouris caffin donn. 

To thir haill doinges this marques of Hammiltoun wes ftill privie, tfa^ 
raifing of armes, the cuming to Berwick, the treattie of peace, coroboratioinr 
of parliament, the kingis returning to London, he is ftill with him, he at-? 
tendis his Majeftie whill he law no appeirans of peace, then he leives him isK 
his troubles with the parliament, fenzyeing him felf to be feik and he behovi^ 
to cum to Scotland for his helth, quhilk the king beheld, and wynkit at hifir 
proceidinges, quhairof he had gottin fum knawledge fuppofe too. lait : bot the 
erll of Lanerk, fecretar in Scotland, and lecretar to the Scottis counfisdl ii| Lig- 
land, he left behind with the king, doubtles for a intelligencer, who doubtleff 
wes ftill cairful to acquent his owne brother german (and onlie nprai&r), the 
marques of Hammiltoun, with all occurrentis betuixt the king and the par-** 
liament. Many wondred at the marques of Hammiltoun's behaviour fira the. 
begining of this covenant, as ye may fie befcnr, or what could move him to' 
deal fo politiquelie with fo good a maift;er ; for it wes weill knowne he honarecT 
this marques, he inritched his cofferis, and denyit him nothing worldlk 
quhairin he could leflumly avaiU him, in counfall, in privie chalmer, in bed 
chalmer, ftill cheifeft in his Majefteis focietie ; and yet he wold fl;ur againft 
him, and fo behave him lelf wnder truft, as bred gryt greif to the king and 
mutche trouble both in Scotland and England, as efter do appeir, quhilk hap^ 
pellie micht have bene preventit, if he had reveillit thir plotis tymouflie to his 
Majeftie, and focht his honour, peice and prolperitie, as becam ane trew and 
loyall fubject, both for his hienes and weill of his haill dominionis of England^ 
Scotland and Ireland, who felt and fufferit ilk ane ther owne trubles and ife 
verall ye;xationis, as fall appeir more planelie heirefter. 
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AJuayes this marques of Haminiltoun leavis the king in the beginiiig of 
thir troubles ; hot his brother, as I have faid, baid ftill at court with the king, 
quhairby he had daylie iuteUigens what wes doing in court or abroad. Weill, 
he cums to Hammiltoun, whair he had his meitinges with the marques of Ar- 
gyll, the heiche chancelar and uther pryme lordis of the covenant at his pie- 
four : Syne, at the doun fitting of the It-fTioun, he cam and duelt in the kingis 
owne pallace of Holirudehous, and attendit the counfall dayes ordinai-lle. He 
bad a llout guard about him of his owne freindis and domettickis, and held ti 
gryte hous, as wes reportit. He had his meitinges daylie and uichtlie with the 
foirlaidis peribnes. Sie more heirefter. This marques of Hammiltoun left 
the king, and cam in till Scotland about the beginning of July, quhair he 
flajnt whiU iGiS, as ye may fie heirefter, 

Tiie erll of Mortoun left his Majefl:ie alio, and cam to Scotland to the kingis 
awin pallace of Dalkeith, qiihair he remanit and duelt all this while. 

Generall Leflie (now erll of Levin) bringis over his ladie to the cafi;ell of 
Edinbrughe, theirin to dwell togidder about this tyme, ftirnifliit the lame for 
his awin provifion ; bot had no more men hot fic as wes within, by his owne 
doraeftikis. 

It wes reportit alfb, that thare wes about 24 noble men, callit Banderis, 
that convenit in the Cannoget of Edinbrughe, at the foirfaid counfall day, all 
malcontentis, and wes to petition the counfall, defiring thame to keip ther 
Covenant, and Othe of Allegeance to his Majeftie, and to defend his royall pre- 
rogative now incrochit upoue be his Englifli fubjectis. Of thir or the lyk 
termes this petitioime wes framed be nobles and utheris of the waft countrie, 
and givin in wnder the fubfcriptioun of the erll of Montgomrie. The coun- 
lall gave no anfuer, bot Hichtit the famen, commanding tliame to remove, 
whiche thay did and went to Glalgow, In the inein tyme, the miniftrie of 
Fj'ff, with nobles, barronis, and burgeflis, gave alfo in to the counfall ane uther 
petitioun. Thay cam in with gryte uumberis, as the Banderis alfo did. The 
touii of Edinbrughe gardit the counfall and Edinbrughe and Leith both with 
about 1000 men in armes. 

It wes rei>ortit, that the Irifliis is veray ftrong, who camiellie efpyit thair 
le, to caft af ther yok of obedlens, throw the inciuning of oure covenant. 

Sonday 12 June, Alexander Hervie younger, and Alexander Paip, tailyeour, 
"war, be Mr. William Strathauchin, rainifter, both excommimicat in Maucher 
kirk for poperie. 

Wedinfday 15 June, Froclamatioua printed in the kiDgis, name wes pro- 
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daimit at the cros of New Abirdene, for leavyiag of four thoaiktid and fyve 
hundreth ibldiouris to go, wnder the conduct g£ the erll of Irving^ farotlier 
to the marques of Argyle, for France. Robert Keith, brother to theeril Mar- 
icfaall, wes one of his capitanes, who gat fum fol^iouris in this countrie, and 
fthippit heir at Abirdene, in cumpany of this capitan Robert Keith, who 
ichippit onlie heir with them. 

Ye hard of the laird of Haddoche, how he wes perleuit criminallie before 
the Juflioe. At that lame time, he wes fori&t to conligne b«foir tlie Lordis 
ten thoufand merkis at the lord Fraferis inftans, and thrie thouiand fyre 
hundreth merkis at Jon Forbes of Lefleis inftans, oonforme to tfaair decreit ; 
quhairupone he relaxt him felf fra the home, and in the mdn tfme bemojwi 
thay liftit wp his moneyis by his expectatioun, to his gryte greife ; bot wyfiiie 
he conceallit his wrath till he faw his tyme, and to the king gois he, and ftqris 
whill as ye may fie heirefter : bot he firft fettis cautioun to oompeir*tlie aixt 
parliament to wnderly the law for the flauchter of Mr. James Stalker forfidd. 

Word cam, that the parliament of England wes be tham lelffis to be ad- 
jomit, to ordour the militia but the kingis advys, and to tak wp armea in 
thair awin defens aganes the king, and to feik him at York, quhilk his Ma^ 
jeftie couragiouflie refolves to beir out, as ane nobill king, conform to his Toyall 
predecefTouris, or then die lyk a gentilman, as him felf faid ; and in the mein 
tyme gois wp and doun at his plefour, mi(kening the procedure of tlie pailia* 
ment And bdng at Beverley caftle, thair wes prefentit thair to his Majeftfe 
ane petitioun from the parliament, daitit 16 July 1642, wherunto his hienes 
haiftellie maid ane anfuer. Quhilk petitioun and anfuer, by the kingis com- 
mand, wes printed to be publictlie publifhed, quhairof the tennour fblloois : 

7^ Petition of the Lords and Commons aJfevMed in Parliament prefented to kit Mtg^ 
at Beverley the 16 of July, 1642. With Ms Mafe/Hes Anfwer thereunto. 

The hnmble Petition of the Lords and Commons aflembled in PkrfianieBt pce&ated Id Us 
MajeRie at Beverley the 16 of July, 1642. 

May it pleafe yonr Majeflie, 
Although we, yonr Majeflie's moil humble and fiiithfall fubjects, the Lords and Commoiis in 
Parliament aflembled, hare been very onhappy in many former Petitions and Snpplicationa to 3roiir 
Majeilie, wherein we hare reprefented our moft dntifnll affections* in adrifing and defiring tliofe 
things which we held moft neceflary for the prefenration of God's true religion, your Maje/Ue s 
fafety and honour, and the peace of the kingdome ; and with much forrow do perceire, thai your 
Majeflie, incenfed by many falfe calumnies and flanden, doth continue to raife forces againfl na 
and your other peaceable and loyal! fubjects, and to make great preparatkms for war, both io the 
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kingilome, and from b«yonil the r«as ; anil by anna and violence to averrnle tbe judgment amladvicp 
of yonr great CoudccU ; anil by force to delernttne tfae qucAions there depeniling, conctmiiig the go> 
rentmeDt and liberty of the kingilome. Vet foch is our eamett tlelire of difcharging oar dutie to 
yoor Majellie anil the kingilome, to preTerve the peace thereof, and to prevent the mileriea of civill 
war amongft your fubjects, that notwiihDBndiDg we hold our felres bounii to uie all the means anil 
power, which, by tl>e lawes and conllitutions of tbia kingdome, we are iruDeil with for ilefenct- 
and protection thereof, and of the I'uhjectB, from force and violence, we do, in this our lianible anil 
toyall Petition, prollrate oar felves at yiiur Majellie's feet, befeeching your Itoyall Majellie, That 
you will be pleafed lo forbeu-, and remove all preparations and actions of war, particularly the 
fercea from abont Mull, from NewculUe, Tinmouth, Lincoln, and Lincolnlhire, and all other places ; 
and that yoar Majeftie will recal the CoramilTions of Array, which are itiegall, difmilTe troops and 
rxlraordinary guards by yon railed : That yonr Majeftie will cotnc neerev to your Parliament, and 
hearken to iheir faithfoll ailvice and humble Petitions, which fhall onely tend to the defence and 
advancement of religion, yonr own roj-all honour and fafety, the prelerralion of our lewes and 
libertiea ; and we have been, end ever llisll be, carefull to prevent and punilh all tnmulla, end (edi- 
tions actions, fpeechea and writlngit. whiuli may give yonr Majellie juft canfe of diftafto or appre- 
benllon of danger ; from which publikc aims and retblutions, no (inifter or private refpect fliali ever 
make na to decline : That your MajelUo will leave delinquents lo the due conrfe of joftice ; and 
that nothing dooe or fpoken in Parliament, or by any prnfon in pnrfaance of the command and di- 
n of both bonfua of Pailiameni, be queltioned any where bnt in Parliament. 
And we, for our parta, lltall be ready to lay don'n all ihofe preparations which wo have beene 
Eod to make for our defence. And for the town of Hnll, and the ordinance concerning the 
Militia ; as we have, in both thefe particulars, onely fought the prefervation and pence of the king- 
liome, and the defence of tho Parliament from force and violence, To we Ihall molt willingly leave 
tite town of Hull in the Hale it was before Sir John Hoiham drew any forcea into it, delivering 
)-nar Majellie'a magazine into the Tower of London, and Inpplying whatfoever halh been difpofril 
by us for the fervice of the kingdome. We Hiall be ready to lettle the Militia by a Dill, in fuoh a 
way as Ihall be honorable and fafe for yonr Majejlie, moll agreeable to the dutie of Parliament, 
sod effectoal for the good of the kingdom i that ifie llrengih thereof be not imployed agtinfl it felf, 
and that which ought to be for oor Tecurily applycd to onr dellruction ; and that the Parliament, 
aiKl thofe who profelTe and defire Hill to preferve the ProteJlant religion, both in this realm mid in 
Ireland, may not be left naked and indefenlible to the mifchievons defignes and cruell attenipis of 
thofe who are the profelt and confederated enemies thereof, in your Majellie's dominions, and other 
neighbonr nations. To which, if your MajeAie's conrfea and counfels Ihall from henceforth con- 
nir, we doubt not but we Ihall quickly make it appear to the world, by tho mofl eminent effecia 
of love and dutie, that yonr Majellie's perTonall fafety, yonr royall honour and grealnelTe, are much 
diwrer to as then our own lives and fortunes ; which we do moll heartily dedicate, and (hall moil 
willingly imploy, for the liipport and maintenance thereof.

i Tliongh his Mejertie had no great reafon to beleeve, that the directions Tent to the Earle of 
Warwirk, to go to the river of llumber with oa many (liipa ns he ftiouW think fit, for all poflibie 
klliflance lo Sir John Hoiham, whilefl his Majellie e»jn-cted the giving up of the town unto him. 
ndto cin7iwiiy rvehtraa-froin theitre, as his diTcretioa timight fit to fpare oat of iiia Miyeftie'a 
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own magtzia ; the draiing a genenll by both Hoofet of Fv^oMmaA, €or the defc a c c of ihofe lAo 
haye obeyed their orden and commands (be they never to eztraTagant and iDegall); thair dcda 
ration, that in that cafe they would lire and & widi the Earie of Efleat, their Geneffili;. (all whick 
were Toted the fame day with this Petition); and the committing the Lord Ifajor of Loadon to 
prifon, for ezecnting his Majeftie's writs and lawfinl commands, were bvt 31 prelognsa tn n pilitisn 
which might compofe the miferable diflmctiona of the kingdone; yel hia Bfajaftie'a paffionafa do* 
fire of the peace of the kingdom^, together widi the prefiu» of the pffelenten, that dwy had braoi^ 
a Petition foil of dnty and fnbmiffion to hia Mj^eftie, and which defired notfafaig of him bnt im 
confent to peace (which his Majeflie concemd to be the langnage of both Honiea too), b^gol a 
greedy hope and expectation in him, that this Petition would have been fnd an intiodaction to 
peace, that it would at leaft have iatiiEed hm Mefli^ of the derenth of this BMmeA^ by ddi 
Hull unto lu8 Majeftie. But, to his unfpeakable grief^ his Myftie hath too nradi canfe to bcl e e fO^ 
that the end of feme perfons, by this Petitioo, is not, in truth, to giro any leali fati(hction to hsa 
Majeftie ; but, by the fpedous pretences of making ofea to him, to miflead and ibdneo Us people^ 
and lay fome imputation upon him of denpng what is fit to be granted ; or ocherwift^h wonld nsl 
hare thrown thofe unjuft reproaches and icandaDs upon his Majeftie, lor making neecffiny and jaft 
defence for his own (afetie, and fo peremptorily juftified fuch actioBs againft him, aa by no nda af 
law or juftice can admit the leaft colour of defience; and after fo many ftee and mdinuted adi sf 
grace pafled by his Majeftie, without any condition, hare pfop<rfed fnd thiiq|% which^ in jnftim^ 
cannot be denyed to him, upon fndi conditiooa as, in honour, he cannot grant. However, that dL 
the world may fee how wilHng his Majeftie would be to endmoe any o f e r tur e that nnghi beget a 
right underftandiDg between him and Ins two houfes of ^ivliament (with whom be is Iwe haihaB 
have no contention, when the priTste practices and fubtiU infinuations of fooM fcw mafignant per* 
fons ihaU be difcoTered, whidi his Majeftie wiU take care (hall be fpeedfly doM), ha Imdi with 
great cai^ ureighed the particulars of thia Petition, and t e tmn e s this Anfww: 

That the Petitioners were never unhappy in their PetitioBS or SuppficationB to Us Myftiiib 
whileft they defired any thing which was neoeffivy or convenient €or the pnfcrvation of God*a trao 
rdigion, his Majeftie's fafety and honour, and the peace of the kingdome; and thercfoie^ wkn 
thofe generall envious foundations are kid, his Majdlie could wiih fome particular inftancaa had 
been applied. Let envie and malice object one particular propofitioa for the prefiervation of GodTa 
true religion, which his Majeftie hath refufed to confent to. What himfelf hath often made for the 
eafe of tender omfdences, and for the advancement of the Pkotdlant rdigion, is notanous by nmy 
of his meflages and declarations. What regard hadi been to his honour and fafoty, when he hath 
been driven from fome of his houfes, and kepi foom other of his towns by force ; and what cam 
there hath been of the peace of the kingdoaae, when endeavour hath been ufed to put dl hiafuh» 
jecta in arms agdaft him, is fo evident, that his Ma|eftie is confident he cannot fnfier by thofo g^ 
nerdl impuutions. Us enough that the world knowea what he hath granted, and what he halk 
d<»nye<K 

For hill Majoftif*« rdfing forces, and making preparations for war^ — ^whatfoever the petithmeri^ 
by the ill acu of the enemies to his Mijeftie*a perfon and government, and by the cdnmnies nnd 
flandf m raifinl againll his ^Tajeftie by them, are induced to bdeeve^ all moi may know what is 
done that way is but in order to his own d efo n ce ^ Let the petitioners remember, that (which 
all the world knowes) his Mi^Aie was driven fitwi his palace of Whitdidl for fofety of his Gfe; 
that lioth houfes of IVliament, upon their own authority, laiicd a guard to themfdvea (having 
irotten the command of aU the Tiain<tendi of London to that pwpofe), without the leaft 
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Aadow of danger ; that tbcy nftirpeil a power, hy their prelentled ordinance (againfl all priocijilei 
tad elements of law), over tlie whole Militia of the kingdome, without and againll hia Majetlie'a 
coDfent; (hat tliey Inoke putTelTion of liis town, fort and mBgaEine of Hull, and rommitted the 
lame to Sir John Hothqm, who Ihut the gates againft his Majflllp, and by force of arms denyed 
entrance ihither to liis own perion ; that they juftified tbis act, which they had not directed, and 
took Sir jAhn Ilotham into their protection, for whatloerer he had done or Ihould do ngninll his 
Majenie; and all this whilft liia Majeftie had no other attendance than hia own nieiiiiill (ervanls. 
Upon this, the dnty and affection of ihia county prompted liis fuhjects here to provide a fmall 
guard for his own perfon. Wliich waa no fooner done, but a Totc fuddenly pall, of his Muje(lie*a 
inlention to levie war Bgainll his Parliament (which Go<l knowea his heart abh<rrrcih), and not- 
withllandin); all hia Majeflie'a profellions, declarations, and proteilationa to the contrary, leconded 
hy tlio cleer tellinioDy of fo great a number of Peera upon ibe place ; propofiiiuna and orders for 
leties of men, horfe and arms, were fent throughout the kingdome ; plate and money brought in and 
received ; horfe and men raifed towards an army, muftered, and under command ; and all this con< 
irary to the Law an<I to bis Majellie'T! proclamation ; and a declaration pnblilhed, that if be (lionld 
nfe force for the recovery of Hull, or fupprelfing the pretended ordinance for the Militia, it Ihould 
be held levying war againft the Parliament ; and all tbia done before liia Majellie granted any com- 
mifTion for tbe levying or raifing a man. His Majeflie's ships were taken from him, and commit- 
ted to tbe cuflody of the Earle of Warwick, who prel'amea, under that power, to ulurp to bimfelf 
the foveraignly of the Tea ; to chafe, fri<|;ht and imprifon fuch of hia Majeilje's good Aibjects as de- 
fire to obey his lawful commands, although he bad notice of the legall revocaiion of the Earlc of 
Northumberland's commifTion of Admiral), whereby all power derived from that commiliion ceafed. 
L«l all the world now judge wbo began this war, and upon whofe account tbe mili.-rica which may 
follow mult be call ; what his Majellie could have done Itllti than he hath done ; and whether he 
were not compelled to make provifion both for the defence of himlelf, and recovery of what is fo 
violently and injurioufly taken from him ; and whether thefe injuries and indignities are not juft 
grounds for hia Majellie's feares and spprelienfions of further mifchief and dunger to him. Whence 
tlie feares and jealoulieB of the petitioners have proceeded hath never been difcovered ; the dangers 
they hare brought upon bis good I'uhjecta are too evident ; what thofe are they have prevented, no 
man knowes. And therefore hia Majellie cannot but look upon that charge as tbe boldell and the 
moA fcandalous hath been yet laid upon him, that this necelfiuy provilion, made for his own lafety 
and defend is to overrule the judgement and advice of bis great Councell, and by force to deter- 
nine tbe qnellions there depending, concerning the government and liberty of tbe kingdome. If 
no irtber force had been raifed to determine thofe quelliona then by his Majellie, this unhappy mif- 
nnderflsndbg had not been. And his Majellie no longer defires the blelTmg and protection of Al- 
tnighty God upon bimfelf and bis pollerity, then he and they fliall folerauly ohl'erre the due execu- 
tMNi of the laws, in the defence of Parliaments, and thejull freedome thereof. 

For the forces about Hnll, — his Majeftie will remove them when he bath attained the end for which 
tlwy were brought thitlier ; when I{ull Hiall be reduce<l again to his fubjection, he will no longer 
bave an army before it ; and when he Oiall be allured that the fame neceflity and pretence of pub- 
like good which took Hull from bim may not pot a garrifon into Newcallle, to keep the fame againft 
him, he will remove his from thence and from Tinmonth ; till when tbe example of Hull will not 
out of his memory. 

For the commilTiona of array, — which are legall, and are fo proved by a declaration now in the 
preUe, Ilia Majellie wooden why they iliould at thia time be thought gnevona and fit to be re- 
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called. If the fearvs of ionfion and rebellion be fo pent, that by aa illegaU preteaded ordinance U 
i« neeeffary to pot his fubjecta into a poftore of defence, to array, traine and mailer then, be know* 
not wby the fame Itiould not be done in a repnUr, known, lanrnll way ; bat if, in tlic esetution of 
tbal comrailTion, any thing fliall be nnlawfuUy impofed upon lis fubjecla, hia MajeAie will take 
all jull and neceflary care for tbeir redrefle. 

For his Majellia's coming nearer to hia Parliament, — hi« Majeftie haih MprefTed himfetf fo fully 
in hia fuTerall Meffages, Anfwers and Declarations, and fo ptrtjcula^y avowed a reall fear ef bis 
fafety upon foch inllancea as cannot be anfwered, tliat lie liatb reafun to take himfelf fomewliai ne- 
glected, that, lince upon fo manifetl reafoaa il is not fafe for hia Majellie io come to them, both 
his Houfes of Parliameol will not come neerer to hia Majefty, or to fuch a place wbere the free- 
dome and dignity of Parliament might be prcferved. However, bia Majeftie Uiall be »ery glad to 
hear of fome fuch example in their panithing the tnmults (which be knowes not how to expect, 
when they Itare declared that ikey knew not of any tnmnlls, though the Hoale of Feetes delireilt 
liolh for the dignity and freedome of Parliament, ihnt the Hoofe of Commons wonld joyne with 
them in a declaration againfl tumnltn), which they refiifed (that is, neglected to do), and oilier U- 
diliouB actions, fpeechesand writinip', aa may take that apprvticniion of danger from bim ; iboogk, 
wbeu he remembera tile particular complaiata himlrlf Lath made of bufineflea of that nature, enil 
tliat, iiittead of inquiring out the authors, neglect of examination hath been, when offer haih been 
made to both Iloufesto produce the autUora (as in that treafonable paper conreming the Miilitia^: 
and when he fees every day pamphlets pablilhed againil hia Crown, end againll monarchy it&lf, as 
the obfervations upon bis late meirages, declaraiiuns and eiprefliuna, and fome declarationa of theit 
own, which give too great encoiiragemeDt in that argameni to ill-alfecled perfans, his Msjedie ran* 
not with confidence entertain thole hopes which would be mol^ welcome to him. 

For the leaving delinquents to the dne courl'eof jullice, — hia Msjeftie ismoflalTHredheliathbeea 
no Ihelter to any fuch. If the tedionfoelTe and delay in profecnlion, the vail charge in oflicera' feet, 
ilio keeping men under a general! accufation without tryall b whole rear and more, and I'o allowing 
them no way for their defence and vindication, have frighled men away from t» chargeable and ud- 
eertsin an attendance, the remedy is befl provided where the dil'eafe grew. If the law b« the mo- 
fure of delinquency, none fuch are within hia Majeltie'a protection ; but if, by dclinqneats, fucb an 
uuderftood who are made i'o by rote, without any Irefpafle upon any known or eAablitlied law; i^ 
by delinqaents, ihofe nine lords are nnderflood who are made delinquents for obeying bia MajelUe'a 
liimmons to come to him, after tbeir Hay there was neither lafe nor honoarable, by reafon of the 
tnmults and other violences, and whoie impeachment, he is confident, is the greatfft breach of piv- 
vilege, that, before this Parliament, was ever offered to the Honl'e of Peerea ; if, by delinqaents, fxu^ J 
are underllood who reftile to fubmit t« the pretended ordinance of the militia, to that of Uie navii^ J 
or to any other which his Majellic hath not confented to, I'uch who, for tlie peace of the kingdosMwi I 
in an bumble manner, prepare petitions to him, or to boili hoal'es, aa kis good fubjecta of LondflW 1 
and Kent did, whilell feditioua ones, as that of Eflex and other places, are allowed and cheriihed ; it, f 
hy delinquents. Inch are underload wbo are called fo for pnbliJIiing hia proclamations (as the LotA I 
Mayor of London), or for reading his meflages and declarations (ih dicers minilleis aboat LonikM J 
mid elfenbere), nlieu tbofe sgainll biro aredifperfed with all care andindullry, to poyfiin and cw 
rupt the loyalty and affection of his people ; if, by delinquents, fucb are uniJerAaod wbo have ■ 
Ihall lend his Majeflie money in the Vniverfities, or in any other places; bis Msjfllie declares ti 
the world that be will protect fuch with hia nimull power and llrength, and directs, tint in 
cafes they fubmit not to any melTengers or warrants, il being no lefle hia dnty to protect thsfe v 
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are lanoceot, then to bring the guilty to contllgne puni(hmciit, of both which the taw b to be judge ; 
KQiI if both Houfes do think fit to make a Generall, ai)il to raifu an army for ilefcnce of thofe who 
ob#y their orders and comoianil!), his Majefty mall not lit llill, ami luffer fucli who fubmit to bin 
JDll power, and are folicitoaa for the laws of the lanii, to perilh and be undone, becnufe they are 
called deliaqoents. And when tlicy Ihiill take upon tlicm to dirpence with the attendance of tbofa 
who are called by his Majeftie's writ, wliilft they lend iheui to fea to rob his Majefli« of his (liips, or 
into the feverall countiea to put liisl'ulijucls in arms againll him; his Majeilic (wlia onely hatho it) 
trill Dot lol'e the putvcr to difpence with them to attend hia own perl'on, or to execute fucli uiBces 
aa are nccelTary for the prcrerration of hlmlVlf and the kingdoiue, but mull protect them, ttiou^rli 
they are called <Ielinqticnts. 

I'or ilic manner of the proceeding againll delinquents, — his Majedy will proceed again H thofe who 
ha*e DO privileilgc of Parliament, or in fuch cafes where no priviledge is to be allowed, as he Ihall 
be adiifed by his learned Conncell, and according to the known and unquellionable rules of the 
lew ; it being nnrearonable that he fhould be compelled to proceed agoinll thofe who have violated 
the known and undoubted law only before tliem who have directed fuch violHtion. 

IlaTiog faid thus much to the particulars of the petition, though his Msjeflie hath reafon to com- 
ptatn, that tiuce the lending this petition they have beaten their drums for fuuldiers aguinlt hlin, 
■med their new Generall with a power dcllructive to the law mid liberty of the fubjects, and 
cbofi-D B Generall of their horfe, his Majellie, out of his princely love, tendemeflt! and compaflion of 
his people, and defire to preferve the peace of the kingdome, that the whole force and Urcngth of 
it may be united for the defence of it lelf and the relief of Ireland (in whofe behalf he conjures 
both bi<< Houfes of Pariiameul, as they will oufwcr the contrary to Almightie God, his Majellie, 
to thofe that trull them, and to that bleeding miferable kingdome, that they luffer not any motieyH 
gnnted and collected by act of Parliament to be diverted or imployed againll his Majeftie, whiteJl 
his foDldiers in that kingdome are ready to mutiny or perilh for want of pay, and the barbarous re- 
bels prevail by that encouragement), is gracioully pleafed once more to propofc and require. 

That his tovm of Hull be immediately delivered up to him : whioh being done (though his Ma- 
jefUe bath been provoked by unheard of infoleticies of Sir John Ilotham fince his burning and 
drowning the coiintrey, in fei/ing his wine and other provifions for his houfe, and fcomfully nflng 
ht4 fervtmt whom he fent to require them, faying, It came to him by Proriilence and he will keep 
it, and fo refufrng to deliver it, with threats, if he or any oilier of his follow fervants Ihould again 
repair to Hull about it; end in taking and detaining prifouers divers gentlemen, and others, iu their 
paflage over the Ilumber into Lincolnfhire about their neceffury occafion?, and fuch other indigni- 
ties ■■ bII gentlemen mull relent In his Majellie's behalf), his Majellie, lo Ihcw his earned delire 
of peace (for which he will difpence with his own honour), and how far he is from defire of re- 
rengc, will grant a free and generall pardon to nil perfons within that town : 

That bii Majellie's magazine taken from Hull be forthwitli put into I'uch hands as ho Ihall ap- 

That hi^ navie be forthwith delivered Into fuch hands as he bath directed for the government 
tbiveof; the detaining thereof, after his MajcHie's directions publilhcdand received to the contrary, 
utd imploying his fliip« agtiinll him in fuch manner as they are now ufed, being notorious high 
treafon in the commanders of thofe Ihips ; 

Tliat all arms, Icries and provifions for a war, made by the confent of bolh Iloufes (by whofe 
example his Majellie halh been forced to make fome pre para [iouH), be immediately laid down, ood 
the pretended ordiiuuice for the militia, and all power of impofing Iswea npoa the fubject, wllbooi 
■* TOL-U. 1 
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Us Majeflie*t confenty be difavowed, without which the fame |ireteiice will reoiam to prodaoe lU 
fame mifchiefs ; all which his Majeflie may as lawfiilly demand as to lire^ and can with no move 
joilice be denyed him then his life may be taken from him. 

. Thefe being done, and the Parliament adjonrned to a fafe and fecore place, his Majeftie promifett 
in the prefence of God, and bindes himfelf, by all his confidence and afliirance in the afiection of Int 
people, that he will inflantly, and moft cheerfnlly, lay down all the force he fliall have raiftd, aid 
difcharge all his futore and intended levies, that there may be a generall hte' of peace over the 
whole kingdome, and will repair to them ; and defires that all differences may be freely debiitcd m 
a Parliamentary way, whereby the law may recover its dne reTerence, the fobject his jafl libefty,' 
and Ptoliaments themfelres their fall Tigonr and eflimation, and fo the whole kingdome a bkftd 
peace, qniet and profperity. 

If thefe propofitions ihali be rejected, his Majeftie doubts not of the protection and affiftaaoe of Al* 
mighty God, and the ready concurrence of his good fnbjects, who can haTe no hopolefi them of csjoy* 
ing their own long, if their King may be opprefled and fpoyled, and mnfi be reme^leflfe. And tbo^k 
his towns, his ihips, his arms and his money be gotten and taken from him, he hath a good easft M 
and the hearts of his people, which, with God*s bleffing, he donbts not wQl recover all the fell* 

Lailly, if the pfeferration of the Pkt>teftant religion, the defence of the liberty and kw of iiit 
kmgdoBM^ the dignity and freedome of Purliament, and the recoverie and the relief of bleeding Md 
miferable Ireland be eqnally predons to the petitioners as they are to his Migeflie (who wiD hate 
no qnarrell but in defence of thefe), there will be a cheerfnll and fpeedy confent to what his Ma* 
jeflie hath now propofed and defired. 

. And of this his Majeflie expects a full and pofitire Anfwer by Wednefday the 27. of tUa bflaat 
Joly ; till when he will not make any attempt of force upon Hall, hoping in the aflectioiiy dmy 
and loyalty of the petitioners ; and in the mean time expecta that no fapply of men be pnl inio IbS, 
Of any of his Majeilie*s goods taken from thencc^-FiNis.

I do veralie conceive, that the judicious reidar may cleirlie fie» by rdding 
of this petitioun and the anfuer maid thairto, who began thir troubles, and 
firft railed armes, and what injurie and oppreflioun hes bein done aganes our 
giratious foveraigne, as is particularlie fet doun thairintill, quhairintill I do 
reft my felf ; yit this I mark, this anfuer is maid by one, as leimis, ia the 
kingis name, hot not by him felf, as in other paperis do appear. And how- 
ibever his Majeftie*s anfuer leimit to be groundit upone infallibill reflbnes, and 
that all his demaundis war trew and juft, yet he could get no fiUiflactorie an- 
(uer thairto ; bot the parliament ftill wirking out thair owne wayes, to mak 
them lelves pouerfull aganes him, and to bring him to ther opinoun, whid« 
der he wold or not, as heirefter more planelie do appeir, wfaair, for a tpat^ 1 
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will leave the king ami liis parliament, ilk ane doing for them felfis, to the 
admiration of the haill cliriftean world. Sie heirefter. 

About this time, there fell out heir about Abirdene gryte fboiires of hail- 
ftoties. mervallous to fie, being upone the 9 of July, bot lay not long, in re- 
fpect of the tyme of the yeir. 

Mr. Androw Cant, niinlfter at Abirdene, and Mr. Johne Gregorie, miniller 
at Dulmaok, is chofm commifBoneria for the prefbitrie of Abirdene, aud Jon 
Leflie, bailie, laick elder, to go to the generall aflemblie to be halden at Sanct. 
androis the 27 of July, as ye may heirefter fie. 

Ye hard before, how the Quenis Majellie went over to Holland, in company 
of birdochter, with whome went Johne Sti-athauchin, (kipper, Strathauchiu's 
(one of oure brughe of Abirdene, who wes borue, bred and broghtwp within 
the faid toun. This Johne Strathauchin is anc brave mariner and ane (lout 
cavileir. He gat charge from his Majellie of ane of the kiiigis qubelpis have- 
ing 24 braflen pieces upone hir, to folloue the quene to Holland, and to at- 
tend hir (ervice. Now, the parliament feing the king daylie to (land out, and 
not to yeild to thair willis, aud feiring this Stratbauchin's imployment wes 
not for nocht, tiiay therefore feudis to him qubair he wes lying, and fum- 
mondis hiin to retume with his (hip and goodis bak to the parliament, wnder 
the pane of death. He anfuerit, his charge wes fra his Majeftie, and when he 
coramandit him to cum, he fould obey. The king gettis word of this charge, 
qubairupone he fendis command, wnder the pane of hanging, that he, the faid 
John Strathauchin, Ibuld give no obedience to any charge cuming fra the par- 
liament for that purpole; quliilk he glaidlie obayit. Then thay ftunmound 
him the lecond tyme, and the king gave ane fecond contramand. Quhairupone 
(he parliament (endis out four of the kingis owne royall fchippis, tua to ly at 
Ihe mouth of the river Humber, and utlier twa at the mouth of , by 

one of whiche wayes, thay by the Hollanderis war furelie advertefit this 
Strathauchin hehovit to go, and wes haiftellie to cum to England. Bot the 
parliamentaris relblvit, before he cam that lenth, to have him quick or deid. 
(>f all this Strathauchin hes good intelligens, and refolves to tak the fea. He 
had with him in fchipboord the lord Digby and Williame Morray, who had 
gone over with the Queene, and refolves now to retume bak with Strathau- 
chiu to England. Weill, to the fea goes Strathauchin. Tuo of the kingis 
ichippis foUouis, betuixt whome there wes iuni fight. The uther tuo lykuaies 
follouis, quliilk Strathauchin eljiying, and, finding him felf imhabill to defend 
ugaasi tiiaine ^U four, maid choie, takes Qicht, and, being (pedier wu(}^r (aiil, 
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for that icho wes of les burdene nor 0117 of the ntfaer four, gois finmdlie and 
Jaiflie fra thame, be plane fpeid» for he weB weill aoqpieiifit with all the fimdliy 
ereikis and hoillis upone the Englifli coft, quhairby he wyflie took his advan- 
tage, and haiilellie ran hir afchoir^ whome the gryte fchifqpia durft not fol- 
low. Weill, he takis out his cannon and mounds them upone land, heplaatit 
his mulkatis fb that none pynnage nor boit durft cum neir his iHiip,.aIbat 
thay war fent efter him, but wes dung bak agane both be cannon and mulkat 
In the meintyme, Strathauchin lendis wofd to the king of his landings wIm 
wes within 18 myllis diftant. He fent haifteUie ane guarde, convoyia th* 
lord IKgby, Williame Morray, him lelf and fum otheris, about ane famidieth 
peribnes, to his Majeftie. Thay tuke ordour with the cannon, mnlkatia and 
ammunitioun, and let the Ichip ly ftill thair. Thair cam in thb ibip to ik 
Migeftie gryte fbumes of money, be the Qnenis moyan, as wes fiud^ tiigiddar 
with armesfor ten thouland men, ammunitioun and cannon, quhairof his Ma* 
jeftie wes veray joyfull, receavit Strathaudiin (whcnne the parliament had 
dedairit traittour for his difobediens), and for his brave lervioe kq^titlum 
with his owne hand, to the gryte h<mour of the bru^ie of AMrden^ being ane 
of oure tounifmen borne, as laid is. 

The eril of Northumberland, grjrte admirall of England of fie and herit^^ 
about this tyme, upon his awin privie relpectis, laid doon his adminlitie, gate 
over his charge, and the eril of Warwik at his owne hand mdlia with Idi 
place, quhairat the king takis offens, as ye have in his awin anfiicr maid to 
the parliamentis petitioune heirtofotr. 

Now the king is growing to ane heid, and the parUamenteris vamyftnmg^ 
helping parliament daylie and continewaUie. The eril of Eflex is diofiii fhier 
generaU, and all iuche as fovouris the king are dedairit incendiareia and nMk 
lignant partefe aganes the countrie. Therefore the parliament lefolvea li 
OMve or mak the king condifcend to ther opinions, whidder he wiM or mL 
I1rft» That he fould ratefie thw haiU actis of pariiament, both for draidhe 
government and poUicie^ albeit contrair to his royall prarogative, and to &e 
utter iujqpr^Sii^ of e^copode^ S. That his Migeftie fold indict ane generaU 
AflemUie^ for getting ane conient of the kirk that wes of ther q^nioim to 
the eftahlifliing of tins new order of churche government in England as it is 
now with US in Scotland, and doabtks ploltit and devyfit betnixt England and 
Scotland, for ther owne endis» and overthrow of the lawis bodi of £i^;]aBd 
and Scotland maid in fovonris of biiBK^pis, and to his If ajeftie*a prejndiec^ 
wantiivthehi&lMqpisto&wthefirftofthethrieeftaiteBinFa^^ ^ 
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That liis Majeflie fould fend in tbe incindiareis and baill malignant parteis to 
be cenfiiret and punelfit be parliament. Thir iiicendiareis is not wnderftood 
to be the kingis loyall fubjectis and faithfull foUoueris, as ye have in his Ma- 
jeftie's anfuer to ther petitioun heirtofore. Bot thir pointes feiinit nowayea 
reironable in the kingis fight, and utterUe denyit the fanien. Quhairupone 
both [lairteis went to armcs, lore againft the kingis will, as efter do appeir. 

ElTex is maid generall to tlie foot army, and Bedfoord general to the hors 
army ; or utheru)'s Eflex to the hors arrny, and Bedfoord to the foot anny. 

The king, fting no redres, went to Hull. He layes ane ftrait feige thairto ; 
bot Sir Johiie Hotbam, governour thairof, lettis out certane clouflis of water, 
qubilk overflowit the boundis neir abont the tuun, fo that be land no con- 
venient aflault could be maid. Quhairupone the king left the feige, and 
rode heir and thair throw the countrie making his freindfthip, to whome alio 
many of his loyall fubjectis daylie refortit. Sie heirefter. 

Wedinfday, 27 July, 1642, the generall AITemblie fat doun in Sanctandrois. 
Mr. Robert Douglas, minifter at Kirkcaldie, tranflatit thairfra to Edinbrughe, 
wcs moderatour of this Aflemblie. The erll of Duinfermling wes comniiirioa- 
er fra the king, with four aflfedburis. viz. the Chancelare, the marques of Ar- 
gyll, the crrlis of Mortoun and Southelk. To this Aflenibly came mony noble 
men, fic as the Chanceler, the marques of Argile, the erllis of CafTalis, Glen- 
carne, Lyndfay, Weiniis and otheris divers barronis, gentilmen and reullio^ 
elderis. The marques of Hammiltoun and the erll of Mortoun wes writtin 
for ; bot they cam not, and the marques faid he culd now do no fervice for 
the king. It is heir to be markit, that Argile fat not only there as acceflbur 
to the kingis commiffioner, bot alfo fat at this Aflemblie as ane of the com- 
miflioneris for the ellaitis of Scotland, who ftill oppofit the kingis commiC- 
fioner pleading for the kingis honor. As in fpeciall tlie AITembhe receavitfra 
him ane letter fra the king, defireing thame not to niidle nor mediat with 
the efTaires of England, left tlier quietnes micht he turnit in trubbill, qubilk 
they regardit not as iK'cam in the particularis fubfetjuent. Ane letter cam 
alfo to this Aflemblie from the Parliament of England, defireing them to re- 
member tlier covenant and unitie of religioun with England, be ther owne 
commiflioner whom they fent with this letter weill bakkit. There alfo cam 
ane other commiffioner with ane letter fubfcrivit be about 25 puritane Lon- 
don minifteris, de(j*ring prefljiteriall governament. Mr, Alexander Spang, 
minifter at Campheer, cam alfo to this Ailemblie, who wes weill receaved, 
■ltd admitted to voce with the brethereo. There alio cam ane letter fra our 
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owne Seottis oommiffioners lying at England, defjrring the Aflemblie to hare 
confonnetie with England in churche government, and that cure eccleiiaftick 
forme fould be wrettin wp to England for this effect Materis are agitat and 
how anfueris fould be fent to the feverall letteris. The kingis commifiioner 
alledgit thay culd mak no anfuer to any of thir letteris hot be his Majeftie^s 
awin advys, and proteftit aganes thame. Argyle flood wp and oppofit himi 
laying, it wes laufuU to ane frie Aflemblie to mak ther owne anfueris. And 
firft, thay pend ane plefant anfuer to the parliamentis letter ; ane uther to ^ 
London minifleris letter ; thridlie, to ther owne commiffioneris, to whome 
thay fend oure churche government, pend be Mr. Alexander Henderfbiiy mi- 
nifter, and concludit to foliflt his Majeflie (as thay writ indeed to him) tot 
conforming of the kirk of England to oure churche govenunent. At this 
Aflemblie, Maifter Johne Guthrie wnaJimpUciter depofit fra the kirk of Diif« 
fus, and Mr. Alexander Symmer admitted in his place. Mr. Archibald Johaf*^ 
toiin wes clerk to this AflTembly, who wes named My Lord (being indeed ane 
of the lordis of Seflfioun) ; hot the moderatour wes named Brother. Straaga 
to fie ! Mr. Androw Cant, looking to have bene admitted minifler at EdiiH 
bnighe, wes difappointed by Mr. George Gillefpik, who wes preferrit^ and he 
cam to Abirdene. 

' Many ordinances and actis wes maid heir at this Aflemblie, quhilk is refer-* 
rit heir to ther owne aflemblie bookis. Thay appointit ane generall faSt and 
praier to be keipit throw all the kirkis of Scotland npone Sonday the 11 of 
September nixt, for thrie feverall caufis ; 1. for the grite blood, miferie and 
calametie of Ireland ; 2. for the divifiouns and diftractiouns within IgtigiimA 
betuixt the king and his people, and that the Lord wold bring his Majeftie*8 
thrie kingdomes wnder uniformitie of religioun and churche government ; S. 
for to pray to God for fair and feflbnabill wether to wyn and ingather the 
fruitis of the ground. 

This generall AfTemblie nominat and appointit fo mony to be conftai^ 
commiflioneris for them to fit at Edinbrughe for the kirk whiU the nixt gene^ 
rail Aflemblie, as ane committe for the kirk of Scotland, to fit and cogn(^S» in 
fie maner as if the generall Aflemblie war perfonallie fitting ; quhairupcme fiuii 
fruitis foUouit, as ye may heirefter fie. And efter apointing the nixt generall 
AfTemblie to bald at Edinbrughe the fecond day of Augufl 1643^ thay diffid^ 
vit and rais upone the fext of Augufl. 

This fame Wedinfday and 27 of July, generall Leflie liftit 8000 foot and- 
600 horfit foldiouris, weill famefhit with cannon, feild jueces and anmnuiW 
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tioun, and all uther thingis neceflarie, and marcliit touard Ireland ; him felf 
fcbippit, but he MTS eftimat to be hot fourfooir hors, and landit all faiflie in 
Ireland. Sie more heirefter. 

Collonell Ilamniiltoun, geuerall of the artailyerie, at Leflie's command, fol- 
louit to Ireland with gryte artailyerie. 

The laid day, the jnarques of Huntlle, accompaneit with his goodfone the 
lord Dniminoimd and his ladie, the lord Oboyne, Charles and ladie Marie, 
the marques' barues, being about fourfcoir horflis, cam from Strathbogie, rude 
throw the Old-toun to New Abirdene, with fouiul of trumpet. The kird Drum 
with his tua fones, the laird of Petfoddellis, and findrie utheris, wes in his 
company. Tlie marques, with the lord Drummond and his bames, lodgit in 
(kipper Anderfone's hous. IFpone the morn, the toun of Abii-dene gave thaine 
the \ryTie and Icoiyettis, and maid the lord DruinraoniJ burges. Upone Fryd- 
day, thay cam over to the Old-toun, faw the marques' hous and yeardis, drank 
with the laird Cors and with doctonr Gordoun's relict iu ther owiie houflis. 
The marques ftayit in Abirdene quhiU Setterday the penult of July, coiivovit 
the lord Drumiiiound, with his dochter, to the brig of Die, quhair thay took 
leive fra utheris, fyne pai'tit, the one going ibutli, the uther returning home 
to Strathbogie. The marques wes not in Abirdene feu the firft of Januar 
164:2; hot convoyit frae Strathbogie liis good lone efter brave cheir into the 
toun. About this tyme, fuui tug qidiytinges takin, and the fiflies beeam larger 
be Godis providence for intertyneraent of his awin people. 

Word cam to Abirdene, that Quene mother departit this lyf in AVaft Flaun- 
ieiis. Ane evill inftnmicnt in thir troubles, as wes thocht befoir. 

In this moneth of July, the young laird of Geicbt mareit to the laird of 
Ludquhame's dochter, and, as wes thocht by his iniligatioun, fell in luni va- 
riance with his awin mother, tlie lady Geicht, dochter to the lord of Ogil^y. 
He craved his evidentis fra liis mother, as he that was put in fie of the landis 
of Geicht be his goodfir, and his father wes never infeft thairintill, who M'es 
now out of the kingdome. The lady anluerit, Scho could not deliver thefa 
»-r«ittis, hir huftiand being abfent, without his conlent. Quhairujwne, he 
laidquharne's affiftans, thay refolve to tak in the place of Geicht. whiche icha 
Ichortlie manis and ftoutlie defendis. Thay tak in harnes and laiche big-, 
^ng to fie if thay could get the yetis opnit, and fchot in at the hall wyndoie, 
quliair ane Wiiliame Gordone wes fchot throw tlie fchuhler blead. The erll 
of Airly, hciring of his fifteris diftres, fpak the marques, who fatlit tin's bulU 
QneSf at LeggetUHen, betuixt Geicht (who cam tliither) with the ladie his mon 
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ther. Now, Geicht returning back fra Le^tifHen weill content of the agrie- 
ment, Jon Leik, ane of his owne folkis, fchooting ane volay with ane hagbot 
of found for joy (lying at the feige of Geicht), his hand wes ichot fra him^ and 
fchortlie thairefter deit. This.hagbut of found in the trubles wes plunderit 
be Ludquhame, the laid Jon Leik being in his company, out of the place of 
Foverane ; fo he gat his rewaird, and this feige diflblvit . 

About this tyme, doctour Johne Gordoun, the depoflt minifter at Elgyne^ 
haveing gottin fum fattling in Ingland, returnit to Elgyne, quhair he iaiild 
his plenifhiug and bookis, maid money of all, and took his wyff and childrea, 
with him to England. Thus, is this honeft man croft, compellit to flit frahit 
native countrie and fatled calling, as ye may iie befoir. 

Now the king is at York, and wnderftanding of the generall AflemUeis 
letteris writtin to divers perfonis, as ye have befoir, and that the lamen bred 
gryte encouragment to the parliamentarie factioun, thinking furelie that all 
Scotland wes with them and upone ther cours ; this, I fay, maid tfaame fb 
much the more bold (ftanding in fuche terms with the king, as thay did), and 
bred fum difcourage to the kingis foUoueris and faithfiill fubjectis. Aluayes 
he drawis to ane held, and wes eftimat to be about 7000 dragoneuris and 
14000 foot, by and attour his trajmed bandis, with brave capitens and eaoh 
manderis, haveing cannon, ammunition and all uther provifioun neoeflbr in 
gryte aboundans. Sie heirefter. 

The parliament, on uther pairt, fittis conftantlie at Waftminfter be ane A 
tablifhit Committe. Divers of the lordis and memberis thairof rydis fra die 
parliament to ther owne countreis, making wp forces of men of warr, to brii^ 
the haill kingdome wnder fubjectioun, and to follow ther opinioua be ftnng 
hand, as oure covenanteris did in oure kingdome of Scotland. And to tUs 
effect, thay uiit all meinis poflibill, and eftablifhit a Committe of warr, with- 
out auctoritie or warrant of the Kingis Majcftie. Yit it wes laid, the parliip 
ment wes of great pouer and of better government, reddie to meit him 
difplayit baner. 

Word cam that the marques of Hartfurde, keipar of the young prince, 
overthrowne by the lord Brook, one of the parliamentaris, and fled to cme ef 
his owne caftles fra the kingis fervice. 

About this tyme, ane Committe holdin at Elg}me, upon the tent, ellevint and 
tuelf dayis of Auguft ; the juftice deput, the kingis advocat and juflace defk 
wes there. The marques of Huntlie, the erll of Morray, the erll of Fii|dlaler, 
the fchirref of Morray, the laird of Junes, the laird of Grant and divera utberis; 
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wes at this Committe, and findrie utheris abfent that fould have heen there. 
Thair biiifines wes to tak ordour with the Clangregour and John Dugar and 
utheris hieland lyminaris, and with thair receptaris. Thay fat doun and fenfit 
thair courtis daylie, albeit thair wes not ane full quorum convenit. 

The poor counlrie people are citat and accufit for recept of thir lawlels lyni- 
maris and giveing of them meit, drink and harberie. Thay anfuerit, it wes 
trew, becaus thay durft not deny thame hitertynement for feir of thair lives 
and Ipoiyeing of ther goodis. Bot no refpect had to the good reflbne of thir 
poor bodeis, bot wes feveirlie fynit and punilbit for thair recept, and thir 
rafcall robberis them felffis left onpunifliit or oufocht for. 

Thus, this Committe diflblvit, ilk one to thair awin houfis ; and, upone tlie 
14 of Augud, the jnftice deput, kingis advocat, and juftice clerk, with thair 
lervandis, rode fra Elgyn to Invernis, with litle good to the countrie for thair 
cimiing. 

The erll Marfchall rydes fouth agane to Edinbrughe for fatling of his cnl- 
tomes, quhilk agreit, as ye may fie heirefter, nothing to his mynd, and grevoua 
to the brughe of Abirdene. 

About this tyme, the laird of Banf, and laird of Foverane and fum utheris 
leaves the kingdome and gois to the king, quhair thay remanit whili as 

ye may fie heirefter. 

Ye hard liefoir of the Kingis forces. He refolves now to rais his army, and 
to tak wp his marche upone Monday the 8 of Augull, and go forduardJs with 
difplayit banner, and fet wp his itandard at Nottinghame ; quhilk indeid cou- 
ragiouflie he did. 

Bot it is trew, befoir he took wp his marche, he, upone the fourt of An- 
guft, maid a brave Ipeiche to the gentilmen of Yorkftiire, quhairof the tennour 
fo llows verbatim :

tin I ba*e found fomo u-ay to fix a mark of favour and ellimation upon this country and this people, 
whicli may tell poflerity hovr good fulijects you have been, and bow much gentlemen; and 1 am 
confident the memory of it will grow up with my funs too in a jull acknowledgeroent. ThU waa 
tlw mod I totended to fay t« you ; bqt there ii an nnqniet fpirit kbroad, which ereiy da; thcvwi 10

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new accidents to diftorbe and confoiuid the publike pea<ie. Hovr I was drifen from London, winn 
I chofe this place for my fafety, it fo notoriont, that all men know it who know any thing; With 
what ftrange violence and indignities I hare been pnrfiied fince I came hither needs no other eti- 
dence then Sir John Hotham's beharionr at Hull, who is now arrired at that iniblence, that he wiH 
not faffer his treafon to be longer con6ned within thofe walls ; but makes fslljres oat of the town 
npon his fellow fubjects, drowns their land^ bnmes and plnnders their honiesy mardiei% aadt with 
nnheard of cmelty, torments theur perfons ; and this with fo nmch delight, that be wmdd not Imio 
the patience to wait what anfwer fhonld be fent to my juii demandsi though in that ralpect I m» 
gaged my felf to forbear to nfe any force, and kept my word, bnt chofe the night befon that cams 
(as if he well knew what anfwer I was to receire) to act thofe ontnges* 

Yon fee the fad effects of feares end jealonfies, the miferies they hare prodoeed. No naia Isi 
tell you the lead good they have broaght forth or the lead eviU they have prevented. What keoB* 
venience and bbrthen my prefence hath been here, what diftnrbance it hath bronglit i^Mm the pah- 
lick, or grievance upon any private perfon, yonr felves are the beft judges ; and whatorer fcandsll 
fome men have pleafed to cafl upon the Cavaliers (which they intend (honld reach all my letmew, 
and by degrees (hall involve all gentlemen), I am confident there hath not been any eminent ififimler 
or damage befallen any man by any perfon of my train, or under my protection. 
- I am fore my directions have been very ftrict in that point, and if they had not been oUcrffd, I 
fhinke I fhonld have heard of it by neerer complaints than from London. I pray Grod the fine 
care may be taken there. I am fnre it hath not been. And to give yon the fnlleft tefttnumy of my 
affection to yon and to the peace of this county, and to (hew yon that no provocation fliall piofol e 
me to make this place to be the feat of the war, I have, for yonr fakes, pafled over the confldem- 
tions of honour, and notwithflfoiding the reproches evoy day laid on me, hud no fiege to that plafwl 
that they may not have the leafl pretence of doing you mifchiefe, bnt refolve, by God's he^s^ to 
tecover Hull fome other way ; for, that I will ever (it down nnder fo bold and unezenfable a treafiia^ 
no honeft man can imagine. But it feems other men are not of my mind, but refblw to anke a 
war at yonr own doors, what(bever you doe or I fnffer. To what pnrpofe elfb is tlieir aew Ge- 
herall armed with an authority to kill and deftroy all my goodXnbjects ; their leviea of horfh and 
foot, fome whereof are upon their march towards you, with cannon mounted, and the fcndiag ft 
many new fouldiers into Hull, when there is no approach made towards it; bnt to (ally ont and to 
commit rapine, and by degrees to poure out an army upon yon. In this I muft a(ke yonr advice^ whit 
you would doe for your felves, what yon would have me doe for yon ? Yon fee how I am fiript sf 
my navy at fea, which is imployed againft me ; of my forts and townee at land, which are fiBed wA 
armed men to deftroy me ; my money and provifions of my houfe taken from me, and all my fab* 
jects forbid and tbreatned if they come neer me, that I may by famine or folitarm^b be compelled 
to yeeld to the moft di(honourable propofitions, and to put my felfe and children into the hands of 
a few malignant perfons who have entered into a combination to deftroy us ; and all thia done un- 
der pretence of a tmft repofed by the people. How farre yon are from committing any fnch tiaft, 
moft of the perfons tmfted by you, and yonr owne expreffions of duty to me^ hath nuunifeAed to 
nil the world ; and how far the whole kingdome is from avowing fnch a tmfty hath already, ia a 
great meafnre, and I doubt not will more every day appeare by the profeffions of every eonntyi 
for I am wholly caft upon the affections of my people, and have no hope bnt in the bleffing and af« 
(iftance of God, the juftnefle of my caufe, and the love of my fubfec^ to reoover irlm% m taken

Next, 1 defire you out of the public provilion, or your private llore, to fumifl) 
tne wUh Tueh a nuralier of arma (muftets and corflela) a^ you may conveniently fpare, which I do 
promife to fee fully repaid to you. Thtfi- arm* 1 defire may he (peedily deliverpd to the cuftody 
of my Lord Mnior of Yorke, for my ufi^, priDcipally from thole parts, which, by reaTon of their dif- 
lance from Hull, are leaA Aibji-cl to the fear of violence from thence. And wholoerer Ihnll fo 
fmiilh me Ihall beexcufed from their Hltendanre anil I'ervice at mullent till their srma (hall be re* 
flored, which may well be fooner then I can promife or yuu expect. I defire nothing of yon bat 
what in necellikry to be done for the prefervation of God's true religion, the laws of the land, the 
liberty of the fubject, and the very being of this kin^domc of England ; for 'lis too evident bU 
thefe are at flake. For the compleatingof my .Son's regiment for the guard of my perfon. under tlia 
command of my Lord Cumberland, 1 refer it wholly to your I'elveE, who have eipreOed fuch for- 
Kardoes in it,

Prince Robert, his nepuoy, being taken by the Emperour, and keipit be the 
fpace of thrie yeires in fure cuftodie and keiping, at this tyme, by tlie Empe- 
rotir, is ranlbun frie put to libertie ; who quiklie takis journey touardis his 
Uncle, the King of Britaine, where, at fie a tyme, he wes joyfullie receaved 
and hartfullie maid welcum, and, as wes faid, fent frielie be the Emperour to 
our King to help him in his troubles. Well he is preferrit and maid commander 
over the Kiugis horffis. The eril of Craufurd lykuaies cumia to him. He is 
maid welcum, and creat commander of the Volunteiris. The king takis or- 
der with the Commiffionis of Array (throw all fchires and counteis), quhilk 
«-e call wapinfchawinges. He charges all maner of men to convein at his 
ilandard, conform to the Eiiglifli lawis, wnder the pain of trefTon ; and find- 
ing the parliamentaris tUlbbeying and not cuming to his {tandard, he furth- 
■with caufit difcharge thair parliament, commanding thame to rys wp and dif- 
folve, and declairit the erll of Efiex, the erll of Bedlbrd, the lord Brook, and 
fum utberis, traittouris. 

On tlie uther pairt, the erll of Edex, generall of the hors forces, haiftelly 
tlrawis to ane heid with ane brave army, and gave it out thay had no pur-

Curridoun, and fervitour to Urquhart of Crornmy. ' - Dnmbar^ 

of Burgie, good brother to the laird of Frendracht, had drawn on arc meit^ 
ing betuixt Crommy and Criehtoun, who then flood not in good termeSi 

whair Meldrum of Iden wes ; hot this melting turned tragicidl^ and 

Crommy, his boy, and Iden haiftellie fled the eountrie, and laiflie wan away. 

Efter thir great uproaris and buflines in England, it pleiffit his Majeflie yit 
agane to fend ane meflage to both houffis of parliament, quhairdf the tenoor 
fra the prynt, word be word, follouis :

We will not repeat what meanes We haTe iifed to prerent the claDgeroiis and diftracted eftato of 
the kingdom, nor how thofe means hare been interpreted, becanfe, being defirooa to aroid efibfiea 
of blood, We are willing to decline all memory of former bittemefle that might make Our oflfar of 
a Treatie lefle readily accepted. 

We nerer did declare, nor erer intended to declare, both onr Honfes of Parliament tnitoni o^ 
fet up onr flandard againft them, and much lefle to put them and this kingdom out of Oar protee^ 
tion : We ntterlie profeile againft it before God and the world. And farther, to lemofe afl pel^ 
iible fcmples which may hinder the Treatie fo mach deHred by Us, We hereby promiiey fo Aot i 
day be jappointed by yon for the revoking of year Declarations againft i|ll perfons as tndtoipB or 
otherwayes for affifting of Us^ We fhall, with all cheerfalnefle, apon the fame day recall Oar I¥o- 
clamations and Declarations, and take down Onr ftandard. In which Treatie We ihall be loady to 
grant any thing that ihall be reaHy for the good of Oar fubjects. Conjuring yon to coafideT ttekiee^ 
ing condition of Ireland, and the dangeroas condition of England, in as high a degree aa by il^fA Ov 
offers We ha^e declared Our felf to do ; and afluring yon that Onr chief defire in this world if to bor 
get a good nnderftanding and mutnall con6dence betwixt Us and Onr two Hoofes of ParliavieBt • 

AVho wold think bot thir houffis of parliament had receavit from his Ma^ 
jeflie full content to their owne deiire be the replie formerly let doun ; bot be- 
hold how his Majeflie's goodnea is be them ftill milregardit, Ipeik, writ or do 
what he can to fatilBe them. And haveing wyn ane poynt, thay dill defire 
his Majeftie to more, as be thair fubfequent declaratioun may appeir^ eoppeit 
fra the print verbatim :

wealth, or fhall in like manner hereafter aflift the Commonwealth in time of extream danger, nay be 
repayed all fums of money by them lent for thofe purpofes, and be fatifBed their cliargea fo foftaiaedt 
out of the eftates of the faid delinquents, and of the malignant and difaffected party in tlua kingdom. 
Ordered by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, that this Declaration be for^witl^ 
printed and publifhed.

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■ Now, judge how tins gratious king his goodnes is abufit, and daylie more 
and more provokit to wratli by his ciilloyall jiarliamentaris. For when firft 
his Majeftieconditionallie wes too content to recall his derlarattoun of treflouil, 
and tak doun his Standard, now they will have him to qnyte his trew and 
loyall fubjectis, without whome he can have no being, and they, with the erll of 
Strafford, put out of the get ; then the king fuld Hand his alloue, quhairby thay 
micht do with him as they pleiflit. Bot his Majeftie more generoullie wold 
l)rotect and defend tliame the better, whome the parliament focht thus to de- 
ilroy for his cans, and held and maintained thame as his good fubjectis, who 
approved thame felffis faithfuU in the trubles whiche follouit. Now the par- 
liamentaris moft rebellioudie beginis at thair owne handis to mell with the 
king, the quein, the young prince, and all thair rentis ; takis in the fchippis 
royall ; thay leave him nothing in propertie quhairupone to leive.

Upone Sonday the 28 of Auguft, Mr. Androw Cant and Mr. Johne Ofwall, 
tua of the ordinar minifteris of Abirdene, gave the communion, the firft in 
the old kirk, and the lecond in tlie new kirk. Thay gave the breid to one or 
tuo fitting narreft them, theu the baflein be ane elder wes fett befoir the people 
doun the burde, and ilk man took his communioun breid with his owne hand 
out of the baffein. The minifter thairefter gave the coup to one on ilk lyd 
fitting narrelt him, and fo ilk communicant gave the coup to utheris, fitting 
at the table, bot not kneeling, as wes ufit befoir ; whereat findrie ])eople raur-> 
murit and grudgit, bot culd not mend it. 

t Upone the 29 of Auguft, doctor Goold at hia owne hand caufit brak doun 
jUie fair gryt« aikin geilis within the bilchopis hous, and traulportit thame 
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thairfra for reparatioun of the coU^. Pitifull to fie lb gforidua a booldflig 
thus revin doun he difpightfiill foldiouris, and then demdilhit be docfairis oS 
divinitie ! This doctor Goold, heing principally began to preiche thexet as ye 
have before ; hot about Lambes he began to wirjr, and left af bn^ more pteichM 
ing, quhairat his auditouris wes nowaies difpleiffit, for thay had no fdefiiarof 
his UDoiavorie fermonis ; the ftudentis wifling rather to be at tfaair kffiMiifl» and: 
the tounes people at thair wark, nor to be heiring him. Sie heirefter. 

About the lail day of Auguft, the laird of Haddoche cam home from Eiig-r 
land knightit Sir John Gordone. He brocht with him fum dqmtfe ISiigiifli 
horfiis. Sie more of him heirefter. 

Upone the fecond day of September, lady Henrietta Stewart, marddonfli o£ 
Huntlie, departit this life in France, and wes bureit in hir motheris grave at 
Lionis ; — « virtuous, reverend, nobill lady, borne in France, mareit in ScoUaoi^t 
where fcho boor hir honorable baime tyme ; and in hir widowheid and old afe^*. 
by crueltie of the kirk for hir religioun, is forfit to flie the land and go ta^ 
France, where fcho dels, as laid is. Sie befoir, when fcho went away% Hert 
eldeft fone, the marques, fucceidit to hir lifrent landis of the Bog and FlendK 
landis, a mater about lexfcoir chalderis vittel, a good help to his difinffilt 
eftait \ bot had no more hot the chalmerlanry thairof. 

The erll Marfchall is forfit, be plane moyan, to fet Sir Williame Dik fyfft 
yeires tak of the cufi;omes of Abirdene and BanflT, and that for yeirUe paymaifc 
of tuelf thouland merkes and ane tun of Frenflie wyne, for the cuftootea balb 
of Abirdene and Banf. Quhilk tak the laid Sir William Dik prefoiitlie fittk 
in fubtak to Patrik Lellie, provefl;, and he obl^t to rddve him of the tak 
deuty at the erUis handis. Thus, (fie wes the iniquitie of tym) this Palrik 
Lellie getes thir cullomes aganis this noble erll and all his enemeia m AboN 
dene, quhairat many mervallit. It wes laid, he gave the erll qnyetlie 1000 
doleris for his overficht to this five yeires tak ; aluaies the erll had teft ymm 
tak to r3m (onfet), efter expiratioun of laid fyve yeires tak, to^ he had gottin 
15 yeires tak of all. 

Upone Tuyfday 6 September, Mr. John Gregorie, miniller at Dulmaokt at tha 
vifitatioun of the kirk at New Abirdene, teichit moft lemidlie upone tiiie 4i 
verle of the 2. cheptour to the CoUofians, and reprehendit the order of oar kixk 
and new brocht in poyntes. Mr. Androw Cant, fitting befyde the reidart m 
his ufe wes, offendit at this, doctrin, quiklie cloifit the reidaiis buk^ and laid 
doim the glas befoir it was run, thinking the miniller fould the fooner mak an 
end ; hot hc^ beheld and preichit half ane hour longer nor the tpn^ 
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endit, the bretlieren convenes to ther vifitatioun, qubalr Mr. Androw Cant 
iinpugnit this doctrein, defyiing tlie faid Mr. John to pnt the fainen in wreit, 
who anfuerit, he wold not only wreit hot print his preichiiig, if neid £0 requi- 
rit, and baid be all what he had teichit as orthodox doctreiu. The bretberen 
heard all and had ther owne opiniouns, and but ony more cenfure thay dil- 
folvit, fumwhat perturbit with Cantis ouriofitie. Upon Thuirfday, he raillit 
out in his fennoii aganes the laid Mr. John Gregoreis doctrein, and on Sonday 
likuaies. At laft, be mediatioim of the toune's balleis, at a coup of wyn, thay 
tua war fetled with fmall credet to Cantis buffines. 

Thair cam word to Abirdene, that the Englifli and Scottis covenanteris re- 
fident in Ireland wes pitifullie diftrelfit, fpoyled of ther goodis, and reft of 
thair lives. Efter generall Lcfleie ingoing to the countrie, the native Irilhis 
declairit they wold lay doun amies at the kingis feit, bot not to the Scottifli 
and Englifti rcbellis. Sie more heirefter. 

Upone the foirfaid fext of September, the maifter of Lovat, new cum fra 
his mareage with generall Lefleis iecond dochter, cam with hir to Abirdene, 
havetng her eldelt brother the lord of Balgowny, the lord Elcho, Sir John Ruth- 
ven mid fum otheris in ther company. They gat the banket fra the tonne 
and little tliankis given thairfore. 'i'hay rode to the laird of Frendrachtis 
houa, whofe eldeft fone had bein mareit to ane elder dochter of the faid gene- 
ral! Lefleis, now erll of Leven (bot fcho departit I'chortlie this lyf, leaving ane 
onlie dochter behind hir), qubair thay war Weill entertaind. From that, tliey 
rode to Morray, to the lord Lovatis hous ; and from that, the bieland get, 
retumit to Edinbrughe. 

About this tyrae, ther cam in quyetlie to Abirdene one called Othro Ferren- 
daill, ane Irifli man, and ane fltynner of his calling, favourit be Mr. AndroW 
Cant, and be his moyan edmittit frieman. He wes trappit for preiching on the 
night in fum houfis of the toune befoir ther fameleis, with clois durris. Nocturn- 
al] doctrein, or Brounaifme, as wes faid, of whome ye may reid more heirefter. 

About the 10 of September, the erll of Irving, laufuU brother to the mar- 
ques of Argyll, taking wp ane regiment of men for France, cam to the mar- 
ques of Huutly, his awin good-brother, who wes Weill intertaynd in Strathbo- 
g'ie, and gat 40 foldiouris fra him to help his regiment. From that, he cam 
to Abirdene, and wes blythUe banketed. His Ibldieris heir wes fchippit at 
Abirdene wnder the conduct of livetennand Blair; and thairefter uther men 
wes fchippit for his regiment at Abirdene, with livetennand Colonell Gordone, 
brother to the laud. Abir^eldie.

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Setterday 10 of September, George Thomfoune, maifter meafoun, new cani 
from Strathbogie to Abirdene^ fuddantlie fell over Thomas Thomlbne, bniges 
of the toun, his flair, and with the fall becam fenfles and ipeichles, and depairt- 
ed this life upone the Thuirfday thairefter ; ane excellent roefoon, ci fingular 
devyfe. He booldit fmdry brave booldings, amonges the reft he reedifeid the 
ftepill of the College kirk of Old Abirdene. . , * . 

About the lame tyme, Thomas Urquhart, chirurgean in Alnrdene (being 
drunk), fell over William Watfone's ftair in the Nether Kirk Get of Abirdene, 
about 7 houris at even, and immediatlie departit this l3rf, being careit home 
to his owne hous. Pitifull accidentis in this good cans. - " . 

Upone Sonday the ellevint of September, and VVedinfday thairefter, arc 
faft folempnandlie keipit in both Abirdenes, and throw all the drardies of 
Scotland, be directioim of the Generall Aflemblie, as ye have befoir. The 
motives were ; 1. The troubles betuixt the king and the parliament of EiDg* 
land ; 9. To pray for uniformitie of religioun, doctrein and difciplyne throw 
England, Scotland and Ireland ; 8. For fatling all malcontentis in Scotland, 
that we may leive in peace ; 4. For fair wether to ingather the comes ci the 
harveft. This faft wes folempnlie keipit in both Abirdenis, Sonday and Wed- 
infday therefter, and in New Abirdene fo preceiflie, that no booth dur dnrft

' Tuyfday 20 September, Mr. Alexander Scrogie younger exerdfit heir in 
Old Abirdene, befoir the preft)itrie, veray lemedlie, to his gryte commendar 
tioun. He wes preferrit to be minifter at Forgel3m, albeit depofit fra his 
regencie of the CoUedge of Old Abirdene, as ye may fie befoir. Mr. Wil- 
liame Scrogie, his brother, thairefter exerciled lykuaies lemedlie. It is faid, 
at this tyme the prelbitrie fand it expedient, that baptifme fould be given 
upone ony day, alfweill as on ane preiching day, quhar the bames war waik, 
contrair to the opinloun of Mr. Androw Cant and his aiibciates^ as ye may 
fie heirefter. 

Ye hard befoir, how doctour Guild tooke doun the fair aikin g^is out of the 
Bifchopis hous. Now, about this tyme, he likuaies caufis tif and tak af the 
fislaites af of thir houffis, and careit thame doun to theik ane fang fcool newfie 
maid wp be him of ane hous within umquhili Bereold Innes' dois. He caufit 
brak doun beddis, burdes and uther fyne wanefcot tymber wark, and brocht 
them doun to the Colledge, to be imployed there at his plefour. He alio tar- 
red the laterans in the Colledge, whereby the.ftud^tis had not fie natarall 
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eifinent as befoir ; whereiipone foUouit in defjjyte of him, that both the ftaires, 
chahner durris aud ctois wes nichtlie abuied ; yit wes theikit agane. Sie 
more heu-efter. 

About this tyine, the erllis of Dunifermling, KynnouU, and Airlie, the 
lairdes of BonlT, Foveraiie, and divers utheris, cam home from Ingland. The 
Iziird of Banff wes moid lord of Banf. And at the lame tyme, the young laird 
of Frendraeht wes maid vifcount of [Freudraught], lord Crichtoim ; hot his 
father wold not change his ftyli, hot be called Laird. 

It wes faid that the KngUlb parliament had maid an Act abolifliing hifchopis 
and thair haill dependentes out of the kirk of England, cropt and root, whid- 
der the king wold or not. And in the meintyme, fiun bifchopis are banefliit, 
fmn wardit, fum abufit, and all thair houflis and rentis luellit with and wp-^ 
takin. Sie more heirefter. 

\Vedmfiiay 28 of September, being Michael evin, Patrik Lefly (a ftrong co- 
venanter) chofen proved of Abirdene; Mr. Robert Farquhar, Johne Lellie, 
Thomas Mortimer and Alexander JoflTray, balleis fur aue yeir ; Sir Alexan- 
der Irving of Drum, Ichirref principall of Abirdene, and Thomas Frafer of 
Strechin, ichirref principall of Innt-rues be comniidioun. 

About this tyme. Sir Johne LeQie, eldell fone to the defunct laird of Wardes, 
cam home out of Germany ; bot liis fatheris fair eilait was delapidat, and lit- 
til or nothing left him quhainipone to leive ; lb that he behovit to fchift for 
him felf, and went fouthe to Edinbrughe. 

Sonday 2 October, Allaiter Sandylime, meflingfr, fueir and fubfcrivit the 
covenant efter fermon in Old Abirdene, and in prefens of the congregatioun, 
compellit thairto againft his will. 
• ■ About this tyme, there cam out a paper, quhairof the tennour follouis : 

A Dtelaration rfOte Lordis and CummoiiU nJJemUed in Pariiamenl, conteraing his Mf'Jrf- 
teis oiiraneeing wilft hi) army loieat ties London; tcilh direction, thai all t/ielrat/ned baiuHii 
and votiinleirU be put itUo a redditiefa, that Jo llie King'u army may find oppofitioun in 
tverie place a* llieg taarche ; — A»alfo how Sir Johne Ilcnderfoun urged one David Altx- 
andcr, a Scotlit man, to kill Sir Johne Hotham and blow wp the Parliatiumtit magasine, 
to whom hit Majejiie gm^ roomy, and he rtceaved it; and t/iat no man/ail prtfume loKiar 
any ndiorU or markit ofdivijioun in the city of London ; — Whereunto it addfd. General! 
Votes of the Lordil and Commoniifor tlteferching of divert tnenii hotiffis in the eitie, and 
for AeJIaying of the Kingit Revefitie, and all die Bijhnps, Deanes and CAepdourt ihtr 
HaUit and Prifeilit quhalfumeter. 
The Lords uid ConinioDi iit Parliamenl, confidering witli much tenilernelTe and compalTion Uie 
•iJerable condition of thia kingdome, Oiflntcted and diltcmpered n-tili many prefent evils aad iia^ 
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dttgR«» and Vnraght now to fvdi IB kight of eztiemit^ of infe^ 
are Beer togefhery erai readf to joyn in a drandfol and Uoodf eBeoantar, tkroi^ tbo noloit and 
wicked coiinfell of tbofe who hare captiTmted hoih the perfon and the power of the King to their 
own inpiovs and tniy tc roaa defignes. Do thereupon thinke good to pahlifh and dedve the ikaw to 
the kii^doBie, together with fome directiona and prorifiooa which maf pcefent the vtter defida* 
ties and nine hoth of religion and lihertf, ahcady ovcrwhehned and inppieft in the int o n t i o n Md 
hapeofthttferehebandtraytoriahoiit the King. To which porpole^ hit defiradhjrbodiHonftai 
dnt an well affected fobjects majr take notice of theie particnkn. 

That the King, by the help and affifiance of the papifta, the pralatical and c«R«pl port of dbt 
deigjy the defimpent nobility and gentry, and by the confloence of fime nolahle traytan froat he* 
yond the fees, the Lord Digby , Oneale and othersy and of many defpcnrtes, M e ng n ary and ill aftded 
perfboB frooEi all parts of the kingdome, hath rnlcd an aniyy anned, claathed and ftd lor Ao «oft 
part with the fpoyles of his fobjects, giriog them fiberty to phrader and rabafi ftrta of people^to 
exact money and plate from corpomtioMy by thrcntening fire and fwordi if they Ibovld lefnlo it. 

Thrt this wicked conncel doth not only hinder hb Majefty from eserdfing dm jaftieo Md 
pfotectioB of a King towards his people^ hot eren that hononr whidi isobfcnred hetwizt enamiai; 
for, by a confident inftrnment of his Majefty, Sir John Hcnderlbn, apapift (aa wo mo crattly in* 
fomed), one Darid Alexander wm mged to kill Sir John Hotham, toiling him it wonld hoagood 
ferrice both to God and the King; which he reliifed to do^ fii^in^ it wm the woric of a 
and not of a fooldier. This Alexander being a Scot ch man of a Tciy pooio fBrtnaeb and of a 
fit for defpermte attempts, the King fent for him tirice, while he was at Befcriey, and m kuk ha 
came to lus prefence, be fpok to him pnbKkdy in the field, and qi pei n ted a foaame of m oa ey to he 
giren lum, which he receired. After which, another propofition was amde to him hy dm laid Sr 
John Hendeifon, that be wonld pot fire to the amgaiine of theaniyniledbytheiMiaHwal;aai 
to gaine the better opportnnity to efiort it, that he ihoold lahov to gel ibaw implnyaaiBii hi the 
trun of artilefy : which he accordingly nndertooke^ and endcofomed to obtain. Bat hefima he 
ooald eflect hb mifcbieTons intention, he was difeoirercd, apprehended and 
npoB confeft the practife and nndertaking^ the particnian wheraf are idtirnd to the 
therenpon taken. 

That the King doth fend oot Letters to borrow great fnms, profeffiag that thafe who win Mt lead 
him money do gi^e him jnft confe to fofpert their doty to his perfea and the ^eac o of tile laagdame ; 
and this will be a fnfBdent reafon to makethemlyabletobepl nnd e i e d andlpoyledof nllAeyhato. 
Bat fndi is the Tiolence of the King*s army, that their friends are in little belter ca6 tkaa Aay 
who <^ipore them, and ihodt who efcape bell mnft yet Iced and biDel the lodhfien kit aolU^g. 

In tbofe places where the trained bonds are wflliag to go forth to fcrre in hia Maj e ftSa' o 
yet for thenwft port their umcs are taken from them, and pat npon thofe who 
and lefle mtrefted in the Commonwealth, and fo likely to ho fitter inftrmmente of iif iaii amii fpeila 
By thefe great Tiolences and oppreffiona, diey hare fo exhaaHed thofe parta» that has Majefty 
cannot flay long ahoat Sbrewibnrr; and it is the caraeA defire of the Ca¥afien^ dmi ho waald 
wauA forward towards Loadoa, tbofe rich aad fraitfal coaatriea m the way heiag JEkm to yield 
them a fapply of their neceffities, and the weahh of Loadoa a fUD fidliMtioa 
they likewile think to find a party, whid^ apon his Myftiea 
ance, and £Kifitate their defignes apon the city. 

That if the Kiag^s army preToile, the good faftjecta can 
fbrtancawin he ei^ed to theamlice and r^iae of thofe mreaoaa fcaldfan^ who oftoa lak af 
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CMliiig llie llirottts of honelt utl religious men, anJ have long expecled tlieir goods nnil eAatci, 

' I of llieir leriice ; the kitigilonie will again fall under the government of thofe mil'ctiie- 
*bo, before this Parliament, had even brought both religion and liberty to mine: 
I Ihall linve no ho[)e left of any more Parliaments, except Aich na Ihall be concurrent an<l 
fabfervtent to thel'e ends. 

» of curing and preventing thefe evils and dangers we conceive to be thcle : 

That good provifion lie made, by lone and contriliution, for llie army railed by the Parliament 
under ihe Lord Gencrall the Earle of Eifei, which is no whit inferiour in horia and foot to tlio 
King's army ; better armed, full paid, rellraioed from dkfonler and rapine as much aa may be, well 
{irovidiMl of all oulwanl aect^flaries, but above all, well encouraged and inltnictcd in the goodnelfe 
of the caale, by the labour of many godly and painfull divines. 

That thin army he alwaies ready to attend tiie removes of the King's army, either in one body 
or dividinl, aa there Ihall be occalion, according to the wife conduct end direction of the Generall, 
that fo no opportunity of lighting upon n<tvantBgo be loll, nor the greedy fouldiera of the King's 
amy fuflered to range and Qioyle the country at their plcaTure. 

That ttie countrias throuj^h whidi the King's army is to palfe doc alTociato tliemfelvcs, and draw 
all their forces together, fur the mutnul defence of iheir perTuna and good^ from opprelTion and I'poile. 
' That thofe countries be required to fi'nd in all iheir hurfes fit for caniage, and for dragoons, al- 
mil for the alTillance of the Lord Generall, for which, in convenient time, they Ihall receive fa- 
tifisction, as Ukewtfe llial, by fuch meanes, thofe horfes may be kept from being Jmployed by the 
King's army. 

That command and directionn be given to all Lieutenants of Counties, and Deputy Lieutenants, 
tliQt all the tnuned bands anil all volunteeres be put into a rcadinefle to be brought to fuch randez- 
vous. and to be obedient to fuch commanders iu chiefo, as Hiall be appointed by the Committee for 
(he fuftjr of ihe kingdome, or by the Lord Generall ; tl)at fo the King's army may hnd oppolition 
in every place as they palTe, and the inhabitsnts may have at hand a fuflicient protection and de- 
fence, and the Lord Generall may Itrengthen his owne army with thefe forces, as he Ihall fee caufe. 

That powder, munition and ordnance, with all other necellaries, be prepared for thefe forces, 
that fo, without any trouble or confufion, they may be brought together, and fitted for fervice, upon 
all faddeo occorrents. 

That all thofe, who, in the city of London or any other place, Ihall weare any colours or other 
marks of divillon, whereby they may be dillinguilhed from others, and knowne to be of the ma* 
Itgitant party, Ihall be examined, fearched and difurmed ; as likewife all others, who, being able, 
llmll not lend or contribute towards the publique laifty of the kingdome in this time of fo great and 
imminent danger. 

TbM il be commended to the ferious confidcration of thofe in the King's army, and of all other 
that intend to aliifl and fuccour his Majelty in this impious and unnatural! war (amongll whom 
it may be Loped there are fomo honell men and Protellauta), what it is that moves them in this 
quarrel I. 

Iiitfor feare of fume innovations and alterations of Religion, or Church Govomment? Let 
fuch as are polli-fl with this vaine and caufelelfu apprchenfion know, tliat nothing is intended or 
(lefirFd, but to lake away the government by Bilhops, which hath been fo conllantly evidently mif- 
chievout and dangerous to Church and Stale, and fuch other things as Ihall be found to be jnflly 
olTeBfiTe; and nothing to be fetled and inlrodnced but by authority of Parliament, after confuJta. 
tion GrA bod witli au alTembly of learned aud reverent Divlues. 
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> Is it to nphold the aothority, prerogatiTe aiid boaoar of the King, and to pvtftrw the ftifty of kb 
royall perfon? Sorely the FRrliament it, aad efer hath beene raadf to doe anj tlni^ that beloi^i 
to them to fecnre all thefe, which they have often teftified by many himiUe petitions to his MwjeAj. 

If there be no canfe for anjr of thefe reijpects to ieeke the deftniction of the Farliamenty and the 
blood and mine of their kindred, friends and aoqnaiotancey what lemaines then to be the matter of 
the quaneU, and the motifea of foch great combiifUonsy and the effeets and coDleqnenoea of Atir 
Tictory if they ihonld prevaile? That Priefts» Jesuits and the Pope's Nancios maj domineeve and 
goveme in the Ktng*s Connfelly as heretofoce : That the Arch-Biihope of Canteibiny aad YodR^ 
and their fnffinagans may fapprefle diligent and powerful preaching, and banifli and opprefle all the 
mod pious aad beft afifected fabjects of the kingdome, and introdnoe the P<^ifli rel^^ioiv mider a 
Proteliant profeflion, till they hare ftrength and bonldnefle to caft off the diiguile, and openly ap» 
peare that which indeed they are, and woold not feem to be : That the Earle of BrifMI, aad hia 
fonne the Lord Digby, Mr. Jermm, and other foch traytors may poflefle the great plaoea aad go* 
vemmcnt of thb kingdoroe, and be the aibitera of the affidres of State, and diftribnten of pvefef* 
ments, and difgraces to fach as (hall fnrtber or <^pofe their defignes : That the deliaqpent% op- 
preflbrs and deftrojrera of the kingdom may not only efcape the jaftice of the FnliaaMnt, bat 
triomph in the fpoiles of all honeft men, good patriots ; and that throngh oar troablea aad diiifiaas, 
tlie rebells in Ireland may preTaile; that we may ceafe to be a free nation, and beeome the object 
of cmelty and oppreffion at home, and of fcome and infiuny abroade. 

And if there can be no other frnit of thmr haaard and endeaTonrs on tint fide, let them then eoa»

fider whether, by adhering to the Parliament, they may not expect elfocts moce fatable to the dl- 
iites of honeft men, the glory of Grod, in thepreferration of his troth ; the peaoe of the Chareh, by 
fecoring it againft the pride, avarice and ambitioB of the clergy ; the hoaoor, greataaflo aad iecanty 
of the King, by freeing him from falfe and trayteroos cooniells, and efUblJfhing him in the 
and affections of his people ; the profperity of the whole kiagdome, by the Ueffiag of good lai

A amiifuialion of certane fpeciall and remarkahU poffnpri fToeit boihe hviijfii pfparlia- 
ment, and divert olheris purlis of (liis kingdume, Jrom If'edijjfilat/ t/ie tieefqf October, 
till SeUtrday the 15 of October 1642. 

' The erll of Eflex fent letteris to the parliament, whiche were this day red in the Houlfia, by 
whicbe it wes enformed, that he had receaved certane informalionn, that the King in brocht to 
fache dillrefa, and want of meines to pay his army withall, that he wilbe fuddantlie enforced to 
narche from Srhrewifbory ; and, as it is reported, Jntendes n-ith his forces to odvnnca towardis 
London ; that the King is contidentlie perl'uaded to find a Itrong pairiy in London, and then tha 
rarilleris intendes to plunder the Itound-heiiiis. But wnder that name, the Lord Ueiierall infurnies, 
that the ravilleria comprehendis all perfunes that liave any ellait, for thay begin now to Ichonr 
Oiemfelffis in ther proper cullouris, and fpair none that ar worth any thing, whidder thay he llonnd- 
heidis or Rattil-heidis ; and no doubt thay willw now lea farorable in London, if od* thay get thi- 
ther ; and thote that To mncbe plead in their IiehalGs will have then als litill cans to fiwek Weill of 
them as ony other.

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There wes itlfo certane inrormatiouU givin to the Gommonns on Thurfiiay laft, by letteris from 
the wimitnrari*' forces, from Ireland, That they )ia*e laitlie taken at ieti, upone the Irilh coilu, fyve 
fchippia mming froni S[iayne with ammunition, anil uther prorifioaaa, intended to be fent to the 
rebellis in Ireland, whiche prise is valued to be worth at leall 50,000 pund in bullionn, found in the 
faidia febippis, and ammDniiioun and peices of ordinans worth above aU mache more ; all wLlclic ix 
now to be impluyed for the ferTice of the Proteliant forces there a^ind the rebellis. 

There was four or five of the Lord Generallis troopes (that ran from iher culloris) taken in Lon- 
don, and committed to prillbnn, and a company of dragoneiria were appointed to carry them doun 
to the army, there to receave condigtie punilhment for ther bale cowardeis, according to mBrfchall 
Uw. 

The HoDi of Commons have drawin wp ane order, that there falbe pollis atid chanes fet np in all 
the eminent palBiges in Coven Garden, Sanct Martyns, Southwark, and other places about the fob- 
nrbes, for the better fecuritie in caco of ony oppofitioun. 

It we« aifo informed the Houfrts by letteris from the army, that the King refnfeth to exchange 
Windgotii for yonng Strangnage, but will cither have capitane Ilampfield, or 5000 poundis in mo- 
ney for hii t«nfuun. 

1( wes alfo informed the Honflis, by letteris from Holland, that fince tlie Qaein wnderAood that 
npiten Stradling and capitane Ketlcheya fchippis were taken, fcho hath allred bir parpofe of coming 
to England, and fent into France fur her almoner, who is ex]»ected everie day at the Hague, and 
that be bringii with him certane propotitiones for the Qnenia going over into France. 

That the States Genemll and (he States of Holland have had lum bikkering about the parlia- 
■MBlia dedarationn. The States of Holland declairiog them felflia for the parliament, and Uelireing 
to bold ane correfpondencey with them, the States General! declare them felflia not as neutrall bc- 
tnixt the King and the parliament. 

Alfo informing that the Prince of Orange is enm to the Hagne, upone occafionn to chriften 
his yoDiig dochter; bal the Slates of Holland intend to call liim to ane account concerning the aide 
whiche he hath fent to the King, befoir he depairt from thence. 

Ther wes alfo ane letter prefented from the Quein of Bohemia, exprefling hir harty forrow for the 
procnding of hir fones in England agHioll the parliament, difcovering ther account, and tljst they 
cam not over hither with any fuche purpois, to hir knouledge, or with her conTent ; and therefore 
defires the parliament, that in wbatfoever they Iiave offended, lliey may be llricilie called to ane 
accoont for the famen. 

Upone Thurfday night laft, the Eril of Bathe, Sir Henry Barclay, Sir Hew PoUind, Sir Ralphe 
Sidocbwu, and fotu-e otheris, wero hrocht wp to London by the Erll of Pembrook, and on Frydday, 
by order of parliament, thay were committed to feverall prillimis. Sir Eduard Edomy, Sir Edaard 
fiarday, and the Marqnea of Hcrtfurd's chcplane were brought to toun on Tnyfday lalt, and com- 
mitted to prilToun. 

And it wes then informed the HonHis from Dorfeirdiire, that 7 troopes of bora, and 1000 foot of 
tbe Erll erf Bedfordis forces, ar gone into Couvajll aganes Sir Italph Hoptoun, and intend veray 
foddantjie to joyne them IVlltis to the lord generallis forces. 

Tbe adventuraris for Ireland cam to the parliament, and offered them that thay wold tak in 
Galloway at ihair owne charges, and mantane the furoes there, if thay might have a farther allow- 
n» oat of the rebellis land, belonging to the laid place ; whiche pTOpofitioima were veray Weill sp< 
pravml of by tbe Houflis, and orderit accordinglie.

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• And it wes thai informed the Honffis hj letterii firos tW north <f Iwknil, thrt Coloadl LeOie 
hnth giTin the rebeUis a weny grent defont before ChtflMMMit ; that ho Jnd kiDod and tahen pri* 
foneris above 4000 of them, and reeoTered the pboe from them, wUehe is a f«nf grant victory, it 
being als confideiable a place as any is in that parte of the Idngdooe. 

Upone Fiyddaf lafl alfo) the Commoons, efter long debait, agreed in a ToCe^ that nil Incha as 
hare refufed to gire or len either hors, moneyis, or plate, npone the p topo fiti a n is far the ftrvieaof 
the King and pariiamoit, ialbe difjoyned as delinqnentisy qdiairhy Aey B^he dilahledfipsni ofc* 
11^ prejudice to the parliament or Idngdoasa. 

By thefe paperis may be found many confiderable pointis, done and pro- 
jectit daylie by the parliament aganes his Majeftie and royaU anchtofitie^ 
fcheltred and fchaddowit by a pretendit auchtoritie of parliament. Tliay have 
let doun be act, to mell and uptak his Migefteis rentis and revenewis, andlik- 
uaies epifcopall houffis and churdie rentis, and roitis and letvinges of aU fiidie 
as follouit the king in thir troublefom tymes, intending to impoverifh his Ma- 
jeftie, in fuche fort as he foold not be able to keip the feildes, bot com in and 
jreild to the full defires of the parliament, whidder legal or Hkgall ; bot the 
Lord difapointed them of ther defignis efter a wonderful maner, as heireAer 
ye may fie. 

Ye hard befoir, how his Majeftie had raifit his Standard at Nottn^^uane 
with about 2000 men, and very &ant of moneyis, as wes reportit Pitifiin to 
behold ! Ilk day newis cuming to Abirdene, ium tymes of the Idngis victoraa^ 
quhairat his trew fubjectis rejoifit ; uiha tymes, that Uie parltameotana wwt 
victorious, quhairat the puritanes and ther fi^tioim a^owedlie rejoifit^ bot 
when thay hard of. the kingis rictoreis, they droiqpit lyk deid npone the cal- 
fey, Sie heirefter. 

Word cam to Abirdene, about the 27 of September, how Prince Robert had 
taken in Worchefter, efter a brave fight. Generall Eflfex advaneeing tonaidis 
them, fent fum troopes to keep the gates, and fiomi horfinen of his ly%aid; 
bot thay maid a foull retreat. There war 700 parliamentaieis kiUit, firar eid- 
louris, and divers priflbneris takin. Bot one CoDcmell Sandis did qppofe 
Prince Robert manfullie, whereby fiomi alfo of the kingis men war killit and 
lore hurt. Etta this glorious victoiy thair flokldt daylie out of aU ^liies 
many of his good fubjectis, quhairby he wes now growing to ane held, and 
had his aurmy both of hors and foot in good poftnre. About this fiune tyme 
Felt Marfchall Ruthven, with fum Dutche oommanderis, cam firom Germuiy 
and landit in England, offerit his fervioe to his Mai^ie, who wes wdl recea- 
vit, and who did fonie fingular fervice, as ye may beirefker fie. 
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About this tyme, thair wer fent to the Englilli parliameat, the eril of Cal- 
fellis, the lord Maitland, Sir Archibald Johnflouii, laiek elderis ; Mr. Alexander 
Henderfone, Mr. Robert Douglas, Mr. George Gillefpik, miuifteris at Ediii- 
brughe ; Mr. Saiiiuell Rutherfurd miuifler at Sauctandroia, Mr. Eleazar Borth- 
uick mimfter at to treat itpone urtifornietie of religioun and churche 

government, as wes ipokin befoir in the parliament palTages. 

Now the king marches for London, General! Ellex refolves to give him bat- 
tell or he cam thair. Both armels went on in nther fichtis to Kenton near Bam- 
burry, quhair there wes ane large plane feild fit for the purpos. The king 
to counfall of warr, refolves to fight on Sonday aganea his will, faying. 
Then, fmce it is fo refolved, let God fight his owne battellis upone his owne 
ly." Syne in prefens of divers nobles, captanes and conimanderis of his ar- 
ly he maid the Speiche following : 

Mv lordis and the reft heir prefent, if tliis day fchyne prorperons unto ws, we (albe ali happit^ 
in a g^onons rictorie. Vuur king is both yuur caus, your qtiorell and your capiten ; the foe is in 
llcht, now Ihow your TelSa no mali|;naat pairtics, but with your fuurdiB declare what curage and 
fidelitte is wlihin yow. 1 have wriitiu and declared, that I intend aluaies to matilnne ami defend 
the Proteftant religioun, the rightia and priTilpges of the parliament, and lihertiea of the fubject, and 
now I mnft prove my wordis wilh the conrinceing argnment of the fuord. Let hevin I'chew his 
poapT by this dayes victory, to declair me juft, and as a lauchfnll, fo a loving king to my lubjectis. 
The bell encunragement I can give yow is this, tliat, cum lyf or deaUi, your king will beir yow 
company, and ever keip this feild, this place, and thia dayis lerTice, in a gratefull remeinbraas. 

Kftir this fpeiche, he tumes to his foldiouris, and utteris the brave and 
ufortable oratioun following : 

' Genlilmen, yow ar called Cavilleiris and Itoyaliflis in a dirgraceful maner. If I futfcr in my 
', needtB niufl yow do alfb. Now eipres your lellis my freiudis, and not malignantis.' fight 
for vonr king, the peace of the kingdome and the Prolenant religioun. It is not fo gryt ane ho- 
ftoar to keip llie quhyte cander of opinionn, fumtymes confenncd by the rable multitude without 
dUtinctionn, as, when oure liunuur have fuffered fuin diminutioun and bene in the ecliple ofroyall 
Iplendor, to mak it fchycie out agane wilh cleir refplendant beames of majeflie. I liave drawin and 
collected yow from fi^verall conntrcis, and yow have, lyk trew freindia, follouit me in all my orxat- 
liooi* and fortoons. We ar all now engaged, as neir as lyf or Ume concemts wb ; and if I tliocbt 
that any of your alTectionis wanted provocaiioun to ftirryour magnaDiraoas relblutionis in the ac- 
tioDH of this dayes fervice, I wold ufe wordis to enflame your anger, and tell yow fam rell'une of 
twigtie enrouragement, that fould produce in yow all a nottable monnted anger, fince the ineqaali- 
tie of this ftild (pretemlit for defens of the Pioteftant religioun, and hy me iiitendit to the fame 
pnrpois) doetli cxpres a fccret diftmll of realitie in my royall 'inteniionis. Yow ar called Caril- 
kixist m ■ reprochcl'til figniGi-atiouD, and yow are defigmt for the ilaucbler, if yow do not manfol- 
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lie behave your felffis in this battell. Thay call all the kingea trooperia CaTiBeina; hot lei ihaaa 
now know, that the valonr of the CaTilleiris hath honored that name both in Franoe and other 
conntreis, and now let it be knowne in England, alfweill aa hoffman or trooper, it fignefeing aa 
more hot a gentilman fenring his king on horfbak. Schow your felffii now cooragioiiB CaTiOeMti 
and beat bak all opprobrious fpeichea and afperfionu caft vpone yow by the eneniy. Lei thaaa 
know and decerned that for your king ye do adventora your felffia, and for the elemall reward of a 
jnft acquired honour* 

Thaireftir, whill as his Majeftie wes lyding wp the fcnrfiront on heid of Us 
army, and immediatlie befoir he joynit battell, he maid ane thrid lpek]ie» ani 
oommandit the fevint Pfahne (miiche to his purpois) to be publictlie fiing; td 
the giyte joy of his people, who threw ther capes in the air, faying and cry- 
ing out, '* God laye the King, Forduard, Forduaid.** 

Whereupone, his Majeftie gives order to charge. Prince Robert ooraraandit 
the richt wyng, Felt Marfchall Ruthyen the left wyng, and the Erll of Lynde- 
fay the battell. Prince Robert, at the firft charge, routed the enemeis kft 
wyng, and Ruthven fhortlie eftir (though with fiun more difficulty) did ab 
much to ther right, and left the battell naiked ; fo as the ftandart, being in 
the vann of the kingis foot, haveing long fuftaned the enemeis haill fors, and 
borne doun with number, ther wes killed to the king the erU of Lindlay» die 
lord Obignie, Sir Eduard Varvein, ft;andart-berar, and the ftandart takin, bot 
quicklie regaind by ane privat man, called Smith, who wesT maid thenfter 
the kingis ftandart-berar in all feildis, and creat the firft bannenet in alt 
Ingland for this piece of lervice. Divers utheris brave gentilmen belydis killit 
and cruellie woundit, and findrie taken priflbneris, fie as the lord WiUabK^ 
fone to the faid erll of Lyndefay, generall of the foot army, collonell Winiame 
Walvafer. It is faid, efter the taking of the ftandard, the king with his r^ 
ferve cam couragiouflie forduard and recoverit the fame by meinea of the fok^ 
faid Smyth. Be this tjrme, Prince Robert and Ruthven retumit fira the cheats 
whiche, if thay had not follouit fo far, the kinges ftandard had not bene tak* 
en, and the enemy had bene utterlie overthrowne ; bot Ichortlie efter tfaair re- 
turning the enemy wes rowtit and all defeat. The king him felf approved 
for his valiance and courage, to the gryte joy of his army, whome ftill he wes 
exhorting ; and if the nicht had not fallen doun, his Majeft;eis mny had ent 
them all af. Eflex fled to the caftle of Waruick. There wes killit to him 
above 5000 men ; 57 culloris, 26 coronetis or horfmanis cullouris taken, 11 
peice of gr3rte ordinans, and 30 waggonis full of ammunitioun. There wes 
killit to the king about 2000, by the perfonis and prifoneris above fpedfeit. 1% 
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is faid, the king led on his troop veray fair, and efcapit the fchot of ane cannon 
within aue yaird, ftill crying, " Fight, Fight for God and the King and the Pro- 
teftant religioun, but God will fight for yow." The comraanderis behaved them 
felf bravelie. Sir Thomas Aullen wan muche honour, the erll of Craufurd, 
and Sir Kduard Fyrtoun, whofe regiment wes laft in the feild, quhairof his 
Majeftie took fi>eciaH notice. This feild wes fougbten upone Sonday 23 Oc- 
tober, in the morning, upone a fair heth or mure betuixt Bambury and Lon- 
don. It is faid, befoir this battell, his Majeftie went from Shrewilbury and 
paft by the erll of Effex, who being advertefit, follouit with all diligena, fo 
that the tuo armyes cam in licht one of another the famen Sonday in the 
morning. Effex and his whole army thus defeatit, the king and all his army 
ftood in battallioun the haill nicht, efter thay had given thankis to God. 
Upone the morrow, his Majeftie went firft to Bambury toune, where my lord 
Peterburrow (who fled) had ane regiment for the parliament aganis the king, 
and who alfo refuifit his Majeftie eutres within the tonne ; he therefore caufit 
Ichoot ane peice of ordinance over the toune, whaimpone the maior and utheris 
cara furth. His Majeftie gave thame all, young and old, quarteris for ther 
lives ; bot gave the pillage of the haill toune to his foldiores. Then his Ma- 
jeftie paft to the lord Seyis hous, him felf being abl'ent ; bot his lady being 
brocht out, ftho went faiflie, bot her hous wes pillaged. The lord Sanct Johne, 
a gryte man for the parliament, wes heir in this battell lykuaies killed. 

The king then went to Oxfnrde, where he wes moft joyfullie receaved with 
univerfall acclamatiouns of firiT rex. There wes brocht in before him all 
the culloris and coronetis in triumphe of virtue. His Majeftie directed the 
raoft parte of his horires to ane place of Theames, called Feavly, 25 myllis 
from London, and fent Sir Johne Barrow with a proclamatioun to the citi- 
renis of London and W'ailminfter, with pardon to all (28 perfones who cheiflie 
did oppote the king onlie excepted), upone provilioim thay wold yeild and cum 
in to his Majeftie, and that thay wold nather aid nor aflift EITex with men, 
money, nor plate. Efter this Felt Marli-hall Ruthven is preferrit to be gene- 
rail of the kingis foot army, in place of the lait Erll of Lyndfay now deceiflit. 
Gryte numberis of people, fra all corneris of the countrie, daylie, efter this 
Inttcll, cumis in to the king. 

It is laid, that Ellex fent about 16 currieris or poftis, ilk ane efter utheris 
to London, to Ic'how the parhanient his bad fnccea ; whereat thay wer lb ef- 
frayit, that tfiay left Waftniinfter, quhair ther parliament ftxKxl, and went in 
to the citie of Loudon for more fecuritie, being a inyll diftant therefra. Thay 
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fidMrtUe went and mellit with the tdngis thrid fboe, Duke of Glooefter, and 

his fifter, in comptasy with the Ladie Raxbmgfae ther fofter- 
HioCher, and placed thame in the Marqnes of Wordieftcris hoos in Broadfbeet 
of London, now perteining to the Lord CoUingtonn. Tliay caufit beat dooii 
Windlbue brig and Kingftoon bridge, with fimie otheris, to flop the Idngis 
paflage. Thay drew ane ditche about Hjrdpark, to hold af his forces.' And 
thns all England is in an uproare, qnhilk I pray the Lord to fattill in peace, 
to the fehame and confiifioun of the plotteris, projecteris and deviferis of this 
nngodlie, nnnaturall and nnkyndlie warr, his awin glory and honour of his 
lervand oar king, who daylie more and more is proToldt to wrath and ai^^er 
by his difbbedient and difloyall fnbjectis. 8ie heirefter. . ^ 

L^pone the thrid Tuyfflay, and 18 of October, tl\e ProvinciaD AflembUe fat 
doon in the feffioon hous of the kirk in New Abirdene, Doctor Goc^, our 
principall, chofen moderatour, to continew, as uie is, to the nixt Provindall 
Afiemblie. Mr. David Lyndiay, perfbne of Balhelvy, laft moderatoor, prdchit 
The depofit Doctor Scrogie, be apointment of the prefhitrie, upone the mome 
preichit ; and being thairefter cenfurit by the Innetheren, is found, fanltie in 
fum pointes ; 1. For not praying fi^ the diffarefled kirk and flate oif Ireland, 
in particular; S. AUedging, that no noTatiouns could be brodit in by fub- 
jectis, aither in churche or poUide, aganes the will and auchtoritie * of ane 
nionarche. Bot this dillit doune quyetlie without more din. ^>- 

Mr. Thomas Mitchell, perfone of Turreff, being accufit for adulterie in the 
lafl Provindall AflembUe (fie befoir) produces befoir the Committe iqpointit 
for his tryellis heir famous tefUmonialls under the fubfcriptionis oif the pro- 
veft, balleis, minifter and reider of the brughe of Coupar in Fyff, declainngi 
theie wemen in ther owne prelens had fuome quyte contrarie to ther firft de- 
pofitioun, and that thay war perfuadit and intyfit to mak wp this Iclander. 
The teftimoniaUis wes found fufiBdent, and befydis, thay took him ddpBe 
fwome upone his innocende, quhairupone he wes abfblvit fra this Icandall 
and found a good bame. 

. Gryte buffines about Brounaiime in this Afiemblie laitly cropin in to Abir- 
dene, and uther pairtis in the countrie, practeifed be Williame Maxuell, Thomas 
Pait and Othro FerrendaiU in fum houffis, preiching upone the nicht as wes 
alledgit. Mr. John Ros minifler at Birs complanit upone Gilbert Gairdin, 
apeirand of Tullifrofky, that he, his wyf, his (^Idren, fervantis and.haill fa- 
meUie difhantit his paroche kirk of Birs, and had his devotioun moniing and 
evening within his duelling hous. He being convenit, compeirit, and anfuerit 
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for him felf, and faid, it wes trew quhilk the mioifter had fpokin, and forder 
declairit, the religiouti whiche he profeffit wes the onlie trew religioun. 
Qubairupone thay demaund him of certane pointis of religioun, quhairunto 
he maid his owne anfueris, nowayis to the contentment of the bretheren, and 
thairfore thay ordanit his minifter to proces and excomunicat him in caice of 
difpbedience. Sindrie tonne's men of this feet ar fufpected ; Mr. Androw Cant 
and Mr. Jo!in Ofwall thocht no giyte difllkeris thairof, for he the faid Mr. 
Androwis moyan this Ferrendaill is maid frieman, as ye have befoir. In end, 
the bretheren apointit a Committe of ane minifter and ane reulling eldar out 
of ilk paroche of this prelbitrie, to convein at Abirdene the 8 of November 
iiixt, for trj'ing thir materis. Sie heirefter. 

Mr. Wllliame Wedderbiirne, laitlie depofit fra the kirk of Bathelny, have- 
ing maid his repentans to the full, gettis now overficht to teiche and preiche 
heir and thair, bot wold not admit him to ferve at the cure of any kirk ; yit 
the General! Affemblie (fie heirefter) reponis him to ferve at ony kirk he can 
procure. 

This AlTemblie directit Mr. Robert Reid perfone of Banchorie, and Mr, 
Williame Strathauchin minifter at Old Abirdene, to go and confer with Doc- 
tor Forbes profeffbr ; bot the bretheren had no fruit of this conferrena : 
Whereupone thay fend over agane to his owne hous in Old Abirdene Mr. 
Androw Cant, Mr. Johne Ofwall, tuo of the Minifteris of Abirdene, and the 
laid Mr. Williame Strathauchin. Thay defire Iiim to fueir and fubfcrive the 
covenant, quhairby he micht keip his owne place. Quhairunto he anluerit {as 
wea reportit), he could not fubfcrive the covenant, quhairin Epifcopacie wes 
abjurit ; bot thocht them laufull and neceflar in the churche being able ho- 
nelt men, bot being found faultie and un\vorthie, to remove them and put in 
better men in ther places, and thocht it not expedient to tak away thair places : 
Forder, that privat baptifme to deing babes wes necelfar and lauchfuU : That 
tile giveing of the comniunioun to feik perfones, lying on deid bed, wes lauchfull 
and necefliir ; and to give it to haill perfones in the kirk, kneilling in modeft 
inaner, wes not unlauehfull. Thir and the lyke heidis wes amongft thame in 
ther conferrences, as wes faid. ^\Tiemnto the foirfaidis Minifteris anfuerit, 
thay luikit for ane better anfueii, and faid, thay fand notliing bot that he wes 
avers and contrarJe to thair new reformatioun, and therefore wold deall no 
more with him ; bot report his anfueris to the Commitfe of the Generall Af- 
femblie holdin at Edinbrughe, becaufe he difapprovit thair new refonnatioun. 
He anfuerit, he wnderftvod not fic reformatiounis, as breid ddlructioun of the 
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countrie, and daylie brocht in grevous finis and offences againft tlie Almightid : 
God, fie as iliedding of iunocent blood daylie, murtlier, thift, rapyne, plunder* i 
Jng, Ipolzeing and robbing of honeft mens goodis, blafphemy, tirrany, adulte* 
rie, perjurie, lying, fueiring, and many utlier grevous finis, with upliftit hand ' 
but punitiomi. Conferrens endit, thay dynit togidder at his defyre in Mr. 
Thomas Lilleis iious, qubair he then lodgit. Thay retume to the bretheren 
the doctoris anfiieris. Quhainipone thay fend the faid Mr. Johne Ofiiall to 
the Committe of the Generall Aflemblie holdin at Edinbnighe with his an- 
fiier ; bot thay faid, " Let the Provincial! Aflembly tak order with h i m and ' 
his place both, as maift incumbent to thame." Thus, Ofwall ciunis bak witk ] 
this anfuer, and Doctor Forbes place ftill vaikis. Sie beirefter. t 

Tliis Ademblie ordanes heir famelie exerceis, prayeris morning and evening 
in ilk manis hous, under the pane of cenl'ur. Ilk minifter declairit this ordi* 
nnnce out of the pulpit throw tliis province or diocie. And haveing cloiffit 
thair buflines u}M>ne Frydday the SI of October efter aftemone's meiting, ih&j 
difTolvit. 

The fame 18 of October, Alexander Gordoun of Birfmoir wes mareit to If- 
fubill Leflie, docbter to Patrik Leflie proved of Abirdene, in the kirk thairof, 
be Mr. Johne Ofwall miniller. The lord Gordon, cuming fra the fouth for 
Strathbogie, the lord Saltoun and the lord Kilpont met be chance altogidder. 
Tliay convoyit ihir pairteis, with many uther freindis and tonne's men to ther 
wedding. Thay had good cheir, and, upone the 25 of October, be brocht over 
his wyf to his awin hous in Old Abirdene, qubair there wes ane goodlie infair. 
Oure Chanceler, as wes faid, caufit about 30 of oure Scottis capitanes and 
commanderis go difaguyfit into the parliament. Thay fcbippit at Leith, for 
none durfi: go he land without the kinges pafs and parliamentis both. 

Divers foull and tilthie pamphletis daylie printing and difperfing throw the 
land, tending pairtlie to the dilgrace of the king, and tending pairtlie to the 
anfuering of thefe pamphletis in difgracefull and fliamefiill maner, as thay 
Weill defervit. 

Upone Mononday the laft of October, Sir Gilbert Mengjeis of Petfoddellifi, 
at the Crabfl:ane, hurt Johne Forbes of Leflie in the leg be ane fchot. Thair 
wes upone both fydis fchot about elleven piftollis, and none gat ficaitlt bot 
Leflie. Thair wes fum old rouft: betuixt thame, for Leflyis father killit Pet- 
foddellis goodfchiris brother unworthellie ; lykwaies fum contraverfie betuixt 
thame feltlis about ane Mois, where Johne Forbes of Leflie brak tryft appointit 
to have fatled the famen. Efter the whiche, thay chauceit to ineit, Leflie 
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cuming to tlie toune, and Petfoddellis going out TTiay meit, goes by, but fa- 
liitatioun. Petfodellis took it unkyndlie, and perfewis; betuixt whome findrie 
firhottis wes Ichot, as ia faid. Aluaeis thay pairtit, both cuniis in to the toune. 
Petfoddellis goia to hia oune bous, and Leflie to Mr. Robert Farquharis hous. 
He lay wnder cure quiiill Januar 1613, and then began to walk upone ane 
ilaf feblie, and not foundlie heallit. Tliis good cans brocht in the beiring and 
jreiring of gunis, qnbilk bred mekill forrow and mifcheif in this land. 

Upone Frydday, Wedinfday, and Setterday, thir thrie dayis weiklie Mr. 
^Androw Cant, Mr. Johne OlVell, and Mr. Johne Rew, minifteris at Abirdene, 
began, ther nicht about (iuiled of evening praieris), to lecture leflbnis, chei6ie 
brocht in be this Cant. No honefl perfone durft be abfent fra this new begun 
>iectures, hot wes rebukit and cryit out againil ; whereby thay thocht this fer- 

:e wes thraldome on wark dayes. 

Upone the firft of November, oure Soveraigne Lordis Seffioun lat doun in 

inbrughe, for adminiltratioun of juftice, and fat peciablie, praia be to God. 

,1/ ' About the 5 of November, in ane feamanis bona of Peterheid, there wes 

upone the nicht, beatting of drums, uther tymes founding of trumpetis, 

lying on pifferis, and ringing of bellis, to the aftoneifliment of the heirers. 
bles follouit. 

Upone the aucht day of November, the Vifcount of Convoy lord Crichtoun 
mareit with Irving, dochter to the laird Drum, at the kirk of 

laok. His father wes not at this mareage, and wold not be callit lord 
nor vilcount, bot held him with the name of laird. He wes befoir mareit 
with generall Lefleis dochter, who deit Ihortlie thairefter, leaving ane dochter 
behind hir. 

About this tyme, word cam that the king of Denmark had fent to oure king 
his awin filter fone certane ammunitioun, pulder and ball, M-ith lum capitanes 

id comnianderis, to his gryte joy, and moneyis alfo. 

Setterday 19 November, about 10 houris at evin, thair fell out ane heiche 
vnhard-of wynd, M-ith mouftrous raj-ne, whiche continewit whill Sonday at 
tuelf houris. The ftorme cam out of the Ibuth foutheift. Ane fchip cuming 
fra Norroway with tymber faillit her mall and wes drevin on ft-hoir. The 
men wes all laiffit, praiiit he God. The wynd fell, bot the raynes continew- 
it wbill Mouonday at 9 houris in the morning. Gryte ilormes and tem- 
peflis follouit, quhairhy there wes gryte fkaith be fea, and findrie fchippis 
periilut on oure coiles, betuixt Montros and Diindie, and upone the coll fyd 
in Fyff. 
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Now about this tyme, the king makis the eril of NewcafM) his Liveten^ 
nand Generall betuixt the river of Trent and the river of Tueid in Scotlandt 
with full pouer to rais and pres all maner of man within thefe boundes ; who 
haiftellie levied out of Wefbnureland, Cumberland, Northumberland and the 
bilchoprik of Durhame about 14,000 men, whereof thair wes 4000 papiftts, as 
wes alledgit Thir were the firft papiftis that rais in the kingis iervioe^ not 
in ther default, bot that his Majeftie imployit them not, for feir of iul^^itioim 
and outcrying of the parliament againft him, as they did indeid ; bot his Ma» 
jeftie anfuerit, he craveit not ther help, nor culd thay look finr any more bc^ 
nefit at his handis nor thay had be the eftaUiihit lawis of the kingdome m tte 
dayis of Quein Elizabeth or of King James his fiither, quhilk with all rigour 
he wes content fould be prolecute aganesthame, and that he had to Uiat effiect 
(for faifing him felf from fuQ>itioun) lent out his prodamationis. Bot this anfiier 
could on nawayisfatiflSe the humour of thir parliamentares; bot, taking ad van* 
tage of the kingis prodamationis, thay immediatlie lend out uther prodanui» 
tionis, granting libertie to all papiftis who wold cum in, help and affift thame^ tQ 
repeall fira whatfumever actis maid aganes thame in any king or quenis tyme. 
Quhairupone the papiftis fldddt di^lie in to the parliament in gryte numboy 
The king, heiring of this order, laid, *^ Weill feing the parliamentaris hoi 
givin way to receave the papiftis aganes the law to fight againft me, why then 
iould I rafufe ther lervice who frielie offeris the lamen unto me, [and] that 
netwithftanding of the prodamationis let out be me againft them ?". Quhair- 
upone he refolves to mak all papiftis wdcum that cam to him. And tnewlie 
findrie and many of thame cam in to him, whareby he haid gryte help and 
comfort, and who wes moft loyall and trew to him in his gryte and grevoai 
troubles. 

Now the erll of Newcafl;ell railes his army, gois on touardis Yorklchire, ftr 
repreflling of certane rebellis who had promefit to the king to be his trew lev^ 
vandis, and had fallin fira thair obediens, and takin pairt with the parlisr 
mentaris. Sie more heirefter. 

Upone Tuyfday 22 November, the marques of Huntlie cam in to Abirdene 
with the lord Gordoun the lord Oboyne, his tuo Ibnes, and findrie uther 
freindis : he wes lodgit in flapper Anderlbne^s hous, wes lervit be his owne 
domeftickis, cookis, cateris, mafter houfliold and ftewartis. Thay bodit hit 
meit and maid it reddy to him. The occafioun of his cuming to the toune 
wes laid to be upone Ibme alterationis betuixt the marques and the lord Gor- 
done fince the wreitting in Edinburghe of ane contract betuixt thame anent 
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the difpofitioun of the marques haill landis, rentis and leiving, for yeirlie pay- 
ment to him felf of ten thoufaiid merkis in filver rent ; that the lord Gordoun 
fuld hare fex thoufand merkis of yeirlie rent, and the lord Oboyne to have 
fyve thoufand merkis of yeirlie rent with the burding ; the marques to keip 
Strathbogie and his hous in the Old toun to duell intill, and the lord Gordoun 
to have all the reft : hot the lord Gordoun not to have pouar to fell heritablie 
ony of his eftait, but confent of his father and uther honorabill freindis fpe- 
ciallie condifcendit upone. How all endit wes keipit fecret. He rode out of 
Abirdene upone the 5 of December, and rode to Strathbogie, during whiche 
tyme he gat no boa-acord drunken to him in wyne ; whidder if it wes refuifit 
or not oiTerit, I can not weill tell. The lord Oboyne follouit his father home 
upone the nynt of December. 

Report paft, that the king of Denmark had fent ane embafladour (with 
Crouner Cochrum who was firft aganes tlie king, and agane returnit his trew 
man) to treat of peace betui.xt the king and the parliament; hot befoir ther 
cuming to England the parliameutaris liad petitionat the king for accomoda- 
tioun of peace ; (hot no ceiTation fra warr) ; and, iu the mein tyme, befoir his 
Wajeftie returned anfuer, thay fent doun fix barkis or grite cabarris full of 
ammunitioun, pulder, ball and uther fumitour, with fix kiftis full of filver, 
and ane company of brave foldloris ; and, wnder this treattie, to have gone 
doon Thames (becaus thay durft not go by land) and, to have takiu iu one of 
the kingis awin houlfis called Kingftoun, ane ftrong hold, to have manit the 
faraen, and keipit thir commoditeis faif fra jjerrell : Hot his Majeft;ie adver- 
tefit hereof fent thrie peice of cannon to Thames fyd, qidiair they fchot and 
dank thir cabarris to the Tea ground, men and all; ane quhairof being fchot 
at, the bullet lichted on ane pulder punllieoun, fyrit the Ichip and blew fchip, 
men and all in the air. 

Ve hard how the foirfaid embafladour cam thairefter. He paft, firft to the 
king, lyne went to the parliament, quhair he and Cochrum hothe wes evill 
intreated, and bothe wardit, quliairat the embairadour cryit out, faying, it 
wes aganes the law of natiouns to be fo ufed. At laft he is put to libertie, and 
Cochrum detained ; bot how he wes rcleivit, or what effect this embafiage 
took, I cannot tell. 

The king is now lying at Southamptoun, and his men quartered heir and 
there throw tlie countrie, quhair thay micht be beft accomniodat. Prince Ro- 
bert ia lying at Brentoun. Now the lord Hellifiy, capitane of the red regi- 
ment of the parliameutaris, rancounterit with him. Bot Prince Robert cut 
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them all to peices, and richt fo dreft ane uther regiment called the grem Gt 
blew lament, cmning to fupport the reid regiment, to the gryte greif of the 
parliamentarism being tuo of the choiceft regimentis both on hors and foot 
whiche thay had. Efter this fight, quhilk wes in the faid monetfa of Norem-. 
b^, Prince Robert retumes victoriouflie to his awin quarteris. 

Eflex, in the mein tyme, cmns out of London with the bodie of his haiU 
army ; and being on march he is ad vertefit how thir tuo foirfaid r^^imentis 
wes clene defeat and deflroyit. Quhairat, fore moved, he haltis and ftaycsB; 
thinking Prince Robert micht happellie follow his victorie, and melt him ; hot 
getting word he wes returned to his quarteris, he marchit no forder oil, bot 
rejtumit bak agane to London. ' 

Efter this. Prince Robert receaves orderis to go for Kentfchiie, to repres 
fum rebelliouns there. The ^11 of Warwick wes direct be the parliamentaris 
to joyne with Sir Johne Hotham younger, to refift the king and defend the 
countrie quhairever thay cam ; bot good Prince Robert encounteris thir too 
campiouns, defeatit and routit thame lelffis and thair foldiouris. He gat fix 
or fevin trunkis full of money, thair cannon and haill baggage. - 

Heir it is to be nottit, no humiliation, prais nor thankifgiving, fefUng, hoc 
prayer, nor worfchip givin to God within any Scottiih churche, notwithftand^ 
ing of thir gryte unlookit for victoreis ; bot we wes deavitfor fafljng, pray- 
ing, praiiing, when generall Leflie wes in the feildis, as ye have befoir : bd 
now no word for the kingis victoreis, nor for his laiftie. and prefisrvatumn; 
Mervallous to behold ! 

Upone the lad day of November, general Leflie returned bag and baggage 
from. Ireland to Edinbrughe, leaving major Monro behind him, with his army, 
in garrifoun. 

Now remember, the marques of Hanmiiltoun, the kinges deir coufigne aiift 
gryteft minioun, hes left him, for all the favouris, ritches and honooris his 
M^jeftie conferrit upone him ; and, in thir his grevous troubles, he cumis. 
cannellie into Scotland, fportis and paffis his tyine, and letis the king (but his 
good counlall, help and fiirderans, quhilk belongit [to] him treulie) doe for 
him felf with gryte labor, nicht watching, and truble, and travell. Bot if this 
marques have proven faithfull to his Majeflie, it may happellie heirefter be* 
fein, Aluaies about the doun fitting of the feffioun, he cumis in to Edinbn]^;he, 
takis wp hous in the kingis owne pallace of Holyroodhous, keipis cairfollie 
ilk counfall day, quhair the Chancelair, him felf, the marques of Argyll, the 
lord ^almyrrinoche and fum utheris gydit or mifgydit this miferable king-; 
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dome. Bkane had ther owne fecret moyaa and intelligenE). The marques of 
Hammiltoun had his brother the eril of Lanerk fecretar ftill to the king of 
his Scottis counfall at court and daylie with his Majellie, by'whome he had 
good intelligens. Aluaies nichtlie and fecretlie thir lordis bad tber meitingis 
and conferences, as oecafioun offered. 

Dame Elizabeth Gordoun ladie Wardes, thairefter ladie Cluny, departed 
this Ij-f at the toune of Diirhame in England, quhair fcho and the laird of 
Cluny her hufband had thair refidence for the tyme actuallie duelling. Sclio 
deit of ane Cancer quhilk wes in one of Iiir papes tuo yeir befoir. It eit wp 
and confumeit hir throw the bowellis, as wes faid. Scho deit upone the fecond 
day of December, and wes bureit honeftlie out of hir awin native foyll : — A 
woman of fufpect chaftetie, and thocht over familiar with Sir Alexander Gor- 
doun laird of Cluny forfaid, thir many yeires bygone, in hir firft hufbandis 
tyme, and thocht an evill inftrument to the dounetlu-owing of both ther fair 
and florilbing ellaites; yit few wes their lyf dayis in the fecond marriage, 
being mareit, as ye have befoir, upone the day of Sie heirefter 

alio of Clunyis returne. 

Tliair cam from England to Edinbruglie, as wea faid, ane Imndreth and ten 
thouland pound Stirling for the Midfonimeris terme of brotherlie afliltans 
1 642, conform to king Charles' Actis of parliament, at the 2. parliament, 
fol. 73. Utheris faid it wes hot 20,000 lib. Stirling, to pay our merchandis 
for the victuall tranfportit to Ireland. Sir William Dik, Sir John Smyth, Sir 
\ViUiBme Gray burgeflis of Edinbmghe, and Mr Robert Farquhar burgefB 
of Abirdene, lookit to have gottin payment for that victuall, and all uther 
expenfis ; hot thay gat none do quhat thay culd do, to ther gryte mifcon- 
tentment. 

Report paft that the Eftaitis of Holland fent in to the parliament of Eng- 
land craveing an unioun with them, and that the Prince of Orange, for favor- 
ing oure king his awin allya, wes now in diffavour of the Eftaites. Sie 
heirefler. 

Ye heir of Newcaftell, how he had raifit armes and fuppreft the rebellis of 
Yorkfchyre victorioufly. He heires now how Sir Johne Hotham, younger (a 
lore enemy to the king), wes plundering and killing his loyall fubjectis quhair- 
ever he cam. Heirfoir Newcafteil feikia to fynd him out. Hotham, heiring 
this, re&lves to cros his way by intaking of ane pafs or brig whiche Newcal- 
tell behoved to march by. Bot this Hotham is manfullie doung fra this pafsi 
and IhaiDefullie routed thairfra in to Hull ; out of the quiiilk, if thair had 
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not iflued film 60 or 80 hcHrimen fiur his idkew he ^ Jievr. 

cmftelly beiiig wyreit in the cheas and leing him efeaip^ wyilie and eofOnigioiif. 
lie ibundit the Vetreit, and retomit victorioas. 

Young Hotham agane takis the feildis, aboot 6000 mau . NewcaftdL het 
about 10,000 men» and gtHs to feik him out; hot Hotham, icing his caony 
more in number, intrindiit him fidf craftellie, and big|;ifc wp ane ftons ftrai^* 
lie fiur his defens. Newcaftell eflbyis to get him oot» hot cold not wiHiottt 
gryt lots of mai ; quhairupooe he began to batter the ftooa. In the sMin 
tyme, Hothiun, quyetlie be ane unleen way» cu n v0yia kim fitf and hk ma 
fidflie away, Newcaftell ftiU battering with fawnoBt whill Aaj war all fiutii 
gone bag and bajg;age without fkaith or lois ol ane man. 

Now the parliamentis of England had ther owne w^k to mow wa 1o nil 
amies in Scotland aganesourefoveraigiie lord the kii^fivthairli^'ai^ 
fiftans fbundit upone ane pietoiidit act of padficatioan, and to flua cfleet widl 
with oure Scottis erll of Lindlay to oure oounfidU who dedairit be Uie wmj to 
his Miyeftie thit hr hart fiyhr lammifBiwin frnm thr p a rli ami atin In fl rrt l an i^ 
whiche (thay having occafioun of his beii^ befyde thaaK Hubwl in ICngiii^ 
commiffioun thay em^Ue delyrit him to caiie ; dedaiii^g alft dwt ttedkif 
pointis of contraTerfie betuixt his Majeftie and them war about fimr, l*Tbi 
his Majeftie wold ratefie and approve ther actes of padiament; JL rmrfbUfi 
riall goTemment without hifehofHS or thair depcBdantte; S. Am iwlicli ui a 

toaneGcnerallAflembiie; f That f r ai thiy rallit i ii li si i ii md m a ly ii at 

paiteis about his Miyeftie (who indeid w» his &idifUl and kjall fidyedfa)

Il%l)t troA^, and nght well-be1ove<l t^oalins and coanrellora, and right trnlly and (rell-beloved 
coanTellore, We greet yon well. We hare lately feen a paper, prerented to us Ijy the Earl of Lind- 
fey,u a Declaration of the Lords and Commons Hfltmbled in the Parliameot of England, of the ferenth 
«r Norember, to our fubjecta of our kingdom of Scotland, which, after many high taxes of as and our 
gOTCTnineDt, Tery eamellly inniea, and in a manner chnllenges afliAance from that onr native king* 
dom of men and arms for making a war againfl us, making a claim to that alTillance by virtue of 
(be late Act of Pacification, to the which (out of our di'lire to make a perpetual union between 
our two kingdoms, for the happinefs of both, and by it the more firmly to ellabli<h our own 
greatneCi and jull power) we chearfully confented. 

Aa we are at our foul afflicted, tliat it hath been in the power of any factions, ambitiooa and 
malicious perfons, fo far lo poUct'^ tbe hcertB of many of onr fnlijecta of England as to raife this 
mirervble dillemper and djllraction in this kingdom againll all our real actions and endeavours to 
tbe contrary, fo we are glad that this rago and fury hath fo far traofported them, that they apply 
tbemfetres in fo grofs a manner to our good fubjects of Scotland, whofe experience of our religion, 
jullice, Bod love of onr people will not fufTer them to believe tliofe horrid fcandals laid npon as, and 
tbetr affection, loyalty and jealoufie of our honour will difdain to be made inftruments to opprefit 
thrir niitire fovereign, by afTifting an odious rebellion. 

We have from lime to time acquainted onr fubjects of that kingdom with tlie accidents and cir- 
cnmAances which have difqnieled this ; How (after all the acta of jnflice, grace and favonr per- 
fonnett on our pert, which were or could be delired to make a people compleally happy) we were 
driren by ihe force and violence of rode and tumollnoui aflemblies from our city of London and 
onr two hoofea of Parliament : Mow attempts have been made to impofe laws opon our fubjects 
witliont our confent, contrary lo the foundation and conflitntion of this kingdom ; How onr 
fcrta, goods and navy were fuized, taken from us by force and imployed againfl ua ; our re- 
venue *Bd ordinary fnbfiltence wrelled from na : How we have been purTued with fcandaloas 
and (cpraachfnl language ; bold, falfe, and fedilious palquela and libels publickly allowed againll 
a* ; and been told that we might, without want of modefly and duty, be depofed. How, after all 
ihia (before any force raifed by ns), an army was raifed, and a gcnerail appointed to lead that army 
l^nfl (B, with a commiflton to kilt, liny and dedroy all fuch who Ihould be faithful to ug ; that 
irbeD we had been by thefe means compelled, by the alTillance of our good fubjects to rail'e an 
army for our neceflary defence, we fent divers gracious meflages, eamellly defiring, that the ca- 
lamitiM and miferies of a civil war might be prevented by a ireaty, and lb we might know the 
(Tonnds of this mifunderftanding : How we were abfolutely refofed lo be treated with : And how 
M laA Ibe army (raifed, as was pretended, for the defence of onr perfon) was brought into the field 
againft as, gave a" battel, and (though it pleafed God to give us the victory) deflroyed many of 
onr good fntgecta, with as imminent danger to oar own perfon, and our children, as the (kill and 
malico of defperate rebel* conid contrive. Of all which, and the other indignities which have been 
offered nolo ns, we donbt not the duty and affection of onr Scottilh fnbjects will have fo jufl a re- 
fpniment, tliat they will exprefs to the world the fenfe they have of onr fufferinga. And our good 
fBl^ecta of Scotland are not, we hope, fo great flrsngera to the affairs of this kingdom, to Iielieve 
that ibis mirfortune and diflraction is begot and brought upon ns by onr two honfes of Parlianenl, 
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tbongfa, in tnithy no imw ai r an ta ble aetioii ajgainft the law can be jvftifitdy'efan bj tbat aathoriif. 
They well know how the memhen of both hoofee have been drifen theiice» mioarach tbaV of above 
fire hundred memben of the Honfe of Commonsy there are not now there abore fomr foofa*, and of 
above one hundred of the Honfe of Peert, not above fifteen or fixteoi ; all winch 'ave & s#ed by 
the mnltitnde of AnabaptiRs, Browniftis and other perfons diefperate imd decayed m tkeir fMrtues, 
in and about the city of London, that, in truth, their confdtationa hafe not the freedomaad fM^ 
lege which belong to Parliamenta. 

Concerning any commiffions granted by us to Papifts, to raiie forces : We anift rafcr oar good 
fubjects to a Declaration lately fet forth by us, upon the occafion of that fcandal, wbieli wwftad 
together with this. And for our own true and imdoos aflfectioo to the FMeAaat vdgioa (lhe«d- 
Tancement whereof our foul defires), We can give no other inftanoe, than onr c o aftaat pn i Crt iBi b in 
which malice it felf can lay no blemifli, and thoie many proteftataoos we have BMda ni the fi|^ef 
Almightie God, to whom we know we (hall be dearly acoomptdile, if we finl in the ubfti f atio a. 
For that fcandalous imputafion of our intention of bringing in foreign Ibroea: Aathe fiaM. is 
raifed without the leaft colour or fhadow of reafon, and folemnly diikvowed by m,'bkwmmf*4t9ii 
Declaratimis, fo there cannot be a dearer aigument to our fubjects of Scotfand, thnl'we hirft''ib 
fnch thought, than that we have hitherto forborne to require the affiftancie of that ear naetifie Idi^- 
dom, from whofe obedience, duty and affection we ihould confidently expect it» if we thoi^ghl ev 
own flrength here too weak to preferve us, and of whofe courage and loyalty we fliall knkta 
make ufe of, before we (hall think of any foreign aid to fnccdor us. And we know no fffniaMs ar 
underftanding man can fuppofe our good fubjects of Scotland are ob%ed or enabled by^^ lafa 
-Act of Plurliament in both kingdoms to obey the invitation which is made to them by this fNlelMl- 
ed Dedarmtion ; when it is fo evidently provided for by that Act, that aa the hangdmn of Ea||aBd 
(hall not make war sgainfi the kingdom of Scotland, without confeht of the PMrlinaaflBt of F^giaai, 
fo the kingdom of Scotland ihall not make war againfi the Idngdcnn of England, withtfvl liie oM* 
font of the Parliament of Scotland ; and when they have always declared theaniUvea fo carafid^ 
our honour, fafoty and jufl rights, which now undergo fo great violation. 

TUs we have thought fit to fay, upon occafion of this late Dedaration, and do veeoHaaend it 4 
yon, the Lords of our FHvyCouncil of our kingdom of Scotland, to be conununkased aaid ftUiD^ 
ed to all our loving fubjects there. And if the grave connfd and advice, which yon ddrifod iitm 
by your act of the two nd twentieth of April left, had been followed here, in a tender caieef oar 
royal perfon, and of our princely greatnefs and authority, then would not tins fiioe of conliifion ha^ 
appeared, which now threatens this kingdom. And therefore we require you to nie your ntanoft 
endeavours to inform our fubjects of that our kingdom, of the truth of our oomfitioft ;'arid that^yoa 
foffer not the fcandak and imputations laid on us by the malice and treafon of fonae seen la aMhe 
any impreffion in the minds of our people, to the leflening or corrupting their afectiott'aad loyalijf 
to us : but that you afliire them, the hardnefs we now undergo, and the arms we have been Qomf 
pdled to take up, are for the defence of our perfon, and iafety of our lifo ; for the asninteannoe ^ 
the true Proteilant religion ; for the prefervatien of the laws, liberties and conftitntion of dik 
kingdom, and for the jnfi privileges of Parliament ; and look no longer for the bleffiag of Heavm 
than we endeavour the defence and advancement of all thefe. And we donbl not n dntifnl coi- 
currence in our fubjects of Scotland, in the care of our honours and juft lighta, will draw down'i 
'bleffing upon that nation too. Given at our Court at Oxford, the fyh day of December, 1642.

Now, let ony reflbnable man judge betuixt the king and his fubjectis, whiche 
of them wes the beginneris of thir feirfull diftemperis and troubles, firil iu 
Scotland and now in England, to the murdering and fchedding of mekell in- 
nocent blood, plundering of goodis, hanelliing of good fubjectis fra ther offices, 
digneteis aud eountreyis, and promoting of lawles rebelUs to honoris, welth 
and ritchea pluckit and pullit fra honeft men and loyall fubjectis to the king, 
Aluaies the erll of Lanerk wes fent doim with this Declaratioua to cure 
Scottiili counfall, and ane new counfall day apointit the 4 or 5 of Januar nixt. 
The parliamentis had fent doun thair petitioun, craveing aid of ws of men and 
annes, conforme to the treattie of pacificatiouo and covenant paft betuixt thanie 
and ws ; and the king fendia doun to countercheck this petitioun his pitefiiU 
dechiratioun, in forme forfaid, to our counfall ; and both wes producit the 22 
of December, and ane new day of counfall appointit, as is formarlie faid. 

Well, the counfall convenis, Uie kingis declaratioun and the parliamentis 
jietitioun ar both publictlie red out It goia to voiceing, wbidder we fuld aflilt 
the parliamentaris or not. The king by tuo voices getis it, and fo no affiftans ; 
whereat the parliamentis freindis takis exceptioun, alledgeing thir voices wes 
not fufficient, nor culd any thing be concludit without the conventioun of the 
Eltaitts, to wit, nobles, barronis, burgeliis. Now remember, this voiceing 
wes within the counfall upone the 22 of December. Thairefter the Ellaites 
wes chargit to fend ther commiffioneris and convein at Ediiibrughe upone the 
4 or 5 of Januar, fie more heirefter ; that is, at this firft counfall day, the erll 
of Lanerk defyrit his Majefteis declai-atioun to be printit and publictlie dif- 
perft and pubUlhit throw all Scotland, whereby his good fubjectis micht have 
full informatioun of the treutb. It wes agitat pro et contra. In end, tlie 
king, be voiceing, getis his reflbnable defyre, and the fame ordanit to he printit 
at Edinbrughe, to be difperfl and fpred to the effect foirfaid ; and the roifing 
of men referrit to the Committe of Eftaites to convein the day of Januar foir- 
iaid 1643. Sie now more heirefter. 

In this moneth of December, there cam out ane paper fet out be Mr. David 
Lyndlay perfone of Balhelvie, callit Scotlandis Halleluiah, printed by Rabnn 
at Abirdene, thocht to be better faid nor it had ftuff or good mater, aud whiche 
I thocht not worthie to tak panes upone for inferting it in this place, albeit it 
is lying befyd my felf in print. 

The king caufes quarter his army for thair mantenans moft commodioullie 
both for man and hora throw the countrie, to abyd tlie winter fefibuu. 
- Tlie marques of Himtlie, in this moneth of December, lendis in to our Old 
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toun Colledge Charles Gordone his fourt fone, to leirne gramar. He gat doeCor 
Leflle (the lait depoiit prindpaD) his chahner (who had ftiU keipit the faineli 
for his recreatioun, whill this tyrne) for his fone and his pedagog to remane 
into, and the marques had the laid doctor Leflie with him lelf to Strathbogief 
there to remane and be intertynneit at his owne table, becaus he law him a 
diftreffit gentilman, violentlie throwne out of his awin place for not lub£briTe« 
ing of the covenant, as ye hard befoir. Thus, the marques requefted this 
doctor Leflie to go with him ; and fo, upone the 15 day of December, he left hia 
chalmer in the college, who had ftill keipit pofleffioun thairof (albeit dq[»fit 
as faid is) to the foirfaid day, and willingly he went with the marques to byda 
his fortoun. 

Upone the 16 of December, doctor Ooold and Mr. Williamei Strathaudiin 
yokit Williame Charles, wricht in Abirdene, to the doun-taking of the bak 
of the hie altar {landing upone the eift wall of bifchop Oawin Dumbaria lyll, 
als heiche nar by as the fylring thairof, curiouflie wrocht of fyne wanelbot, & 
that within Scotland there wes not a better wrocht peice. It is laid, the 
craftiflnan wald not put his hand to the doun-taking thairof, whill Mr. Wik 
liam Strathauchin, our minifter, laid firit hand thairto, whiche he did» and 
fyne the wark wes begun. And in doun-taking of ane of the thrie tyimber 
crouns, quhilk thay thocht to have gottin doun haill and unbrddn, by ther 
expectatioun, [it] fell fuddantlie upone the kirkis gryt ledder, brak it in* thrie 
pieces and it felf all in blaidis, and brak fum pavement with the wecht thaicof ; 
bot the people wes all laif. Now oure minifter devyfit ane loft, for eis of the 
people at fermon, going athuart the churche fouth and north, quhilk took 
away the ftaitly iicht and glorious fchow of the body of the haill kiik ; ud 
with this bak of the altar, and uther omamentis thairupone, he decoirit the 
foirfyde and bakfyde of this beiftlie loft, whairas fourtie pundis wold have 
coft als mekill uther tymber as wold have done the lamin, if thay had fiifferit 
the foirfaid ornament to ftand. This wes done but advis of the Old toim 
Seflioun, and, as fum faid, but confent of the bretheren at the laft viiitatioim 
of oure churche. It wes a well wrocht peice, haveing thrie crounes upper- 
moft, and thrie uther kynd of crounes beneth, weill carvit with golden knap- 
pis, now on this loft. Thair wes 2000 merkis left be doctor Scrogie in the 
kirk box, with the quhilk oure minifter theikit the kirk, too-fallis, ft;eple and 
Gawin Dumbaris lyll with new fldait ; and keft with lyme that pairt qubair 
the bak of the alter ftood, that it fuld not be kend. 

In this moneth of December^ and fecond day thairof^ dame Elizabeth Gor- 
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doun, firft iady Wartlee, fyne lady Cluny, departit this lyf at Durhanie iit 
England, qiilmir fcho wes bureit. It is laid, fcho deit of aiie cancer in one of 
hir papes, quhilk eit into the bowellis ; hot tuo yeir befoir fcho went to Eng- 
land, this cancer wes in her pape, as ye hnve befoir. 

Ye hard befoir of Masuell and Ferreniiaill accufit of Bmnaifine. Mr. An- 
drew Cant favores them, as wes thocht. The bretheren is offendit thairat, 
ordaning thame befoir the pulpit to cum in, lubfcrive the covenant and deny 
thair tenetis. Bot, npone Satterday efter the fermon, and laft of December, 
ttiis Ferrendaill cam in befoir the pulpit in the Old churche, quhair he ap- 
provit oure kirk, denyit the Brouniftis tenetis, fubfcrivit oure covenant, and 
be Mr, Androw Cant wes receaved as ane good barne ; bot the bretheren wes 
not content with thisfatiffactioun, not done upone ane Saboth day, bot npone 
ane weik day befoir the communion. Sie heirefter. 

About this time, it wes faid there wes fum mi (contentment betuixt the 
Prince of Orange and the Eftaites, becaus he inclynit to favor oure king, being 
his owne good father, and thairfoJr nioft kyndlie, and that, in the mein tyine 
that the EUaites of Scotland had fent to the parliament of England craveing 
ane union with thame. Sie befoir. 

About this tyme, doctor Goold left af from preiching in the Colledge kirk, 
quhairat the people ^ves not dilpleifit, and began ilk night efter fupper ane 
Lectur Lefll)n in prefens of the regentis and ftudentis, who wes als litle pleifit 
with his dilcours. Sie befoir. 

It is heir to be nottit, that the victuallcis heir in Abirdene wes nionftnions 
deir, for, about and efter Martinies, throw the haill wynter, the malt haldin 
at 15 and 16 merkis the boll, the white meill at 8 li. the boll, quhilk wes thc- 
firft deir wynter heirtofore feiu in this land, albeit thair hes bein deir I'ymeris. 
There wes alfo gryte raines whereby none wes able to travell, gryte ftormes in 
the feais, and few fiflies gottin, to the grj'te greif of the people, albeit our lynis 
delerved wors ; bot God fent, in June, July, Auguft, excellent wether, whiche 
maid amendts for Marche, Apryle, May, horibill uufeafonable wether. 

Doctor Goold, principall and moderatour, at this tyme refufit to give play 
to the ftudentis at Yooll day ; bot thay took it at tliair owne hand, and the 
gramariares bothe, who at laft be compofitionn gat aucht dayis play. This 
yeir, Yooll day fell upone Sonday, oiu-e minifter and minifteris of Abirdene 
preiching aganes all niyrrines, play and paftyme ; and the nicht befoir, bt; 
louk of dnun throw Abirdene, the tounefinen commandit to keip them lelfi.'* 
fober.and file all fuperftitious keiping of dayis. Upone Mononday, the hcU 
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throw the Old toun commandit all maner of man to c^pin ther boifli dmri^ 
and go to wark that wes craftifinen and utheris : bot the ftndeiitis fell npone 
the belman, todc fra him the bell for giveing fie ane mmlball diarge ; bot 
the people maid grjrte cheir and banketting, aooording to ther eftaitea, and 
pad thair tymes Mononday and Tujrfday both, for all thir threatningia. 

It is laid, Mr. Androw Cant» fitting upone this iame Yocdl daj eftemone at 
Mr. John Rewis preiching in the Old kirk, heiring fimi noyis in the kiikyaird 
of bames and people, he gat wp foddantlie fira hu feat, fitting as he oidinadie 
ufit befyde the reidar, throw the kirk and people gois he, aiMl out at the dmr, 
to the gryte aftoneiihment of the people in the Old drarche ; and when he 
cam to the kirkjraiid, the bames fled ; bot he dieaffit than in to the Newkbli, 
whairat the people thair wes als feirit. Atlaftheretomitbaktohisowneplaee^ 
and the people iatlit, and becam paoefeit ; bot wonderit at his lidit bdiaiveoiir. 

1643. Word cam heir to Abirdene that generall King cam fira Denmaric with 
about five hundreth thoufand pondis flziviling to his Miyeftie^ and thiie or 
four fcoir brave commanderis. He wes direct fira the king of Denmark^ aal 
landlt at Newcaftell, who wes maid welcum, and prefentlie pt 'e fejiilt to be 
livetenant generall to the erll of Newcaftle*s army, confifting of about lOjOOO 
men. The erll thairefter went to his Majeftie and retumit bal^ qiihair he 
directit generall King to go wp to his Majeftie with his army, and he wold 
keip Newcaftle and the countrie about with finroes anew, i^hkiie he kapit 
befyd fi>r that purpois. Thus, King goes wp in good order; his Mig^tie le- 
ceaves him gratioufly, and puttis him in fervioe according to his rank and 
worth, and honoraUie lewardis him fixr his panes. 

Report paft, that London wes diflxeflKt wanting both fyie and TictaaH 
whiche bred fiun mifcontentment and divifionn amcmgis them mfistfimiwifl^ 
ing peace, fimi wiffing warr. 

Upone Monday 8 Januar, prayer and fefting in both Abiidenea and thraw 
the kingdome, fixr a Uiffing to this conventioun of igfayt*^ that wca to be 
holdin at Edinbrughe. 

The Committe of the Confenratouris of Peace fittis doune at Edinhnq^ 
upone the firft day of Januar, or rather, the Lordis and utheris Commiffionefis 
of IHurliament fixr Confervatioun of Peace betueen the two kingdomes ; thuflb 
this is this Committers trew ftylL Ye hard befeir the contnverfie •m^agy 
the Counfell anent the printii^ of the kingis letter, and how it wes in ead 
grantit It wes at that feme tyme thocht» that the pariianicntis of 1gw gi«nj 
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thair Declarationes fent in to oxir coimlall fuld be lykwaies printed, quhair- 
upone the counfall could not well agrie ; hot thair wes ane petitioun givin in 
to the faidis oommiffioneris of parliajnent be nobles, bartones, gentilmen and 
burgefiis occafionallie met at Edinbrughe, quhairof the tennour follouia :

aient ; bot alio, that yoor lordfchippis (conliddering that the motuall peace of bothe can not long 
rooiifl without the feverall peace of ather within tbame felfia) will labour by all meinis poiCbill to 
qoenche the combuflioana in oure nightbonre litng-dome : yit lo the great greif and hane regrut of 
TOOT petitioneris, and of all who lender the glory of God, the kingia honour, the promoveing of the 
iut«n<Ied nnilie of religioan and oniforiniiie of kirk government, and contynewiDg tlie folempnlie 
MUhUfbed uniouD betnist the tno kingdomea, tbay have wnderilood that the lordis of hia Majeftns 
Frivie Counfall have by ther n-aiTsnd and command laitlie pnt to the pres his Majelleia Letter, 
conteining afperftonia of odious aod del'perat rebellioone aganis the Pailiament of England, without 
printiBg the Declanttioun of both houilis of Parliament, of whicbe his MajeJleia Letter is the An- 
fuer ; wbiclie pahttcatioon thay feir fal be takin be the Parliament of England, as ane approbatlonn 
of the conlentia tbairof, condemning all ther proceidingia, as many heir do interpreit the fame, and 
therefore hnmelie conceave, will tend to the diminilhing of coofidens betuixt the tno kingdomes, to 
the breiding and increfliDg of jealoufeis, to the iatenupting of thair happy union and peace, and 
the impeding the progrcs of fo tiiurhe defyrit unitie of religioun and nniformety of kirk gorem- 
ment, by former experience found, and by publict juilgement laitlie declaired, fo neceflar to the 
prefervation of the happie Reformation rellored to ws by the blilling of God. Like as thay 
hare hard thai there ar findrie Paperia and Declarationia now prefentlie at the pres to be Ipred 
Uirov this kingdome, declairing the Parliament of England to be rebellia anil traittouris, and ther 
Vlioaia to be (relQmous and rebellious. And we remember how grivous it wes to this kingdome 
in ther owne tionhlea to heir Declarationia of the tike tlraoe war printed and Tpred throw the king- 
dome of England agaoea thair loyaltie and dewtlfolnes, whiche therefore war recalled, Tupprell and 
forbidden according to ane article of the lait Treatty ; the lyke quhwrof can not bot be requyred 
uid expected of wa by the Parliament of England. And thay, yonr Petitiouneris, conceave that 
the printing and fpredding of thefe doe animat the people aganis them as traittouris and rebellis, 
and can be efteimed by them no lef» nor ane gryt waikning of confidena, and braking of fo gryt ane 
band of anioun maid betoixt ihe tua kingdomes. All whiche thay intended to have reprefented in 
■oe homiil Petitioun to the Lordis of hla Majeflcia Privie Counfall, bot wanting the opportunitie 
of your lordfchippis' fitting at that time ; Therefore thay have imbraced the occafioun of your lord- 
fchippis* fitting at this tyme, and it ia the humilt defire of your lordfchippis' petiiioneris that your 
lonllchippis (who ar entruJled by his Majellie and Parliament with the confervatiouu of the union 
uid peace, and to whome properlie belangis the applying of all mcanis wluche may ferve lo that 
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•nd)t wonld b« pleaffit, (out of the coofciens and cair of ane trail of fo gryte weoht and drip eoo- 
corniniint)i npone the former confiderationia and nthir obvious to your wifdomeay to proTyde fmn 
i^idy remedy for remoreing thefe occafionis of jealonfeis and impedimentia of yonr lordfdiippHr 
trtatty with ane good fticcea, by deiring the meining of that PnbUcatioan, by caofing pvblifh the 
Dedarattonn of both honiRa of Parliament to ther brethren of the kingdom of Scodaiid, by ft^pp- 
ing thefe other Declarationis at the prea, and by any other whiche the deip of your wifdomea can 
fynd expedient for the preferring peace at home, conferring the nniom of peace betnixt the tio 
kingdomea, and promoTeing the reformationn of the kirk of England, ane mein of all vthma moft 
conduceable to the weill of bothe, and perpetuating of the fame ; whereby the name of the Lord 
lU be great in thb Ifland, the Kingb Majeftie his fame to be renowned npone the erdi, and hk 
Ai^jectii leire a quyet and peceabill lyf wnder hia goyernment, with all godlinela and hoiMftic^ 
whidie ia the fervent and nnOuigyeit prayer to God of yonr lordfchippia* petttioneiia. All whkhe 
thay reprefent to yonr lordfchippia' wife confiderationia and your lotdfchippia' anfi

Tberefoir the faidis CommiHioneriH of AHemblie do mod emeftlie petitioun your lordicbippia, 
thai, taking to your lordfchippia' wya and lerions conliderationn the premiftia, you will concnr with 
tbem in the tike dclires to his Majellie, and contribute all your belt indevouria, for romoveing the 
lettia and impedimentis of that wark of reformatioun in England, and for feciveing oure owne re- 
facautioun and peace at home.

cret leilis of the mtendit reformatioun ar dl/coverif, the danger ofdlvf/ioun 
prevenfii and the uti'itie of this Hand in religion urged. Printed at Edia- 
brughe hij Evan Tyler, 164.3. ^Vhairuiito there wes bound another imprint- 
ed piece callit Ane jteceahill warning. Thir peices ar not heirin infert nor 
coppeit being tedious and longfum, yit fum few heidia thairof ar nottit 
heirefter. 

Surelie it weS reportit thair wea multitudes of people in Edinburghe at this 
conventioun. The counfall and confervatoria of peace had ther o^vne ordi- 
iiarie places of refidens ; the nobles, barronis and gentrie called the Banderis, 
had ther raeitinges in the Abbay; and the nobles, barronis, gentrie and mi-' 
niftrie of Fyf had thair meitinges in the Taylyeour Hall in the Kowget. 
Quhil)(js leverall places of melting fmellit of mifcontentment and divifiouii 
amonges them felths. It is faid, the haill minifteris of Fyf left thair chiurches 
iipone Sonday the 8 of January but preicheris, and cam to Edinbrughe, cry- 
ing Out befoir the Counfall for not imprinting the parliament of Englandis 
Declaratioim, alfweill as thay had caufit imprint the Kinges Letter ; quhilk 
thay war loth to do but the Kingis advys or knouledge. And to that effect, 
and upone uther reflbnes, thay lend Mr. Alexander Henderfoun, minifter at 
Edinbrughe, Mr. Robert Barclay proi'eft of Irving, and the Chanceler of 
Scotland. The report pad, tliat the tennour of ther coramifTioun wes to ihaw 
him anent the printing of the faid Declaratioun, with uther four heides, 1. The 
king to bring home his queen, and convert hir from popery ; 2. To retume to 
bis Englifli parliament, and adheir to thame ; 3. To remove all papiftis furtli 
of his army ; 4. To indict ane Generall Aflemblie, with ane parliament to fol- 
low thalmpone, and that fchortlie and haiftellie within the limit and preicri- 
vit tjTne of parliament. The king grautit to the printing and publicatioun of 
the foirfaid Declaration, as ye may fie heirefter ; hot what anl'uer he gave to 
the reft I can not tell. Aluaiea the Fyff minifteris wes directit home to at- 
tend thair charge. It is faid, thair wes nominal Mr. Archibald Johnftonn Clerk 
to the Aflemblie to have gone with the uther thrie commiffioneris ; bot the 
erll of Lanerk, being at the counfall, declairit he had no laif conduct for him, 

I^nhairupone he baid at hame. It wes ordered that ane gryte taxation fould 
1% takin af of the countrie, the anuitie of teindis and Inch like, as ye have 
heirefter.

of Febniar, and, upone the 24 of Jauuar, thay alto^idder dilFoIve in peace. ■

Thair wes iindrie giftis* taffis and cungseit gold givin be findrie fitterii at 

this brydell^ and fum gave ringis; hot cung3eit gold was not in vie to ba 

givin heir in Abirdene at firie brydellis. 

Upone the 17 of Januar^ Johne Leflie bailie depairtit tUa Ijf in AUvtaie 

efter fum few dajris feiknes, (his brother the jMroveft wes in Edinlini|^)b to 

the gryte greife of the tonnes people, being better lovit nor bia braOwr, He 

wes bureit with a brave T0I7 of mufldteiris. 

About this tyme^ generall Leflie erll of Levin cnmis to Hie eaftdl of Edin- 

brughe, takis wp hous, and with his lady and fiundHe dndlis peciabife fkatr* 

inUU. 
Ye hard befoir of Othro Ferrendaill his lepentanee. The pRfbiferia af 

Abirdene wes not content Qnhairupcme doctor Goold Mod e f aUmi wnit ftr 

tua minifteris and redlling dderis out cf ilk pveflntrie within tiie dioeto and 
haill miniftrie of the prdhitrie <rf Abirdene as being naneft hand, to aeil at 
New Abirdene the 84 <rf Januar, for taking ordour with ibe lliditllig of Hkk 
Ferrendaill in his obedience and latifiactioon contrair to tfaer laft act, fpUIk 
bure him to cum in upone ane Sabolh day efter finnon, to deny hia haffl to- 
netis of Brunaifme, faeir and fuMbive onre covenant, latefe and appto f^ ai^ 
kirk as the true chuidie of God. The bretheien and tfaer icnlliiig aldefiB 
met Mr Androw Cant maid his awin apdqgie, q[nlulk wea thodit frivolii* 
In end, thay referrit this Forraidaill to the nixt Fkovindall Aflfanbiia. Sb 
heinrftte. 

lliis Mr* Androw Cant ufit not oft the layii^ of the Loadia prayer bcAfr 
or eltcr fermonis, as wes wont in tiiat kirk, bot had p i ayeiia eztenpova k«|^ 
aneuche : fo the reft of the minifteris of Abirdeiie keiptt his cnilDa^ Tlmif 
brocht in upone ilk Tuyfday, Thuirflay and Setterday e fl enw i e hcdtoHk, 
taucht be ilk minifter his tyme about in plate of the &jmg of p raye r is flk 
nkjit abefbir. The pe<^ is compdm to attend tfair Lectaras, or tfMO cqrlt 
out againft None on the Sabolh day durft cum out of the New toua to tia^ 
Old toun eQwciaUie in time of lennon. And to thai efftcC, Ae hiawiiqfli 
watchit on iUc Sonday. and who wes fomA wes convenit bcfiiir tludr fi^hiaa 
and frreirtie punifhit with fihame and dcrifionn. Lt tyme of ptcidonf on 
wdk dayfa, no mew hand nor craftifinnn'^ bootti dnrii dntft 
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Idric micht be the better keipit be the iiiaifteris and fervandis. The barnes of 
the gramer IcooU forbiddiii to keip efteruone'd femionia, bot to kcip the fcoolie, 
quhair the raaifter fall catechife tbame upone poyntis of religioun. Reiding 
of holie fcriptures and fingiiig of pfalmes at lykwalkis difchargeit be act of the 
toune's counfall of Abirdene. Be [Kriiiafion of this Cant and his fellowis, the 
hand bell foiUd go and proclame throw the toune who wes deid, bot tolling of 
kirk bellis at ther buriall difchargit. All brocht in be this Cant, and followit 
be the inajeftratis of Abirdene, as he comuiandit, or as he daylie devyfit, to the 
grivous burdein of the people, who had iie^'er fein the like orderis. Yit thay 
culd not get finging of pfalmes and reiding at lykwalkis altogidder fuppreft. 

Ye heir of ane petitioun giviu in l)e fum nobiil men, barronis and utheris 
to the coinmi0ioneris of parliament, whairin amonges the red thay crave the 
parliament of Englandis Declaratiouu to be printed and pnbtiflied, alfweill as 
the Kingis Letter. Aluayes the King is advertifit, and he moft gratiouflie 
grantis way to the imprinting of this Dei-laratioun alfweill as his owne Let- 
ter wes imprinted, quhairupone it is fliortly put to prefe and divulgit throw 
all Scotland. 

About this tyme, there came out ane uther new peice imprinted, called Ane 
peceabili warn'nigy contening dii'ers heidis ; and in fpeciall declairing the ene- 
mies of religion to be of thrie fortis, Papiftis, Separatiftis, and malignant, mal- 
content and profane Tyme Serveris. It touchit the Malignantis, who wes fo 
from the begining, and now fallin bakward, didaffected to the reformed reli- 
gioun ; warning all man tliairfor to bewar of their company, who is difcrivit 
be fix or levin ci renin (lances to be knowne, and to elcliew ther counfallis and 
leducementis ; declairing withall, all fuclie as oppole the unitie of religioun 
to be enemeis to God, to the king, to the people, and profperitie of tiie king* 
domes ; with a number of uthcr argumentis ; and is intitulat, A nea^ary 
warning to the Mini/trie of the Kirk of Scotland, from the Meitiiig of the 
Commijfwtieris of the GenernU Affemhlij. Printed at Edinbrughe, 4 Ja- 
nuar 1643. This Warning commandit a faft and humiliation to be keipit 
throw all the kirkis of Scotland upone the laft Sabbotli of Februar, and the 
nist Tliuirfday thairefter. And tliair wes bound to tlieir \Varning ane uther 
printed peice Ipokin a litle of befoir, callit A Declaratloun aganis ane Crofs 
Petitioun, ^c. This with the ^Varning is ordaned to be red out publictlk 
throw all the kirkis of Scotland, quhair it wes red at fum churcbis ; and in 
other churcbis refuifit be the minifteris thoirof, fic as Stirlingfchyre and Perth- 
ichyre, about the number of 14 preibitreis, alledging^ thay had no orderis from 
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hae Qen^reXL Aflemblie to divulge fuche paperis, and therefoir dilbbqrit ikd 
publicatioun ; and wreit alfo agahes the Commiffioneris of this Generall AH 
femblie at Edinbrughe for publifliing out of pulpites fuche peices, finding fBoaiP 
with calling the nobles and utheris (who prelentit the laid petitiouh to the 
counfall) Malignantis, and that tbair Cros Petitioun publifliit at the parodie 
churches fould have bene done with confent of ane Generall Aflemblie^ beii^ 
of it felf ane mein rather to breid difcord and diflentioun nor to maiitme 
peace in kirk and kingdome. Thay wreit out to this purpos ane paper ol 
aucht articles. Thus is this kirk now gydit with the Q>irit of oontradictkni^ 
Sie heirefter. 

Upon the lafl of Januar, Patrik Leflie pro veil cam bak fra the CSommiffibn^ 
eris of parliament for conferving the Articles of the Treattie Sec, with tttf 
foir hairt for the death of his brother. ; 

Upone Wediniday the firft of Februar, thair cam to the place of Cnmax^ 
tie, quhair the ladie wes, Hutcheon Ros of Auchincloche with tua uther gentiU 
men, whair thay war maid wdcum^ foupit merrellie ; bot reklellie gat ane ocdh^ 
tioun which wes prepaired for ane uther, and wes all thrie found ddd in thof 
bedis on the mome. Pitifiill to behold ! It is faid, the young laird of Calder 
wes mareit to Cromarteis dochter, who there efter becam mad, and of whcme 
his yoimg ladie had no plefour. Thus, he being with her in the place of C^ 
martie, this potioun wes in a quart lloup provydit for him, bot fell nthor^ 
wayes as ye heir; whereupone yoimg Calder, be his freindis^ wes haiftellie re* 
tnovit out of that place and never moir tryit. . ' i i 

Upone the fecond of Februar, "being Candlemas day, the bamis of the Old 
toun Gramar fcooll at fex houris cam wp the get with candles lichtit in thet 
handis, crying, rejoyling and blythe aneuche ; and being about fex houris at 
nicht cam thus wp the get to the cros, and round about gois. divers tymcBi 
dyms to the heid thairof and let on ane burning torche thairupone. I mat^ 
vallit at this, being at lie tyme, and quhairof my felf had never &ne the 1]^ 
Attour thay went doun fra the cros convoying Johne Keith brother tothe 
erll Marfchall, who wes ther king, to his lodging in the CliaBnonrie» ''ivitt ' 
licht candles. 

Ye hard of ane Maxuell, who wes alfo accufit of Brunilme, a fillie quheffl 
wricht of his calling. .This man wes focht for, and all man forbiddin odt 
of the pulpites of oure prelbitrie to recept him ; quhilk wes dolie be oure mi* 
nifter Mr. Williame Strathauchin alfo out |of pulpit upone the fi of Febmar ' 
being Sonday« 
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About this tyme, the Coiinlbll ordanit the countrie to pay ane gryte taxa- 
tioune and tliair annukeis of the teyndis, and ane charge givin out and pub- 
Hfhit at the mercat croflis of the burrowis and utheruaies for making pay- 
ment heirof. Quhairat the fubjectis grudgit, and wes heichlie offendit to be 
this way ufit but auchtoretie of thair king, done and de\yfit, as wes thocht, 
be the marques of Hammiltoun, the Chancelair, the marques of Argyll, the 
erU of Lyndefay, the lord Balmirrinoche and I'um few utheris of thair factioun, 
but advys and confent of the reft of the nobilitie or countrie ftatefinen, who 
had als gryte entres there as thay. Befides the tuentoithis wes takin abefoir, 
the tenthis and mony uther fynes both of bnighe and land, the King and 
Quenis rentis and patrimony of the Croune takin wp (iuce 1639) (juhilk wes 
the begining of thir troubles, thay had gottin from England the brotherlie af- 
fiftanswhiche wes about thrie hundreth thoufand pundis fterling money,(fie the 
6 act of K. Charles' 2. parliament, fol. 75.), and no compt nor reckning maid 
how or what way thir moneyis war wairit and imployit ; quhairat many of the 
Dobles and haill commouns, barronis, burgeflis and gentrie grudgit and mur- 
murit, efpeciallie tliefe called the Banderis. Whereupone the erll of Montros 
and lord Ogilvy ar direct wp commiffioneris from thir Banderis to his ilajeftie 
to complane upone thir grevoiis opprelfionis and to try his will heiranent, who 
quiklie went, for releif of this jwor diftrelfit kingdome ; quhairat the king wes 
nowayes content, and in the raein tyme the countrie wea not diftreffit. 

In this moneth of Februar tliair is hard at Bankafair and in the place of 
Drum, upone the night, touking of drumis and apparltionis of armyea, as wes 
bard befoir. 
■ Wri Aodrow Leitche, minifter at Ellon, told nie, that he, his wyf and fa- 
inelie fitting at fupper in his owne hous hard touking of drumis vivelie, fum- 
tytne appeiring neir hand, furatyme appeiring far of. 

■ And upone the 7 of Februar it wes writtin heir to Abirdene, that Kent- 
ouii battell at Bamburrie, wherein his Majeftie wes victorious, hes in vifioun 
bene lein fochten fevin findrie tymes fenfyne. Amiyes of men, upone the 12 
of Februar, about 8 houria in the morning, being a miftie day, fein upon the 
hill of Brymmaii befyde Crabftoun. Sie heirefter. 

Thair cam newia to Abirdene the famen 7 of Februar, That Sir Ralphe 

Hoptoun, the kingis man, neir Plymmouthe, hes killit 1000 men, hath taken 

1500 foldioria prilbneris, 1000 amies and 10 peices of ordinance, and is now 

abfolut maifter of the fcildis in Conmall and Devonlchirc-^Sir Nicholas 

^Schipning neir the fort of Keydenis on Fumouthe, whiche commandis the 
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toune, hath takin 26 of the kingis fchippis^ whiche wes firft ftafit v^imt 
be the parliamentaris. He did alio tak more then 200»000 lib. fkirliii^ of 
whiche the Ibldioria reeeavit a monethis pay advanceit befioir hand. TMii 
fchippis, thus taken, war driven be ftorme of wether within the haitow 
row* — Bendy caftle in Glocefterfchire is taken in be jninoe Robeity wilfc 
the lofi of 500 men to the parliament Bever caftle taken be Sir John-Bu* 
derfone, and oure Newwork foldioris hes gottin 80,000 lib. ftirling oioofniA 
money and plundering that wes put there be the enemy, with thrie iniiirMiBitf 
provifioun by and attour. — ^The lord Sey and collonell Godigme ar toCaO^dK 
feat in Oxfordfehire be the kingis men, and hes loft 800 men, and fiuMd to 
r3m to Allifberrie in Bukingamfchire. — Prince Robert cam to Lcioefterfbbhrt 
with 7000 men. Sir Hew ShamUey gat a great defeat be generall Kin|^ 8000 
ilajme, and 4810 taken priilbneris, with tuo cannonis and a great niiMfaer cf 
armes. Tliis wes efter the erll of Newcaftell beat them fixmi Stamford htUgb 
and generall Kingis firft peice of fervice. — That the erll of Newcaftle aad gdi 
nerall King marchit from York with 9000 men ftxong, to hunt the Hodiidfe 
ites and other rebellis. — Prince Maurice fchot in gametis in the toime of Clii« 
chefter, and fyred ane hous thairin, and, the people being quenching the fyn, 
he cam in and took 1100 priibneris, and hes carreit them to Qzfiirde*— »1%0 
Ichire of EfTex hath petitionat the parliament to tak ane peace at any iiftft»«^ 
The parliament did petitioun the king for peace upon certane conditiaBisf . 
bot his Majeftie fent to thame certane propofitionis, without the whidie no 
Treattie, viz. 

1. That the kingis revenues, fortis and fchippis be reftored. 

2. That whatfumever hes bene publifhed contrair his rbyall pouer be re* 
called. 

8. That whatfumever ill^;allie hath bein exercifed aganis his fiibj^ctis, hf 
impriflbning them without law, or impofing fynes upone ther eftaites, be di& 
claimed ; and that perfones fb committed furthwith be difcharged* 

4. That his Majeftie will conient to the executioun of all lawis maid or to 
be maid for the ftipprefling of Popery ; fo his Majeftie defires that a bill be 
framed, for preferving of the Book of Commoun Prayer from fcome of BnmiK 
iftis, Annabaptifiis, &c. ; with fuche dauflis for the eas of tender conitifiSneei 
as his Majeftie hath formerlie offered. 

5. That all fuche perfones, as upone Treatty lal be excepted out of the ge« 
nerall pardon, be tryit per pares. 

6. That ane ceflatioun of armes be prefentli^ agreit upone. 
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Bot the parliament thocht thir propofitionis (though moft equitable) hard 
and havie to be embraceit, and fo did for them felffis in a rebellyous way. 

Upone Fridday 10 Febniar, the tounfchip of Abii-dene be touk of drum 
convenit in the tolbuith of Abii'dene, to whome proveft Lefly maid ane fpeiche, 
putting them in remeinberans of ther covenant quhilk thay bad fuorne and 
lubfcrlvit, defyring thame conilantlie to ilik to the famen if ony new band 
hapnit to be offerit to thame to fubfcrive, faying, he wes not to perfuade nor 
diflliade them to fubfcrive, bot do upone ther owne perrell. It wes then 
thocht and fpokin that the Banderis wes making wp ane band, who wold fol- 
low the king or the countrie, quliilk bred this Ipeiche ; bot this band cam to 
no effect. Aluaies the people of Abirdene poffeflit with ther owne opinionis, 
more with tlie king nor againfl hiin, departit home to thair houflis. 

Ye lie of apparitionis and vifionis fene heir at the hill of Brymman within 
four myllis to Abirdene. William Anderfone, tennent in Crabftoun, told me 
he faw ane grj-te army as appeirit to him both of hors and foot, about 8 houris 
in the morning, being mifty, and vifiblie continewit till fone ryfing, fyne va- 
neiihit away in Lis ficht with noys into ane mois hard befyde. Lykuaies in 
the mure of Forfar, armies of men fein in the air. Quhilkis vifionia the 
people thocht to be prodigious tokenis, as it fell out over trew, as may be fein 
heirefter. 

Sonday 13 Februar, oure minifter, Mr. ^Villiame Strathauchin, red out of 
the pulpit the Warning befoir fpokin of; and the nist Sonday, red out the 
Declaratioune againft the Cros Petitioun, and maid fum littill fpeiche thair- 
upone, declairing the warris of England, Ireland and Germany, and how oure 
countrie leivit in peace, whiche wes liklie to cum to trubbill haiftelly alfo, if 
we amendit not oure lives ; thairefter appointit the faft to be keipit the nixt 
SoDday and Tliurfday thairefter, conforms to the ordour of the faid Declara- 
tioun, quhilk wes at oure kirk folenipnly keipit. Sie heirefter. 

About the 13 of Februar, word cam to Abirdene that the Quenis Majeftie 
had fent out of Holland to Newcaflell flore of munitioun, pulder and ball, 
with tuelf tun of gold amounting to 120,000 lib. fterling, with officiares and 
brave commanderis of Frenflie and \'^allouns about 2000. Thairefter hir felf 
takig voage, accompaneit with fyve gryte warr fchlppis, at the Prince of 
Orange dii-eclioun, haveing Martyne Harjier Trump hir admirnll, with charge 
to defend hir againft the parliamentis, if tliay hapnit to imped hir palTage, 
(«■ pcrfew hir be the way ; bot being landit, had no forder pouer to defend 
hir. The crafty Hollanderis gives way to the Prince of Orange orderis, who 
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had gryfe malice agaties the Qaein, and, by hii* ei^pectatiotiiif laid doo^ a 
cours for hir diftructioun, whiche wes, thay wnderftood Icho wes to land 
at Newcaftell, heirfore thay privilie advertifit the parliainent of hir dyet ; 
quhairupone thay direct fix royall fchippis to ly at the Rode off Newcaftell# 
and there, efter Martjme Harper Trump had taken his leive, to have the 
Quein deid or quik. Bot God difapointit the trecherous deiignes of all hii^ 
enemeis, for, by all expectatioun, fcho happellie landis at Berlingtaii|]^4M7i 
tuelf myllis befouth NewcaftelL Bot thir rebell fchippis is haifteUy lidV(r« 
tifit by ane pynnage of hir arrivall ; quhairupone thay hois wp iaiU, canw 
within fchot of cannon to the toun, fendis privatlie ane pynnage a fdiinr. to 
defigne the hous quhair the quein wes lodgit. Quhilk being done, hir J^ 
jeflie, haveing mynd of no evill bot glad of reft, now wiryit by the iea^ ia 
cniellie aflaulted ; for thir fix rebellis fchippis, ilk ane be cours, fettis thair 
bred fyde to hir lodging, battei^is the hous, dingis doun the rooff or icho vift 
of hir felf. AlUaies fcho gettis wp out of hir naiked bed in hir night .waly- 
cot, bairfut and bairleg, with hir maidis of honour (quhairof one throw pbw 
feir went ftraight mad being ane noble man of Englandis dochter) fcho; gettis 
faiflie out of the hous. Albeit the ftanes war flifting about hir heid» yit.coii-« 
ragiouflie fcho gois out, thay fchooting ftill ; and be providence of the Al« 
mightie fcho efcaipes, and all hir company (except the foirfaid maid .of hdn^ 
our), and gois 'to ane den, whiche the feannon culd not hurt, and tm, the hair 
fieldis fcho reftit, infted of ftatelie lodginges ded with curious tapeftrie. It 
is laid, fcho offerit to the captanes of thefe warr fchippis whiche conti:oyit hiif. 
(befoir thair parting) ritche rewardis for their fervice ; bot thay altogidder 
refuifit the famen, faying, the Prince of Orange had forbidden flietn, wnder 
the pane of deith, to tak hir money. ^* Well then,** fayis fcho, ^* tak heir ilk xme 
of ybw c^itanes ane chayne of gold to weir for my faik, whiche I oonoeite is 
not wnder the tx)mpas of his command ;** whiche thay in all humilitie acoeptit 
and receavit. It wes faid, thir rebellis fchot fourfcoir peice of canoonis biefiiir 
thay left of, fyne went thair way to the fea. Now, let the good reidar judgcf 
of the cruell tyrranny and oppreffioun that thir rebellis ufit aganis the per^f 
fone of fo noble a quein, unmatcheabill in this aige for hir manyfidd fbhynin^ 
virtues and iu[ifpeikable love to hir loyal king, who for his honour had ondcargobe 
thefe mifereis both be fea and land, and who, be hir induftrie, had fkuriidhifi 
men, commanderis, ammunition, ^ulder, ball, mone}ds and armes tor fourtie 
thoufand men. Confidder alfo what newis this voUie of cannon wes to the 
king, when he hard of hir fb dangerous welciun* Aluaies thair cunis .to luif 
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Majeftje upone the morne, the erll of Newcaftell, with aue brave company, 

and convoyit the Qiiein faiflie to Newcaftell. It ia faid, when fcho went over 

to Holland, fcho craftellie convoyit out of the Tour of London the haill jew- 

ellis and ornainentis of the Croun, and engagelt thaine at Amfterdam and 

other places for moneyis to provyde the kingis army in this his nio(l gre- 

vous truble and diftres ; commendit and praifit throw all cliriftendome, except 

be hir kingis enemyis, who faiflie difapproved hir doingis and traiteroufiie 

tmducit liir by many infamous lies, palquillis and libellis, as wes reportit. 

^Thns, throw gryte halert, the Lord brocht hir from Holland to Newcaftell, 

It the day of Januar, who went out of England, as ye have befoir, 

day of to Holland. Alnaies fcho is convoyit to York, quhair 

Jcho wes maid welcum with joy and mirth, and thair remanit whill the 18 of 

June. Sie heirefter. It wes forder reportit, that thair cam fra the Quein to 

JNewcaftell four fchippis, with frnn of hir maidis of honour, haveing within 

le thriefcoir Dutch hors, and als many commanderis, and nyne Iiundreth 

beaten fbldiouris, and that hir felf at that tyme, with the reft of hir navy 

it wes with hir, war by ftorme of wedder drivin bak agane to Holland ; 

thairefter fcho cam forduard, as is befoir nottit, haveing with hir in liir 

pany above ten million of dolleris. 

About this 13 of Februar, tliair cam ane letter from England to the mar- 

les of Huntlie, fchowing, that Prince RoI)ert had totallie defeat the parlia- 

nt forces at Teuchfoord, and that Mr. Haftingis had done the lyk in Dor- 

fchire ; alfo, that the erll of Newcaftell had committed to prilToun the lajt 

emour of York and the fchirref, togidder with the erll of Newport, the 

tuo at Pomfret, and the firft at Newark ujione Trent ; and that Sir Tha- 

Glemound is now govemour of York. 

The laird of Crag Gordoun, Donald Farquharfone and Gordoun 

younger of Arradoull brocht into Clatis bona in Old Abirdene, about the 16 of 

Februar, fourfcoir foldiouris fchippit with the ladyCrag at Abirdene for France. 

Upone the 18 of Februar, the laird of Cluny, with miftres Leflie, his good 

rhtcr, and ane uther Englifli gentill-woman, returnit from Durhame home 

his owne hous in Old Abirdene, leaving his ladie deid and bureit behind 

him. It wes faid, he had purcheflit fra the lordis ane Supercedere, with confent 

of his creditouris, for four monetbis fpace to pay his debtis. Sie more heirefter. 

Collonell Hurrie, uimne fum mifcontcntis, left the parliament, and cam in to 

tlie king, who did him good fervice, as heirefter do apjieir. Sir James Ramfay, 

brother to the laird of Balmane, of whome ye may lie befoir, lykuaies Ieft\is 
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the parliament, and cumis into Scotland about this moneth of Februar. Yh 
Hume quytis the king, and lervis againll him in Scotland. 

Sonday 26 Februar, faft and hnmiliatioun folempnly keipit at our Old ttnm 
churche and remanent kirkis of oure diocie, at conunand and for the cauffis 
contenit in the Declaratioun givin out be the Commiffioneris fcnr the G^aerril 
Aflemblie, as ye have befoir. And lykuaies, on Thurfday thaiiefier, fisrft and 
prayer in both Abirdenis and throw the diocie ; and in New Abirdede ptddi^ 
ing befoir and efter none fo preceiflie keipit, that no merchand tradifineii or 
craftifinenis buith dur wes fein opnit, yea not a lead of peites nor vther eolii^ 
moditeis durft be brocht in to fell, wnder pane of confifcatioun, this haiU dijr 
wes fo hoUellie keipit. Bot never failing and prayer for the king nor thaiddll 
giveing for his victoreis, bot as the churche pleiffit the people bdiovit totiliqr, 
albeit wyreit havelie thairwith. And with all, loud crying out of all palfiiei 
againft papiftis and incuming of poperie, whiche thay maid to be ane of thair 
gryteft groundis whereon this faftinges proceidit 

The marques of Hanuniltoun, heiring of the Quenis arryrall, about the fiift 
of Marche went to falute her at Newcaflell. The erllis of Montros, Traqabaiii 
and the lord Ogilvy foUouit to fie hir Majellie alfo. Aluayes, thair web fina 
fpeiches of contraverlie betuiict Hammiltoun and Montros in prefens of At 
Quein, as wes faid. In end, ilkane returnit home as thay went out Sie henefter. 

Now thundring dailie out of pulpites againft papiftis in Abirdene; aoM 
durft be fein, bot feirchit and focht, fie as Thomas Meing3eis of BalgoAny Ut 
wyf and children. Mr. George Anderfone, Robert Irving and Johne F ortes 
who had commiflioun for this paroche, accompaneit with Mr. John Lundie wai 
James Innes balleis of Old Abirdene, went out, upone the Saboth day befag 
the 16 of Aprile, efter eftemone's fermon, with captioun to tak Alexander Ha* 
vie in Grandhame for poperie, who wes Ijdng bedfaft in the gut, to have te- 
kin him as ahe excommimicat papift ; bot thay culd not fynd him. Hia ihm 
thay law upone horfbak excommimicat lykuaies ; bot thay had no oomiiiit 
fioun aganes him, and fo thay cam bak agane without more ezpeditSonn. 
Strange to fie, that thir commifiiouns, be inftigatioun of Mr. Andrew Gaol 
and remanent minifl;eris of both Abirdenis, fiild be execute upone ane Sondq^^ 
expreflie prohibeit in uther caufis be the lawis of this kingdome. And upooi 
the 18 of Aprile, the young laird of Birkinbog, fchirref of Banf,« be eoiniBi& 
fioun, accompaneit with the balleis thairof, brocht into Abirdene ane pre^

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called Robertfone, who wes takin be the faid fchirref out of For- 

lies of Blacktoun's hous, and firft had to Banff and ftraitlie wairdit, and there- 
fra tranfportit to Abirdene be this fchirref and balleis of Banff, and brocht in 
to the Provinciall Aflemblie in New Abirdene. He wes put agane thair into 
the tolbuith, and Ichortlie thaJrefter tranfportit to Edinbrughe to the Coun- 
Ikll ; and, efter luni tryelUs, in end he wes difmifiit to Waft Flanderis, oblegit 
wnder the paine of death never to returne bak to Scotland agane. Sie heir- 
efter, when the Aflemblie fat doun. 

Upone the 5 of Marche, and fecond Sonday of Lentron, the communioun 
celebrat in Old Abii'dene. The minifter, when the firft table wes full of peo- 
ple, upone his kneis faid ane prayer, the people at the table, pairt fitting, pairt 
kneeling. Therefter, and efter fiiin fchort exhortatioun, he gave the commu- 
Bioun to the people all fitting at that table, and all the reft that day and Son- 
day thairefter, ilk one giveing the coup to utheris. 

Tuyfday 7 Marche, Moreibne, fpoua to Williarae Lamb baxter in 

Abirdene, lying in cliildbirth about 12 dayes fpace, rofe wp quietlie, but 
knouledge of any, and defperatlie drounit hir felf in the water of Die befyde 
the Triniteis, to the admiratioun of hir hulband and neighbouris in Abirdene ; 
who wes callit a difcreit woman, except that fcho wes iiiclynit to fweiring, and 
HO caufe of hir mit'contentmeiit knowne, bot temptit be the devill in tliir trou- 
blefum tymes. Lamentable to fie ! 

Now Monro lyes ftill in Ireland, ^'ictuallis from Scotland daylie tranfportit 
to him and remanent of oure Scottis regimentis, to the breiding of gryte dearth 
heir, and litle good fervice done be thame aganes the Iriflies thair. 

Upone Sonday 31 Marche at night, Johne Dugar his meu cam to the Gari- 
oche and touk out of Johne Forbes of Lelleis bouiidis ane of his tenneutis 
caliit James Anderlbne, ane honeft yeoman man. The cry gois. Young Lellie 
with ane fervand caHit James Dmnbar foUouis upone liors, killis one of the 
lynunaris, takis ane uther and fendis him to the Counfall whair he wes hangit ; 
and James Andei-fnne wes reflcewit and wan faiflie home. 

Johne Dugar heiring thir newis, or more trewlie Duncan Dugar heiring of 
the lame, cam, upone the 27 of Marche, to the toun of Birkinbreull with tua 
iervandis, quhair he met with Mr. AVilliame Forbes of the folkis of Brux; 
and he haveing tuo men with him alfo, one called Smith and the 

uther , holdin both pretty men ; bot this Mr. Williame wes one 

brave gentilman. Thay enterit in drinking, his tuo men fell a lleiping, think- 
ing upone none evHl. Aluaies thair fell out fum fpeidics botuixt him and this 
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Dugar, and fuddantiie bendis ane piftoU and haldis to his breift^ bot Dtiglir' 
choppis wp the pifloll, quhairby fcho fchootis hun throw the fchoolder ; bat 
he, behind the hand, with ane dirk ftrikis this Forbes throw the bodie deid, 
fyne killis with his awin handis his tuo fervandis fleiping, and faiflie gois to 
the dur, and but ony more ado wynis his way with his hurt onlie in his fdiiil*' 
der but ony more revenge. Lamentable to behold ! Thir Dugares boor the 
Forbeflis, by any other fumame, at gryte indignation. 

There cam newis from York, daitit 27 Marche, fchowing, his Majeftie had 
writtin to the Quein, that he had upone flrait mufter now at Qzfurde tuelf 
thoufand foot, and of hors and dragouneires fex thoufand : The lord Herbert 
from Wales hes alTuirit the king of 6,000 men hors and foot to attend his Ma- 
jeftie at Oxfurde, and Ralphe Haptoun hes betueen 7 and 8,000 men reddie 
to marche into Schirropfchire : There ar 3,000 hors and foot wnder the com- 
mand of the lord Cople, and in Worchefter 1,000 hors, reddie to marche to^ 
Oxfurde ; and the kingis army is deulie payit : 40,000 pundis wecht of pleat 
and 15,000 pundis wecht of ingotis of gold were brocht to the mynt-hoiis' at 
Oxfurde deliverit for the kingis ufe: The erll of Northhamptoun todc in 
Stampforde for the kingis owne ufe, quhair the erll of Stampfoord him ielf 
wes killed as enemy to the king : The merchandis of Briftow hes riggit out 
14 fchippls wnder Sir Johne Penningtoun his Majefteis admirall, and that £ei- 
mous Sir Nicholas [Schipning ?] hes fat out 8 fchippis ; fo that the king wes to 
have fuche fchare aganes the parliament on fea as he hes upone land, and his 
army daylie increifing : The erll Derby hes 1 1 companies of hors and 19 com- 
panies of men on foot weill armed, and 8,000 clubmen for whome he hes lent 
for armes and ammunitioun ; he took in the toune of Langcafter by aflault : 
Skairfbrughe is furranderit be Sir Hew Chamley to the king : Quhytbey broebt 
in 4 foot companeis, tua troupis of hors, and thrie of dragoneiris : Greiflbmi, 
livetennand at Grantham, with his haill troopis cam over to Henderibun the 
kingis man, where he wes at Newwark, and the nixt nicht the totin wes fiip- 
pryfit, and took 400 men in it : The Commitie of the Countrie aflyfit them fdfis 
at 60000 li. to be prefentlie payit, and to cloth the foldiouris of the army ly- 
ing there, if thay wold rys and diflblve : That there is fum divifionis in Lon- 
don : Oure countrie men Balfour and Hurry- hes laid doun ther commiffionis : 
Oure Scottis men getis no payment and daylie receaves ^rontis firmn the 
Englilhe whiche thay can not weill fuffer : That commiffioneris were going 
from the parliament to the king, with muche fairer propofiticmis. Many be- 
gin to hope of ane accommodatioim. . : \

Where as it appcireth to me, by Inrormatioun, anJ by wairanilis ifl'oed by tlie Lord Fairfui ami 
otberis, that the fnid LortI Fairfax and fum of his adiierenlis have endevonred to pofles the people, 
tliat I with the srtny wnder my command have ane inlentionn to overlhrow the Protelianl Iteii- 
gioun, with many other feU and fcandalloua accufatioaia, pnrpofelie dilperdit, to mak hia Mejefteis 
moH juH and gratioua proceidingis (if it war polfibiH) odious to his people, and by tlial mein to 
draw unlo them felffis a pairly, wnder a |iretcDS of felf iaifty, bat indeid to countenans llier rebeU 
lious defignps, and to bring in AQnabaptifme, and ulhcr SchifincH, whiche will dellroy the gorem- 
ment both of chnrche and (late ; I heirby publifli and declare that I never intendit (either by ihu 
power of this anny, or by any other nay or mein) to occafionn any alteratioun in the Prottflaiit 
Religioao, in which I have bein bred, hitherto Icived, and refolve to die ; or to do any illegall act, 
whereby the bbertie or propcrtie of the good fubjeci fould be overtbrowne : but only to oppofe and 
rupprefi all rebellious and illegall forces, and to fatill tins countie and othcris in peace, for whiche 
bi» Majellie hath enabled me, by his le^Il comrailTiouD, and directed me by bis fpeciall coinmandis. 

I therefore (by confent of the Quenis faerad Mnjeftie, now refiding at York, who hath a great 
defire to prevent the efFufion of blood and doethe muche pitie the poor milled people) do heirby 
romniand ail perfones whaifoever now wnder Ferdinando Lord Fairfax, Sir Johne Hotham or ony 
Dther who bath nut commilTioun frn his Majellie, that, befoir the Text of Aprile nixt, thay lay down 
tber annes, aud everie man repair to hii! owne liabitatioun. Whiehe done, I heirby promeis ami 
declair to protect and fecure them in the peciabiU fruitioun of religiotin, propertie of gomlia and 
lib«rtie of perfone, according to the knowne lawis of this kingdome \ onlie expecting, tliat ererie 
nun (in an equall proportioun without opprefTiono) will pay fuche relTunabill airifementis as falbe 
necdTary for the roantenans of this anny till the country be failed In peace. Whiche offer uf 
mercy and favour, if it falbe refulit, 1 hope to be cleirit bothe before God and man if I proceid 
■gutes the refnfearis according to my commilTionn and thejufl and legall command of his Majeflie. 

Gtvin at York the 29 day of Marche in the 19 yeir of the raigne of onre Soveraigne Lord Cliorlen, 
by the grace of God, of England, Scotland, France and Ireland kin;^, defender of the faitli. 
Frinledat York lit/ Stephen Bulkley leiS, bt/ fpeciall command. 

The lordOboyne, in this moneth of Marche, went from Strathbogie, accom- 
panied with fum tuelf gentlemen, quhairof Agent Gordone wes one, touardis 
York.to fie the Quein; hot he rettirnit home befoir Oboyne. Sie more heirefter. 

To remember, this moneth of Marche veray unleafonable, froftis, fleiti^, 
fhaw, hailftones, and the wynd Hill northerlie. 

About the firft of Aprile, word cam to Abirdene, that Prince Robert had 
takio in Wyndfore witii gryte blood. The Quein ia lying ftill at York weill 
gBirdit with about 10,000 foldioiiris, who ftill is tirawiug in freindis to his 
Alajeftie; and by hir perfuafioun divers perlbues cumis to her, who promefit 
to get thame remiflioun for hyganes, upone thair luyaltie in tynie to cum. 

Ye hard befoir, how our Commiffioneris wes direct to tlie King be the Con- 
^eryotouria for conferviug of peace. No word cumis fra thame all tliis tyme, 
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becaus the wayes wes ftraitlie keipit, letteris brokm wp which wes founds and 
ufe maid thairofl Aluaies^ it is faid, his MajefUe, about the 7 of Aprile» jaod 
not whill then, demandit wherefore they war cum ; who anfuerit thay war 
direct fra the Confervatouris for conferving of peace betueeu both kingdomeSy 
and to contribute thair beft endevouris for unitie of rdigioun and unifMiiie- 
tie of churche government and removeall of all differences betueen his Mi^e& 
tie and his tuo Houffis of Parliament, groundit upone the Act of Pacificatioun 
in oure printed actis of parliament : Quhairunto his Majeftie maid the anfufir 
fubfequent : 



We bare confidderit your Propofitionis md Commiffioan, by which yon ar asdwriiU tm 
hitber from the Commiffioneris for conftmng of peace betueen botbe Idagdomea. We have Bfc* 
naies denlie and cairfullie weighed and ezamisat the Actis of PlRcificatioiui betiMea oure too kaf* 
domes, upone whiche yow ieim to groond yonr Commiffioun, and to hold your iU£Bb w anaate d aad 
obliged to contribute your indevonris for unitie of religionne and nniformttie of churche giofenk 
ment within all our dominionis, and remoreall of all differences betueen wt and oure tuo HouiBs of 
Parliament. 

There is nothing in that Treatty, by oon Act. whiche we fidl not with aD ibtaapnltie and eoa-^ 
flancie alaaies obfenre, and we hope it fidbe the cair of all oure loring (objectis of both Iringdouwi 
to do fo too, that the peace may be perpetuallie keipit betueen thame ; neither is there ony asm 
we wold not ufe, to remove thefe unhappie differences betueen ws and oure tuo Houffis of Aifii- 
ment, as we have done to prevent thame. 

But we do not wnderfland that yow, or the Commiffioneris for conferving the pence ftr hoche 
kingdomes, ar warranted and obliged to interpofe in the e&ires and differences of oure kngdeHO 
of England ; and therefore we can not (in a buffines that concemeth £6 muche the honour and kh 
terrefl of the natioun} admit yow wnder that capacitie, or confent that yow go qpudafeit to ours tuo 
Houffis of Parliament for fuche a mediatioun, untill yow fall msk it appeir unto ws, upooe whit 
breache of that Act, this Warrant and Obligaiioun of yours, and of them that fent yow^ ia gro undit 

With this anfuer, oure Conmiiffioneris tuke thair leive, and had laif 0611- 
duct to cum home, as you may lie heirefter. 

Tuyfday the 18 of Aprile and thrid Tuyfday thairof, oure Provindall Afr 
femblie fat doim in New Abirdein, Mr. Williame Douglas minifter at Votgc, 
with gryte gyning chofin moderatour, and ilkane ftryving for this place. 
Strange ordouris againft the papiftis. Othro Ferrendaill found, that he gave 
fufficient fatiffactioun ; and he fueir the covenant now quhilk he had iuUbi« 
vit befoir. Tuo minifteris wes fent for the laird of Cors to cum over to the 
Aflemblie, qiihair the bretheren conferrit publictlie with him. He keipit ftill 
his tenetis, and wuld not be dilluadit thairfra, nather for feir nor force ; and 
ftoutlie alledgit he wes wrangouflie and unjuftlie depofit without ony laufoll 
ground, done more be James Morray clerk deput to the Generall 
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nor utiieriiaies be good ordour. He anfuerit all ther Quereis worthelHe and 
pertinentlie. At lad, the bretheren concludis and declairis his place aa pro- 
feflbur to continew in dependans whill the nixt fucceiding Provincial! AlTem- 
blie, and in the interim to ad%ys with the nixt Generall Aflemblie. Horrible 
uncouth and unkyndlie ! 

Wether, at this tyme, froftie and cauld, mervellous to fie in Aprile. Fiflies, 
flefchis, fowllis and all uther commodities fcarce gettabill in Abirdene ; malt at 
16 merkis, quhyt meill nyne pundis, houfliold meill 11 or 13 merkis ; mer\-al- 
lous to fie. Not with (landing, this Aflemblie did not proclame a fafl; whereby 
we might crave God mercy for our fyiiis, and that he wold remove this tem- 
peftuous wether, now in the veray Ipring ; hot mony dayis of fallis and hu- 
miliationis wes ordanit abefoir, and dayis of thankilgiveing, for licliter caulfis.

condemned aiid executed), it is evident, that there was, and doubtletTe yet is, an impious defigne on 
foot to reconcile the Englilh and Irilh in Ireland, and tliat, hy their joynt power having expelled tlie 
Scots, the Irilh forces there might he Tent agamll the Parliament of England. The Earl of Antrim, 
■nd the Lord of Ahoyn, (whofe arms afligned them by the Qaeen for this purpofe were taken care 
of by Mr. Jermyn, as appears by the faid letter from Serjeant Major Roire) and the Earl of Niddit'- 
dale, were the principal! agenta employed in this horrid plot. And tliat it may cleerly appear to the 
whole world from whence all our mtferies and calamities do proceed, the fame Lord of Aboyn, by 
his letter directed to the Earl of Antrim then with the Queen, bearing date at Carlille the 8 of May, 
IGiS, anil taken in the Earl of Antrim liis pocketa among the refl of the letters and papers, telti- 
fies the fame. And tliat it might appear to the rebels of Ireland, that the Earl of Antrim was ac- 
cotmted his Majeflie'a good fubject, and had his Majellie'a approbation for what bowaa to act there, 
be WBS fumifbed with a palTe from the Earl of Newcaflle, in thel'e words: 

To the Right Sonourabfe the Earl of Antrim, Thefi. 
WIIliBm Earl of NencaAle, Govemour of the town and county of Newcaftle, ami Generatl of 
■II Ilia Msjelly's forces ruled in the northern parts of this kingdom, for defence of the fame, To 
ail Colonels, Lievtenant Colonels, Serjeant Majors, Captains, and all other his Majellie's loving 
faljectB of England and Ireland. Foralinucb as the llight Honourable the Earl of Antrim is to 
mrell to Dublin in Ireland, and other parts of that kingdom, ibefe are therefore to delire and 
taqnire yon, and erery of you, to whom this Ihall come to be I'een, to permit him and bis lervanis 
qwetly sad peaceably to paHe and repaiTe into tliele parts, and back again, without any molellation 
or btermptioD. And further, I do hereby require all poft-mailers, conllables, and other officers, to 
fomifb the faid Earl and hie forrants with fo many poll-horfes as tliey (hall have need of from 
pUce to pkce, and flage to (lage, for all the fud journey, he and they paying the uTual rates for 
the fstae. And hereof yon, or any of yoti, may not fail at your perill. Given under mine hand 
lad Teal, the i day of May, 1G43.

Wbich pafle, togetlter with the fud letters, were found in the Earl of Antrim's pockets, and 
were fent by Major Generall Monroe into Scotland, from whence nulhentiiiue copies are fent hi- 
ther, wbich are likewife herewith printed ; together with a Declaration of the Lords of his Majel- 
tw'a Pririe Cooitfell in Scotland, and CommilTiouers for conferring the Articles of the Treaty, 
dB«iI at Edinburgh the 9 of June, lG-13, concerning the ajiprehending and employment of the 
Eirl of Antrim, with thmr fenfo upon the fame ; as alfo a letter fent from Major Generull iMonroe 
(vho took the l^d Earl of Antrim) to the Committee appointed by the Houle of Commons for 
tbe a&iie of Irelud, bearing date at Carrickfergus the 23 of May I(>43. To which may be added 
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tbe Earl of Antrim's own confeffiooy who wai examined liefore' Migor Cieneral Monroe a&4 • 
Connfell of War, the 12 of Jane 1643, and in his examination confefles that he came into Iiefand 
with the Lord of Newcaflle's pafl*e» and with private infinictions for making of peace. And Maftsr 
Stenart, another ferrant of the faid Earl of Antrim, and taken with him, bring likewifa examined 
the faid 12 of Jane 1643, before the faid Generall Monroe and CouieeU of War, iand thraatned 
with torture except he would declare by whofe warrant and direction tbe find Earl of Antrim hid 
midertaken that imployment, faith, that as the ammunition and arms was to be fnmiihed by the 
Queen's order and command, fo that he doubts not but the Eari of Antrim's imployment and othos 
was directed by her Majeflie. 

In this imprinted Paper wes divers utheris particular pointis fist mit agaiiift 
the king and queen both, for favoring of papiftis in Ireland^ quhilk hdr I 
have omittit» and beginis now to coppie thefe letteris found in the erll of An- 
trim's pocket, as is fet doun in the faid printed Paper.

The Lords of hii MajeAie's moll bononrable Privy Councel, and the Coromiflionere for confer^^ 
Ting the peace, according to the great truft repoied in tbem by his MajelUe and the Ellate* of 
Parliament, vhereof they are to make account to God, his Majeflie and the next enlutng Parlia- 
ment, taking to their deepefl and moll ferious confideration the bell wayes of preferring tlie peace 
of this kingdom, tJiat all his Majeftie'a good and dntifuU fulijects may enjoy their religion, liberties 
and laws, which God, in a fiogalar and wonderful! providence, in the time of hia MajeHie's mign, 
hath Toucbfafed ihera, and of the peace betwixt the two kingdoms fo unanimoufly and happily 
elUbliHied in the late Treaty of peace, and in the Parhaments of both kmgdoms, Hsre faithfully 
endeavoured, by all good means, to reduce Ireland to his MajeAie's obedience, which, through the 
nnnaturall, barbarous and antichriAian cruelty of PapiAs, is, from a peaceable kingdom, tnnted 
into a Aage of unexampled and nnexpreAible miferiea, to be looked upon as an horrid and danger- 
ona example by this Idngdoni, and by their eanieA Supplications to his MajeAie, and by their De- 
clarations to tbe Farlinment of England, but efpecially by their esmeA defires for eAablifbing unity 
of religion, and uniformity of Kirk government, and for diibonding all PapiAs in arms within their 
dominions, and by the humble offer of their mediation, to remove the nnhappy differences, and 
quench the fire of a waAing watre, begun betwixt his MajeAie and his Inbjects of the kingdom of 
England, wherein Lis MajeAie's facred perfon is expofed to fo great danger, and fo many thoufimds 
of bis fuhjects have already perijhed : But finding, to their great griefe, the faccefle no ways an* 
IWerahle to their endeavours and expectation, and the troubles of the neighbouring kingdoma, and 
the dangers of tliis kingdom, daily arifmg to a greater height, then they, by their care, connfella or 
diligence, were able to remeid or obviate, ihey did refolve for this and other caufes, which exercife 
and heavily preAe the kingdom at this time, to call a Convention of the EAatea, as tbe onelj; 
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nrnne, (his Majeflie not thinking; fitting to bcarken to their motion of calling a Parliamenl,) ivhicli 
night, by common counfell, confent and relblutioa, take the bell courfe for reprelunting yet motu 
fenTtbly thele manifold evila and dangers, and for OTercommisg, by greater wU'dom, the dilBcnhies 
which wera abore their power. 

In tlie metoe while, (which they cannot but attribute to tlie mercifidl and maiTeltous provideacc 
of God, and whicli is a coiiGrtnation to them of their relblntiou in calling the Conrention, and layelli 
tbe greater necelTity npon tlie EllateH, to meet tbe more willingly and frequently,) a treacberooa 
aod damnable plot of the Irilh, Englilh, and Scoltilli Papills, is begun to \ie diTcovered by tbe on- 
expected apprehending of tbo Earl of Antrim comming from Yorke, where he had kept bis meel- 
iogs and correfpondence by letters with certaine popifli lords bis confederates, and amongft others, 
with tbe Earle of Nithifdaill and Vilcount of Aboyne ; their devillilh defignes and devices are come 
to light, and broDght to our knowledge, partly by letters from Ireland iliewing tbe depofition and 
confelTion of a fervaot of the Earle of Aotrims, and partly by tetters which were found in the 
Earle his own pockets, all fent from Ireland. His fervant, which waa banged at Carrickforgus, 
tbe day of May, deponed (as the letters bear) before and at the time of his death, 

that the defigne was, to reconcile the Englilh and Irilh in Ireland, that tbey by their joynt power 
harcing expelled tbe Scots, the Irilh forces there might he fent againft the Parliament of England, 
to deal witli fome fit inllrument there, by all their Itrength to Airprize the llles and the Highlands, 
and to depopulate and walle to much of this kingdom as their power could extend unto, being af- 
fared of the like dealling in the north by the Papilla and their allillance there ; and to have a ma* 
gazine at Carlile for twenty ihouCind men, to fall in with all hoftility upon tbe fouth parts of this 
kingdom. Tbe letters fent from Nithifdail and Aboyne, all written and lubfcribed by their hands 
10 the Earle of Antrim, and found with lum, although in fome things covertly written, do carry 
this mtich exprefly, that for furtherance of the defigne and point refoWed on, there was efTiflance 
aObretl from the liles, and from the north and fouth of Scotland; that ammunition and armes, 
without which they think their fernce ufelelTe, were appointed to be fent to tbe north and other 
parts of this kingdom ; and that popiih olHcers wore commanded, and had undertaken to goe into 
Scotland, of which we are informed, fome arc already gone to tbe north. 

For flopping and difappointing fu far as may be for tbe prefent (till the fume divine providence 
tn^e B more fall difcorery) the attempts and devices of this unnnturall and bloody confederacy and 
COiynration, aa tbe lords of bis Majellie'a Privy Councell have given order that Nitbifdail and Aboyne 
be cited, and criminally purfocd of high treafon, and have made tbe fame, as a matter of pnblike and 
iBoA high importance, known to his MnjelUe and to the Parliament of England ; fo they, and the com- 
iniffia&era of peace alfo, for acquitting themfetves in their troll, and fur the fafety of tbe kingdom, 
doe m^te tbe lame publikely known to all his Majellie's good fubjecta, tliat, being forewarned of their 
«iMiger, tbey may be upon tlieir guards, and prepared agatnll furraign invafiou and inteltine plots 
•nd infnrTection ; and fpecially, that the noble men, comminioners of Ihires, and horroughs, per- 
ceivii^ greater and more apparent necelTity of the approaching Convention then they coidd have 
wiflied or expected, may, at the day formerly appointed, meet in fuch celerity, and with fuch pub- 
lilte KfTectioo and difpolitioo of heart, as the prelent condition of affairs doth require and call foe 
■t tbeir hands, and as befeemetb tbe lovers of then- religion, King and counirey, which are in fo 
great danger from Papills, Aibeills, and other degenerated countreymen, who are no telle inraged 
•gaiiift tliia kingdom, even lince tbe late reformation of thiN kingdom, tJjen were their predecellburs at 
the finl reformation of religion, when their negotiating was fo rellteiTe, and their attempts fo many 
I* againft tba work of God in this land. Nor is it to be palt wiihont obferration, tliat 
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while his Majefty is making a pnblike declaratkm of bia intoitimis to deland aad mifaliinii the Miv 
ligion, righto and liberties of this kingdom, according to the lawes ci?ill and ecciefiaftik, the Bit 
piils are confpuing, plotting and practifing againfl the religion, righto and libertiea cdabliflied, and 
againfl the Uvet of his Majeflie's good fahjecto ; whereby tliey doe really maaifaft to the wotld what 
the King'a Majeflie agamfl all bia Declarations, and his faljecta againft their confidenee groiaided 
thereupon, may look for from their malice and power, if they ihall oontinue in aimieay and (which 
Ood forbid) if they (hall prevaile in the end. And whereas the Lords of Connedl an h 
that the late Act of Conncell for pnbliihing his Msjeflie's Declaration is miftaken by fmdiy, 
Dedaratton of their owne judgment concerning the proceedings of another kingdoai i for 
ing of this mifiake, they think fit to remember and decUuv, according to the Act of Ceviedl hi 
January lafl, (hewing, that their lord(hips gifing warrant to print any paper comnung ftooi Ua Ha^ 
j^te or P^ffliament of England did not import their approbation of ibe contenta thereof. That 
they did, on the firft of Jane, remember the famine, and exprefle thmr iBteatioii in thia pahBea- 
tion to be far from taking on them to judge of the proceedings of the Pktiliaaieil of aMther kiii|^ 
dom ; bnt onely to thank his Majedie for his gracious expreffions towards the pvefivration of the 
righto and liberties of this kingdom.

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The King heiring of thir fals calumneis difperft and fpred ngaiiift; his royall 
Majeftie, he quiklie takis occafloun to purge him felf from tliefe vyii afper- 
fiones, by fending doun ane miffive letter to divera of oure nobilitie, and one 
amongs the reft to the lord marques of Huntlie, quhairof the tennour folloiiis :

Since notliin^ on erthe can be more <leir unto wb then the preferratioun of the affectionis of oure 
people, and amongll theni, no more then of xhcfe of oure natiiie kingdome, whicbe, aa the long ami 
Qnintermpted government of ws and oure predec^flburis over tliame doeih sire ws jnll relTone, in 
a more neir and fpeciall maner, to challenge from tbem, fu may tliay juillie expect b particular ten- 
demes from ws in every thing whiche may contriLnte to ther happines. But knowing what in- 
doArie ia ufeit (by fcattering fediiious pamphletia, and imploying privst sgentis and minifteria) to 
gire bad iniprelTionia of wa and oure proceidina^es, and wnder a pretens of a danger to religioan 
■nd ^remment to corrupt ther Gdtliieis sod affectionia, and to ingage them in anc unjuft querrell 
i^aft wa ther king, we can not ihcrcfore Lot remove ihefe jealoofeis, and Iccure iber feires from 
all poflibilitie of any liaTerd to eitlier of ihel'e from ws. We tiavo therefore thocht fit to reqiiyre 
yon to call togidder your freindia, valfallia, teonentii), and fuche otlieria as liave ony dfpendencie 
Qpone yow, and in oure name to fchcw ihame oure willingnea to give all airureancca thay con ile- 
fire, or we poITiblie grant (if more can be givin nor alreddy ia) of prelerving inviolablie all thefe 
gracei and favonria whiche we have of lait graniit to that uare kingdome; and we do wis God 
lb to hlia oure proceidingia and polleiiiie, as we do reailie mak good and perfonnc thia proraeit. 
We hope tlita will give To full fatiOactioun to all who full heir of this oure fulcmpne protellatioun. 
that no fuche perfonea as Auddeis divifioiin, or goiti about to waikin the conGdena betuixt wa 
and oure people, anil juillie defervea the name anil punilhment of ineendiareis, falbe fcheltred from 
the band of jullice ; and all I'uche otheris as fall indevour peace and nnitie and obedience to wa 
Mid oar lawis may expect that protectioun and increa of favotiris from wa whiche ther fidelicie de- 
l«rT««. So expecting your care heirof, we bid yow bartlie fairweilL From oure Court at Oxfurde, 
21 Aprile 1«43. 

This Paper wold appeir to give content to all his MajefteJs good fubjectis, 
and to cleir him felf fra all thefe foull alperfionis laid out agaiiift him by his 
enemeis, as ye have befoir. Aluaies how fone the marques of Huntlie re- 
ceaves his Majefteis letter, with all diligens he cumis to George Middiltoun's 
Iious in Old Abirdene, upone Frydday the 2 of June, and with all poflibill 
ipeid fendis over ane uther letter of the fame contentis (quhilk wes within the 
marques pakkit) to Patrik Leilie proveft, defyring the famen to be publictlie 
red befoir the toune'a people of Abirdene, who, upone the nionie being Set- 
-terday, haiftelie convenit the counfall and thair iniuifter, Mr. Androw Cant. 
"The letter is brokin wp and red in ther audience, and the tounfchip ordanit 
to be waniit to compeir within the tolbuith at ten houris on Mononday nixt, 
f drum, for heiring of the iamen publictlie red. Efter thair meiting, 
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the proveft dedairit that his M^jefteis letter cam withiA ibe Ifarques padcet 
to be red in Abiidene, quhilk letter he caufit the deric puUictlia idd. And 
the people laid, '^ God faif the king," and fo diflblvit in peace. 

The king fent findrie of the lyk letteris to his nobiliUe and good fiilgectif, 
to be divulgeit and Ipred throw out the kingdome. 

Now the marques cuming to Old Abirdene^ as laid is, in quyet man€ar,.he, 
upone the mome being Setterday, directis the lord Aboyne to go meit tbe 
erll of Montros and the lord Ogilvy, who oonvoyit thame to his firtfaer. Tluqr 
foupit and lodgit togidder that nicht The mome, being Sonday, itmy hard 
devotioun befoir and efter none, ftayit all nicht togidder. Mommday, iqKme 
the mome, the marques being Chanceller of the Univerfitie of the CoUedge, 
electit be the members thairof, and ratefeit be the king finoe the abolilhing of 
the bilchopis, he cam doun to vifeit the laid CioUege, and retumit to the Lordte 
bak agane, whair thay ftayit all nicht. Upone the mome, being TuyiSay^ die 
marques and thay pairtit togidder, and he rode doun to Kelly that nSdit 
Upone the mome, the erll Marfchall, the erll of Montros, and lord O^yj) 
with the lord of Banff, haveing met with utheris, cam all togidder to the laid 
place of Kellie, quhair the Marques wes, and baid all that nidit in joyfiiS 
maner. Upone the mome thay pairtit company. The MarqneB rod? to 
Strathbogie, Marlchall rode to Ihnerugie, the lord Banf to Raittie. Montros 
and OgHvy cam bak to George Middiltoune's hous, and from that rode fimtli^ 
and from that to the king. 

The marques, according to the directioun of his Majefleis letter, oonvenit 
his fi^indis at Innerurie upone the 15 of June, and there publictlie red Ibe 
lamen in ther audience, and fo depairtit. Bot thir meitinges bred iiim fidbe 
in the hairtis of the covenanteris. 

Ane mdting amopgis the dergie without ony bifchopis, except the biiHiop 
of Armache, primat of Ireland, who convenit at London the firft of Juni^ for 
ordering of their kirk, whair Epilcopade and the Buke of C!omoun Frayer 
wes found laufrdl, as report paft. Sie [hereafter], quhair Epifcopade ia fbuid 
unlauchfull. 

Sonday 11 June, and Wedinlday thairefter, both fafting daies appointit bc 
the Committe of the Aflemblie at Edinbrughe, throw all the paroche churcliee 
of Scotland, for a happie fucces to the enfewing melting to be IiaMiw in £idin- 
brughe. It wes folempnlie keipit in both Abirdenis. No booth dur durft be 
oimit in New Abirdene upone Setterday befoir, becaus of the preparatioon-'-'^ 
lermon, and chaigit be touk of drum. 
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The eril Marfchall rydis fouth to this raeitiiig, the laird Dnini, and the 
laird of Phillorth, as commiflioneris for the fchire of Abirdeae, Patrik Leflie 
as coramiflioner for the toune, Mr. Aiidrow Caut and Mr. James Mairtyne, 
minifter at Peterheid, wes wrettin for, doctor Goold for the CoUedge effaires. 
went over altogidder. 

Mr. David Lyndlay, perfone of Balhehie, and Mr. Johne Ofwall, minifter 
at Abirdene, went as commiflioneris for the prefljitrie of Abirdene to the Ge- 
neral! AfTemblie to be holdin at Edinbrughe the fecond day of Auguft nixt, 
and Thomas Mowat, biirges of Abirdene, as reuUing elder. They went ford- 
uard about the 15 day of June. 

Upone the day of June, Sir George Gordoim, elder of Geicht, cam 

hame out of Germany, where he had bene fmce he wes takin out of Mr. Tho- 
mas Lilleis hous, as ye have befoir, and tlien couragioullie elcaipit ; and baid 
fiill peceablie thairefter at home, whiU ye may fie. 

About the 18 of June, the Quenis Majeftie cumis to Oxfurde, whore the 
K in g wes, fra York, quhair fcho had remanit fince hir cuming from Newcaf- 
tell thither, as ye may fie befoir. Sho is convoyit with Croimer Alexander 
Leflie of Auchiiitoull, Crouner Henderfone, and certane uther crouneris and 
commauderis with ane army of 5000 men weJU armit and fiuiiefliit with all 
thinges requifit. In hir way to Nottingharae fcho is umbelet be the lord 
Gray, with ane army, of purpos to have takin hir prilbner. It is hardlie 
foughten, in hir Majefi.eis owne prefens ftEnding looking on, be Crouner 
Henderfone, quhair the lord Gray wes fchamefullie defeat and took the rout. 
And hir Majeftie (haveing the duke of Lennox all the tyme of hir abfens) 
gois faifiie on touards the King, quhair he maid hir hartlie welcuui, as fcho 
well deferved. 

Upone the day of June, Alexander Gordoun of Braliuoir, throw evill 

«Ounlall, pitifullie hurt and fore woundit Johne Gordoun, his awin and onlie 
brother german, in his hand and divers pairtis of his body, upone ane flicht 
occafioun, at the bifchopis bak yet ; and his brother thairefter wold not inter- 
tynne him, fo that he leivit heir in gryte miierie, and in end wes forfit to 
leare the kingdom and go in fervice with Capitan Hepburne to France. 

Upone the 22 day of Juue, the Lordis of his Majeftieis Privie Counfall and 
Oommifiioneris for conterving of the Articles of the Treaty, and halll Eftaites, 
«onvemt in Edinbrughe upone fiim grave refpectis and confideratiouis. Hie 
3loU of the commiflioneris names wes the firfl day red, and the nixt day thair 
vpmmifliouns wes red, quhairof lum throw iuforiaalitie wes repellit AmongU 
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utheris materis that wes handlit, ike erll of Camuetht fmntyme called Sir 
Robert Dasell, wes publictlie accufit upone Turn Ipeiches, as wes laid. Qnhairw 
unto he maid his awin anfuer in prefens of the Lordis of CSounftll. Tha^ rya 
wp, and ilk man gois to his owne lodging, as thair coftom is, to dynner. The 
lord of Camueth gois alfo to his dynner, bot retumit not bak agane efter bom 
to the Counfall, as thay expected. Aluaies thay fend ane maifler to diafge 
him at his lodging to compeir befoir the Coun&U, bot he difobeyis. Thailu 
efter he is chargit at the marcat cros of Edinbrughe be ane heranld, to oom^ 
peir ; who wold not give obediens. Quhairupone the Lordis lendis dirertiBt 
to Sir Williame Dik, whome thay knew wes debtfull to the laid erll in 40^000 
pundis Scottis money, and prefentlie defjnit him to bring 10,000 puhdia to 
pay for the erllis contempt and contumacie, without forder proces, boi that he 
wes chargit in forme foirfaid, and at the marcat cros, to compeir^ wnder flie 
pane of 10,000 pundis, quhilk thay exactit and treulie took wp^ as laid is. 
Aluaies the erll, feiring wairding, held him out of handis, and to the Idng 
gois he. And to remember the Conventioun of the Eftaites, the CSounfidl and 
Confervatouris of the Treattie wes altogidder convenit in Edinbrughe^ and 
diflblvit. 

To this Conventioun ther cam fra the Englifh parliament fex bommiiBoii^ 
eris, viz. The erll of Rutland, Mr. Hatchet Efquire, Sir Hary Veyne, bodi of 
the lower hous, Mr Ny preicher and Bot the eril ibf 

Rutland fell leik be the way and came not with the reft, Aluaies thay dxoA 
not cum be land, bot cam be iea in ane of the fchippis royall callit tlie Ante- 
lope. Thay war honorablie receavit and maid harOie welcum. It mru fifi( 
thair commiffioim wes, uniformetie of religioun in England and SooUlmd agile^ 
able with oure profeffioim, bot moir cheiflie aid and lupport of men to aiBft 
the parliament againft the king, (now daylie moir and moir growing* at iSbib 
plefour of God, ftronger and ftronger,) under pretext of poperie and ftufSStntk 
whiche wes thair aime to fuppres be viol^ice of armes as thay alledgitj b6( 
the contrarie wes fein, howfoever materis went. It wes found fpddfnli Ihit 
ane new Covenant fould be maid wp by a Committee of the honorable Cohvekk* 
tioun of Eftaitis and of the Churche, and Commiffioneris of the HooiBs'cf 
Parliament in England, as ye may fie heirefter the order and progres of tihib 
Cov^iant and the Covenant it lelf ; intending to have the lubjects aUweiS & 
England as Scotland, and being wnder ane religioun, to Joyne fogidder fit 
armes aganes our gratious king wnder cullour to fuppres prelatis and ^BspHOB, 
as heirefter moft evidentlie appeir. Bot I leave the Counfall and OmSanl^ 
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touris both fitting, for a while, confulting daylie with thir Englifli Commif- 
fioneris how to mak wp an army and lift nioneyis to that effect, as ye fall 
fchortlie heir ; and gave it out to inediat peace betuixt the king and his par- 
liament, as wes teichit daylie out of pulpit, fuppofe agaais the kingis will. 
Upone Setterday the firft of July, Sir George Gordon of Haddoche uuhappel- 
lie liurt Alexander Joffray lait bailie and John Joffray his brother, in the pre- 
fens of Mr, Alexander Joffray thair father, at the Brume end, cumingfrathe 
goodnian of Brakayis buriall, becaus the faid Alexander Joffray being ane 
bailie caufit wai-d the faid Sir George' man in the tolbuith for hurting of ane 
uther fellow. This wes no juft querrell, to have perfeult ane Judge for doing 
of juftice. Aluaies thay gat fura blood, bot did no ficaith. Thay pairtit, and 
Haddoche immediatlie thairefter cam to the toun, rode about the ores in con- 
tempt ; bot the Joffrayis wes not yit cum to Abirdene. Aluaies the toun 
thocht evill of Haddochis behaveour, to ryde fo prydfullie about thair cros 
efter hurting of tbair bailie and his brother, Bot this mater wes utheniaies 
haiidlit and laid upone ane heigher (keif, as ye may heireftar fie, and a motioun 
of his death. 

Word cam heir about the 10 of Jidy, Tliat Sir Johne Hotham govemour 
of Hull and Sir Johne Hotham his fone wes both had wnder fufpitioun, and 
that the parliament had fent for thame to come to London, who alfo went and 
wes thair aecufit, — That the erll of Newcaftle had defeated the lord Fairfax, 
killit 1500 men, takin 3000 armes and fyve peice of cannon, drave him to 
Bredforde, took his lady priflbner, and befeigit him felf, — Prince Maurice and 
Sir Ralp Haptoun gave the rebellis in the Waft a gryte overthrow, and killed 
Hamdoun thair cheif commander, for whome gryte lamentatioim wes maid. 
He gave thairefter ane uther defeat, kilHt and routit about 7 troupes of hors. 
And firft killit 2000 men and took 8 peice of cannon, — Sir Williame Ualleir 
alias the Conquerour and Generall to the Erll of Effex' foot armie wes brave- 
lie defeatit and routit by the Erll of Craufurd, Commiffare Uilmeit and Sir 
John Byron. Thair wes killit to this bailard Conquerour 600 men, and 800 
takin priffoneris, with 7 peice of cannon and all the cullouris and coronetis. 
Prince Robert, by convoy of cure toun's man Hurry, diil gryte defeatis aganes 
Ellex; for the quhilk the king knichtit Hurry with his owne hand. — The 
Englifti parliament lent Sir Harie Vayne and other commiffionera to Kent* 
fcbir«, bot thay war laid faft in prilToun. The parliament, heiring that their 
comraiflioneris wes fo abufit and impriifonet, fent fchortlie forces to be reven- 
git of this heighe iojurie; bot the Keutfcbire men fchortlie went to ormee,

and maid thame to reteir bak agane. The king, heiring of tiiii^» &nt qniUkto 
Kent 2000 ryderis and horffis to affift thame aganes the parliament; and 
that thay were in reddines» befides the kinges forces 10^000 ftrong to tfttad 
the kinges fervice. — ^The lord Newcaftell ftrong, the lord Kingftoim goMmll 
of Lincolne is taking wp for the king 8000 foot and hors ; and that the Qneim 
hes in gandfoim about her 5000 foot and hors. — ^That thaur wea aiie iaknii 
in Eflex' army veray feirfull, and not ordinar fein befoir» quhair dietfa' dag/St 
about 80 perfones ; lb the fynger of God may be iein heir aUbk^---Baiiib|iiy ill 
Lincolnfchire wes laitlie betrayit to the lord WiIlowby« He tuk6 tbe loii 
Kingftoun, ane brave nobleman for the king, priflbner, and wes fiwidiiig htai 
in ane pjmnage to Hull ; hot Collonell Candifhe cam prefentlie witb 84 fcoopst 
of hors, and Oenerall King cam alfo with fome hundreth mii&ifteina. TbM!f 
took this pynnage as fcho wes going furth, quhair unfDrtanatlie the find kad 
Kinftoun wes flayne (muche to be lamentit) be a Ichot cuming fioa liie tdagm 
men ; and that Bamburie is ftxaitlie befeigit be the kingis foKceB.«vHiie afl.llf 
Newcaftell moft honorablie let at libertie the lady Fair£a j(whome iM toolc 
as priflbner) frielie but payment of any ranfoun or exchange of anft ittiiki 
priflbner for hir.— Forces in Cumberl^d and Weftmurelajod both oa Ikon iai 
foot daylie ryfing for the king. — ^The erll of Efiex keipeth him &lf ia filft 
places fo that he can not be fought with, and is wnder fulpitioii]l.'-?r*Tlie kli 
Gray of Wart is committed to the Tour for refiifing to be a commiffiottsr fim 
the parliament to Scotl^nd^ — ^Thay are michteilie diftreffit in London fior iMM 
of coallis, and no tred nor handiewark ufit, hot all to drfolatioon^-^Thlft gli 
nerall King had bet all the Northamptoun forces, and killed thn moft^lpacyi 
men thair that wes for the parliament — ^That the Generall AflfemUJe ai habi 
don hes approvin Epilcopacie and the Book of C!onunoun Prayw ; jt^ aH 
treu. All thir acUs done in this foirfiud moneth of July. 

Upone the day of Jidy, Adam Abercrununy kiUit Mb Wjrfe^n fila 

eallit George Leith brother german to the goodman eS Harthill^ nod wllo'alfif 
wes mareit to the laid Adames owne dochter. Thus, in ane combat tftefe 
ther in law llajris his fone in law by tuo degreis, and he wyms away oiqpUh? 
iihit Mervallous in thir dayes but reipect of birth or blood to <fie ftaiMhIlf 
and blood daylie committlt ! 

Mr. Androw Cant cam horn from this melting to Abirdene upone tbe MMlf 
July ; and, upone the 25 of July, thair wes ane Conunittee holdin ft Kk|ti|b( 
be the laid Mr. Andrew Cant, Mr. David Lyndlay perlbne of Belhelryj Ifri 
Thomas Mitcbelji pcirfone of Turttf, Mr. John Paterfone mimftqr «t.]9YiTfiBff^ 
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Mr. Johne Cheyne minifter at Kiatoir, Mr. Johne Seytoxm minifter at Kem- 
nay. Mr. WilUame Douglas minifter at Forge, and Thir 

perfonea had pouer fra the Committee of the Kirk at Edinbrughe to meit, 
fit and cognos Mr. Androw Logie minifter at Rayne, upone ane dilatioim 
girin in aganis him to the faid Committee of the kirk or Generall Aftemblie 
holdin at Edinbruglie for unfound doctrein, quhilk Mr. Johne Abircxummy 
{his mortall enemy) alledgit lie hard him teich at his owne paroche churche 
of Rayne. Weill, the bretheren couvenis, according to thair ordour, day anil 
phice forfaid. Mr. Androw Logie compeiris, fallis in fum difput. He al- 
tedgit, he wold byde be what he had teichit that day to be orthodox doc- 
tzein frie of error and herefie. Bot thii" bretheren (efpeciallie Cant beiring 
extreme hatred aod malice aganis him, as he who wes not ane finceir Cove- 
nanter in his hairt) could not be fatiffeit with the faid Mr. Androwis lauch- 
fiill argumentis; and he, feing thatr partialitie, produdt ane Appellatioun in 
wreit, appealling fra thair judgement to the prelbitrie of Gareoche, according 
to the old forme. Bot thir bretheren difdaynit to admit this Appellatioun or 
to heir the reffons thairof red, bot fchortlie diffolvit, chargeing him to compeir 
befoir the Generall AflembUe the nynt of Auguft, quhilk he did not keip, bot 
unwyflie fent over the reftbnis of his Appellatioun, being 29 in number, to Mr.

Upone the fecond day of Auguft, the Generall Aflemblie fat doun in Edin- 
bni^e. Sir Tliomas Hope, Advocat, is commiflioner for the king be his let< 
teria patent. He took the place proudlie upone him, fur the honouris wes 
daylie careit, when he went out and in to this Aflemblie, befoir him ; and at 
preiching, he fat in the kingis loft in Sanct Geillis kirk. To this Aflemblie 
irent commiflioneris and thair laick elderis from ilk prelbitrie within the kiiig- 
4ome. Amongis whome, went for the prefl>itrie of Abirdene, Mr. David Lynd- 
ifiy perfijne of Balhelvy, and Mr. Johne Ofwall ane of the minifteris at Abir^

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dene, and Thomas Mowat burges of the laid braghe as ane laidc or venUinf 
elder. Mr. Alexander Henderfone minifter at Edinbrughe wes chc&n modi^ 
ratour. This Aflemblie fat doiin ilk day be aucht houris in the mcviiiiig nd 
continewit till 12 houris, fyne went to dsmner ; at tna houris thay advjfit aild 
confultit with the Ckmfervatouris of Peace, or Conventioun of EftaiteSy kui 
Secret Counlall, of what thay had bein doing, whill lax houris at eviii» tjpM 
diflblvit and went home, llius, the Aflemblie had with thame the CoBwm* 
tiounof Eftaites, Ck>nfervatouris of the Treattie, and Secret Counfidl, aU^ttiiig 
with thame in their awin melting roumes for giving and taking advyv and 
counfall of utheris in all materis that peft, Thair wes divers materia agiii^ 
in this Aflemblie. Amonges the whiche, Mr Androw Logie wes callil^ bat 
not compeirand, he wesJlmpSeiter deprivit, and his kirk dedairit vacandr'lmk 
ony forder proces, quhilk wes thocht molt fummar dealling, withoat any pn^ 
vin offens ; and thairefter his kirk wes plantit with ane nther minifter, as jre 
have heireften Doctor Fmbes* place of profeflbur dedairit void and vacnd; 
likeas his roume wes fillit with Mr. Williame Douglas minifter at Fo^ge^ as 
ye have heirefter, and he and Doctor Lellie fum tyme prindpall of the t^af^ 
C!oUedge of Abirdene to be warnit to fueir and fubfcrive the covenantp ufliari 
uaies to be excomunicat ; hot litle {Hroces follouit heirupcme aganes any of Hiame. 
Mr. Williame Wedderbume, minifter at Bathelny, depollt for fomicatkNiOy m 
ye have befoir, getis now libertie to preidie, (upone his repentans,) howfipelp 
may be provydit to ane uther kirk. The reft of their Aflemblie aetis js tobi 
found in thair awin bookis, to the whiche I refer my lelf. Bot hieir» I n^ 
not forget ane Supplicatioun givin in to this reverend Aflemblie produdt k 
the commiffioneris fent from the parliament of England, as ye have thair 
names fet doun. This Supplicatioun wes fet doun in wreit wnder tlw liaaA 
of 72 Englilh minifteris, as wes reportit, and fignetit with thair fignettiil of 
the quhilk the tennour follouis ;

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Uiren in England, fhould neither letters nor medengera be fent unto you ; but, raelTengera coming, 
w« Ihonld at once neglect onr felves, llionld we not thiu a little eafe our burdened heartit hy ponr* 
ing them out into your bofomes, and feem tingratorall to you, of wtiofe readiQelTe to fuffer with uh, 
«od do for US, we have had fo great anii ample tellimonies. 

Sarely if ever a poor nation were upon the edge of a moH delperate precipice, if ever a poor 
dmrcb were ready to be fwallowed up by Satan and bin ia/lruments, we are that nation, we are 
that clmn'li ; and in both refpects by Co much the more miferable, by how much we ex- 
pected not a prefervation onely, but an augmentation slfo, of happinefle in the one, and glory 
in the other. We looked for peace, but no good came, and for a time of healing, and behold 
Uonblel Our God, who in bis former Judgement* was a moth and rottenelfe, (and yet had of late 
begun to fend ua healtli and cure,) is now turned into a lion to us, and tbreatcna to rend the very 
cswle of oar hearts. From above he hath fent a 5re into our bones, and it prevails againfl us. From 
OUT own bowels he hath called forth and (Irengthened an adverfarie againll us, a generation of bm- 
tifll bellifh men, the rod of his anger, and the (laff of his indignation, under whofe cnieltie* we 
bleed, and, if prefent mercy ilep not in, we die. lEi^hteous art thou, U Lord, and juH are all thy 
judgementa I But O, the more then barbarous carriages of our enemies, where ever God gives any of 
hia hidden ones up into their hands, we need not exprelTe it unto you, who knows the inveterate 
and deadly malice of the Antichridian faction againll the membera of our Lord Jelus; and it b 
well we need not exprefle it unto you, for in trulh we cannot. Your own thoughts may tell you, 
better then any worda of ours, what the mercie of Papifta is toward the mioiftera and lervants of 
oar Lord Jefns ChriA. But the Lord knows, we are not troubled fo mnch with their rage againlt 
M^ or oar own mUeries and dangers ; but that which breaks onr hearts is, the danger we behoUl 
ihe Proteflanl Iteiigion and all die Reformed Chnrches in at this time, through that too great and 
fbrmidable llrength the Popilh faction ia now arrived at. If our God will lay our bodiea as the 
groond, and oi the flreet, under their foot, and poure oat our blood aa dud before tlieir fury, the 
will of the Lord be done. Might our blood bo a facrifice to ranfome the rell of the faints or church 
of Ciirift from antichriltian fury, we would offer it up upon thia ferrice gladly : but we know, their 
rage ia infatiable, and will not be quenched with our bloods, immortall, and will not die with na ; 
Bnoed agaiud as, not as men, but a« Cliriltians, but as Protcllants, but aa men deiiring to reform 
onr felvea, and to draw our fetres and others yet nearer unto God ; and if God give us up to be de- 
voured by thia rage, it will take the more flreiigth (and courage at leall) to attempt tlte like againlt 
all the Proteflant and Reformed Churchea. In a deeper fenfu of thia extream danger, threatntng m 
and you and all die chnrchea, then we can exprelTu, we hare made thia addrefl!) unto you, in the 
bowels of oar Lord Jefas Chrift, humbly imploring your moll fervent prayers to the God that 
been prayen, who, Ihonld we judge by providences, feems to be angry witli our prayers, though 
we trail he doth but leem fo ; and though he kill us, yet will we trull in hiro. Oh, give us the 
brotherly aide of your reinforced tears and prayers, that the blellings of trutli and peace which our 
pnyera alone bare not obtained, yours conjoyned may, And give us, reverend and much honour- 
ed in ogr Lord, your advices what remains for us further to doe, fur the making of our owne anil 
the kingdome's peace with God. We have lien in the dull before him; we have poured ourliearta 
in bamiliauon to him ; we bore in lincerity endeavoured to reform our felvee, and no lefle Uncerely 
defired, ilodied, laboored the pnblick reformation ; neverthelellti the Lord hath not yet turned him- 
fcif from the fiercenelTe of his anger. And be pleal'ed to adrife us furtlier, what may be the hap- 
piell conrfe for the uniting of the I'rotellant partie more firmly, that we may all lerre God with 
one content, and Hand np againll Anticbrill as one man, that onr God, who sow bides himftK 
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froAi Ui people^ may retum uilo w, deligfat in m, iScalter nd flibdne Ui tad cAv taeidBl^ 
canA his face to fliiiia upon «a. TIm Lord profper yov, aiid preferre w, £b dutt ik gr^ 
tbefe latter agoa may be finiflied to hja hoiioiir» and our own and the dmidie'a happinrf^ ih w ffc 
CbriftJefns. 

It is faid, that this long taillit Supplicatioun wes weill haid of bjr the Ice- 
theren of the Generall Aflemblie ; and, havdng the Counfall and Eftaites and 
Confervatouris of the Treattie all within the toun^ fitting at thaur oonftdtaF 
tionis daylie, thay advyfit altogidder upone this Sapplicatioim and wbat irat 
Qx>kin be word or brodit be the laidis meffingeris to the CSoonialU Eftaile8» 
or Confervatouris foirfaid ; and efter long confideratioon, thay nSU in ne 
voce (finding the querreU, as thay thoght, fianding prefentlie betaixt the Idng 
and the parliament wes for reformatioun of religioun, and miflcenit qbj qUkt 
deidis done againfl; authority and the kingis royall prerogative, as if tbayikw 
not the lame), refblvis and condudis to mak wp ane new Covenant, and ftnd 
it in till England to be fuome and fubfcrivit; quhilk if thay did, that tlieo 
it fould be fuome and fubfcrivit be ws all in Scotland ; and then to tak dumie 
be the hand for defens and mantenans of the religionuy who flood ftiU in le* 
hellion aganes the king in thair nnlAtirhfall parliament, and all deidis of hsC^ 
dlitie. This being concludit upone (without the advy&, confent or knoidqpi 
of the king) be the Counfall, Eftaites and Aflemblie foirfaid, or at leift be afie 
Committee fi-om the &id Generall Aflemblie apointit to that effect, this Gove* 
nant wes maid wp, and firft approvin by the Generall Aflemblie be ane ia- 
printit Act daitit the 14 Auguft ; nixt, the fiunin wes approvin be ane ntlMr 
imprinted Act be the Conventioun of Eftaites, daitit the 17 of Angnft. Of 
the quhilk imprinted Covenant the juft copie heirefter follouis : 

A Solemne League and ChoenaSitfor nfinma^m and d^enee cf Rdlfflam, <k AoMSf 
and ha^n^tfOelBng, and Ae peace amdjltfetie of OeAree kuigdomee if SvtAmfi 
Engkmd^ and Ireland 

Wx noblemen, liarons, kniglita, gentlemen, citisens, bnrgefles, miniften of the fol^ aad CMi" 
mona of all forts in the kingdomea of Scotland, England, and Ireland, by the providenee of Gad 
Uring nnder one king, and being of one reformed religion, having before ov eyea dw gloiy of Ga4 
and the adfancement of the kingdome of onr Lord and SoTioor Jefna Chcift, the lioaovr aad kif* 
pinefle of the King's Majeftie and hk poRerity, and the tme pnblicke liberty, fiifaty and peaea if 
the kingdomea, wherem every one's private condition k indnded ; and calling ta liiBda As 
treaeherooa and bloody plots, confpindea, attempto and pracdces of the enenka of God aphft 
the tme religion and profeflbvn thereof, in all placea, efpedally in thefe tlnee kingdaiaa, far fli» 
the reformation of religion; and how rnnch their rage^ power and pfefnmption are of hie aaitl 
tUa time increafed and exerdfed, whereof the depkirable ftate of the choidi nd kn^^doaMoTlB^ 
tead, the diftrefied eftate of the chnrch and kingdome of England, and the daaemiw eftala af da 
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diorch tnd kiogdome of Scotland, are prefent and publiek t«(limoniei : We have now at Ia(l, (after 
otber means of IbpplicatioD, reman flmnce, protcllations and fufFeringa), for the preferrBtioD vf our 
fclvea and our religioun from utter mine and dcllruction, according to the commendable practico 
of thefe kingdomes in former time^, and ihe example of God's people in other nationa, after mature 
deliberation, refulved and deterniineil to enter into a nuituall and Solenme League and CoFenant, 
wherein n-e all fnbfcribe, and each one of na for hirafulf, with our hands liftoil up to tbe mofl high 
God, doe fwear, 

1. That we Uiall flncerely, really and condantly, through the grace of God, endeavom-, in our 
fvrerall places and callings, tbe prelervation of the reforme<I religion in the Church of Scotland, in 
doctrine, worlUip, difciplioe and govemmcni, againll oar common enemies, the reformation of re- 
ligion in tbe kingdomes of England and Ireland, in doclrine, worlbip, difcipline and government, 
according to the Word of God, and the example of the bi'A refonncd churches ; anil Hiall endea- 
rour to bring the churches of God in the three kingdomes, to the nearest conjunction and nniform- 
ity in religion, confellion of faith, form of church government, directory for woribip and catechizing, 
Uwt we, and our pofierity after ub, may, as brethren, lire In faith and love, and tbe Lord may de- 
%fa( to dn-ell in the midll of us. 

2. That we ihal! in like manner, withont refpect of perAins, endeaTonr the extirpation of poperj-, 
prelacy (that i^, church govememenl, by nrclibilhops, bilhopa, their chsncellonrs, and comraillii- 
dest deans, deans and chapters, archdeacons, and all other eccleflalticall officers depending on tliat 
biervdiy), foperilition, herefie, ichil'me, prophanenelTe, and whatfoever ihall be found to be con- 
traiy lu found doctrine, and the poner of godlinelle, lell we perlake in other men's fins, and there- 
by be in danger to receive of their plagues ; and that the Lord may be one, and his name one in 
tlie three kingdomes. 

3. We tball with ilie fame fmcerity, reality and conJlnncie, in our fevcrall vocations, endeavour, 
villi our eftaiee and lives, tnutually to preserve the rights and priviledges of the parliaments, and 
the liberties of the kingdomes, and to preferve and defend the King's Majeflie's perfun, and autho- 
rity in the prelerration and defence of the true religion and liberties of the kingdomes, that the 
world may bear witnelle with onr confciences of our loyailie, and that we hare no ibongbts or in- 
^iitioni to diminilh his Majellie s juA power and greatnefle. 

4. We Ihall atfo, with all faitbfulnelle, endeavour the difcovcry of all fuch as hare been, or Ihall 
be, incendiaries, malignanta, or evil tiiflrumenls, by hiodering the reformation of religion, dividing 
die King from his people, or one of the kingdomes from another, or making any faction or parties 
■BMDgfl the people contrary to this League and Covenant, that they may be brought to publiek 
triall, and receive condigne puniJhment, as the <legree of their offences Ihult require or.deferve, or 
tbe fupreme Jadicalories of both kingdomes refpectively, or oihers having power from tliem for that 
effect, Ihall judge convenient. 

5. And whereas the happinelVe of a hlclTed peace between thefe kingdomes, denyed in former 
tines to our progenitors, is, by the good providence of God, granted nnto us, and hath been lately 
Aoncluded and fetled by both parliaments, we tball, each one of us, according to our place and inte> 
veft, endeavaur that they may remain conjoyned in a Grme peace and union to all polterity, and that 
JHllice may be done upon the wilful! oppofers thereof, in manner exprcffed in tbe precedent article. 

6. We lliall alfo, according to our places and callings in this common caufe of religion, liberty, 
and peace of the kingdomes, ajlill and defend all thole that enter into this League and Covenant, 
in the maintaining and purfuing thereof; and ihall not fuffcr our lelves, directly or indirectly, by 
wlwtfoetet combination, perfwafion, or terrour, to be divided and witlidnuvn from thia blelTed unioA

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and conjanction^ whither to make defection to the contnry part, or to gire ourfelYet to a deteta> 
ble indifferency or neutrality in thia canfe, which fo much concemeth the glory of God, the goed 
of the kingdomesy and honour of the king: but ihall, all the dayes of our Ihea^ maloufly and ete- 
Hantly continue therein, againil all oppofitum, and promote the iame^ according to 'our poweri 
againil all lets and impedimenta whatfocTer ; and» what we are not able our lUTea to ^appnSk or 
Overcome, we (hall reveale and make knowui that it may be timely preTenled or nmoiwtd* M 
which we (hall do as in the (ight of God. 

And, becaufe thefe kingdomea are guilty of many fins and proYocatkms agaiaft God-aad Ua 
Son Jefas Chriil, as is too manifeft by our prefent diftreffias and danger% the (niita thenaof, wopro- 
fefle and declare, before God and the worlds our unfiuned defire to be humUedforoor owm fiasyttd- 
for the fins of tliefe kingdomes, ei)tocially that we have not as we oug^t Talued the laeftiaiaUe ha* 
nefite of the Gofpel, that we have not laboured for the purity and power thereof, and that wvhaiv 
not endeavoured to receive Chrifl in our hearts, nor to walk worthy of him in our Uvea, which m$ 
the canfes of other fins and tranfgreffions fo much abounding amongft ua ; and our troa and aa* 
fained purpofe, defire, and endeavour, for ourfelvea and all othera under oar power aad daogs^ 
both in publick and in private, in all duties we owe to God and man, to amend oar livaa, aadaael 
one to go before another in the example of a reall reformation ; that the Lord nmy torn sway lii 
wrath and heavy indignation, and eftablifh theie churches and kingdomea in tralh and pnafO 

And this Covenant we make in the prefence of Almighty God, the fiMidief of all luaHSfWMi 
a true intention to perform the fiune, aa we ihall aafwer at that great day arhea dia feewla of jB 
hearts (hall be difclofed; moft humbly befeechmg the Lord to ftrengtbea aa by Us Haly Spirit ir 
this end, and to blefle our defires and proceedings with fuch fuccefle^ aa may be dall fa iaaca aad 
fafety to bis people, and encouragement to other Chriftian churchea gronmg aader, ar in daapr 
of, the yoke of Antichrifiian tyrannic, to joyne In the fame or like Affodalkm aad Cavaoaatits 
the glory of God, the enlargment of the ku^ome of Jefua Chiift, aad the peace aad tampSBtf 
of Chriftian kingdomes and common wealths. 

This Covenant wes maid wp and ratefeit be the Generall Aflemblle aai 
Conventioun of the Eftaites, as ye have hard abefoir. Follooit ane Ordiaaai 
fra the commiflioneris of the Generall Aflemblie for the folempne noeaveiii^ 
fueiring and fubfcriveing of the faid League and Covenant ; and ane udief 
Ordinans from the Conventioun of Eftaitis, as ye may fie coppeit fra the print 
heirefter. 

Now, it is confiderabilly whidder this League and Covenant wes drawin wp 
for defens of the religioun onlie and for the kingis honour, in rel^ect of the 
3 article medling with the mantenans and richtis of parliamentis and liberteis 
of the kingdomes, done without confent of his Migeflie ; and to maik thair 
obleigement in defens of the king in prefervatioun and defiona of the tcew 
religioun and liberteis of the kingdomes, whairin it wold appeir, whidder om 
Covenant and League be richt or wrong, or liberteis of the kingdomeB un* 
jufUie focbt, if his Majeftie faill in defens of thame, thay ar no more oliefflt 
to defend his perfone and auchtoretie. This poynt I have markit» and n^ 
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iommendis the better confideratioun of the progres and inbringing of this 
Covenant and League to the mair judicious. 

Now, as this League and Covenant is given out, ratefeit and approvin, as 
is formerlie faid, foUouit ane uther act of the Conventiouu of Eftaites maid at 
Edinbrughe the 15 of Auguft 1643 yeires, quhilk coppeit is thus :

IcTiatiiig of the men, hora and fool conteiiit in the did Act, fould be aplifted by way of Loan and 
Tail out of the reveral! Ichirrefdomes and htirrowis of this kingdome, coDforme to ane Roll to be 
jet duun be the Conveinaria of ilk fchirrefdomc both of fpirituall and temporal! landia : Conforms 
lo the (juhilk Act, the lairdU of Drum and Pliillonhe ta apoiniit to be ConTeinaris fur the fiiit 
m«iting of the fehirrefdomo of Aherdein, (and llierefter thefe of the fchire to choos ther owne Con- 
veioaris), Robert Farquharfone of Innergald, Johne Irving of GeUie, Alexander Strathauchin of 
Gleukindic, Sir Williarae Forbes of Cragin-ar, Maifter Williame Davldfone of Camy, Sir Gilbert 
Heiiijeis of Petfoddeliis. Thomas Erfliin of Piitodry, Mr. llohert Farqiihar of Mwny, Mr. Itohert 
GorxJonn of Petlorg. George Gor.loun of Coclilaracliie, Johne Wdny of that ilk, Jamea Hay of Murj-. 
fawld, Koben Irving of I'edderet, Jobne [William ?J Keith of Glakreache, who fall convein with 
the Uaill heritouris, lifrenlaris, taltifroen of teyndis, tilalaris, proper wodretteris, peiiiionaria, conjunct 
fesria, ladyia tevccria and utheria within the faid fchirrefdome upone the firft Toyfdoy of October 
nixt 1643, as the firll day of titer ineiting, within the totbuith of Ahirdene, and tlial the fame be 
intimat at the mareat croa of the hcid brngbe of the fchire, and every paroche kirk tbairof imme- 
dtatlie cfier diyyne fertice. And the iliidis Convcinaria, with fuche other CommiHioneria sa fall 
Muniu for the tyme, fall cans call be name and fumame the beriiouria, lifrentaria, tilularia, takif- 
nien of leyudis, and utheria foirfaidla who bruiU anybeneGt tolandwaril (jnbairby pro fell or commo- 
ditie an,-feth, and, by confent of thame or the maill pain, fall mak, felect and chooa eight perfooes 
to be adjoynit to the faidis CommifTioneris, who fall nink cbgls of ane clerk, and gire np ane jull 
reotsll and Irew worth of everie perfone or perfonea thnir prerent yeire'a rent of this cropt and yeir 
of God 1643 lo landward slfweill of land and teyndia as of any uther thing, whairhy yeirlie profeit 
Uid commoditie arj'fctb. With c«rtiGcationn, and ibay compeir not, the faidia Conrcinana fall va- 
lue and give wp fuche rcntall of the iaidia perlbnes lliair landia, teyndia end ntlieria foirfaidi« ns 
iLay fall think expedient, and the faidis bcricouria and utheria foirfaidia compcllit to pay cojiforme 
tbaino befoir the terme of Candlemes nixt, an lo the faid Act at lentb ia conteniu 

Conforme to the faid Act and iuftmelion direct for that effect, iolimatiB to all and findrio tba 
beritonri?, lifrenlaris, litularis, takifmen of teyndis, ladeis terceria and utheria withia the iaid fchir- 
refdome of Aherdene, that they, and ilk ane of thamo, convein within the Tolbuith of Aberdene, 
BpODe the firfl Tuyfday of October niiC IG43 yeiria, witli the faidia Conveinnris and Commidioik- 
eria foiifaidis, and iliair give wp and fot douo ane perfect Itentall end Itoll of ilk perfone'a rent 
«nthin the faid fchirrefdome of Ahirdcne and parochineris tbairof. With Ccrtificatioun, aa is con- 
fer tn tlie aid Act, 8tc . 
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Now, wlieu this act wea intimat to the kinges leiges of fie grevoiis burd- 
ingea aud taxatiouns, quhairof the lyk wes never hard in ony kinges tyroe, 
and now impofit but warrand of the king be fubjectis upone fubjectis, have- 
ing conlideratioun to the League and Covenant formerlie and thairwith (e(i 
doun, let ony difcreit man judge how the loyall fubjectis of this poor 1 
dome wes borne doun and daylie oppreft. Sie moir of the intimatioun of tl 
Befydis, fie the Excile, ane uther grevous and iiitollerabill burden. 

Now, as thir warkis ar in wirking in ficht of the EngUfh coniiniflioneii 
and to thair gryte joy, and glaidnes of the brethren of the Aflemblie, who t 
this tyme ar fitting, the kingis advocat and liis commiJIioner careit him 1 
as a good patriot for the countrie ; bot how the king wes pleifTit I can i 
tell. Aluaies the Alfeniblie indictit ane uther Generall AfTeniblie to be holdi 
at Ediiibniglie the laft Wedinfday of May 1644', and, about the 29 of Aoi 
guft, rais wp and didblvit, leaving the Counfall and Conlervatouris of t 
Treattie at thair meitinges and confultationis. 

In the melri tyme the lord Maitlaud, and the faid Mr. Alexander Hei 
fone and Mr. George Gillefpik tuo of the minifteris of Edinbnighe, was i 
immediatlie efter ryfiiig of the faid Aflemblie, to the Parliament, with the foi 
laid League and Covenant thair to be fubfcrivit and fuorue. Sum of the Engtl 
lifli commifTioneris went alfo with them, as wes faid, and utherJs bald behinJ'J 
attending ther returne. Alwaies our commiffioneria befoir named went be fa(j 
to London, for by land they had no good peciable paflage. Sie heirefter. 

As this is doing, Beniick is lakin in be the Ellaites be devyis of the Eng- 1 
lifli parliament, as ye fall heirefter heir, contrair to the Treattie, as the kii^ ^ 
alledgit. 

Ye hard befoir, how the laird of Haddoche hurt Alexander and Johne Jof- 
freyis. Thay go over with thair father, recommendit be the brughe of Abir- 
dene, to the burrowia of Scotland, and makes them all thair freindis, and raifi) 
ietteris chargeing Haddoche to compeir befoir the Counfali, Juftice, or Com- 
miflioneris of Ellaites at Edinbnighe the fecond day of Augufl:, to anfuer at 
the iudans of the faid complenaris and of the kingis advocat for his entres. 
Haddoche feikis peace freindlie; bot, no agrieans at home nor abrod, he re- 
foives to fit at home, feing the iniquitie of tym, quhairfoir he is fynit in 
20,000 inerkis, theirof 5.000 merkis to the complenaris and 15,000 merkis to 
the publict, and to mak payment under the pane of horning ; like as he wes 
ehargit, denuncit and regiftrat for not payment thairof. Aluaies the Joffreyis 
repcntit fumwhat thair going on £b bulTilie, iince thair pairt of the fyue we^ 
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fo litle, and thocht the publict fould have takin no pairt thairof, refolving by 
that nieinis to fatle the more faJrlie with Haddoche if the haill fyne had beiii 
at thair awin coransand ; hot the Eftaitis thocht this geir weill wyn. A mon- 
ftrous unhard of fyne for fic aue fmall fault, not being flauchter, nor nrntila- 
tioun, nor uther criminall cryme. Aluaies Haddoche beheld all, and quhair- 
upone forrow fell, as ye may heirefter heir. 

As thir thinges are in doing, the Conventioun of Eftaitis fendis ane raefHn- 
ger to the marques of Huntlie, chargeing him as ane peir of tlie land to com- 
peir befoir thame ; hot he dilbbeyed that charge. Thairefter thay fend ane 
herauld of armes to charge him under the pane of treflbiin to comiieir, bot he 
bydis at home. Quhairupoue he is denuncit and regiftrat at the home, think- 
ing, efter ane legall maner, to tak him be captioun, and to ufe him or abule 
him at thair plefour. Quiiaii'upone the marques ivreittes to the Counfall and 
Eilaites, IcJtowing, it wes weill knowne his ellalt wes under burdein and he 
wes labouring to pay his debtis as he micht aganc Martunes nixt, fo that con- 
venientlie he coiUd not cum over to this Conventioun. 2. He declairit his 
rent wes not abill to fuftein liim fix weikis in Edinhrughe, quhilk micht ful- 
tein him at home ane whole yeir. 3. He faid he wes offenfive to none, bot 
peciablie let, nowayis myndfuU to perturb the countrie ; bot fuld wnderly 
what wes lauchfuUie laid npone him or his ground, and for thair better al- 
fareans fent over ane blank band fubfcrivit with his hand to keip thir condi- 
tionis wnder what penaltie thay pleallit thainefelfEs to put in. 'With thir Let- 
tens the laird of Cluny wes fent to Edinhrughe ; bot the Eftaites difdaneful- 
lie rejectit his Letteris and Band, and wold not heir thairof, bot refolvit to 
tak ordour with him fchortlie. 

The marques lieiring of this, haveing ane trublit eftait, glaid to leive in 
peace and could not get it, lent over agane defireing the Eftaitis to grant him 
X<etteris patent that he micht go out of the countrie to France, there to ferve 
with 50 gentilmen in his awin place of jaudeanns ; bot this is refuifit alfo. 
Quhairat the marques is heichlie ofTeiidit and brocht almoft wnder difpair, not 
knowing what cours to tak for keiping his loyaltie to his maifter the king ; 
of whome ye may heir fum moir, and maid him to rys wp in armes at laft. 

As the Conventioun of Eftaites ar handling the marques of Huntlie efter 
this maner, fo, to greive the countrie more intollerablie, thay let out ane 
chai^, quhilk coppelt is thus : 
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A Proclamaiion proclaimed thumghout the kingdom rfSeoOamd^ Atg^ \% 1643,;^ M 
perfonsfromjtxieen tojixiy yeare old, io appear in armu 

Chaales, by the grace of God, King of Great Biitaby France, and Ireland, Defender of Aa 
Faith, To onr Lorits, Meilengers or Sherifis in that part conjunctly and foTetally, fpectally confti* 
tnte, greeting. Forafmeikle as the Eflatee of the kingdom of Scotland prefieotly oonveBed, taking 
into their mofl ferious confideration the great and imminent danger of the true Frol^lant rtfianned 
religion, and of the peace of tldr onr kingdoms, from the treacherous and bloodie plotta, conlpi* 
racies, attempts, and practices of papiils, prelats, malignants, and their adherents^ have, after 
mature deliberation, thonght eipedient to enter into a folemn and mutual Corenaat with mi 
kingdom of England, for the defence of the true Proteflant reformed religkm in ibe Kiik-of 
Scotland, and the reformation of religion in the Kirk of England, according to the Word of Go4 
and the example of the hefl reformed Kirks, and as may bring the Kirk of God in bolh kfa^ 
doms to the nearefl conjunction and uniformity in religion and church govcmment ; aiid*ficlid» 
to prefenre and defend the rights and priyileges of onr parliaments, and liberties of our kingdonw 
rei\>ecti7e ; and to preferve and defend our perfon, and authority in the prefemtion of the ikid tM 
religion and liberties of our faid kingdoms ; and to obfenre the articles of the late treaty andpeae^ 
betwixt the two nations ; and to affift and defend all that (ball enter intp thb Coveoanti la die 
maintaming and purfuing thereof, as the fame more fully proports* Which, aa it vpH he s coBBftrt 
and encouragement to all Chriftians, who fear God and lore true religion ; to all good and lejil 
fubjects, who truly honour us; and to all true patriots, who tender the liberty of thw oountrey : ft 
ttoubtlefs it will exafperate and enrage the (aid papifls, prelates, malignants, and {bm adheraul^tj 
practife and execute all the mifchief and cruelty they can againft kiric and kingdom^ as thay hvf| 
done in our kingdoms of England and Ireland. For preventing thereof, the Eftatea of this |v 
kingdom (according to the practice of our Council, CmiTentioun of our Eftatea, and of our IWia* 
ments in former times of the like exigence) haye refolved to put tins our iaid kingdcmi, ^ndb aU 
pofiible fpeed, in a prefent pofture of defence. And for the better ikfety and (ecnrity thenol^kkia 
ilatute and ordained, and hereby ftatntea and ordains, That immediately after pabficaidoiK haeo( 
all the fendble perfons within this our kingdom of Scotland, betwixt fixty and fixtaen yaatsof agib 
of whatfoever qaality, rank or degree, (hall provide themfelves with forty days' provifioi^aodiril^ 
ammunition, arms, and other warlike provifion of all forts, in the moft fubftantioua manner, for hoiia 
and foot, with tents, and all other fumiihing requifite : and that the horfemen be armed with 
piftols, broad fwords, and fteel caps ; and where thefe arms cannot be had, ^t they provide jjmIb 
4>r fecrets, lances, and fteel bonnets : and that the foot men be armed widi mulket wnd fwer^'fir 
pike and fword ; and where thefe cannot be had, that they be fnmifhed with halbertat JjoqAJbm 
axes, or Jeddart ftaves, and fwords. Our will is therefore, and we charge you ftrailly, aad eoii* 
mand, that, incontinent thir our letters feen, you pafs to the mercat crofs at Edinburgh^ and Sat^ 
ral burroughs of this our kingdom, and pariih kirks thereof, and there by open prodanntidii make 
publication hereof, wherethrough none pretend ignorance of the fame ; and diat yon eotenuid 
and charge all and fundry onr fubjects foreiaid, bemg fencible perfons, betwixt fixty aad 
years, to provide themfelves in manner foreiaid, and to be in readinefs to make their 
thus armed, at the places to be appointed by our faid Eftatea, or Committees haviiig powirfim 
them, within eight and forty hours after they fhall be lawfully warned by order from them io that, 
effect, as they will teftifie their affections to the true Proteftant religion, the Kberdea (»f our laag^ 
doms, our own honour, and the peace and iafety of that their native countrey ; aad mder die pi^ 
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w be elleemed and punillied as enemies to religiDn, na, and our kiogilom, and tlieir witole goods 
to be conSfcat to the ufe of tlie piiblitk. G'wen under our fignet at Edinburgh, the eighteenth of 
Aagaft, and of our reign the nineteenili year, 1C43. Per Actum Dominorum C'onve»iia?iis.

This peice cam out with the League and Covenant and Act for Loan and 
Taxatioiin, as ye have befoir, to the giyte annoyans of the kingis fubjectis 
when it wes publifliit. Bot it is fo ftrange to iie the convoyans of this od peice, 
hatcht and maid wp narrative, in the kingis owne name ; and in the afliimp- 
tioun, wold carie no les bot the Eftaites and the reft micht fet out fuche pro- 
clamationis ; fo whidder it be the Kingia proclamatioun or Eftaites' proclama- 
ttoun it is hard to fpy, faif the conclufioun is in the kingis name. Howfoever 
it be, tliis proclamatioun is fet out without tiie kingis knouledge or conftnt, 
as wes tlie ufe befoir ; yea espres againfb his will, as ye have be his letter 
copeit [hereafter]. 

Thus is tlie kingis haill loyall fubjectis brocht daylie moir and moir wnder 
fubjectioun and flaverie, but auchtoritie or warrand fra the king. 

About this tyme, many witches ar takin in Anftruther* Dyfert, Culros, 
Sanctandrois and findrie uther pairtis in the coll fyde of Fyf. Thay maid 
flrange confeftionis, and war brynt to the death. 

G[ilbert] Gairdin of Tullifroflcie younger wes takin upone the calfie of 
Edinbrughe and wardit in the tolbuitb of Edinbrughe for manteining fum 
poyntes of Brunaifme, of whom ye hard fumwhat befoir, and he wes wardit 
about September. Ye hard abefoir, how the erll of Nithifdaill and vifcount of 
Aboyne wes fummoundit to compeir befoir the Counfall and Confervatoris of 
Peace anent negotiating with the erll of Antrim. ^Vo^d cam, about the 12 of 
Auguft, thay war both foirfaltit at the croa of Edinbrughe for thair not com- 
peirans, and declairit traittouris, but wan-and, confent or auchtoretie of ane 
king ; and thay ar both forfit to leave the land and flie to the kingis help, for 
at bame thay durft not abide. Sie moir heirefter. 

About the 12 of Auguft, haill fameleis, man, wyff and children, fleis out of 
IkhuIoq for faiftie of thair lives, fum to ane kingdome, fum to ane uther, and 
fum cam to Scotland, occafioned by thir tnibles. Pitifull to behold ! 

Briftow, the thrid ritcheft bmghe in all England, is now, about tliis tyme. 
taken in by the king, with gryte flauchter on both fyds. The king himfelf 
was lying at Oxfurde, and not at the intaking thairof. Thair wes gotten 80 
peice of ordinans, ftore of ammunitioun, armes, pulder and ball, with abound- 
aace of victualles, gold and filuer plait, with uther ritches. Thrie of the kingis

fdiippes royall, with divers uther fchippes lying in the river, wes alio takin^ 
whiche wes able to carie cannon. The king, getting word, cumis haiflellie 
from Oxfiirde to Briftow, creatis the lord Hoptoun, ane brave conunander, 
govemour of this gryte citie, to the contentment of the young Prince and 
Marques of Hairtfurde, who for thair places of warr wes ccmtendiog for in- 
putting ane govemour in the laid roume. Thairefter the king retomea bil 
to Oxfurde« 

In this moneth of Augull, the marques' lifter, Jeane Gordone, lady and x^ 
lict of umquhiU [Claud Hamilton] lord Strathbrane, cam heir to the nortliaad 
took wp her hous in Lefinoir. . . .) 

' In this moneth, many newis cumes to Abirdene : Exeter was ftraiflie be^ 
feigit, and the erll of Warwidc feiking to releive it, was routit and defeat • 
That 500 Kent men left the parliament and cam in to tibe King, and at Chah 
tam defarmed luche as wes aganes his Majeftie, and took lum <MrdiiiaD8 aad 
fum of the Kingis fchippes : That Sir Johne Hotham accufit Mr. Pyme be- 
foir the Englifh parliament for gathering togidder 100,000 li. fterling to lu8 
awin ufe aganes the publict weiU, quhairof the tryell wes falhioua to tk 
parliament; fie heirefter, quhair that archtraittour Pjrme deit befoir he va 
hangit : That Oanilburie is taken be the King t Lincoline yeildit to his Ha« 
jeftie, quhair his Excellence the Erll of NewcaftJe had gottin ftoir of victoalliSf 
800 mufcatis and 8 peice of ordinans, and that he hes advandt his caniMiii 
over Trent : Sir Johne Henderfone maid lord generall of the horffii^ and Coi* 
loner Biron maid govemour of Newwaric : Nottinghame is alfi> yeildit ; That 
the Erllis of Northumberland, Bedforde, Lincoline, and divers uttor noliill 
men had left the parliament and cum in to the King, and left few of tfaeupbks 
in the Over Hous, and the Lower Hous daylie alfo diminilhing : That flie 
lord Willowbie fled and was routit to Boyftoun, his haill baggage loft, mi 
not 300 men in his company, and that the toun was wnder txeattie : Tblt 
Glocefter is befeigit, and mony men loift on bothe fydes. This wes the tiewii 
that cam at this tym to Abirdene. 

Setterday the 2 of September, the Proclamatioun anent all rnaner of inaD 
betuixt 60 and 16 to be in reddines wes maid at the cros of Abirdcame^ eAtf 
todc of drum, Sie this Proclamatioun befoir. Like as the fiuneti Prodsilii* 
tioun wes tuys red and proclaimed thairefter at the faid cros ; bot litle olv- 
Venice wes gevin in thir pairtis thairto. 

' Sonday the 3 of September, the communioun givin heir in Old Aberdeo^ 
as it wes lall. Sermon endit, this Proclamatioun red alfo at the outgoiiiftjf 
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the people at the kirk dur be Alexander ^Vilguis reidar. This coinmuniomi 
wes thocht to be iintymouflie givin heir, as it wes at ail uther paroche 
rhurches, being in the hight of harveft. Conimmiioun tiie fecond tyme givin 
heir upone the tenth of September being Sunday. 

Now it wes concludit be our CounfaU aud Eftaites to raife ane army to go 
into Ingland in defens of tlie good cans, the trew refonned Proteflant reli- 
^oun, richtis of parliament, and libei-teis of the kiugdomea of England and 
Scotland, and to defend the king agancs all papillis prelatis and malignant 
perfones. This is ftrange to fie, how oure army lall rys in defens of the king 
without his owne conlent, aud wilder cuUour of religioun to aid and aflill the 
kingles parliament of England now ilanding in armes againit the king rebel- 
Uouflie. And it may be marvellit what relfone juftlie we coiJd have to do 
fo, getting all cure willis according to the utinoft defire of our hairtis at his 
Majefteis haudis, or what interes we haid to interpone ourefelffis betuixt the 
king and his fubjectis of England, fmce reflbne wold fay we had gottin oure 
willis, and thairfoir we micht leive in reft and peace. No, no, it muft go 
utherwayes. England has gottin oure turne done, and we muft help to lie 
thame get thair turne done alfo in all thingis both in kirk and pollecie lyke 
unto our government, quhairin if England hapnit not to prevail), then oiu-e 
groundis fo furely eflablifliit wes to be feirit, and the king micht cujn bak up- 
one ws and revock all what he had done. Ujwjne tliis ground we will rais 
ane anny (as wes thocht) and makia generall Leflie to tak the charge of this 
fervice upone him, who cheirfuUie acceptit of the ianien, and began now to 
wirk upone the ordering of this warr, as ye fall heirefter heir, aud nothing 
hard hot touking of dmmia and proclamatioun fra cros to eros. Sie heircfter- 

It wes faid, that fum of the nobles had ane melting at Aberdour, with whome 
the marques of Hammiltoun hapnit to be (as one who pretendit to favour the 
king), and laid compt to ftay any railing of armes againil bis MajeAie ; hot 
all for nocht, it tumd to fmall effect. Thair melting wes in September, about 
14 noblemen. 

Upone the 4 of September, James Anderfone, ane honeft burges of Abirdene, 
cauled bring to the kirk ane harne, quhilk his wif had new borne, to be baptifit, 
becaus it wes walk, about tua eftenione, and convenit his goUbpes and cum- 
meris, as the cuHom is. Then the father goes to the ininifteris to cum and 
baptile bis harne being walk, hot ilkane anfuerit efter utlier thay wold not 
baptife whill efter the Lecture wes done. The barue growis walker, and the 
father gois agaue ; hot ilk ane refuifit. At laft, the father caufed ring tlie bell, 
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the fooner to mak thame cum to tfaair Lecture, bot ibaj lat ftiU whill the bpim 
cam ; bot befoir the Lecture wes done the fillie infiant deceiffis in the cumtiis 
armes at the pulpeit foot without benefit of baptifine. Hie peojde ^1 all in 
murmuring and amazement at the doing of thir minifteris, and the fiither and 
fireindis convenit waxt wonderfdll forrowfiill : bot Mr. Johne Ofwall, who iSud 
the Lecture, perceaving the bame to be deid, laid, finoe the barne is deid in 
the kirk« caufe burie it in the kirk, qnhilk wes inftantlie done ; whairat findii^ 
godlie perfones wes not weill ocmtent with this churche government* In like 
maner, Mr. Thomas Blackball, ane barges of the tonne, caufit bring his lao^ 
full bame to the kirk to be baptifit upon the tent of Aprile abefoir, and hdd 
wpe the bame in his owne hand, as the cuftome is ; bot Mr. Andrew Gu4 
wold not give the bame baptifine in the father's hand, whill ane goflbp gat the 
bame in his hand, alledging he wes ane papift, fyne baptifit the bame. 
heirefter moir. 

About this iamen 4 of September, tryell wesgottin of fum 5 or 600 
flx>llen out of Mr. Johne Kay ane of the New toun R^entis kift. It wes 
found, that Mr. Androw Cant the holie minifteris lone drew the naillis of ib/^ 
kift and faftned the fimien with new naillis, having ane uther holie brother 
fone in his company called Strathauchin and ftudent with him lelf, lone to Mr, 
Williame Strathauchin perfone of Daveot. Thair prodigall fpending, drinkinf^ 
and debofching maid it to be tryit,.eflter this Regent had tane ane hoy of his 
called Mathowfone who keipit his dialmer, and tormentit him moft pitifidlie. 
for the famen, being innocent. Bot the tuo ritche fatheris payit fior thair tmi 
fones* thift, ane gryte fcandall to feoUeri» thay being both ftudentis, and fo 
the mater was filendt. Bot if any uther fiudent had done the lyk. Cant wvld 
have cryit out againit the famen malidoullie in the pulpit, and fein tiiame pot 
to the Colledge Yettis, quhairin thay, but punitioun, war crediblie keipit 

Upone Moncmday the 11 of September, Prodamatioun maid at the eras of 
Abirdene for ingathering of the tazatioun and levie-money be way of loan ex- 
tending to 1,S00,000 merkis Scottis money, and 100,000 merkis to the coiko 
touris for ingathering of the famen, and fexfcoir thoufand pundis for leriathig 
of men and hors, to be upliftit be way of loan, omforme to ane Act of the 
Conventioun of Eflaites. Sie befoir. 

Ye hard befoir of the intaking of Beruidc It wes, as is reportity efter thifl 
maner. Whilft the heidles parliamentaris war negotiating with oure Scottish 
as ye hard before, about the brining of September thair cam five of tbe 
kingis .awin fchippis (now at this parliamentis fervice) to Beruick and hmdit 
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300 foldiouris, whome the maior receavit like ane traittour ; and we, being 
de^it to fend forces to defend this toune aganes the king if occafioun o£Ferit, 
fend fchortlie fiipplie of men to keep and defend the fame upone all adven- 
turis ; quhairat the king wes offendit, as ye may fie heirefter. 

Ye hard befoir, the erll of Nithifdaill, [and] the lord Aboyne went to the 
king ; the erll of Montrois and lord Ogilvy lykwayes fled the land and paft 
to the king. 

Upone the 11 of September, thair cam to Abirdene ane baUly and ane dea- 
con of Edinbnighe, commiflioneris fra the toun to Abirdene, defiring that Mr. 
Johne Ofuall ane of thair minifteris fould be tranlportit to thair brughe of 
Edinbnighe for ferving the cure thair ; quhilk wes grantit, and he removit out 
of Abirdene to Edinbnighe upon the 23 of October thairefter, leaving our 
toune to be fervit with Mr. Androw Cant and Mr. John Rew, whilt his rowme 
wes fillit. 

Ye hard befoir, of oure Generall Aflemblie, and of the Supplicatioun given 
in befoir thame be the parliamentaris, devynes, and commiffioneris, and of 
the League and Covenant that then wes maid . How fone the king hard of this, 
he wes hichlie commoved, and fchortlie wrelttis to the Counfall of Scotland, 
mihilk coppeit is thus :

Bot the King getis no obedience, nor did the Counfall fet out ony Ac Pro- 
claiaatioun as is heir requirit. Alwayes his Majeftie wreitis ane uther Letter 
to the Chancelair, quhilk coppeit is thus :

Riciir tmllie aad weilbeloved, Where as we have laillie receared ane letter from yow, wliairln 
JDW figoefie nDto w« the arriTall of certane perfonea wnder tbe title of CommiflioDeria from one* 
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thir Eftaitis rais wp and diflblvit uix>iie the [26tli Augoft], who had fittin 
len the 22 of June. ISebefoir. Botourelmithiaof Abirdeinweafarfittowiik 
thair waric with peitis, for no coiUIs cam to Abirddn be reflbne of this Act^ 

Upone Sonday 17 of September, the oommimion wes |;iym in New Alnr- 
deae for the firft, and upone Sondajr the 24 of September for the laft, not ef- 
ter Ihe old fafliion, kneilling, hot fitting : nor the people Ihfferit to pray when 
Mr. Androw Cant prajrit, as thair cnftom wes befoir, hot all to be filent and 
dum : nor thair communioun breid baikin nor diftribute, as wes wotii, bot 
efter ane new faihioun of breid, for it wes baikin in ane round loaf lyk ane 
trjmfcheour, fyne cuttlt out in long fcheives hanging be ane tak ; and fii^ 
the minifter takis ane fcheive, efter the blefling, and braids ane peioe and gives 
to him who is narreft, and he gives the fcheive to his nightbour, who tslds 
ane peice and fyne gives it to his nightbour, whill it be fpent; and fyoit 
ane elder gives in ane uther fcheive whair the firft fcheive left, and lb fnrtfa. 
The lyk breid and lerviee wes never fein in Abirdene befoir the cumiog of 
Mr. Andrew Cant to be thair minifter. 

Now grite preparatioun for raifing of men and armes. Generall Leflie 
fendis to Holland, France, and Sweden for commanders and offidaris, who cam 
to him daylie, and refolves to go into England with ane army of 10,000 men, 
foot and hors. The ordour for lifting of thir men, coUonellis and command- 
cris fet doun throw all the fchires of Scotland be ane Committee of EftjEdtea, 
and amonges the reft for the fchirrefdomes of Abirdene, Banf, and throw all 
Scotland, as ye fall fie heireft;er, and daitit the 26 of November. Leflie 
marches forduard. Sie his reflbnes [hereafter.] 

Upon Sonday the 17 of September, after fermon, thair wes red out the in- 
timatioun of the Act of the Conventioun of Eftaitis, at the kirk dur of (M 
Abirdene, anent the uplifting of the taxatioun and loan-money, daitit the 15 
of Auguft, to the gryte greif of the auditouris. 

Thuirfday 21 September, ane Committee holdin in Abirdene by the eiU Mar- 
lehall, the tutour of Pitfligo, the lairdis of Drum, PhiUorth, Straloche, Ker- 
muk, and divers utheris barnmis, anent the levying of foldiouris. Qrdour 
wea glvin, that the drum fould go throw Aberdene conunanding all prenteiffis, 
lervandls fiellis, not to change thair maifteris whill Martymes nixt; witk 
certiiicatioun, thay fould be takin fra fie maifteris as thay feit with, and tfte 
malfter not to be frier in fumefhing of ane man. Thair wes divers utber 
Aetla maid, Mr. Thomas Merfer thair derk ; and fo this committee diffidvi^ 
and wea continewit to the S of October. 
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WediniHay 27 September, befoir Michaetmes, Patrik Leflie choHa proveft 
of Abirdene ; Mr. Thomas Gray, Mr. Mathow Lumfden, Mr. WilliameMoir, 
and Robert Cruikfchank chofrn balleis. Sir Alexander Irving of Drum con- 
tinewit fchirref principal! of Abirdene, Mr. ^Villiame Davidfone fcbirref de- 
put ; and Thomas Frafer of Strecbin fchirref of Innernis. 

Upone Tuyfday the 3 of October, the Committee fat doun in the tolbuith of 
Abirdene, quliair the laird Drum and Phillorth, conveinaria, war. The tutour 
of Petfligo, the laird of Tolqulione, and'divers utheris barronis war conrenit. 
Thay fell upon the divifioun of the fchirrefdome betuixt the erll Marfchall and 
the lord Gordoun, both being ablent ; and no place wes left to the lord Forbes, 
to be crouner with the uther tuo, for cauflis moveing the Committee of EUaites 
at Edinbrughe : bot thay fand the lord Gordoun had gottiu more bouudis nor 
the erll Marfchall, as in the imprented Paper of tlie 26 of November, heirefter 
fet doun, teftifeis. Quhairat it wes thocht Marfchall wes not weill content ; 
nor yit the lord Forbes, wha wes, be ordour of the Committee at Edinbnighe, 
put upone lift with the lord vifcount of Crichtoun or Convay, whiche fould be 
chofm thrid crowner with the erll Marfchall and the lord Gordoun. It fell 
be voice, the lord Forbes to be the thrid crouner ; yit both war difapointit, as 
ye have in the printed paper forfaid. The lord Forbes himfelf was not pre- 
fent, bot ftill in Edinbrughe. 

Newis cumis to Abirdene, about the 5 of October, of ane grite battell fought 
bctuixt the king and the erll of Eflex upone Salifburie plane, quhair thair wes 
muche blood fched ; bot the king ftill victorious, praifit be God. And likuaies 
he had ane gryte victorie over the rebellis at Reddin, the Londoneris routit 
that cam to the relkew thairof. Thair was killit to the kmg ane marfiues of 
France, and the thrie uther lordis. 

Now, the haUl minifteris of our landward Seftionis begiuis to tak wp the 
number of the liaill fenlibill men within thair feverall parochtns betuixt 60 
and 16, fo that both bird and hyreman wes preceiflie nottit, to the effect the 
4 man micht be lifted. And, upone Sonday the 8 of October, efter afternone's 
fermon, oure minifter Mr. Williame Strathauchin with the lefliounares took 
the roll of the communicantis within Maucher parot-be and Old Abirdene, and 
maid wp ane number out thairof of the fenlibill perfones, as faid is, whiche 
was not wydie done, if this ordour bald not bein mitigat. Notice wes alfo 
takin of the rentis of the faid parochin, conform to the Act of tbe Conventioun 
of Eftaites, daitit 15 of Auguft, for uptaking of taxatioun and loan ; and ilk 
minifter ordanit to give wp tQ the Committee at Abirdene the, number of the 
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fenfibill men and rent uathin their parochin in wreit, and ilk minifter him felf 
to furneitli out ane man upoue his owue charges. Befides this, the haill he- 
retouris, &c. wes warnit to give wp thair rentallis. 

Upone the famen Sonday and 8 of October, Mr. Thomas Blackhall and his 
wyi both exconununieat as papiftis. And likuaies MeinjCis fpous to 

Thomas Colleilbune exconimunicat as aiie jiapift. Strange to fie, the wyf to be 
excoramunicat, and the hufband not to keip focietie witli hir ! Mr, Androw Cant 
miuifler to thir excommunicationis. About this tj-me, word cam, tliat the king 
caufit tak the erll of Lauthean and waird him in clos waird within the caftle 
of , for going to France be directioun of the Committee of Eftaites, 

and doing fiun materis with the Quene Regent of France, and Monfieur Capi- 
tane of the Militia, that the king wes offendit, as is nottit heirefter. 

Tliair cam, at tiiat fame tyme when Lauthean wes takiii, ane Frenflie em- 
bafladour to his Majellie, wha fent lykuaies ane Frenfiie man commiffioner 
to our Eftaites. This emhafladour wes honorablie receavit firft be the parlia- 
ment. His commiffioun wes to travell betwixt the king and the parliament for 
I>eace ; hot thay delt poUitiquelie with this embalTadour, held him ftill bcfyde 
tham ftlfis abydiug ane anfuer, and, as wes laid, wold not fuffer him to go fie 
the king, as lie wes directit. Howfoever it wes, he gat no contentit anfuer, 
as wes thocht, and retiirnit home agane. 

Now this enibafladour haveing directit ane commiffioner to Scotland, the 
Committee of Eftaites defirit him to produce his commiftioun, wliiche he re- 
fuifit, faying, he had warrand to produce it befoir the Coimfall, whairupone fol- 
louit ane gryte counfall day. His coramiffioun wes, to renew the league, up- 
one conditiomi that we fould not rais armes in help of tlie Englifli parlia- 
ment; to let oure Scottis Papifts lift thair rentis peeiablie, and fum uther 
articles : hot he liad no good anfuer grautit unto him, except he gat father 
Robcrtfone, of whome ye hard befoir, put to libertie and had hira with liim 
felf to France. 

Upone Sonday tlie 15 of October, wairning givin out of pulpit, be Mr. Wil- 
leam Strathauchin minifter, to all heritouris, lifrentaris, friehaldcris,&c. within 
this parochin, to convein before the Committee in New Abirdene, upone the 
19 of October uixt, for upgiveing of thair rentes to proportioun the taxatiouii 
and loan impofed upone the countrie, als ye have hard befoir ; and als appointit 
ane faft to be keipit this day 8 dayes, for conducting of oure army to be rai- 
iit ngaues the Englifli papiftjs (alias the king him felf), as we that wes obligit 
by treattie or covenant to help and affift thame. 
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■ Doctor Forbes of Cors prepaires him felf to leave the land, provides ane 
fchip lying in the harberie with his neceflares ; and, upone the 16 of October, 
takis his leive, with Mr. Joliiie Lillie his fervitour, fra auld Abirdene, and 
to Torry goes he, abyding the tyde to fchip. Bot certane of his freindis and 
of the niiniftrie dilTuadit him fra his voage, quhilk he wes loth to do ; nluaies, 
upone conditioun that the prefbitrie of Abirdene wold nfe no proces of excom- 
inunicatioiui againlt him, at thair delire, he wold turne home ; quhilk wes 
grantit, and lb he came bak to his owne hous upone the 19 of October. Bot 
he wes forfit to go when all wes done, as ye have heirefter. 

Men gathering fall throw Fyf, Lauthean, Merfa, and all be Ibuth, to mak up 
ane army to go to England. Edinbrughe and Leith ftraitlier watchit nor befoir. 

Upone the tlirid Tuyfday and 17 of October, the Provinciall AfTemblie fat 
doun in the Gray Freir kirk of Abirdene, quhair it fat never befoir. Ilk 
niinifter with his laick elder cam in, and brocht in a roll of the fenfibill men 
of his i>aroche and note of the heretouris' rentis, &c. Mr. David Lyndfay per- 
Ibne of Balhelvy is cholin moderatour to the nixt Provinciall Aflbmblie. Mr. 
Andrew Logic niinifler at Rayn, who wes deprivit, as ye hard befoir, cam in, 
and requeftit the bretheren to wreit to the Committee of the Generall Allem- 
blie at Edinbrughe, to contynew his place onprovidit to another, quhill he war 
firft hard and difcuffit befoir thame him felf; bot thair wes no heiring. And 
in the niein tynie, gryte conteftatioun about his kirk betulxt Mr. Jolme Mid- 
deltoun minifter at Lefly and Mr. AVilliame Robertlbne minifter at Futty, be- 
caus it had ane fyne ftipend ; aluaies Middiltoun careit it. Mr. Andrew Logie 
beheld all patientUe, and baid conllaiitlie be his doctrein, offering to prove the 
fkine orthodox, frie of error and herefie ; bot it availlit not, nor no heiring at 
alL When this kirk is thus providit over the honell manis heid, the Allem- 
bUe fiUis up the Profeflburis place, and electit Mr. "Williame Douglas minifter 
at Forge, as a man moft worthie to be profeflbr in Doctor Forbes' place. 
Quhilk being done, as he had gottin his place, fo he fould get his hous, accord- 
ing to his awin mortificatioun, whairin Doctor Forbes unwyflie had not re- 
fervit his awin lifrent, thinking him felf fure profelTour dureing his tyme, as 
ye may heirefter fie. And efter uther confultationis, this Provinciall Aflem- 
blie diflblvit upone Frydday eftemone. Bot remember, this Mr. Williame 
Douglas is ane grite Covenanter. 

Ye hard befoir, of the League and Covenant, and how it was fent to England ; 
the lord Maitland, Mr. George Gillefpiek, Mr. Alexander Henderfoue, Commif- 
0opQris, careit the lamen. This League and Covenant was grateoulUe receavit 
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in England, fuorne and fubfcri vit, and fent bak to the Conmiiffioneiis of the Oe» 
nerall Aflemblie fra thair bretheren befoir named. Quhairupone foUouit ane 
imprinted Act dajitit at Edinbrughe the 11 October I64S, quhilk coj^peit if tbns:

The Commiffionen of the GeneraU AflemUy, haTiog recdved from thrir bratknn, fkaX vnti^ 
the kiogtiome of £iiglaiid» the Sokmno League and Coyeiiant, as it was approfipo by ll» Bo» 
nonrable Honfes of the Parliament of England and the AflemUy of Dinnea in that Idii^gdsflMb 
and folemnly fworn and fobfcribed tbere^ after cfae examination thereof, did, all m one Toioa^ moft 
heartily receive and embrace the fame as agreeing with the dnraght, nnanimoofly and diearftyf 
approven and embraced by the late Generall AflemUy and Convention of Eftalea, aa the noR 
powerfnll meane, by the bleffing of God, for fettling and preferring the tme iPHrteftant le^gioa

At Edinburgh, the 12. of October,'1643. 
The Commiffioners of the Convention of Eftates, having received from the Comrniffionoi i^ 
the Generall Aflembly the Solemne League and Covenant appioven and folemnly fwm ifi 
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fabfciibed in tlie kingdome of England, and h&ving; taken tlie fame lo tlieir ferioits confider- 
■tion, do tinaniinouny and chearfully receive and emiirace it, a% agreeing with tliat ilraoglit appro- 
ven by the late CoDfcntion of ERatea and Generall Atremlily ; and therefure ordains the liime to be, 
with all religions fulemnities, Tworn and fublcribed by all his Majeflie'i fubjects of thin kingdome, 
sad that, under the pain, to fuch as fhal! poftpone or refufe, to be efteemed and panillied an ene- 
miea lo religion, bia Majellie'a honour, and peace of tbir kingdoms, and lo liave their goods and 
rents coiifircate for tlic ufe of the publick, and that they (hall not brnik nor enjoy any beneSte, 
f lace, uor office, within this kingdome. And als ordains all Iherit^it, lluarts, and othen liia Majef* 
tie's magillrats to burgh and land, and committees in tbe feverall (liireR, to be aiTilling to miniftera 
and preibyteries in procuring real! obedience hereonto; and that with all diligence they make re- 
port to the Committee of Eltates of the names of all Aicb perfosea as (ball potlpone or refnfe, to 
the effect conrfe may be taken with them aa aforeraid, and that they may be cited to enfwer to 
tlie next Parliament as enemies to religion, king, and kingdomes, and to receive what furtlier ptl< 
nifhment his Majellie and Parliament Ihall inflict upon them.

ipriiitit, difperft, and fpred with all diligehs to the haiU minifteris and pa- 
roche churches within the kingdome, in manor and to the effect foirfaid. 

Like asthair wes aue uther Paper inipriiitit callit The good Netcia of Eng- 
landu approvein^ the Covenant J'eiitjrom Scotland, andjitm Rejjbimfor qf- 
^fj/iing the parliament of England agahtjl the PapiJUs and preiaticall army. 
This paper beires the roaner of the fublcriving of this covenant. The Cove- 
nant which we8 fent wp from the Generall AlTemblie and Coiiventioun of 
Bftaites wes approvin unanimouflie by tlie AlTemblie of Divynes on Fryday 
the firft, by the Hous of Commonis on Setterday the lecond, and by the Houb 
of Peiris on Monday the 4 of September, nemvie contrad'tcente, as both the 
printed Diuraallis and writtin Letteris report ; witli a great and happie change 
of the countenans of people and face of eSaires thairupone. Blilfed be the 
name of God tharefoir. 

This Paper beiris nather dait nor authour, nor is the Reflbnes alledgit of any 
force, fiiice what is alledgit may be elelie anfaerit in a word, Subjectis may 
Dot rais armes without auchtoretie of ane king agones foraigneris, mekiU le& 
againlt him lelf. And becaus of the waiknes of tbir frivolous pretendJt Rel- 
fbnes, I have omitted thame of fet purpoia, as uiiworthie to be wreitten; yit 
thay ar imprinted befyde me, wanting dait or author. 

Upone Sonday the 22 of October, ane folempne faft keipit heir in Old Abir-

About this tyme, word cam that there wes ane ceflatioun of warr oondnditi 
by the kingis command, betuixt the Irilhis and Englifli in Ireland, to indue Ibr 
ane yeir ; and that his Migeftie had maid the Marques of Prmont depitie of 
Ireland. 

Upone the 26 oi October, the Tolbuithe of Abirdaie brdcen onthe ni|^ hf 
ane miller callit Coipland, quhairby him ielf efcaipit, Williame Gordoiui in. 
Malyngfyde, and Alexander Leflie^ fone to Mr. George Leflie at Firfakig 
Milne, who wes, wnder truft, tredierouflie takin out of the houa of Bogheidii 
be virtue of letteris raifit aganis him and liis father for trubling of Mr. Janet 
Clark, as ye have befbir. The gentilman wyningto liberties addreftrhlm filf 
unwyilie to his fatheris hous at Birlakis Milne, who wea maid wdeoBk Tok 
quhone, (who now had tane the protectioun of this Mr. James CSkric), heiiiii|g 
how he had broldn waird, wes heichlie offendit thairat, and haftidlie c on tti ii B 
the lairdis of Echt, Skeyne, and divers fireindis and gentlemen, with wboiMI 
the laid Mr. James Clerk him felf wes alfo, and about the number of thtdtje 
perfonis, and, upone the 28 oi October, about the braking of the iky in At 
morning, cam to the faid Mr. George Lellie's duelling hous at Biirfalda mSimk 
whair him Ielf and fone wes without ony fireind or good fellow befyde Hmod, 
and cruellie unbefet the hous round about, haveing warrand to raia fyn ani 
fuord aganes thame, whill thay war tane or ilayne. The poor fingell gentia» 
men, haveing lum fchottis, drfendit thame feUSs courageouflie, and wddoi 
na wys be tane; quhairupone Tolquhone lettis fyre to the houa and fiiffit 
thame to cum out with his wyf and bames. Thayfchot tua hon till hiflh 
worth 400 merkis, and bryn,t to pulder his haill inficht pleniJhing, goodia and 
geir of good worth. And in end, efter fum debait, thay.hurt th« ia]4 Kft 
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George Lertie with ane fchot athort the ribbis, and hurt in the heid ; his wyf 
alfo gat ane fore ftraik in the heid. Thay defendit thame felffia, being bot 
onlie tua perfones, fra about the Iky braking till thrie efternone aganis about 
the number of SO peifones. At laft, when thair pulder and lead wea fpent, 
thay could do no more, bot wes takin both togidder perforce, for upone no 
conditioun thay wald yeild, nor cum in will ; and thus thay war both had to 
Tolquhone, whair thay remanit whill upone Thuirfday the 23 of November, 
that Mr. George wes cuirit of hia woundis. Quhilk day, Tolquhone cauflt 
about 14 of his freindis and fervitouris tranfport them both fouth to Edin- 
burgbe, quhair thay war fcharplie accuiflt befoir the Juftice upone lindrie ar- 
ticles concerning the abuiing of Mr. James Clerk foirfaid, and taking of his 
goodis, and wes in no lefs danger nor thair lyf. Aluayes be the old Ladie 
Merfchallis advys, who wes the faid Mr. George landiflady, the laird of Pan- 
mure had purcheflit ane remiffioun, and paft throw the Scottis fealHs, for all 
Tolquhone's freindfchip and moyan in Edinbrughe, haveing his brother, Mr. 
Williame Forbes advocat, in Edinbrughe, ane violent agent in the faid cans. 
Yit he wan this poynt, that thay fuld Iwthe remane in waird in the tolbuith 
of Edinbrughe, whill thay fet fufficient caution and law-borro%vis to Tol- 
quhone and his complices, and to the faid Mr. James Clerk, that thay fuld 
be harmles and flcaithles, wnder gryte panes. Quhilk caution thay war un- 
habill to fet, and fo remanit ftill in «'aird to thair utter overthrow, for his wyf 
keift. wp all labouring, he haveing fyve pleuches wnder labouring. And fchort- 
lie thairefter his wyf deceiflis ; bot he and his fone both wes fet to libertie, and 
laifite cam home. 

Upone Sonday the 29 of October, oure Covenant agane red out of cure pul- 
pit in Old Abirdene be Mr. Williame Strathauchin minifter. He exponit the 
fame, not to be aganes the King, bot againft the malignant Prelatis and Pa- 
piftid in England. He firft himfelf fueir and fubfcrivit the fame to be lauch- 
fiiU and juft with God, his reidar richt fua ; fyne doctor Goold principall, Mr. 
Alexander Middiltoun fubprincipatl, Mr. Alexander Gairdin, Mr. Patrik Gor- 
douu, and Mr. George Middiltoun, regentts, cam doun fra the loft whair thay 
war fitting, to ane tabill fet befoir the pulpit of purpois, and fueir and liib- 
Icryrit this covenant. Johne Forbes, Mr. Williame Rait> and Mr. Johue Lun- 
die. Old toun balleis, cam next, with the elderis and deacones, as thay war 
csUit upone cam in, for the maid pairt fueir and fublcryvit, except AVilliame 
Gcffdoun of Gordounllnill and Mr. Thomas Gordone at Bethokifinilne, who 
tukft to be tdvyfit. At lalt thay on another day cam ia> fueir, and fubfcry vit. 
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Uthefis craftiB and commouns fdeir and fubfcrivit t3iat day. And in a word^ 
iic wes oure minifteris eair and diligens, that he maid the haill parochin ta 
fueir and fublcrive, and the women to uphald thair handis, veray few es^ 
•ceptit, (this Wes oure ordour for the parochin of Sanct Macher) ; and iic aa 
t;ould not fubfcrive of the men Alexander Wilguis reidar fubfcriTit for liiatnai 
Bot all wes done efter fermon; ■ • ^> 

And in like maner/ Mr. Andro Cant and Mr. Johne Rew, efter fermoUy. i& ^ 
New Abirdene, firft red, fueir, and fubfcrivit the Covenant, and nixt thair rei^ 
<laris ; caufit the women hold wp thair handis, and ordanit the men to cua 
in quarterlies as the toun is divydit in four quarteris, upone Mononday, Tuyft 
day, Wedinfday, Thuirfday, to lueir and fubfcrive the faid Covenant withua 
the Seffioun hous; quhilk wes obeyit. And, as is faid, upone the foiriaid SoOf 
day and thairefter, the Covenant wes fubfcrivit and iuome in fiirme fcnrfaidft^ 

It is faid, the laird of Haddoche, at his paroche kirk of Meithlik, proteftit 
aganis the minifter and fubfcrivantes, and declairit it wes aganis the kingia 
will, and red his Majefteis letter, as ye have befoir ; quhilk fared fie feir in 
the parochineris that tHay knew not whome to obey. Sie liefbir, quhair this 
Covenant wes firft red. Lykuyis fie heirefter, in Marche 1644, of ane Bemon* 
ftranoe fet out againft this Covenant and Eftaitid, 

Upone the laft of October, the erll Marfchall cam fkt)m Innerugiato Afalr^ 
dene, about 50 hors, and lodgit in fkiper Anderfonis hous* The lArd Cknw. 
doun, upone the mome, cam from Edinbrughe. He wrdt ifor fum frdiftdis to 
nieit him at the brig of Die^ He cam in to the toune, about 100 hors^ md 
lodgit in Mr. Alexander Reidis hous. Thay meit in the Lauche Counfall-hoiUy 
gois to abe Committee, whair the lord Forbes is borne by his Cdonellis place. 
Then it fallis in queftioun, anent the divifioim of the fdures of Merhis, Abir* 
dene, and Banff betuixt the erll Marfchall and the lord Gordoun^ (bectraa hy- 
Marfchallis faioyan, as wes thocht, the lord Forbes wes put £ra his regiment^) 
who could not agrie thairup6ne. Thay meit agane upone the mome, have* 
ing divers barronis with them at thair Conunittee, whair thay culd not agrie 
tipone ther diviiioun. It wes thocht fit to acquent ihe Committee of Eftidtea 
faeirwith, and fo all wes contynewit to and iither Committee to b6 hoWii at 
AUrdene the S2 of November* In the mein t3rme, fum minifteris cant ill 
with a roll of thair fenfibill men in thair parochis, and fie as catt not in, to 
cum in the foirfaid 82 di^ ci November with a p^ect rcdl of thair meib 
Thus, this meiting diffolvit Marfchall rode bak Uf Innerugie^ and tlie k»d 
GOirdoun ftayit in the touner \ • ^ . - . 
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It is faid, the lord Forbes and bis freindis wes heichlie offendit at the Com- ^^ 

mittee of Eftaites for not giving him ene regiment with the iither tua, quhilk 
bred, as wes laid, ane band of comhinatioun betuixt the marques of Huntly 
and him and fum of his freindis, as ye may fie heirefter. It is trew, the mar- 
ques wea inforniit, that the Committee of Eftaites wes ufing all meinis poffibill 
to tak him and bring him in perforce to the touii of Edinbrughe, fie as the erll 
Maxfehall and fchireflSs of Abirdene and Banf. He fent to Marlchall, demand- 
ing him if he wes npone fie cours ; wlio ahfolutlie refuifit. Nevertheles he be- 
gan to luik about him, and to niak als mony fi-elndis as he could get. Aluayes 
the lord Gordoun cam over to the Old toun upone Sonday, hard devotion, ftayit 
ia George Middiltoun's hous all nicht. He rode to Straloche upone the mome, 
retumit bak upone Wedinfday to the fame hous. He defirit the laird Drum, 
the laird of Straloche, the laird of Wdiiy, and the laird of Kemnay, to go fpeik 
the marques, and fie if he wold recoave his fone and maJc him welcum ; whiche 
he refuifit fimpliciter, except he wold lend a note wnder his hand quyting and 
dilclameiug the Covenant and fuche fervice he had wndertakin, whiche tlie 
viiuiig lord could not crediblie do, becaus he had alreddie fuorne and fubfcrivit , v 

the Covenant in Edinbrughe befoir he cam heir. Aluaies the maift the mar- 
ques culd be movit to do wes, to give him his hous in Old Abirdene to duell 
in. aud hume the peites led fiianding in the clois ; and let him lelf provide for 
idenilliing, and his owne mantenaus for his fuftentatioun, as pleiifit him beft 
to do. And albeit the faid young lord thoght hard of this ordour, yit he is 
forfit and compellit to accept of his fatheris offer, and duelt in his falheris 
hous, as ye fall heir. It wes this laft Covenant the marques wes offendit at, 
quhilk his lone had fubfcrivit. 

Upone the firft of November oui-e foveraigne lordis Sefiioun fat doun tor 
admioiftratioun of juftice, as all uther inferior Judicatoreis did ; bot the Sel- 
fionn, be found of tnimpet, wea ordanit to rys uiwne the 23 of December, to 
the effect men micht be moir efelie raifit and lifttnl, and to fit doun aganethe 
16 of Januar liiii, (bot no proces againft fuche as hapnit to be with the 
army,) quhilk day it fat doun agane, and wes prorogat to the 2 of Februar. 

Upone Setterdny 11 November, James Con in Knokkiemill wes brocht in 
to Abirdene be the fchirref of Banf. eallit the laird of IJirkinbog. He had 
beia takin and wardit iu the tolbuith of Banf uyne weikis abefoir for his re- 
ItgiouD onlie, being ane excommunicat papift, and that day wes convoyit in to 
Abirdene, quhair lie wes wairdit iu the tolbuith and deliverit to Mr. Williame 
Davidfone Icliirref deput. He remanit thair whill the 17 of November, vul 
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then wes tranfportit be the fchirref deput to the fchirref of the Mernis, 
fo furth from fchire to fchire, whill he wes brocht to Edinbrughe, quhair 
wer receavit and wairdit. 

Upone the 1 6 of November, thair came to Abirdene ane baillie of Ei 
bnighe, with ane deacon, who caufit publifli ane Edict at the kirk diir of Old 
Abirdene npone Sonday the 19 of November, fummounding oure elderis and 
parochineris to compeir befoir the Committee of the AfTemblie at Edinbrughe 
the fext day of December nixt, to heir and fie Mr. \Villiame Strathauchin oure 
minifter tranlplantit fra this kirk to Edinbrughe to ferve in the miniftrie 
thair; and him felf wea alio fiiramoundit to that day, to whome thay gave 
alfo ane letter direct to him from the Generall AlTembleis Committee. Thir 
Commiflioneris hard him preiche the foirfaid Sonday, and but raoir ado with 
lefiioun or prefbitrie rode fouth agane. Quhairui)one Mr. Thomas Gordoun 
at Kethokifmilne ane elder, and Mr. James Sandylandis commoun procurator 
for the Kingis College, (becaus our minifter wes ane ilipendarie minifter, put 
in be the faid College to ferve at oure kirk, out of the deanrie of Abirdene 
anaexit to the fame Univerfitie) wes fent fouth to the Committee of the laid 
Aflemblie at Edinbrughe, with ane ampill commifiioun fiibfcrivit be the pa- 
rochin and meraberis of the College, and labourit fo as oure minifter gat liber- 
tie to byde at home, to the contentment of him felf and of his flock ; for he 
had wrettin ane plane refufall to go to Edinbrughe, and fent ane ampill com- 
miffioun to appeall fra the Committee of the Kirk to the Generall Aflemblie 
enlewing, if thay did not prevaill, as happelie thay did. 

Ye hard befoir, how the erll of Antrim wes trecherouflie takin be Mi 
in Ireland. He wes ftraithe wairdit and keipit, be tour, or nicht and 
about, be his capitaneg. Now it fell capitane Wallas ane gryte puritane to keip 
him, who wes als gryte ane papift. He had one Gordoun to be his live- 

cennand, who wes fone to Sir Alexander Gordoim, and uncle to the now erll of 
Sutherland. This capitane Wallas with his livetennand had aUb ane ftrong 
guard about the erll of Antrim, in ane ftrong caftell. Bot this livetennand 
Gordoun craftelie convoyit wp unelpyit in his breikis certane towis, be the 
quhilk the erll efcaipit and wan frielie away, to Wallas' gryte greif ; and the 
livetennand follouit and fled alfo. His efeaip wes wrocht in October, quhair- 
at Major Monro leuch not a word. 

About the 18 of November, divers newia cam to Abirdene, lie as, upone 
the 15 of September, the kingis admirall Sir Johne Peningtoun had takin 6 
ritche prifes of the parliamentis fchippis cuming from the Indianes : That 
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tliair cam out of Prance to tbe king 6,000 ariueB, with ftore of gold piUollls : 
That the king of Denmark had feiit to the king 60,000 lib. ftirling : That the 
lordis and utlieris caliit the Bandens had fubfcrivit this lafl. Covenant with 
fum liniitatioun, tliat is, to niantane the religioun and the kingis royall 
auchtoretie. • 

FuUouit amonges thame ane meitiog at Peblis, about 40 nobles, knightis, 
barronis ; amonges whome wes the marques of Haminiltoun. It wes tliair ref- 
Ibnit, that iince the countrie wes upone raifing of ane army, whidder or not 
tbay fould go to armes to imped thair ryfing or goiiig to England aganjs the 
king. Hammiltoun reflbnit againft; thair ryfing at all. It gois to voiceing, 
and, be pluralitie of voices, found. No man fould be raifit aganes the countrie. 
TTie erll of Traquhair, being thair with the reft, alkit Hammiltoun whidder 
or not he had given afliireans to the king that Scotland fould not raife armes, 
He anfuerit, he had given alTureans to his Majeftie, hot for the laft fynimer. 
Aluaies this melting diflblvit without moir ado, and the erll of Traquhair with 
ane uther lord rode thairfra poft to the king. 

About this tyrae, this marques be the kingis patent wea creat Duke of 
Hammiltoun, and fet him felf to follow the erll of Traquhair to court, as ye 
may heirefter fie, who had biddin fra the king in Scotland whilft he wes in 
gryte diftres in England fen , as ye may fie befoir. 

In this moneth of November, thair cam to Abirdene ane Doctor Pont, who 
had fura ilage playis, quliilk drew the people to behold the Iport ; fyne upone 
the (lage fold cei-tane balmes, oyllis, and uther phificall oyntments. quhairof 
he maid gryte gaue. Thairefter he went north to uther burrowis and did 
the like. 

Upone the 22 of November, the lord Gordoun cam out of Drum {quhair 
he had bein lodget the nicht befoir) to the Groves, wliair certane freindis 
met him whome he had wrettin for, and he wes about 100 hors. He cam 
ryding throw the Old touu to New Abirdene to hold tlie Committee accord- 
ing to the laft act. He went in at the Juftice Port, and rode up throw the 
ftreit quhill he lichtit at Mr, Alexander Reid's hous in the Gallowget. The 
erll Marfchall cam not to this Committee, as wes expectit. Aliuiyes the lord 
Gordoun, efler his lichting, went down to the Lower Counfal-hous, and had 
film couferens with the lairdis of Drum, Fedderet, Kermuk, Kemnay, and 
fum utheris of the Committee. The proveft was thair alfo. In the raein- 
tjme Mr. Androw Cant, minifter, cam up to the Counfal-hous, and pre- 
ftntit to the lord Gordoun the Covenant to be fubfcrivit, and to all the reft. 
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quhilk willinglie thay did, except the lairdis of Drum and Fedderit, who laid, 
it wes fuffident to fubfcrive at thair owne parbche diiirchis kad not 4n Abir- 
dene at thair Committee. Mr. Androw went to the dur with his anfuer. Al- 
uaies the lord Gordoim and fum barronis of the Committee ftayit holding thair 
meitinges, Thuirfday, Friday, Setterday. Sonday he hard devotion, Monon- 
day, Tuyfday held thair Committees, and all continewit whill ane New Com- 
mittee to be holdin the 20 of December. And upone Wedinfday the 29 of 
November, the lord Gordoun rode wp to Lefmoir, whair his father fifter, the 
lady Strabane, wes for the tyme remaning, to falute and vifeit hir his father 
fifter, as faid is. 

Upone the 26 of November, the Committee of Eftaites fetis out ane im- 
printed Act, anent the Raifing of men and armes, whiche coppeit is thus :

The Committie of EfUites confiddering that far the prefVnt fenrioe of the comilrey there ere 
direrfe troupes appoynted to be leFjred and faixNichi forth of the feverall fliirreffdomea of thie Iryg 
dome, which are not as yit formed as regimenteSi nor defigned for any Colooellis to haTe diaiige 
over them ; Therfoir, and for the better ordering and makbg of the iaides troapes fenioeable, the 
Committie of Eflaitee hath ordahied them to be derjrdeit in feven regiments, confiding of eight 
troopes, and eche tnrap of fixtie tronperes befyde the officeres. 

And of the iaides regimentes, one to be commandit be the Lord Genenll his Excellency. For 
the making wp qnhairof, tno troupes to be brocht out of Ireland, yis« the troupes of Mi^ Bantfa- 
tyne and Sir Robert Adair ; tuo troupes to be levyed, and lery money to be grantit for that end ; 
as alfo the twelf fcoir horfe appoynted to come out of Roxburghi Selkirk, and Peblis, trfaidi wOI 
mak wp four troupes. 

One to be commandit be Generall Mi^ Leffie, to confift of the three troupes alreadie levfad^ 
the laird of Polmais troupe appoyntit to come out of the ihirreffdome of Staling^ and four tmfifm 
to be levyed, and lea?ie money to be granted. 

One to be commandit be the Earle of Eglintoun, and to confiil of the tnelf fcoir horfe appoya(> 
ed to come out of the ihirreffdome of Air and Renfrew, which will make wp four troupes ; the tao 
hundred appoynted to come out of the ihirreffdome of Lanerick, whiche will make up three troupes^ 
and tuentie horfe ; and fonrtie horfe to be leryed. 

One to be commanded by the Earle of Dalhouffie, and to confifl of the fex fcoir appoynted to 
oome out of the ihirreffdome of Berwick, which will mak wp tno troupes ; the fix fcoir to come 
out of the ihirreffdome of Hadintoun to mak wp other tuo ; the fix fcoir appoynted to come out of 
the ihirreffdome of Edinbrughe to mak wp other tuo ; one of the troupes appoyntit to come ool 
of the ihirreffdome of Stirling, via. that qnhmrof Sir Williame Bmce is rootmaifter; and the tromp 
appoyntit to come out of the ihirreffdome of Lithgow, 
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One to )ie coininanilit iy the Lord Gonloun, Qiid to confift of the tnelf fcoir horfe appoynleii lo 
MMne oat of Abird(;iii and Duifi', which will mak wp four troupes ; tlie I'vx fioir appoynled to comi' 
oDt of Elgin, Nerne, and InDemes od this fyde of the Nefe, which will mak np too ; and in re- 
parA ther ar fevin fcoir sppoynted to come out of tlie Ihiireffdome of Forfar, of fex fcoir iherof, 
which will mak trp Iqo troupet. 

One lo be commandit fay the Lord Kirknbnght, and to conlifl of the fex fcoir appoynted lo 
conie out of Wigloun aod Kirkubright, the fox fcoir appoyotit to come ont of Dumfreia, and the 
loelf fcoir appointed to cam out of Perlli, all which will mak eight IroopsB. 

One to be commaDdit by the Lord of Balcarras, and to conlill of the taelf fcoir appointed to 
rome out of Fyffe, of too troopea to be levyed, the tua Imndred liorfe appoynted to come out of 
KiiKsrtlin and the Earle Marifchellis pairt of Abirdein, and the tnentie hurfe oat of Forrar befoir 
referred from the Lord Gordoon. 

Sic fubfcribitUT, AnCH. Prymrose, Cler. Com. 

TTiis uncouth Act, fears wnderflandabill, bred gryte fear and perturbatiouii 
amoiiges the kiagis loyall fubjectis; bot howfoever thir trouperis wes levyed 
ill uther ftliires, thay gat finall obedience heir, as eftir do appeir, pairtlie by 
the Erll Marfchallis miftonteiitinent anent the divifioun, alledgeing the lord 
Gordoun to have gottin moir nor he gat, and pairtlie becaule he keipit not the 
Committees witti the lord Gordoun and the red, and pairtlie by the marques 
of Huntlyis ryfing, as ye fall heirefter fie. Sie alfo at the firft of Februar 
1641 anent ane Act for raifing of men and armes. 

Now ye hard befoir, of the marques or rather duke Hainmiltouii, how he 
wes to follow the erll of Traquhair to Court. Thair wes ane prettie flicht de- 
vyfit to mak him to be the moir welcum to the king ; whiehe wes, the Eftaites 
relblved to have this Covenant fuome and fubfcrivit throw all Scotland ; 
araonges the reft, thay defire this duke and his brother the erll of Lanerk, 
fecretar in Scotland and of the Scottis counfall at England, to fueir and fub- 
fcrive this Covenant, quliilk thay both (ImiUatlie refuifit Quhairupoue the 
Conimittee of Eftaites als deceitfnllie gave ordour to thair awin good-brother 
the erll of Lyndelay prefenthe to mell with the Duke's eftaite, landes, and 
leivinges, for his difobedience, and to mell with the dewis and commoditeis of 
the figaet pertening to his brother, as fecretar foirfaid, and that but proces, 
lioming, forfaltrie, or uther fumniondis as wes ufit aganes uther non fubfcri- 
baiites ; to the effect thay might fchaw the king how thay war handUt for re- 
fufing to fubfcrive the Covenant, as his Majeftie had exprellie forbiddin his 
good fubjectis to do, thalrby to infinuat them moir and moir in his Hienes fa- 
vour. Bot this wes a fchoirt cloik in the eies of the beholderis. for thair mo- 
ther wea drawing wp and dreilling fohiiouris in the Duke's ablence upone his 
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eilait and rentis als buflie as if Icho had bein ane man, natwithftandiiig the 
lamen wes appointit to be ingatherit be the fbirlaid erll of Lyndiay. Alnayee 
the Duke and his brotheris doinges ar moir and incur dilboverit ; in the meiii- 
tyme thay getting this cloak of excufe, to fchow the king how the Committee 
of Eftaites had bereft them of their rentis, as is formerlie laid. And thus the 
Duke with his brother weill convoyit, haveing ftoir of monejria^ takia joamqr 
about the laft of November and to England go thay» of wh<mi ye fill heir 
moir heirefter. 

About the 27 of November, Letteris of Interoonunoning pobliihit at the 
marcat cros of Abirdene, at the inftans of Mr. Alexander Joffiray, Aleander 
and John Joffra}ris his fonis, aganes the laird of Haddodie ; and publifhit thair- 
efter at the kirkis of Meithlik, Fy vie, Tarves, and Belly, the marques of Hunt- 
lie's awin paroche kirk of the Bog. Likeas he the fiid marques wes diaigit 
be ane mefler, be virtue of the laidis Letteris, not to interconunoun with Had- 
doche, help nor fupplie him ; quhairat the marques wes difoontent, and thir 
charges did no good, as efter ye fill heir. The laird of Haddoche culd get no 
peace except he payit the foirfiud fyne of 20,000 merkis ; 15,000 merkis to the 
publict, and 5,000 merkis to the Joffirayis. He, feing this rigorous deatix^ 
and that he hard the Eftaites war to fend forces to uplift the fime perfioroe^ 
went about legallie to defend himfelf, and maid ane Affignatioun of his haill 
goodis, geir, debtis, foumes of money and utheris pertaining till him to his 
cuiing Gilbert Gordoun of Knaven. Sie moir heirefter. 

Ye hard befoir, how the lord Gordoun rode to Leflmoir to vifeit his firther* 
iifter. He paft thairfra to Strathbogie ; hot the marques wes flittit to the 
Bog, making preparatioim for the mareage of his dochter ladie Marie with 
Alexander Irving the young laird Drum, and in the meintyme wes fumefliiii^ 
the place of Achindoun with all neceflares. The lord Gordoun lodgit in Tul- 
lifoull, and ftayit no longer thair, onlie exhorting the Strathbogie men to be 
in reddines upone thair owne perrell, and fo rode his way, being in mal-gnioe 
with his father ; aluaies he retumit to Abirdene. 

Upone Thuirfday 7 December, the young laird Drum fbirlaid wes mardt 
to the foiriaid lady Marie Gordoun with gryte folempnitie, and mirth and 
myrrines aneuche in the Bog at thair brydell ; but the lord Gkirdoun wes not 
at his fifteris brydell, throw mifcontentment betuixt his father and him. 

Upone Wedinfday the 6 of December, Gilbert Brek, ane of the toune oflBd'' 
aris, caufit bring ane bame borne to him of his wyfe called Silver to 

the lectur leilbn, quhair Mr. Johne Bew minifter had taucht, to be beptdfit: 
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bot becaufe tlie barne wes not brocht to him when he wes bapteifing funi 
utber bames he wold not gif baptifeie to this young infant ; quhaimpone the 
Ample man wes forlit to bring bak his barne nnbapteifit fra the kirlt to his 
twin boils. The wyf lying in childbed, heiring hir barne wes not bapteifit, 
wes lb angrie, that fcho turned her face to the wall, and throw plane dilple- 
four deceiffit immediatlie, and the barne both or the mome. Like as the mo- 
ther and the barne in her oxfter wes both bureit togidder. Lamentable to fie 
how the people is thus abufit ! Ye may fie befoir, of the like abufe, quhair 

Iane barne deit but baptiftne. 
Thir lectur lefTonis wes brocht in be Mr. Andrew Cant, upone Wedinfday 
and Frj-dday weiklie, in place of the evening prayeris, whiche many people 
tbocht no war nor thir leflbnis. Thir lecturs had no prayer; bot ane plalme 
fvaig at the begining, and ane prayer at the ending. This forme wes brocht 
ID for to mak thair ftipend better. Like as ilk minifter had 500 merkis yeir- 
lie of augmentatioun. 
Thus is this noveltie brocht in, upone the toune's expens, quhair the 
«TeniBg prayer wes ufit befoir, and better fervice done be the nainifteris 
^en nor now. 
The Ellaites ar buflie to caus ererie nobillman fiieir and fubfcrive this Co- 
■wenant ; and fuche as refuiflit wer fumraoundit to compeir befoir the nixt par- 
leanient or befoir the Committee of the Eftaites of parliament, wuder the pane 
^^^ «>f forfaltrie. Strange to fie forfaltrie without authtorltie of ane king ! 
^^^L About the firil of December, word cam to Aberdene that the erll of Lau- 
^^^■Uiean wes takin in England at the kingis command, for going to France, and 
^^^"■a^tiating with the Proteftantis thair for help and fupport of oure rovenant- 
^ris and utber unlauchfuU caufis, as wes reportit ; for the quhilk he wes com- 
xaiittit to ftrait priflbim, as ye have befoir, and thairefter put to libertie. 

Upone Sonday 10 December, the women of our parochin of Sanct Maucher, 
«3fler fermon, caufit bald wp thair handis and fueir to the mantenance of the 
^^^K~«ligioun preftntlie profeflit in Scotland, and to abyd be the Covenant. 
^^H- Like as at the fame kirk dur Letteris of Intercomouning wes publifliit 
^^^■i^anes the laird of Haddoche, at the JoSreyis infi:ans, to mak him odious ; 
^^^■Bpihilk did litle good, as heirefter do appeir. 

^^H Now the lord generall Leflie is fall growing to ane held, and hes convenit 
^^H ^bout 20,000 men, qubairof thair is 3,000 faors, bag and baggage, weill armit 
* ■'vith feild peices, fwaden fedderis, and all ingynis of warr necelPar ; and, about 

*iie day of December, began his marche touardis Newcaftell ; and in the 
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meintyihe foldiouris ar daylie raiiit and fent efter the amy, for the better 
ftrenthning thairof, as ye may fie heirefter. He had the marques of Argyll' 
preiident of the army, the erll of Lyhdfay, the lord Balmyrrmodie, with 
divers utheris nobles, capitanes and commandris in his army. Yet the trtoth 
is, be had bot 15 regimentis of hors and foot into England, and 5 r^^imentis 
fhortlie follouit him, amounting to about 10,000 men, by iic as wes raifit 
thairefter. 

Ye hard befoir of the lord Gordqun; he comes to Abirdene, and,'Upone 
Tuyfday 1 9 of December, thair wes a Committee of Warr haldln in the laiiefae 
Counfal-hous of the tolbuith be the erll Marfchall, the faid lord Gordoun, the 
laird Drum fchirref, the lairdis of Kermuk, Glenkindie and divers uther bar- 
ronis, with the proveft and balleis of Abirdene. David Gordon of Knaven 
compeirit befoir this Committee, and producit ane Affignatiouh maid to him be 
the laird of Haddoche of his haill moveable gobdis, geir, debtis, foumes of mo- 
ney, and maid intimatioun thairof to them and tuke inflrumentis thainipone 
in tua notaris handis. In. the meintyme the fofrfaid laird Drum, fidiirref, 
(as he had gottin ordour £ra the Ellaites) cauiit ane meffinger charge the foir- 
laid erll Marfchall, lord Gordoim, and haill perfones of the Committee perfbn- 
aUie convenit, to rys, concur and affift him as fchirref of Abirdene to lerche, 
feik, tak and apprehend the faid laird of Haddoche ; and felyeing thairof^ to 
mell and intromett with his landis, rentis,'goodis and geir, conforme to the 
letteris raifit thairanent. At this charge, the Committee gois to ane conful- 
tatioun, and refolves to fend over to the Committee of Eftaites the coppie of 
the foirfaid Afiignatioun, with the Intimatioun following thairiipone, and to 
tak thair advys what wes beft to be done thairanent. Thus this Conunittee 
iat Tuyfday and Wedinfday. Thay confident the rollis of the parochins of 
fenfibill men grvin wp be fie miniileris as cam, and war found hot givin wp 
orderlie ; quhairfoir tibay war commandit to give wp ane perfyt roll of all 
maner of man within thair parochins, betuixt 60 and 16, and continewit tliair 
Committee of Warr to the 2 of Januar nixt 1644, and ordanit the haill mi- 
nifi;eris to be chargit wnder the pane of 1 00 lib. to keip this Coinmittee, and 
to bring perfect rollis within this diocie or province, in forme foirfaid. It wes 
alio orderit be the Committee of Eftaites, that ilk minifter Ibuld fumeifh 
out ane man to this fervice, quhilk wald draw to ane thoufand men, becaufe 
there is 1000 miniileris ; quhilk fum heir did fiimeifhe, utheris wes overlein ; 
and fo diflblvit. 

The Eftaites, feing the laird of Haddoche*s Aftignatioun, took it. to be plane 
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Icome and deluflouD, and thairfoir raifit new charges aganes the laird Drum 
ichirref and utberis to go upone Haddoche, as ye fall fie lieirefter. 

Now as this Committee of AVarr difiolvit, thair littis doun ane uther Com- 
mitteee of Valuation, for uptaking the rentis of the landis for levying of the 
foldiouris within this fchirrefdome. Thus, day and nicht is the poor countrie 
oppreft and vext but auchtoritle of ane king. 

Upone the 18 of December, ane Proelamatioun maid at the cros of Abir- 
dene, chargeiug the Commiflioneria uf the lait parliament within the fchire of 
Abirdene to be at Edinbrughe the thrid day of Januar nixt 1644, alfweill 
nobles, barronis, as burrowls, to fit and cognos upone fie materis as beloi^it 
to ane parliament in the interim betuixt parlianientis, conforme to the Act of 
parliament. 

Ye hard of befoir, how duke Hamrailtoun, with his brother, took journey 
touardis court with ftoir of moneyis, about 12 hors lead, as wes reportit. Now 
lie the way, it is laid, his brother the eril of Laiierk went to Newcallell, quhair 
lie had lum dealling with Sir Johne Morall guvernour of Newcaftell, to betray 
the toun to cure general! Le(lie. This trelfoun is difcoverit, he is removit 
and wardit, and ane new govemour put in his place. Upone this dealling, 
and uther refibnes, it is faid the duke and his brother wes convoyit to Ox~ 
furde pollitiquelie. At his lichting, he intendit to fie the king ; hot be wes 
ftayit be Sir Jacob Afhly, appointit to tak him and his brother bothe. And 
upone the morne, he (without ficht of the king) wes had to ane Itrong hold, 
and committit to clois prifibun in the caftell of Wodftok, and thairfra tranf- 
portit to Comewall. It is faid, his brother wes alfo wardit, hot wan away be 
ane llicht, and to the parliament of England (wanting ane king) gois he for 
his refuge ; a figne fuirlie of a guiltie confciens. Thus wes oure royal! king 
fenit be Hammilton, and his brother who wes his fecretar. From England 
he cumis thairefter to Scotland, is maid welcura, and he gois on in fervice 
with the reft of the Covenanteris (hard for the king, he being his fecretar, as 
faid is,) with all his miclit, bot duke Hammiltomi is tranfportit to Brillow. 

Upone the 19 and 20 dayis of December, doctor Goold, principall of oure 
College, gois on moft maliciouflie, and caufis caft doun the ftaithe wall (land- 
ing within the bifchopis clois, curioullie booldit with hewin fi^ne, and took the 
llaues doun to tbe Colledge for fie vane ul'es aa he thocht expedient, fie wes 
the iniquitie of this tyme ; and brak doim the aitler wark about the turretis ; 
raifed tbe pavement of the hall, and caufit lead them doun to lay in the 6ure 
of the commoun fcooU. 
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About this time. Sir Gilbert Meinseis of Petfodellis leavies ihe ooontrie 
and gois to. France, feiring the trubles to cum. He purcheft Letteris patent 
fra the Committee of Eftaites at Edinbrughe to go, upone oonditioiui his men, 
tennentis and fervandis fould rys with the publict, and his ground and xentb 
be lyabill to loane and taxationis, and uther levie monejos. His ladie fA^ 
lowis him. : . > 

Upone Thuirfday SI December, Mr. Williame Douglas minifter at SViige, 
who wes 6hofin profefibur at the laft Provinciall Aflemblie, gave in Tfae& in 
the collage kirk of Old Abirdene. He de£endit the lamen aganes 'all oppofi«i 
tioun of the bretheren thair convenit, fie as Mr. David Lyndfay perfime ef 
Balhelvie moderatour to the nixt Provinciall Aflemblie, doctor GoqU, Mr. 
Johne Rew, Mr. John Logie, Mr. Robert Cheyne and fum utheria ; fior the 
aucht prefbitreis of Abirdene wes wamit to fend in tuo or thrie commiffion* 
eris out of ilk prefbitry to have keipit this day, quhairof fiun cam» utheris 
cam not. In relpect quhairof, the laid Mr. Williame Douglas is ardanit to 
cum agane upone the 24 of Januar 1644, to abyde his laft trydlis, and the 
oommiffioneris of. ilk prefbitrie ordanit to be pre&nt ; quhilk wes don6, and he 
admittit profefibur in ane more worthie manis pUoe unjufUie put thairfira be 
the tirrany of this kirk, quhairat he never offendit, hot glaidlie bq^an to re- 
pair his duelling hous, quhilk he had mortifeit to the profeflbur, and remont 
thairfra,as ye fall heir, to the grjrte.grudge and greifdf the touu of <Hd Abir- 
dene, amongis the poor quhairof he wes moft charitabilL - 

Mononday the 25 of December, and good Yool day, no waik wrodit i 
Old Abirdene, nor yet upone Sanct Johne's day, nor Sanct Stephanis ^jf 
all the thundering the minifter could do againft it ; and upone S7 
the Old toun colliginaris gat. aucht dayis play, whiddec the maifteris w<d& 
or not . . 

Upone Sonday 24 of December, the communioun givei heir in OkL Abirdene 
to the colliginaris who war abfent fra the conununioun abefoir, and to fie per* 
fones as war feik and imhabill to cum. Thay war about ane bufde full of 
fie people. 

Ye hard of the doun fitting of oure foveraigne lordis Seffioun. Upone Sefa* 
terday 23 December, it wes raifit be found of trumpet at the croa. of Bdim 
brughe, and ordanit to fit doun the 16 of Januar nixt, to>the effect :men midit 
be haifi;ellie liftit and had to the Boull Rod ; hot inferiour Judicatoreifr wei 
not raifit, bot fat fi;ill adminifiring jufiice. Like as upone the fixtein day of Ja^ 
nuar it lat doun agane, and prorogat to the 2 of February to fit doun that dajr* 
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^Vpone Sonday 81 December, it wes declairit out of pulpit, that the Com- 
nittee of the Kirk at Edinbrughe had ordanit aue fail to be keipit upone Son- 
day the 7 of Januar 164*, and upone AA'edinlday thairefter, throw out all the 
paroche churches of Scotland, For a happie fuccefs to oure army, 2. The dan- 
ger of religioim, 3. The fynis of the land, 4. For a bliifing upone oure Com- 
milTioneris travelles lying at England. Quhilk fad wes Iblerapnlie keipit the 
foirlaidis dayis aiid the Covenant red out upon the Sonday. 

Upone Tuyfday the 26 of December, Mr. James Guthrie minifter at Ur- 
quhart, Mr. Alexander Speiis perfone of Bimy, and Mr. Alexander Symmer 
perfbne of Duffus, cam to the Bog (be directioun of the prefbitrie of Elgin) ; 
and, in name of the Committee of the Generall AlTeinblie at Edinbinghe, defyrit 
the marques of Huntly to fueir and fubfcrive the lait Covenant. He anfuerit, 
he wold not fubfcrive any fic Covenant without the kingis command ; for he 
had ones fubfcrivit aue Covenant at his Majeileis command abefoir, and he 
wold fubfrrive no more but his auchtoretie. Qubairupone the thrie minifterin 
took thair leive, and wreit bak his anfuer to the foirfaid Committee. Thus, 
this noble man is daylie poyntit at and can not get reil, quhilk bred inuche 
trubbill, as efter ye fall heir. 

About this tyme word cam to Abirdeln, that Mr. Pyme, that arch ti-aittour 
in the Lower Hous, wes departit this life in London, whiche wes to be la- 
mentit that he had deit befoir he had bein hangit to the death. 

Many newis wes daylie cuming to Abirdene of the kingis victoreis over his 
Englifh enemeis, him felf lying at Oxfurde, wyntering the cold feffbun, quhair 
all wynter he baid ftill : that he had indictit ane parliament to be holden at 
Oxfurde in Januar 1644 ; and to that effect lent out Froclamationis to the 
nobles and peeris of parliament to cum to ther owne places, to whome he 
grantit fiill and frie remiiTioun for all byganes, except fum arch traittouris 
fpeciallie denominat, whorae his Majeftie wold on nawayes remit. Upone this 
gratious Proclamatioun many nobles and peeris cam in to the king, and wes 
Weill receaved. 

Gryte diligens and expeditioun maid throw all the fchires of Scotland, for 
raifing of men to fend efter oure army, who is now lying at Morpet, haveing 
(indrie nobill men, lie as the marques of Argyle prefident of the army, the 
eril of Lyndfay the lord of Balmyrrinoche, the erll of Eglintoun, the vifcount 
of Dudop, and divers utheris coUonellis and captanis. Sie heirefter. 

Thair wes liftit out of the toun of Edinbrughe 1,200 men, out of Dundie 
nyne fcoir men> out of Brechin and Montrois ane hundreth and ten men, and 
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out of Abirdene thair wes appointit to be raifit fex Iboir men with thair cap- 
tane and ofEciares. 

Thair cam out ane printed Piece, daitit the 12 of June I64S9 beiring ane 
Ordinans of the Lordis and Ck>mmoun8 in parliament for the calling of ane af- 
fembly of lemed and godlie divynes to be confulted with by the parliament, 
for the fatling of the government and liturgie of the churche of England, &c. % 
declairing alfo that the prefent churche government by archbifchopis, bi&faopis, 
thair chancelouris, commiilareis, deanis, deanis and chepdouris, archdeaoonis, 
and other ecclefiailik officiares depending upone hierarchy, is evill, and jufilie 
offeniive and burthenfome to the kingdome, &c. ; and that therefore thay ar 
refolvedy that the famen falbe takin away, and that fuche a government ialb& 
fatled in the churche, as falbe moft agrieabill with Grodis holy word, and moft^ 
apt to procure and prefen'-e the peace of the churche at home, and neirer agrie^ 
ment with the Churche of Scotland, &c. 



1 644. Ye hard of the Committee of Warr holdin at Abirdene. The erll Marfdiall 
rode to Dunnotter, and from that retumit to Innerugie. The lord Gordooii 
rode out of Abirdene likuaies, and retumit back, upone the firft of Januar, to;his 
lodging at Mr. Alexander Reidis hous, quhair he ftayit whill the 11 of Janaar. 
Upone the thrid of Januar he held ane Committee of Warr with ium bar- 
ronis ; hot the erll Marfchall cam not to this Committee. It iat ftill whill the 
1 1 of Januar. The miniftrie cam in, and produceit, wnder thair handis, and 
be vertue of thair othis, the Rollis of the fenfibill men betu];xt 60 and 16 ia 
thair parochins. Thair wes befoir this Committee findrie uther materis agi- 
tat, and fo diflblvit upone the foirfaid ellevint of Januar. It wes laid the erll 
Marfchall mifkenit thir Committees, becaufe he had no contentment in the 
divi(ioun. . 

Upone the ellevint of Januar, being Thuirfday, the lord Oordoun took wp 
hous in the Old toun in his fatheris place. He gat fum peites befoir him, bot 
he behovit to plenifh and mak provifioun upone his awin purs for all uther 
necefTares. 

Upone the fourt of Januar, ane Committee holdin upone the valuationis of 
the fchire of Abirdene for lifting of men, as ye may heirefter fie at the firft d 
Februar. The fchirrefdome of Abirdene wes valued to ane hundretfa thou* 
fand merkis, quhairof Abirdene fould pay auchtene thouiand and four hun- 
dreth merkis. 
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Upone Sonday 7 Januar, ane fail preceiflie keipit, and upone Wediiifday 
thairefter. The minifter went not out of pulpit whill the people reconvenit 
to the eftemone's lermon upone the found of the henmeft bell allanerlje ; and 
110 bliffing wes faid efter the foirnone's fermon upone Sonday, whill firft the 
eftenione'B preiching wes done, and lb one blifling lervit for both fermonia. 
The Covenant wes red out upone Sonday, declaring and exponing the famen 
nowayes to be againft the king, hot againft the papiltis about him. Thus, 
the minilter feimit to perluade the [leople to beleive this oppofitioun ; hot thay 
wold never in thair hairtes be perfuadit thairof. 

In New Abirdene, fic merchandis as wes at fea and now cum hame ful>- 
fcrivit the faid Covenant, upon the faid Sonday, upone thair kneis with up- 
Hftit handis. 

The laird Drum, Ichirref principall of Abirdene, is chargit with Letteris di- 
rect out in the Kingis name, (hot God kenis if thay war witli his Majeftie's 
will,) to charge the barronis of the fchire to convein, and the toune of Abir- 
dene, to rais fourfcoir four hors men for the moft pairt, and tua comraanderis. 
to go ferche, feik, tak and apprehend the laird of Haddoche, or to tak his hous 
and mell with his rentis. Conforme to the quhilk charges, the laird Drum 
caufis charge the toune of Abirdene to rais thair men, and wreit to findrie 
barronis, to meit him. And fo, upone the 17 day of Januar, the laird Drum 
merches out of Abirdene, ha%'eing in his company the faidis company of men 
and commanderis, with Mr. Alexander Joffray, Johne and Alexander Jof- 
frayis his fones, weiU armit altogidder with fuordis, piflollis, carrabins, and 
mufkatis, being for the moft pairt all bora men. And at the grein of \Vdny, 
thair raeites the fchirref, the lairdis of Pittodrie, Monymuflt, Echt, Fedderet, 
Wdny, Skeyne, and divers utheris barronis, with whome wes Mr. Williame 
Davidfone fchirref deput. Thay go to confultatioun, and fendis befoir thame 
the laid fchirref deput, with Johne Spens Rothefay Iierauld, David Kempt 
mefiinger, and tua notan's, with coramiflioun to charge fic as wes within to 
rander the hous in the kingis name ; and the fchirref foUouit with his com- 
pany. Conforme to the quhilk conimiflioun thay went forduard, and chargit 
them within being about 40 men to rander the hous, being bot lauche bid- 
ing, quhairin Haddoche duelt. It wes anfiierit, this hous jwrtenit not to Had- 
doche, bot to his fone, to whome he had difponit the famen, and fua could 
not with reflbne rander tlie fone's hous for his father's fault ; and for his 
rentis, goodis and geir, thay war aflignit to David Gordoun, and laufulhe in- 
timate Then thay chargit thame to mak oppin yetis, quhairby thay miclit 
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lois his libertie, his landis, his rentis, and all that he !iad ; for thir charget^ 
b»re no lea nor to mell with his eftait, if thay mift him lelf, becaufe the 
Eftaite8 thocht he wes not able to Hand out aganes thair pouer, and that he 
wold be forfit to flie and leave the fame. Quhilk confidderit be the marques, 
contrair to thair expectatioun he ufit an raein for his awin prefervatioun, as 
efter ye fell heir, and wold not fuifer the lord Gordoun to lift ane man within 
Ills doniinioun. 

Upone Fridday 19 Januar, ane Committee holdin in Abirdene be the lord 
Gordoun and fum barronis, bot MarfchaU wes not thair, for lifting of moneyis 
to rais fouldiouris. 

Thair wes ane ordinance maid, that none of the Committee fould remoTe 
out of Abirdene whill materis war failed, and fo thay iat Hill whill the 6rll 
of Marche. 

Ve hard how his Majeilie lay all winter at Osfurde. It is faid, upone the 
20 day of Januar he indicted ane parliament, as is thairin contenit. Strange 
to fie the King to have aiie parliament, and the countrie to have another par- 
liament, both litting in England ! 

Oure army now being in England, ane Miflive wes writtin from generall 
Lefly, the marques of Argyll, the erll of Lyndfay, and remanent of the Com- 
mittee of our Scottifli army encampit at Morpet, 12 myllis diftant from New- 
caftell, daitit about the S5 of Januar 1644, and direct to Sir Thomas Glen- 
bame, now governour of Newcallell in the place of the depolit traittour Sir 
Johne Morall, witli ane uther letter writtin from thame to tbe gentrie. The 
which letteris, nor coppeis thairof, I did not fie ; bot the coppie of the aiifuer 
maid tliairto, comprehending the fubftaus of the feidis letteris wrettiu fra our 
ramp, may fuUie infomie the groundis of their uncouthfuU defires and unre- 
fonabill demandis. The coppie of the governour of Newcallell's letter, and 
gentrie wnder fubfcriveand, and now coppeit, is thus : 

71« Governor of Netixajlte't Letter to the CommilUe of the SccUiJIi Armtj. 
My Lord, 
I have this day receired yonre, togellicr wilb one to ihe gentlemen of the county, and having 
cooimDDicBted with them, we retura you llila uifwer ; That without the (ight of that letter we could 
BM luTe been induced, by any flyiug report!>, to believe, that the Scottilh nation, or the preTailing 
putj* for the prefent in that nation, would have attempted an iiivalion of England, fu contrary to the 
lam of God, of nalioni, of both kingdoms, and efpecinlly to the late Act of Pacifiraiion ; fo oppo- 
fite to their allegiance and gratitude tu liis Majelly, lo that neighbourly love which they pretend, 
10 that difcreet cue which they tliould have of their own lufL'ty. ^Ve couUl not otherwifo have 
imagined, that they, who, by liia Majelty's goodnels, enjoy a lettienient of their Church and Stata 
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according to thetr own defires, fhoulil needldly and ingrntefollj eoihrafl ih— ftlfw in s bafiaiA 
that concerns them not, forfeit their rights, difoblige hia Miyefty* and hamd Aa Ma af ihair pi^ 
fent happineis. 

No order of an^ Committee or Committees whatfoeTer of moi or aagab caa §m dbaai power 
to march into the howels of another kingdom to make ofienfife war againft their oatval f ot ai iig tt , 
upon the empt^ pretence of enl connfellorsy who could never yel be naoMd. Aad aa fcr ikm Eag^ 
lUh agents, we cannot believe them to be any commiffioneia lawfully asthoiiaed, mAm hj the 
Parliament, or by the two Hoiifes, or yet by the Hoofe of GiNDmoiis, whence fo BHUiy of the 
members are expelled by partial votes, fo many banifhed by fedittous tnnuilts, fo auuiy fohoitaffily 
abfent themfelves oat of confcience ; where defperation, or want of opportanity to depart, or fear 
of certain plonder, are the chiefefl bonds which hold the little remnant together horn difflpation ; 
where the venerable name of Parliament is made a fiale to coonteaanoe the pemiciova counfels 
and acts of a dofe committee. 

For fnbjects to make foreign confederacies without their fovereign's afleot, to inTade Ae territo- 
ries of their undoubted king, to go about by force to change the laws and religion ^lablifhed, is 
grois treafon without all contradiction ; and in this cafe, it argues ftrongly who have lieen the con- 
trivers and fomenters of all our troubles. No covenant whatfoever, or with whomfoever, can juf- 
tifie fuch proceedings, or oblige a fubject to run fuch difloyal courfes. If any man, out of igno* 
ranee, fear, or credulity, have entered into fuch a covenant, it binds him not, except it be to re- 
pentance. Neither is there any fuch neceility as is pretended of your prefent pofture ; your (elves 
cannot alledge, that you are any way provoked by us ; neither are we confdous to onrielveB of the 
leaft mtention to moleft you. 

- Thofe ends, which yon propofe, are plaufible indeed to them who do not nnderftaod them ; the 
hlackeft defigns did never want the fame pretences. If by the IVoteftant Religion you faitend 
Articles, which are the publick Confeffion of our Church, and our Book of Common IVayar 
bliihed by Act of Parliament, you need not trouble your felves, we are ready to defend them 
our blood ; if it be otherwife, it is plain to all the world, that it is not the prefervatioiH bat 
innovation of religion which yon feek, however by you ftiled Reformation. And what calliiig 
you to reform us by the fword ? We do not remember that ever the like indignity waa offBiad hy 
one nation to another, by a lefler to a greater, That thofe men who have heretofore pleaded fia 
vehemently for liberty of confcience againft all oaths and fubfcriptions (honld now afioma m powar 
to themfelves, by arms, to impofe a law upon the confciences of their fellow fubjects. A vamajflh 
ed nation would fearce endure fuch terms from their conquerors. But this we are (hre o( that tUi 
is the way to make the Proteflant Religion odious to all monarchs, Chriftian and Pigan* 

Your other two ends, that is, the honour and happinefs of the King, and the publick peaee aad 
liberty of his dominions, are fo manifeftly contrary to your practife, that we need no other modva 
to withdraw you from fuch a courfe, as tends fo directly to make his Majefty contemptible rt 
home and abroad, and to fill all his dominions with rapine and blood. 

In an army all have not the fame mtentions. We have feen the articles agreed upon, and thofo 
vaft fums and conditions contained in them, as if our countrymen thought that England waa indeed 
a well that could never be drawn dry. And whatfoever the intentions be, we know right well whsl 
will be the confequence ; though, if it were otherwife, no intention or confequent whatfoever esa 
juftify an unlawful action ; and therefore you do wifely to decline all difputation about it. It is sa 
eafie thing to pretend the caufe of God, as the Jews did the temple of the Lord ; but this is far 
from thofe evident demonftrations which you oftoi mention, bnt never, make. 
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Conliiler that there nmll be so account given to God of all the blood vliich Ihall lie Dwd in this 

i qn^rrel. The way to prevent it is not by fucli iurmualiuiis ; bui to retire before the fworil hn nti' 

' fiuathed, or ibe bresrh be made too wide. You cannot think that we ere grown Tucii tame cree- 

I to ddt^rT oar religion, our laws, our liberties, our ellates, upon coromaud of foreigners ; and to 

I bflcT our felvps and our poilerity to be made beggars and flavea without oppolilion. If any of 

1 fliall join with you in this action, we cannot look upon them otiierwilis than as traitors to their 

g, TipcTs to their native country, and fuch as have been jilotters or fomentera of lliia delign from 

(he beginning. Bnt if mil information or fear have drawn any of yours ignorantly or unwillingly 

^ islo thii caufe, we delire them to withdraw tliemfelvcB at lall, and not to make themfidvea accellk- 

Lo that deluge of mifchief, which this fecond voyage is like to bring upon botli kingdoms.

For the publict peace and libertie of his dominiouiis ; uhiche thrie 
rellones ar punctuallie and pithellie aiifuerit unto, as their letter heires, and 
fubfcrivit be the handis of Sir Thomas Glenhame governour of Newcaftell, 
with 14 utheris of the gentrie, as you fie befoir. Bot oh, for pitle ! our 
aniiy wold not heir this wys counfall, but go forduard in thair rebellioun. 
Se heirefter. 

Upone Tuyfday 30 Janiiar, the majeftrates of Abirdene preflit and violent- 
lie took upon the night 28 jwrfones of the craftis, prenteiflis, and fervondis, to 
help to mak wp thair niunber of fexfcoir fouldioujjs with ane capitane and 
ten ofEtiares. Sie heirefter. 

About the famen tyme, thair cam to Abirdene ane coppie of ane letter 
from certane EngUfii Peeris wrettiu to oure Scottifll army, q,uhilk coppeit is 
thus:

If for no other reafoD* jet that pofterity maj knoir wo lia?o done o«r dalie% and nol flia ftn 
wUlft onr hretfaren of Scotland were tranfported with a dangerom and fiital Bnfind«ft«i£n|^ that 
the refohition now taken among them for an expedition into England m agw w a hlo to Aeir obQgft- 
tion bj the late Treaty, and to the wifhes and defirea of this kingdom eipvifled by tbo two Hodca 
of Furliament, we hare thought it neceflary to let yoor Lordihipa know, that if wo had diflented 
fmok that Act, it conld nerer hare been made a law. And when yon have aTiminei andooafidered 
the names of ns who fnbfcribe this letter (who we k^ are too well known to yoor hwdfli^a and 
both kingdoms, to be fofpected to want afiection to religion or to the laws and liberty of oar 
country, for the defence and maintenance whereof we (hall always hold oar Kras m cheap fiwfifiee) ; 
and when yon are informed that the Earl of Arnndel and Thanet, and the Lords Stafford^ Stan- 
hope, Coventry, Goring, and Crayen are in parts beyond the feas, and the Earls of Chdierfield, 
Weftmoreland, and the Lord Mootagne of Bonghton under reftraint at London, foe thair kyaky 
and duty to his Mijefty and the kingdom ; your Lordihips will eafily ooadndo how fory few now 
make up the peers at Weilminfter, there being in truth not ahore 85 lords prefent or priry to thde 
couniels, or being abfent, confenting, or concurring with them, whereas the Houfe of Peers con* 
iifis of aboTO an hundred, heiides minors and recnfant lords, neither of wUch keep ns company in 
thii addrefs to your Lordihips. 

How we and the major part of the Houfe of Commons came to be abfoit from thence k fo 
notorious to all the world, that we belioTe your Lordihips cannot be iirangers to it : how fereral 
times, during our fittmg there, multitodes of the meaneit fort of people, with weapona not agree- 
ing to their condition or cnflom, in a manner rery contrary and deftmctiTo to the privilegea of Ptf- 
liament, filled up the way between both Houfes, ofiering injuries both by words and actions unto,, 
and laymg violent hands upon fereral members, and crying out many hours together againft 
eflabliihed laws in a moil tumultoous and menacing way : how no remedy would bo f« 
to for preventing thefe tomults. After which and other mdawfol and unparliameataiy 
many things, received and fettled upon iblenm debate in the Houfe of Peers, were again, 
many threats and menaces, refumed, altered, and determined, contrary to the law and caftoM o^ 
Parliaments. Aid fo» many of ns withdrew onr (elves from thence, where we could not fit^ iipaak^ 
and vote with honour, freedom, and iafety, and are now kept fttim thence for our duty and byahy 
to our foveraign ; and mail therefore proteit againfi any imitation which hath bean nv 
brethren of Scotland to enter the kingdom with an army, the flune being aa mneh againft Aa 
iires as againft the duty of the Lords and Conunons of England. 

And we do conjure your Lordihipa, by our common aHagiance and fubjection under onr 
foveraign, by the amity and afiection be^veen the two nations, by the TVeaty of Pacification ( which 
by any fach act ii abfblutely diflblved), and by all obligations, both dinne and humane^ wUch en 
preferve peace upon earth, to ufe your utmoft endeavonn to prevent the effufion offe ainJiChM^ 
tian blood, and the confufion and defolation which muft follow the nnjuft invafion of thia kiag- 
dom, which we (and we are confident all true Engliih men) muft interpret aa a defign of oa^prf^ 
and to impofe new laws upon us ; and therefore your Lordihips may be aflured we ihaH not A for 
forget our own intereil, and the honour of our nation, as not to expofe our lives and fortmea hi lbs 
juft and neceilary defence of this kingdom. But if your Lordihips, in truth, have any doiAls sr 
apprehenfions, that there is now, or hereafter may be, a purpofe to infringe your laws or liberdsi 
from any attempt of this kingdom, we do engage our honours to your Lordihipa to be onr fdfii 
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noil religions obfervera of the Act of Pacification ; nad if the breach and violation Uu not fir(l be- 
§ni wilhin that kingilom, we are confident yoa Ihall never have caufe (o coniplain of this. AnO 
hating thoa fv exprefled onr felves to your Lordlhips, we hope to receive fuch an anfiver from 
^on as may be a means to preCerve a right unJerllEinding between the ttro aations, and lay au obli- 
gation Dpon US to continue

What 
anfuer wes fent, I do not know ; bot it appeires by the remaining of oure ar- 
my in England thairefter, we wes not to follow the good and godlie counfall 
of this wittie letter, bot follow oure owne defigiies, notwithHanding of the 
Idngia royall pouer bakkit with thir his pouerfull fubjectis, as with many 
Utheris, and at NewcaAell al(b. 

Thair wes ane Act and Ordinance of the Conventioun of Eflaites of the 
Icingdome of Scotland for the fpeiddie raifing of moneyis by way of Excife, for 
fiipplying the forcis raifit in this kingdorae for defens of religioun, croune and 
Idngdomes, and payment of the debtis, whiche the pnblict faith I'albe ingaged 
to that end, daitit at Edinbrughe the laft of Januor 1644.

It wes alfo inactit, that this Excife " fould begin upone 
the tent day of Februar iiixtocum, and to indure onlie fo long aa the necefli- 
tie of the army fall require, and at the farreft bot for ane yeir ; and if the 
parliament at thair nixt meiting fall, in place heirof, fynd out and appoynt a 
better and more expedit way to provyde money for fupplying of the armyes 
and paying the provifioun maid to them in the interim, then this way of Ex- 
cife is to ceas. 

And it is heirby declarit, that the remainder of the brotherlie afliftans, the 
Airearis dew to the army in Ireland, and what falbe dew for mantenans of 
this army, and all uther foumes addebtit to this kingdome by the kingdome 
of England being payit, and thairwith all publict debtis and burdinges of this 
Jdngdome with what lalbe dew to the armyis being defrayed, the remainder 
thairof over and above this defrayment falbe imployit for repayment of the 
Excife, in maner following, viz. Whatever falbe the proportioun of the Excife 
gottio within the toune of Edinbrughe and liberties thairof, the equall half of 
the lamen falbe payit to the majeftratis and toune counfall for behoof of the 
toune ; and everie uther brugbe fall have repetitioun of the tua pairt of the 
proportioun of Excife furnefliit by them ; and the remainder not allowit to the 
bnighes in maner foirfaid falbe givin proportionablie for the publict ufe of the 
fcTerall fchires according to the quantitie of the Excife payit by them." 

Proclamatioun at the cros of Aberdene, that this Excife fould begin the 
firjl of Augutt 1644 to be upliftit, and no fooner, notwithftanding of this 
Ordinance. 

Thir Actis with the Excife I coppeit treulie from the prynt that wes fent 
heir to Abirdene. The godlie devys thairof laid out for ane eis to the people 
both of bruglie and land I refer to the judicious reidar, feiming rather to de- 
lude and fcome the countrie, nor to do them any good. Thus, is this mifer- 
tbill countrie overburdenit with uncouth taxationis, following the foot flepis 
tf Holland in thair Excifes, quhilk this land wes unhabill to beir. Nor durft 
the countrie people complane, nather knew thay to whome thay fuld coinplane 
for redres, becaus ther king wes in no better cace nor rebellit oppinlie againll, 
whofe auchtoretie fould have wyflie reullit all. And furelie the people raich- 
tdlie murmurit aganes thir ordouris. Sie of the proclamatioun of this Excife. 
Upone the bak of this Excife followit ane uther Act of the Conventioun of 
?ftaiti8 maid at Edinbrughe the firft day of Februar 1644, for putting the 
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kmgdome into a poftur of defens, for ftrenthning the Anny, and provydiagof 
Armes and Ammunitioun to the.kingdome, coppdt fira the prynt :

This wes the fubftans of thir thrie leverall Actis, one for Ezdi^ anotliei 
for men and armes, and the thrid for levying of moneyis. 

FoUouit efter this ane band devyiit be the Eftaitis commounlie callit tlie 
Blynd band, whiche everie honeft welthie man within Edinbmghe or cuming 
to Edlnbrughe wes urgit to fubfcrive, and ordanit be the Eftaitis to be fub- 
fcrivit throw all Scotland, whairby ilk man was compellit to lubfcri?e the 
iamen, obleiging him to contribute to the publict good caus fie ane certane 
ibume of money equivalent to his eftait and to the contentment of tfaefe per- 
ibnes prefentaris of this Blynd band and no utheruays, at fie dayes and jdaoes 
as wes thairin contenit. 

Thus is this poor countrie daylie moir and [moir] oppreft with tirranicalt . 
orderis fet doun be the Eftaitis without warrand of the long. Sie t&e nature 
of this band [hereafter.] 

Ye hard befoir, how Mr. Williame Douglas minifter at Forge wes chofen 
profeflbur in that lernit, reverend manis roume, doctor Forbes of Cors. And 
becaufe he had mortifeit his hous in the Chaplanes to his fucceflbur without 
refervatioun of his awin lifrent, he caufes remove his plenifliing and bobldfl} 
quhairof he fauld pairt ; deliverit the keyis, and cam wp upone the firft of Fe- 
bruar to Johne Forbes his cufinges houfe, quhair he remanit, fyne went over 
to Torrie, quhair he fta}rit whill ane Ichip fuld be dair ; and about the 4 of 
Aprile to the lea gois he for Holland, thair to remane in thir dolorous dayes* 
Surelie this wes ane excellent religious man, who feirit God, charitable to fbe 
poor, and ane Angular fcoUer ; yet wes put fra his calling, his counti^, his 
fireindis, and all, for not lublcriving oure Covenant, to the grudge and grdf 
of the beft« 

The erll Marfchall for his awin reflbnis rydis fouth to the Eftaitis m Cdm* 
fnittee of Eftaitis, and mifkenit all oure Committees of Warr and Vahiatiou 
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holden heir in Abirdene be the lord Gordoun and utheris baironis, whair lie 
ftayit wLill the lecoiid of Marohe that he cam to Abirdene; and rode Ibuth 
upone tlie 4 of Febniar abefuir, leaving oure Committees fitting daylie in Abir- 
dene to the firft of March. 

Upooe Frydday the 3 of Februar, Thomas Nicolfone burgea of Abirdene, 
liareing Letteris of Captioun aganes fum of the laird of Clunyis tennentis for 
his awin debt, fent out David Kempt meflinger with ane rate of mufliiteires, 
18 of number, with Williame Scot thair capiten, then lying in Abirdene to be 
fent to the army of the town's men. The meflinger went forduard, accom- 
paneit as laid is, and took ane tennent callit John Broun. He is reOiewit be 
liim of tJie lairdis lervandis ; hot unhappellie is fchot be thir uiuHciteiris throw 
the thie, in his reflcew, of the quhilk fchot he inflantlie deit. The laird being 
then in Cluny, heiring of this llauchter, cumis in upone the morne billing Set- 
terday to Abirdene, and takes thrie of thir foldiouris who wes at the deid 
doing, and brings thame over to Iiis owne hous in the Old toun, and keepit 
thame whill Wedinltlay ; fyne rode, deliverit thir thrie men to Mr. Robert 
Reid fchirref depiit of Abirdene. The lord Gordoun went (irft to the toun ; 
CluQy rode in the back of the toun with about 24 horfe, came in at the Juf- 
tice port, met the lord Gordoun at the Tolbuith ftair, went uji to the Tol- 
buith, deliverit the men, and took inftrumentis thairupone. And at his incu- 
ming and outgoing the New toun foldiouris wes ftanding befouth the cros 
with thair capiten Johne Strathauchin with cokkit luntis in good ordour ; and 
if the lord Gordoun had not been thair, it micht have fortit war for Cluny, 
becaus the toun took bis doinges in evill jiairt, and caufit deprive Johne For- 
bes, and his fone James Innes, Mr. Thomas Gordoun of thair burgeflchip, be- 
caus thay convoyit the laird of Cluny for that errand, being proved of Old 
Abirdene, whiche the gentilmen countit litle for thair burgeflchip friedome, 
being all prefent in prefens of the Couufall when thay war deprivit without 
gryte rellbne. 

TTiomas Nicolfone, feing thir men wairdit, rydis haiftellie to Edinbmglic 
and retumis bak to Abirdene upone 23 of Februar with warrand to put the 
men to libertie, and fo wes done, for thay fullouit the refl: to the army, as ye 
(all fie, without fatiflactioun or punifliing of the deid and flauchter committit. 
Aluaies Thomas Nicolfone had caufit funmiound the laird of Clunie to compeir 
befoir the Conventioun of Eflaites for taking of tliir thrie men in the kingis 
fervice ; and upone Fryday 16 of Februar he rode fouth, hot howfone he cam 
to Bdinbnighe he wes arraigned be ane bailie, and chargit to waird at the 
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inftans of Sir Thomas Nicolfone advocat for payment of 2000 merkis. Cluny 
produces aue protectioun with ane fulpeiiiioxin. The baillie lettis him go. Sir 
Thomas meinis him felf to the Chaucelair, and declairit he wes ane incendla- 
rie, and mane infonner of the marques of Huntlie to iland out. Quhairupone 
he is wairdit at Sir Thomas Nicolfone's inftans, done be inftjgatioun of Tho- 
mas Nicolfone foirfaid, (quhairat findrie of Clunyis freindis took offens,) and 
remanit in waird for all he could do, whill he wes releivit by his excellence the 
lord marques of Montrois. Sie heirefter. 

Ye hard befoir, of the ingoing of oure army to England. Thay marchit 
fairlie on touardis Morpet wnder Generall Leflie his excellence, with ane weill 
orderit army, hors and foot, of the beft foot he could get throw all the king- 
dome. The marques of Argile wes prefident of this army. The erll of Lj-nd- 
fay, the lord Balmyrrinoche, with divers utheris brave capitanes and com- 
manderis, went alfo with him. He had many feild peices, pulder, ball, and 
armes in ahoundance, with baggage and uther provifioim neceflar, haveing 
ane army of hors and foot of 20,000 men dragoneiris bag and baggage, (um 
laying les forae faying moir; and went in to Morpet, within 12 rayllis to 
Newcaftell, quhair thair wes ane lettir wretten and anfuerit of the 25 of Ja- 
nuar, as ye have befoir. 

The toun of Newcaftell hrynt wp the fuburbis thairof, left the enemy fould 
tak advantage thairof; and, as wes reportit, our army had gottin the worft 
anes or tuys, and €o mony hurt, that chirurgeanis wes fent out of Ediubrughe 
to cure them, by and attour the chirurgeanis of the camp. Sie heirefter. 

Ye hard befoir, how the fchirreffis of Abirdein and Baiif had gottin chargeis 
from the Eftaitis to go ferche, feik, tak and apprehend the marqties of Huntlie 
be vertue of Letteris of Captioun direct out iu the kingis name (fore againft 
his will and without his hynes knowledge, fic wes the poUicie of this tyme of 
iniquitie,) upone Letteris of Homing ufit and execute againft him, as ane trait- 
tour to his countrie for not fuhfcriving this laft Covenant and adhering to the 
Eftaites, whiche the marques thocht wes botlie againft his confciens and his 
maifter the king. Be virtue of this forgit Captioun, the foirfaidis fcherrefis 
was chargit to tak him, as I hai'e faid. ^Vhairupone the fchirref of Banff, 
callit Abircrummy of Birkinbog, upone the fext day of Febraar, 

lap on fum few hors, cam to the Bog, fent in his deput Robert Wilfoun to the 
marques to fchow his Commiflioun; hot the marques vilipendit the famen, 
and commandit him and the fchirref bothe be gone, for he wes nocht to be 
tane. The fchirref rode bak but moir ado, and wreit his diligens over to tlie 
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Eilaites. Thus you may fie how this nobill marques is vext daylie with his 
£eIlow rultjectis but auclitoretie of aiie king, and quhilk coinpellit liim to draw 
to ane held for defens of him felf and his kin, as ye may fie heirefttr ; and iu 
the mein tyme ftraitlie cominandit none of his ground freindis nor foUoueris 
men, tennentis, and fervandia, that they fould aiifuer or obey men or armes, 
taxationis, or loane filver, exciles, and utheris impofltionis quhatfumever. 

Upone Frydday 16 of Februar, Capitane Strathauchin marcbit out of Abir- 
dene with fexlcoir ten foldiouris, capitanis. and command eris, fumefliit out be 
the (aid brughe upone thair owne charges and expenffis. Ilk foldionr wes fur- 
neQiit with tua larkis, cot, breikis, hois, and bonet, baiidis, and fchone ; ane 
foord, ane mulcat, pulder and ball, for fo niony ; and utheris fuin ane fuord, 
and ane pik, according fo the ordour; and ilk foldionr to have fex fcIiilUngis 
ilk day, during the I'pace of 40 dayes, of loan filver. Ilk tuelf of tharae had 
ane baggage hors worth fyftie pundis, ane ftoup, ane pan, ane pot, for thair 
ineit and driid;, togidder alfo with thair byre or levie or loan money ilk 
foldionr eftimat to ten dolleris, and in furnefliing and all to 100 merkis ; 
quhilk ftood to Abirdene for thair expenlTis, by and attour thair capitanes and 
COtnnianderis chai'ges and furnitour above ten thoufand pundis Scottis ; quhilk 
with 1 8,000 and foiu" huudreth merkis of taxatioun wes no fmall burdein to the 
brughe of Abirdene, as ye may fie heirefter. The thrie wairdit foldiouris followit 
this capitane. The jjoor toun of Old Abirdene wes forfit to furneiili out tuelf 
foldiouris efter the lame maner wnder tlie lord Gordoun's divi(ioun, and fend 
wnder capitane Knab with ane company of about 60 men to the army, as capi- 
tane Strathauchin alfo went for the toun of Abirdene. Sore wes the pure people 
of the Old toun pluckit and poyndit to mak wp thir 12 foldiouris charges, 
qubairas fum of thame had not to by a loaf. 

And as New Abirdene and Old Aberdene wes preft and wrackit in fynding 
firft the men and nixt thair mantenaiice, fo the landward wes not frie of the 
lyk perfecution, for ilk heritour wes compellit to furneifli out ane man, tua, 
or thrie according to his rent. He came upone the tenucntes of the ground. 
who wes forfit for his relief to go him felf or contribute with his mailter for 
fumeiihing out ane man ; becaus the heritour or mailler alledgit, the tennent 
out of his meines fould contribute with him, iu reljiect the mailter wes lyabill 
for the fyft part of his eftait to the taxation by and attour furneifliing of men. 
Thus, is this land, riche and pure, pitifullie plagued without auchtoretie of 
ane king. Sie befoir, how Abirdeuis men is prelBt. 

TOL. II. 3 B 
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The foldiouris of both Aberdenis had tuo pairt mufcatis^ and thrid pairt 
pikis. Old Aberdene wes ftentit in 800 merlds for rigging out of 12 fol- 
diouris, fo that nather bird nor hyreman wes left ontaxt And lipone the 2S 
of Februar capitane Knab merchit forduard to the army with his company and 
our Old toun men wnder the lord Gordoun's divifioun, as faid is. Then fol- 
lowit the rigging out of hors men ; ilk horfinanis hors, fumitour, and expen£> 
fis eftimat to nynefcoir poundis ; and thair wes tua himdreth and fourtie hors 
laid upone the Ichires of Abirdene and Banf. 

Upone Wedinfday 21 Februar, drum went throw Abirdene chargeing all 
heritouris and lifrentaris, &c. in the name of Williame erll Marfchall, and 
George lord Gordoun, and of the Committee at Abirdene, to prefent thair fol« 
diouris, wnder ilkane of their diviiiouns, in the Lynkis, thair to be receaved 
be their capitanes. Sindrie cam in, quhairof capitane Knabis company, with 
the 1 2 Old toun foldiouris, being 60 footmen, wes maid wp wnder the lord 
Gordoun's divifioun, as laid is. 

Upone the 23 of Februar, livetennand James Forbes (fecond fone to 
Forbes of Campbell), wnder the erll Marfchallis divifioun,* had orderis fra the 
Committee of Abirdene (Marfchall being abfent him felf ), to go with about 40 
muflciteires upone the laird Tibberteis landis, Mr Williame Seytoun of Ra^ 
neiftoun's landis, as tuo outftanderis, and not fubfcrivers of the covenant ; and 
upone the goodwyf of Artrocheis landis, as fcho that is ane excommunicat 
papift ; and to plunder the famen. Bot the young laird of Geicht, the laird 
of Haddoche, the Ifurd of Schethin, the laird Tibbertie him felf, Ardlogie and 
Nathaniel Gordoun, with about 80 hors, cam to the boundis of Taartie perten- 
ing to doctor Dwn in Abirdene, whiche thay war alfo plundering : bot thay 
war fchamefullie dung bak, thair armes tane fra thame, and routit pitifullie, 
except the capitane, who wes alfo thair, callit Forbes alfo, and his brother the 
livetennand, whofe armes thay tuk not. And fo thir foldiouris retumit in 
twais, in threis, in fouris, and not in ane body, fhamfuUy bak agane to Abir- 
dene, with their capitane, and livetennand, and officiares, who wes alio fpairit 
and not dilarmed. Quhairat our Committee of Abirdene and the erll Mar- 
Ichall quhen they hard of it wes heichlie offendit, and bred fum feir to the 
brughe of Abirdene, as ye have heirefter. 

Ye fie befoir anent the Excile. The famen wes prodaimit at the cros of 
Abirdene upone the 24 of Februar, to the gryt greif of both brughe and land. 

The toun of Abirdene begins to think that this perturbatioun maid at 
Taortie wes upone fum ground^ and that the Gordonis wold grow to ane heid ; 
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and thairfoir, upone Thuirfday the laft of Februar began to wafche lliair 
toun, ciois thair portis, and to majc wp tbair catbandis upon all adventiiris 
for tbair owne fecuritie ; bot this did littil good, as ye may fle. Aluaies tbay 
dreill daylie in the lynkis, about fexlcoir men ; and the covenanteris begins to 
liyd thair goodia. 

Upone the firft of Marche, the erll Marfchall retumis from Edinbrughe bak 
to Abirdene, and upone the morne being Setterday he cumis over to the Old 
toiin, conferris ivith the lord Goidoiin, who convoyit the erll to the brig of 
Done being going to Innenigie. Bot befoir he cam out of Abirdene, tbair 
cam about tua hundreth and fyftie foldiouris, that famen nicht he cam to 
Abirdene, on foot and hors, without ony annes, becaus thay war informit 
that the Gordouns wes fet to plunder thame be the way. Aluayes the erll di- 
rectis tliame to marche to Dunnotter the famen Setterday, and thair armes 
wes brocht about fra Huclian to thame be fea. Thir foldiouris cam out of 
Buchan out of the erllis aivin ground to Abirdene. 

Upfjne the foirfaid firll of Marche, proved Leflie returnit bak fra the Con- 
rentioun of Eftaites to Abii-dcne, the Conventioun beiug diffolvit. It is laid, 
he had gottin ane commiffioun for lifting of this excile for his owin profeit, 
and for [(ayraent of ane certane foume of money thairfoir. 

The lord Frafer alfo, being wncier feir, caufit call in his aites upone onla- 
bourit ground, thairefter to teill the famen, rather then to have thame in 
barnes or ilakis, for feir of plundering. He caufis tranllait his victuall of 
the barony of Stanywod out of tlie girnellis of \\'attertoun be nicht to Mu- 
challis. He fendis and bringis his cliildren fra the fcoolis in Abirdene, and 
doun to Cambulg gois he out of the get, leaving fum men to keip the place 
of Muchallis, with all fnrneifliing necellar. 

- Howfone the erll Marfchall ciunis to Innenigie, be takis his haill inficht 
pleiiiOung, goodis, and geir furth thairof, and fendis thame about be lea to 
Dunnotter ; and he fendis his children with liim fervandis befoir him to Abir- 
dene, upone the 15 of Marche, to go to the famen place ; and hijn felf with 
his ladie foUouit with about 24 hors, and cam to Abirdene upon Wedinfday 
the 20 of Merche from Innenigie. He ftayit all nicht with his lady in Ikip- 
per Anderlbnis hous, hard de^'otion upone the morne, and fo to Dunnottar, 
leaving ony inoir taking wp of foldiouris in this countrie, or holding of Com- 
mittees in Abirdene at this tymc. The lord Gordoun fpak with him in the 
toune befoir he went, and he returnit home to the Old toun bak again. 
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Upone the 7 of Marche, the erll of M orray rode throw the Old toiin h<niie 
to M orray who had cum from the fouth. He ftayit ihort while ; hot retunut 
bak agane, and left directioun and orderis with the laird of Grant his own good- 
brother to rais the haill men wnder his divifioun, as ye have heirtofoir» who 
convenit, as wes faid, at Elgin, about 1000 hors and foot. Sum alledgit that 
this countrie and toun of Elgyh wes feiring alfo the r3rfing of the Grordonis. 

Ye heir of the Exdfe, and an Act let out for men and armes, and another 
Act for levieing of moneyis. Thir thrie Actis, upone Sonday the 10 of Maidie 
efter fermon, wer red be Alexander Wilguis, reider, at M aucher kirk dur. 
Like as Mr. William Strathauchin minifter dedairit, that thair wes ana fiift to 
be keipit thair and at all other paroche churches on Wedinfday thairefter IS 
Marche, quhilk was folempnlie keiped in both Abirdenes foir and eftemone, 
and no bleffing given whill efter the aftemone's fermon for both preichingies. 
The caufe of this faft wes for craveing pardon for our fynes, and a happie fiie* 
cefs to oure army gone into England. And albeit no menis wes left oneflaydt 
both Sonday and wark day, for lifting and raifing of men and moneyis ; yit 
betuixt the erll Marfchall, lord Gordoun, and brughe of Abirdene thair went 
bot fyve companeis for the fchire thairof, and fchire of Banff at this tyme, 
quhairof capitane Johne Forbes with 60 men wes one. Sie befoir anent the 
proclamatioun of this AfBfe at the marcat cros of Aberdene. 

Thair wes ane Committee holdin at Aberdene, the 14 of Marche, quhair order 
wes givin out to rais the aucht man to fend to the army '; hot thair wes no 
more Committees holdin heir thairefter upone the incuming of the Grordonis, 
as ye have heirefter. 

The toun of Abirdene is wnder grjrte feir, ftrait watch day and night, and 
the portis clofit at ten houris at evin, and openit at fex houris in the morn* 
ing. The proveft Leflie caiiiis maifterfullie tak from Johne Anderfime ikip- 
per his fchip four iron peice of ordinans, and let thame upon the calley ftr 
defens of thair toune ; bot thay war not long keipit thair, for he gat bak his 
ordinans agane about the 25 of Marche, and thairefter plunderit be the Go^ 
donis. 

Upone Tuyfday the 19 of Marche, the young laird Drum, Robert Irnog 
his brother, the laird of Haddoche, the laurd of Geicht, the laird Tibberti^ 
the laird Schethin, the goodman of Ardlogie, Major Nathaniel Grordoun his 
brother, the goodman of Iden, with fum utheris, about thrie fcoir hors, about 
fevin houris in the morning, cam gallopping throw the Old toun to New Aber- 
dene, and fuddantlie took Proveft Leflie, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Alexander 
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Joffray, lait bailUes, and John Joffray deane of gild his brother out of thair 
houflis, had tharae to flcipper Anderlbnis hmia. It is faid thair wes phinderit 
out of Alexander Joffrayis hous ftim gold ringes and chanes, hot gat litle mo- 
ney. Thay raift Mr. Alexander Joffray ; for he wes not in the toun. Thay 
plunderit the laird of Pittodries ladill hors, ane uther fra Ritmaifter Morray 
fervitour to the lord Gordoiin, and four uther horffis wes plunderit fra Rit- 
maiHeris. Thairefter thay go to hors Ichortlie, and cumis bak throw the OhI 
toun, about 10 houris in the morning, with thair four captives ; and, but bo 
to thair blanket, thay rode doun throw the Gallowget, and cam bak wp tlirow 
the Gallowget, none daring to fay it wes evill done. Snirlie it is to be markit 
the like feldome hes bein fein, that fo few men fo pertlie and publictlie fould 
have dilgraceit fic a brave bnighe, by taking away thair proveft and the reft 
men of note, without ony kynd of contradictioun or obftacill. Aluaies thay 
ar brocht throw the Old touu, qiihair liie laird of Hnddoche takis his young 
baruis at the fcooU hanie belund fum of his fervandiSi and lent thame bak 
upone the morne, except his eldeft foiie. Thay ryd throw the Loch wynd, 
drink in Kintoir, and lodgis all night at Leggitldeii ; and upone the morne 
being Wedinfday wes had to Strathbogie. 

In the mein tynie Mr. Williame Moir, one of tlie prefent bailleis, wes fent 
awBy to the Committee of Eftaites at Edinbrughe, to coraplane upone this 
abufe, and to crave redres ; who went, and returnit bak to Dunnotter, for he 
durft not cum to Abirdene. Mr. Thomas Merfer. \\'alter Cochrum, Alexan- 
der Burnet, Mr Alexander Joffray, Tliomas Mortimer, Thomas Mowat, Wil- 
liame Blakbume and his eldeft lone, Leonard Leflie, Alexander Leflie lone to 
proveft Leflie, James Collifoun, and divers utheris covenanteris, about 48 per- 
fimes covenanteris, firft and laft, fled fra the toun and liid thair goodis the 
beft way thay culd. Simi went to Dunnotter, fum to Stanehyve, fum to Mon- 
troe, fum to Dundie, heir and thair throw Memis and Angous. It is faid, 
this proveft Patrik Leflie, being ane commilfioner for ane of the principall bur- 
rowis of Scotland, wes ane evill ftatefraan for the commoun weill ; for he con- 
fcntit {amongis uther evillis) to the Excife forfaid, for the quhilk he gat the 
coltectioun thairof for payment of ane certane fouine to the Eftaites, grytlie 
tending to his awin particular profeit. Bot that he fould not be fein heiriu, 
he caufit draw wp a lift of burgefiis within the toune, out of the quliilk one 
man fuld tak wp this Excife, quhair Alexander Ramfay, Walter Coclirum, 
and Adam Gordoun, wes found meiteft, thrie of his owne wylling and chois, 
aod out of this thrie ane to be nominate for collecting this Excife^ wbicbe the 
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Proveft moft politiquelie wold not tak upone him lelf (as feiiniiig to have no 
entres thairintill) ; bot fent over to the Eftaites the thrie menxs names that 
thay micht chufe out ane and give him orderis thairanent. But he was weitt 
aneuche fein, and wes alfo intemiptit by ane unlookit for ftrattagem, as ye 
have befoir. Now at the taking of bure tonne's men, the lord Gordoiiii wes 
in Old Abirdene, caufit draw his hors out of the ftables into the trails^ and 
beheld all. Sie [hereafter] of Williaipe Moir. 

Thair cam word to Abirdene of ane bloodie fight betuixt the kingis men at 
Newcaftell and oure army lying thair, upone the 14 of Marche, quhair our 
men had the word. 

It is laid, the erll of Craufurd, the erll of Montros, the crll of Niddil3aiHi 
the erll of Traquhair, the erll of KynnouU, the vifeount of Oboyne, the hnd 
Ogilvy, and fum utheris, gave in ane remonftrance to both houflBs of tbe 
kingis parliament, whair him &lf wes, fitting at Oxfiird ; quhairof the cofpie 
follouis : 

m 

As it cannot be, bot that all good men and loyall fnbjectis ar mnche afflicted with tin pRfait 
]unentabill and diftracted eflait of all hit Majefleia dominionia, fo we that ar hia MajetfUi fib» 
jectis of the kingdome of Scotland hare gryt reflbne abore all ntberia to be gieint Aairat. Ar 
befydia the comonn refentment that everie one borne wnder hia Majeftie ought to hare of Ua «i- 
defenred fufferingea, and the evillis qohairwith hia Idngdomea ar fo long aflicted, we moft he aMia 
particnlarlie toncbit for the honor and repntationn of that onr natire coontryy that ia ib dciplie 
wonndit by the perfidious trecherie of hir tmnaturall brood, whole bale and dffloyall prooeidhigei 
reflect upone the whole, as if all war the lyk guilty of the fame. And no merfall that fins he i^ 
taken in this point, when thay coniidder that all ther moft treflbnable actionia^r coontcBaiiead «idi 
pnblict ancbtoretie, and fo may befeim to cary along with them approbatiomi of alL To tak if 
this prejudice, whiche, in the opinionn of fnm (whicbe ar ftrangeria to ooie effiurea) may lay iqMM 
the generall body of onre kingdome, fo many of ws his Majefteis ftdthfnll fenrandu aa ar heir pi^ 
fent think oar felfis bound, for fatiiTeing the woride, bot efpeciallie the honorabiU memberia of both 
hoiiffis conyenit heir at this tyme (of wfaofe jnftice and wifdome, we may expect that il^xKf iriO dK 
tingnifh factionn and nationn, and in all refultis fo mak it appeir), to emit a dedaiBtkHm of am 
jndgementis concerning the proceidingea in that pretended ConTentiowi of Eftaitea in iSf irtli H^ 
And fince, that it may be fein how mnch we loth and abhor the famen> and ar refolTed never to 
aTenr any thing that hath iifDed from them as ane act of ony lancbfiill or warrantabill jni&atorie; 
we doe thairfoir for onre felffis, and in name of all his Majefteis ftdthfoll fnbjectia in Scotland, tint 
hare ane hatred and deteftationn of the faidis traitterons conventioim, with all that hare fbUant 
thaimpon, ntterlie rennnce and difclame the iaid pretendit meiting, aa prefamptaona and ilkgdl' 
and called for no other end bot feditionn and rebellionn in that kingdome, with all committees ge* 
nerall and particular flowing from the famen, and all actis, ordinances, and decrees maid and gina, 
thairin ; and efpeciallie that act concerning that tndtterous and damnable Covenant drawin wp and 
takin betuixt thame and the rebellis heir, whiche we moft hartielie deteft, and^all nerer enter thair- 
in by force, perfuafioun^ or ony uther re(pect whatfomeTer ; aa alfo all actia and ordaria authorifii^' 
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Uw leavleing of uoies, wnder colionr (juliairof tlw prettint rebelliuan army tliat in gEiibi-rii togidd«r, 
wbiche we elleim ane act of lieiglie Uvllbnn, and hold oure lulfia oblegit, bo virlue of oure alit^- 
•nce tnd act of pacificatioun, to oppole and wiiliOaod. Like as we faitlifullio prompis upone o 
honor ererio one of wh to Itnve no inoiiim unattcmjiUid lo luppri^tt tlie faidis rebrlliH ii 
a^inll hin Majedie and his cronn of Engliind ; from all the fHilhfull fubjectln ((uhftirof, hot trpeti- 
atly the honorabill mpmberiii of the luo houtris heir ivonvenit, wo will expect fuch counteosiiB, in- 
courageraent and alUllanH, as we may be the better iaabled thereby W prevaill againA thair and oure 
commoun enemeia ; and thairby it may be fein, tliat tliay will not luffcc thclu rubellis on both fyiUvi 
to gi} befoir them in this prefent ; and leave nothiug undone in fo bad a 

other. And becans we will take all fuchc of onre owne cuuntrie men as will not joyne hartlie with 
wi in thU onrc dficlaratioun, and in tlie cours to be tekin for the proteeutioon thairof, for enemeis 
both to his Majellie and W8 ; for fache of them as ar heir, it war expedient how to elt«im of 
them. The honorable memhem of both the houris niay he pleilFit to tak it in thair confide ratio uii. 
Oure defire is, that the honorable niemberiit of both houfis heir conrenit fould joyne with ws iu a 
rcqoell to his Majellie, tliat what Scotlis man fo ever fall relWe to fet hia hand to this declarn- 
rioun fDbrmvit by ws may not be permitted to leire wnder his Majefleia prolectionn ; bol be 
cbeafled from amongis hii Majefleis lauchfuU fabjectis as partaker, in aflectiotm at the lettl, with 
the odioQs rebellioon of both the ktngdomes. 

TTiis paper wes gratiouflie receaved by both houffis, and by the king him 
felf ; quhairupone foUouit raifing of armes to cum with this diftreflit nobill 
men, who durft not keip thair owne countrie, bot fled unto his Majeflie in 
England for aid and liipport againft the Covenanteris in Scotland, who had 
ther owne freindis and foUoworis tiiair reddy alio to alTift them. And upone 
hope of this the Jdngis allillans fuirlie fignefeit unto the marques of Huntlte 
maid him and his freindis to rys heir in the norths as ye hard befoiri and lall 
heirefter heir. 

Upon AVediitfday 20 Marche, albeit proveft Leflie and the reft wes takin 
aiid had to Strathbogie, as ye have hard ; yit the toun of Abirdene keipit ane 
llraitt watche day and night and dreillit thair men in the Lynkis. Thair 
portia wes cloilfit and keipit, and thair eannonis removit af of the callie to the 
Tolbuith. Thus, this toune is ftraitlie watchit, to litle effect, as Ichortlie ye 
(all heir. 

It is faid, the marques of Huntlie had lent to the erll of Findlater for 500 
ftnnd of armes, which he refavit of the kingis armes upon ane convenit price } 
bot the erli lent not the armes, bot moneyis to the marques for thatiie, as wes 
laid. 

Setterday 23 Marclie, capitane Johue Forbes of the famelie of Blaktoun 
went out of Abirdene loath to the army with about 60 foldiouris wnder the 
lord Gordouu's dtvifiouu. 
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' It is laid, the lord Grordoun heiring the marques his father wes gatherii^ 
to ane heid and cuming to Abirdene, he fent to him the laird of Straloche, the 
laird of Fedderet, and the laird of Culter, with fum commiffioun ; hot ap- 
peires gat no good anfuer : and thairfoir upon Monondajr 25 Marche efter 
dynner in the Old toun he lap on, about fy ve or fex hors, rode to Knoddiall, 
and from that to Morray, leaving his mafter houfhold George Abircnunmy 
with fum fervandis heir behind him in Old Abirdene. And be the way he 
compellit Williame Gordoun of Murraick, one of the four collectouris of tlie 
taxatioun and loane (ilver for the fchire of Banf, to give him 2000 merlds ; he 
took alfo from George Geddes, ane uther of the laidis ooUectouris, ane thdii- 
fand merkis or thairby of taxatioun and loane money ; quhairunto he alledgit 
he had good richt, for lifting of men wnder his divifioun within the fchire of 
Banf. Indeed he wes put to leive upone his purehes, becaua he wold not Al- 
low his fatheris cours. Thus he travellit to Banf^ to Morray, heir and thair, 
whill as his father lay heir in Abirdene. 

About this tyme word cam to Abirdene, that oure army wes lying at Sun- 
derland, pairtlie over Tyne and pairtlie in this fyde of the river ; that thay 
war beliggerit ; gryte famein and hunger amongis thame ; and that thay war 
deing daylie. 

About this fame tyme and 23 of Marche, the marques of Argyll cam from 
the army into Scotland and fitting daylie in Edinbrughe with the Committee 
of Eftaitis, who cam to Dunnotter as ye fall heir, to the grjrte forrow and.c^ 
preffioun of thir north pairtis. 

Upone Tuyfday the 26 of Marche, the marques cam fra Strathbogie to Ejh- 
toir quhair his freindis and folloueris met him ; from that he cam in that fiune 
nicht to Abirdene with found of trumpet, about tua hundreth and foortie hbn 
pairtlie cam in with him, and pairtlie rode the over get about 40 hon. At 
uais him felf cumis in, about aucht fcoir hors, throw the Old toun. lluur 
wes alfo about tua hundreth and fyftie foot men in his company, Alexander 
Irving younger of Drum laitlie mareit to the marques' dochter, and Robert 
Irving his brother wes with him, (hot the old laird Dnmi baid (till at home 
and mifkenit all), Gordoun of Geicht elder and younger. Sir John Gor- 

doun of Haddoche, Turing of Foverane elder and younger, Gor- 

doun of Abir3eldie, Gordoun of Newtoun elder, and the young laird, 

with his fecond fone. Sir Walter Innes of Balveny, William Seytoon 

of Schethin, Grordoun of Innermarkie, William Innes of Tibberti^ 

the laird of Fetemeir younger, and divers utheris landit gentilmen, fie as tbe 
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goodman [Gordoun] of Carnburrow, James Gordoun of Letterfurie, AVilliani 
Gordoun of Arradoull, Gordoun of Ardlogie and Nathaniel Gordoun 

Ilia brother, Meldrum of Iden, Leith of Hailhill, Mr. Thomas 

Gordoun of Pflttindreiclie, and fum of the erll of Mai'rcliallis men cam out 
of Kintoir, cam in with him alfo to Abirdene, quhair lie had entres peciable, 
the portiB maid oppin and the catbandis caflin lotis. He enterit in at the Juf- 
tjce port, rode wp throw the ftreittes to the Gallowget, and lichtit at Mr. Alex- 
ander Reidis hone. It is trew the toun of Abirdene was not abJll to bald him 
out ; albeit he had fum freindis, yit he had mony foes. And it wes markit 
that fii'il and laft ihair fled out of the toun about 48 Covenanteris, fie as Mr. 
Alexander Joffray lait provefl, Mr. Williame Moir prelent baillie, Alexander 
Buniet elder. AValter Cochrum, Alexander Lellie fone to proveft Leflie, Leo- 
nard Leflie lone to Gilbert Leflie. 

The marques left the foiu* captives al Strathbogie, and wes tranfportit thair- 
fra to Auchindoun upone the fecond day of AfM-iie, viz, Proveft Leflie, Mr. 
Robert Farquhar, Alexander and Johne Joffrayis. The old goodman of Birk- 
inburne wes capitane, who, with fextcin foldiouris, keipit the hous and cap- 
tives bothe, upone thair expenflis; fo that thay not onlie fuftenit thame felfis, 
bot alfo this capitane, lextein foldiouris, porteris, cookis, and uther inferiour 
officiaj'es upon thair owne charges and expenflis, richt efter the fame ordour 
as the marques himfelf was ullt in the caltell of Edinbrughe, as ye have ; and 
fo he could not be blamed juftlie, to do as him felf wes done to. The mar- 
ques gave ftrait ordour that no wrong fuld be done within the New toun nor 
Old toun, bot leive upon thair awin expenflis and wages. 

WedinlUay 27 Marche, he gois to aae counfall of warr in the Lower Coun- 
lall-bous of the tonne ; quhair it wes concludit, that he fijuld go throw the 
north with ane fieing army of hors and foot, and mak the countrie people to 
rys and follow liim, or utlieruaies to plunder thair goodis and leive upone 
thair eftaites. He alfo took notice of the barronis and gentrie, how mony 
men thay wold fiimeiQi, and upone thair owne expenflis fulleiu, fo long as he 
remainit within Abirdene. 

He fent the laird of Foverane commiflioner to Dunnotter to the erll Mar- 
fchall to fie what wold be his pairt, as wes thocht ; who anferit he myndit not 
to ftur, except he war compellit thairto. 

Upon Thuirfday 28 Marche, he gois to counfall agane, fendis for the tounef- 
men and defyris thame to bring thair annes, quhilk (fuppole fum wes Weill 
willit) thay refuiflt to do for plane feir of the Covenanteris. Quhmrupone 
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the marques directit to ferche and feik thair houffisy and plunder all fie arraes 
as thay could get ; quhilk tliay did, and gat (indrie good annes^ muicattisi 
hagbuttis, carrabinis, fuordis, piftolUs, pikis, fpeiris, jakis, corflettis, pulder» 
ball, and the lyke. Then he permittit the tonne's people to go home to thaiir 
houifis. He directit alfo the laird of Haddoche and James Gordon of Lette^ 
fiirie to go to Tony with a rate of mufkiteires, and bring back Johne Ander^ 
fonis four peice of ordinans af of his fchip lying in the water, with fie uther 
armes that thay could get. 

Thairefter the marques goes to hors, about 12 hors, with ibme few harf? 
men, leaving behind him the young lairdis Drum,. Oeicht, Haddodie^ and di- 
vers utheris, to keip the tonne ; quhak for a tyme I will eontinew his pro- 
gres, whiU I mak manifeft the marques of Huntley his reflbnis of his thus 
ryiing and procedur, as is contenit in his owne Dedarationis let out to that 
effect, quhiUc coppeit is thus :

I George marqaes of Huntlie ; Where as the Committee of Eilaites haTe (withovt hn MajeAw 
approbatioon) directit a Commiffioan to the fchiicefis of Ahirdene and Ban^ for (eafisg «poiie vjt 
perfone, honflisy rentis, and goodis, contrary not onlie to the eftahliihed ordomr of law, whiche re> 
quyreth all men to be legallie accnfit ere thay be condempnit, and to be criminallJe condenpoit flM 
any fuche Commiffionn be direct againit them : hot akb reflecting Qpone all hn MajefiA gooi 
fabjectia thair lauchfall privileges of thk kingdome, no* lea then the lait piibKihit act lor colfcctiag 
of ane nnnfuall Excife, and for enforfing a generall loan of moneyia throw o«t the conatrie; aai 
finding fam Hop in the hoped for executioon of the ikid commiffionn by thefe to whome it waa ca- 
tmfled, have now prepared fam forces from the fouth whairby to pres thair defignea Sfgaiaft ■% 
for no other true cans, hot that I refnfe to concor with them in the Ie?ie of men and moneyis for 
affifling the prefent invafionn of England, contrair to my confciens, incompatibill with mj InaUl 
loyaltie to oure gratious foTeraigne, and fo detractive to the lait pacificatioon ff^empnlie Eatdeil 
be his Majeilie and the parliamentis of bothe kingdomesy as no honefl chrifleane (being of tins WKf 
opinionn) can willinglie condifcend to be contenit in it. Thairfore I the faid George marqaes of 
Hantlie doe heirby declair and proteil, that if (in the jofl defens of my felf and fireindia from tbeb 
anlanchfnll violences, or in the repairing of them according to onre waik abiliteisy) any actia of 
hoftilitie falbe committed by ws againil oore invaderis, and thair confederatis and abetteria, thay 
may not be imputed unto ws, othemayes then as paymentis of the debits wa owe to natara^ loy^ 
altie, and honour, and to whiche no lower interefl could enforce ws. Whiche b^ng, as I hopB, a 
fufficient evidence to all the worlde, of my fair intentionis for rendering the finceir and fanmbill 
de wteis I ow6 to religioun, to his Majeftcis honor and faiftie, and to the lawia and liberteis of Ae 
kingdome, I humelie intreat and expect approbatioon from all good men in this Co eqnitaUe aad fe 
neceflitate a cace ; with all imploiring (upone my bended kneis) fuche hevinlie afliftana from Gad 
Almichtie, and fuch erthlie protectioun from the King bis Majeiiie, aganis all enemyia to peaee 
and loyaltie,as in thair mercy and juilice may feim fit.

I George marques of Huntlie ; wlicreaa (ince my lait Declarationn of t!ie 16 of tliU 
the feiflng apone the perfones of Putrik Leflie proved of Abirdene, Mr. Itobert Farquliar coHuc- 
toor for tbe north pBxrll<) of this kingdome of the prefent tsKatioun impolit npone hia MajcHeis 
tubjecti* by the Committee of Eflaites, Alexander JofTray baillie, and Johne Juffray deane of gilJ 
of Abirdene, hath fallin out ; and that the intentioniH of me ihe fuid marques of IlnntUe and of my 
frpindig who have bein acloiia thairin may perliapia be mifconceaved be fura who know them not, 
or minnterpreted be oiheria who ar dilaSccted to them ; find my felf ohlegit in roy owne name and 
iWiris who Iiave liein acioris, as faid ia, heiri>y to declair, that it haih bene done, fo far from any 
privat end, as that neitlier partimlar fplene sgainfl tlie pairteis iMr any vanetie in oure feIGs hath 
moTcd ws to it : but onlie in regnird that the foirfaidis perfoiiea are too Weill known to have bein 
fcandalons fomenlaris of a dangerous diflractioun amongA wa, by coonteuanceing and aiTifling fom 
men, unbappellie diverted in llieir neglect of tlie deuliea thay owe both to cotifciens, loyallie, and 
nature ; and by menafllog ntheria wnder tliair jurifdictionn from rendering tliofe lattchfull civilitei.i 
vhich oaglit to bo expei'ted fram tliem ; and all for making ws obnoxioas to tlie rigoaria of other 
■Den lo whofe endis tbay concur; whieJie, if titay fould be eflectnatcd, conld not hot rwin wb, aii<l 
Imtc |>erhapia no great faiftie to them iVIRis. For preventing of ivhiche, we have hein necelhtat 
to eixleavour the removcall of fuch obftaclia sa ly in oure propofed way, for manteining onre cuii- 
fcienflin tonardia God, or loyalteis tooardis oure gratioua Ibveraigne, and our owne particular lyfis 
and fortounia from diltructioun. And for vcrefeing our intcntioois ar onlie for peace, I the faid 
George marqaea of llantlie anti my freindi* above Ipecifeit do further dcclair, that, upone alfu* 
ream givin of no viotcns to he ufll agaiaili wb »r oure adiiereutis, in oure perfones nor fortounis, for 
not rendering obediena unto any new act untill fuche tyme as it falbe ratefeit in parliament, not 
onlie fall ilm fuirraidis perfones feaiit upone be rettorit to their lihcrteis ; hot we fait lyknaies be 
vrilliog and reddie to give fuche fecuiitie for our legall and peccable carriages as the lawis of llie 
kingdome do requyre. 

Heir may be lein the rcflbnes of his ryfing and faking of oure tounefmen. 
Befj'dis, he wes confident of the afliilans of findrie noblemen, fic as the erll of 
Airlie, the erll of Southelk, the erll of Atholl, the erll of Seafort, and divers 
utberis Ibuth and northe, fra he cam to aue held ; and lykuaies had afTurean^ 
of the incuming out of England of the erllis of Montrois, Craiifiird, NiddJf- 
daill, KynnouU, the viicount of Oboyne, the lord Ogilvy, and fura ntheris 
nrith forces ; and thay to have raifit thair awin freindfchip to have gone on 
upone the South and WaA pairtis of Scotland ; and he, being wp, wes able to 
lubdew tbe North by bis owne pouer and freindis, and to fland out, luiking 
furelie that from the South no pouer fuld cum agauitt him, becaus thay fould 
have thair handis full nt hanie, as I have faid. 

Now, upone thir groundis, and alTureans befoir all of tbe kingis favour, and 
jgtteris patentis for raifing of fyre and luord, and daylie luiking for theni, this 
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noble marques drawes to ane held, as I have faid, makis ane Band difdaime* 
ing the laft Covenant, oblegeing ilk man be his fuome aith to ferve the king 
in this expeditioun to the haferd of lyf, landis, and goodis, againft all oppo- 
feris of the famen, and to follow his Majefteis deputis and livetennantis whooMi 
he fould appoint to have charge. This Band himfelf and his freindis fiieir 
and fubfcrivit firft, and iic as cam in to him daylie did the lyk, the Ibooefr 
quhairof may heirefter appeir ; quhair I will ceas for a tyme, and begin qnhai^ 
I left, at the taking of the ordinans af of Johne Anderfonis fchip, and annes 
out of Torrie, and how the marques rode out of Abirdene. Upone ThuirlEBay 

28 of Marche, he lichtit be the get at Kintoir and took ane drink, lyne wen| 
to hors ; hot unhappellie ane brave gentilman callit Patrik DulgaidnodMi 
bydding behind him in Kintoir, rydding the watter hapnit to porifli, to the 
greif of the marques and to all his company. Aluaies the marques rydis 
forduard touardis Strathbogie, of whome ye fall heir fum what moir. 

The erll Marfchall, contrair to the marques expectation, upcme FryidtBf 

29 Marche had ane meiting with the Committees of Angons and MenuSi 
quhair Mr. Williame Moir wes alio, efter he had retumit fra the Comndttee 
of Eilaites at Edinbrughe, fra whome he receavit orderis, efter he had given 
in complaint how the Gordoims had taken their proveft and utheris toanefr 
men, and that him felf with mony utheris wes forfit to flie the tonne, as ye 
have hard. And furelie the Committee of Eftaitts began qniklie to draw wp 
ane army for repreffing thir uproares, who cam to Abirdene as ye fidl heir. 
Aluaies Mr. Williame Moir cumes bak from Edinbrughe to Dunnottar» ao4 
wes at this meiting in the Memis ; hot durft not cum bak to Abirdene. 

About this time, the countrie of Morray began to be feirit at the ryfing of 
the Gordouns, and thairfoir held thay Committees daylie at Elgin^ and bcgaa 
to draw wp forces. 

Likuaies about this tyme, Lues Grordoun the marques thrid fone hapnit to 
cum to Edinbrughe, quhair he met with his fifter the ladie Hadingtomn ; bol 
he wes aprehendit and forfit to fet cautioun not to go out of the toon whiD 
the marques of Argyll cam to the toun of Edinbrughe. Bot whra the mai^ 
ques of Huntlie hard this, he took littill thocht of him, for he had not feia 
him fens he went away with his jewellis. Aluaies he remainit in ftie waiid 
within Edinbrughe a quhyll, and when Argyll came he wes put to libertie} d 
whome ye have findrie pallages heirefter nottit. 

Now whill as the marques rode from Abirdene, the drum went throw bodi 
Abirdenis defireing all gentilmen and foldiouris that wes willing to firve ia 
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defens of our religioun, and of our oath of allegiance to the Icing and libertiee 
of our countrie, that thay fuld cum to the laird Dmiu younger, and receave 
good pay. Quhairupone divers daylie took on. 

The laird of Haddoche, the laird of Schelhin, the laird of Tibbertie, rode 
from Abirdene with about 20 hors, and 80 mufltiteires. Thay plunderit fum 
amies out of Straloch, out of Turref, Tollie Barclay, and took the laird of Mel- 
drum and his hors, and manyis hors alfo. 

Young Drum rode out and plunderit his owne cufing John Irving of Kin- 
coufeis armes out of Auehquhorteis, and James Burnet of Cragniyllis armes 
out of BJackhillis. Thair wes lykuaiea plunderit from fum honed men about 
the tonne's wark naiges to be baggage hors ; and lindrie utber geutilmens 
hors and anues takin in the countrie. Mr. Thomas Mitchell perfooe of Tur- 
ref his hors was plunderit. Thay took the laird of Meldrum upoue Sonday 
at the kirk of Batheiny, and brocht him in to the marques ; quhair upone con- 
ditionis he gat libertie home, for he wes a preceis puritaue and wold not fol- 
low the marques. 

Upon Mononday the firft of Aprile, thair wea a lingular combat betuixt 
tlie laird of Haddoche and laird of Elfik, both cufmges german, upon the hill 
of TuUigrig. Thay faught for the firft blood, quhilk Haddoche gat ; and 
Elfick wes victor, and lb pairtit. 

Ye hard how the Marques rode out of Abirdene. He retiunit upon Wed- 
infday tlie 3 of Aprile to the toune, and lichtit at Mr. Alexander Reid's hous, 
his owne lodging ; and at his lichting thair cam four commiffionerts to him, 
tua from the Committee of Angous, viz. "Williame Durhame of Grange of 
Mouyfoothe, and Frances Ogilvy of New Grange ; and tua fra the Committee 
€if Merais, to wit the lord Halkertoun, and James Burnet of Cragrayll. The 
occafioun of the cuming of thir commiffioneris proceidit thus : The marques 
of HuntUe heiring thair wes gathering both in Memis and Angous, he thocht 
it raeit to fend to thair Committees Johne Gordoun of Innermarkie to fignefie 
unto tbame the cans of Itis ryfing wes for defens of his perfone, and of his 
freiadis, t!iair gudis and geir, from invafioun of the Committee of Eftaites, 
who wes to rais armes againft him, as thay liad given befoir commifiioun t(» 
the fchirrefis of Abirdene and Bauf to take him unjuftlie and illegallie, and 
abufe his freindis ; that he had no intentioun to injure or offend any maii, 
hot onlie feiking peace and fecuritie ; fo that Memis nor Angous needit nocht 
to be offendit nor effrayit, fince if he war necelfitat to ryde throw tliair coun- 
Ueifi he ibuld do none wrong, except he war urgit thairto. 
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Now the Committees of Angous and Memis (quhair the erll Marfchall fat 

daylie) heiring this commiflioun, thay lend bak with the laid Johne Gocdme 

of Innermarkie the four commiflioneris above written to deliver their anfuer 

to the faid marques, quhilk wes, defyreing him to dilband his foroeSt and to 

mak no moir gatheringes, and thay fould do the lyke, that the coontreis miglit 

reft in peace. To whome the marques anluerit. He wes eompellit for his owne 

defens to draw to ane heid, and had no redone at thair defyre to leave of to 

his owne feing prejudice and perrell : bot it wes moir fitting for tfaame wlio 

wes in no danger to dilTolve thair gatheringes, and let the countrie be at qiiye^ 

becaus he had no mynd to moleft any within thair countreis ; and ia^ he 

fould fend Sir Walter Innes of Balveny knight, and Williame Gor^oiui of M* 

radoull with thame to the laidis Committees, to declair his mynd foir£uL 

Thus the four commilSioners took thair leive, lodgit in Old Ahirdeae^ aad, 

upone Frydday the 5 of Aprile, rode with the uther tuo altogidder to Cowie, 

quhair the Committees of Angous and Mernis both held at this tini^ wifii 

about the number of 800 men of bothe fchires, quhair the eril Marfchall, tile 

erll of Kingome, the lord Arbuthnet, the lord Lour, with many utber btfr- 

ronis wes thair convenit alio. The Commifficmeris dedairit the mmpa 

mynd, whiebe contentit not thair myndis, nor did good to the maxques; ftr 

the erll Marfchall did nothing bot be advys of the Committee of Eftaites^ vho 

directit him and Committees both of Angous and Memis, to hold the maiqpes 

wnder tryfting whill thay fould rais wp forces to go upone him ; quliilk cat 

furelie to pas, and fo his unhappie tryfting with them ftajrit him ongone iqnfa 

Angous and Mernis, and to have driven thame from drawing, to any heid, 

quhill he had luikit better about, him, and fuirelie wes lore againft the wiB 

and lyking of his haill freindis, who lovit not lie fruitles delajres^ and ftiiit 

the thing that cam to pas. Bot the marques wold heir no good counfidl of Ids 

trew freindis ; bot follouit his awin opinioun, quhilk did him no good. 

It wes reflbnit be divers, that the marques unhappellie and unwyflie hnk 
lous without forder freindfchip within the countrie, for Forbeffis and Fn* 
feris, with many barronis in Buchane, Mar, and Gareoche wes againft Ua, 
at the leift wold not rys with him ; and that he wantit moneyis^ armes^ av 
mimitioun, pulder and ball, without the whiche in aboundanoe he ooidd dot 
long'fublift aganes the pouer of his contrair party. Utheris faid^ as fatm^ 
neyjs, the marques had ane hundreth thoufand pundis to'fuftein fie fiddionrii 
as wantit ; and as for the barronis, ilk barrone fould luftein his owiie meK 
and ilk gentilman fould fuftein him felf ; and as for armes, pulder and bdif 
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thnir wes anenclie to be gottin in brughe and land ; and if any want wer, 
tliair we3 victuell girnellet in ftore to lielp to find the foldiouris be way of 
plundering : and forder, the marques miclit weill defend Lim felf, feing thair 
wes ane army cuining out of England with tlte erllis of Montrois, Craufurd, 
Niddifdaillt &c., quhilk wold give the Southland men aneuche ado, and flop 
thair cuming heir : befydis all this, the marques had afTureans of divers erllis, 
lordis, and barronis, to rys and afiift him. Bot all Uiir argumentis mifgave 
this noble marques, for the erllis cam in and wes dung bak agane, and Ac as 
he trudit in decoavit him and fled the cans and left him in the myre, as ye 
fall heir. Utheris fayes thay war not dung, hot recallit. 

Ye hard, how the marques lichtit at Mr. Alexander Iteidis hous. He cam 
from ObojTie, quhair he had mony Hieland men and footmen thair, and in the 
countries about, attending his lervice, and cam in to Abirdene, about 200 hors, 
and about 800 foot men, whiclie was raknit in the lynkia when thay war dreil- 
lit ; bat thay cam not alt in with bim felf at this time. He had few com- 
manderis, except bim felf, crouner King, major Nathaniell Gordone ; James 
Gnuit wes alfo ane, and Major Hay, He caufit quarter his foldiouris upone 
tfaair own charges, and began to exerceis tbame in dreilling in the Lynkes 
daylie. He went out and caufit ding doun fum houffis be Ibuth the brig of 
Die, and maid faifgardis bothe upone the one end and the other. 

Upone Setterday 6 Aprile, Robert Irving caufit tak the place of Durris per- 
teniug to the lord Fraler, let in ten foldiouris to keip the girnellis uutranf- 
portit. Thay leivit upone his nolt and fcheip and uther commoditeis ; hot 
the girnellis wes not brokin upone, quhairof thair wes auchtein fcoir hollis 
in girnellis ; and at laft thay Ichamcfullie left the famen at the incuraing of 
the army. 

Now, nothing hot plundering of hors and armes of fie as flood out, to the 
grj'te greif of the country, following the footftepis and oppreffioun of ni^or 
Monro, as ye have befoir. The lord Forbes fleis with Glenkindy and uther 
freiodis to Kildrymniy. The lord Fraler gois to Carnbiilge. Sir Willianie 
Forbes of Cragiwar takis Cragiwar, and tranfportis his haill victuallis of Fin- 
tray and Cragiwar thair, to be keipit from plundering. Forbes of Echt 
and Skeyne of that ilk takis in Skeyne. Sir Williaine Forbes of Tolquhone 
takis in Tolquhone. Forbes of Wattertoun takis in Wattertoun. John 
Kennedy of Kermukis keipts his hous of Kcrmukis. Forbes tutor of Pet- 
fligo keipis Petlligo. Frafer of Philiorth keipls Phillorth. Forbes 
«f Honyranlk keipis Monyniulk. Bot how foone the army com in thay took 
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the feildis and left thair houflis. Thus, the name of Forbes doiffis wp them 
lelffis in ftrenthis, to laif thair perfonis and thair houiBs firom plunderii^ be 
the Gordouns ; for they wold on nawayis rys with them. Sie heirefter. 

Upone Fridday 5 Aprile, the marques fent over to the laird of Cbmjk 
hous, and took 50 pikis out thairof to this feridce. Lykuaies the laird Drum 
younger fent over for doctor Gooldis fadill hors, quhilk he durft not refofiu 

This famcn Frydday, Nathaniell Oordoun went to the Road of AUidene 
with about 20 mufkiteires, and took ane bark ladnit with hering perCeniDg to 
the kingdome of Denmark. This bark wes takin be ane Englifh Firat, with 
ane uther bark alfo of that fame natioun, be virtue of ane Letter ot Made 
givin out to fum of thair fchipis to tak fie fchtpis as pertenit to Demniik 
and to Ireland alfo. Now this bark ladnit with hering being thus takm* tbe 
Englifhman (hes the one following hir) caufis tak of men of hir» and 

puttis in thair fchip als mony of thair men (as fiefiEuring fiEifliioon is), that 
fcho fuld not go from hir. This bark I fay cumis throw change of wynd to 
the Road of Aberdene, whome the faid Nathaniell or major Nathaniell Gor« 
doun took and brings into the harberie of Abirdene ; and, efter tryellt' talds 
the Engliflimen and wairdis them in the tolbuith of Abirdene. The Pint 
who had takin this pry ze, miffing hir, cam to the Road of Abirdene, and let a 
fchoir the pilot and ikipper to try if fcho cam to the harberie ; bofc u|»Be the 
fext of Aprile thay war takin and wairdit with the reft. Bot rather moir 
treulie it wes not the men of the Pirat, bot tua men of ane uther warriour 
Englifh Parliamentary fchip whiche cam on land, as fidd is, haveing notfaiag 
ado with the hering pryze. This fchip feing thair pilot and ikipper not to cm 
aboord, thay apprehend that thi^ war takin. Whairupone thay hoys ASH 
and gois about the Nuke ; hot, upone Mononday the 8 of Aprile, Icho letanns 
to the road, took thrie of oure fiflier boatis with S4 men, cheaffit uther tna in 
at Done mouth with hir Cokboit, and ane uther north. 8cho landit alfi>-at 
Balhelvie and took tua bollis of malt firom the countrie men careing in to the 
toun, and had the famen aboord to ihair fchip. The marques wes veray an- 
grie, becaus he had commandit the fifheris that thay fould not go to the lea, I^ 
thay foilld be takin, and he fould fiiftein thame lying on land ; bot fbcdiih& 
thay went on, quhairby the marques expectatioun wes diiapointit, thinkfay 
for letting thir tua men to libertie to have gottin fum cart peices cmt of thair 
fchip ; aluaies fcho lyis Hill at anchor and fchot all day divers gryte fidiotfe 
on land, bot did no Ikaith. The filher wyvis, wanting thair men, ran cryiog 
upon the marques, who in end fent James Broon, Ikipper in Abirdene, abouri 
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with ane letter fra tliair (kipper and pilot, defyreing tlinme to fet a fchoir tlie 
fifliennen and the malt, and to keip tliis ikipper Broun wliill thay cani to thair 
fchip ; whiche wes done, and ilk one got thair awiu. So fclio wp liiillis, aud 
to the feft gois fcho but moir trubbiU. 

In the mein tyme, the Englifli Pirat, who had takin the hering bark, heir- 
ing that fcho wes takin and had in to Abirdene, fcho unliappellie licbtis upone 
(kipper Walker his bark, one of cure toun's failleris, anent Peterheid, upone 
the 1 1 of Aprile, cuming from Caithnes to Abirdene, ladnit with fait beif, tal- 
loun, fkin, hyde, and fuch conunoditeis pertening to Caithnes merchandis. Thay 
tirrit (kipper Walker out of his clothis and cled him in raggis, and fet him on 
Ichoir, who in pitifull maner cam to Abirdene and told the marques, (chow- 
ing he wold not get his Ichip nor goodie agane whill the pryze of hering M'ar 
reftorit as his laufuU pryze takin from the Daues be virtue of ane Letter of 
Mark, as (aid is ; quhairat the marques wes heichlie ofiendit for the honed 
inanis iois, bot culd not help him. 

Upone the bak of this, cumis to the Road, upone the 16 of Aprile, this 
femen Pirat, and chealTis our haill firtier boitis, and fettis on fchoir tua of thair 
owne men, declairing, (ince thair pryze of hering wes takin, thay wold con- 
tent with (kipper Walkeris fchip (whiche wes valourit worth 20,000 merkis, 
and far above the worth of the hering pryze), and keip Iiir, and let Abirdene 
keip the hering bark, and go thair way without moir ofTens, provideing thay 
wold fend thair meu quhilk thay had wardit in Abirdene aboord, and receave 
thair hering men whiche thay had takin fra thair fchip ; whiche wes agreit 
upone ; ilk fchip receavit hir owne men, and to the fea gois fcho, haveing dill 
(kipper Walkeris fchip fad, to the gryte greif and overthrow of the honed 
man. The Danes gettis bak ther owne bark with lie hering as major Natha- 
niell Gordoun had left onfauld; and the marques reprovit the faid Nathaniel! 
veniy bitterly for taking of the faid hering without his command, breiding alfo 
ftc gryte feir and (kaith to our coad fyde ; quhairat this Nathaniell Gordoun 
wes fo angrie that he haidellie took his leive, and left the marques' (ervice. 

Sonday 7 Aprile, the marques hard devotioun befoir aiul efter none in Old 
Abirdene, Mr. Williame Strathauchin preichit ; fyne dynit in George Middil- 
toun's hous, and returnit bak to his owne lodging in New Abirdene. 

MoDonday 8 Aprile, our Old toun people wes commandit to muder in the 
Lynkis. The marques vievvit thame, and law them a fiUie walk people, want- 
ing armes, albeit he refolvjt to tak 35 perlbnis and anne thame him felf ; bot 
yet he tuke not oae man out of the Old toun. Tbairefter he weut out to the

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brig of Die, and cauiit big wp laif gairdis at ilk one 6t the endis of the fidd 
brig to no purpois. 

Upone TuTfdajr 9 Aprile, James Grant with his Hieland men^ and diTen 
companeis of Lowland men, war lent out to plunder and Ipoljie the place of 
Kenmay pertehing fum tjone to umquhill Sir Thomas Cromhie, a fiuthfull 
fervand to the hous of Huntlie, and to his name ; whair thay brak wp yettii 
and durris, got 6000 merkis of money, fpoljeit and deftroyit the haill j^en* 
ifcbing, plundering his gimellis and ground rigorouflie. Thay did the lyk tt^ 
Pittodrie, plunderit fcheip af of Bannochie and his ground, and laiidia of 
Mwny pertening to Mr. Robert Farquhar ; and throw the country thay weak 
plundering lykuys armes and hors quhair ever thay culd be gotthi, to Ae 
wrak and hairfchip of the land, following the Covenanteris footftqpia diat be^ 
gan this plundering in Scotland. 

About this tyme, thair wes found fwyming upone the lodie of AbiideM 
pulder rollit in balUs, quhilk had bene cajQSn thair, left the marques loidd 
have gotdn the fame, Gryte tryell wes maid, hot iK>ne found. 

Word alfo of ane bloodie battell fought upone the 14 of Maidie brtoixt Ad 
kingis men and oure Scottis army, quhair we had the worft ; and that the 
marques of Aigyll had left the army and cum be lea to Edinbrugfae. 

Thair wes parteis feiit doun to Banf and to Biu^ane, quhair Abudamgut^ 
perteining to the laird of Glenkindie, his gimellis, his goodis, and gitmnd, Wei 
pitifullie plunderit ; his brother Patrik Strathauchin of Kj^nnadie piunderit* 
and lpol3eit his bigging, victuall and all, fyne took him lielf priflbner and had 
him to Kellie, quhair he remanit upone his awin expenffis. Thair went doHil 
to Banf the lairdis of Geicbt, Newtoun, Ardlogie, with ane pairtie of fyaatk 
hors and mufkiteiris, brave gentilmen. Thay took in the toune but contia* 
dictioun, mellit with the keyis of the tolbuith, took £rie quarteris^ and pfadk 
^derit all the armes thay could get, buffill cotis, pikis, piftoUis, iuoidifly cami* 
bines, yea and money alio. Thay took from Alexander Winchefter, ane of 
the bailleis thairof, 7oO merkis, quhilk he [had] as ane of the four CoUectourisof 
the Taxationis and Loane Silver of Banf; and fidyk took fira him 400 mcfUi 
of his awin geir ; and fra Schand in Doun thay plunderit fimi ma» 

neyis. Thay cauiit the bailleis (for doctor Douglas tludr proveft had fled) 
and tounefinen fubfcrive and lueir the band denying the laft Covenant, and 
obleigit to follow the king and his deputis in his fervice, as ye have hekiA 
Thay took alfo from George Geddes, ane uther of the laidis four C6Uectoiiri% 
500 merkis of Taxatioun and Loan Silver. Geicht kdpit all the mon^ 
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about tua thoutand and five hundred merbis. Thairefter thay rode to Murelk, 
perfcuit the place, and being randerit, thay took the laird with thanie ; fyne 
returnit to Innenirie, quhair thay met with the marques, as ye have heirefter. 
Thay plunderit nothing out of the erll of MarfchalHs ground of Buchane. 

Uiwne the 10 of Aprilc, the marques craves the Roll of the Taxatioun of 
auchtene thoufand and four hundreth nierkis, impoifit be the Eltaites upone 
the toune of Abirdene, from Mr. Patrlk Chalmer thair tonne's clerk, who wea 
loth to give the famen but command of the Counl'all. Aluaies the marques 
alledgit, he bad als good richt to lift the famen as the Eltaites, and took or- 
dour thaim'ith, as ye fall heir. 

Upone the 11 of Aprile, he lap on, with about 80 hora, and rod from Abir- 
dene to Strathbogie, Upone Setterday he returnit to Innenirie, qiihair mony 
of his freindis met him, foot men and hieland men. The laird of Geicht, 
Newtoun, and thair companeis, cam thair, and wes eitimat about tua thou- 
fcnd and fyve hundreth men, quhairof thair wes four hundretli hors. He 
mill fum of Strathbogie men oncimi thair, quhairupone he directit M'Ronald 
to go plunder and bring thame in. At this meiting the Tutour of Struan cam 
out of Atholl with about 60 foot men to the marques. He ftayit at Innenirie 
Satterday and Sonday, and lodgit in uniquhill Williame Fergus his hous, and 
bis men quarterit about him within the toune. 

Upone Mononday 15 Aprile, he retuniit about fex houris at evin, to Abir- 
dene. He caufit mak fum Knfignes, quhair on ilk fyd was drawin ane red 
rampand Lion, haveing ane croun of gold above his heid, and C- R- for Ca- 
ROLUS BEX, haveing this motto. For god, the king, and against all 
TBAiTTOUHis, and beneth, God savk the king. Thair wes divers utheris 
Finlellis maid for the barronis. The marques and his folloueris weir ane blak 
taffetie about thair crag, quhilk wes ane figne to fight to the death ; hot it 
provit utheruayes. 

Upone Sonday 14 Aprile, by ordinance of the Committee of the Kirk or Ge- 
nerall Aflemblie at Edinbrughe, being Sonday, the marques of Huntlie, the 
lldrd Drum younger, Robert Irving his brother, the laird of Haddoche, the 
laird of Sc'hethin, the laird of Tibbertie, Thomas Hay fervitour to Haddoche, 
Mr. James Kennedy fecretar to tlie marques, whois names are Alexander Ir- 
Ting younger of Drum, Robert Irving his brother. Sir John Gordoun of Had- 
doche, Williame Seytouu of Schethin, Williame Innes of Tibbertie, war all 
expomunicat at Sanct Geillis kirk, and ordanit the nixt enfewing Sonday to be 
-excomuuicat (altho Poihe day) throw all the reft of the kirkis of Ediubrughe. 
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This is to be nottit, that this Committee of the Kurk, without citatioiiii, 
probatioun, proces or fentence according to thair owne difciidyn of the Kirl^ 
went on moft maliciouflie to excomunicat this noble man and fmn of Ui 
freindis without lauchfull proces, or ony reflbne, hot for his loyaltie to faift 
Majeftie the King» doing all thay could to mak him odious in the fidit of the 
people. Bot the marques wyflie beheld all. Sie [hereafter] the veraj act d 
the commiflioneris of the Generall Aflemblie maid thairanent. 

Ul)one Tuyfday 16 Aprile, [the marques] cauiit carie to Strathbope toatf 
John Anderfonis fchip cart peices to ftok, as wes laid, and that ftmendayecnir 
venit the counlall of Abirdene and haill inhabitantis, commanding thame agaM 
Setterday nixt to provyde thair taxatioun of auchtein thouiand and fovir hail- 
dreth merkis. The bailleis anfuerit, the people wold on nawayes pay the fiuiMm 
except thay thame felves gave thair band to warrand the tonne's pecvple from 
payment of the famen over agane, whidi thay laid thay could not 6a, m a 
mater tending to thair wrack, if the toune war put at agane by the EftaitaL 
The marques anfuerit, if the toun wold receave tua hundreth and fyiltie fiA* 
diouris» and farder as neceflitie requyrit, ujxine frie quarteriSy and thay to be 
payit out of the commoun good for thair intertynnement» he will behdi 
thame ; quhairunto the toun condifcendit, thinking it the beft way ratter 
then to pay out the taxatioun altogidden Aluayes thay gat, upone Uie 18 of 
Aprile» tuelf fcoir foldiouris on frie quarteris ; and thairefter, upone the S4 <lf 
Aprile, thay refavit fourtein fcoir moir of foldiouris, making in the faaiUfyve 
liundreth and tuentie foldiouris, quhilk the thefiiurer of Abirdene gat ecaapt 
of to fiiftein upone frie quarteris. The thelaurer of Abirdene we$ commaniit 
to pay the charges of thir foldiouris to the toune*s people who intertymidt 
thame. Befydis, the marques intertynneit upone his awin expenffis his ^mti 
men of Strathbogie, Strathavan, Eng3ie ; and the barronis fuftenit thair airia 
men, whome thay brocht in ; and ilk gentilman friehalder did the lyk^ €o luag 
as thair money is leftit, and when thay wantit thay ar forfit to tak frie qoar- 
teris with the reft in Abirdene. The marques himfelf wes above 500 mefkb 
deburiit daylie upone his owne foldiouris, quhilk drew to mudie moaqr, 
quhairof it is laid he had about 100,000 pundis when he began lying befyd 
him in reddy money, and fdiortlie wes confumeit. 

The toune of Abirdene began to. repent thair bargane, thinking it better to 
have pa]dt thair taxatioun nor to fuftein foldiouris daylie, aa thay came iB^ 
upone frie quarteris, if it continewit long. » 

Aluaies the marques wes forfit to tak Abirdene as the fittef^ peirt for Us 
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randevous ; and for thair better eis feot daylie out pairteis to plunder glr- 
nellis, who wold not cum in to him ; amoiiges whome the laird of LeIIeis 
f^irnellis in Banehorie, and the laird of Wdiiyis girnelliti of ; fic as 

wes left oncareit to Urie wea plunderit out of Banehorie ; and this wea done 
upone the l6 of Aprile. 

Thair wes found yirdit in Mr. Robert Farquharis cloia tua fyne braffin 
peices pertening to the lord Sinckler, qidiilk the marques mellit with about 
tids lyine in Abirdene, and wes glaid in getting thairof. 

TuylUay 16 Aprile wes the day of the Provincial! Aflemblie at Abirdene ; 
bot the rainifleris durft not in thir troublefome tyines keip the fame for feir 
of plundering thair hors. Aluaies fic of the bretheren as convenit continewit 
this Allemblie to Tuyfday the 14 of May, quhilk wes keipit. 

Thair cam «'ord to Abirdene, upon Wedinfday the 17 of Aprile, that the 
lord Ek'ho wes cum to Dundie with 800 Fyf men ; that the erll of Kingome, 
the erll of Southefk and utheris had raifit 800 men ; that the marques of Ar- 
gyll had raifit out of Perthi'chire 800 men ; and that thair wes cuming out of 
Argyll about 1000 men, by and attour 800 men aunhig out of Ireland of the 
erll of Lauthean and laird of Laeris regiment ; and that the erll Maii'chall 
and vifcount of Arbuthnot had raifit out of the Mernis about 500 men ; and 
drawing haiHellie to ane held aganes the marques of Huntlie his freindis and 
followeris ; and that thair wes conmiittees daylie holding at Forffar for An- 
gous, and at Fordoun for the Mernis ; quhilk over treulie cam to pas. Bot 
the marques feimit to tak littill heid heirof, albeit his kin wes more forduart- 
lie fet ; quhairupone follouit Ibrrow, fchame, and Ikaith, as ye may heir. 

Now the marques, being informit of this preparationis, caufit wanie be 
found of trumpet at the cros of Abirdene all fuche as had gottin his protec- 
tioun to meit him at Innerurie the 18 of Aprile, with certificatiouu his pro- 
tectioun fould be null. He appointit Major Hay with fum troupes and foot 
to keip Abirdene, and, upone the foirfaid 17 of Aprile, rydis from Abirdenu 
to Innerurie ; his goodfone Alexander Irving yoimger of Drum with about 
40 hors follouit hhn in the eftemone. He rode throw the Old toun, haveing 
tua cullouris, one haveing the Kinges armes, tlie utlier haveing the Irviuge« 
armes. The marques, at his lichting, caufit quarter his men thair convenit 
at Innerurie, Kintoir, and Muchallis ; him felf ftayit Wedinfday and Thuirl^ 
day in umquhill William Fergufone's hous in Innerurie. He directit out Do- 
nald Farquhaifone, M'^Ronald, tlte Tutotur of Struau with thair folloueris, and 
fome lowland foot men, about tua hundreth and fourtie perlunes, to attend 
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iUm hors troupes going upone ane expeditioun into Angoos ; and fo left In- 
nerurie, [and] cam bak to Abirdene upone Fiydday the 19 of Aprile. 

Ujxine Setterday, he cauiit dreill wp in the Lynkis fie mea as he hdd with* 
in the toune, eftimat about auchtlcoir hors, and betuijrt fevin and au^t hua- 
dreth foot ; and about four eftemone the marques retomit fira the Lynkn to 
the toune. And immediatlie thairefter Alexander Irving of Drum yoongert Ito* 
bert Irving his brother (who had ingaged thamefelvis in this buifiiies aganei 
thair fatheris will, aa wes faid), Gordoun of Geicht younger, Johae 

Gordoun his father brother, Johne Gordoun of Ardlogie, Migor Nathaniell 
Gordoun, Urquhart of Craghoufe, Williame Innes of Tibbertic^ Aks- 

ander Irving of ICincoufie, and fimi utheris, rode that lame nicht out of Abir- 
dene wp Die fide, about thriefcoir tuelf hors, commanderis and alL Thcf 
gave ordouris to the foot men forbid, and, upone Mononday the 22 of A|vik^ 
thay paffit all over Die, intending onlie to go to Montrois, and to tak the taa 
braffin Cartowis lying thair, if thay war not impedit ; quhilk wea moft dan* 
gerous and defperat in relpect of an gathering at Fordoun and ane vther at 
Forfar, and utheris before Ipedfeit Aluaies forduard thay went, being of alU 
foot and hors, about 300 men; and, upone Wedinfday the 24 of Aprils be jtaa 
houris in the morning, with found of trumpet thay cam to the touii, who hid 
let on fjrres upon thair ftepill to walkin the countrie, and wes in armea thame- 
felffis, and rang the commoun bell ; hot all for nocht Thay boldlie entoit 
Montrois, dang the tonne's people fira the calley to thair houffis, and oat of the 
fmrftaires thay fchot delperatlie, hot thay war forffit to yield by many ftir* 
full fchotes fchot aganes thame ; quhair unhappellie Alexander Pejrfcne ane of 
thair bailleis wes llayne, fum fayes by Nathaniell Gordoun, utheris holdis by 
ane hieland man whome the faid baillie alio flew. Thaiiefter, it wes fiud* tbuy 
intended to fchip thir Cartowis in ane Ichip lying in Montroia water perfa- 
ning to Alexander Burnet elder in Abirdene be conlent of Alexander Boraet 
his lone, who hapnit to be thair and had promefit no les, being ane anteoove- 
nanter. Bot, by this Bumetis knowledge, James Scot now proveft of Mont- 
rois with certane of his neightbouris had quietlie convoyit thamelelffis with 
thair bell goodis into the laid fchip. Wlien Icho b^an to fleit» icho drawil 
Har the fchoir, quhair young Drum and his men war tliinlring to HMf thair 
Cartowis, according to Alexander Bumetis promeis foirfidd, and to have had 
thame about be lea to Abirdene. Bot, far by thair expectatioun, this tctif 
Ichot fjrve or fix peice of ordinans dilperatlie amougis tham^ with about foiu> 
tie mufcattis, quhair by the gryte providens of God thair wea bot onlie (09 
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men killit, and fum hurt. Drum feing this, thay reteirit thame felffis, brak ^H 

the quheiUis of the Cartowis, for mair thay culd not do, nor brak thame thay 
inicht not, and threw thame over the fclioir to raak thame unferviceable ; bot 
thay war brocht to Abirdene, as ye have [hereafter.] 

Drum retumis to the tonne, and beginis to brak wp merchand boothis, 
plunder, and cruellie fjwlsie ritche merchandJce, clothis, filkis, velvotis, and 
other cofllie wair, filver, gold and filver wark, anncs and all uther thing, 
quhairat the hieland men wes not flaw. Thay brak wp a pype of Spaniflx 
wyne, and drank hartfullie. Thay took Patrik Lichtoun lait proved, and 
Androw Gray, prilToneria. Thay left Montrois in wofull cace, aboiit tiio efter- 
DOne ; lyn, that famen nicht, went to Cortoquhy to meit with the erll of Air- 
lie, who heiring of the marques of Argyllia cuniing wold not give tbame en- 
trie, contrair to thair expectatioun, Aluays thay i-eturnit thah'fra touardis 
Abirdene ; bot be the way thair wes takin 32 hieland men, fum fayis 52, who 
had unwyllie biddin behind the refl, plundering the Montrois goodis, and is 
lakin, fibaklit, and fent to Edinbniglie, to pay for thair faultis. Major Gor- 
doun cani bak to Abirdene iipone Frydday the 26 of Aprile ; and young 
Drum went to the place thairof to fie his lady. Patrik Ijclitoun and Androw 
Gray cam in, with major Gordoun, who declairit the gryte forces that wes 
gathering, and that the marques of Argyll wes cum to Dunnotter quyetlie ; 
quhilk wes over trew. 

It is heir to he nottit, that notwithflanding of the many fthotis fthot 
within the toune and out of the fcliip, yit it pleiflit God tliat few wes killit to 
Drumis fyde, except tua or thrie iierfunes, mervallous to fie I and als few to 
the other fyde, except Alexander Peirfone baillie, who wes fchot be Natheniell 
Gordoun. Thair intentioun wes to have fchippit thir Cartowis within the foir- 
laid fchip to have brocht about when fclio cam with hir ladning to Abirdene ; 
bot thay gat ane cruellaflault,as ye have befoir.and wes michtelliedifappoyntit. 

The tutour of Struan with I'um hieland men did brave fervice with thair 
fchort gunis. 

It is faid, that Drum caufit rais fyre tua feverall tymes in Montrois, yit 
major Gordoun {lill quenfliit and pat out the famen. 

Efter this ungodlie and grevous oppredioun, the young laird Drum retumit, 
a« I liave faid, not with the bodie of ane weill govemit army, as he went out, 
bot ilk ane efter uther, ftragling ; and, upone Setterday the 27 of Aprile, he 
cam to Abirdene, quhair the marques wes lying ftill, to his gryte unhap, 
Ichame, and difgraoe, as heirefter ye may fie. 
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Ye hard of the marques of Argyllis coming to Dunnotter. He cam ^uyet* 
lie, about 32 hors, ujxine the 26 of Aprile, attending thair the cuming ci iha 
Perthfchire men, and of the erll of Lauthean and laird of Liaeria regiment ca« 
ming out of Ireland, of whome ye fall heir moir fchortlie. The lord Forbe^i 
and maifter of Forbes his fone. Sir Williame Forbes of Cragiwar» Alexander 
Strathauchin of Glenkindie, Forbes of Echt, Skein ci tbut 

ilk, Forbes of Leflie, Calder of Afloun, and findrie utheiJBi 

fie as Androw lord Frafer, Forbes of Tolquhone, Forbn 

of Wattertoun, Johne Kennedy of Kermuk, Forbes Tutoor of T^ 

fligo, Frafer of Phillorth, Sir Williame Forbes of Mmtyniiifl^ Iriio 

had tane thame felffis to ftrentbis, cumis now to the feildis. Bot the kid 
Forbes, the maifter of Forbes, Cragiwar, Glenkindicj Edit^ Skeyne, and fiua 
utheris, went to the Commitees of Angous and Memis abefoir thto cuming of 
the marques of Argyll, and the reft keipit tbair houffis. 

Upone Sonday 21 Aprile, the marques hard fermon in Old Alnidene befoir 
and eftemone, dynit in George Middeltoun s. Thair cam over ane guard out 
of the toune about 60 muikiteiris and pikoneiris, with tua culkmris, ane dnuDi 
and ane bag pipe. Thay attendit the marques lodging, fyne zetomit bak^ aid 
the marques following upone horfbak, to Abirdene. 

Johne Kennedy of Kermuk, ane mane covenanter, wes in Aprile &ft jjdim? 
derit be Robert Irving, the laird Drumis fone, quhair his beft hors and film 
armis wes takin fra him ; thairefter Sir Johne Gordoun of Haddodie. plim- 
derit fum wark hors fra his pure tennentis. He wold eit none of Kermulfs 
meit ; hot baid with Mr Androw Leitche minifl;er his table, and lay in the 
place of Kermuk all nicht. His foldiouiis lay in Ellon, who gat meit iia the 
place, and keft in ane llttill fl;ak of his heir for thair hors meit. Thay fti^it 
thair 24 houris, fyne rode thair way. 

Patrik Strathauchin of Kynnadie, at this famen fyme, wes plnndeiit anA 
tane captive and had to Kelly, becaus he wold not pay the laid Sir Jdme 
Gordoun ane fyne. But fra Kelly he wes tranQx>rtit to Tolly, and fairlie mi 
away. 

Upone Wedinfday the 24 of Aprile, the marques fent Sir. Johne Turh^ d 
Foverane quyetlie to Dunnotter conuniffioner to the erll MarfdialL He nppoe 
the mome retumit tymlie to the marques with ane anfiier not to his .contenfc* 
ment, quhilk bred ane fuddant alteratioun. 

Now nothing hot plundering of poor menis wark hors, and forfit to ndeim 
thair awin beiftis bak agane by payment of moneyis les or. mair^ and glaid to 
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get thame fo. Thair n*es aiie naig plunderit fra the perfone of Ballielvie, and 
-another fra the chahnerlane. 

Alexander Gordoun of lirafiiioir leavis the marques fervice, and gois to the 
lord Gordoun, who had few abefoir of the name of Gordoun except James 
' Gordoun of Rotheinay, and Johne Gordoun of Park, and wes about 32 hors 
f oS ail in company. This Alexander Gordoun wes mareit to the proveft Pa- 
trik Leflyis dochter, who wrocht upone the lord Gordoun and fum utlieria to 
get the prilToueris out of Aucbindoun. By whofe perfuafioun he rydia, char- 
ges Gordouu of Birkinbtirne, capitane of Aucbindoun, to rander him 
the lious, bccaus his father the marques wes fled and away. He anfuerit, he 
had no warrant fra him to rander his hous, and whill be law him felf he wold 
keip it ; and fcbortlie fchot out fum iiagbuttis of foimd, brak ground befoir 
him, bot did no nioir (kaith. Qultairupone the lord Gordoun retumit bak and 
left the hous, quhilk wes upone the day of Aprile, 

^- The erllis of Montrois, Craufurd, Niddifdaill, Traqubair, KynnouU, Carn- 
itteth, the vifcount of Oboyne, and lord Ogih-y, cam in with ane company of 
bors and fut to Drumfreis in this fanieu month of Aprile ; bot did no vaffal- 
age, and upone thair awin relTones liaiitellie returnit bak to Carieill. In tlie 
jnein tynie James Leflie fone to Johne Lellie of Petcaple, Ruthven, 

and uther thrie gentlemen, fitting cairliflie drinking behind the company in 
Drumfreis, war fuddantlie takin, bad to Edinbrughe, and ftraitlie wardit in 
the tolbuith thairof, and thairefter releivit, as ye have heirefter, 

Upone Setterday efternone the 27 of Aprile, thair wes 41 foldiouris perten- 
ing to William Seyton of Schethin, Mr. James Buchane of Auchraacoy, and 
James Seytoun of Petmedden, who lay in Old Abirdene whill Tuyfday upone 
the poor people's charges. 

Sonday the 28 of Aprile, the marques hard devotioun in Old Abirdene, 
dynit in George Middeltoun's hous ; wreit, all the eftemone's preicbing, mif- 
five letteris. He had ane gaird with ane cullour attending upone him, bot 
nitther drum nor pype as befoir. He returnit bak to Abirdene to his lodging. 

Upone Mononday the 29 of Aprile, tlie marques' freindis begiuis to gnige 
and murmur with his delayis, feing his enemeis grow to ane gryte uu^iber 
and his forces daylie decreeing and growing fewer and fewer ; and defyrit him 
haiflellie to go to the Meniis and to Angous and brak thair forces, utheruayis 
thay war all loift. He hard all, and went to ane counfall of war, quhair the 
marques alledgit, if he fould leave Abirdene and go to the Mernis, then he 
wes fure the Forbefles and Fraferis and uther Coveuauters fould cum and tak 
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in the toune, and follow him hard at the heilles to the Memis to his feii^ 
perrell and gryte danger ; and declairit he had reflbne to delay, in relpect of 
his hoipisy quhilk wes now liklie to deceave him. For firft, he wes informit 
moft crediblie be his owne fervitour Johne Gordoon (alias Johne of Berkdck), 
that his MajefUe fould have ane commiffioun at him for raifing of armes, be- 
foir he fould rys ; 2. That his Majeftie fould have in ane army in Scotland 
about the laft of Marche for his forder aflureans ; quhilkis the laid Johne Gor« 
doun be his gryte oath told him,becaus he durft not carie letteris out of Snip- 
land to him, left they had bein intercepted. S. He had hopes of the lord 
Forbes and his owne vaflallis of that name and* divers utheris lordis and erilii 
fouth and north to have rylin als fone as he nds, qnhairupone he lay ftiU s^ 
tending thair ryiing. 4. The good opinioun he did conceive of the oountrie 
people both in brughe and land, grevouflie groaning wnder the tyrrany and 
oppreflioun of the Eftaites, lifting men, hors, loai^ money, levie money, armes^ 
exdfes, and luche like cruelteis, to thair unfpeikabill forrow. Upone thir rrf- 
fbnes, he faid he had too ralhlie ingageit him felf and his fireindis, qohiUds 
he perceavit now had cleirlie faillit him, and he knew weill, that he and 
his freindis wes not abill to give battell to the invinfibill army coming 
againft him ; taking the gryte Grod to witnefi it wes fore againft his will, 
and if he could lie the left fpark of lildihood or outget, he fould byd it to the 
laft man. 

His freindis heiring this difcours (quhilk wes moft trew) becam lorro w f n lL 
Aluaies thay fell upone the nilt beft cours, quhilk wes, feing thay war nnha- 
bill to give battell, that the marques fould hold his fireindis togidder, and goe 
with ane fleing army, wait upone the wynges of thair enemeis forces, Idve 
upone thair enemyis countrie goodis, and in tyme of neid to draw to Strath* 
bogie, Auchindoun, or the Bog, to the wyreing of the enemy, and byde a 
better fortoun if ony help fould cum fira the king for thair releif. This coon* 
fall wes approvin, and, becaus the Southland army wes at hand, thay relieve 
to meit at Strathbogie with all the forces thay could mak. Bot m^jor Natha- 
niell Gordoun who wes rebuikit for the herynge prys, as ye hard, miicontient 
with this cours, quytis the marques' fervice, and gois to the lord Gordoun, who 
wold not heir of him ; and fo he leivit be him felf, of whome ye may fie moir 
heirefter. 

Ujxine Tuyfday the 30 of Aprile, he wes informit that his lone the lord 
Crordoun wes in the toune of Banf growing to ane held ; heirfoir he liftii 
John Anderfonis tuo cairt peices, and the tuo braffin peioes found in Mr. Ro^ 
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bert Farquharis clois, and fent them to Strathbogie, and imniediatlie gois to 
hors for Bauf : bot his fone bad no fie ii^tentiouii as to grow to ane held 
sgainft him. 

Upone the firft of May, Andrew Gray wes fent bak from Abirdene to Mon- 
tros hoill and found ; bot Patrilt Lichtoun wes fent to Auchiudouti, to byd 
with oure Abirdenis prilToneris. And thairwith Sir George Gordoun of 
Geicht, Alexander Irving younger of Drum, Robert Irving his brother, with 
about 60 hors, rode throw the Old toun with new quhyte lances in their 
handis to Strathbogie. The marques left all his freindis in Abirdene, when 
he rode to Banf, wnder gryte feir, as thay had caus. From Banf he gois to 
Strathbogie, quliair his freindis met him, and wes ane brave company about 
300 hors and 1500 foot, Upone the day of May, Sir Johne Gordoun of 

Haddoche, Alexander Irving younger of Drum, Sir George Gordoun of Geicfat, 
and principalUs of his freindis thair, deallis with the marques to give ordour 
for his fleing army. He changes refolutioun, feing he wes not abill to give 
battel]. It wes faid thay anfuerit, " We have fchawin our felfis foolifliUe, and 
will leave the feildis fchamefullie. We thocht never better of it." Young 
Drum ftayit the marques Weill roodlie on going to his hors anes or tuys ; 
quhairat he wes bflVndit. Aluaies heir thir brave gentlemen pairtis with fore 
hairtis, and quhainipone inekill forrow fell fcliortlie thairefter. 

The marques rydis in anger upone the nionie to Artclach, quhair he wes 
all night ; upone the mome, rydes to Aucbindoun, quhilk wes the levint of 
May, and immediatlie fetis Patrik Leflie proved, Mr, Robert Farquhar, Alex- 
ander and John Joffrayis, and the faid Patrik Lichtoun to libertie, who cam 
to Abirdene with gryter credet nor thay war takin out of it. He feikis about 
for his owue faiftie, and bydis quyetlie in Aucbindoun, quhill ye may lie. Sie 
alio of the incmning of oure Abirdenis priflbneris. 

Ye heir how the marques of Huntlie bad left the tonne of Abirdene, con- 
trair to the expectatioun of many, upone the laft of Aprile, leaving his haill 
freindis within the toune in gryte feir and melancholie of ane Southland army 
to cum fchortlie, as it did ; for upone Thuirfday thairefter, the fecond day 
of May, thair cam to Abirdene the lord Burly and the lord Elcho with the 
men of Fyf, with Perthfchire men, the erll of Marfchall and vifcount 

of Arbuthnot with the men of Memis, the erll of Kingome and lord of Car- 
negie with the Angous men. Thair cam out of thir four fchires about the 
number of 2000 fut and 400 hors, by baggage men and hors. Thay war 
Weill fumeifliit with ainmuuitioun, pulder, raatche, ball, mufcatis, carribinis, 
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pikis, fuordis, caUouris, piftollis, puterlinges and uther armeB^ careiBg thk 
motto, For the Covenant, Religioun, the Ca6uN» and the King- 
DOME. Ilk feverall company had thair capitans, commanderis, and oflfeiarai, 
thair trumpettouris and drumis. Thajr cam all in goodly oidour of battdl, 
terribill to thair enemeis, and joyfull to thair freindia. Thay took up thair 
randevous that nicht in the Lynkis and beyond the water at Tony, and fed 
upone ther awm provifioun, whiche wes careit with them. 

The marques of Argile who had cum to Dunnotter, as ye hard befioir, 
rydis thairfra to the place of Drum, about 400 hors, and cam ikA into AUi^ 
dene with the reft of the army. The erll Marfchall cam not in natfaer with 
£he Memis men ; hot wes with Argile, whp alio follouit him to I>rum. Thair 
cam alfo to him the erll of Lauthean and laird of Laeris regiment out of lie- 
land, about 500 brave foldiouris, with wemen. 

Sir Alexander Irving of Drum wes not at home when Argile and the reft 
came ; bot his lady, and his gude dochter ladie Marie Gordoun and ftfter 
dochterto Argile, wes prefent. He and his company war all maid welcom 
according to the tyme. Thair wes uther 500 foldiouris cuming out jof Argik 
to him alfo ; by and attour the haill north wes at his command. He caufit 
fchortlie put the ladeis to the yettis, thair haill men fervandis and w«n«i fo> 
vandis alfo. The ladeis cam out with tua gray plaidis, and gat tua wark 
iiaiges whiche bure thame in to Abirdene. The rennegat Irifli ftddiooris thair- 
efter fell to, and pitifullie plunderit and abuiit this noble hous. 

Now at the incuming of this army to Abirdene the covenanteria wes no les 
bljrthe nor the noncovenanteris wes wo ; for the ane factioun croppit the ealfey 
couragiouflie, prydfullie, and difdanefullie ; the uther factioun wes finrfit to 
walk humelie, and to fuffer the pryde of thair toun's nightbouris, who rejoifit 
at thair miferie. Sum fled the toun, utheris convoyit thair goodis out of the 
way, and ilk noncovenanter did for him felf the beft maner he could. How* 
fbever, this army, foot and hors, Hieland and Lawland men, and Irifti lep^ 
inent, wes eftimat, bag and baggage, to be about 6000 men, unhappelie raiftt 
by the unfortunat marques of Huntlie*s ryfing, to the gryte hurt and wrak of 
thir north pairtis, as efter ye fall heir, and yit nowayes the marques' fault, as 
ye hard befoir. 

Ye hard of the marques of Argiles cuming to Drum, and of the erll Mar- 
Ichallis cuming to him, and Irifli regiment ; whidie regiment leivit upone die 
laird Drumis victuall and goodis. The marques Ichortlie removit the taa 
ladeis and fet thame out of yettis perforce (albeit the young ladie wes his awin 
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fifter dochter) with tua gray plaidis about thair heidis. Thair baill fervandlB 
wes alfo put to the yelt ; bot the ladeis cam in upon tua wark iiaiges iu piti- 
full raaner to New Abirdene, and took wp thair lodging befyde the goodwyt 
of Auchluncart, then duelling in the toune. Then thir ninagat Irilh foldiouris 
fell to, and plunderit the place of Drum, quhairin wes ftoir of inficht plenifli- 
ing and ritcUe fumitour, and all uther provifioun necelTar. Thay left nothing 
which could be careit, and brak doun the Itaitlie bedis, burdis, and tyraber wark. 
Thay killit, and deftroyit the beftiall, nolt, ftheip, ky, for thair meit. Thay 
brak wp gimellis, quhair thay had plenty of meill and malt. Thay fand 
yirdit in the yaird of Drum ane trunk full of filver plait, goldfmith wark, 
jewellis, chaynes, ringes, and uther ornamentis of gryte worth, and eftimat 
above 20,000 pundis, quhairof pairt wes fein in Abirdene. Tlius, thir ladeis 
being removit with thair fervandis, and all thingis plunderit by thir Irilh 
rogues, then the marques appointit ane capitane with 50 nmlkiteires of thir 
people to keip this hous, and left tuo peice of ordinance alfo with them, quhair 
thay leivit upone the lairdis gimellis and goodis whill thay war removit, and 
utheris put in thair place, as ye fall heir. Thair wes following the Irifli re- 
giment about 51 wemen with fum young childrein. Thir wemen wes quar- 
terit in Old Abirdene. Thay gat nothing bot hous roume, for thay receavit 
weiklie ilk woman out of the gimellis of Dmm tua peccia of meill, quhairon 
thay leivit, and wes punctuallie brocht to the Old toun and payit. Thay had 
ane capitane over thame to fie thame weiklie payit, and that thay did no 
wrong. So thir wemen remanit in Old Abirdene als long as the men ftayit 
in Drum, and when thay removit thairfra, thay removit out of the Old toun 
without doing ony wrong. Thus, is this auncient hous of Drum oppreflit, 
fpo]3eit, and pitifuUie plunderit, without ony fault committit he the old laird 
thairof ; bot onlie for his tua fones following of the hous of Huntlie, and as 
wes thocht foir againft his will alfo. Aluaies this is to be nottit for the mar- 
ques of Argile's firft peice of fervice in this play, without love or refpect to 
his filler dochter or innocencie of the old laird Drum, whair for a whyll I will 
leave him doubtles in greif and diHres. 

Upone Setterday 4 May, the erll of Kingome is eftablifliit governour iu 
Abirdene, haveing ane garrifoun to attend him ; and about tua efteroone the 
army b^inis to marche out of Abirdene, and both the tounes fent out and 
fumefliit borage horflis to follow them. Thay had the vifcount of Arbuth- 
net, the lord Elcho, the lord Burly, with uther eapitanes and commanderis 
of good worth. Thair wes 25 cullouris, cairtpeices, trumpettaria aud dnimiB, 
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in good 6rdour. Thay marchlt this nicht to Chrjrftes grein at Wdny, quhair 
thay lay. 

And that lamen 4 of May, the marques of Argile, haveing dreft the place 
of Drum as ye have hard, with the erll Marfcball, and Iriih r^ment, marebes 
from the laid hous touardis Kintor and Innerurie, quhair provifiotin wes lent 
out of Abirdene upone both the toune*s horffis, and thair they encampit. Tht 
innocent old laird Drum cam to thir lordis in humell maner, acoompaneit onlie 
with Mr. Williame Davidfone fchirref depute of Abirdene. He had ium ipeicheB 
with thame, but fand littiU comfort At laft he took his leive, and gat Uoena 
to go to Frendracht, quhair his doditer wes mareit to the viicount of Canra 
or Frendracht. 

It is faid, quhill as this army is lying at Innerurie, the marques of Aigile 
fent ane trumpettour with ane letter to the marques of HuAtlie being ia 
Strathbogie ; bot what it wes or what anfuer it receavit I can not tdQ, for the 
laird Drum and his brother with fum few utheris wes with him ia Strath* 
bogie, with whom he appeirit veray joyfull all that day ; and upcme th^ monnd 
thairefier he went quyetlie to Auchindoun, as ye have befoir, quhair I will 
leave the marques. 

Upon Mononday 6 May, the army marchit fira Wdny touardis the place of 
Kelly, whairon thair wes no roofe bot the wallis ftronglie built ftanding oil 
volt ; for the laird duelt in lauche bigging befyde the hous, and had fbrtefeit 
the wallis \^ith faill, quhairby men might ftand and defend the hous. Hie 
laird had fum fireindis, fervandis, and tennentis within the hous, weill fiuv 
nefhit with meit, drink, and all uther neceflar provifioun ; and ftoi« oi ammu* 
nitioun, iic as hagbuttis of found, mufcatis, carrabiuis, fuordis, pildSy piftoll^ 
pulder, ball, and fuche like. He caufit bume wp his awin ftables, banM, 
byres, and uther lauche bigging, left the lame fbidd be ane Icons or refdgtf to 
his enemeis, and at thair approche fdiot divers hagbuttis of found and mu& 
cattis to hold thame af ; who wes alfo attending the cuming of the marqpies 
of Argile and erll Merlchall who cam from Innerurie to Kelly, aoocnnpaniet 
with the lord Gordoun, the lord Frafer, the maifter of Forbes, and divers uther 
barronis, leaving his regiment of Irifhis lying at Innerurie. 

The marques feing this hous could not be win bot with eflfiiiioun of mudhfi 
blood fendis ane trumpettour fummonding the laird of Haddodie to rander 
the hous, utheruys tie as would cum willinglie out and yeild ibuld have coodh 
tionis of thair lives and goodis, and tbay who would ftand out Ibuld have no 
merde. This charge feemit veray ftrange, and with all Walter Ritcherdfixoe 
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bis canoneir lap the wallis of Kelly and flail awa7 to the camp, to all th^ 
gryter greifis that wes withio the hous. At laft the laird and the reft, gois to 
counfall, quhair his men declairit tbay wold byd be him providing he wold 
Ibbaw tbame ane way to ftaud out, utheruayis tbay wold rather yeild now 
upone conditionis, nor yeild perforce without ony conditionis. The laird of 
Haddoche wes now put to grite extremetie, and could be no meinis draw tbame 
fra thair opinioun, qidiilk doubtles wes tbair beft:, leing ane feirfull army be- 
foir tbame and no kynd of apeirans of releif to rais them. Nather wes it wif- 
dome to tak the keiping of ane hous aganes ane army, except tbay knew of re- 
leif by cumiiig of ane uther army ; utheruayis it is not poflibiU to no ftrenth 
long to ftand out, bot at laft inuft yeild. The laird of Haddoche now out of 
tyme findi?) his awin folie, and haiftellie bingis out ane ligne of parlie and 
callis for bis young cheif the lord Gordoun, to whome he offeris to render his 
hous upone conditioun that him felf, bis men, and fouldiouris within the 
fiunen, fould be f'aif in thair lives, landis, and goodis ; whiche the lord Gordoun 
culd not get grantit. Then he fent for the erll Marfcball craving thir condi- 
tionis ; qubilkis war plainUe refufit, and the maift that wes grantit wes, that 
he fould rander his hous, cum out with him lelf and bis men to the marques 
of Argile and lordis and capitanes of the army, and bumelie fubmit them 
felffis, lyf, landis, and goodis in the will of the Eftaites, and ordour of the 
army. This wes the maift the erll Marfcball could wirk, albeit indeid the 
faaill men wan away faif and found, except fum few, as ye fall heir. The laird 
Haddoche yeildis to the erll Marfcball, being bis blood freind and laitlie cum 
of his hous, upone thir conditionis ; bot not to his young cheif, who ofTerit 
the feme conditionis, quhairat he tuke fum exceptioun, as wes thocht. Now 
the yettis ar all caftin wp. The laird of Haddoche cums out, and all Ids Ibl- 
diouris yeildis tbame felfSs, tbair lives, thair landis, tbair goodis to the marques 
of Argile and reft of the nobles and coraraanderis of the army. Tbay keipit 
Baddocbe in the camp, and immediatlie fendis in to the tolbuith of Abirdene 
Jobne Logie fone to Mr. Andrew Logic minifter at Rayne, Johne and Alex- 
ander Gordouns fones to Gordoun at the milne of Kelly, Chal- 
nier fone to Alexander Chalmer of Drymnes, and Dilgamoch, his 
fuldiouris, and quyttit all the reft to go home in peace. TTien tbay fet in 
sbout 36 ibldiouris to keip the place of Kelly, whiche tbay fand weill fur- 
aeftjit to thair handis with meit and drink, quhairon tbay fed luftellie, with 
•bout nyne fcoir chalderis of victuall in his girnellis ; for he bad keipit wp 
'•lekill of thrie yeiris rent to ane darth, and now gat nothing for it. Statelie 
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wes the plenifhing within this hous, and pleiant yardis and planting abook 
the lamen. * 

Now the foldiouris brakis lous, and bymis wp the haill tennentia bigging of 
Mekill Kelly for the moft pairt, the bigging of OverhiU, and fnm biggingia of 
Thomehill ; and uther bigging thay tirrit, tuke doun the tymber and mmi 
hnttis thairof ; and lykuaies brak doun and cuttit the jdefimt planting to be 
huttifl, and diftroyit the grein growing hedges out at the gnmnd. Thay m- 
terit to the haill beftiall, nolt, firheip, ky^ perteiiing to the laird on h» mayM 
and to his tennentis quhairever thay could be found, eit and diftroyit wp all* 
The erll Marfchall him felf mellit with fyve or iex ladill horflBs of good 
worth, pertening to the laird of Haddoche. His haill armes within the hon^ 
quhairof thair wes plentie, wes pluckit wp and plunderit Thair wea nctt 
ane lok, key, band, dur nor wyndo left onbrokin doun daylie to the poor teih 
nentis, ootteris, and girfhmen, who for feir of thair lives had fled heir and 
thair throw the countrie fira thair duellingis, and oonvojrit fie geir as Aay 
could get out of the way. Thay brak doun beddis, burdis, afanereis and uther 
tymber wark, and made fyre of the fiune. 

Thus is this countrie, both on the one fyde and the other, grevouflie op- 
preflit, and the people crying daylie to God for ane venganoe upone thir cmdl 
covenanteris for thair unrichteous warkis, but auchtoritie of the king. 

The hous of Kelly wes randerit upone Wedinfday the 8 of May with fitie 
feige, and les ikaith, being about tua perfbnes flayfie to the aflaillantia ; quhair 
I will ceas whill [afterwards.] 

The famen nicht that Kelly wes randerit, the camp rode to Geidit, bodi 
hors and foot ; hot the fame wes alfo randerit upone the mome, the nynt of 
May, be the laird of Geicht elder. His fone the young laird elcaipia with toa 
or thrie, and being weill horfiC^lBp the park dykis and fiiiflie wan away ib 
prefens of the foldiouris lying about the place, who foUouit, hot cam no fpM 
to thair gryte greif. The old laird is keipit befyde Haddoche, and his foldi- 
ouris fet at libertie. Thair is ane capitan with about 24 foldiouris put within 
the place of Geicht, quhilk wes weill provydit with meit, and drink, and uther 
neceflares ; and quhairin thair wes ftore of ammunitioun, pulder and baDf 
with victuall in gimellis aboundantlie. Thair wes tua foldiouris flajme to the 
camp but more blood. Sie heirefter of the marques of Argyllis removing. 

Ye hard befoir, how Haddoche had plunderit and takin Patrik StrathaudiiD 
ane difcreit gentilman, wairdit him in Kelly fyftein dayis. He thairefter lent 
him to the place of Tolly Barclay, whiche wes takin in be the marques of 
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Huntlie, and Hew Gordoun maid capitane over 16 foldiouris appointit to be 
keiparis thairof. Bot this Patrik Strathauchin maid qiiyet freiiidfchip amongis 
the foldioiiris, took the cspitane, and keipit the hous inanfullie whill the army 
came ; and fyue came bravelie out, aud gat his hors and armes agane, quhllk 
Haddoche had phinderit fra him. 

Now as the marques of Argile is at thir hou0is, the Irifli regiment lay ftill 
at Innerurie, of wlionie ye hard befoir. 

Upone thair bak, cam to Cromar, Bras, Oboyne, Strathauchin, and coun- 
trds about, 800 Argile Hieland men, quhair thay had in allowans ilk day, to 
be takin of the countrie, 24 bollis meill, fex fcoir wedderis, and mairtis, 

with thrie fcoir dolleris of money. 

Let the wyfer fort now judge how this poor land is fore oppreft by incura- 
ing of thir ormyes againll tlie kingis auchtoritie. Bot I leave thame taking 
wp thair rentis and moneyis. And thay leivit upone the marques of Hunt- 
leis landis in Cromar, Glenmuck, and Glentanner, and upone the laird Druniis 
landis of Cromar, Sti'atbauchin, and in the landis of Birs, fra thair cuming 
thair, quhilk wes upone the day of May quhill tlie thrid day of June, as 

ye fall fie heirefter. 

Ye hard of the marques of Huntleis going to Auchindoun. Howfbne he 
cam, he fet to libertie Patrik LeOie proveft, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Alexander 
and Johne Joffrayis, and Patrik Lichtoun in Montros, upone Twyfday the 7 
of May, with gryter credit nor thay war takin. And thay, biyth of thia good 
luck, cam all ryding to Abirdene throw the Old toun com-agioullie, and liclitit 
in the toune with gryte joy, upone Thuirfday the 9 of May, about 8 houris 
at evin. 

Upone Setterday 11 May, the lord Gordoun cam in to old Abirdene with 
his owne domeftikis, and lodgit at George Middiltoun's hous ; and, upone the 
mome efter efternoone's fermon, he rode out of the toune agane. 

Upone Sonday the 12 of May, Mr. ^Villiame Strathauchin, efter fermon, red 
oat of the pulpit of Old Abirdene the tuo Actis following. 

ITlaur be tirtae of ane CoBitnifTioun daiiit at Edinbni^lie tlie 16 day o( Aprils IG-U, the Con- 
reotioan of EUailea bea appoiateil ivb ArchibaM mHrqgpH uf Argile ftc. cheif comniBncler of the hull 
forcem, lion luid foot, to be leryed for the prpfent rebellioun in the nonhe ; with poner alfo to iv* 
to command in cheif all other forces in the north during this expeditioan ; and to draw togiddcr, 
with advy* of the Commitiee of Eflaites that is cnn alongia with tliia aimy, the haill fenfibill men 
ia llw north, as wee fall think fitting for the prcfent fervice. Wee, thairfoir, accordinf^ to that 
Commtllionn and with advys foirfaid, doe heirby require all the heritouris and friebslderis quhai- 
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fmnerer (of what fapericmr fo erer thay bold), withm the £<AmMaam of Abudene and Bod; l§ 
repair to the tonne of Turref againft the 16 day of thia inflant nMmeth of Biay be ten a tHak vt ibe 
foirnoDe, with the heft horffis and horfman annea, bringing alfo with them 46 honria pronfiooa ; 
that^ by commoan advySf the heft way may be thocht npone for the peace and fecoritie of this 
countrio. Certefeing by thefe prefentis all and OTerie beritoor and fridialder finriaid, that fall not 
appeir at the day and place aboire mentioned, that thay falbe eftimat and nftd aa enemeia to reli- 
gionn, king, and country. And that none may pretend ignorana beiro^ wee ocdane tUr piefisntiB 
to be red at all the paroche chnrchea of thefe fchirea at Sonday nixt the 12 of thia inftant; and that 
ererie minifler fend to the randezrons, at the day and place aboFO named, a Roll of the hull beri- 
tonris and frieholderis names within thair feverall paroehia, with a teftificak that thir prefentii war 
tied at thair chnrchis. Recommending alfo to the moderator of ererie prelbitiie within the tiUk 
fchirrefdomes to direct to the feverall minifteria within thair prefbitriea ane antentict doable ef tUi 
onre ordonr with thair moderatonria teilimoniall dedairing the fame to be fnche, that thia ove or* 
donr may be the better red and pnbliihit in thair feverall chnrchea. And thia wee reqaire to be dili- 
gentlie and cairfiillie performed by all bareing entree, aa thay will be anfnerable to the FarlianieBt, 
Conyentionn of Eflaiteji, their Committeea, or wa thair Commiffioner for thia effect. Snbfinrit 
with onre band at Innermie the fext of May 1644. 

FoUouis the uther Act red out of pulpit 

Edinbnrgfa, 12 Aprile 1644. 
Forfamekill aa George marqnea of Hontlie, and hia adherentb and foUowcria, tix. Alexander Is* 
ring younger of Drum, Robert Irring hb brother, Sir Johne Gordonn of Haddocbe, WilliaaM Sej* 
tonn of Schethin, Williame Innea of Tlbbertie, Mr. Jamea Kennedie f^ritonr to the (aid marqoct 
of Hnntlie, and Thomas Hay ferritonr to the (aid Sir Johne Gordonn, haTe not onlie lefnircd to 
joyne with this kirk and kingdome in the Solempne Leagne and Covenant, for refomaliova aid 
defena of religionn, the honor and happinea of the king, the peace and finftie of the thrie IdngdoaMi 
of Scotland, England, and Ireland : bot have now alfo pnt them felTea in a poftore of wair, and, 
with fun forces collectit togidder, difplayit ane oppin baner agunft the honorable Eftaitea of tin 
kingdome joyned togidder by folempne oathis and fnbfcriptionis in the faid Leagne andOofenaat; 
and, in this rebellionn, have already begnn to tak hia Majefteu good fnbjectia out of thnr owae 
bonffis, detein them in firmance, n^ and fpoyll them of thair goodie and meina of lyrafiehood^ be 
threatis, opprellionis, and nther Tiolent wayce, to force them to joyne in thia infonectievn ; invaid

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Skbboth the foorteint day of lliis inftant raonetli of Apryle by Mr, Johne Aflamrone, io the Eift 
Kirk of this lirughe of Edinbroglio, anJ that publict intimatioun be maid of the IWd Tentence npone 
ftne Ssbboth day kefoir none efier rermon ia all the kirks of ihis kingdome, fo fooDe as aclrerteif* 
loent full cum to tliem.

TTiir tua Actis weg red out of the kirkis of New Abirdene the famen day 
alfo, whair, by and attour, intimatioun wes thair maid of the excommunica- 
tioun of James erll of Montros, erll of Niddifdaill, eril 

of Traquhair, erll of Caraueth, erll of Kionoull, James 

viftount of Oboyne, and lord Ogilvy. 

TTiir perfones had bein excomunicat, efter the fame ordour, and for the 
fame caus that the marques of Huntlie and hia followeris war excomunicat. 
Bot fum fpace befoir at Edinbrughe thir lordis wes exL-omrauiiicat ; hot iuti- 
ination wes not maid heir thairof at oure Old toun cliurche, Aluayes the 
lord Gordoun cam not to the preicliing befoir noon to heir his fatheris exco- 
municatioun intimat ; bot cam efternone, fyne rode out of the Old toun, as is 
befoir faid. 

Upone Mononday the 13 of May, the marques of Argile, the erll MarfchaU, 
the lord Gordoun, the vifcount of Arbuthnot, the lord Burlly, with divers 
ulheris brave gentlemen, about 100 hors, cam fra the camp lying at Kellie, 
leaving the lord Elcho behind thame, and cam to Abirdene throw the Lynkis. 
And following in ane other company thair cam Sir George Gordoun elder of 
Geicht, John Gordoun his brother german, and Sir Johne Gordoun of Had- 
doche. Thay ftayit in Abirdene, whill upone \Vedinfday 15 of May thay 
war fent fouth to Edinbrughe with ane troup of hors, Lilaiaies wes fent 
with him the goodman of the Milue of Kelleis tua Ibues calHt John and Alex- 
ander Gordouns, Chalmer fone to Alexander Chalmer of Drymmeis, 
John hogie and Dilgardno. 

Upone Tuyfday 14 May, the Provinciall AlTemblie fitia doun in Abirdene. 
qtihilk wes prorogat to this day, as ye have befoir. The jwrfone of Belhelvie 
being laft moderatour, as the cuftom is, preichit this day. The marques of 
Argyll, the erll of Kingorne with the reft wes thair, quhilk maid wp a fair 
anditorie. Efter fennon, the bretheren convenit, and with them the faid 
marques of Argyle, Mr. Androw Cant is chofin moderatour to the nixt Pro- 
vindall Aflemblie. The faid marques no doubt had his owne jnftructionis to 
give to this province befoir the cuming of the nixt Generall Aflemblie ; and 
withall he began to regrait the coldnes of fum of the mioiArie, who wold 
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not boldlie, ilk man out of his owne pulpit, declair the odioufiies ^ this itt^ 
bellioun of the Grordouns, and what danger, fchame, and forrow might foUmr 
thairupone ; quhilk^ if ilk minifter within his parochin had pooerfullie de^ 
clairit it micht have bein a mein to have ftayit mony to have ryfin in fie a 
defperate buffines. Bot withall, he faid, it wes to be feirit thair wes fum of 
thame felfis difaffected to this good caiis, and not fo found asapertenit** For 
remeid quhairof he defyrit the moderatour to voice out tuelf of thair faretfaerai 
to (it with him and the reft of the noble men at thair Ck>mmittee, efkemoiie^ 
and thay to refave fum ordour thairfra. Quhairc^ ane article wes, that Mr. 
Androw Cant, now moderatour, Ibuld this fame eftemDne tak the othes of fk^ 
liaill moderatouris and minifteris prefent within this diode in ample fmrme, diit 
thay war foundlie affected to the good caufe according to the tennour of the Co* 
venant : 2. That ilk moderatour fould tak the othes of fuch minifterte as wer 
abfent within his preibitrie : S. That ilk minifter upone his fuome aith in dl 
haift fould condifcend and give wp in Roll wnder his fubfcripti0an the ma- 
lignant minifteris within this diocie or difaffected minift;eris, according to his 
knouledge ; and ilk minifter, within his owne paroche, to declair fidike ba 
roll the malignant laick perfones within his parochin : 4. To give wp in Rdl 
ilk minift:er the names of iic perfones as rais with the Gordouns : 5. That iOc 
minift:er fould give wp in Roll the names of papiftis, the heritouns, and fine* 
halderis within his parochin, with a teftificat that the Act maid thairanest 
befoir wrettin wes publictlie red at thair kirkis according to the deiyre tfali^ 
of ; and ilk minifter, befoir thay diffolve, deliver to the faidis tuelf xninifleriB^ 
callit ane Subcommittee, his awin Roll fubfcrivit with his hand, to the effect 
that thay fould bring thefe Rollis with them to Turref the 16 day of May. 

Thir ordouris bred both feir and fafherie to the bretheren of this AflemUiei 
;bot no remeid. Ilk man began prefentlie to cenfur his parochineris uponelk 
poyntis foirfaidis, maid wp and fubfcrivit thair Rollis and deliverit thame to 
the Subcommittee of tuelf minifl;eris foirfaidis, to the effect above ipedfieit, 
upone Wedinfday the 15 of May eftemone, that thay might kdp Tnrref. 
And fo this AlTemblie dillblvit this famen day. Bot remember thay gave wp 
the names of all excomunicat papiftis within thair parochins alio in the fiddii 
Rollis. Sie heirefter what follouit upon thir Rollis. 

Upone Tuyfday 14 of May, the tua Cartowis wes brocht about fra Mon- 
trois to Abirdene be fea ; bot thair wheilles wes hakit and hewin by the Gor- 
douns, as ye have hard. Thair cam alfo tua uther iron cart pdces to the 
fchoir, quhair thay all war laid on, careit about, be thrie boittis. And that 
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lamen day thair cam to Abirdene, out of ane of the parliamentares fehippia 
lying iu the road, fix fifcher boatis ladnit with niufcat, pulder, matche and 
ball ; and ilk hoit had uynefcoir iitul'catis within hir with thair materiallis. 
Thir waires wes feiit a fchoir in oure owne fifcher boites to the marques of 
Argile out of the faid fchip, who had ordour from the laid parliament of 
England fo to do. 7'hir umfcatis wes receavit and put wp in houfUs to 
be keipit. 

This famen Tuyfday and 11 of May, the laird Dwu directit ane rate of 
inuflciteris to Mr. Willianie Lumfden's Iious in Old Abirdene, him felf and his 
wyf bothe war excomunieat papiftis. Thay fed upone hir expenffis, becaus 
hir huAjaiid wes quyetlie at home and efcaipit. Upone the inorne fcho wes 
conipellit to give 400 merkis (to be quyte of thair cummer) for ane protectioun 
to laif hir hous onplunderit, and hir tennentis ondiHrelfit, fubfcrivit by the 
erll of Kingorne. Befydes, thay i)hinderit out of the hous fum gunis, fuordis, 
and uther thinges, and ane r^'ding naig out of the Loche, or ane wark naig. 

XJpoae AVedinfday 15 May, the marques of Argile, the erll Marfchall, the 
erll of Kingorne, the vifcomit of Arbuthnet, the lord Gordoun, the lord Bur- 
ly, cajn ryding throw the Old tomi, about 12 houris, with found of tua truni- 
pettouris, about 200 hoi*s, and let thame felffis for Turreff to keip thair melt- 
ing the 16 day of May. Bot the day befoir, thir nobles cam over and vifeit 
oure Old toun College, about 6 houris at evin ; fyne returnit back to New 
Abirdene agane. So thay cam from Abirdene, as is befoir faid ; and, upone 
ThuirlUay the l6 of May, the marques of Argile, the erll Marfchall, the 
erll of Kingorne, the vilcount of Arbuthnet, the lord Gordoun, the lord Bur- 
ly, cam to Turref. The lord Elcho cam from the ligger, lying at Geicht 
sod Kelly, to this melting. And fichke thair cam the erll of Findlater, the 
vifcount of Frendraucht, the lord Forbes, tlie lord Frafer, the lord Banf, 
with many baronis, heritouria and friehalderis within the Ichires of Abirdene 
and Banf. Thair cam alfo out of the ibhire of Morray, the laird of Innes, 
the laird of Grant, tlie fchirref of Morray, and divers utheris gentilinen. 
Thay met altogidder upone the Inche of Turref, and wes ellimat about fevin 
himdreth hors and 1300 foot. Thay had ten cuUouris, ten dnunis, fex truni- 
pettouris with brave capitaues and conimanderis, and weill armit fouldiouria. 
Tbe names of all the friehalderis and heritouris of Abirdene and Banf ar callit 
be the Ichirref clerk Mr. Patrik Chalmer in Abirdene af of the Rollis. Th« 
burrowis fend thair Commillioneris whiche war within thir tuo fchires. The 
names of abfentis wes preceillie uottit. The moderatouris and minifleris of 
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the diode of Abirdene war callit ; and thair compeirit the tudf mhiiftais dt 
the Subcommittee, and in thair names produdt the names of all ezeomimicat 
pqnftis, diiafiected minifteris, all malignant laidc perfimis^ the- names of fit 
perfonis as rais with the Gordouns, the names of all heretouria and firiehald* 
eris. Now ilk minifter had givin wp wnder his hand the names of fie pou 
fones as is abovewritten, and ilk preflbitrie had givin wp wnder thair hand thfe 
names of the difaffected miniftrie within thair prefbitrie, and deliyerit the 
famen to the Subcommittee foirlkid, to produce in thair names, quhilk hdd ia 
thair travellis fira cuming to TurreL to this melting. Thir RoUis being- pio^ 
duceit, and all men callit and the abfentis nottit, then thay went to muAtf 
thair men upone the foirlkid Infche eftimat about 2000 hors and fbot» as find 
is, whiche cam out of the fchires of Abirdene and Banf allanerlie. Efter maat 
ter, thay war all chargeit be found of trumpet not to depairt out of Tomf 
whill upone the mome that thay receave thair orderis ; quhilk being cum, th^^ 
mufter agane, and then the marques of Argile in name of the publict gave 
thame all thankis oppinlie for this thair obedient meiting and conventioun out 
of the thrie fchires of Abirdene, Banf, and Morray ; warning with all tbde of 
the two former fchires to be at ane Ck>mmittee to be haldin in Abirdene upone 
the 24 of May for taking ordour with the horfinen, footmen, and armes to be 
leavied, loan money, levy money, and uther taxationis. He dedairit likuaiea^ 
that thair wes ane generall mufler of the fchires of Abirdene, Banf, and Memis 
to be keipit the fourt of June next within the Lynkis of Abirdene, and diaigelt 
thame all to be thair : bot few compeirit, or none at all, that day. So upone 
Frydday the 17 of May efter none this meiting diflcdvit at Turref, and tbe 
marques of Argile lent fum troupis of hors to Elgin, chaigeing thame to «r« 
reift the boittis oa thair coaflis, that no boitis fbuld go to lea whill his totdo 
plelbur, feiring the marques fould flie be fea, as he did indeid. In the meiD 
tyme he cam fira Turref to Cullein of Boyne, quhair he Ibupit with the eril of 
Findlater his cufing german upone Setterday the 18 of Bfay, quhair I inll 
leave him. 

The marques of Huntlie lying quyetlie all this tyme in Audundoun, and 
haveing his owne intelligens how all matteris pafl at Turret he takis oec^ 
fioun and fchortlie leavis this ftrenth and quyetlie oonvoyis him felf to tiM 
Bog of Geicht, haveing in his company James Gordoun of Letterfiny, Johne 
Gordoun lone to Johne Gordoun of Auchinun3ie^ and Johne Gordoun aliK 
Johne of Beruick ; and takis out of this place fum trunkis of gold and filTer> 
quhairof he had plenty, and fum cofUie rich apparell ; thairefter iendis tbe 
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keyts to his fone the lord Gordoun with his ftatelie fadill liorfTis ; fyne rydis 
the water of Spey, he being cleid in cot and trewis with ane blak bonet on his 
heid, Ilecumis to Salterhill, quhair ane Alexander Gordoun duelt, takis ane 
fleip, directit the faid James Gordoun and John of Beniik iWth his trunkis to 
Coulie, and to provyde ane boit ; quhair thay fand ane Caithnes boit he thance, 
fchippis the tninkis, and takis the fea fchortlie, and landis in Caithnes leaving 
the inanjues behind thame in Drany to his owne haferd with John Gordoun 
of Auchinuu5ie his fone onlie with him. He leaves ane thoufand dolleris 
with this Alexander Gordoun in his keiping, becaus he could not get thame 
careit, quhilk he thairefler reveilht and dehverit to the lord Gordoun ; qnd he 
inoyan of James Gordoun in Kineddour his funatyme fervitour getis ane boit 
quicklie at Cou(ie, fchippis and landis in Sutherland him felf, John Gordoun 
and the faid James Gordoun. The boit retumis with the faid James, and he 
gois to his owne hous. The marques with his man fpeiris for ane ailhous, callis 
for ane drink, and fendis for Gordoun of Syddra duelling hard be- 

iyde. He cuniis and lodgit him in his awin hous all uieht. Upone the morne, 
he with his man rydis to Caithnes, tlayis with his coufing german Frances 
Sinckler that nicht, meitis with James Gordoun of Letterfurie and gave him 
no thankis for leaving of him behind, takis ordonr with his trunkis, dtiiniffis 
him home, and him felf with his man upone the morne horflis and to Strath- 
narer gois he. Thir calametets he did patiently fuffer for Iiis loyaltie to his 
maifter the king. He boitis at Catlmes and gois be fea to Strathnaver, quhair 
he remanit fore againft his will whill the 4 of October 164)5. 

Ye hard how the marques of Argyle cam to Cullen upone Setterday. He 
wold not byde efter fupper to take ane bed, hot rode all nicht and cam to the 
Jaird of Innes hous in Elgin, quhair he lodgit ; hard devotioun upone the morne 
being Sonday. The Provinciall AlTeinblie at this veray tyrae hapnit to fit 
doun in Eigyn, whiche Argyle cairfullie attendit, and gave the brethereu fie 
inllructionis to attend the enfewing Generall Afl'emblie as he did heir at oure 
Provinciall Allemblie in Abirdene. Bot heiring of the marques of Huntlyis 
efcaip in ane oppin fiflier boat, he wes heichlie ofFendit, fent fchortlie for the 
boit men, James Gordoun in Klnedder, and the faid Alexander Gordon in 
Salterhill; and befoir the Committee in Elgin thay ar feverallie fuonie and 
examinat anent the convoying away of the laid marques. Thay all eonfeflit 
the veritie of his intbarking and landing, and who wes with him. Thay wer 
all callit evill countrie men, and fo lettin go ; bot the faid Alexander Gordon 
is ordauit to compeir befoir the Comniittee at Abirdene the 24 of May, and 
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bring the 1000 dolleris with him, quhilk he did, and liid Ofdour to deliTer 
the dolleris to the lord Gordoun, and fo wes lettin go. 

In the mein tyme Argile bydis in Elgin thrie days ; and liS&oriHe dimdi 
the Irifh regiment to tak in Auchindoun, thair to remane, quhair thay had 
ftore of provifioun, meit, and drink aneuche in grjrt plentie ; fyne leayia ElgiI^ 
and retumis bak to Abirdene upone the 24 of May, quhair the laid Alexander 
Oordoun wes orderit, as ye hard. 

A litle befoir this tyme thair wes iein in the tonne of Gdlen pertening to 
the erll Marfchall, within the parochin of Strathanrhin, ane feirfull umatili- 
rail fyre, quhilk kyndlit of it felf, and brynt the bigging of this tonne odie. 
When tile people faw this fyre, thay ran to quenih and ftramp it cot ; bot 
quhair it wes quenfhit in ane pairt, it brak wp in another pairt. It brynt wp 
ane byre with nolt and oxin, none knowing quhairfra it cam. It ieinut to 
be ane prognoftick of far gryter fyre raifit on this erllis landis. 

Ye hard befoir how the place of KeUy and place of Geicht war bothe ran* 
derit Thair wes fum bigging brynt to the tennentis about Kelly, becaus tlw 
laird, for his awin defens, had brynt wp fum of his awin bames and bynes. 
He had lex young children within the place, which when it was randerit war 
all put to the yett faif and found. Freindis took thrie of thame, and uther 
thrie wes fent in to Old Abirdene for leming at the foooUis ; bot had not ane 
penny of thair fatheris eftait beftowit upone thame. Bot thir lanllea fiddi* 
ouris leivit welthellie upone thair latheris meinis ; and thair, and in the place 
of Geicht alfo, thay diftroyit wp all ; and dureing their refidena at thir too 
places lat not idill, bot plunderit them both. And firft thay tuke out tbe 
ftaitlie inficht and plenifhing, lie as bedding, naiprie, vefchell caldroon^ 
chandleris, fyre vefcheU, quhairof thair wes plentie, kiflas, cofferis, caMnetJi^ 
trunkis, and all uther plenilhing and armour, quhairof thair wes plentie in bodi 
thir houflis, quhilk thay could get careit on hors or foot, bot wes takin away 
fouth ; togidder with the haill oxin, nolt, ky, hors, meiris, and Icheip^ quhiUds 
war upone the laidis majmes of Haddoche and Geicht, and not ane four fixited 
beft left that thay could get When thir conunodeteis wes plunderit and 
lpol3eit, then thay b^an to wirk upone the tymber wark quhilkis war fix^ 
and thair thay cruellie brak doun the wanelcot burdis, bedis, capalmeriik 
tymber wallis, fylring, toome gimellis and the lyk, and maid fyre of alL Thqr 
took out the iron yettis, iron ftancheouns of windois, brak doun the glaffiii 
windois, and left nather yett, dur nor wyndo onbrddn doun; and in effect 
left thame defolat befoir thay removit. 
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Ye hard befoir, of tbe meiting at Turref, and of the Rollis givin wp be the 
Subcommittee of the miiiiftrie of all excomunicat papiftis, difaffected rainif- 
teris, and malignant laickis. Ordour wes girin at Turref to James Douglas, 
maifler in Edinbrnghe, attending this fervice, to fummound thii- perfonea, and 
the marques of Huntlie, the laird Drum, his brother, and remanent folloueris, 
at tlie marcat cros of Abirdene, to compeir befoir the faid Committee to be 
holdin thair the 24 of May, to anfuer to fic pointis as wes contenit in his 
letteris daitit at Turref; quhilk tlie faid Jajnes Douglas ufit at the faid niar- 
■ cat cros upone the 22 of May, whiche wes ihocht over Ibhort and fiunmar 
ane charge. 

Now AVilliame Seytoun of Schethin, and Williame Innes of Tibbertie, as 
folloueris of the marques of Huntlie, both thair houifis pitifullie plunderit, 
and thair ground fpol3eit, nothing left tltame ; and Tibberteis milne brynt 
wp be fyre mod cruellie be the foldiouris of the faid anny. 

Word cam heir of ane gryte overthrow givin to oure Scottia men lyiog at 
Morpet be the kingis forces :* — That the erll of Kalander wes lying at Duns 
with about 4000 men attending the making of ane army of 16,000 foot and 
2000 hors, quhilk wes lifting diligentlie throw all Scotland, to be ane recrew 
to generall Lefleis army now lying in England at York ; to whome cam the 
erU of Fairfax with 3000 bora and foot, quhilk betuixt thame maid wp ane 
ftrong army, with help of the erll of Manchefter, aganis oure royall king ; 
quhilk wes fought«n, Prince Robert routit, and York takiu in. 

Upone the 24 of May, thair wes ane Coramittce holdin in the tolbuith of 
Abirdene be tlie erll of Kingorne, the lord Forbes, the lord Burly, the lord 
Elcho, the lord Frafer, the laird Drum elder, and liiidrie uther barronia. Thay 
caufit call in the foii-none the Rollis of excomunicat papiftis; and fic of the 
marques' freiiidis as wes at the plundering of the toune of Banf, as ye hard 
before, and at Montrofe ; 3. All fic perfones as rais and aififtit the faid mar- 
ques of Huntlie ; 4. Sic perfonis as wes nonfiibfcribantis of the Covenant and 
difaffected to the good cans ; 5. Sic as had fubfcrivit and yit dilaffected ; 6. 
Sc 08 wes malignant or reffonit or fpak any thing privatlie or publictlie 
aganis this good caue. Thir fix fortis of people wes givin wp with the difaf- 
fected minifteris throwout the ]ire(bitreis and i>arochins of Abirdene and Banf 
be the miniReris thame felffis at Turref, as ye have hard; and at Abirdene 
thir Rollis wes callit. As this wes in doing the marques of Argile lichtis and 
cuinis to the tolbuith, quhair the abfentiB wes nottit, and fic as wes preient 
" On the margin of MS. " Ane ovprtlirow, bot not irew." 
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ordanit to compeir the mome at 8 houris. The pords ar ftraitlie watchit 
nicht and day. All man had entrie» hot none wan out without ane pais. — ^ 
Upone Setterday the 25 of May, ilk perfone compeirand wes compellit to 
give band wnder the pane of 5000 pundis to compeir befoir the nixt parlia* 
ment, and thair to wnderly the law for thair tran^reffionis, and for fie as wes 
to be laid to thair charges, and in the mein tyme to keip the kingis peace ; 
and to this effect they fet cautioun be band. Sic as midit get cautioun, obey it, 
and wan hame. Sic utheris as could not get cautioun wes wairdit in the tol- 
buith of Abirdene. — Sonday thay hard devotioun. — Mononday 27 of May, the 
erll Marfchall cam in from Dunnotter to this Committee. — Tuyfilay thay ar 
maid burgeffis of Abirdene, fie as the marques of Argile, the lord Burly, the 
lord Elcho, and gat the wyne liberty. 

Wedinfday 29 of May, the toune of Abirdene, in the provefi; and balleis 
name, wamit be touk of drum to convein in the Gray Freir kirk of Abirdene ; 
whair, the famen day, the provefi:, Patrik Leflie, in all thair prelenffis maid 
ane fpeiche, firft purgeing him felf by his gryte oathe, that he wes fiuf and 
frie of ony dilatioun of his nightbouris thair welth, or affectioun to the mar- 
ques of Argile or ony uther ; hot what wes done and dilated wes be the invy 
and malice of the nightbouris amongis thame felffis. 2. He dedairit the mar* 
ques of Argile his good opinioun he conceavit of the people of Abirdene, fa- 
king thame to be war exponit nor thay war indeid. 8. He told, the marques 
wes to ufe no rigorous dealling aganis Abirdene ; hot that thay ibuld beir 
alyk burding with the refi; of the burrowis according to thair flsrentb, and no 
utheruys, and conforme to the judgment of the next enfewing parliament, 
quhilk thay fould fie. And becaus the brughe of Dundie had advandt ane 
thoufand pund fi;irling in this expedition, it wes grjrt reflbne the toune of 
Abirdene fould advance alfmekill, upone band that, if the Efiiaites cardt this 
cans, thay fould be repayit with the annuellis ; if utheruayes, thay woM get no 
payment, yea and befydis thay wold be forfit to len 1 00,000 pundis fidrliog 
upone the lyk fort of band. This fpeiche endit, the dean of gild with the bor- 
giflis of gild went to confultatioim privatlie amongis thame felfis, and prc^t- 
lie condifcendit to advance and len ane thouland pimd flirling, for the quhilk 
ilk man frie and unfrie wes foundlie taxt. 

Now divers hors troupes daylie cuming from the army lying at Kelly and 
Geicht; that the erll Marfchall and erll of Kingomes regimentis dlfbandit; 
and that it wes apointit, that the niftrques of Argile's regiment of Argile hie- 
land men fould ly ftill in Birs, Cromar, and boundis about ; that the lord El- 
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chois regiment of Fyf fould be ftill in New Abirdene about 700 foot, witli aue 
troup of Argile's horfmen ; and that the Irifli regiment fould alfo difband, as 
ye have heirefter. 

About this tyme and monetli of May, the erll of Lauthean cam to Edin- 
bnighe from England quhair he wes wardit, as ye may iie befoir. He gat 
Ubertie be exchange of aue iither lord of the kingis, who wes takin be the par- 
liament of England priffoner likuaies. 

Vi- hard before, how the laird of Geicht, and the laird of Haddoche, John 
and Alexander Gordouns fouis to Gordoun at the milne of Kel- 

lie, Chahner fone to Alexander Chalmer of Drymmeis, Johne Logic, 

and Dilgardno, war brocht in to Abirdene. Now, it is faid, the laird 

of Haddoche and the Joffrayis drank togidder be mediatioun of liim freindis, 
and thay pad fra thair pairt of his fyne. Thairefter, upone the 15 of May 
thay war tranfportit fra Abirdene with ane gaird to Edinbnighe, and thair 
wairdit mod fchamefullle in thair tolbuith, and ftraitlie keipit to thair gryt 
greif and difplefbur ; quhair I will leave thame amongis thair enemeis handis 
ahyding tryellis. Bot thair wes no agrieans moid betuixt Haddoche and the 
Joffrayis, as is formerly faid. 

The hors troupes now daylie are cuming fra the camp to both Abirdenis, 
leaving the foot army behind thame at Kellie and Geicht, wha alfo cam upone 
Thuirfday the SO of May from thefe boundis, and quarterit that nicht upone 
the laird of Balgounyis houndis, callit Thomas Mein3es, a papift, and out of 
the country for his religioun. Thair that nicht thay lay, whill the uther re- 
gunent of the erll of Kingonie's wes removit out of Abirdene, that thay micht 
get tliair roume, plundering the ground, and deftroying the grein growing 
comes, at thair plefour. 

Upone Frydilay the laft of May, thay marchit in to Abirdene and was quar- 
terit thair and in Old Abirdene alio. Thair was llayne that fainen day be fum 
of Kingnrne's regiment ane calUt Johne Martyne, ane laxfillier on Die and fervi- 
tour to Mr. Mathow Lumfden, and aue ulher hurt ; for the quhilkis the ma- 
lefactouris wes aprehendit at the erll of Kingonie's command, and wardit in the 
tolbuith of Abirdene, but wan frie. And he and his regiment removit out of 
Abirdene upon Sett^rday the firft of June, efter the tonne gat good payment 
for thair quarteris. And in thair places cam in the lord Elchois regiment con- 
fiding of about 700 foot, and ane hors troup of the martiues of Argile's con- 
fiding of 60 men, war orderit to ly in Abirdene upon all halerdis incafe of 
ryfing agane in this countrie ; qidiilk did littell good, bot wrakit the tcniue of 
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Abirdene with ihair quartering. Sic men as wes put in Drum pertenit to the 
erll of Lauthean and laird of Laeris raiment. Thaj war removit, and ab 
mony of the lord Elchois regiment war put in thair places at this tyme to 
keip that hous. 

Ye hard how the Committees wes daylie halding in Abirdene. Thay ar 
curious to try everie manis eftait ; and being fiillie informit of thair meinis 
and welth, both in brughe and land, then thay ar fununound to ocmipeir be- 
foir thair Committee in Abirdene, quhair the marques of Argile daylie lat in 
the tolbuith with the reft, and thair thay defyrit from ilk man of fie ane oer« 
tan foume, as thay knew thay micht lift or advance to the Eftaites, upone 
band of repayment agane ; quhilk if the people did obey, thay war inactit fixr 
the famen ; and if thay difobeyit, no more hot fending out pairtyis to plun^ 
der thame, at the leift to put thame to the home. Thus both minifteris and 
laickes wes not fpairit that had ony moneyis. And fic as was not actit befoir 
the Conmiittee wes urgit in Abirdene to fubfcrive ane band callit ane Blind 
band, quhair ilk man wes oblegit to len the Eftaites iic ane foume blank, the 
terme of payment blank ; or utheruayes to becum cautioneris for the Eftaites 
to ony uther man who had money, if thay wantit money of thair awin to Ien» 
for iic ane foume blank, the terme of payment blank, and the Eftaites to be 
oblegit to releive thame of thair cautionarie. Thus iic as had moneyis wes 
forfit to len out the famen without hope ever to get repayment bak agane. 
And iic as had no moneyis upone bank, yit reiponiall and powerfuU befyde, is 
compeUit to becum cautioneris for the Eiiaites to iic as had monejris ; and 
yit thay knew not bow mekill thay war cautioneris for, nor whome to thay 
war oblegit, nor what wes the terme of payment. By whiche meinis the Idngis 
iubjectis ar brocht wnder iic conditioun that thay knew not what to do, noir 
how to leive, feing thair menis tane daylie fra thame, quhilk they had maid 
lore travell for, to the impoveriOiing of thame felflSs, thair wyffis, and bames ; 
and nather covenanter nor noncovenanter, miniiter, nor country men, wes 
Q>airit. Quhilk doubtles wes the juft judgement of God for bc^ning iic a co- 
venant with oppin rebellioun aganes fo good and gracious a king ; and lurelie 
thair was mony covenanteris that privatlie wiihit it had not bene b^un, and 
grevouilie murmurit aganes thk proceidings ; hot thay durft not ipeik nor yit 
complane. 

Thair wes mony actis maid befoir Argile depairtit at this Comittees ; amongis 
whiche it wes enactit, that he fould have 18,000 merkis for inbringing of the 
marques of Huntlie to the Eiiaites quick or deid, and als mekill for inbringing 
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of the young laird Drum ; and fie uther foumes for hia brother, young Geicht, 
Nathaoiell Gordoun, and divers utheris perfones who foUowit the faid marques. 
Thir thjngis done, the marqnes of Argile, iipone Frydday the lall of May, 
took his leive of Aberdene, quiiair all this tynie he wes lodgit in the proveft 
Patrik Lefleis hous moft houourablie. And when he went to hors, he wes 
eonvoyit with nobles, barronis, bui^effes, bair heidit for the inoft pairt ; fo 
heichlie wes he in thir dayis exalted, litle inferiour to ane king ; who prome- 
fit alio to retume bak to Abirdene to the gryte Committee apoiutit to be 
halden the tuenty fourt day of July. And he went that nicht to Duimotter, 
leaving ordouris behind him for holding of Committees, for ingathering of 
men, and money, and horffis, and victuallis, to be fent to oiu-e army in Eng- 
land. So that fie victuall as wes left onplunderit, eittin, and diftroyit, wes 
fchippit heir and thair, throw all thii' north pairts ; fo that uather covenant- 
er nor noncovenauter thair girnellis wes fpairit : bot the covenanteris had 
eonditioun of payment from the generall commiflare Johne Denhame of aucht 
merkis for the boll, qiihairas thay keipit wp thair victual], looking for ten 
pund the boll fra the countrie people. The juft judgement of God upone the 
covenoiiteris. 

About thiR t3rme the mailer of Banf, the lord his father being in Edinbrughe, 
unhappellie hurt ane ferjaunt who wes wrongouflie phmdering his fatheris 
bonadis, qiihaimpone follouit that his hous of Ilaitty wes pitifuUie plunderit 
tnd abufit, and his girnellis brokin wp, and victuall dillroyit. The maiHer 
him (elf fled and durd not be fein in the countrie. Quhilk wes no doubt grei- 
TOua to his father now fummoundit over to the parliament and attending the 
kauD, and feing his hous and ground lb fore oppreft ; quhilk wes done be 
Udionris of the IriJli regiment. 

Our ibueraigne lordis feflioun lat not doun in Edinbrughe the fird of June ; 
hot in refpect of thir troubles wes continewit to the firft of November, qubair- 
^ the kingis leiges wes fiiift:rat of jiiftice this feflioun. Yet inferiour courtis 
6t daylie after the old nianer and began the firft of June. 

Ye hard befoir of the incuming of the foot army from Geicht and Kelly, 
lening aluaies bothe houHis weill manit for keiping of the lamen. Thay cam 
18 with fleing cuUouris, and truinpettouris, and drumis, in good ordour, with 
fliair cannonis, ammunitioun, and cairt peices, and uther armes. Bot thair 
wes DO cannonis. Aluaies both brughe and land wes plaguit to fumeiHi thatne 
ba^age hors from the foirfaidis boundis to Abirdene, and from that fouth. 

Now the Irilh regiment pertening to the erll of Lauthean and laird of Laeris 
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refolvis to cum to Abirdene to plunder the famen, except thay gat good pay* 
ment of their wages promittit to thame befoir thay cam out oi Ireland, and 
that whidder the Fyf regiment lying in Abirdene wold or not. This regiment 
be directioun had bein at Turref, Banf, Auchindoun and uther pairtis in the 
countrie, and now wes cum to Drum. The toune of Abirdene, heiring of the 
refolutioun of this rafcall merciles regiment, went Ichortlie and condiib^idit 
to lift amonges thame felflSs 20,000 pundis, and to len the famen to the pto* 
veil, bailleis, and thefaurer of Abirdene, who be thair band in name of the 
Eftaites becam oblegit to repay bale agane the faid foume to the toune of Abi^ 
dene, to be divydit amongis thame, ilkane for his awin pairt. This band being 
maid, and the moneyis liftit, the lamen wes deliverit to Mr. Robert Farqnhar 
to be diftribute be him according to his ordour. And firft he payit to tiie 
Irifh regiment now lying at Drum, upone the thrid day of June, being aboitf 
800 brave footmen by thair commanderis* 4000 merkls. Efter the reeept 
quhairof, thay took the heiche get fira Drum fbuth. By and attour the tdune 
and countrie fumefhit hors to carie thair baggage which cam by lea to Abov 
dene, and fent thair wyfis out of Old Abirdene, which had lyin heir tea 
the day of May, to overtak thame at Fettereame. And fo Abirdene wes weSl 
quyte of this Irifh regiment with the reft, fuppofe upone thair awin expenffis ; 
and no regimentis wes left, hot the lord Elchois regiment of Fyf men, in Aliir- 
dene, and ane regiment of the marques of Argile's hieland men, callit the Oo- 
geris, who lay in Birs, Cromar, Glentanner, Olenmuk, Abiiseldie, Oboyne^ ind 
uther places about ; quhair indeid thay clengit all fra thair cuming thair 
which wes upone the day of to the firft day of July thay dqpairtit, 

leaving onlie behind thame ane capitane with four fcoir men. This regiment 
of Argile men wes comptit 800 footmen with thair commanderis. Thay i^Mdrit 
not covenanter, nor noncovenanter, minifter nor laick; the haill countrie 
people fled that could flie, and left thair houfllis defolat. Thay idunderit 
and fpol3eit the hous of Oboyne, and hous of Abir3eldie with the gitmnd. 
Thay fpol3eit and plunderit the haill Birs, Cromar, Olentanner, Glenmak ; 
and left neither hors, nolt, fcheip, ky, nor fourfooted beift, in all thefe brave 
countreis, nor victuall, comes, goodis or geir, that thay micht lay thair handis 
upone. And feing thay could not leive longer in thefe herryit boundis; thay 
gat ordouris, and removit hame over agane upone the foirlkid firft of July, 
leaving onlie ane of thair capitanes with fourfcoir men. Bot this vei^aBS 
whiche fell in thir countreis upone the covenanteris and minift:eri8 wes doutit- 
les the juft judgementis of God for begining fie a play againft thair loyBlI 
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Idng; for thay war compellit to fumeifh out trouperia and footmen iipone 
tfaair awin expeniTis, alfweill as noncovenanteris. Thay behovit to pay thair 
levy money, loan money, taxatiouis, and to lend money to the EUaiteB or be- 
cum cautioner thairfoir, by and attour this grevous plundering of thaJr goodis 
and geir be merciles ibidiouris ; quhiik doubtles tbir covenanterih from thair 
liartis lamentit, and fore repentil the begining of this covenant, never looking 
to haif fufferit the fniairt thairof as thay did whill thay ivar all drawin iu ane 
hois net, fra the quhiik thay culd not flie, nor now durft fpeak aganis the 
Cunen, nor give ony difobedience, wnder the pane of plundering. 

Ye heir of the lifting of 20,000 pundis out of Abirdene, quliairof thair wes 
lent to the Irilh regiment lying at Drum ane thoufand dolleris at 4000 merkis. 
And ficlyk thair wes payit out thairof to the toune's people the quartering of 
the erll of Kingome's foldiouris during thair refidence in Abirdene, and what 
wes over to ly in Mr. Robert Farquharis hnndis. Thus Abirdene payit firft 
aucbtein thoufand merkis, and now lent tuentie thoufand pundis, (hot the Lord 
lend tliame good payment), and this by and attour the vexatioun, and quarter- 
ing of the marques of Huntleis freindis and followeris, as ye have befoir. 

Ye hard of ordcris giviu out at 'J'urref for ane generall mufter to be holdiu 
in the Lynkis of Abirdene upone the fourt of June out of the frhires of Abir- 
dene:, Banf, and Kincardin, or Mernis ; bot this day wes Qichtlie keipit and 
verray few convenit. The caus of this conventioun wes faid to be for making 
wp the erll Marfchall and lord Gordourt's regimentis conipleit. 

Grj-te preparatioun Ibuth and northe for raifnig of the recrew to generall 
Lefleis army in England ; and that the erll of Kalander wes lying at Kellb 
with 4000 men intending thair to collect ane army of 16,000 foot and 2000 
hore to marche into England, quhiik with Lelleis army will be 4U,000 men, 
Car rigging out of the quhiik this poor countrie wes crueUie oppreft. Utheris 
reportis that his army wes devylit to tak in Newcallell, and not to be ane 
recrew. Sie heirefter when he took get. 

Upon the of June the Generall AfTemblie fat doun in Edinbrughe. 

Mr. James Bonar niinifter at MonyboU in Galloway is chofm moderatour. No 
commiflioner cumis fra the king. Thay nocht the les gois on. The miuiltrie 
oC the fchires of Abirdene, lianf, Morray, Name, Inuernis haid ordouris to 
prelent befoir this Alfemblie in wreit the names of all (ic perfones as rais and 
affillit the marques of Huntlie, ilk minifter within his own parochyn ; quhiik 
thay did. Quhairupone ane Act of the Generall AlVemblie wes maid ordain- 
ing iik minifter within his owne parochio to caus thir jierlbuis mak publict 
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repentans upon the ftool, for this thair ryfing with the faid marques ; or uther- 
uayes to excommunicat them for thair difobediens, and this to be done both in 
brughe and land. Thair wes divers utheris Actis, and ane Aflemblie indictit to 
be haldin at Edinbrughe the laft Thuirfday of May 1645, and fo diflblvit Bot 
thir extreme Actis got no obediens. 

Upone the fii'ft Tuyfday of the moneth of June, being the fourt day of the 
faid moneth, oure Parliament lat doun in Edinbrughe, wanting the king or 
his viceroy, as depending from the laft parliament in anno 1 641. The erll of 
Lauderdaill is chofin prefident of this parliament. Sindry Abirdenis men wcb 
callit, iic as Mr. Alexander Davidfone, Mr. Alexander Reid, Mr Patrik Chal- 
mer, Mr Johne Chalmer, Thomas Nicolfone, Ritchard Allchoner, George Gor- 
doun, George Morifoun. Aluaies thay war all ordanit be Parliament, with fie 
uther as had fet cautioun to compeir befoir the Parliament, that thay fbold 
anfuer befoir the Committee at Abirdene the 11 of July nixt, thair to abyde 
tryell and cenfur. Bot the Committee wes adjomit to the S5 of July, for cauffis 
moveing the Parliament, be proclamatioun at the cros of Abirdene. And that 
famen day Johne Denhame generall commiflare to the coUectiouns rode fouthe 
to Edinbrughe in haift. Sie the ryfing of this parliament 

Old Abirdene, with certaine heritouris lyand about the lame, is ordered to 
fumifh out ane horfman and armes, called ane trouper, to the lord Gordoon ; 
and the bailleis ordanit to pay for the tonne's pairt of the laid trouper iyftie 
tua pimdis or thairby ; and to collect *af of the heritouris of come feild landis 
lyand about the foume of makand wp in the haill nyne fooir fex 

pundis xiij s. iiij d., and to pay the lamen wnder the pane of plundering. And 
to that effect, upone the 8 of June, quarterit upone the poor toun a(ne tranp 
of horlmen, whill the moneyis wes payit The Old toun bailleis taxt thair 
owne toune, and advancit the reft out of thair awin piurs, whill thay collectaed 
in the famen, as is formerlie faid ; and fo this troup wes fchortlie removit: 
None fpairit ; and who refuifit thair orderis, nothing bot fending out purtda: 
upone thame to leive upon thair rentis, and goodis, without auchtoretie or law 
fra the king. 

About this tyme, thair went out of the lord Elchois regiment lying in Afair^ 
dene ane hors troup, confifting of 60 hors, and 60 foot mulkiteiris, doun to 
Haddoche and Geicht, leiving thair, and upon the countrie thairabout idlie» 
but doing of any good fervice ; and Ipairit not to tak thair meit alfweill from 
noncovenanter as covenanter, daylie oppreffing the kiugis leiges, and 
thair horffis in the plefant orchardis and yairdis of the laidis houffis. 
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Upone Sonday the 9 of June, being Witfonday, aoe imprintit Act of Com- 
mittee, efter fermon, red out at our liirk dur in Old Abirdene, chargeing all 
heritouris, fewaris, gentilmeu, who had fadill horffis within aucht fcoir poundiR 
of price, to bring them to the Lynitis of Abirdene the 21 of June nixt, quliair 
thay fould be compryfit be indifferent men, and payit for, to ferve the trouperis 
within this fthyre. It wes alfo publilhit throw the reft of the parochins with- 
in the diocie. Sum compeirit, and title done that day. 

Now in this moneth of June thair is divers foot companeis and hors troupes 
fending fouth, making wp the erll Marlchall and lord Gordoun's regimeotis, 
and that with gryte diligens. 

The covenanter alfweill as noncovenanter is compellit to fumeifli out foot 
and hors, loan money, levie money, taxationis, lening of money, (ubfcriving of 
the Blind band, and fo furtli ; quhairin if thay fal3eit, then pairteis to be fent 
out and leive upone thair eftaites ; quhilk feimit to be the juft judgementis of 
God aganes the covenanteris, begynneris of this bargaine aganes thair royall 
king, quhairof doubtles thay had grite repentans, if thay could mend it. 

Thair wes ane fight about Morpet, qxihair divers of our Scottis foot foldiom^s 
wes overcum by the Banderls, ftrippit out of thair clothis and armes, and fent 
hame naikit, about this tyme. And that in another Ikirmifli about York, 
major Bellendeit with about 15 foldiouris wes killit to generall Lellie. 

The toune of Edinbrughe, for caufis moveiug thame, eaulit tranlj>ort aucht 
peice of cannon out of the caftell, and plantit tharae upon the calfie, in the be- 
ginning of June, at the gaird lious betuixt the Cros and the Trone. 

Ye hard befoir, how the marques of Argile rode fouth. It wes faid he wes 
the wors thocht of for mifting the marques of Huntlie ontakin prifoner. 

L^^pone the 15 of June, Alexander Irving younger of Drum, Marie Gordoun 
liis ladie, Robert Irving his brother, Mr Alexander Irving fone to Johne Ir- 
ving of Auchtamfard, and Robert Irving tonne's officiar, with tua gentilwe- 
men attending the young ladie, IHiippit quyetlie about Fraferbnighe, and to 
the fea go thay ; hot his ladie fore tmblit with the lea (eiknes, as the reft wes, 
thay unhappellie laudis in Caithnes within tuo myllis to Weik, quhair ane 
Committee hapnit to be fitting. TTiay ar tryit, and takin be Frances Sincklair 
fone to the erll of Caithnes and fecond and thridis of kin with this young lady 
Drum, and all wairdit togidder in the caftle of Keifcbe. As lykuaies he fent 
word to the Generall Committee of Kftaites or Parliament now fitting at EdJn- 
bmghe that he had takin thir perfonis priiToneris ; quhairat the Eftaites wes 
mervalous biyth for getting fuche a ritche pray, who gave ordour for thair

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tranfportatiotm, as ye fall heirefter fie. Bot heir it is to be wonderit at, how 
unnatiirall this Frances Sincklair wes, to go tak and aprehend his blood-freind, 
and hir hufband, with his few foUoweris, who in a maner had tane Ichelter 
and protectioun of him in his countrie in the tyme of thair pitiful! difhres ; 
bot rather he micht have advertifit thame to go agane to the fea and do for 
thame felffis, whiche unkyndlie he did not, albeit it flood to the perrell of the 
gentlemenis lyves, becaus he hoipit to get payment of 18,000 merkis for taking 
of young Drum, 9000 merkis for his brother, SOOO merkis for Mr. Alexander 
Irving, and 1000 merkis for Robert Irving, as wes promitted be the Conunit- 
tee of Eftaites. Thus, this miferabill man looking to this worldlie pel( fixr- 
got his honour and his blood, to the gryte difcomfort and greif of thir honor- 
able perfonis, as ye may fie. It is trew the lord Forbes reoeavit good pay- 
ment from the Eftaites of 3000 merkis for taking of Irving of Lmi- 
turk, and warding him in the tolbuith of Abirdene, quhair Alexander Gra^ 
den fervitour to the laird Drum wes alio wardit ; all for ane caule. 

Upone the 11 of June, Lues Grordoun thrid lone to the marques cam fira his 
fifter the ladie Haddingtoim to Abirdene, and fell in companie with the lord 
Oordoun his brother, whom he maid collondl to his foot company. 

Now, divers companeis of hors and foot fending ibuth wuder the erll Mar^ 
fchall and lord Gordoun's regimentis to compleit thair numberis. 

Edinbrughe is wnder gryte feir, and fum cannonis taken out of the cailell, 
and plantit anent the gaird hous, as wes laid befoir. 

Now, pairteis fetting out daylie upone covenanteris alfweill as noncovenan* 
teris, to fumeiih out hors and foot, loan money, leavie money, airmes, and all 
uther thingis, according to the ordour let doun be the Committee at Abir- 
dene ; utherwayis thir pairteis to ly feiding upone thair eftait and goodis, both 
iiicht and day. — The juft judgementis of God upone the covenanteris who 
began thir vexationis ; and doubtles thay fore repentit now, fiippole thay durft 
not &haw it. 

Upone Mononday 17 June, the maifl;eris in Old Abirdene wer laureat, and 
the New toun maiftms long befoir, whiche ufit not to be laureat quhill 
Lambes, for feir of thir trubles. 

The lord Gordoun ftrictlie chargit be the Eftaites of Parliament not to re- 
ceave in his regimentis any of fuche as wes at Banf or Montros, or ony landit 
gentilman that rais with the marques his father, except fie commoun people' 
as had no good to tyne. 

Upone Sonday 2S June, efter foimonis fermoun, Mr. Williame 
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miniiler at Old Abirdene miiid intimation, out of pulpit, of the excoraunica- 
tioun of the erll of Montrois, the erll of Craufurd, the eril of Niddildaill, the 
vilcount of Oboyne, tlie lord Heres, and lord Ogiivy, for braking out on oure 
borderis in lerviiig the king; and that thaywar all excoinunicat be ordourof 
the Generall AlTemblie throw all the kirkis of Edinbrughe, and ordanit to be 
intimat throw all the churches of Scotland. 

About the laft of June, the erll of Kalander marchit forduard from Kellb 
with ane gooillie army, both on hors and foot, touardis England. 

Upone the firft of July, the Argile foldiouris removlt out of Glentamier, 
Cromar, Bras, and boundis about, whiche thay had altogidder fpol3eit ; and 
home go thay except onlie ane capitane and 80 men, who alfo fchortlie foUouit. 

^Vord cam of ane gryte battell foughten betuixt Prince Robert, The erll of 
Manchefler, generall Leflie, and the erU of Fairfax ; quhair niuche blood wes 
Iched ; the vifcount of Dudop fore bruifit, quhairof he deit, and his corpis 
brocht to Scotland ; that York wes rauderit to the Englifli and not to the 
Scottis, quhilk prefagit ane nationall querrell betuixt the tuo nationis. And 
the fame day this battell wes foughten, being the fecond of July, thair wes 
hard throw all thir pairtis the noys of ane cannon fchot, terribill to heir; 
and quhilk wes thocht no fchot, bot ane adverteGnent fra God, as may be 
Weill fein. 

Thair cam out ane prynted paper declairing the cauflis of ane publict faft,

4. We have mater to fopplicat the God of hevin to hlis and proffer all meinia nfit and intend 
for the eftahliihing of this work among onre felfis, and adiraneeing thairof in oor neighboor king- 
domee, fnche as Parliamentis, Aflembleis of dirynes and Committees from them, and armyes d* 
reddy in the feildis and going to the feildis.

This fait wes appointit to be keipit the firfl; Sabbath of July, and 
day thairefter, as ye have hard. So heir in Old Abirdene, upone the feviot 
of July, we had ane fail, entering the churche be nyne houris, and continewit 
praying and preiching whill tua houris. Efter fermon, the people fat ftill 
heiring reiding whill eftemone's fermon began and endit, whiche continewit 
till half hour to fex. Then the prayer bell rang to the evning prayeris, and 
continewit whill feven. Thus wer the people wyreit with failing and praying 
wnder cullour of zeall, quhilk rather appeirit ane plane mokrie of God. So 
Thuirfday thairefter the like fail keipit heir. The king and his poileritie 
prayit for, the quein prayit for ; hot no prayer to confound the armyes raifit 
againil him, hot rather prayit for thair good lucces. Strange to fie iic faftis 
and prayeris ! 

Upone the bak of this humiliatioun, and about the 12 of July, thair cam 
word to Abirdene, that generallLeilie, with aifiilans of the erU of Fairfax and the 
erll of Mancheiler, growing to ane army of about 38,000 foot and hors, quhairof 
Leilie had preflit many out of Yorkfchire, lying now at the feige thairof, lore 
againil thair willis ; aluaies Prince Robert heiring of this, cumis with ane brave 
army of hors and foot nothing inferiour to his enemeis to raife this feige ; and 
upone Tuyfday the 2 of July, that day, battell wes foughten, as ye have [be- 
fore.] The victorie, with gryte blood, inclynit to the Parliamentis iyde, and 
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Prince Robert feirfiillie routit, as wes piiblictlie declairit out of oure piUpit be 
Mr. Wi!Iiaine Strathauchiu, faying, the Lord preveiiit oure falling by giving 
oure army the victorie befoir oure huiniliatioun, and that the army, the fame 
day of oiu-e fad, wes giving thankis to God for thair victory. Howfoever it 
wee, it is reportit that general! Lellie wes not occafioun of this victorie, becaus 
he fled the battell to Lewis, 18 inyllis fra the army ; and none of oure Scottis 
army baid except thrie regimeutis, ane wnder the erll of Lyndfay, another 
wnder Sir David Leflie, and the third wnder collonell Lumfden, who fought 
it out ftoutlie. York randerit to the erll of Fairfax and tlie erll of Mancliefter, 
upone conditioun that no Scottis man fould enter withiu the fame ; and Sir 
Thomas Fairfax is maid governour. Thair wes ftore of moneyis fent out of 
the toun to the Scottilli army, quhairby thay fould have fum content and de- 
part. Leflie wes evill thought of be the Englifii for this dayis fervice ; and fum 
tbocht thay war now begiuing to Hchtlie oure Scottis, tending to ane national] 
(juerrell, Thair wes blood on both fydis, and priironeria taken, amongd whome 
the vifcount of Dudop wes ane, who deit, and his corpis brocht about be licens 
to Scotland, to be bureit amongft: his honorabill anteceflburis. 

It is faid Prince Robert rebukit the erll of Newcallell, then governour of 
Vork, and generall King iKith, in wbome the king had too muche coufideiis, 
for thair flaw fervice at this fight, and that thay war moir given for gather- 
ing of gear unjuftlie nor for the kingis honour. Thay feirit them felffis, fchip- 
pit at Skarrithnigbe quyetlie with aboundance of moneyis, and to HambuiTie 
go thay. Prince Robert departis his awn wayis, and generall Leflie retumis 
to Newcaftell, quhair the erll of Kalander cam alfo, to befeige the famen be 
land ; and ten of the parliament fchippis cam in to the ryver moutli to befeige 
it by fea, fo that no men nor provifioun fould cum that way. Sie heirefter. 

Oure Parliament eftablifliis an conftant Committee of Efl^ites to fit in Edin- 
brughe for reulling of the country, prorogatis the Parliament to the 8 of Januar 
1645, but warrand or commiffioner fra the king; and upone the day of 

July dilToh-es, quhilk had fittin fen the 4 of June. 

The Committee appointit to be haldin at Abirdene the 11 of July is, by op- 
pin proclamatiouu at the marcat eros, prorogat to the 25 of July nixt. 

Ve have hard befoir, how the erll of Montrois wes hard with the erll Ar- 
gile anent fum fpeiches allegit fpokin be Mr, Johne Stewart, for the quhilk he 
wes execute. Follouit, Argile interceptis fum letteris, which Montrois had 
feot to the king ; quhairupone him felf with the lord Neper, the laird of Keir, 
and laird of Blakhall ar wardit in Edinbrughe. The lord Siuckler brakis wp

Montrois tninkis, and careis letteris to the Eftaites. He is brocht befoir the 
Committee at Edinbrughe. He is more ftrictlie over watchit. He, widi Neper, 
Keir, Blakhall is fummoundit to the Parliament as incendiareis and idotteri& 
He is countit ane of the 5 incendiareis be Act of Parliament. Montrois wreitis 
fra the caftell to the king, being in Edinbrughe, ane miffive of muche import* 
ans, how he, Traquhair, Neper, Keir, Blakhall is handlit befoir the Parlia- 
ment. Thay ar fet to libertie. Thay ar trublit as incendiareis befoir tbe 
Parliament and continewit. Montrois rydis to the king, hot he had no pre- 
fens. He rydes agane to the king. Intimationis of the excomunicatioiin. 

Montrois by thir deidis and divers utheris wes grevouflie vext by Aigik 
and Eflaites, quhairof he wes the ring leidar, and wes forfit to flie his notife 
countrie to the Kingis Majeflie for redres. And efter he had fchawin Us 
mynd amplie to his Hines, he thocht wyflie upone the lamen, and fuad thir 
Eflaites had maid the marques of Huntlie to flie the countrie likiiaifSj and his 
haill loyall iubjectis in Scotland oj^reft pitifullie wnder the pretext of tA 
gioun, quhilk his Majeftie mantaned, viz. the trew Proteftant rel^;io«m, witt 
his jufl; and facred auchtoritie, the foundamentall lawis and privil^es of Far> 
liamentis, the peace and friedome of the oppreft and thralled fiibject, as ye 
may fynd in Montrois Declaratioun ; and confidderit, if the marques of Hunt- 
lie had cum in to the Eftaites and joynit his pouer with thairis, he wes lildie 
to lois his rojrall auchtoritie over this natioun. 

The king, haveing thocht upone thir and divers utheris groundis, makis tlie 
erll of Montrois Marques, and gives him his letteris patent to be Livetemuoid 
Generall of Scotland, who gladlie wes acceptit be Montrois and foithfiillie 
profecut, as ye have heirefter. The king fumefhis him about 1500 Iriihii 
brocht wp in Waft Flanderis, expert Ibldiouris, with ane jreires pay. Amm^ 
whome, AUafter McDonald wes ane valiant capitane, borne in the Oes, fled A^ 
gile's tirrany, who had wardit his father and his tuo bretheren, and takin fliiir 
landis and pofTefliionis fra tham ; a man refolvit to revenge thir injareis 
aganes Argile if he micht, and glaidlie took this occafioun to haierd with tbe 
marques of Montrois in this lervice, who wes no les glad of his fervice and 
afliiftans. 

This mightie Montrois, haveing gottin the kingis patent to go upone the 
covenanting rebellis of Scotland with fyre and fuord, and ather to bring thaine 
wnder fubjectioun and obediens, or utherwayis to diftroy thame all, thair lyfifl^ 
landis, and goodis ; he, I fay, gives ordour to this Allafter McDonald or Maif* 
ter M'^Donald to fchip his foldiouris, and land in Ardimurchan, ane Hand ber 
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longing to Argile, and diftroy his countrie, and promeifit to raeit him in Scot- 
land ; and likuayes gave ordouris to this capitaue of his careage and travellls 
vbill thay met, being confident that the king had fum good (ubjectis in Scot- 
land. McDonald takis the lea, and, about the 8 of July, landis in the foirfatd 
Iland of Ardimurchan, phmderis the bail! goodis and geir, killis the inhabi- 
tantis, and bumis the baill countrie, takis in ane ftrong caftell, and nianis the 
lamen with provilioun necellar. Thairefter he takis in another Hand and 
cadell tbairof, burnes, killis, and plunderis all. 

Argile, now being in Edinbrughe and heiring of this buffines, haiftelie pro- 
vydis fum parliament fchipis and funi of oure own Scottis fchippis to keip the 
(eyis, that he fould not efcaip ; and him ielf cam in be laud with ane army, 
that he fould not win away that get. Bot this wys and valiaunt M*Donald, 
heiring of his preparatioun, gives ordour to keip thir tuo ftrong caftellis to 
his ufe ; fyne fuddantlie fehippis and landis in the lyll of Sky, laiflle merchis 
thairfra into Kintaill, Abirtarf ; wreit to the Committee of Morray, then fit- 
ting at Old Erne, ane charge, with ane fyrie cros of tymber, quhairof everie 
point of the cros wes fcarait and brynt with fyre, commanding all nianer of 
man within that countrie to rys and follow the kingis livetennand, the lord 
marques of Montrois, wnder the pane of fyre and fuord. The brughe of 
Innernis wes wnder gryte feir. Aluayis he paft by, did no wrong, bot took 
tbair meit and merchit into Bad^enocht. The Committee of Morray haiftelie 
writtis to the Cormnittee of Ahirdene, and fendis the lame fyrie cros to thame, 
quhilk thay keipit; fyne wreittis to the Committee of Edinbrughe, who fend 
ordour that Morray, Ros, Sutherland, Caithnes, fould be in armes ; and that 
proclamationis fuld he maid at the paroche kirkis and marcat eroflis within 
the fchires of Ahirdene and Banf, that all maner of man betuixt 60 and 16, 
hors and foot, fould be in thair beft armes at thair randevous in Ahirdene upone 
the 11 day of Auguft ; and that the fchires of Kincardin, Elgyne and Forres 
fould have thair randevous likuaies heir the 1 4 of Auguft. Thir proclama- 
tionis ires printed and publifliit diligentlie. 

Heir ye may fie the inbringing of thir Committees wes to hold out the king, 
for uather he nor none in his Majefteis name could licht in ony pairt of this 
countrie bot advertefmentis paft to rais wp all maner of man in armes to 
mantayne thair Covenant againft thame that focht thair overthrow ; quhair 
I will ceas whill [hereafter]. 

Id this moneth of July, Quein Mary fchippit and paft to France, qubair 
fcbo wes royalUe intertynneit. 
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Upon the 24 of July, the lord Elcho and lord Burly retumit to Afaiidene, 
to whome cam the erll Marlchall, the erll of Fyndlater, the vifcoimt of Ar« 
buthnet, the vifcount of Frendracht, the lord Frafer, the lord Camegy, witt 
findrie barronis and gentilmen, who held thair Committees in Abirdene thair 
tyme about ; hot the lord Burly conftantlie fat as prefidenL Argile, as be 
promefit and wes expectit, cam not to this Committee. Mr. James Baiid 
directit by the Eftaites attendit, who gave no good counlall for the oountrie» 
as wes thocht. 

This lamen 24 day of July, thair cam in to thir Committees, out of tlie 
fchires of Abirdene, Banf, and Kincardyn, certane gentilmen who had fit 
cautioun wnder gryte foumes to compeir for fie cauifis as wes to be laid to 
thair charge. Bot fie as wes within the fchire of Banf wes referrit to die 
Committee holdin at Elgin ; and fie as wes within the fchire of Kincardyn to 
the Committee of the Memis ; and fie as wes within the fchire of AUrdeoe 
to the Committee thairof ; who lat upone thame onlie ; and the reft retumit 
home to the Committees foirfaidis. 

Ye hard befoir, how the lairdis of Oeicht and Haddoch, with turn utheriS) 
war had to Edinbrughe. The parliament beginis firft at Haddoche and Jobs 
Logy his man, accufing Haddoche for helping to tak Patrik Leflie proveft, 
Mr. Robert Farquhar, Alexander and Johne Joffrayis out of Abirdene, as ye 
hard befoir. Anfuerit, He wes thair indeid ; bot did no wrong in taking tliir 
men, thay being avowit iacendiareis aganis the king, factious and feditiooi 
both in brughe and land. 2. He wes accufit for rifing with the marques of 
Huntlie in armes againft the country. Anfuerit, Not fo, bot i^;ani8 the Idiigis 
enemyis. 3. He wes accufit for the flauchter of Mr. James Stalker at Turrefi 
as ye hard. This he Aenyit Jimpliciter. 4. He wes accufit for killing of tuo 
men at his hous of Kelly, when the lamen wes befeigit at command of the 
Eftaites. Anfuerit, What he did wes done in his awin defens aganis his en^ 
rayis cuming without the kingis auchtoretie to oppres him. He wes accufit 
upone findrie uther pointes. Sic as wes trew, he boldlie confefiit ; and lie 8B 
wes fals, he fi;outlie denyit. 

Then John Logy wes accufit upone fum pointis. And efter muche trydl 
and inquifitioun, the Parliament referrit thame baith to wnderly the law befiur 
the jufl;ice and his afiefibris, viz. four nobles, four barronis, four burgeffifl^ 
who wes adjoynit unto them ; whair, efter muche plead of law, thay ar re- 
ferrit to the tryell of ane aflife, and Haddoche is convict, for being at the ta- 
king of the proveft of Abirdene and the reft, 3. for raifing of armes with tbe 
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marques of HuntHe aganis the countrie, 3. for killing of tiia fbldiouris at liis 
hous of Kellie, and for fiim iither poititis, as wes faid. In lyk utaner John 
Logie is convict, and both condempnit to be heidit at the cros of Edinbrughe ; 
quhilk con\-ictioun the Parliament immediatlie thairefter approvit to be good 
and laiifull, and thairwith ordanit him to be foirfaltit as ane traittour. It is 
faid, the erll Marfchall labourit mekill for his lyf ; bot cam no fpeid, throw the 
malice of the kirk, the burrowis, and fum nobill men, whiche maid MarR-hall 
the moir cold in the good caus, as ye may heirefter heir. Haddochis freindis 
within the toun defyrit licens to convoy him to his death and buriall, quhilk 
the Parliament refuifit, except thay grantit licens to give wp a lift of fie 
freindis as thay wold have, and the Parliament to chufe out fex onlie of the 
□uml>er, upon conditioun that thair foiild be no fpeiche betuixt Haddoche and 
them cuming fra the tolbnith to the fcaffold, nor yit upone the li-affold ; quhilk 
Wes condefcendit and keipit. Aluayes the Eftaites direetis the proveft and 
bailleis of Edinbrughe to convoy him and John Logie with ane ftrong gaird 
to the fcaffold, and to attend the executioun. Haddoche prepairit hira felf 
nohlie for death, and caufit inak ane fyd Holland cloth fark, luknit at the held 
for his winding fcheit. He had on his heid ane white perllit mutclie. He had 
no cot, bot ane pair of blak breikis, white fokis, and ane pair of mules on his 
feit. Thus is he and John Logie brocht to the fcaffold uith his fex freindis 
fra the tolbuith, gairdit as laid is, upone Frydday the nyntcint of July. Sum 
of the toun's minifteris cam, defyring him to confes Iiis fynis befoir God and 
to tnift in his niercie. He anfuerit, he didhumelie confes he wes anegrevous 
finner befoir God, and cravit him mercie, and wes alTuirit to be faiffit throw 
Jefus Chrift. Then ane of the minifteris cryit out to the people, faying, Had* 
doche confeflit him felf guiltie in raifing arnies aganis the country, Bot he 
anfuerit, " Not fo, I confeflit my felf a gryt fmner befoir God ; bot never tranf- 
greflit aganis the country, bot aganis fie as was difloyall fubjectis to the king ; 
and what I did I thocht good fervice," 

Tlien the haill minifteris raillit pitifullie ont agatnft him, quhilk he pa- 
tientlie beheld, and del)'rit to bB relaxit from excomunication, efter confelTioun 
of his finis, now going to death. The minifteris with fum litle gruge grantit 
the famen, and loufit him upone the fcaffold from this fentence. Then upone his 
knees he prayit to God, and one of the miniftx>ris prayit for him. And, in the 
mein tyme, as he is dealHng ferventUe in his prayer with God, thay, in his face, 
caufit ftrik af Johne Logeis heid maift cruellie and difpytfullie. Bot Haddoche 
wes no quhit terrifeit at this ficht, bot conftantlie contiuewit in his prayer. 
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Efter John Logeis death, immediatlie thair cumis wp to the fcaffoM tua 
herauldis iu thair coat-annes, ane of thaine haveing a paper in his hand con- 
teining fum articles ; and liknayes ane nther paper, quhairin his armes war 
paintit and drawin. Then this herauld with ane loud voice cryit out befoir 
the people, quhairof thair wes gryt multitudes Handing alwut the fcaffblcl, 
and red thefe articles, *' The Parliament hes found thee Sir Johne Gordoun of 
Haddoche worthie of death, and thy heid to he ftruckin fra thy fchulderis. 
2. The Parliamfut declairis thee Johne Gordoun of Haddoche to be a villane, 
and a traittour to tlie king, and to the countrie ; and thairfoir I heir ryve thy 
annes in thy awin face;" quhilk be did indeid ryve and rent, as ye fall heir. 
The haill people (landing befyde wes aftoneilhit at this uncouth declaratioun 
out of ane herauldis mouth, cled in his coat-arnies upone the fcaffold. None 
durft lay aganis the Pai'liamentis declaratioun. Bot maift pairt of the audi- 
touris thocht it wes well done, and Haddoche defer^'it all. Then the herauld 
laid, 3. " TJiefe armes, whiche thy forbearis throw ther virtue hes conqueft 
and win for thair honoiir, I detlair, for thy trelToun, never to be wome by thy 
pofteritie." And with thefe wordis this herauld in Haddoche's awin face he 
rave his armes, and ketil thame over the fcaffold ; quhilk he patientlie beheld, 
fitting on his kneis all the tyrae. The herauld haveing endit, then he beginis 
a litle fehort prayer, and endis, faying, " I recommend my faull to God, and 
ray fix children to his Majelleis cair, for whofe faik I die this day." Then he 
tumes to the place of executioun. The executioner cravit him pardon to do 
his office. He gives him out of liis pouche ane double angell, faying, " Do 
thy office, man." And fchortlie with ane maiden he wes hcidit. The fix gen- 
tlemen keppit his heid witli wofull hartis, and with the corpia wes fchortlie 
put in ane l<ift, as Johne Logeis heid wes firll keppit and kiftit ; and both 
togidder wes convoyit to the Gray Freir kirk yaird and bureit. 

Thus endit this worfchipfuU gentleman, borne doun be the hurrowis of 
Scotland, miniftrie of Edinbrughe, and Parliament of this land, efpeciallie by 
the marques of Argile, the lord Balmyrriuoche, and the kirke, hecaus he wold 
never fubfcrive the Covenant, but lloutlie foUouit the king in thir troublefom 
tymis, and leivit and deit ane good proteftant. It is trew, the Joflrayis in 
Abirdene, whome ye hard abcfoir he fell in odis with, did him no good ; bot 
was tlie groimd of his death, as by the progres of that difcours heirin let doun 
do appeir. 

And albeit the begining of that buflines wes of fmall value, yit it grew to 
ane gryte heicht, and incenfit the hurrowis michtellie againft Haddoche at his 
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death, and bred funi fadierie to the countrie belydis abefoir. Aluayes this 
valeant worfchipfull knicht is done to death efter this maner, to the gryt greif 
of his kin, and freindis, and of his fix children, noiv buth fatherles and mo- 
therles, and bot young bames alfo. 

The Joffrayis threw his death faud not them felf the more fecure ; but leivit 
wnder contiuuall feir of liis freindis, as thay had jiift reflbne. 

And albeit Haddoche was ane amieient barron of good eftait, and ftill ane 
loyall fuhject to the king ; bardie, ftout, bold in all haferdis ; freind to his freind, 
and terribill to his enemy ; of a good lyf and converfation, moderat, temperat, 
and religious; loth and unwilling ftill to give offence, and als loth to tak of- 
fence ; and withnll ane good nichtboiu*. loving and kynd to his tennentis, kinf- 
folkis, and freindis ; yit thus he eiidit. 

Nevertheles but auchtoritie or warrand of ane kiug his life is takiu ; and his 
eftait foirfaultit, being about fourfcoir chalderis of yeirlie rent ; his houfe of 
Kellie abufit, and his coftlie pleniftiing plunderit ; his girniJlis, quhairin thair 
wes nyne fcoir chalderis ^-ictuall to the foir for thrie yeirs rentis, by foldiouris 
takin ; his comes, his cattell, his Iiors, nolt, fcheip, gudes, and geir, quhairof 
he had gryte aboundance, altogidder plukkit and reft fra him be mercyles 
ralcallis and rennegat foldiouris, let doun be the Eftaites of oure Parliament 
upone his ground, without the kingis auchtoritie ; and no pairt of his eftait 
apointit be thame to fuftein his fix fatherles children, bot fufteuit (not accord- 
ing to thair birth) with freindis in the countrie. 

It is trew his death M'es pitifullie bemonit and lanientit, and fum thocht it 
wold not go onrevengit, as ye may fie heirefter. Johne and Alexander Gor- 
douns fones to Gordoun of Milne of Kellie, who wes had over with him, 

wes fet to libertie thairefter. 

Schortlie efter this death, the proveft of Dumfreis, callit Sir James Maxtiell, 
wes heidit likuaies at the cros of Edinbrughe for receaving of fum of tlie Ban- 
deris within the toune, a trew kingis man, and liaiter of his enemyis, for the 
quhilk he futTerit likuaies death, as wes did. 

Now the parliament gois on aganes Sir George Gordoun of Geicht, and 
John Gordoun his brother, wlio wes had alfo over with him to Edinbrughe. 
He is accufit upone divers matters ; bot he denyis all. He is accufit for the 
plundering of Banf. He denyit, except fum moneyis he receavit in borrowing 
upone promeis of reftitutioun. It is referrit to his aith. He deponis cou- 
fonne. He fubfrrives his depofitioun. Thay craftellie fummoimdis over wit- 
nel&s out of Banf to prove him perjmit, and thairhy guiltie of death. At laft 
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his proces is continewit to the 8 of Januar 1645, that the Parliament firald fit 
doun, throw quhilk delay he efcaipit priflbun. 

Nathaniell Gordoun, cufing german to this laird of Geicht, ieing him.fii 
ilraitlie handlit and Haddoche done to death, luikit for no better him iel^ if 
he hapnit to cum in handis, for rjrling with the marques of Himtlie and bdng 
at the abufeing of Montrofe, as ye have hard. He thairfoir refolvis to ftssd 
out, and defend him felf als long as he could ; and waites upone Sanct James* 
marcat, yeirlle holdin at Elgin of Morray the 24 of July, and haveing h» 
couiing Leith younger of Harthill and fum few uthers of his fieictiomi 

in his company, and auaitit upone the cuming of the merchandis of Dandle 
and Abirdene cuming to this fair, and reft and fpoilseit the harmles merdum- 
dis of about 1 4,000 merkis money to thair gryt hurt and ikaith. Aluaies the 
fpol3eit biu'geflis of Abirdene cam in to the toune, quhair the C!ommittee wes 
fitting for the tyme, and maid ane havie complaint upone this oppreflSunm. 
Quhairupone thay fend out the lord Gordoim with uther parteis to tak the 
faid Nathaniell Gordoun and his complices ; hot thay retumit wantii^ thair 
pray^ and the honed men gat no amendis. 

About this tyme capitan Alexander Keyth brother to the erll Marfihall 
raifit ane hors troup, and Sir Williame Forbes of Craigiwar ane uther 
hors troup, to attend this Committee. Bot fore wes Old Abirdene oppreffit 
with the firft troup, who cam upone the laft of July, had frie quarteris tua 
dayis, and cuttit doun the grein growing beir to thair horffis, pitifull to behold. 

Ye hard befoir of the doun fitting of the Committee at Abirdene, thay go 
on grevouflie fyning the marques of Huntleis freindis within this fchirref- 
dome, fie as cam in. And upon the laft of July thay fet out ane Proclama* 
tioun at the cros of Abirdene, chargeing all fie as had not yet cum within this 
fchire, to compeir yet upon the 8 of Auguft nixt (quhilk tym thay had moft 
gratiouflie grantit unto them), utheruayis thay fould be dedairit fugitives. 
Lyk ordour wes givin to the fchire of Banf, to compeir befoir thair Committee 
holdin at Elgyn. In the mein tyme, thay are curious in trying of ilk mania 
eflait in Abirdene and within the fchire. Thay brocht with them blank let- 
teris of horning raiiit in the kingis name, againft his knowledge, contrair his 
loyall fubjectis. Thay fill wp thir letteris with fie refponfall menis names as 
thay tryit out, directis out meflingeris, and charges thame to compeir fie ane 
certane day befoir thair Committee wnder the pane of homing. Both brugfae 
and land who wes refponfall wes chargit, and thair names weiU gevin wp in 
roll to the officiareis, befydes the letteris. Sic as compeirit wes demanded 
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|nr the Committee what thay wold willingly len to the publict. If thay 
!rit fic foiunes as wes agrieable to thair eftait and found refponfall, then at 
(recept of tbair monoyis thair wes ane band drawin wp in fic debitouris 
■es. lord, barron or burges as the creditour tbocht nioft refponfall conjunct- 
BOd leverallie, obleging them to pay to the creditour fic ane founie (blank, 
jjiot fillit wp, quliilk thay bad borrowit fra the creditour), quhilk thay had 
|Bvit in name of the publict, and oblegit tbame to pay the fame foume 
ok to the creditour at what tyine the publict receaved inoneyis fra the Par- 
pent of England or from the malignant papiflis of Scotland, or from the 
^fe. Now all thir bandis ar maid befoir hand blank, and when the money 
^li%'erit, then the debitouris names, the creditouris name, and the foume 
h the annuelrent, is filUt wp ; bot no tenne of payment nor dait is contenit 
Bus band. This is the fecuritie that honeft men gat for thair moneyis, and 
y durft not fey againll nor yit refufe the famen. So is his Majefteis loyal) 
lectis goodis and geir ftollin and takin fra thame upone fein3eit and frau- 
lent cauflis. 2. If thay compeirit and maid not ane gratious offer to thair 
iCentraent, then the Committee, be the mouth of lord Burly thair Prefident, 
iiaait thame to pay fic foumetj as thay thocht good, and caufit charge thame 
ier the pane of homing to mak payment. Syne foUouit captioun, 3. If 
\y compeirit wha wer refponfall men and had no moneyis belyd them to 
I out, then the Committee prefentlie furnelliit them moneyis upone thair 
kd of repayment with the aniiuellis at Wartimes next wnder fai3ei8, fyne 
Ithe filver to thame lelf and good cans. 4. If thay compeirit not at all, 
I thay war denuncit to the home be virtue of letteris writtin in Kdin- 
■he and brocht blank to Abirdene, hllit wp and fubfcrivit be Archibald 
lues of Argile, the lord Burly, the lord Elcbo; and by thefe letteris thay 
piUDcit to the borne for not lening fic foumes to the publict as ar infert 
1 the letteris wnder the hand of the faid lord Burly ; and upone this 
Bg, captioun with all rigour follouit, by and attour warding of thair per- 
■n the tolbuith of Abirdene whill payment wes maid. It wes reportit 
|iis n'es not cxtendit to tliofe who had ane fufficient calling, and wes 
ipOOO merkis in ftok allanerlie. 
r wes brocht alio out of Edinbnighe a number of blank bandis fub- 
i Argile, Burly, Elcho, Patrik Lellie proveft of Abirdene, and uther 
rfbnis bound all conjunctlie and feverallie to pay the creditour lener 
ris to the good caus fic foumes as fould be fillit wp in the famen be the 
Is devys. 
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Hell hatchit never fie peices for wrak of the coimtre, and that none fboM 
elbdp. 

Upone Sonday 4 Augoft, ane thankilgiving in Old Abirdene appointit be 
tbe Committee of the kirk to be through all Scotland for generall Leflyis vie- 
torie over Prince Robert, as ye have [before.] 

Oure minifter Mr. Williame Strathauchin declairit out of pulpit that tliii 
victorie wes miraculous, vnroeht by the fynger of God. None of the people 
durft pray, bot follow the minifter in thair hairtis ; nather did the minifter 
fit doun on his kneis when he cam to the pulpit, bot directlie flood wp to Us 
prayer. New incum cuflomes ! He prayit for the king, wiffing God to give 
him hairt to tak his good iubjectis by the hand, who wes the workeris of this 
gryt wark of reformatioun ; and declairit openlie the goodnes of the Coveunt 
betuixt ws and Ingland, and that we wes oblegit to help oure brethereiiy kft 
thay being overcum we micht be overthrowne alio. 

Our miniftrie are becum prydfull, and gryt railleris out of pulpit vnthoot 
refpect of perfonis ; and fo rigorous thair difcipline, that the people nddit not 
beir thair prydfull behaveour, and none durft find fault Vfdth thair difbrderis. 
Thay prais God for the Idngis overthrow. 

Upone the 9 of Auguft, Prodaniatioun maid at the cros of Abiidene be 
found of trumpet, declairing the caftellis and houfiis of Abirseldie, Aboync* 
Drum, Whitehous of Cromar, Auchterfoull, Schetiiin, Tibbertie and diven 
utheris houfiis (exceptand Geicht and Kellie, whiche the Eflaitia thocht to be 
thair awin alreddy), thir houffis by the Parliament wes ordanit to be caffin 
doun to the ground. Nevertheles it wes the gratious good will of the gene* 
rail Eflaites of Edinbrughe, that if ony of thair refponfall fireindis, who wiffit 
the faidis houfiis to be ondemolifhit, wold fet cautioun befoir the Committee 
at Abirdene, wnder gnte foumes, within fex dayis efter this prodamatiooiif 
that none of the countrie enemeis fould be recept within thame in all tyme 
euming, that then thay fould not be cafiin doun. Bot no freind cam in to this 
effect, thinking verylie it was ane fhair devyfit to draw gentlemen wnder 
fal3eis, and fo beheld this proclamatioun and the Eftaites doinges bothe, cam 
what micht cum. Yit it pleiflit God tbe houfiSs wes not cafiin doun, bot jit 
flandis flill. Albeit it wold appeir veray flrange how fubjectis, but auch- 
toretie of ane king, fould fet doun lawis upone thair fellow fiibjectis for diP 
troying the policie of the countrie. 

Upone Sonday the 1 1 of Auguft, oure elderis wes chofin in the kirk of 
Sanct Maucher befoir the pulpit. Bot Mr. Williame Strathauchin miiiiAeri 
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be him felf and by thair knoulcdge, had drawin wp certane Articles in wreit 
quhilk he cau(it everie elder to Hand wp and fueir with his hand haldin wp. 
And firft, he took thair aith that thay fould have morning and evniug prayeris 
in thair houffis, in example of the parochin to do the lyk; 2. To rebuke fm 
in generall, and in particuler profaueris of the Sabboth day, fueiring, drinking, 
hureing, and fuche like, as occafioun offerit; 3. To keip thame lolffis frie of 
fuche vices, and go befoir the people in holines of lyf ; 4. To attend the lel- 
fioun weiklie without a gryte reirone, and fum uther articles; — whiche the 
elderis and deaconis n'ondred at, never leing the like befoir. Yit thay war, 
man be man, fuome to the famen, fuppole againfl thair willis, and that 
the minifter and thay both knew thay war unhabill to keip the foirfaid aith. 
Yit fuche wes the pryd of oure miniller to thrall menis confciences efter his 
fimtafie. 

Upone the 14 of Auguft, Forbes, tutour of Petfligo, brocht Johne 

aad Alexander Gordouns fones to Gordoun of Milne of Kellie from 

Edinbnigfae to Abirdene, who wes had thair with imiqnhill Sir Johne Gor- 
doun of Haddoche. 

Upone the 15 of Auguft, Sir Williame Forbes of Craigiwar, riteraaifter, 
went to the place of Harthill, and thair cruellie took the gudwyf, hir banies 
and fervandis, and mod Inhumanelie fchot thame to the yettis, at command 
of oure Committee of Abirdene, as wes thocht, hir hulbaud lying wardit iu 
the tolbuith of Edinbrughe without jult reiTouu thir divers yeires bygone. 
Sum thocht this wes done becaus her fone wes with Nathaniell Gordoun at 
the taking of the merchandis moneyis, as ye have befoir ; yit fcho wan to hir 
awia hous agane thairefter. 

Upone the 17 of Auguft, the lord Gordoun cuming to Abirdene faw tlie 
lord Crichtoim ryding the fame way, who went by and gave not ane laluta- 
tion, whiche wes evill maneris, and rode to Abirdene. The lord Gordoun tuke 
film offence, follouis in to the toun ; hot the Committee takis prefentlie onlour 
thairwith, and caufis ilk ane fet cautioun for keiping of the peace, (luhilk the 
Eftaites thame fcllTis wes daylie braking. 

About this tyme, Thomas Boyis fchip ritchelie ladnit with Abirdene's goodis 
going for Holland, and worth 200,000 merkis, wes takin be ane Irifh frigot, 
lo the gryte hurt of Abirdene. 

Upone Setterday 17 Auguft, about 11 houris at evin, Alexander Irving of 
Kincoufie cuming quyetlie to Abirdene, (becaus he durft not ryd upone day 
licbt for being at the rode of Montrofe,) ^VilUame Forbes, fone naturall to 
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John Forbes of Leflie, hapnit to be cmning out of Abirdene going to Ban- 
chorie, quhair his father wes duelling, and met with him about the Grafaftane, 
who wold have takin him and had him perfors to Abirdene, luiking to get 
for him 5000 merkis conforme to ane ordinans of the Eftaites, that who fbuM 
tak him and bring him in fould get the fame foume. Kincoufie being a fyne 
gentilman ilormit to be tane with the lyk of him, and wnder Ipeiking this 
Williame Forbes fchootis the gentilman with ane piftoll deid, and thairwith 
cruellie flrikis him tuo itraikis in the heid. Thus is this brave gentilman 
mifchantlie murdreift, wnder fcilens of nicht, (never wining to his armes to 
defend him felf ), for greid of tbis gane fet out be the Eftaites, without ground 
of godlines. Many wes forrowfiill at his deith, being mervallouflie weill be- 
lovit both in brughe and land. He left behind him his dolorous wyf and fyve 
fatherles children. Upone the mome he is takin wp and bureit within the 
laird Drumis lyll in Sanct Nicholas' kirk of New Abirdene with gryt muming 
and lamentatioun. 

This innocent blood is nowayes punifhit according to the law of God and 
man, bet is eftemit and publictlie approvin as good and loyall fervioe, in ma- 
nifeft contempt of oure dreidfull God and the kingis lawis. For upone the 
81 of the faid moneth of Auguft, four dayis immediatlie efter this bloodie 
murther, the faid Williame Forbes is avowitlie brocht in befoir the Committee 
of Abirdene, and found to be an volunteir in Sir Williame Forbes of Craigi- 
wariH company of trouperis and declairit him to have done good fervice to the 
publict for murthering of this gentilman, for no uther reflbne hot becaus he 
wes at Montrofe with his young chief the laird Drum, dravrin thair alfo againft 
his will, as fum faid ; for this fault the taking of his l3rf is approvin good fer- 
vice, and abfolvit thairfra. Likeas the faid Committee fent ane trumpettour 
to the cros of Abirdene, and be oppin proclamatioun abfolvit him fra this 
murther frielie, and ordanit 5000 merkis to be liftit af of his eftait, being about 
12 ciialderiH victual!, quhairof SOOO merkis fbuld be givin to the malefSactour, 
and SOOO merkis to Cragiwar, ritmaifter, conforme to ane ordinans fet out be 
the gonerall Committee of Eftaites. Likeas thairefter he wes of new agane 
declairit to have done good fervice, and to get his rewaird, ftrictlie charging 
and commanding, that no maner of man fould fpeik or fay aganis the iamen 
hot hiudahlio. Hot the Lord luikit to thir prefumptuous finis and bloodfched, 
for in Augiift 1645, the faid Williame Forbes, being keiping his fatheris hous 
of Likliheid, fchuiting ane mufcat, fchot his richt hand fra him felf ; a token 
that the Lord thocht not this innocent blood good fervice. And that fame 
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As thir materia ar in hand, excifes, doun dinging of callellis, borrowing of 
moneyis, taxationis, and uther daylie vexationis, the Committee gat fum uther 
labour ado fchortlie ; albeit thay war ftill buflie, for iiponc the lecond day 
of September tbay caufit denunce to the home 23 honeft refponfall burgeflis 
of Abirdene at the cros of Abirdene, for not lening of fic moneyis as thay 
tfaanie lelfis fet doun, quhilk the honeft men thocht havy to obey ; and upone 
this horning captiouii wes to be railit. and thair perfonis takiu and wardit 
quhill payment %ves maid, but law of God or auchtoretie of the king. Bot this 
Committee giver out of ihir lawis gat utlier labour ado fchortlie, and the ho- 
neft men fum releif of this opprefiioun, as heirefter do appeir. 

Upone the fourt of September thair wes direct be the Committee ane Pro- 
clamatioun to be maid at the cros of Abirdene be found of trurapettis, dcclaJr- 
ing Frances Sinckler to have done good and faithful! fervice to the publict, 
in taking of Alexander Irving younger of Drum, Robert Irving his brother. 
Mr. Alexander Irving, and Robert Irving melfinger ; and thairfoir ordanit 
him to receave fra the publict 18,003 merkis for the faid Alexander Irving 
younger, and 5000 merkis for the faid Robert Irving his brother, as a remem- 
brance of his fervice, conforme to ane act givin out be the generall Committee 
at Edinbnighe ordaning fic Ibumes to be payit to the takeris of the faidis per- 
fones. And as ye hard befoir, William Forbes wes of new agane declairit at 
this tyme to be good and loyall for murtheriug of Alexander Irving of Kin- 
coufie, and to get his rewaird formerlie faid ; ftrictlie chargeing and com- 
manding, that no maner of man fould fpeik or fay agauls tliir i>erfones, bot 
laudablie to praile and approve the lamen in all places and conferrences, as 
occaftoun do offer, wnder gryte panes. Yit the godlie had ther o^vne thoglitis. 
Frances Sinkler gat no moir at this tyme bot 5000 merkis for his unnaturall 
fervice, quhilk wes little aneuch to mak his expenflis home with 16 gentlemen 
of tryne. Bot behold the Lord ! This Williame Forbes, in Auguft 1645. with 
fchooting of ane niulcat, fchot his right hand fra him, for all Iiis good fervice. 

About this tyme, Johne lord Loudoun, chancelair of Scotland, paft to Lon- 
don be fea. 

Mr. Andrew Cant gat ane letter fra Nathaniell Gordoun quhilk fleyit him 
to the hairt, and caufit him remove out of the toun, and byd whill the mar- 
ques of ArgyUis cuming heir. 

Mr. AVilliame Rait ane of oure Old toun balleis brocht in ane dreill maifter 
to lerne oure poor bodeis to handle thair armes, who had moir neid to hald 
the pleuche and wyn thair leivingis. The toune wes evill vext. It wes divydit 
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in thrle quarter^, and ilk quarter went out with thair bailie thair tyme 
about, and began the thrid of September. This goukit gys wes begun be 
oure bailie to fchow his love to the good cans, being a mane covenanter. 
The toun wes foriit to pay ther dreill maifter daylie 24 s. of fie, quhairwith 
thay grytlie grudgit; bot it lafted not long. The balleis brocht out of 
Abirdene 30 mufcattis, upone band to reftore or pay thame, cheiflie be this 
Mr. Williame Rait. 

Notwithftanding of thir feiris and buffines, oure Committee fitis oonftantlie 
in Abirdene, Burly being prelident, and following the wiekit oounlall of pro* 
veil Leflie, Mr. Alexander Joffray, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Mr. Williame MoiTf 
and utheris pryme covenanteris, and mortall enemyis to the kingis loyall fob* 
jectis in Abirdene. 

Ye have befoir, of imprintit Froclamationis fet out. Now oure Committee 
of Abirdene upone the fext of September gives out ordour to the fchirrefilomes 
of Abirdene, Kincardjm, and Banf, to have thair randevous at Abirdene, hors 
and foot, in thair beft armes, upone the n3mt and tent dayis of September nixt ;

the tutour of Petfligo, Alexander Keith brother to the erll Marlchall with aa« 
hors troup. Lues Gordoun ibne to the marques of Huntlie with ane hors troop 
(his brother the lord Gordoun being abfent), Sir William Forbes of Craigiwar 
with ane hors troup. Sir William Forbes of Tolquhone, Thomas Forbes of Wat- 
tertoun, Johne Kennedy of Kermuk, Ogilvy of Boyne, Johne Wdny of that 
ilk. Sir Williame Forbes of Monymnikf Johne Forbes of Leflie, Skeyne 

of that ilk, Forbes of Echt, Forbes of Corlinday, Forbes 

of Lairgy, Alexander Strathauchin of Glenkindie, Patrik Strathauchin of Kyn-

Sidike tbe 
lord Burly, and livetennand Amot wes in the toun and about 400 of the Fyf 
r^^ent. Bot the erll Marfchall and his Memis men baid at hame. And the 
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lord Gordoun with bis freindis cam not to this randerous, alledgiiig he hod 
g<ottiii wrong be thcCommittee at Afairdene throw chiifeing the lord Forbes 
to be coUonell over fic perfones aa wes wnder his divifion, as ye have befoir. 

Ye hard befoir, of Maifter M'donald his taking of lervice with Montrois, his 

landing and progres with the Iriftiis, and quhat order the Eftaites took in fet- 

tin^ furth Proclamatiounis. As Mcdonald inerchit in throw Bad^euoch, M'ro- 

ild of Keppache with his forces cam willinglie in to }iini, with divers utheris. 

he tutonr of Struan with his freindis and folloueris, at his cuming to AthoU, 

1 in to him. And heir lykuaies James marques of Montrois tryftit with this 

^donald and the Irilhis. He cam fecretlie from Ingland accompaneit onlie 

ftth crouner Hay and crouner Sibbald, as wes faid, and cled in coat and 

rwis, upon his foot. He cam to AthoU, quhair divers gentihnen of that 

feuntrie met him, efpeciallie the Stewartis of Atholl, and offerit thair fervice 

pto him. Tlie lord Kilpont cam thair with fum freindis. 

I Tliis michtie marques of Montrois, cled now with the kingis commiHioun and 

I'litoritie, calling to mynd the manifold injureis, opprefliouis, and wrongis, 

,.a to him be the Eftaites, efpeciallie be Argile, fmce the begining of this Co- 

■■aat ; and refolving to revenge the kingis querrell and his owne both aganis 

tun|ps rebellis and his niortall enemyis to the uttennoft of his pouer, (whiche 

id he did efter a miraculous maner in divers battellis, as ye fall heir, to 

;ryte feir and terrour of all Scotland,) aluaies he marchis fra Atholl above 

I Johnftoun. The generall Committee of Eftaites at Edinbrughe, heiring 

" Irifii progres, haiftellie raifis out of the Ibhires of Fyf, Perth, and Angoua, 

'vmy about 6000 foot and 800 hors with expert officiares and command- 

•umntinitioun, pulder, ball, and four feild peices, to go upone thirlrifhig. 

war Weill in ordour both hors and foot. Thay marche forduard, and, 

• Sonday the firft day of September, both pairteis meitis upone ane muir 

■iiyUis be waft Sanct Johnftoun callit Tibber muir. Bot with gryte 

trr, Montrois, Livetennand foiriaid, routit and defeatit thair haill forces 

ISOO, fiun fayis 1500, of thair men, and took 800 priiToneris, whomt; 

.aid to ferve in thair warris. Tliay gat plenty of armes, pulder, ball 

-uinon, and fum hors, with bag and baggage ; bot with littill lois to 

li. Livetennand Montrois atcheivit this victorie with few men, hq* 

'g 3000 foot, with few or no horlinen at all, and with lois of fnin bot 

>■ men, except the lord of Kilpont wes by one of his awin men fud 

d unhappellie flayne, to this Livetennandis gryte greif. Aluaies efter 

i.t, he, upone the mome, being Mononday and 2 of September, takis 
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in the brughe of Sanct Johnftoun with litill debait and finall blood, 
plunder the toune for goodis, moneyis, armes, aniunitioun, and fuche like ; audi 
raifis fo many of thair men as thay tliocht melt to ferve iu the warns, widi 
all the hors thay could get, quhairof this Liveteuuand wes I'carce, as I have did. 

Efter this hufiines, divers gentilnieu who had follouit the marques of Hunt- 
lie, and haid bein at Montrole, and durft not be fein for feir of thair lives, cam 
in to this Liveteitnand, glaid to haferd thair lives and fortouns in his lervice 
rather then to leive in fie miferie, quhairof Nathaniell Gordoun wes one, accora- 
paneyit with about 30 weill horiit gentilmeu, who was weill receavit accord- 
ing to thair worthis. Sie how he tlall away. 

Thair cam in to him alio James erll of Airly, Alexander lord S] 
iiie, lord Duppillin, Sir Johne Dnimmond brother'to the lord Drum- 

nioitd, the laird of Fiiitray (Graham), the laird of Inverqubaritie, the laird 
of Ogill (Ramfay), the laird of Brumkilbo, tuo of the erll of Airlies fones. 
Sir Thomas and Sir David Ogilvyis, and divers utheris. And as thay cam 
in the Livetennand caufit thaine to fueir and fubfcrive the Kingis Prerogative, 
Othe of Allegiance. Crouner Hay and crouuer Sibbald cam with MontroisL 
from England. 

The Committee of Abirdene, heiring of thir troubles, convenit the Fyf re| 
ment lying in the countrie aud in Abirdene, and fendis for livetennand Arnot, 
who cam. Thay fend for tlie foldiouris lying in Auchindoun, Geicht, Kellie, 
and Drum, and makis wp about 500 men, and iendis the Committee money 
and beft geir to Dunnotter. 

- Upone Sonday 8 September, Warning maid at our Old toime kirk efter foil 
none's fermon, that all maner of man betuixt 60 and 16 within this parochin 
(exceptand fie as is wnder the lord Gordounis divifioun) to be in reddines the 
mome with armes and 15 dayes loau wnder the pane of death conforme to 
ane ordinans of the Committee ; and this ordour to be obfervit throw all the 
paroche churchis within the fchirrefdomes of Kincardine, Banf, aud Abirdene. 
Bot littill obedience wes givin to thir untymelie warningis. 

In the mein tyme the Livetennand cumis in throw Angous from Sanct John- 
ftoun, and, upone the fext of September, eucampis neir to Dundie, quhair 
mony of the countrie people fled befoir his cuniing, and fuin regimentis cam 
alio, quhairby the toune wes ftroug aneuche. Nottheles the Li\'etennand fum- 
mouiidis it to render ; bot thay ftood out ftoutlie. Quhainipone he liftis his- 
camp, being now about 3000 men, foot and hors, and bot aucht fcoir hors of 
all by baggage hors. He marchis fra Dundie throw the Memis. He writtis 
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-ane letter to tiie erll Marfchalt now being in Dunnotter, and incloifis within 
the fanien ane letter writtin fra the king to liirn. He declairit, his intentioun 
wes nowayis to truble ihe peace of iiis Majefteis loyall fubjectis, bot to be 
aganes the traittouris of the land, enemyis to bis royall prerogative ; and cle- 
fyrit him to rys, concur, and affill with him his Majefteis Livetennand, as he 
-wold be anfuerabiU upone his awin perrell. Marfchall wreit bak no anfuer. 
bot fent his mynd be word ; and fyne fendis in the Livetennandis letter to the 
-Committee at Abirdene, fchowing his fidelitie to the countrie. Bot he lay ftiU 
in Dunnotter when moft wes ado. 

Ye have befoir of the incuming of the fchires of Banf and Abirdene. Thay 
war reknit about 1500 foot and 300 trouperis, and about 400 Fyf men and 
uther difperft foldiouris, and both the tonnes of Abirdene elliniat to 500 foot. 
Thay begin to watche the brig of Die, and mak fum laif guairdis and fortifi- 
cationis to litle effect. The toun of Abirdene choofis four capitans for the 
four quarteris thairof, viz. Patrik Leflie younger, fone to the proveft, Alexan- 
der Lumfden, Alexander Burnet, and Thomas Melving, with uther officiaris, 
and maior Arthour Forbes to be thair cheif leidar. And thus wes oure people 
betuixt 60 and 16 in both tounes to dreilling in the Lynkis and careing of 
armes, and fent thair welth and Committee raoneyis to Dunnotter to be keipit. 
The Livetennand in the niein tyme miflcenis the brig of Die, and, upone 'Wedinf- 
day the 11 of September, he croft the water at the inilnes of Dnmi, and campit 
about Crathas ; bot the Livetennand him felfe with his gaird foupit with the 
laird of Leyis efter he bad ftimmound him to render his boufe. He did no 
barme, bot took fum armes and hors and promeis of I'um men. Leyis offerit 
him 5000 merkis of money, quhilk he noblie refuifit. 

As he is thus lying at Crathas, onre anny lyis at watche all uicht in annes, 
and many countrie people and toime's peoi)le ftall away for feir. Quhairupone 
Proclamationis givin out forbidding any to ftur fra the camp witho\it ordour 
'tmder the pane of death, and wholb hapnit to apprehend or kill thame in thair 
flicbt fould have 500 merkis for his panes, whiche bred grj'te feir; yit mony 
4id haferd and Itall away fra the camp, albeit the wayis and brigis of Done 
and Die both war ftraitlie watchit day and night. 

Upone Wedinfday the 11 of September, oure army mercbit out of tlte 
■toun to the Tua myll cros ; bot upone Thuirfday thay returait bak to the 
toune at nicht. 

The enemy marchis doun Die-fyde, and crnnis the fame nicht to that Cune 
ylace of Tua. myll eras, quliair thay lat douu thair camp. 
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Upone Frydday the IS of September, about ellevm honris, onre army be» 
ginis to marche out of the toun. Livetennand Montrois wreittia ane lettar 
to the proveft and balleis of Abirdene, fendis ane drummer to tonk ane pai)^ 
and ane commifiioner to deliver the letter, quhilk boor ane command and 
charge to render the toune to him Livetennand to his MajefUe and in the Kingii 
name, quhairby he micht receave peciabill entres to ule his Majefteis Proda- 
mationis and lie orderis as he thocht fitting, promefing aflureans that no 
moir harme nor prejudice fould be done to the toun, hot to tak thair inters 
t3mnement for that nicht ; utheruayis if thay wold dilbbey, that then he 
defyrit them to remove old agit men, wemen and children out of the get, and 
to ftand to thair awin perrell. 

This letter was deliverit to the proveft. He convenis his oounlaU at the 
Bowbrig in Alexander Fyndlateris hous, quhair the lord Burly, livetennand 
Amot, Mr. James Baird, and (um utheris wes. Thay caulit the commiffioner 
and drummer drink hardlie, fendis ane aniiier ; and be the way the drummer 
wes unhappellie flajme. Montrois fand thair aniuer wes to ftand out, and 
defend thame felffis to the uttermoft. And, fynding his drummer aganes the 
law of nationis moft inhumanelie flayne, he grew mad, and becam furious and 
impatient, oure army being upone thair merche when he wes flayne, aboot 
ellevin houris, touardis the boundis of Juftice Millis. At the recept of the 
quhilk anfuer the Livetennand cumis quiklie merchand fra the Tua myll cros 
to meit ws, chargeing his men to kill and pardon none. 

Oure cannon b^ns the play. Oure trouperis perlewis hardlie. The ene* 
my fchootis thair cannon alio and defendis ftoutlie with mufldteires. The 
fight continewis hotlie dureing the (pace of tuo houris, at laft we tak the fli^t 
Oure trouperis upone horfbak wan faiflie away, except Sir Williame Forbes 
of Craigiwar and John Forbes of Lairgy war takin priflbneris. Thair wes 
littill flauchter in the fight, bot horribill wes the flauchter in the flight fleing 
bak to the toune, whiche wes oure tonne's menis diflxuction ; whairas if thay 
had fled and not cum neir the toune thay micht have bein in better fecuritie : 
bot being commandit be Patrik Leflie provefl; to tak the toune thay war un* 
done, yit him felf and the pryme covenanteris being on horfliak wan fidflie 
them felflis away. The Livetennand foUowis the chais in to Abirdene, his men 
hewing and cutting doun all maner of man thay could overtak (within the 
toune, upone the fl;reites, or in thair houflis, and round about the toune, as 
oure men wes fleing,) with brode fuordis but mercy or remeid. Thir cruell 
Irifliis, feing a man Weill ded, wold firfl; tyt him and laif the dothia onQioyl* 
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lit, lyne kill the man. We loft thrie peice of cannou with inuche goode ar- 
mour, befydis the plundering of oure toune houflis, nierchand buitliia and all, 
whiche wes pitifull to fie. The lord Burly, Mr. Alexander Joflray, and his 
fones, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Walter Cochrum, Mr. James Baird advocat in 
Edinbrughe, and divers utlieris covenaiiteris wan upone hors laif away. Al- 
uayes Montrois follouis the cheas in to Abirdene, leaving the bodie of his army 
itanding cloia unbrokin whiU Jiis retume, except luch Iriihis as faucht the 
feild. He had proniefit to them the plundering of the toun for thair good 
lervice. Aluaies the Livetennand ftayit not, hot returnit bak fra Abirdene to 
the camp this famen Frydday at niclit, leaving the Iriihis killing, robbing and 
plundering of this toime at thair plefour. And nothing hard hot pitifull bouU 
ling, ciying, weiping, muniing, tlirow all the ftreittis. 

Thus, thir Iriihis contiuewit Frydday, Setterday, Sonday, Mononday. 
Sum wemen thay preiffit to defloir, and uther iiim thay took perforce to 
lerve thame in the camp. It is lamentabill to heir how tliir Irilhia who had 
gottin the fpoyl of the toune did abufe the famen. The men that thay Jdllit 
thay wold not fuffer to be bureit, hot tirrit thame of thair clothis, fyne left 
thair naikit bodeis lying above the ground. The wyf durll not cry nor 
weip at her hulbandis llauchter befoir hir eyes, nor the mother for the fone, 
nor dochter for the father; whiche if thay war hard, then war thay pre- 
fentlie flayne alfo. 

As thir favage Iriihis ar at this wark, the Livetennand gave ordouris to the 
bodie of the army, upone Setterday the 14 of September, to marche (except fic 
Iriihis as wes plundering the toun and killing oure men, whiche went tiot with 
thame) forduardis to Kintoir, Innerurie, and Gareoche. Upone whiche Set- 
terday the marques of Montrois cumis in to the toun accompaueit with James 
erll of Airly, the lord Spynny, lord Duppillin, Sir Johne Druramond 

lone to the erll of Perth, Sir Thomas Ogiivy fone to the faid erll of Airly, the 
laird of Fentray (Grahame), the laird of Innerquharitie, the laird of Ogill 
( Ramlay), Sir Thomas Tyrie of Drumkilbo, and divers utheris. He lodgit in 
fkipper Anderibuis hous, the army being reraovit, except fic as baid behind 
plundering the toune, as laid is. 

And firil he caufit put to libertie tlie haill wardouris out of the tolbuith ; 
lum put wp for follouing tlte marques of HuntUe, quhairof Johne Gordoun of 
Imiennarkie ane brave gentUinan wes ane, Alexander Irving of Lenturk, 
Alexander Graden, Robert Irving meilinger ; utheris for debt, fic as \Villiame 
Cbalmer of Blair, and divers utheris ; of about thirty perfones alti^dder.

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Whairat doubtles thir gentilmen wes moft glaid. And the laid Johne Qpidomi 
of Innermarkle and fum utheris went to him to ferve in his wanis. 

This being done, he caufis proclame his Majefteis letteris patent at the mBi^ 
cat crosy being ane ample Livetennandrie maid and grantit to Prince Robert 
generall of his forces within the kingdome of Scotland, and to James marques 
of Montrois his livetennand generall, and to Sir Alexander McDonald MtMl 
M^'Kittiche [ Allafter M*Coll Keitach V'Gillefpick] wnder him capitane orer 
the Irifh forces in that fervice, for taking ordour with the infurrectioun of 
that kingdome, and bringing of the kingis fubjectis to thair wontit obedience 
be fair meinis or by fyre and fuord, the penitent to be pardonit, the malignant 
outftanderis to be punifhit with all rigour, and fb furth. Bot thir letteris 
patent wes not pad oure Scottis feallis. This wes publifhit and ane imprintit 
coppie affixit upon the cros. Thairefter ane uther Prodamatioun wes imme- 
diatlie maid in the faid Livetennand his awin name, commanding and charge- 
ing his Majefteis lieges to cum in, iueir and fubfcrive the Othe of Allc^^eance, 
wnder the pane of fyre and fuord, quhairof ane uther imprintit copie wes 
affixit upone the faid cros. Lyk as he intendit to cans publiih the famen 
throw all the parochins at the paroche churches ; bot he wes intermptit by 
tbe cuming of Argile hard at his heillis, as may be fein heirefter. Mony 
who lovit the king wes glaid of thir newis, utheris of the covenant wes no 
les forie. 

Thir thingis done, the Livetennand ftayis Setterday all nicht in fkipper An- 
derfonis hous, the cruell Irifhis ftill killing and robbing all this wfaill that he 
is at this buffines. Sonday all day he ftayis ; bot nather preiching nor pray- 
eris wes in ony of the Aberdenis, becaus the minifteris throw guiltines of thair 
confciences had fled. This Livetennand wes cled in cot and trewis as the Iriflies • 
wes cled. Ilk one had in his cap or bonet ane rip of oatis quhilk wes his fing. 
Oure tonne's people began to weir the lyk in thair bonnetis, and to knjrt to 
till the knokis of oure yettis the like rip of oatis ; bot it was littill faifguard 
to ws, albeit we wfit the famen for a protectioun. 

Upone Mononday the 16 of September, thir foldiouris who had biddin behind 
rifling and fpoy ling both Aberdenis war now chargit be touk of drum to remove 
and follow the camp wnder the pane of death. And thairefter him felff b^an 
to marche that fame day touardis the camp lying about Kintoir, Innerurie, 
Leflie, Likliheid, and uther pairtis about, waifting and diftroying the coim. 
trie. He had his tua priflbneris. Sir Williame Forbes of Craigiwar and Johne 
Forbes of Lairgie^ with him, of whome ye fall heir moir. 
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And albeit Montrols marchit thus away, yit the lord Spyniiie baid quyetlie 
beliiod in the toun, who wes thairefter takiii ; and mony renegat Iriftiis baid 
behind rilling and Ipoylling Iwth Old toim and New toun pitifullie. And 
none durfl bury the deid ; yea, and I faw tua corpis careit to the buriall throw 
the Old toun with wenien onlie, and not ane man ainongll them, (fo that the 
naikit corpis lay onbureit io long aa thir lymrnaris war ongone to the camp, 
albeit the Livetennand him felf upone' the fame Mouonday befoir he went out 
of the toune gave ordouris to both Aberdenis to bury thair deid,) quhilk tliay 
did witli feir of thair lives 

Heir it is to be markit, that the nicht befoir this feild wea fought oure 
people faw the moone rys all reid as blood tuo houris befoir hir tynie. And 
ficlyk at the yoking of this battel! thair rais ane heighe and michtie wynd out 
of the waft fouth waft in the bak of the eniuiy and face of oure people, quhilk 
wes to oure prejudice. Thridlie, oure toune and couutrie people wes all gydit 
and reuUit by covenaiiteris at this tyme, wliiche ftayit the toune from ran- 
deriug to the kiugis Livetennand upone fic fair condJtionis ; hot the pride 
of oure niajeftratis, covenanteris as faid is, wold not yeild. Quhairupone fol- 
louit blood aTid hairfchip bothe, and many honeft men broi-ht to thair grave 
throw the evill counlall and wii^klt governance of thir malignant majeftratis, 
fic aa

Thir perfones wes no Covenanteris ; bot harUit out fore againft thair 
to fight againft the Kingis Livetennant. 
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Befydes whome thair wes alfo flayne of Co^'enanteris divers and fiudrie 
utheris jierfones, iic as

TTiir people wes toiinefmen, flayne in the fight, and in the flight chiefly the 
day of the battell, and thairefter without the toune, about Juftice Millis, For- 
reflierhil], Newhillis, Schedokifley, and uther pairtis of the friedoine, and witliiti 
the toune in thair houflis, and on the caliey, induelleris within the toun and 
friedonte thairof. Tliair wes alfo flayne fum countrie people, and fiim of the 
Pyf regiment. Bot to Moiitrois thair wes few killit that cam to our knowledge. 

It may be cleirlic ftiii how oure dreid Soveraigne wes forll to draw his 
fttord to fuppres his difloyall fubjectis, who, efter he had grantit our haill 
dciyres, wes croft by fending in armyis to England without his licens and 
auchtoritie, yea, and taking pairt with his enemies of that kingdome againft his 
royall Majeftie, and ftryving to mak wp ane Reformatioun within oure churche 
without ony warrant of his Highnes, contrarie to monarchicall government. 
Quhairupone he is forfit to draw his fuord, as faid is, and many of his good 
and loyall fubjectis loiflis thair lives, drawin on in fervice againft him be the 
Covenanteris, fore againft thair willis, as may be fein heir in dulefuU Abir- 
dene, and ahefoir at Tibbermure, and at Sanct Johnftoun, in England and 
Ireland alfo. 

Ye hard how Livetennand Montrois marchit out of Abirdene upone Mon- 
onday the 16 of September. Thair cam in to him Gordoim of Abir- 

Seldie and Donald Farquharfone of Tulligarmont, with divers utheris, freindis 
and followeris, aU diftreflit gentilmen for favoring and following the hous of 
Huntlie ; and he marchit this Mononday touardis the camp lying at Innerurie 
and countrie about.

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In the meint3rme the marques of Argile is cum to Brechm^ quhair divers 
met him, iic as the erll Marfchall, the lord Gordoiin (who lay quyet abefoir), 
the lord Forbes, the lord Frafer, the lord Crichtoun, with divers of oure 
countrie barronis, Covenanteris. He wes about ten troupis of hors, haveing 
his foot army following him. And he wes convo}rit fra Brechin to the place 
of Drum upone Tuyfday the 17 of September, quhair he ftayit that nidit. 

Now as forrowfiill Abirdene is lamenting thair loiffis efter Montrois left 
the toune upone the Mononday, thinking to get no moir vexatioun, thair 
cumis in, upone the Wedinfday and 18 of September thairefter, certane of 
Argile's troupis to Abirdene with found of trumpet ; and him ielf alio cam to 
Drum. Quhairupone Patrik Leflie proveft, Patrik Leflie his eldeft fone, Ifr. 
Alexander Joifray and his fones, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Mr. Williame Moir, 
Walter Cochrum, Mr. Androw Cant miniller, and remanent Covenanteris of 
Abirdene, the lord Burly, livetennant Amot, Mr. James Baird, and utheris, who 
had fled the fight, cam ilk ane efter uther in to Abirdene and cropis the calfey 
bravelie. Bot Mr. Androw Cant cam firom Edinbrughe, as ye have befoir. 

Upone this famen Wedinfday and 18 of September, Prodamationis be 
the marques of Argile's directioun maid at the cros of Abirdene^ declaiiing 
the marques of Montrois, his foUoueris, affiftaris, and partakeris to be trait- 
touris to religioun, king and countrie ; and who fould bring in Montrois, quik 
or deid, fould have for his rewaird 20,000 pundis. And iiclike the toune^s 
people who for feir of Montrois had fled thair houfl^ war chargit to retume 
bak agane, and leive in peace ; bot thay gat more troubles. 

Sum thocht this Proclamatioun givin out be Argile's directioun aganes the 
Kingis Livetennant Crenerall cled with his letteris patent wes Weill ftrange to. 
a fubject to do aganis the Kingis auchtoretie. 

Upone Thuirfday the 19 of September, about 3 houris eftemone, thair cam 
in to Abirdene thrie foot regimentis out of Argile eftimat to 3000 men, ane 
foot regiment wnder the erll of Lauthean, another foot regiment wnder the 
laird of Laeris, and ane hors regiment wnder the erll of Dalhoufle, brocht be 
Argile out of England and Ireland for this fervice againfl Montrois. 

This multitude of people leivit upone frie quarteris, a new greif to both 
tonnes ; quhairof thair wes quarterit on poor Old Abirdene Argile's owne thrie 
regimentis. The foldiouris had thair baggage careit, and cravit nothing bot 
hous roume and fyre. Bot ilk capitane with 12 gentilmen had frie quarteris, 
(fo long as the toune had meit or drink,) for tua ordineris ; bot the thrid ordi- 
ner thay fumeihit them felfis out of thair owne baggage and provifioun, have- 
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ing ftoir of meill, nolt, and fclieip, careit with tharae. Hot the firft nicht thay 
drank out all the ftaill aill in Old Abirdene, and leivit upone wort thairefter. 

It is faid, the marques of Argile had foUouit thir IriQiis, who fled out of his 
countrie, about ten weikis tyine, hot could never wyn withiti tua dayis and ane 
half dayis journey touardis them. Bot now his foot army lying in Abirdene 
wes witliin half ane dayis journey touardis them lying about Innerurie, and 
in the Gareoche ; and fo Argile him felf with his trouperis lying now at 
Drum wes within lyk diftance to them : bot littill following wes thair now, 
ilk pairtie berrying and diftroying the countrie quhair ever thay cam in thair 
befliall, nolt, fcheip, ky, victuallis, and utheris goodis ; and fynding thair 
horflis trouperis and baggage horfEs M'ith cornes, quhairof the conies about 
both Abirdenis felt the fmairt. 

Upone Setterday 21 September, Old Abirdene compellit to furneiflie tuentie 
baggage hors to follow Argile's thrie foot regimentis quarterit in cure toune, 
who had lyin whill Thuirfday efternone till this Setterday that thay began 
to raarche touardis the place of Drum and countreis about. Thay had thair 
capitanis and commanderis, with Argile's cuUouris, which wes blalc and a yaN 
low cros going throw them, beiring this motto, FoR Remgioun, Country, 
Cboun, and Covenant. Mervallous to fie Argile with his hors troupes 
and foot anny fo neir his enemy, and to ly ftill without perfewing of thame 
fo long tyrae ! Aluaies he takis refolutioun to fend half of liis Argile-men 
bak to keip the countrie, and to keip the other half befyd him felf ; quliilk 
wes fo done. 

Livetennand Montrois lying at Kintoir, Innerurie, &c. upone Mononday 16 
of September, as ye have hard ; and heiring of Argile's cuming to Drum, jull 
upone the mome lie begins to marche touardis Spey fyde ; bot could not win 
over the water, the boitis being di-awin on the uther fyde, and Morray con- 
venit in armes. Montrois feis it wes fo, he drawls him lelf to the wood of 
Ablmethie, and thair lyis he. Argile, being at Drum, follouis him the lenth 
of. Strathbogie, and returuis bak agane but nioir valialage ; and the fameu Set- 
terday that his foot men went out of Abirdene, being the 31 of September, he 
cumis quyetUe upone the nicht in to Abirdene with few hors. The erll of 
Lautheanis regiment and laird of Laeris regiment wes lying in Ahinleue 
before him, attending bis fervice ; for he had ftayit tuo nichts at the place of 
Drum befoir he went to Slrathbogie fullouing efter Montrois, and returnit to 
Abirdene, as I have faid. The erll of Fyndlater and divers countrie barronis 
met him at Abirdene contrair the Kingis Livetennand. Bot Argile wes by 
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charges givin out except in the kmgis name ! Bot littill ohediens wes giyin to 
thir cktargeSf nather wes this faft univerlall throw Scotland, bot onlie within 
the prefbitrie of Abirdene, fie wes the finceritie of oure Archpuritans ; yit it 
wes ane univerfall faft indeid. 

' Ye hard befoir how Argile's foot army merchit fra Abirdene to the landis 
of Drum, him felf with his hoiii troupis haveing removit befoir thair cuming" 
touardis Strathbogie. Albeit he had ftayit tuo niditis befoir he removit, 
eiting and diftroying the comis and beftiall with his trouperis, now his foot 
sirmy began quhair he left, cuttit doun the pliant gardyne planting to be 
huttisy diftroyit the comis, and left not ane four futted beift in the landis of 
Drum, Cromar, Auchterfoull, Oboyne, Abirseldie and countreis about. Syne 
the ane half went to Atholl hame to Argile, the uther half baid upone thair 
maifteris fervice, who as ye have, wes marchit touardis Strathbogie, difirqy* 
ing that countrie, the £ng3ie, Strathilay and Boyne, and not mynting to 
follow the enemy lying in the Wod of Abimethie. 

Upone Sonday the 6 of October, faft keipit throwout the boundis of oure 
prefbitrie of Abirdene be ordinatioun of the moderatour thairof and his puri* 
tane bretheren, and not keipit els quhair. The people wes continewallie vext 
with fafting and prayer. Bot oure paftouris never urgit repentans for the mo- 
ther fyn in bringing in alteratioun of religioun, whiche thay callit Reformat 
tioim ; nor repentans f^f change of Eftait government, and raifing of armes, and 
lending into England aganis the kingis auchtoritie ; nor for the Iqhedding of 
fb muche innocent blood throw occafioun thairof, done be his LivetennaDd 
Montrois. Thair is no repentans maid • heirof, bot thocht all good fervice. 
Yea, and the people urgit and compellit to give thankilgiveingis for fie vie- 
toreis as wes had againft the king, bot no thanlds giving for fie victoreis as 
he had over his enemeis. 

Thus, is this land pitifullie vext and borne doun, both by ftate-govemment 
and churche minifteris, wofuU fyrebrandis and wicked infixumentis fra the 
begining, who now takis to hairt thair awin feires. 

Ye hard how Montrois merchit fi:^ Kintoir and Innerurie touardis Spey 
fyde upone the 18 day of September. And feing the Morray men in armes, 
who had drawin the boites that he culd not cum over, he gois to the Wod of 
Abimethie, quhair he fojoumis, taking his leiving af of ^e countrie, as Ar- 
gile wes diftroying the landis of Strathbogie, Eng3ie, Strathilay and Boyne, 
as is befoir nottit. 
Upone the 27 of September^ Argile muft;eris his men at the Bog of Geicbty 
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who of foot and hors wes eftiuiat about 4000 men ; bot never movit to follow 
the eiieiny, lying all this while in the Wod of Abirnetliie, not tuenty myllis 
diHaiit fra his array. 

Moiitrois, leing he is not follouit be Arglle, he leaves the ^Vo{l of Abir- 
nethie and to the Wod of Rothimureous faiflie gois lie, and thair remanes a 
while. Fra that he inarchis to the heid of Strathlpey, throw Bad^enocht, 
throw Atholl, ftuhair many of thefe coimtreia met him and follouit hira ; and 
round about cumis he agane into Angous, quhair it is (aid.he rai(it I'um fyre, 
about Couper of Angous, of landis pertening to tlie lord Couper, ane archco- 
venanter and brother to the lord Balmyrrinoche. He marchis to the place of 
Dun, quhair the burgeflis of Montrois and countrie people had put in thair 
beft glides for faiftie, being ane ftrong hous, and him felf a giyte covenanter. 
Bot Montrois takis in this hous, plunderis the haill glides and amies. Amongft 
the reft he takis four feild braflin peices, quhilk pertenit to the marques of 
Huntlie, and wes loift at the brig of Die in the begining of thir tnibles. 

As Alontrois is marcheing throw Atholl, Sir Alexander McDonald leaves 
him, and takis fum Irilltis with his favour for fum buflines ; and returnit not 
bak to Montrois whill [November 19.] Aluayes Montrois had eonqueft many 
freindis in Angons quyetlie, befydis the erll of Airlie and his tua fones. Sir 
Thomas and Sir David Ogilvyis, with fum uther barronis, who ftill wes in his 
company, marcheing with a fleing army ; quhair I will leave Montrois in An- 
gous a while, while Argile overtak him if he can. 

The marques of Argile heiring, whair lie with his army wes lying at the 
Bog, that Montrois had left the Wod of Rothimureous and fled to the moun- 
tanes, he then takis courage to follow, whair he niicht have had him narrer 
hand if he had bene weill willit, as is faid befoir. Aluaies him felf, with fum 
trouperis, croflis Spey, and fendis his foot army wp the north fyde of Strath- 
Cpey, and met him agane. The Morray people wes glaid to be frie of Ihir 
footmen for fear of plundering and oppreflioun, and had drawin thair boites 
and gardit the foordi.s in fuche fort, as nather Montrois' nor Argile's army 
wan thair ; for the quhilk thay war muche to be commendit, in refiiect of uther 
countrei-s that wes fore oppreft. 

Argile palTes to Forres, quhair the erll of Sutherland, the lord Lovat, the 
laird of Balnagoun, the fchirref of Morray, the laird of limes, the laird of 
Plufcardyne, and divers utheris, above 1000 men, and held ane Committee in 
Forrea. Bot the erll of Seafort wes gone fra this Committee befoir Argile 
cam ; and it wes thocht that he and fum utheris had correfpondeuce privetlie 
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Montrois whill as he wes lying in the W<Ni of Abimethie Argile maichkr 
fira Forres, and the C!ommittee diiTol vis ; and thair foUouis him feven or eight 
hors troupis, henying and diftroying the countrie. He cumis to Innemes^ 
and gives ordour to tuo foot regimentis, one wader the laird of Buchanan, and 
the uther wnder the laird of Laeris, to ly thair in garilbun. From Innemet 
)ie marches to Bad3enoGht, and heiring that fmn countrie people had gone in to 
Montrois' fervice, he left nothing of that countrie ondiftroyit, no, not ane taat 
footed beifty comiQ, nor utheris, (his foot army met him heir in Bad3enoch1; 
who wes buffie at this wark) ; fra this paflis in throw Atholl, and diftroyis fKe 
fiunen countrie in like maner, becaus fum of that countrie foUooit Montrois 
From Atholl he cumis till Angous and Memis, ftill following Montrois ; quhair 
J will leave him and Montrois both for a while. 

Tuyfday the 8 of October, doctor Goold chofin moderatoiir of the preflntrie 
of Abirdene for ane yeir. 

Ye hard of Montrois cuming to Angous with his iSeing army. Word cumk 
to Abirdene, quhair ane Committee wes haldin be the eril Mailchall and divers 
barronis in the tolbuith upone the tent of October ; quhair ane imprintit Act 
.wes let out, fchawing, that thay haveing intelligens of the enemeis mardiing 
touardis them from Angous in all hoftill maner, thairfoir <»damt all of wbai^ 
foever aige, fex, or qualitie who have hors of fourtie pund {niee or above, that 
thay put out the famen with ryderis, armeit and fumeiihit, and to mak thair 
randevous at the Brig of Die, the 14 of October inftant by ten a ddc ; with 
eelrtificatioun to thame that fall failsie, ilk landit man falbe punilhit in ane 
thoufand pundis, ilk gentilman in fyve hundreth pundis, and everie hufband^ 
man in ane hundreth merkis, by and attour confi&atioun of thair horffis, 
filing the Generall Major are attending the randevous, and the Marques with 
the foot are advancing ; likuaies, the publicatioun to be ezped be the modern^ 
touris of eche prefbitrie, and ilk miniiler to adverteis ilk particular man within 
his parochin, and out of thair pulpitis upone Sonday. This Act wes fubfiaiYit 
be the erll Marfchall in prefens of the Committee. 

• Now the haill miniiteris gois to wark in publifliing of this Act, and oure 
miniiler Mr. Williame Strathauchin, efter lermon, red it out of pulpit. Bot no 
obedience wes givin this Act, for both brughe and land wes wnder iic feir tiiiat 
thay wold not rys aganes Montrois and the Iriihis. And many men and wo« 
men, with thair young children careit on womenisbakis, fled the tonne of Abir<» 
dein, (thair haveing fallin the fame Sonday ane ftorme of Ihaw,) houlling, la« 
Qienting, and crying, not knowing quhair to go for faiftie of thair lives, which. 
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wes pitiful! to behold : bot their feir wes moir nor neidit, for thay all retiumit 
bak to thair houffis in peace fchortly, for that Montrois cam not to Abirdene, 
as ye may heirefter fie. 

L^pone the 15 of October, Sir Williame Forbes of Craigiwar, and Johne For- 
bes of Lairgy, cam to Abirdene. Montroia upone thair parroU gave thame 
libertie, being both his prilTbneris, as ye hard befoir, upone conditionis, as is 
laid, that Craigiwar fould purchcs the young laird Drum and his brother 
thair libertie at the Eftaites' handis out of the tolbuith of Edinbrughe for the 
friedome of him felf and the faid Johne Forbes ; or utberwayes that thay 
foiUd both retunie bak to Montrois as his priflbneris befoir the firft of Novem- 
ber; and if it hapnit Montrois to be overcuin in battell befoir that day, that 
thay to be frie of thair paroll and bak cuming to Montrois. Aluiues thay cam 
to Abirdene, careit them lelves calmlie, and Craigiwar cam not neir the Com- 
mittees tht'U fitting in Abirdein. And Montrois wes admired for his nobill 
dealling for letting go fuche a prime man as Craigiwar upone his bair paroll. 

Generall Major Ramfay over the hors troupia appointit be the Ellaites 
lying in Abirdene and countries about, and brocht heir be Argile at the day 
appointit be Act of Committee foirfaid, had his randevous at the Brig of Die 
with his awin hors troupis ; bot no trouper cam out of this countrie to this 
meiting except thrie troupis wnder the lord Gordoun, and ane troup wnder 
capiten Alexander Keith brother to the Grll Marfchall. Ramlay and bin 
troupis deftroyit the countrie conus, and his intertynnement wes brocht day- 
lie out of Abirdene to him, for the quliilk he did no kind of lervice, bot wrak- 
ing of the countrie ; yit oure minideris crying out aganis his enemeis and 
praying for him emeftlie. Bot Montrois begylit him, as ye may fie heirefter. 

Upone Tuyfday 15 October, the erll Marfcliall cam in fra Dunnotter to 
Abirdene, and held ane Committee, haveing the lord Frafer, fum barronis, 
and the proveft with him. 

The famen Tuyfday oure Provinciall Aflemblie convenit, and prorogat to 
the 19 of November in refpect of thir trubles. Sie heirefter. 

The laid Tuyfday, thair cam fra the fouth to Abirdene wnder livetennant 
collooell Hamrailtoun audit troupis, quhairof ane wes quarterit in Old Abir- 
dene. Thay foupit that nicht, and dynit upone the morn, fyne rode to the Brig 
of Die; bot the cornis was eitten wp and pitifuUie deftroyit be thair horflie. 

In the mein tyme, drums chargeing the toune of Abirdene to be in armes 
for ane foot guard to thir trouperis at the faid Brig of Die ; bot never ane 
tounefinan wold Hur. 
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The faid Tuyfday thair wes brocht in befoir the Onnmittee capiten Aleis 
and ane uther of Montrois' fcout watches upone Die fyde. Maiichall caufit 
confyne them in lodgings, bot not in the tolbuith, and at laft gat libertie. 
Thair wes lykuaies tane aucht Irifhis or hielanderis of Montrois' men. Thay 
war all wardit in the tolbuith, wha brak waird be ane ftrange flicht and wan 
away upone the fourt of November by ane alifoun iron, qnhairby they maid 
ane hoill in the thick wall of the heiche tolbuith, and wan doun upone plaidis, 
except ane who was takin« 

Ye hard befoir quhair I left Montrois in Angous, quhair he purcheffit mcmy 
freindis. He marchis throw the Memis, and, contraur to oure trouperia* ex« 
pectatioun, he croflis the water of Die at the Milnes of Drum, upon Thuii^ 
day the 17 of October, with his haill army faif and found, we haveing l3diig 
watcheing the Brig of Die foolifhlie about 14 troupis, leiving idlie, deftroy- 
ing the countrie and thair comis pitifidlie. 

Aluaies Montrois marchis forduard, (quhairat oure fleing people fra Abir- 
dene rejoiiit and retumit bak to thair houffis, ye may fee [before] thair fleing 
and mifery,) and cam be Crathas, quhair it is faid the laird of Leyis gave 
contentment to Montrois. He then began to rais fyre upone covenantem' 
landis, quhilk befoir he had not done in this countrie. And firft he brynt the 
Kirktoun of Echt and his haill barrony, (except onlie tua pleuchis,) houffisi 
bigginges, and the haill come yairdis perteining to his ground ; plunderit his 
haill nolt, fcheip, hors, ky, and utheris belonging to his landis and barnmy. 

Marfchall, being in Abirdene and heiring of this, fchortlie rydes to Dunnot- 
ter upone the mome being the 18 of October, and thair lyis he. 

Upone Frydday the foirfaid 18 of October, Montrois brjnit the place of 
Fittodrie and Durlathen with four pleuchis of comis quhilk he had in Maynes, 
and plunderit his haill goodis and geiris. He brynt the ritche come yairdis Ct 
Muchall pertening to lord Androw Frafer, and ipolseit his ground as a pryme 
covenanter, as the reft was. 

Upbne Setterday the 19 of October, he dynit in Monymuik with the ladi^ 
the laird being abfent, and upone fair conditionis he Ipairit him at this tyme. 
8onday he marchit touardis Frendracht, and gat fmn beftiall, nolty and fcheip 
thair, for fuftening of his army ; and that fame day marchit to Stratfabcgie^ 
quhair I will leave him, and retume to Argile. 

Ye hard befoir, how Argile had ftill follouit Montrois and that he wes com 
to Angous ; bot befoir his cuming, Montrois had croft the water of Die, as ye 
have hard, upone the 17 of October. And Argile cam to Donnottcr upone 
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JVedinfday the 23 of October, quhair him felf ftayes, hJa army lying in the 
feildis. Upone the morne, he marchis fra Dunnotter to Abirdene. His army 
wes eftimat about 2U00 foot, quhairof thair wea 1000 of his own Argile men. 
He had feriu hors troupis, by and attour 14 troupis lying heir in this coim- 
trie befoir him. Both Abirdenis and come feild landis wrackit with thair 
quartering, and fuftening of thir liorfRs. 

Frydday the 25 of October, his foot army marchis from Abirdene touardis 
Kintoirand Innenirie in the morning ; and about tuaeftemone him felf fuUouis 
with his troupis, and ftayit in Kintoir all nicbt. Upone the morne, he marchis 
touardis Innenirie, ftayit that nicht, and hard devotioun thair upone Sonday. 
The erll of Lautheanis regiment cam alfo to Innenirie to Argile. 

It is to be markit, that the erll Marfchall nor yit the lord Gordoun wea heir 
with Argile ; nor any within the fchirrefdoms of Angous, Kincardyu, Abir- 
dene or Banf wold rys with him ; fic wes thair feir of Montrois. Argile, 
lyding tlirow the Old toun, left directioun with thair balleia to tak ordour 
with any foldiouris byding behind thame within thair toun. Conforme to 
the quhilk thay took about fixteen rafcallis opprefling the toune. Thay ar all 
difarmit, and fum of thame ar biu-t and wardit. Argile advertefit, it is thocht 
good fervice ; and thele rafcallis tranfportit to the tolbuith of Abirdene at his 
command be the Old toim men, and lb wes quyt of thair faflierie, ivhyll Ar- 
gile gave ordouris for thair friedome. This wes about the 26 of October. 

Quhilk day alfo, Charles Gordoun the marques fone retumit bak fra Dun- 
notter to the fcoollis in Old Abirdene. 
Aluayes I leave the marques of Argile at Innenirie lying whill heirefiter. 
Upone Sonday the 27 of October, and Wedinfday thairefter, ane faft pre- 
ceiflie keipit in both Abirdenis and appointit to be throw all the churclies of 
Scotland, keipit be ordour of the Committee of the Generall AfJemblie lltting 
in Edinbrughe, and imprinted, quhilk wes publictlie red out of pulpit heir, 
beiring divers reflbnes for keiping this faft. 1. The flownela of ongoing in 
the wark of oure reformatioun. 2. The greivous fynis of oiire army wnder 
the marques of Argile. 3. The rupture betuixt the king and his fubjectis. 
4. Sum mifcoutentment amongis the miniftrie them lelffis. 5. The innocent 
blood and grevous oppreflioun of the land ; with lum utheris reflbnis. Bot 
thair wes no word of fafting and praying {as moft juillie we fould) for in- 
bringing of change and alteratioun both in churche and policie agaiuft efta- 
blifliit lawia and the kingis royall auchtoretie, and compelling him be force of 
anaes to yeild to oure Scottis opinioun, at leift drawing him in to oure Par- 
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liameiit of Scotland to grant oure haill defyres. Alid not obntetit with this, 
bot we wold fend in annyes to England to affift the rebellis thair agania thd 
king whill England ibuld have like libertie grantit to them both in diurcb 
and pollicie. Nor wes thair word of the innocent blood daylie fched lea ihe 
begining of this reformatioun ; nor of the men and moneyis, hors and ann€8t 
levy moneyis, loan moneyis, and divers utheris grevous oppreffionis laid upoiie 
the fchnlderis of his Majefteis deir and loyall fubjectis for raifing of thir 
annyes to go into England ; the grevous offending of the king, the queinf 
thair ofTpring, thair trew fireindis and foUoueris be divers and findrie inami- 
parable wayes. Thir fjmis with mony moir is never touehit nor repentit of 
in oure folempne failing dayes, bot generallie the f3mis of the land ; quhair- 
with the LfOrd of Juftice and Mercy feimit not to be weill content, as wold 
appeir be the pn^res of this hiftorie. 

Upone the 12 of October, Grenerall Leflie took in the toune of Newcaftell, 
plunderit the famen, took divers priflbneris both EngUfh and Scottis. The Maior 
and fy ve Englilhmen war fent to London to be judgit be the Parliament con-» 
forme to thair EngUfh lawis. Like as the erllis of Craufurd,lord Reay, and lum 
utheris wes takin thair alio, and the lord Ogilvy takin elfquhalr, who war all 
fent in to Edinbrughe and wardit, thair to abyde tryell conforme to oure Scottia' 
lawis, as ye may heirefter iie. The lord Maxuell wes alfo takin at Newcaftdl, 
and the peit cam to Edinbrugh with this victorie from Newcaitell, 

Ye hard befoir how the marques of Newcaitell and generall King had fled 
the feige of York ; bot now it wes reportit thay went away to Germany and: 
uther pairtis for men and money to the kingis fervice. 

Ye have befoir how Montrois marchit touardis Strathbogie, quhair he i^ 
manit whill Sonday the 27 of October. Bot heiring of Argile's cuming, he 
removit that day from Strathlx^e, and cam to the Wod of Fyvie, a place 
very advantageous for him againil iic a puiflant army following Ai^le^and' 
he being the waiker in wanting of Alexander McDonald with his Lriihis, 
whome he had with him, as ye hard befoir. Aluayes he took in the plaoe of 
Fyvie, and fand fum gimellit victuall thair, as likuayes in the place of ToEie 
)lArt*lay« whair\ipone bis army wes weill fuftenit dureing his abode thair t 
quhair I will let him ly, and retume bak to Argile, whome I left at Louienirie^ 
an ye liave l>efoir, upone Sonday the 27 of October. And upone the 88 d 
(Vtolier, he inarehis fra Innerurie hard to the Wod of Fjrvie, or neir hand by 
to the iUmen, quhair he had lemit Montrois wes lying. Thair was hot ikir^ 
luUhlu|r betuixt the trouperis perfewing the Wod, and Montrois nnAnfaim 
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^fending liis few forces againft fuche ane huge multitude of hors and men. 
He like ane fkilfull capitane ilTuis out of the ^Vod, and retumit bak agane, and 
did gryte {kaith that day; quhair capitane Alexander Keith brother to the 
erll Marihall wes flayrie, and findrie utheris to Argile. Tuyfday and Wedinf- 
day, hot ftirrailliing, with litle lois to Montrois, and daylie flauehter to Argile's 
trouperis, and many hurt wlio wes brocht in to Abirdene for cure. 

Argile feing this fervice and could not help him felf, now lying, as I have 
laid, nar the Wod with his anny, above the lamen, at Rothie, Auchterles and 
coimtrie about, unhabill to fuftein fo gryte an army, albeit thay left nothing 
' tbay could get ; quhairupone Argile fiittis his camp tua myllis fra Fyvie to 
Crechie. Montrois feing him raarehe fo far of, upone the mome being 
WedinlHay and penult of October, upone fair day licht, he marchis noblie fra 
Fyvie and ^\'od thairof to Turref, rjuhilk wes plunderit, and place of Rothimay 
alfo ; and to Strathbogie goes he, takis advantage of the yairdis, and yaird 
dykis, and biggingis thairabout, and thalr lyis he. 
, Ib nocht this a mater admirabill, how this valiaunt nobill man with fo few 
men not paffing 3000 men of all, aa wes thocht. and wanting the helpe and 
flOiftance of his noble capitane Alexander McDonald with fic Irifliis as he had 
with him, could have fo elcaipit fi-om this Wod, qtilialriii he could not long 
Jeft, fra the handis of his enemeis being about 14 troupis and above 2000 foot ! 
A mater mervalous and ivrocht by Godis owne fynger, as wold appeir ! 

Argyle heiring of Moutrois inarehe, upone the niorne being Thuirlday and 
•),iaft of October, he liftis his camp and marchis hard efter him, and incampis 
at Tullochbeg upone Setterday the 2 of November ; and on Sonday hot Ikir- 
inillling with litle blood to Montrois. 

Ab Argile and Montrois is bufTie at this fervice, Sir Williame Forbes of 
Craigiwar and Johne Forbes of Lairgy, according to thair prouieis, retumit 
both to Montrois now lying at Stratlibogy, and declairit tliay wai" tmhabill 
to keip conditioun, and thaiifoir wes retumit bak to him to j-euiane as his 
priilbneriti. Montrois gratiounie receavit thame, not tliiiikiiig on deceipt. How- 
fi>ever, this Sir Williame Forbes convoyis hira felf fra Montrois accompaniet 
with major Nathauiell Gonlomi, with fi\in tuo ov tln-ie commanderis, and gois 
■to Argile'fl camp, M'ho wes gluid of thair cuming, proniefiug all favour he could, 
and to get major Oordonn's peace as he who wes thocht to be tlie fole convoyer 
of Craigiwar from Monti-ois. Botheiriu wes deip policie, as efter do appeir. 

Montrois niiiring Craigiwar, he wes heichlie offendit, and f|}eirit at John 
Forbes of Layrgy, wJioine lie left behind him, what be kend of bia removing. 
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Anfuerity he knew nothing. And bemg demandit if he would fteill away alfoj 
he faid he fould rather die befoir he did it. Then Montrois aniueris nbblie, 
** I'hen, Sir, I give yow frie libertie to go upone your parol! that ye lall 
retume when I fend for yow, and no utheruys." The gentilman thankit him 
hartfullie, and fo with fair play recoverit his liberties Divers thocht Craigi« 
war wes not wys in purcheffing his libertie by fic ane unfeimlie way, thinking 
he had no diflionour to keip captivitie, nor could the Eftaitis hot eileim of him 
worthellie. Bot now cuming away, he left ane feur querrell to Montiois to 
perfew efter him, his landis, and goodis, quhairas if he had biddin with him 
priflbner, he would have bein frie of this feir ; bot he went away upon Sonday 
3 November. 

Ye hard of the ikirmiihing of Strathbogie. It is heir alfb to be rememberit, 
that oure Soveraigne Lordis Seflioun lat not doun for adminiftratioun of 
Juflice, to the gryte prejudice of the kingis leiges, (yit fchirref and commiflare 
Courtis fat according to the old forme notwith (landing of thir troubles,) qohilk 
fould have fittin doun upone the firft of November yeirlie. 

About this tyme. Lues Gordoun fone to the lord marques, is mareit to Maiy 
Grant dochter to nmquhill Sir Johne Grant of Freuchie, utherwayes callit the 
laird of Grant, by whome he gat 20,000 merkis, as wes iaid. 

Upone Wedinfday 6 November, Montrois leaves Strathbogie, jEUid to the 
hillis gois he. Argile, feing him fled, cumis till Strathbogie, and thair remanis 
eitting wp and diflroying the haill countrie pitifullie in thair comis, catteD, 
gudis and geir, the marques now being in Strathnaver and the lord GOTdonn 
being in Morray, to the gryte greif of the gentrie and tennentis of the ground 
both in Strathbogie, Eng3ie, Auchindoun, and countreis round about belong* 
ing to the nobill marques of Huntlie. 

Upone this famen 6 of November, Mr. Greorge Leflie and Alexander Lieflie hia 
fone, of whome ye hard, are now both to libertie out of the tolbuith of Edin- 
bnighe. And fchortlie thairefter the faid Alexander Leflie perfewis Mr. James 
Clerk and flrikis a lug fra him, as he who wes the authour of all his milcfadf 

Ye hard of the intaking of Newcaft;ell. Ordour givin be the Committee of 
the Generall Aflemblie at Edinbrughe that thankifgiving fould be givin throw 
all the churches of Scotland, quhilk wes keipit in both Abirdenis upone Sonday 
10 November ; bot no thankilgiving ever rememberit with ws for the kingu 
victoreis over his enemeis, bot gryte rejoifing at his overthrow. A note to 
be markit. Bot the pefl; follouit Newcafl;ell to Edinbrughe and divers utber 
pairtis, to oure gryte lois. 
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Upone the 11 of November, thair cam fra Montrois' camp to Abirdeue 
the lord Diiplyne, Sir Johne Drummond, Sir Thomas Tyrie of Drum- 
kilbo, Ogilvy of IniierquharUie, crouner Hay, and fum utheris. Thay 

had gottin Argile's pas, and lb but truble thay went fouth, being followeris 
of Montrois. Nathaniel! Gordoun, haveing his pas alfo, cam to Abirdene, and 
walkit hither and thither peaceablie. 

Upone Sonday the 3 of November, ane charge red out be oure minifter, as 
in other parochis within thir north pairtis of the fchires of Abirdene and Banff, 
in name of the marques of Argile his Majefteis livetennand (or rather pre- 
tended iivetennand), out of the pulpit efter ferraon, (the cliair of veritie now 
maid ane mercat cros, and the preieher ane officiar for making of proclama- 
tionis,) chargeing this parochin to fumeifh out to this pretended livetennand 
als mony men, hors, foot, loan money, and utheris as thay fumeiflUt out abe- 
foir to England ; and that, to fupprels the commoun enemy the marques of 
Alontrois, and to have thair randevous at Turreff upone the 5 of November, 
quhair Argile's camp fould be. This wes the firft charge for raifing of men 
heir in thir pairtis, and upone over fchort adverteifment. Argile keipit not 
this day; bot thair wes ane Committee of fum, fie as the maifter of Frafer, 
the lairdis of Phillorth and Tolquhone, and fum uther barronis and gentrie, 
who upone this charge convenit at Turref, about 30 hors ; bot held no Com- 
mittee, as is formerlie faid. Aluayes this melting wes coiitinewit to the 14 of 
November. Albeit the countrie thocht that Argile fould not have vext the 
countrie for moir men, fmce he had gryter pouer nor wes weill goveruit, yit 
this wes his firft charge indeid. 

Ve hard befoir, of the priflbneris takin at Newcaftell. Thay war brocht to 
Edinbrughe upone the 7 of November, in at the water yet of the Cannoget. 
Bot the erll of Craufurd wes compellit to cum vvp the get bairheid as ane 
traittour ; not ftyling him Lord, bot Lodovick Lyudfay, (which he fufferit 
patientlie,) becaus for ferving the king he wes foirfault be oure Eftaitis, and 
his dignitie, honouris, and titill of erll Craufurd wes given be thame to the 
lord Lyndfay, ane of thair pryrae covenanterls. Thair wes alfo takin Harie 
Grahame Montrois' brotlier. It is faid, that geiierall Leflie at the taking of 
priflbneris had givin his paroll that thay fould not be abufit when thay 
to Edinbrughe, whiche proveit utherwayes, quhairat he feimit to be of- 
fendit. Aluayes thir noblemen and the reft wes not wairdit in the Caftell, 
quhair nobles wes ufit to be incarcerat ; bot, out of dlTpjie and malice, wes 
mirdit within the tvlbuith of Edinbrughe. Ye heir how this auncient and 
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noble eril of Craufurd wes be the Eftaitis without auchtoritie of ane king foir- 
faultit and degraduat. Thair wes mony mo nobles foirfaultit befyde him fof 
ferving the Kingis Majeftie, or at leift fould expect no pardon for thair offen« 
ces, lie as the marques of Huntlie, erll of Montrois, erll of Nithifdaill, erll of 
Traquhair, erll of Carnueth» yifcount of Oboyne, lord Ogilvy, lord Rae, lord 
Hereis, Lodoviek Lyndfay fumtyme erll of Craufurd, Patrick Ruthven iiuni' 
tyme erll of Forthe, James King fumtyme lord Ithan, [Alexander} Irving 
younger of Drum, Gordoun younger of Greicht, Leflie of Auchin- 

toull. Sir Robert Spotifwod of Dunnypace, Collonell Johne Cochrum, Mr. Johne 
Maxwell fumtyme pretended bifchop of Ros, Mr Walter Balcanquhell. Thir 
noblemen and utheris fould get no pardon whidder foirfault or not foirfoulti 
as is fet doun in that imprinted Peice callit The humiU Defyres mid Propo-i 
Jitionisfor ajaiff and weill groundit peaces agreit upone by the mutuaU ad^ 
vys andconjent of the Parliamentis of both kingdomes^ ^c, 10 December 1644. 
By and attour princes and noble men in England fet doun in the lame cati- 
gorie. Bot I leave this pojmt and returne bak to the warding of thir nobles 
in the tolbuith of Edinbrughe. Befydis, [Alexander] Irving of Drum young* 
er, and his brother Robert Irving, and Mr. Alexander Irving, ar wardit in the 
tolbuith in thrie (indrie houflis, (non fufferit to Ipeik, no» not yoimg Drom'fr 
wyf, bot in prefens of ane bailie,) a long tyme, and old Drum confynlt within 
the toune. Sie moir of thame befoir, and heirefter. 

Ye hard befoir of the adjoming of the Committee to the 14 of November* 
Argile fendis ane thoufand of his coimtrie men home to Argile, who plun«> 
derit pitifullie the landis of Strathavan, Strathipey, Bad3enocht» and Lochqu- 
haber, as thay went, and cumis hirafelf to Turref. Sindrie barronis and utheris 
meit him thair, who wes thocht to be 500 foot and 100 hors. Thair iis ane 
long tailiit Act fet doim upone the 16 of November wnder Argile's fubfcrip- 
tioun, ordanit to be publiihit at all paroche churches, for levying of the fourt 
and aucht man within the fchires of Abirdene, and Banf, hors and foot, tedious 
to rehers ; bot the coppie is lying belyd my felf of the famen Act in wreit 
Aluayes Argile appointit ane new Committee to be haldin at Abirdene the 22 
of November, fo diflblvit at Turref. 

Doctor Goold, efter he had demolifhit the ftatelie pallace pertening to the 
bifhop of Abirdene, leaving nather hewin wark, iron wark, pavement, tymbeTy 
inficht and plenifliing, as ye have oftyms befoir, now beginis to tir the (klaittf 
af of that matchles roof, and carie [them] doun to the coUedge for his awii^ 
refpectis ; which wes odiouflie thocht of. It is trew this hous, yairdis, ani 
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precjTik wes givin be the Ellaitis to him, quhaii-of he micht have maid a 
moir godlie ufe by uphalding rather then (lemoleifliing of the fanien. 

Upone Tuyltiay the 1 9 of November, Argile cumis to New Abii'deiic, quhilk 
day the Provincial! Afiemblie held iu Abirdene adjoniit, as ye have abefoir. 
Mr. Jolin Hew, ane of the minifteris of Abirdene, is cholin moderatour. The 
erll Marfchall, the lord Gordoun, and generall major Ramfay met Argile at 
Abirdene, ami with him went to this AITemblie. Major Nathaniell Gordoun 
cam in befoir tliame, acknowledgit his adulterie, and oflens done to Mr. An- 
drew Cant by wreitJng of ane letter to him, as ye hard befoir ; and defjTit. 
upone bis repentance, the proces of excomunication, now lying at ane fentens, 
Ibidd ceas, qnbilk Argile with the reft focht bumelie allb. Thay anfnerit, that 
ihny fould wreit to the Committee of tlie Generall Aflemblie, fchow his incuni- 
iug and repentans, and do be thair advys. With this anfuer Nathaniell wes 
Weill pleifiit, and his proces ceafit. Bot God knowis if this Iiumiliatioun to 
Mr. Androw Cant wes fra his hairt, quhair 1 will leave him whill [after- 
wards.] 

Upone this famen Tuyfday and 19 of November, the erll of Lanthean'3 
regiment, confifting of about 500 nmfkiteiris and pikoneiris, wes quarterit on 
poor Old Abirdene ; and, upone the morne, wes liad to New Abirdene, wba lay 
thair quhill the day of , as ye may fie heirefter, without doing 

any good. Aluayes Argile ordanit ilk foldiour to get tua peccis meill and xii s. 
of money weiklie, and this to be brocht in be the heretouris of the countrie. 
and Aberdene to furneilli hous roume, coill and candill onlie. The meill cam 
in, bot no moneyis, quhilk the toiuie of Abirdene wes compellit to pay, as heir- 
efter ye may fie. And ane boll meill cam in out of ilk Imndreth markis rent, 
the countrie payit the refl:. Then ordour wes takin for luftening of the troup- 
eris, hors meit, and njanis meit, iu thii- fchires of Abirdene and Uauf eilimat 
about 1000 hors ; whiclie wes fo grevous as the countrie iqen cidd not fuftein 
thame. Thir trouperis wes qiiarterit frielie throw divers parochis ; Turn upone 
ilk landiflord, and fum upone ilk pleuche of ground. Thair wes thrie regi- 
mentls of liors, one wnder Sir James Hacket, one wnder Sir Patrik ArOie, 
and one wnder livetennand crowner Junes. Thair wes quarterit in Banf and 
Morray the lord Gordoun's regiment. And major Ramfay wes generall over 
the troHiwris of this fcherrifdome, quhilk wes ordanit to be quarterit onbe 
within thrie prefbitries, viz. the prelbitrie of Abirdene, the prelbitrie of Ellon, 
and the prefljilrie of Deir. Ordour wes gevin that ilk trouper Ibidd have meit 
uid drink at xvi e. ilk day, and his hors ane pecc of aites with fodder ; aod 
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if the trouper wes not content with his dieir, to compt kaik and pudding with 
the goodwyf, and compell her to pay money for what he wantit. Thus, is thir 
north pairtis grevoidlie borne doune and wraddt by ordour of the Eftaites 
and good Argile. 

Ye hard of the doun fitting of the Provincial! Aflemblie. It continewit 
Tuyfday, Wedinfday ; and Thuirfday eftemone diflblvit And Argile keipit 
daylie with them. And that famen day, being the 21 of November, Aigfle 
went fouth, careing Nathaniell Grordoun's teflificat fra the Aflemblie with 
him. He wes that nidit intill Dunnotter ; bot the lord Gordonn baid bduQd 
in Abirdene. 

Argile gone, the erll Marfchall, the lord Frafer, the lord Crichtoun, the 
lairdis of Kermuk, Craigiwar, and fum uther countrie barronis, with tbe pro- 
veft of Abirdene held thair Committees daylie in Abirdene whill about Ja- 
nuar 1645. 

Ane ordour fra the Eftaitis cam, that the laird of Laeris' r^^ent, aad 
laird of Buchananis regiment fould go to Innemes, and fortifie the lamen be 
Argile's direction, as ye have befoir. 

Ye hard befoir of the marques of Montrois leaving of Strathbogie, to Ar- 
gile's fmall credit in fufferiog him fo to efcaip. He marchis to Bad3enodit, and 
cumis to AthoU, whair generall major McDonald his noble capitane meitis him 
and his company, and who had bene fra him, as ye have befoir. 

The lord Frafer, the'laird of Pittodrie, and laird of Edi^s comis and bnfld-* 
ing being brynt be Montrois, as ye have, thay mein thame ielfis to the Eftaitis, 
who gives ordour to mell with the papiftis' rentes, landis, fifhinges about Abir- 
dene and upone the water of Done, pertening to Thomas Meingjeis of Bal- 
gouny, Mr. Alexander Irving of Liochhillis, and Robert Irving his brother; 
and this to be yeirlie wpliftit be Forbes of Edit, ay and whill his loiffis 

wes fet wp. And ficlike thair wes deiponit to the lord Frafer Goidoon 

of Abir3eldeis rentis, Donald Farquharfone, and Gordoun barromi of 

Brachleyis rentis, as malignantis aganes the countrie, to be yeirlie upliftit be 
him, ay and whill his (kaith wes payit. As alfo thair wes diQxmit to Thomas 
Erlkyne of Balha^artie the rentis of Schethin pertening to [Williame] Sey- 
toun, the rentis and leiving of Tibbertie pertening to [WilliameJ Innes, ay 
and whill he war compleitlie payit of his loiffis ; bot he baid fchort while to 
tak wp his part, becaus he depairtit this life in Edinbrughe upon the day 
of Januar 1645. Mervalous to fie the tdngis li^es thus to be oj^nreft ! And 
Thomas Meing3eis fled the tdngdome with his wyf and children for his reli- 
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giouii ; yit his rentis ar difponit : Mr Alexander Irving fleis the countrie, 
and, failling to France, is takin be the way, and brot'ht to Edinbrughe, (juhair 
he is wairdit ia the tolbuith ; yit his rentis ar dirponit : His brother Robert 
Irving durft not be ftin, his rentis difponit: The uther gentilmen for favour- 
ing thair king and following the marques of Huutlie, as ye have hard, fled the 
kingdome, and durft not be lein ; yit thair rentis difponit : — to fet wp the 
loiflis of the kingis unfreindis and enenieis, without advys or auclitoretie, bot 
onlie fet out be the Eftaites of the land. 

The laird of Echt for his pairt caufit arreift the fchippis careing falraound 
to France, lying in the harberie of Abirdene, upone the laft of November, whill 
the maifter of the fuhip gave wp ane compt of fie fahnound as wes fchippit 
perti^mng to the foirfaidis papiflis, and fyn to fet thanie on (lioir ; quhilk wes 
done. Thairefter the marchand agreit with Echt upone conditionis. Quhair- 
npone the fahnound wes agane fchippit, and fo gois to the fey. 

Upone the firft of December, ane Proclamatioun maid at the cros of Abir- 
dene, chargeing the fchirrefdome to con vein and have thair raudevous at Abir- 
dene the 5 of December, for taking ordour for fuftentatioiin of the foot fol- 
diouris and trouperis, and to bring in victuallis for that effect; bot none gave 
obediens that day. 

Upone the aucht of December, generall Leflie returnit victoriouflie from 
Newcaftell to Edinbrughe ; wliair he ftayit whill Januar 1645, taking wp men 
for defens of the faid toune. About 14,000 men and fura of oiire trouperis 
lying heir is fent thair. AVith this victorie the peft cam in to Burrowftoun- 
nes, Aluayis Leflie removis with his wyf and famelie bak to Newcaftell. 

Ye fie of Montrois marche into Atholl. He took the laird of Weyms, 
(Meng3eis) captive, and utheris outftanding rebellis. He gois to the laird of 
Glenurchyis landis, bumes, waiftis, and deftroyis his countreis, being ane of 
Argyle's fpeciall kinfinen. 

Argile now being in Edinbrughe, who cam from Abirdene, as ye have, gat 
finall thankis for his fervice aganes Montrois. Aluayes, heiriug of the diftruc- 
tioun of Glenurcheis boundis, gois quiklie to his owne countrie for defens of 
the (amen. 

About this tyme, ane Generall Aflerablie is indictit to be haldin at Edin- 
brughe the 23 of Januar 1645 be aucthoritie of the kirk, and ane day of hu- 
miliatioun to go befoir. 

The toune of Edinbrughe michtellie murmurit aganis the uptoking of the 
excife ; bot it gois throw, and apointit to be liftit fra the firft of Auguft laft. 





S88 HISTORY OF THB TROUBLES 1644 

Sonday 22 December, thundering out of pulpites againft YooU day, none 
fufferit to mak good cbeir or be miny according to the old faihioun. The 
bell went throw the toune chargeing the crafUfinen to keip thair buithis and 
wirk, and the merchandis buithis to (land open ; ilk tradifinan wader the pane 
of ten pundis. The bailleis bakit this charge, going throw th# tonne, com* 
manding the deaconis to fie the craftis to wirk and to note the diibbedienL 
The quyhtfifheris of Futtie wes likuaies commandit to go to the fea on YooU 
day, wnder gryte panes ; bot the fea fell out ftormy that ftayit them, quhilk 
the pure men with thair hairt wiffit Bot do thair belt thay could not get 
the fcoUeris and ftudentis ftayit £ra than* YooU play, according to ufe and 
wont ; yea, and fum maid good cheir and wrocht none ; utheris wrocht at 
thair plefour. 

Tuyfday 24 of December, the lord Gordoun (the marques being ftill hi 
Strathnaver, in ane ifland callit Toung,) had ane melting Mdth his freindis^ 
for taking ordoiir with one callit Forbes of Skellatter for taking fum of thair 
fchiep and nolt out of the brayis of Strathbogie and Lefinoir. What wes eon* 
eludit is fecretlie keipit wp, and yit nothing follouit be way of deid. Yit this 
Skellater, to get the lord Gordoun's favour, cam in. 

Upone Frydday the 27 of December, than* cam out of the parochin of Cni- 
den till Old Abirdene tuo hors troupis. Hors and men had frie quarteriSy 
fyne upone the mome efter brakfafl rode fbuth. 

Mr. Androw Cant is chofin commiflioner, and Robert CruikfiJiank, baUie^ 
laick elder, for Abirdene ; and the reft of the prelbitreis fend thair commit 
fioneris to this Generall Aflemblie. 

The toune of Abirdene, in this moneth of December, ar chargit ilk man and 
woman be virtue of thair aith to declair the availl of thair goodis plunderit 
be the Iriihis at the fight of Abirdene ; bot to what end I know not, for bh 
ventar wes takin wp of all to be had to oure Parliament Sum faid for have- 
ing pitie on our eflait, and that thay fould be frie from quaii;ering of fol- 
Jiouris, or utheris taxationis, and vexationis. 

The Committee of the kirk and Generall AfTemblie ordanit a faft to be keipit 
throw all Scotland befoir the doun fitting of the Parliament, quhilk wes to fit 
doun upone the aucht of Januar 1645 in Edinbrughe, and befoir the doun 
fitting of the Generall AfTemblie thair the 22 day of the faid moneth. Cod* 
forme to the quhilk ordour a folempne faft keipit heir upone the 5 of Januar 
in both Abirdenis, being Sonday ; and that fame day aucht dayis we bad hdr 
iu Old Abirdene, for the moir aboundans, ane uther faft ; quhairby the poor 
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people wes vext to the death with thir continual! faftingis and thanJtifgive- 
ingis. And this laft Sonday wea keipit wnder pretext that thair wea not aue 
full conventioijn the firft Sabboth. 

Upone the 3 of Janiiar 1645, ane hers troup cam out of Morray and wes 1645. 
quarterit in Old Ahirdene, and another upone the fame tonne quarterit ; and, 
as thay cam, plundering both toune and countrie Iiorflia quhair ever thay went. 

Ye have, befoir the incuming of this yeir, of the Generall AITemblie to be 
holden the 22 of Januor, and Parliament the 8 of Januar, aud uther thinges 
thair fet doun. 

Upone AVedinfday 8 Januar, oure Parliament fat doun in Edinbnighe and 
wes fenfit. The erll of Lauderdaill wes maid prefident of this Parliament ; 
bot the king had no commiffioner thair, quhairof our« Parliament did not cair 
TOuche. Weill, it is contiiiewit to the 22 of Januar that the Generall Aflem- 
blie fould fit doun ; and in the mein tyme ordanit fyve Committees to fit daylie 
in Edinbnighe, Ane quhairof for ordering ane new levie to be fent in till Eng- 
land ; The 2, For difcufling of the malignauts ; 3, For fetting wp the loiflis 
done be Montrois and Jjis rebellis ; 4, For the Billis ; and 5, For tiie Over- 
turis, Thir Committees efl^blilliit, the Parliament is prorogat to the 22 of 
Januar ; bot, befoir that day cam, thair prefident the erll of Lauderdaill de- 
pairtit this lyf. 

Upone Frydday the tent of Januar 1645, the Archbifchop of Canterbury 
maide ane fpeiche on the fcaffold on Towerhill. Thairefter he wes execute. 
Of the quhilk fpeiche the tennour foUouis word be word fra the prynt. 

7%e Archbijhop of Canlerfntrie his fpeiche, or his funeral firmon pmchit by him frlf on tJie Tower- 
hill, onfryduy the lent of Januar 1643, upon Ifebreiies, xii. I, 2.; Alfo the prayerit which hevfit 
at thtfame tyme and place befoir his exeeiitioun ; — All writtin by Johne Hinde whome the Arc\- 
bi/hop befeched that he teold not let any tcrmtg be done htm by any p/irais in faife eoppeis. 

The Arehbijkop of Canlerburie hix funeral fermon preiched on the Scaffold on Tower-hill 

»vpon ffeb. xii. 1, 2. " {M us run with patience the race that is jit before ue, looking unto 
J^VM the aul/ior andjinyker ofourfailh; who, for the jay t/iat was fit before him, endured 
tJie crofi, defpijing thejhame, and isjk down at the right hand of the lltrone of God." 
Good People, Yoa'll par<lon my old memory ; and, upon To lad occaliono as I am come to tliia 
f\Mce, to make afe of my papers, I dare not tmfl my felf otherwilV. j 

Good People, Tliia is a very uncomfortable place lo prearli in, and yet I Oiall bepin will] a te»t 
of Scripture in the twelfth o( the Hebrews, " Let ns run with patience tlte race lliat h fet before 
u*, looking unto Jefaa the aiithor end Gnifher of our faith ; who, for the joy that wan fet before him, 
•Bdnnd tbe crofi, defpiliog the Ifaame, ftnd if let down at the right hand of the tbroDo of God."

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t«rople, that is, the l&tr and religion ; and like tliat of Saint Stephen in iLe vi. of the Acts, for 
brenkini^ the ardioances which Mofes gave us, tviiich ordiDaiiceB were law and religion. But yonll 
Tay, do I then compare my felf with the integrity of Saint Paul and Saint Stephen ? No, God for- 
bid, far be it irom me ; I only raife a comfort to my fulf, that thefe great fuints and rerraots of God 
were ibua laid up in their feveral times. And it b very memorable, that Smnt Paul, who wan one of 
Uiem, and a great one that lielpeil on tlie accufation againfl Saiut Steplien, fell atterwarda into the 
Mf tame accufation himlelf ; yet both of them great lajiits and ferranta of God, 

Ay, but perhaps a great ctiimour there m, that I would liave brought in popery. I Ihall anTwer 
that more fully by and by. In the mean time, you know what the Pliorifees faid againll Chrill 
himfeir, in the xi. of John, " If we let him tlnia alone, all men will believe on lum, et venieiU Rty- 
mani, and the RomaoH Ihall come and take away both our place and nation." Here was a canfelria 
cry againil Chrift that the Itoniana would come. And fee how jult tlie judgment of God wu. 
They crucified Chrill for fear lull the Uoniana Ihould come, and Jiis death waa that that brought in 
the Romans upon them, God punilliing them with that which tliey moll feared. And I pray God, 
tliis clamour of venient liamani (of which I have given to my knowledge no juil caal'e) help not 
to bring him in ; for the Pope never had fuch a harvefl in England Unce the Keformaiion, as he batJi 
now upon tlie lecta and diviiiuns tliat are amongll us. In tlie mean time, by honour and dilhononr, 
by good report and evil report, as a deceiver and yet true, 1 am now palling out of this world. 

Some particulars alfo I think not amila to (peak of. And 6rlt, this I Ihall be bold to fpeok of the 
king our gracious fovereign, He hath been much traduced by fome for labouring to bring in Popery i 
bat upon my conlcience (of which 1 am now going to give God a prefunt account) I know bim to 
be as free from this charge, I tliink, as any man living ; and I hold him to be as found a Proteftant, 
according to the religion by law eflablilhed, as any roan in this kingdom, and that he will veotore 
his life BB far and as freely for it; and 1 tliink I do or Ihould know both his alTection to religion, 
and bis grounds upon which that affection is bnilt, as fally as any roan in England. 

The I'econd particular is concerning this great and populous city, which God blefs. Here bath 
been of late n faAiion taken np to gather hantls, and then go lo the honuurable and great court of 
ibe kingdom, the Parliameni, and clamour for jullice, as if that great and wife court (before whom 
tiw csufes come which are unknown to the many,) could not, or would not do juAice, but at their 
cftll and appointment ; a way wliich may endanger many an innocent man, aod plnck innocent 
blood Dpon their own heads, and perhaps upon this city alfo, which God forbid. And this hath been 
lately pmctil'ed againll my felf. God forgive the letters of this, with alt my heart 1 beg it ; but many 
well meaning people are caught by iu In Saint Stephen's cafe, when nothing elfe would ferre, they 
Airrwl np the people againd him. Acts vi. And Herod went jult the felf fame way, for when he had 
killed Saiut Jumcs, he would not venture upon Saint Peter too, till he faw how the people took it 
and were pleafed with it, in the xii. of the Acts. But take heed of having your hands full of blood, 
in the i.of Ifaiah : for there is a time bed known to hirafelf, when God among other tins makes 
inqaifition for blood ; and when inqnilition is on foot, the Pfalmifl tells ns, Pfsim ix. that God re- 
membera, that is not all, that God remembers and foi^els not (faith the Prophet) the complaint of 
the poor ; and he telts you wliat poor tliey are in the ninth verfe, the poor wliofe blood is llied by 
fuch kind of means. Take heed of this,*' It is a fearful thing" (at any time) " to fall into the bauds of 
the living God," in the x. of the Hebrews ; but it is fearful indeed, and then efpecially, when he 
is making his inquifuion for blood ; and therefore with my prayers to avert the propbefy from the 
city, let me defire tliat tliis city would remember the pruphefy that is exprcirud. Jeremiah xxvi, \b. 

Th« third particular is this ifoac Chorcb of Englaod tbst hath flonriOwd ud baeo » Ihelter iu 
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Ye hard befoir of the Parliament and Generall Aflemblie, and how the Par* 
liament wes feniit and adjomit to the 22 of Januar, and that day the Crenerall 
Aflemblie to (it doun alfo. Upone the quhilk day oure Parliament fat doun 
in Edinbrughe without the kingis commiffioner. The lord Lyndfay of Crau* 
furd (now ftyllit erll of Cranfiird) is prefident of this Parliament. 

The G^ierall Aflemblie alio litis doim the lamen day. Mr. Robert Douglas 
ane of the minifters of Edinbrughe is moderatour. It continewlt till the day 
of Februar, indictit ane uther Generall Aflemblie to be haldin at the 

22 day of June 1646, fyne diflblvit, leaving the Parlianient fUll fitting behind 
thame. Bot thay lent wp thair Actis« not to the king, bot to the Engliih 
Parliament for thair approbatioun. Strange to fie ! . 

Ye have befoir of Montrois' progres to Glenurcheis landis. He goia to 
Argile, bumis and ilayis throw his haill countreis, and left no hous nor hol4 
(except impregnabill ftrengthis) onbrytit, thair comis, gudis and geir; and 
left not ane four footed beifl; in his haill landis, and fie as wold not call thay 
hocht and flew, that thay fould never mak fl;ed. Montrois remanit in Argile^s 
countreis wafling, burning, and diflroying all nar ane quarter of ane yeir, iyne 
cam in to Lochquhaber throw Badsenoch, quhair fimdteis cam in to him, fie 
as the laird of Abir3eldie and utheris of the name of Gordoun, and Farquhar* 
fones of the Bray of Mar. He marchis to Lochnes, havedng ane full inten* 
tioim to tak in the brughe of Innemes, quhairin the laird of Laeris regiment 
and Lautheanis regiment both war lying, with mony countrie people about, 
and the toune ftronglie fortefeit. Bot Montrois haveing difcuffit Broadalbion» 
Argile, Lome, and uther the marques' countreis and his freindis without op- 
pofitioun or contradictioun, he marchis throw Lochquhaber to Lochnes, and 
heid thairof, quhair he is informit, that the marques of Argile wes enterit in 
Lochquhaber with ane army of 8000 men, hielandaris and lawlandmen, and 
that he had brynt the bray coimtrie of Lochquhaber pertening to M'Ronald 
and his freindis ; and fiifpecting that he had a defigne to caufe the garifounes 
at Innemes, and the men of Ros and Morray, to rys in armes for his better 
aflifi;ance aganes him, he thairfoir refolved (pairtlie for afllfting of his freindis 
in Lochquhaber and revenging the wrongis done to them, and pairtlie for 
preventing the joyning of gryter forces againfl; him) to advance to Lochquha^ 
ber aganis Argile. And to the effect he micht cum the moir fuddantlie and 
unexpectatlie aganis Argile, he refolved not to go bak the fame get that he 
marched from Lochquhaber ; bot returned thair by ane uther way throw the 
montanes covered with {how. And in tuo dayis marche he advanced fo neir the 
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enerayis utraoft quarteris, (being diftant thrle myllia from Innerlocliie, quhair 
the marques of Argile lay,) that befoir tliay were awar lie wes within half a 
myll of them ; whiche thay perceaving, and fleiug all away, gave a fiiddant 
allariim to all the reft of the army ; lb that all the regimentis war advertefit, 
and did all combyne at Innerlochie. So, he perceaving that the enemy had 
takin the allarum refolved inftantlie to advance touardis Innerlochie, whair 
he approched within diftans of half ane myll to the enemy, and flood all niglit 
in armes. So HlnuUes did the enemy. Bot the marques of Argile (that lame 
micht being Setterday the firll of Februar) went aboord of his galley with Sir 
Johne A\'auchope of Niddre, Mr. Mnngo Law, and Sir James Rollok, efter 
that all his army wes drawin wp, and ftayit thair upone the water untill the 
mome in his galley whill the battell began, and that he did lie all liis men 
flie away ; and then he paflit away in his galley. The battell began at the 
lyfing of tlie fone on Candlemes day. Montrois' men wes devydit in foui- di- 
viliouns. Geiierall Major M'^Donakl wes upone the riglit hand with a regi- 
ment of Iriihis ; liveteunand coUonell Ockain with lum Irilhis wes iipone the 
left wyng ; fum hielanderis of Atboll, the Stewartis of Appin, men of Glenco, 
the capitane of Clanronald, McLean and Glengarie wes in the midle ; and 
coUonell James Mcdonald alias M'Oneill wes in the reir with a relerve of 
Irilliis. Tlie enemy had thair lawland forces divydit, the ane half upone the 
right wyng, the uther upone the left, and iu the midle tliay had a gryte bodie 
of liielanderis, and thair referve wes alfo hielanderis, and wes placed upone ane 
pretty afcent, quhair thay had a peice of ordinans ; and thay planted within 
the hous of Innerlochie fourtie or fj-ftie men, for that plaee wes within a 
piftoll fchot of the pairt qnhair the enemyis battell wes placed. Ockane, 
being upone the left ^vyng, did firft advance, and charget the enemeia right 
wyng, who firft fled. Major M'Donald charges the left wyng, and oure hie- 
land men being in the middle chargeit thair midle battell. So the enemy, 
perceaving thair right wyng to file, and thair left wyng and midle bodie to be 
. fiiriouHie alTaulted, did alfo (efter the fchooting of a volie) tak them lelves to 
I flicht with thair referve alfo. Sum of oure hors men, perceaving the enemy 
to brak, did nllault them alfo, and turned 200 of the enemy and diverted them 
from entering the hous of Innerlochie, to whiche thay war rining for refuge. 
So the enemy fled. Sum be the Loche fyde who wes all either killit or drounit. 
The gryteft pairt fled touardis the hillis, that famen way by whiche thay en- 
terit Loehquhaber. Thay war perfeuit fum eight myllis, and many killit. Thair 
B kiUtt of alt, as wes thocht 1500 ; quhairof thair wes of cheif men, the 
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laird of Auchinbrek (Campbell), the laird of Lochinsell (Campbell) with his 
elded fone and his brother CoUein, the laird of Glencaddell elder, M^Dougall 
appeirand of Rara with his eldeft fone, the proveft of Kilmud, major Meing- 
3eis, brother to the prior of Achattenis, Parbrekis. And thair wee takin of 
priiToneris, the laird of Parbrek, the laird of Innerla, the laird of Glencaddell 
younger, the laird of Silvercrag, the laird of Lioumane, the laird of Sanct 
McDonald in Kintyre, the goodman of Pynmoir, the capitane of Dunftaffnage' 
fone, livetennant coUonell Roghe, livetennand collonell Cokbume, capitane 
Steuart in Boot, capitane Hume fone to Ai^thie, capitane Stewart, capitane 
M orray, capitane Stirling, Robert Cleland alias Clydiflbne, Mr. Dougall a 
preicher. Thefe ar, befydis a gryt number of commoun foldiouris, takin prif- 
foneris. It is faid thair wes direct fra the Conunittee of Edinbmghe certane 
men to tie Argyllis forwardnes in following Montrois, quhairof it wold appeir 
the Eflatis wes in doubt ; hot thay law his flight in forme foiriaid. It is con- 
iiderahill, that few of his army had efcaiped if Montrois had not merchit the 
day befoir the fight 18 myllis upone litle food, and croffing findrie wateris, 
weit and wiry in froft and fhaw, and ftanding in armes weit and cold the night 
befoir the fight, quhairby thay war the moir unhable to follow tbe flight. Bot 
Montrois caufit a foirlome hope of mufkiteires fcboot all night at the enemy, 
the better to ingage the enemy againfl; the nixt morning, feiring that thay 
fould have ftollin away in the night. What wes killit to Montrois is uneer- 
tane. Bot Sir Thomas Ogilvy fone to the erll of Airlie wes fchot throw the 
thighe, quhairof he deit, and [was] bureit in AthoU. 

Thair cam to Abirdene tua commanderis, major Liddell and capitane Mor- 
ray of the garifoun lying in Abirdene, and declairit to the proveft and balleis 
that thair men wes hungrit, and could not leive upone tua peccis of meill u^ 
the weik, except thay g^t 12 s. alfo. The counlall is convenit, and, to elchew 
plundering, thay condifcendit to give 3000 merkis ; for the quhilk the tonne 
wes taxt. Thus is Abirdene fore vext day and nicht. 

About this tyme, twa conmiiffiouneris cam fra the Englifli Parliament to 
oure Scottis Parliament, as wes faid. And likuaies that the young prince wes 
generall over the kingis army, maid of purpois for pleifiing of the Engliihmen, 
who lykit not to ferve wnder generall Ruthven, being ane Scottis man, whole 
counfall and advys wes not the lea cravit at all occafionis, as a brave expert 
cavilleir. Like as the king maid him marques of Thames for quytting his place. 

Ye hard befoir, of the taking and warding of yoimg Drum and his brother 
Robert Irving. This brave young gentleman depairtit this lyf within the 
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place of Innes pertening to the laird of Innes, and Reidhall, all brunt and 
plunderit. The landis of Burgie, Liethein, Duffus plunderit ; hot not bmnt. 
Garmoche plunderit, hot not fyrit. lliair falmound cobillis and nettis cuttit 
and hewin doun, quhairby the water of Spey culd not be weill fifhit. Thns, 
as Montrois merchit he fent out parteis throw the countrie with fyre and 
plundering. 

Now, upone the 17 of Februar, thair wes fitting at ane Committee in 
Elgyne the erll of Seafort, the laird Innes, Sir Robert Gordoun, the laird 
of Plufeardyne, and divers uthers ; and, heiring of thir doinges, difcharges be 
touk of drum the Fafting-Evin's marcat haldin yeirlie at Elgjme, left the 
countrie merchandis and people fould get fkaith ; and fchortlie diflblves thair 
Committee, and ilkane a findrie get The laird Innes and findrie with him 
gois to Spynnie, whair his eldeft fone wes duelling. The tonne's people of 
Elgyne and countrie about, feing the laird of Innes flie to Spynnie, fled alio 
with thair wyves, bames, and beft goodis which they culd get careit, heir and 
thair, hot cheiflie to Spynnie, and few baid within the toun throw plane feir; 
whiche incenfit the foldiouris war againft the tonne nor if thay had biddin 
and keipit thair houflis. The erll of Seafort and reft of the Committee men 
fled thair owne wayis. 

As Montrois is merching to Elgyne, the laird of Grant with fum utheris 
met him, ofiering thair fervice upon thair paroU and gryte aith fuome to ferve 
the King and him his Livetennand loyallie. Montrois receavit them gratiouC- 
lie. The laird of Grant fent in SOO men to him. Sie heirefter. 

Upone the 19 of Februar, Montrois cumis in to Elgyne. The lord Gordoun, 
being in the Bog, lap quiklie on hors, haveing Nathaniell Gordoun with fum 
few utheris in his company ; and that famen nicht cam to Elgyne, falutit Mon- 
trois, who maid him hartlie welcum, and foupis joyfullie togidder. Mony mer- 
vallit at the lord Gordoun's going in after fie maner, being upone the countrie 
fervice, and coUonell to ane foot regiment and to ane hors regiment. Sum 
alledgit the Efiaitis overlaw him in divers poyntes touching his honour, quhUk 
he could not digeft. Utheris faid he wes liklie to lois his father for following 
the countrie cans, if he fould continew, and the coimtrie happin to be borne 
doun. Utheris agane faid it wes a plot devyfit betuixt Montrois and Natha- 
niell Gordoun when he wes with him and when he cam fra him with Crag^ 
iwar, as ye have befoir ; and albeit for his cuming away he wes efl^imit 
traiterous and difloyall to Montrois, yit he proveit the politique and his faith- 
full lervand in this bufllnes. Thir wes the opinionis of fum. HowSbever it 
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18, in he went ; bot how or upone what reflbne, I cannot tell. Tlie niinil- 
trie heiring of this, thay raillit out of pulpites pitifullie aganes him. His 
brother Lodovick cam alfo to Montrois, who wes gratiouflie receavit. 

Montrois gives ordour to draw all the ferry boites on Spey to the nortbe 
Ichoir, except ane auent the Bog, and gard the haill furdis wp and doun ; (yne 
gois to his connfflU of «arr, not to Committee Courtis, trecheroullie croppin 
within this land. ^VTiill as he is thus in Elgyne, the erll of Seafort, the lairdis 
of Plufcardyiie and Loillyn bis bretheren, Sir Robert Gordoun of Gordoun- 
ftown, and divers utheris cumis in to him, quhair I will leave liim whill 
[afterwards.] 

The brughe of Abirdene and garifouns lying thair heiring of Montrois' 
victorie over Argile at Innerlucliie and of his marching throw Morray land, 
thay fend (befoir Montrois wes yit cum to Elgyne) Alexander Forbes alias 
Plagne, a buflie bodie in the good cans, with letteris to the Committee at Elgyne. 
who receavit letteris bak agane from the erll of Seafort, the laird of Innes, 
and utheris of the Committee, and from the toune of Elgyne, and wes cuming 
upone poft bak to Abirdene; and at Percok upone the 20 of Februar he is 
aprebendit be Gordoun younger of Geicht, Irfith younger 

of Harthill and thair complices. Thay tak the haill letteris fra him, plunderis 
his money whiche he had upone him, Ijiie hardhe with his lyf he wan away. 
Bot thir letteris wes poflit, all cloiffit, to Montrois now camping in Elgyne, 
quhairby he wnderllood the Committee courtis of Morray and who wes his 
freindis or foes. 

Upone Sonday the S3 of Februar, young Geiclit, young Harthill, and thair 
complices, took ten of Cragiwaris troup lying cairleflie in thair naikit bedis 
within thair quarteris of Innerurie. Thay took thair hors, thair moneyis, 
thair apparell, and armes, and gave the men libertie to go ; whairat Cragiwar 
wes heichlie ofFendit, 

The Eltaitis, greivit at Montrois doingis, relblves to have him leiving or 
deid ; and to that effect fendis to Abirdene, about the 26 of Februar, the lord 
Balcarras' hors regiment, with ordoui- to draw in Sir James Hakketis hors regi- 
ment, quarterit within this parochin of Old Abirdene, to thair randevous in 
New Abirdene, (feing the uther tuo hors regimentis M'home Argile left behind 
him quarterit in this countrie wes fcatterit heir and thair, and mony deid in 
the morticheyne.) and to abyd the aiming of livetennand generall major Bailie, 
who wes auning with fex foot regimentis fra Sanct Johnftoun aganis Mon- 
trois. lie had many brave capitanis and commanderis ; amongll whome wes 
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generall major Huny, a foldiour of fortune and veray changeable, for firft, he 
lervit the Parliament of Ingland aganis his Soveraigne the King ; 2. he left 
thame and fervit his Majeftie, which wes moir nobill ; 3. he left the King and 
Parliament both, cam into Scotland, and took fervice with the rebellis aganis 
his Majeftie ; quhairupone he wan litle or all wes done. Ye have befoir of 
major Bailleis buflines. Bot at this time Baillie cam not to Abirdene, and hi^ 
trouperis war forfit to flie, as heirefter ye have. 

Montrois camping at Elgyne, as ye have befoir, receavit, to faif the toun 
onbrynt, 4000 merkis, as wes faid ; bot his foldiouris, efpeciallie the laird of 
Grantis foldiouris, plunderit the toun pitifullie, and left nothing turfabill on- 
careit away, and brak doun bedis, burdis, inficht and pleniihing. Montrois 
leaves thame at this plundering, and merchis from Elgyne upone the fourt of 
Marche touardis the Bog of Geicht, with the bodie of his army, haveing in 
his company the erll of Seaforth, the lord Gordoim, the laird of Grant, the 
laird of Plufcardyne, the laird of Loiflyn, and fum utheris who had cum in 
to him ; and fendis befoir him over Spey the Farquharfonis of Braymar to 
plimder the toun of Cullen pertening to the erll of Fyndlater, whiche thay 
did pitifullie, for tbir Farquharfonis had cum in to him abefoir. Mon- 
trois being over Spey, he confidderis that the tuo regimentis lying in Inner- 
nes and rebellis in the countrie micht now in his abiens brak out and wrong 
his freindis that ar in his company ; thairfoir he takis the erll of Seafort, the 
laird of Grant, and utheris formerlie faid, thair folempne aithis to ferve the king 
againft his rebell fubjectis, and never to draw armes againft his Majeflie and 
his loyall fubjectis ; and thairefter fent thame over Spey agane to look to thair 
awin eftaites, upone thair paroU to cuxa with all thair forces upone adverteif* 
ment to affift Montrois in the kingis fervice ; and fo pairtit fra utheris. Bot 
the erll of Seafort gat moir credeit nor he wes worthie of, for he perjurit him 
felf and turned a mortall enemy to the king, and a traittor, as ye fall heir. 

Now, as Montrois foirfaw the truble of the coimtry, fo it fell out, for thair 
cam pairteis fra the regimentis lying at Innemes to the place of Elchas, whair- 
in the laird of Grant wes then duelling, and pitifullie phmderit the lamen, and 
left not the ladeis apparrell, jewellis, and goldfmith wark ontakin up, quhair- 
pf fcho had ftoir. Thairefter thay plunderit the landis of Cokftoun, becaus 
the goodman follouit the lord Gordoun. Thay cam in to Elgyne, and took> 
the laird Plufcardyne and his brother Loiflyn out of that ftrong hous perteia — 
ing to Plufcardyne, had them to Innemes, and keipit thame, as thay who ha 
eum in to Montrois ; but this wes thocht to be done with Seafortis conien 
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Aluaies he feiniis to be forie at the taking of his brethren, cums to Innernes 
and labouris fo that he gat them bothe let to libertie. This wes faid to be 
plane policie iifit be Seafort, for he repeiitit him felf of his ingoing to Mon- 
trois, and wreit to the Ellaitis, to the erll Marlchall, and Committee at Abir- 
dene, that he yeildit onlie throw feir, and that he avowit to byd be the good 
cans to his deith ; quhilk wes acceptit, and pairtlie he performit. 

Remember the erll of Morray is aU this tyme refident in Ingland with 
Ms ladie. 

Ye heir liow Montrois ciimis to the Bog. His eldeft fone the lord Grahame 
wes in his company, a proper youth about 16 yeiris old and of lingular expec- 
tatioun. He takis feiknes, dels in the Bog in a few dayis, and is bureit in the 
kirk of Bellie, to his fatheris gryt greif. 

The lord Gordoun haiftellie drawis wp about 500 fut and aucht fcoir hors 
for this fervice. 

TTie trouperis and Laiithean's regiment, lying in Abirdene, as ye have befuir, 
finding that Bailie wes not yit cum, commandit the tonn to pay the reft of 
thair 3000 merkis, as is befoir. Thay fchip in ane bark lying in the harberie 
tuo feiid peices with thair ammunition, bag and baggage ; and upone the 7 of 
Marche fuhamefullie fleis upon the onlie report of the enemy, and leavis Abir- 
dene to its awin defens ; who had lyin lyk graftiopperis in the toune and 
countrie, as ye have. Mr. Andrew Cant and his wyf, Mr. John Rew, Mr. 
AVilliame Robertfone, and baill covenanteris fleis. Mr. Robert Farquhar pro- 
ved and Patrik Leflie lait proveft both wes in Kdinbrughe ; and the toun 
flood in gryt feir. 

Our Scottis parliament rais upone the [20th] day of Februar, as ye have 
[afterwards.] 

Montrois marchis fra the Bog to the place of Cullen of Boyne, the erll of 
Findlater him felf haveing fled fouth befoir to Edinbrughe, leaving in thir dan- 
gerous dayis, pitifull to behold, his ladie behind him. This llaitlie hous weill 
decoirit with brave inficht and plenifliing, and furneifliit with filver plait, and 
all uther neceiTares, wes pitifullie plunderit, and nothing turfabill left. And 
then [he] wes begining to rys fjTe ; hot the ladie pitifullie befocht Montrois, 
now in hir hufbandis abfence, to forbeir fyre of hir ground hot for the fpace 
of 15 dayes, within quhilk tyme if her hufband cam not to give all fatifTac- 
tioun, that then his lordfchip fould do as pleiffit him befl. And for this peice 
of 15 dayis tyme fdio promefit 20,000 merkis, quliairof fcho payit in hand 
5000 merkis. Montrois grantit hir defire upone the conditionis foirfaidis. 
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Montrois. lie took the fpair armes lying at Torry, left tliair be the Lau- 
tliean regiment wilder the keipiiig of umquhill capitatie Keith, Marfdiallis 
brother, his Iroup. Thay took 1800 mufeatis, piki:j, and uther armes. Thair 
wes Hini hurt, I'um flayiie, aud fiiiii of this troup takin jjrilToneris and ^vardit 
in tlie tolbuitli of Abirdene. The armes wes laid thair alio. And liveten- 
nand Scot, one of the faid Lauthean regiment, lying lurking behind the i*eft, 
wes alio taken. Major Gordoun receavit ordouris to watche the toune, and 
fet out fcout watches nichtlie als far off as Cowie to fie if ony army wes 
cuming fra the fouth. Thair wes fum fkirmifliing at the Brig of Die, qnhair 
Keithis troup wes routit; and finding the feildis fair he retnruis bak to Mon- 
trois, who had removit fra Tiirref touardis Frendracht. Tlie young vifcount 
wes in the place, whiche he keipit, but the laird his father wes in Muchallis 
with the lord Prafer his good-lone, all pryme covenanteris. He phmderit 
thriefcoir pleuchis of Frendrachtis landis liand within the parochins of Forge, 
Drumblait, and Innerkethny, and the minifteris hous of Forge, quhilk [with] 
the reft of the haill houflis, biggingis, barnis, byris, corne5airdis, inficht and 
plenifliing, wes brynt wp in the air ; and the haill oxin, hors, nolt, fcheip, 
ky, and uther faeftiall pilifullie plunderit and careit away, leaving this ground 
delblat. Montrois wreit fra I^ennyburne ane letter to Abii'dene of the 10 of 
Marche, commanding thaine to cans thair drum go throw tlis toune, tharge- 
ing all maner of man within the Ichire betuixt 60 and 16 to meit him in thair 
heft armes and on thair beft hors upone the 15 of Marche at his camp at In- 
nenirie, wnder the pane of fyre and fuord. Dnimis went, the chargis (pred 
throw the fchire, and many met him on hors and foot for obedience thairof. 
Prom Frendracht he marchit to Kintoir, Kinkell, and Innenirie, and cam 
to Kintoir upone the 12 of Marche. His army wes quarterit about the 
boundis foirfaidis, him felf lodgit in Mr. Johne Cheyne's hous, minifter at 
Kintoir. He gave out orderis, that ilk parochin within the prefbitrie of 
\birdene (except Abirdene) fould feud to him tua commilfioneris with ane 
perfect Roll of the haill fewaris, heritouris, and lifrentaris of ilk paroche, 
quhairby thay micht funieifli to his lervice bors and men according to thair 
eftaites ; qubilk wes done, and men daylie cuming in to him for feir of fyre 
and fuord, who uthentayes wold have ftand out. 

Ye hard how major Nathaniell Gordoun went from Abirdene to the camp. 
Upone the foirfaid 12 of Marche he cumis fra the camp bak agane to Abir- 
dene witb Bonald Farquharfone, capitane Mortimer, and fum utheris, about 
fouiicoir Weill horlit brave gentlemen. Thay, feirles and cairles of the enemy. 
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and raifit no fyre on the erll of Findlitteris ground (albeit a grite covenanter) 
at this tyme. From Findlater he marchis to the Boyne, plunderis this conn- 
trie, and bumes the bigging pitifullie, and fpoyllit the minifteris guidis, geir, 
and bookis. The laird him felf keipit the Crag of Bo3me, quhairin he wes 
faif ; hot his haill landis for the moft pairt wes thus brynt wp and diftroyit 
Thairefter he marchis to Banf, plunderis the famen pitifiillie ; no merchandice, 
goodis, nor geir left. Thay faw no man on the ftreit hot wes ftript naildt to 
the fkin. Sum tuo or thrie worthies houifis wes brynt. No blood iched. And 
fo thay left Banf. From that toun he marchit to Turref, quhair^ according 
to the Counfall of Abirdenis ordinans, as ye have befoir, thair cam to Montrois 
Mr. Thomas Gray, George Morifoun, George Cullen, and Mr. Johne Alexan- 
der advocat, four difcreit Weill fet burgeffis, thair commiffioneris, who with 
gryte humilitie pitifiillie declairit to his Honour the manifold mifereis daylie 
befalling the toune of Abirdene, cuming from one fyde and from another, and 
no brughe within Scotland fo havellie diftreft as that toune fra tyme to tyme 
fince the begining of thir troubles, as wes weill knowne unto him lelf ; and 
now feiring that he and his army wes cuming to Abirdene, declairit the haill 
people, man and woman, throw plane feir of the Irifbis, wes fleing away, if 
his Honour gave thame not allureans of faiftie and protectioun ; who myldlie 
hard thir commiflioneris, and faid, he wes fory at Abirdenis calaraeteis; aluayes 
forbad them to be feirit, for his foot army quhairin the Irifbis war Ibuld not 
cum nar Abirdene be aucht myllis, and if him felf cam, he cravit nothing bot 
intertynnement upone his owne charges, forder wrong he intendit not to do 
till the brughe of Abirdene ; which treulie and noblie he keipit. The cora- 
miffioneris wes glaid of this unexpected good anfuer. Thay gave mony thankjs, 
and humelie took thair leive from Montrois, cam bak fra Turref ; and upone 
the 10 of Marche cam to Abirdene, whair thay declairit the good anfuer 
whiche thay had gottin, to the gryte joy of majeftratis and commoims^ man, 
wyf, and child within the brughe. 

Sonday the 9 of Marche, no fermon in either of the Abirdenis throw the 
abfens of our miniftrie fled for feir ; yit doctour Goold preichit in the C!ollege 
kirk, bot durft not cum to the Hie ku-k. 

Upone the famen Sonday, major Nathaniell Gordoun leaves Montrois at 
Turref, and cam till Abirdene with fum few trouperis ; and, on the mome, 
thair cam in to him 100 Irifh dragouneris. The keyis of kirkist portis, and 
tolbuith ar deliverit to him. He fetis lie priflbneris as wes thair to Ubertie, 
amonges whome thair wes one callit Thomas Meldrum wardit for following 
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went to thair minTnieiit withoat doifling of the portis or fetting of watdiM, 
aganis the ordour of war. Thair cairles lecuritie is fpyit by ibm of thair 
onfreindis within the toon, as wes fJBdd, and pofUs fpeidelie to generall migor 
Hurry now lying at the North Water Brig with the lord Balcarraa* regiment 
and uther foot r^mentis, defyring him to cum with diligens to Abirdene, 
quhair he fould have a fair haferd of his enemyis lying without order. Hurry 
informit of aU, takis the occaiioun, and cumis with about aucht fcoir hors and 
foot out of Balcarras' hors r^ment and utheris, befydis brave trouperis and 
mufkitaires ; and, in grjrte haift, upone Frydday the 15 of Marche about 8 
houris at evin, cam doun the get of Abirdene, and fet watchis to the portis, as 
thay cam in, that none fould efcaip. The uther pairtie dilperfit throw the 
toun drinking cairleflie in thair lodginges, and heiring the hors feit and gryte 
noys, wes aftoneifhit, never dreaming of thair enemy. Aluayes this Donald 
Farquharfoun hapnit to cum to the calfey, quhair he wes cruellie flayne anent 
the Court de Guard, a brave gentilman, and ane of the nobleft capitanes 
amongis all the hielanderis of Scotland. Tua or thrie utheris wes killit ; and 
film prifoneris takin, had to Edinbrughe, and caft in the ironis within the 
tolbuith. Gryte lamentatioun wes maid for this gallant, being ftill the kingis 
man for lyf and death. Hurry thairefter gois to the Court de Gaird, and 
takis out the haill trouperis' horflis ftanding thair, and likuayis out of the 
ftables, convoyit by the tonne's people quhair thay ftood. Amonges the reft, 
the marques of Huntlyis beft hors, whome the lord Gordoun had lent to majoT 
Nathaniell Gordoun, wes takin be capitane Robert Forbes brother to Sir Wil- 
liame Forbes of Cragiwar. Thay gat gallant hors. The gentilmen could not 
mend it ; hot glaid to efcaip with thair lives, fiun ane get, fum another. 

Hurry tareit not longer in the toun nor he could get thair horffis, hot retumis 
bak agane the get he cam ; and be the way takis out of the brughe of Mon- 
trois the marques of Montrois fecond fone, (now lord Grahame^ be reffi>ne <tf 
his elder brotheris deceas, as ye have hard,) a young bame about 14 yeiretp 
leiiiing at tha fcooUis, attendit be his pedagog in quiet maner. Aluayes he is 
takin, and had to Edinbrughe, whair he with his pedagog is bothe wardit iii 
the caftell of Edinbrughe. 

Hurry haveing done this exployt in Abirdene, the gentilm^i wes ibrie 
and could not mend it. Thay retumit bak to Montrois, pairt on hors, and 
pairt on fut, efchamit of this accident. Montrois wes heichlie offendit for did 
lois of Donald Farquharfoun, mou* nor all the reft, throw too gryt cairiefhes. 

Upone the mome being Setterday, the laid Donald Farquharfoun's ccMrpis 
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wes fouud on the calley ftript nakit, for thay had tirrit from of his bodie ane 
ritche Hand of apparrell bot put on the famen day. His corpis ar taltin wp, 
wynd and put in ane clois ki(l, and had wp to the Cheppell, thair to \y on the 
Cadelliill. The uther deid corpia wes takin wp and put in thair kilUs and carelt 
to the lainen Clieppell on the Caftelhill, whill thay Ibnid all be bnryit. 

The tonne of Abirdene, feiring this accident foiUd be interpreit thair fault, 
fend out tua coniiniffioneris to Kintoir to figuefie thair innocency to Montrois. 
He hai'd Ihame patientlie with ane wo hairt, yit knew Weill aneuche wlio wes 
ijinocent or guiltie of this mater within the toune, wyflie keipit wp his mynd, 
and gave the commilTioneris ane indifferent anfuer. And fo [they] retumit 
to Abirdene, not knowing what fould be the event. 

Aluayes Montrois gives ordour to generall major irDonald to cum to Abir- 
dene with 1000 hors, and foot Iriiliis, and fie his corpis bureit ; who cam indeid 
upone the foirfaid Setterday and 16 of Marche to the toune about four efter 
none. The tonne's people, botli man and woman, wes wnder gryte feir of 
thir Irilllis, and raony of mynd to flie thair houffis. Bot this noble major 
comfortit them all, for he quarterit his haill foot being about 700 Irifliis about 
the Brig of Die and Tua Myll Cros, and none baid witliiu the touiie bot him 
fclf and his trouperis. He caufit clois ttie portis, and fet out ftont watches, 
as ane difcreit capitane fould do. Lord Lues Gordoun cam with him. Upone 
the monie being Sonday, tliis gentleman with the uther thrie corpis wes liftit 
out of the Cheppell foirfaid, and convoyit to thair burinll. Donald wes bureit 
in tfae laird Diiunis Jyll with mony wo hairtis, and dulefutl fcliottis. Bot it 
is to be markit, thair wes no preiching in ony of the Abirdenis, becaus the 
haill minifleris had fled the toune ; yit doctour Goohl, oure Old toune princi- 
pail, teichit within the College kirk, fuppofe for feir he durft not preiche out 
of the Colledge Yettis on this Sabboth day 17 of Werche. 

Now as Montrois is lying at Kintoir, the eril of Airly fallis thair feik of 
ane fyver, and is convoyit thairfra to Lethintie, quhairof his dochter is lady, 
witli ane gaird of 300 men, officiaris, capitanis and commanderis tu anait upone 
him. This done, Montrois, upone the fanien Sonday and 17 of Merche, 
marchis fra Kintoir to the landis of Diu-ris perteining to the lord Frafer. Sie 
moirof Airlie [March I9-] 

Generall Major UrDonald ftayis all this Sonday in the toune, quhair he wes 
mucbe relpectit and Weill intertynneit for his love and favour whiche he ft-hew 
in not doing ivrong, nor fuffering muche wrong to be done, except ane or tua 
remarkabill coveuant^ris whiche wes plunderit. Thay indeid took thair dyet ; 
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bot payit for all exfraordinaris, quhairof the toune's people wes nioft glaid; 
Yit he took wp mekill geir. 

Upone Mononday the 1 8 of Marche, he leaves Abirdene, mynding to meit 
Montrois at Durris ; bot a number of the Irifhis rogues lay lurking behmd 
him, abufeing and fairing the toune*s people, taking thair doikis, plaidis^ 
and purfes fra thame on the hie ftreites. No merchand buith durft be opiiit. 
The liable durris brokin wp on the nicht and the horflis takin out. Bot'tb^ 
major heiring this retumis that fame Mononday bak agane, and callit all thir 
raicallis with fore fkinis out of the toune befoir him ; and fo both Abirdeni^ 
wes frie both of him and them, be Godis providence, who luikit both for fyte 
and plundering. Yit he took wp about 10,000 pundis worth of cloth, gold 
and filver lace from the merchandis, and the toune becam oblegit to pay for 
the famen to them. He took wp this cloth and uther commodeteis, aDa0unt< 
ing to the laid foume of 10,000 pundis and above, to be clothing to him and 
his foldiouris, and caufit the toune becum oblegit to pay the merchiindis by 
raifing of ane taxatioun.for that effect, quhilk thay war glaid to do to bequyt 
of their company. Thus, cros upone cros cumis upone Abirdene. 

Yc; heir bow Montrois merchis fra Kintoir touardis Durris. He ipaint 
be the way the lairdis of Mon3anufk and Leyis landis onplunderit upone 
fum priyie conditionis, and cam to Durris, quhair major M^'Donald meitis him« 
Thay brynt wp the place, lauche bigging, and haill comis, and lpQl3eit thd 
haill ground of hors, nolt, fcheip^ and uther goodis. This done upone Sonday 
the 17 of Marche. And ane pairtie the famen Sonday wes direct out upone 
lie landis of Fyntray as pertenit to the laird of Cragiwar to plunder, buiHe, 
and diftroy the famen, houffis, biggingis, comis and all. Mr. Androw Abir* 
crummy, minifler at Fyntray his hous and comis brynt wp, and goodie 
plunderit, being ane mayne covenanter. Sum thocht Cragiwar delervit this 
injurie, [who,] being crediblie takin prifoner and weill reijpectit both of the 
countrey and Montrois, wold tak his libertie efter fuche difhonourable niiaiier^ 
quhair as if he had ftayit, his licens micht have bein purcheflit by ane bif 
way ; at leift he wold not have fufferit fiiche ikaith if he had biddin captive. 

Montrois marchis fra Durris to Stanehevin, and cam thair upone TiiyiHay 
19 of Marche. And, heiring of fum troubles to arys in the north againft tte 
lord Grordoun's landis, he fendis bak his foottitien efiimat to 500 men to defeid 
Strathbogie and remanent his ground aganis fie enemeis as fuld cum ; wbsr 
cam indeid : bot ilill he keipit the lord Gordoun with his hors troupes bffyi 
him felf whill occafioim offerit. 
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The erll of Airlie lying fore feik at Lethintie, and heiring of the lord Gor- 
doun's men cumiiig bak agane, he caufis traiifport hini[relfj to Strathbogie. 
es a place of gryter ftrenth and Imrtie, haveing his gaird about him, quhair he 
lay wbill God lent him his heltli. 

Montrois quarteris him felf in Jaraes Clerk the proveftis hous of Stanehe- 
vin ; the lord Gordoun and utheris belyd his army quarterit in Cowie and 
about the countrie. 

Upone \N'edinfday the 20 of Merche he wreittis ane letter to the erll Mar- 
fchall being in Dunnotter, quhair thair wes about 16 minifleris who had fled 
thair owne houflis and thair takin refuge. Amongft whome wes Mr. Andrew 
Cant and his wyf alio, Mr. John Rew, minifteris at Abirdene, and Mr. Wil- 
liam Douglas profefTor thair. George Keith the erUis brother wes alfo cum 
thair laitliefrom France and divers utheris. Bot this letter wes receavit and 
red ; albeit the berar flood at the yett, bot gat no anfwer, (quhairat Montrois 
wes heichlie offendit,) done cheiflie be perfuaftoun of his owne ladie and of the 
miniftrie, fpeciallie be Mr. Andrew Cant. It is faid, the lord Gordoun «'reit 
ane letter to the foirfaid George Keith, (wlia cam to Stanehevin and conferrit 
with him and Montrois alfo,) whofe defyre was that the erll fould ferve the 
king and concur with him againft his rebellious fubjectis as he that wes bound 
thairto both from his place and honouris, (this wes the fnm, as wes faid, of 
all;) utheruaies to be upone his owne haferd. Bot this noble erll counlallit 
be Mr. Androw Cant and the reft of the hretheren refuifit this fervice alluter- 
lie, laying, he wold not be aganes the countrie. Quhairupone Montrois, on 
81ft Merche, began and brynt wp the barne3airdis of Dunnotter, houftis, comis 
and all, quhilk the erle, his ladie, and the reft witliin the place faw ; lyne 
fyria the tolbuith of Stanehevin, (quhairiu tliair wes ftoir of heir and comis,) 
and haill toun alfo, being the kingis royall bruglie, with the haill cornsairdls, 
houflis, and biggingis, except the faid James Clerkis bigging. quhaijin Mon- 
trois him felf wes quarterit. They plunderit ane fchip lying in the harberie, 
lyne fet hir in fyre with the fiflier boitis lying thair. Thay brynt wp the haill 
toune of Cowie, houflis, biggings, comis, and corn5airdis, and ficlike ; phmderit 
the haill goodis, geir, hors, nolt, Icheip quhilk thay could get. Thay plxiuderit 
the perfon of Dunnotteris hous, fyne fet the fame on fyre. It is faid, the people 
of Stanehevin and Cowie cam out, man and woman, children at thair foot, and 
children in thair annes, crying, houUing and weiping, praying the erll for Godis 
cans to faif them from this fyre, howfone it wes kendlit. Bot the poor people 
gat no aufucr, nor knew thay quhair to go with th^ir children. LamcDtabill to. 
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lie ! Fettereflb alfo wes fyrit, and ane quarter thairof brynt ; bot the haill lanche 
bigging and come3airdls utterlie diftrojdt and brynt wp. Thay fyrit the ple« 
fant park of Fettereflb. Sum treis brynt, utheris being grein could not weili 
bume. Bot the hart, the hynd, the deir, the rae, fkirllit at the ficht of this 
fyre ; bot thay war all tane and flayne. The hors, meires, oxin, and ky, war 
all lykuaies killit ; and haill barony of Dunnotter and Fettereflb utterlie 
fpoil3eit, plunderit and undone. Efter this he merchis to Drumlaithie, and to 
Urie, pertening to Johne Forbes of Leflie, ane grjrte covenanter. He fyres the 
place, bumis all to the voltis, and haill lauche bigging, comis, and bame- 
3airdis ; and plunderis the haill ground* He lendis to his awin good brother 
the vifcount of Arbuthnet ; bot, as is laid, by his ordour thair wes brynt and 
plunderit to him about 24 pleuchis of land. 

He cumis to Fettercame upone [Frydday] the [22] day of Marche, quar- 
teris his foot army, and fendis out quarter maiileris to quarter ium trouperis 
in the countrie and about the brughe of Montrois. Bot generaU major Hurry, 
lying in ambufh within the planting of Halkertoun by thair knouledge, ifiiies 
out fuddantlie with ane gryte cry and ane fchout upone thir trouperis, who 
retumit bak to Montrois camp fchortlie. And he directlie lendis out ane bet* 
ter number of trouperis. Bot how fone Hurry feis thame he takis intill ane 
uther bus hard befyd ; bot he is roufit out, and routit throw the North water, 
who fled, (with gryter Ikaith nor he gave,) to liyetennant generall major Baillie 
lying nar hand with his army. Montrois trouperis retumis bak to the camp, 
quhair Mr. James Strathauchin's hous in Fettercame wes brynt. 

Upone Sonday the 24 of Merche, Mr. Williame Strathauchin oure minifter 
cam to his hous in Old Abirdene and preichit. Bot Mr. Androw Cant and Mr. 
Johne Rew wes not cum to thair charge in New Abii'dene out of Dunnotter ; 
yet doctor Goold and Mr. Robert Downy fuppleit thair ablence Sonday and 
week day. 

This famen Sonday, Charles Gordoun, now callit lord Charles, with his 
pedagog Mr. Thomas Johnlloun, wes tranfportit fra the Old Toun IcooUis to 
the place of Lefmoir to remane with his father-lifter, the ladie Strabrane, in 
the tyme of thir troubles, left he fuld be takin as the lord Grahame wes takin 
fra the fcooUis in Montrois, as ye have befoir. 

Montrois ftayit at Fettercame, Frydday, Setterday, Sonday, and mardiis 
thairfra upone Mononday the 25 of Merche to Brechin with his foot army ; 
and directis his trouperis to the toun of Montrois, with charge to tak thair 
intertynnement, bot no moir. Thay took the lame and wyne aneuche, bot did 
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DO moir hann to the toun. The toune's people of Brechin hid thairgoodis in 
the callell thairof and kirk fteplis, and fled tbaiiie felffis ; wliich flicht inrageit 
the foidiouris. Thay fand their goodis, pluuderit the cailell and haill toun, 
and brynt almut 60 hou/fis. From Brechin he niercliis upone the day of 

Merc-be with liis Irouperis in ane body in throw Angous, qubair he raifit luni 
fyre alfo, Uvetennand generall major Baillie being in tbe feildis nar by, liave- 
ing four foot reginientis and tuo reginientis of hors, to whom alfo cam the lord 
of London, heigbe clianceler, his regiment, with tbe eril of Lauthean's regi- 
ment alfo, both foot reginientis, beiides uther great forces earning, as 1500 reid 
coitis out of Ireland, and fum uther regimentis ; yit wes hot 600 reid coittis. 
Ye have that oiire Scottis ParHaraent wes wp, and rais upone tbe 20 day 
of Februar. Tbay did not adjorne the famen to any certane day ; bot efta- 
blifliit ane conllant Committee of Parliament to fit upone tbe coimtrie effaires. 
Montrois is infonnit of liveteunaiit major Bailleis forces and michtie prepa- 
ratiouu ; yit could not difmay him, bot fra Brechin throw Angous he marches 
in his (icht and his forces but ftrack of fuord or pons of pik ; be baveing tbeii 
in fervice four foot regimentis and tbe lord of Balcarras and Sir James Hak- 
ketis tuo hors regimentis, wbairas Montrois wes not fo mony in his lervicet 
not paffing 3000 fut, bors, and dragouneris. 

Baillie cnniis from Perth to meit with Montrois at or about Brechin. Mon- 
trois niercbis in bis ficht, as faid is, to the nater of Hay. He keipis tbe one 
lyde, and Baillie follouis and keipis tlie uther fyde of this river, within miiicat 
fchot to utheris. Thair wes ikirmifliing betuixt thair fcout watches daylie, 
bot none ofTering battell to utheris. Quhairat mony mervallit; the countrie 
alfo holdin wilder continwall feir, not knowing whonie to follow, and glaidlie 
wold have had it dilbufTit be battell betuixt tliame. Bot however it wes, 
Baillie durft not go on bot according to ordour, ivlio had Iiim noble men on 
his coimfall of warr ilill with him, fic as the eril of Craufurd fumtyme callit 
lord Lyndfay, the eril ot'Caflellis. the lord of Balmyrrinocbe, the lord Kirk- 
cubreicb and fum utheris, without wbofe advys be could no nothing. 

As Montrois is in Angous, the vilcount of Freiidracht, the lord Frafer, tbe 
tnailler of Forbes, thair freindis and folloueris leaves tbair houffis and cumis 
to tbe feildis, and beginis to oppres whome thay could overtak. And firft, 
thay mell upone tbe hie way with Hew Gonloun lone to George Gordouii of 
Coklarachie. Thay tak Hector Abircrumniy of Fettemeir and Williame 
Frafer of Cragtoun. and wairdis thanie both in the place of Freiidracht. Thay 
wardit alfo the thrid in Muchallis, bot thny let him fcbortlie to libcrtie; and 
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Fettemeir wes alfo put to liberty. Thir people, with Craigiwar, war grjrte 
covenanteris, and deidlie enemyis to the hous of Huntlie, the marques being 
ftill in Strathnaver all this t3ane. Thay rode alfo to the place of Lethintie 
feiking for the erll of Airly, whome thay knew weill aneuche wes in Strath- 
bogie. Thay gat no entres thair, nor did no ikaith at this tyme ; bot hdr- 
efter it wes plunderit. 

It is to be markit, Marche wes reray W3mdie, heiche, and outragiowi, 
quhairof the lyk wes feldom fein heir. 

Ye have Montrois marche, and livetennand major Baillie his continuall fol- 
lowing of him, and how the countrie wes keipit in daylie feir both of the ane 
army and of the uther. As thay ar dallying thus wayes in uther fichtis about 
four or fyve dayes time, Montrois marchis to Kirremure and the hillis, and 
Baillie to Perth. In the mein tyme the lord Gordoun and generall majcn: 
M^'Donald gettis ordour to go ftorme Dundie, who, upone Frydday 4 Aprile, 
cam thair with about 200 hors and 800 fut, quhairof the maift pairt we9 
Irifhis, and Montrois foUouit with the haill army that fame day and incalnpit 
at Dundeis Law, hard befyde. Thay enter the toune couragiouflie. Tbe 
tonne's men defendit ali\veill as thay could. Thair cannon plantit on the 
calfey for defens of the portis wes ichot ; bot did no ikaith, for thay enterit the: 
toune by the portis at four fererall wayis. Thay brynt wp the Bonnethill 
almoft altogidder, and fyrit lindrie uther houffis within the toun. As thay 
ar buffie at this wark major Baillie getis word, and with Balcarras troup and 
Hakketis troup cam with all the ipeid he can to refkew Dundie, haveing his 
foot army cuming efter als fad as thay could from Sanct Johniioun. Thct 
lord Gordoun, heiring of thair cuming, receaves ordour fra Montrois lying 
hard by to found the retreit and retume to the camp ; quhilk he did evin 
when the toune wes at the randering. Aluayes Montrois, in ane fiill bodie, 
beginis to marche about fex houris at nicht. Baillie and Hurry bydis whill 
thair foot cam, and with all diligens in ane body foUouis and overtakis Mon- 
trois marching to the brayis, for it wes fex houris at nicht befoir Bailleis foot 
army could wyn to Dimdie. It is laid, major Hurry would fane have yokjdt 
with Montrois ; bot Baillie expreflie contramandit him. So thay pairt, the 
ane army fra the uther, throw mirknes of nicht, Montrois to Kirremure^ ^ 
Baillie to Forfar, without blood or flauchter ; bot thair was fum flayne at 
Dundie at the florming thairof. Baillie leaves following of Montrois, and fra, 
Forfar gois to Brechin. Upone the mome, the erll Marfchall, the vifcount of 
Frendraucht, the Jord Frafer, the maifter of Forbes, the lairdis of Boyne, 
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Echt, Leflie, Craigiwar, and divers utheris oppreffit covenaiiteris, met him at 
Brechin, and held thair Committees thair. General! Major Hurry heir recea- 
vit ordoiiris to cum to Abirdene, with the lord Loudoun and eril of Lautheanis 
foot regimentis, confiding of about 1000 brave foldiouris, commanderis and 
all, and Sir James Hakketis regiment of about tua hiindreth and fyftie hors, 
the nobles and barronis to cum with him alio, wliiche is above wrJttin, and 
Baillie to go bak to Sanct Joluiftoun. Qubair I will ceaa for a while. 

Upone the laft of Marche, Mr. Androw Cant with his wyf, and Mr. John 
Rew, with Mr. Willianie Douglas, cam to Abirdene fra Dunnotter. Mr. Wil- 
liame Robertfone, Patrik Leflie, and the reft cam to the toune upone the morue 
being Tuyfday and firft of Aprile, and ordiner prelbiter day of Abirdene, 
qubair it wes told to the bretheren that the Committee of the kirk had apointit 
nne faft for divers gryte caulis to be keipit throw all Scotland, and that it 
wes done in the fuuth, and omittit heir be relTone of the trubles; thairfoir it 
wes apointit to be keipit upone Paflie day nixt, 6 Aprile, within this prelbitrie, 
and throw the reft of the kirkis als fone as micht be. Sum mervalUt at the 
apointing of this faft upone Sonday nixt and on good Pathe day, quhilk wes 
keipit abefoir praifing God with mirth and myrrines for the refurrectioun of 
iJeliis Chrift, and now turnit over in fafting and muming be oure kirk. The 
commoun people gnidgit with tbir newcum ordouris. It wes ftraitlie keipit 
heir fra 8 houris in the morning whill tua efternone for the fornone's fer- 
tnon, and als long aue efternone's fennon. No nieit durft be maid reddy, 
fercheris Ibcht the tonne's houHis and kitchinges for the famen. Thus is Ihe 
people vext with thir extraordinar faftis and thankifgivinges upone the Sab- 
both day (apointit be God for a day of reft), moir nor thair bodeis ar vext 
with labour on the wark day, throw the prepofterous zeall of oure minifteris. 
Mr. Williame Stralhauchin, on this day of humiliatioun, eryit out aganes 
Montrois and bis army, calling them bloodie botcheris, traittouris, perfidious, 
and of the hellilh crew, with mony uther deteftable I'ljeicbes unmeit to be 
utterit by ane minifter out of the chair of veritie. Mr. Androw Cant and Mr. 
Johne Rew with Mr. "Williame Robertfone wes als malitious, and large war 
aganes tbame in their pulpitis. And Cant wes hard to raill aganes the kingis 
owne commifiioun grantit to Montrois, and fpairit not to call him and his 
army murtheraris, bloodie botcheris, rebellis, and excummunicat traittouris. 
Qufaairat fum of the weill difpofit auditouris did tremble, wondering at the 
railling of the miniftrie almoll everie qubair, wicked counfallouris and evill 
inftrumentifi fra the begining of thir trubles. Bot no repentans for the mother 
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fyn, whiche is, ryving of the kingis royall prerogative fra him and his rentk 
and leiving witHin this kingdome, whiche hes bred this miferie, and Godis 
wrath, peft, and fuord. 

Ye have befoir of Monti*ois marching to Kjnrremure. And wnderftanding 
fmn enemeis war rifin and growing to ane heid in thir pairtis, (ic as Freii« 
dracht, Frafer, the Forbeffis, thair kin and freindis, cheiflie aganes the hous of 
Huntlie tbair freindis and foUoueris ; thairfoir, moft wyflie he directis fixim 
Kyrremure the lord Gordoun, his brother Lues or loi'd Lues, with the hoif-^ 
men whiche he brocht with him, being about alicht fcoir, (his foot men bemg 
fent befoir,) to go home and defend his awin countrie and freindis. 

In the mein tyme, the erll Mei-fchall, the vifcount of Frendracht, the lord 
Frafer, the maifler of Forbes, the lairdis of Boyne, Ludquhame, Craigiwar, 
Leflie, Echt, Kermuck, and divers utheris barronis growis to ane heid, and . 
cumis to Abirdene iipone Mononday 7 Aprile, to hold thair Conwiittees for 
uptaking of the excife and laying moir grevous burdinges upone the kingis 
fubjectis. Bot thay ar be Godis providence intemiptit at this tyme ; for ye heir 
how the lord Gordoun cam from Kyrremure. He a*offis Die at the Milne of 
Dennety upone the 8 of Aprile. MerfchitU is informit of ane army cuming that 
get, the famen 8 of Aprile gois to counfall, dilTolves the Committee^ he to Dun< 
notter, and ilk man a lindrie get. Quhairat mony mervallit, and lum wes blytb. 

The lord Gordoun cumis to Strathbogie. Bot befoir his cuming Johne Gor^ 
done of Bukkie, ane old aigit man, took in his cheifes place of the Bog, maMs 
James Gordoim of the famelie of Leicheftoun, a renowned foldiour, capitane 
thairof, who manit and providit the hous, and keipit the lamen ftoutlie. 
He drew the haill boitis and cobillis of Spey, that none fould get paflage in 
the north. He fett out nichtlie JlOO men in watche, being wnder feir of the 
Morray men and regimentis lying at Innemes. 

' This famen Tuyfday and 8 of Aprile, apointed for holding of the Commit- 
tee, oure prefbitrie fat doun in New Abirdene, quhair thair wes produdt a 
number of printit paperis for uptaking of the Excife, and ilk minifter to have 
one heir, and haill province, to intimat upone ane Sabboth day befoir his 
parochineris, to the effect that thay thairefter fould get pasonent. Bot the 
bretheren, heiring of the lordis going from thair Committee, diflblves thair 
prefbitrie fuddantlie without moir ado. 

Ye fie befoir, how major Hurry receavit ordouris at Brechin to cum heir, 
and livetennant major Baillie to retume to Perth. Conforme thairto, upooe 
the 11 of Aprile, he cam to Abirdene with his tua foot r^imentis and r^' 
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metit of hors. He wes convoyit with the nobles and barronis alfo fra Brechin, 
except Marfchall, who went in to Dunnotter. Hurry cauOt quarter his troup- 
eris about Tony, and his foot regiinentis this iiicht in New Abirdene. 

Upone the morne thir trouperis wes quarterit in Old Abirdene, capitaues. 
officiares and all. Thay plunderit about the touu ineit for tbair horffis within 
eight niyllis thairto, and payit for thair owne meit. Hurry caufis ftraitlie 
watche the toune of Abirdene, Brig of Die, and Brig of Done, nicbtlie, and 
Old toun alio. 

Fridday being the 11 of Aprile, Setterday, Sonday, Mononday tbay Hay, 
as is fomieriie fet doun. 

Ujione Tnylday 15 Aprile, Hnrry intendis to marche from both Aberdenis, 
drawis out the lord Loudoun his regiment firft out qf the toun, he being 
^Qiiceler of Scotland. The trouperis merchis fra the Old touu. As thay ar 

ng into the toun, the Lauthean regiment raifit ane mutiny aganes thair 

iiumauderis, and went to armes, keipit the toune, cloifit the portis, and wold 

Bot fnffer none of Loudoun's regiment lying outwith the portis, nor mair 

capitane nor commander to tak ordour with thame, nor fnffer trou[>er, or 

Loudoun's regiment to enter within the toun. 

The cans of this mutiny weB for want of clothing and pay promefit to be 
givin to them at Abirdene, quhilk the uther regiment and trouperis had 
treulie gottin. as wes trew, and thay onlie wanting, quhilk careit funi reflbue 
with it. Nor forder thay wold not march whill thay war compleithe payit 
of all tbair dewis. Major Hurry nor none of the commanderis micbt not 
mend thame felffis, bot tak patiens perforce ; and takis this cours for the lord 
Loudotm's regiment that culd not get entrie within the toune, [that they] 
fould cum bak with the trouperis to Old Abirdene that nicht, upone thair awiu 
charges, and to get nothing-bot hous roume, fyre, candle, and bedis qubair thay 
culd be had. This poor toun wes pitifnllie diftre(fit, in provyding thair lod- 
ginges ; bot mekill mair, to fiu-neifli them meit, fears getable for money. The 
trouperis focbt meit throw the countrie for thair horllis thame lelffis. Thus 
lay thay in both Abirdenia whill Hurry lent to the Eltaites for moneyis and 
clothing. Lykeas upone Thiurfday 17 Aprile ane bark cam about with thir 
jCOmmodeteis, qubairin Hurryis wyf cam alfo. He directit lur bak agane be 

id, and caufit fchortlie cleitb his foldiouria and pay thair dewis. And ther- 
efter thay had ftayitfraFrydday the 11 of Aprile UjKjne thair expenlRs, whiche 
wes reflbnablie weill payit, upone Setterday the 19 of Aprile thay marcbit 
altogidder in aue body from Abirdenis touardis Kintoir and Jnnerurie ; from 
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that to Old Rayne careing* in thair company tua feild peices, (thay plunderit 
the landis of Newtoun and Harthill, for the hdrdls wes in Montrois' lervice) ; 
from that to Strathbogie and the Eng3ie, as ye lall heir. 

Upone the foirfaid 15 of Aprile and thrid Tuyfday thairof, oure Provinriall 
Aflemblie fat doun in New Abirdene, and to thair doun fitting thay heir of 
the mutiny amonges the foldiouris foirfaidis. The erll Marfdiall cam from 
Dunnotter to this Aflemblie, ftayit not, bot rode bak upon the mome being 
Wedinfday. Mr. Williame Strathauchin, minifter at Old Abirdene, is choiin 
moderatour, for the effaires concerning the Provinciall Aflemblie, to the nixt 
Aflemblie, and Mr. Androw Cant is moderatour for the prefbitrie of Abuv 
dene. Maifter David Lyndfay, perfone of Balhelvie, is diljoynit from this 
prefbitrie to the prefbitrie of Ellon. Mervallous to fie thir alterationis ! 

Upone Sonday 1 8 Aprile, befoir fermon, the vifcount of Frendraucht, the 
lord Frafer, the maifter of Forbes, the lairdis Boyne, Echt, Ludquhame, and 
divers utheris who cam in with Hurry to Abirdene, rode from the toun ; fiito 
thocht to meit him at Strathbogie. 

Word cam heir, that ujwne the 11 of Aprile, be command of the Eilaites, the 
lord Gordonis armes, the laird Delgatie's, and goodman of Cokftoun's armes 
alfo, wes revin at the cros of Edinbrughe, thame felffis declairit traitouris to 
thair countrie, and thair landis foirfaltit, for following the kii^g. Strange to fie ! 

Ye lie how the place of Lethintie wes perfeuit, yit gat no entres. Thair- 
efter about this famen tjrme, Sir Williame Forbes of Cragiwar with his affift- 
eris cam, took in the hous, pat the lady to the yett, (hir hufband being ablent,) 
plunderit the ground, and fent the comis to his awin landis of Fintray to 
faw, becaus thair wes none left unplunderit or brynt, as ye have befoir. 

Upone Sonday the 20 of Aprile, oiu-e minifter red out ane paper, as wes 
done at uther chivrches, warning the fchire of Abirdene for Hurreis fervicc 
to fumeifli out 600 dragouneris, man and hors, and to have thair randevous 
at Abirdene the 29 of Aprile. The tyme wes fchort, yit chargit wnder giyte 
panes ; bot none keipit or gave obediens, for the coimtry lay groaning wnder 
thir havie burdinges. 

Ye fie Montrois is at Kyrremure. It is faid he directis M'^Donald north 
into Bras, Cromar, and Glentanner ; and him felf paft fouth touardes Dun- 
keld. And in effect, we had no certainty quhair he went, he wes fo obfcure. 
And, as is faid, Baillie wes at Sanct Johnftoun lying with his forces. 

Forbes of Skellater, a ftrong gentleman, agreit with the lord Gor- 
doun for taking of fum fcheip and nolt from his freindis, as ye have ; and at 
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his command part in to McDonald with 200 foldiouris, and thay merche to 
Couper in Angous pertening to the lord of Coiiper the lord Bahnyrrinochis 
brother, qnhillt he fyrit, and flew Mr. PatriJt Lyndfay minifter at Couper and 
lum utheris ; lyne routit the lord Balcarras' trouperis lying nar by, kiliit fiiru, 
and 'took tliair hors and armes ; lyne took the hillis. 

Upone Wedinfday the 23 of Aprile, tlie eril Marfchall with the lairdis of 
Tolq[Uhon, ^Vatte^to^ln, Kermxik and divers utheris held ane Coimnittee at 
Abirdene, fyne retumit that lame nicht bak to Dunnotter agane. 

Wedinfday 23 Aprile, thair is takiu within Forthe fevin Scottis inerchand 
fchippis, Weill ladnit with goodis, and ane of the kingis ft^hippis, now callit 
ane parliament fcliip, be fum frigotia, whidder Inglifti, Irilh, [or] Dunkirkeris 
it is unkiiowne. James NicoUbii in Futtie, quhyt fiflier, wes taiie at his lynes 
be one of thir frigotia, that did him litle flcaith nor to his boit. Thay had 
him with them, hot fiifferit the boit to go home. Thay laiidit him at the 
Bonnes, and he, be land, returnit to his owne hous. He could tell nothing 
bot that this frigot wes ane man of warr ; whome to ftho belongit he could 
not lay, Thairefter out of Forthe wes takin four uther merchand fchipis 
ritchlie ladnit, quhairof capitane Seytoun's fchip new gane to fey wes one. 
ThiLS ia Scotland wrackit both hy fea and land. 

Upone Frydday 25 Aprile, Sir A\'^illiame Forbes of Cragiwar at hia owne 
hand takis in the place of Kemnay from tlie widow ladie thairof, plantis fuin 
foldiouris thairin, being llaukit about and of good defens. He plunderit comis 
and victuallis for thair mantenans from the laird of Kiucragie, fyne took hia 
beft ladill hors ; and plunderit the countrie about, for the fame cans, fie as 
Newtoun and Hartliill. He plunderit fra tliame above aucht fcoir oxin and 
callit thame to Fyf, and fauld them. He took alfo George Gordoun of Rynnie. 
Ye hard of Montrois being at DunkeUl. He returnis north ; and beyond 
Die thair cuma till him the lord Gordoun out of Aiu-hindoun, M'Donald 
and his company. Siclike thair cam to him the lord of Oboyue, the maifter 
of Neper, the laird Delgatie, the laird of Keir younger, who, with the erll of 
Niddifdaill and lord Herea, liad brokin out of Carleill with about 28 hors 
throw David Lelleis army delperatlie, yit happellie laif and found. Thus 
Oboyne, Neper, Delgatie, and Keir cam in to Montrois beyond Die, who wea 
all joyfull of utheris. Thay began to marche, croflis the river of Die at the 
milne of Crathie, and haiflia the lord Aboyne to Abirdene for pulder, and 
thay to byd his returne at Skeyne. He cumis doun Die fyd iiiwne Thuirfday 
the firft of May with about 80 hors, cam to Abirdene, fettis watches, guis to 
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tuo fchippis lying in the harberie, plunderis about 80 barrelliB or kinkenis of 
pulder, ftayit no longer, hot fchortlie pail to the camp lying at Skeyne the 
fame nicht, who wes veray glaid of the pulder, being veray Ibmt ihairof. He 
did no moir Ikaith. Yit Mr. Andro Cant, Mr. John Rew and lum covenant- 
eris fled lyke foxis. Thir barkis hot new cum home from Flanderis. * Mr. 
Williame Chalmer minifter at Skeyne and Mr. Williame Davidfbne's hons war 
plunderit, and tuo men wes kiUit by the Irifhis ; hot no wrong wes done to 
the ladie Marfchallis lifrent landis. - 

Ye hard of HuiTyis marche to Strathbogie and the Eng3ie. He rajrfit no 
fyrCf nor did any wrong to the ftaitlie pallaces of Strathbogie and the Bog ; 
bot marchit by them to the Eng3ie and incampit about Over and Nether 
Bukies, quhair the eiU of Findlater, and lord Crichtoun, the laird of Boyn^ 
and fum utheris cam to his aflillans. The lord Grordoun, at Hurreyis comings 
went to Aiicbindoun, quhair he ftayit whill he went to Montroi8,«fl8 ye have 
hard, becaus he had uo ordour to give battell to Hurry, who all this tyme is 
plundering the plefand countrie of the Eng3ie. He maid wp 400 dragoun- 
eris of the countrie hors, and maid meit of the comis, victuallis, nolt, fcheip, 
and ky ; and, as wes faid, he fent to Frendrachtis tennentis comis, catteD, 
and uiher goodis, to help thair loifis. He wes eftimat to 1000 foot, SOO 
trouperia, and 400 dragouneris by and attour fie countrie help as cam in to 
him. He campit heir fra about the 20 of Aprile, that he cam to the Eng3ie, 
to Frydday the fecund of May ; and, heiring of Montrois' cuming, upone 
Setterday the 3 of May, he marchis over Spey, thair to joyne with the Morray 
forces. Montrois, lying at Skeyne, upone Fiydday the 2 of May be brak of 
day he merchis in ane full bodie to Strathbogie, upone the mome to the Bog, 
and upone Mononday 5 May pafl haiftellie efter Hurry over Spey. He wes 
eftimat about 4000 men, hors and all ; quhair I muft ceas. 

Upone Sonday 27 Aprile, oure minifler Mr. Williame Strathauchin, as uther 
minifleris did, maid ane fpeiche conform to the imprintit paperis anent the 
uptaking of the Excife fent from (he Committee of Eflaitis ; the particularis 
quhairof ye have firft be Committee, thairefter ratefeit be Parliament, daitit 
the 29 of July 1644, and laft of Januar 1645. This Excife ordanit to begin 
the 10 of Februar, and to indure bot for ane yeir. Thairefter this day is 
alter! t and beginis the firft of Auguft 1644, and till continew untill the firft 
of Auguft 1645. 

Many devifes wes maid for uptaking of this grevoufe Excife, fore againft the 
peoples will, crying out with many maledictioun aganes the famen, aa done

iuord, plundering, robberie and oppreffioun, ftentis, taxationis, men and 
inoneyis, done of let purpois againft him felf and his good fubjectis, he, for 
reprefling of thir abufes, grantis ane commiflioun to the marques of Montrois 
to rys with fyre and fuord aganis his rebellious fubjectis, and to defend his 
trew and loyaJl fervandis. Bot the preicheris and covenanteris railiit and 
cryit out againft his Majefteis laufuU commiffioun. Strange to fie ! 

Baillie haveing brynt wp and deftroyit this fair and fertile countrie of 
Atholl for the loyaltie of the inhabitantis to thair dreid foveraigne, he went 
to the caftle of Blair ane impregnabill ftrenth, quhairin mony of the prifbn- 
eris takin at Innerlochie and haill welth of Montrois' army wes keipit ; bot 
he could not get in this hous. And^, efter the burning of the countrie, he 
plunderit hors, nolt, fcheip, and haill goodis thairof, for intertennying of his 
army ; fyne merchis fi*a Atholl in throw the heidis to Kirremure to Fetter^ 
caniy and upone Setterday 10 of May he cums and campis in the Birs, ftill 
plundering the countrie quhair ever he gois, citing the grein growing comis, 
fears cum to the blaid, with thair horfis. He wes eftimat above SOOO foot 
and fexfcoir trouperis. Upone Sonday the 11 of May he marchis to Cromar, 
and campis betuixt the kirkis pf Coull and Tarlan. He brynt the hous of 
Terperfie pertening to Gordoun ; and ilill lay plundering and diftroy- 

ing of the countrie, abyding the cuming of the lord of Balcarras with his hors 
regiment, and that the gentrie of the land fould rys and aflift him ; .quhair I 
will leave him for a whill. 

Ye hard befoir, how Hurry went upone the 3 of May over Spey. Montroii 
foUouit him over upone the fyft of the faid moneth, betuixt whome wes ane 
ikirmiih, quhair James Gordoun fone to George Gordoun of Rynnie wes fore 
hurt. He is convoy it to the Strudderis, ane freind of his awin, to ly whill 
he fould be cureit, and had ane gentilman callit Grordoun to attend him. Bot 
major Sutherland adverteifis the young laird Innes that he wes lying at this 
hous, who raflilie and unadvyfedly fent out ane pairty, viz. capitane Smyths 
Alexander Douglas, Mr. Johne Douglas, and Johne Mill younger, all Elgyir 
men, with ihm utheris, and cruellie thay murder this young gentilman lying fore 
woundit, and left his keipar alfo for death. This wes thocht ane odious deid» 
barbarous and inhuman, (this youth not pafliDg 18 yeires of aige,) whicfae wes 
Weill revengit be Montrois at Oldeme and bigging of Elgyne, as efter do appeir. 

Hurry wan nothing upone this fldrmifli ; bot marchit waft, removit the 
laird of Laeris regiment and Buchannanis regiment out of Innemes, except 
fo mony as fould keip the toune. Thair cam alfo of country people in ta 
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him, the erll of Sudderland in perfone with hia pouer, the erll of Seafort in 
perlbiie with his pouer, the erll of Findlater Iiini felf wes thair, the lord Lo- 
vatis pouer, hot not hiiu felf. The young laird Iinies, the Rolfis, Monrois. 
Dumbarris, the luirdis of Boyne and Birkenbog, and many lULeris cam in to 
Hurry, who wes eftiniat about. 4000 foot and 500 hor-s, all expert Ibldiouris 
and refbhite gentilnien, with brave conunanderis, ofHciaris, and capitanis. 
Bot Seafort wes thot'ht to be ahe i)erfidious traittour, who, after he wes 
deiply fuorne be Montrois to the kingis fervice, and upone Iiis paroll had got- 
tin libertie to go home, quhairoH Montrois niielit have keipit him ilill in his 
company, yit, forgetting his oatJi maid befoir God, his deutie to lils prince, 
and this noble man his Majeileis generall, he lap in to the uther 1yd, as ye 
Leir lie, quhair he cam in and gave his aith. 

Aluayis Hurry is buflellie be waft Olderne drawing to ane heid. And ■ 
Montrois merchis forduard to Olderne about 3000 foot and hors. quha^ir he 
eocampis commodiouflie. And upone Frydday the nynt of May Hurry cums 
merching forduard toiiardis Olderne, quhair Montrois wes byding liini in 
good poftur. At laft Montrois gives Hurry ane hot charge ujion all qiiar- 
teris, both with foot and hors ; and in fchort fpace the Chancelaris regiment 
callit Loudonis regiment, the Lauthean regiment, Laeria regiment, and Buch- 
ananis regiment (all expert and lingular weill traynit foldiouris, as wes in 
this feingdome) are for the moft pairt cut af, fighting to the death moil vali- 
atmtUe. Tliis overthrow wes attribut to ane crouner or major Dnunniontl, 
who wheillit about unfkilfullie throw liis owne foot and brak thaii" rankis, 
qnhairby thay war all llayne be the enemy ; and for tlie quhilk, be counlitll 
of warr holdin thairefter at Innernes, he wes febot, ftanding on his feit, bot 
not at ane poft. Tliair wes reknit to be llayne heir at this bloodie battell 
above 2000 men to Hurry, and about fum 24 gentilmen hurt to Montrois, 
and fum few Irifliia killit, which is miraculous, and onlie foughten with Godis 
awin finger, as wold appeir, fo niony to be murderit and cut doune upone the 
ane fyde and fo few on the uther ; yit no thankis givin to God for this vic- 
torie. It is to 1» confidderit, that Montrois, his capitanis, and foldiouris wan 
this victorie with gryt gloir of armis ; and the lord Gordoun, the vifcount of 
Oboyne, thair name and folloueris, fought fo vahauntlio, that he defervit 
etemall prais. Mony of Hurryis commanderis with the reft wes killit and 
taJcin prilToneris; of whome the laird of Laeris, Sir John Morray, Sir Gedion 
Morray wes killit : ten or tuelf prilToneris taken, of whome Laeris brother 
callit Campbell is ane; 16 cuUouria takin, with thair haill baggage 
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and ammunitioun, and much money and ritches found. The horfemen indeid 
fled firft, and left thair foot fighting couragiouflie to the death. Tb&j p(^t 
to Innemes who wes weill horffit ; utheris wes killit in thair fleing. Hurry, 
Seaforty Sudderland, Findlater, the lairds of Boyne, Innes, Birkinbog, and the 
reft wan faiflie away. 

Efter this gryte victorie Montrois directis to bum the laird of Caddell 
(Campbellis) landis and houfis in Name, and pliinderit his haill goodis. The 
erll of Morray being in England his ground wes plunderit. Kinftery and 
Lethenis landis plunderit, and divers utheris landis in the countrie. And upon 
Sonday at evin the 11 of May he cums to Elgyne to his fupper. He fends out 
parteis and bumis the toim of Garmoche pertening to the laird of Innes, and 
plunders the freiris of Elgin, hot 1)eing churche building wold not bume the 
lamen,'becaus his fone gave ordour to kill James Grordoun of Rynnie^ Walter 
Smithis hous, John Millis hous, Mr. Johne Douglas hous of Morreftoun, Alex- 
ander Douglas hous, all in Elgyne, war brunt, becaus thair wes fum of thame 
felffis and fum of thair fones at the killing of the faid James Gordoun. And 
ficlike the ' bigging of Spynnie pertening to the faid Alexander Douglas in 
heritage wes brynt. And findrie uther tonnes houfis of Elgyne, throw occafioun 
of this f3n'e, took fyre and wes brynt, fie as Robert Gibfonis hous, George Don- 
aldfonis and George Sutherlandis houfis. The houfis pertening to Mr. Johne 
Hay proveft, and Mr. Gawin Douglas efeaipit fyre be compofitioun. The 
Bifchopis Milne and Milntoun pertening to major Sutherlandis W3rf in lifrent 
wes brimt, for being airt and pairt of the faid James Gordoun's death. The 
laird of Plufcardynes hous in Elgin plunderit. This done, upon Mononday 
the 12 of May, Montrois directis the baggage, armes, ammunitioun, and all 
the goodis over Spey to the Bog ; and, upone Wedinfday thairefter, him felf 
marchis to the faid place : hot ft;ayit not thair, hot gois to Birkinbog, a mane 
covenanter, quhair he and fum Ipeciallis ar quarterit. The reft of his army 
he directis throw the countrie upon quarteris. He fendis ane pairtie and 
bumes wp tlie toun of Cullen, quhilk wes plunderit abefoir. And fie landis 
of Frendracht as wes left onbnmt befoir are now brunt wp. Thair wes fum 
foldiouris quarterit alfo in Banf. 

Aluaies Leith of HarthiU cam fra the camp to the (Jareoche with 

fum foldiouris ; and, heiring that Cragiwar had maifterfullie takin George Gor- 
doun of Rynnie [at his] owne hand, he takis Johne and Mr. Alexander Far- . 
qu[hai:s, cu]finges to Cragiwar, and keipis them faft in Harthill whill the faid 
George Gordoun wes fet to libertie. Harthill bumes the toun and landis of 
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Thoinbeg occupeit be Williame Forbes, bot pertening in heritage to the laird 
of Monymuflt, becaus the faid Williame Forbes had phmderit from his fer- 
vand fum moneyis with his baggage hors ; thairefter mans and fortefeia his 
awin hous of Harthill for his awin defens. 

Ye have, that geiierall liveteimand Baillie wes lying in Cromar. The lord 
■ of Balcarras with his hors regiment cam tliair with tua regimentis of reid 
fottis. Bot for all the tliunderiug out of pulpites to caua the countrie rya 
with Baillie, thay lay Hill and wold not follow him. 

In the meintyme Baillie getis fure advertifement of Hurryis gryte over- 
throw at Olderne ; and tliairfoir, upone Mononday the 19 of May, he liftis 
Ills camp out of Cromar, and with all haift merchis to the wod of Coklai-oquhy, 
within tuo myllis to Strathbogie. As he is lying thair, Sir Johne Hurry 
cums fra Innernes, cro.flis Spey, gois throw the rnarques of Montrois watches, 
faying, he wes the lord Gordoim's man, and fairlie wan away by them to 
Frendracht, and thairfra pad to Coklaroqhy, quhair Baillie wes lying. 

Montrois, lying at Birkinhog, getis baillie advertefment that Baillie wes 
ciun upone Wedinfday tlie 21 of May within tuo myllis of Strathb()gie. He 
tliairfoir Ichortlie drawis wp his army, and that lamen nicht cam to Strath- 
bogie, and in the enemyis ficht began to call ditches and mak fortificationia 
about the yairdis of the Place and Rawis ; whiche maid the enemy to tliink 
Montrois wes not to depairt fchortlie out of that boundis. Quhairin thay 
war michtellie deceavit ; for how foue the nicht fell mark, Montrois directit 
lUm horljnen to be ftill in (icht of the enemy when day liclit cam, and how 
lone thay fpyit his army gone, tlien with all Ipeid to follow efter him. Mon- 
trois, haveing givin this ordour, upone the famen Wedinfday at nicht he 
niarchis quyetlie wp the fouth lyd of the river of Spey ; and his horfinen, when 
thay faw day licht, follouit thame fcharplie without Ikaith, and fo thay merchit 
cloiflie altogidder away. Baillie lying in the wod of Coklaroquhy and Hur- 
ry with hini feing Montrois call ditches and fortificationis never luikit of fo 
fuddant a marche. Generall Liveteunant Baillie refolves to follow him, and 
upone Thuirfday 22 May liftis from Coklaroquhy, and the lord Crichtoun 
i»eing in the reir brynt wp the Rawis of Strathbogie ; whair [I will ceafe for 
a whyle. Creightoun burnt Tullifli alfo. 

IJjKme \\\'denfilay 14 May about 10 hours at evin, ther was fein in New 

Abirdein a fearful! fyre and lightning comeing in cloudes of fyre as it were 

atbuart the peoples faces to their great fear. It would be fein in ane ftreitt 

whiche they thought had fett tlie houfis on fyre, which made the people to run 
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to it ; then it would appear in ane other ftreitt, which made the people to run 
to it, crying and trembleing. The night wes clear but weitt or thunder, and 
it continowed for the fpace of ane hour ; fyne at God's pleafure ft eyaniihed to 
the great joy of the people. Ther wes fomewhat fein in the Old town, but not 
efter fuch fearfull maner. The like of this fyre and lightening was never fein 
here, fuppofe it is ufwall in hotter countreis. Some judged the fame to pro- 
ceid from naturall] caufis ; utheris feirit it to [be ane prodigeous token] for 
Abirdene. 

About this tyme, thair chanceit ane Dundie boit to land at Buky. Scho is 
rypit and letteris found direct fra the Eftaitis to the erllis of Seafort, Suther- 
land, the lairdis of Balnagoun and utheris, def}n*ing them to ftand to the good 
caufe, alTuring them of help ; as indeid Baillie cam. 

Upon Sonday the 18 of May, Mr. Androw Cant and Mr. John Rew (new 
cum fra thair flicht to Abirdene) wamit out of thair pulpites, as it wes done 
heir and [elfewher, all noble men, barrones, gentlemen, frieholders and here- 
tors, to be on horfe and foot in thair belt armes ; and upon Tuefday nixt to 
goe meitt Livetennant Major Baillie quhairever he was, without deiignation of 
any other place, wnder the paine to be punifhed as diifaffected to the good caufe. 
The people wondered at this foolifh charge, being upon fo fhort advertifement 
and not knowing wher to feik Baillie ; quhich made them give no obedience. 
And Patrick Lefslie, that famen night about ten hours at evin, rode throw the 
Old town, about 20 horfe, to his fone's mariage with Fhillorthe's daughter, 
which he preferred to that charge, albeit he wes ane arch covenanter. 

About this time, ane fervant called Small, whom Montrofe had 

fent to the king with letters, was taken ;] his letters with him felf had to Edin- 
brughe. Efter reiding quhairof he is takin and hangit be command of the 
Eflaites upone the calfey of Edinbrughe. Severe juftice aganes ane berar. 
For the quhilk Williame Nicoll poft wes hangit moir juftlie. 

The feflioun be found of trumpet at the cros of Edinbrughe ordanit to fit 
doun there the 3 of Jime ; hot yit no feflioun in refpect of thir troubles. 

The peft brokin wp vehementlie both in Edinbrughe and Leith. Divers 
houflis cloiflit wp, many fleing the toune ; and thair Committee [courtis of kirk 
and Parliament to be removed out of Edinbrughe to Stirling, Linlithgow, or 
Glafgow. It fat doun in Stirling and came to Saint Johnftoun. 

Ye heard befor, how Harthill had brynt Thombeg, and taken the Far- 
quhars, whom he took to releive George Gordon of Reynnie that Craigiewar 
had takin before ; wherupon he and the Farquhars were fett to libertie,

Harthill forfees and mans his houfe, a ftrong hold. Tiie Forbeffes and Fraf- 
ers gathers againft him, but did no hurt. 

Upon the 23 of May, the Forbefles and Frafers was faid to be routed be fome 
highlanders at tlie head of Stradone. Thay were goeing a faiffe way to aid 
Baillie ; but tliir highlanders comeing to Montrofe, [he] defeat them, took fome 
prifloners, and fome blood, as was reported. 

UponTuefdaytheSOtliof May, the prefbitrie of Abirdein fitting within the 
Colledge kirk of Old Abirdein, Mr. John Rew prefented ane letter, which Mr. 
Andrew Cant had purpoifely purchafled from the Generall AITemblie, defireing 
the prelbitrie to be removed from Old Abirdein, and to fitt in New Abirdein, 
for their own reafones. Mr. Andrew Cant was not prefent him felfe. The 
bretherin could not aggrie upon this tranOation. ^Vherupon Cant would not 
keep our prelbitrie dayes in the Old town, whyle Tuefday the 24 of June, 
when his heart fell. 

About this time, ther was ane exchange made betuixt Argyle and Montrofe 
of fome prifloners in his keeping of Argyle's freinds, and others of Montrofe' 
freinds under his power ; wherof Montrofe' naturall brother was one, lying 
in the tolbuith of Edinburgh. And likewayes Mr. McDonald his father and his 
tuo Ibnes was fett to libertie, keeped be Argyle in ftrong firmenefs moft wrong- 
oufly diverfe years bygone, Bot how loon they wan free, they glaidly came 
iu to Montrofe' fervice, who was brave cavilleires and weill willed doubtleCs. 

The earle Marfchall, fore greived at the wronges he had gotten upon the 
23 of May, begins to hold Committee courts in the Meirnes. 

Upon the laft of May, Sir Alexander Irveing of Drum gott libertie from the 
Eftates to come home from his conlynement in Edinburgh. Bot he gott not 
long reft unvexed, raalitioufly perfewed be the lord Frafer befor the juftice, 
and fummoned to wnderly the law criminallie, notwithftanding of his other 
greivous vexationea and troublefome times. 

Ye have heard, how Montrofe marched from Strathbogie, Baillie followes 
him, erofles Spey, and conies to Kinguifie, wher he incamped anent the caftle 
of Ruthwein of Badsenott. Montrofe was lying within fbort diftance. Ther 
was fome fkirmifliing betuixt their fcout watches with finall Ikaith. 

Montrofe liftes from Bad3enott and marches into in Atholl, think- 

ing to meitt with the lord Lindfay of Crawford who was lying about Newtyle 
in Angous, ftrongly fortified, that Montrofe could not force him to fight. 

Baillie, feing Montrofe march to Atholl, he liftes, marches doun Spey I'yde, 
erofles at the Boatt of the Brig.comes byStrathbogie without doeing any wrong; 
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yet foine ifliued out and fell upcm his reir, and did fome Ikaith, and returned 
back to the place againe faiff and Ibund. Baillie marches forward, and, upm 
the thrid of June, came to the Newtoun of Oarioch, wher he incunped, dif- 
troying the countrie and eating the grein growing comes to the very dod. 

Upon Wedenfday the 4 June, Baillie comes from the camp lying in the Ga- 
reauch, accompanied wiUi the lord Crichtoun and Ibme fix horle to New Atnr- 
dein. But firft he vifited the Old toun coUedge in the bygoeing about hours ; 
fyne rode to the New toun. And that &men night ther came in Lautfaean's 
fouldiers which were left unkiUed or taken at Old Erne, wher they ftayed in 
Abirdein whyle they wfxe firyed out of it, as after ye ihall hear. Baillie 
lights at flcipper Anderfone's houfe, fends for Mr. Robert Farquhar proveft, 
and Patrick Lelslle late proveft, the baillies, Mr. Andrew Cant and Mr. John 
Rew minilters. He demands the town to lift and raife S0,000 punds of money 
and 400 bolls of victuall for mentinance of his army, becaufe there was no 
cefs impofed upon the Ihyre of Abirdein, wherof the town of Abirdein ihouU 
pay the third ; and tberfor defired them with their third to lift and advance 
the tuo pairt and make up aU, upon fecuritie to gett releiff of the fliyre pro 
tanto. VVberunto the proveft anfwered. It was weill knowen that the towa 
of Abirdein at all times and occafiones was greivoufly burdened and borne 
down with the like charges, and that they were now become altogith^ unaUe 
to obey his defire. And with this anfuer they take their leive, leaving their 
minilters fitting with them and giveing their wicked councell doubtlefi againft 
the town. Baillie ftayed about two hours in the town, and rode back the 
fame night with Crichtoun to the camp. Sie moir of this taxatioun.]
